wrote by the pen of impartiality 
and caodduf • 

li there as any^ ttuth itl thele re^ 
ihafk^, the difdainful fiFence of tlie 
archbi(hop 6f York to bur letters,- 
(a copy of the fifft of which we pub- 
lifhed in a former number, and a 
c^py of the fecoiid We (hall ndw iay 
before our niimerbi^? readers) is re- 
prehenfible. we mar fay, highly 
cttlpable : foi- fuppofing it to hav^ 
fprung from the extreme m9defty 
tf Dr." Mafkham, yet the plriintfte 
of England fliotf Id have con£dered^ 
tfiat true ^abk, humility and genuine, 
fiety\ howetir they may (htfn tlie 
applaufe 6f ffi^iKi are eter t^ad^ 
with Chriilian cohdefcenfion^ oh 
cvjcry qcckfion,' and when any op» 
po^tunity oiFersi i6 fitCmote thfc 
|;rbwth of triie feligxon;, and the 
hbtiour of God the SiVipuri or 
at leaft td returii a civil a&fwer td 
a reafonable requeftmadein reipe^ 
ful terms. 

Dr. MarJthmnh and Dr. Hnrd 
have the fU^^ng /atij/afficn to-l>e 
aieni Jingul€w in this uncivil bufr- 
nefs, as we are ready to confefs that 
We have no occafion as yet to tony- 
plain ofahy oth($r to whoa we have 
made fimilar applkaiioas. 
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To fay, that oar archbiihop was 
born at Kinfale in Ireland ; that 
his father was a major in the army, 
and we believe of an Irifh family ; 
that hift grace was made vicar of 
Boxley in Ke/tt 1765, and im^ 
proved the parfonage houfe, which 
Aerefigned in 1770, and was fuc- 
needed in this parifh by Dr. North, 
the prefenf biihop of Winchefter,and 
younger fonof the earl of Guildford, 
can afford no entertainment to the 
public We would rather point 
out the moil obfcure birth or de- 
fcent, produfdve of a train of thofe 
benevcient adions, and that bright 
exemplary condu3, the reading of 
which might excite others to go and 
do likewife* At the fame time we 
announce to our readers and 
friends, that Dr. Markham. was 
preceptor to the prince of Wales 
andbifhop of Ofnabnrgh in 1771 ; 
that he was tranflated to the arch- 
l>i(hopric of York in 1776; and 
that his fee is valued in the king's 
books at i^ioL it would, doiibtlefs, 
vfTord both them and us, a much 
greater pleafure to know, that the 
archbiihop of York has devoted 'a. 
well-fpent life to the duties of his 
facred fun&ion, by inilruding the 
moft ignorant of his diocefe, and 
by the employment of his excellent 
abilities, not for his own prefer- 
ment, but the glory of God. * ^l^ot 
that it ^s our intention, by faying 
this, to intimate, that Dr. Mark* 
ham has done little towards the 
converiion of finners to Chrift. We 
have already confefled our igno- 
rance both of his talents, attain- 
ments, and hiftory of his life ; fo 
that| for aught we can ^ay to the 
contrary, all that is attractive, 
great, important, and b^ne^cial, 
may center in his grace ; and we 
know, in one reined, the archbi- 
. ihop pf York has been ufeful to fo^ 
ciety I for we hear- his grace has had 
£z fens at Weitminiler fchool ;< of 
whom, three are there now, ano- 
ther in theEaiUndiafervice, one 
in^ the navy, and one at Chrift 
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church, Oxford, tt has alfo been 
faid that the arChbilhop of York^ 
who was chaplain to the king, is a 
*very learnfd man, having pub« 
lifhed two or three fingle (ermons^ 
(one of them preached at Bovh^ 
church) among which is one in 
Latin. It is not in our pdwer t<l 
contradid, nor can we by any au-» 
then tic vouchers, confirm the truth 
of this report. We frankly ' con- 
fefs the learning of his grace to be 
fo dtepi that it has been out of our 
power to fathom it ; i^r after the 
moil diligent fearch from Ave* 
maria-lane to College-ilreet, Weft^ 
nfiinder, we could not obtain ond 
iihgle literary morceau, for the en-> 
tertainment or fatisfadion of o^ 
friends and the public. 

We Ihould, therefore, think btir- 
felves very happy if, in this dilem-^ 
ma, his grace would kindly fnpply 
our defers under this article, by 
taking upon himfelf the arduout 
taiik of writing memoirs of bis own 
life.. And though j^artlality, na^ 
tural to one's fclf, might tempt the 
writer to varniih over fuch parts of 
his condud as might render his 
fame lefs glorious, yet that inti- 
mate knowledge, which he muil 
have of the fubje^, wocdd fnlly 
compenfate for a little felf-^applanfe^ 
and our difadvantages 1 ftrike the 
reader with greater force, and make 
him enter more feelingly into the 
intereft of one who is both the a£tor 
and the writer, than the lefs ani-> 
mated performances of (lich iniig« 
nificant compilers as we are (we 
mean in the opinion of his gtace» 
not our own) can poffibly do* Who 
could have wrote the adlions of 
Juli^is Cacfar with a thoufandth part 
of that eloquence and fpirit he 
himfelf does in his admired com- 
mentaries ? Or who could have 
made us follow Xenephon with his 
ten thottfand Greeks, with fuch 
eager anxiety and attention^ In that 
mafterly retreat which they made 
throueh a vaft traft of country 
amidit every difadvantage and di& 
$ ficulty. 
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ficjalty, as. he himfelf has done, in 
his jinabafis, with no lefs fkil] than 
he conduced the enter prize. Car- 
dinal de Retz, that great genius, 
who pu(h«d headlong into affairs 
and intrigues of every ki^d, by 
the adive ippetuofity of his difpo- 
iition, has drawn» in his memoirs, 
one of the ftrongeft portraits of the 
moft. extraordinary charadlers- in 
the world. By fairly laying be- 
fore us both his' good and bad qua- 
lities ; by expoling his own foibles 
more freely than any one elfe could 
have'done^ he hath made his faults 
ufefal to the world, and pointed 
out the dangers and vexatious 
confequences, which attend that 
head-ftrpng ambition, which can 
throw every, thing into confufion ; 
but knows not how to compoTe or 
quiet the ftbrm, when raifed. There 
are a great many other memoirs, 
in all languages, which are ex- 
tremely amufing, and make us ac- 
quainted with the charaders of fe- 
veral great men in a way that comes 
neareft to perfonal intimacy. For 
thefe' reafons it is our fecond re- 
queft, in which, we doubt not, the 
public in general will join, that his 
grace of York will be pleafed to 
mal^e himfelf, the hero of his own 
talc, and by a narrative of his own 
good actions, form the heart to a 
love of generous principles, pre- 
fenting at the fame time to the 
world (through the channel of this 
Magazine) an excellent pattern of a 
>vife and virtubus condufl. But 
ihould it be our hard lot, (which 
feme croaking demon whifp^rs will 
.be the cafe) to meet with a second 
difappointment, we confefs a refu- 
fal will not much aifedt us, as it 
will not expofe us to the painful 
n«cefnty of not gratifying the 
warm expectation of our numerous 
friends. 

We h^ye been informed that 
prior to Dr. Markhanl's being ap- 
pointed head mailer of Wcllminller 
fchool, that Mr. Pearfon Lloyd 
. Im,viri2 bcea 30 years under-mailer 



(the father of Robt. Lloyd, the; irv- 
timate of Charles Churchill, Bon- 
hill Thornton, John Wilkes, &c. au- 
thor of tjie Ador, and many other 
poems of merit) had a tolerable 
claim to the place ; however being 
involved from the extravagancies o€ 
fome of his family, Dr. Markharp, 
gave him, as it was then faid, 
two thoufand pounds to relinquifh 
his. claim. Major Markham and 
his fon, the dodor, then proppfed 
the building a fquare near the 
fchool, which plan was begun but 
never completed ; and from thence 
the doftor was called at Weftmin- 
iter Square Markham, At Weftmin- 
fter he was remarkable for his con- 
ftant attendance at levee more than 
at fchool. His grace has been ge- 
nerally elleemed a high flyer in di- 
vinity and politics.

OP SIR JOHN BAKKARB^ 

'^ TRUE PATRIOT, A WORTHY 
CITI9&EN^ AND A GOOD CHRIS- 
TIAN* 

SIR John Barnard's firft appear- 
ance on the public ftage, on 
which he afterwards made Tuch a 
diilinguifhed figure, was in the year 
1i722y when he was chofen one of 
the reprefentatives in parliament 
for the city of London ; a truft^ 
which he continued to enjoy dur- 
ing the $x fucceeding parliaments, 
find which he always difcharged 
frith equal integrity an4 ability. 
In 1725, he received the thanks of 
the common council, for oppofing 
% bill, introducing a change in the 
inethod of conducing eledions in 
the city of London* In 1727, he 
was chofen alderman of pQwgate- 
ward, in the room of John Crowley, 
Efq. deceafed, who had enjoyed 
that office but a few months. Next 
jfear he prepared and prefented to 
|he commons a bill for the better 
regulation and government of fea- 
men in the merchants fervice, 

In 1730, the court of Vienna 
laving begun a negociation in Eng- 
land ^r a Ipan of 400,000 pounds, 
91 bill was propofcd and enaded, 
prohibiting, all his majefty^s fu}). 
je^$ from lending any lum of mp. 
jicy tpaiw foreign prince whatever, 
without licence obtained from his 
najefly, under his priyy-feal, or 
fomp greater authority, Viplent 
f>ppofition was made to this bill, 
by a great number of members; 
^unong whom Mr. John Qarnard 
<for ^e dignity of knighthood he 
obtained afterwards by his own' 
merit) made ' i^p |i>cQnfideVable 
j^ure* H^ obferved that if the 
bill fhould pafs i^ its jipefent form^ 

it wpttld, m hU opiiupPi open n 



channel for the Dutch to carry on 
a very lucrative branch of bufineft 
to the prejudice of England: that 
the bill ought abfolutely to name 
the emperor as the power prohibited 
to borrow : for that, otherwife, all 
the other ftates of Europe would 
think themfelves equally aiFeded 
by this a6l, which would give it 
the air as if England was at war 
with all the world : that he was, by 
no means« for making the exche-. 
quer a court of inquiiition $ he con-r 
ceived it to be equally odions 
and unconflitutional, that fubje£l$ 
fhould be obliged to accnfe them- 
felves, and thereby ineur the moi| 
fevere penalties ; he knew, indeed, 
there were fuch precedents already, 
but that was ib much the worfej 
precedents could not alter the na^ 
ture of things I and he thought th» 
liberties of his country pf more 
confequence than any precedents 
whatever. 

In the debate upon the famous 
excife fcheme, projeded by Sif 
Robert W^lpole, m 1733, Sir John 
(hewed himfelf not more zealous for 
the trade of his country, than jea^ 
Ipns of the honour of thpfe, by whom 
it is principally condufted. While 
this affair was depending in parli, 
ament, the merchants of London, 
haying been convened by circular 
letters, repaired to the lobby of the 
koufe of commons, in order to fo- 
licit their friends to vote again fl the 
bill. Sir Robert Walpole, piqued 
at the importunity pf thefe^entle-, 
men, threw out fope /reflexions 
againft the condudl of thofe, whom 
he fuppofed to haye been the means 
of bringing them thither ; and a( 
the fame time insinuated, that the 
merchants themfelyes could be coq? 
fidered in no other light* thap that 
bf fturdy beggars. This exprefr 
fion was highly refented by all 
thofc ui xk^ ppppfitiptt, 9nd p»rti» 
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colar]y by Sir John Barnard, who 
made the following anfwcr ; 

*' I know, faid he, of no irre- 
gular or unfair methods t^at were 
ufed to call people from the city to 
your door. It is certain that any 
fet of gentlemen, or merchants, 
may lawfully defire their friends ; 
they may even write letters, and 
they may fend thofe letters by 
whom they jpleafe, to defire the 
merchants oi^gure and charader, 
to come down to the court of re- 
quefts, and to our lobby, in ordet* 
to folicit their friends andacquain- 
tance againft any fcheme, or pho- 
jcft, which they may' think preju- 
dicial to them. This is the un- 
doubted right of the fubjeft, and 
what has been always pradlrfed upon 
all occafions. The honourable 

fmtleman talks of durdy beggars : 
do not know what fort of people 
may now h6 at th6 door, becauie I 
have not lately been out of the 
houfe ; but I believe they are the 
fame fort of people that were there 
when I came IzA into the houfe; 
and then I can alTure you; I faw 
non^ bilt fach as deferve the name 
of fturdy beggars as little a$ the 
honourable gentleman himfelf, or 
»ny gentleman whatever. ]t is 
well known, that the city of Lon- 
don was fufficienily apprized of 
what was this day to come before 
PS t where they got their informa- 
tion, I know not, but I am very 
certain; that they had a right no- 
tion of the fcheme, which has been 
now open to as ; and they were fo 
generally and zealoufly bent agaihd 
It, that, whatever methods ^ay 
have been nfed to call them hither, 
I am fure it would have been im- 
pofible to find any legal methods 
to prevent their coming hither.** 
In a word He made ib' flrenuops an 
oppofitipn to this unpopular gnd 
luconflicational fcheme, that, in 
ronjundion with other members, 
he obliged th^-«iiniftry cnwely to 



In 1735, he moved for leave to 
bring in a bill to limit the nnmbelr 
of play-houfes, and refh-ain the 
licentioufnefs of players, whidi 
was now increafed to an amaziw 
degree; and thotigh the bill mil- 
carried at that time, it was yet» 
about two years after, enafted into 
a law, which flill continues ik 
force. In 1736, he ferved witli 
his brother in law. Sir Robert 
Goodfchall, knt. alderman of Bi'« 
ihopfgate-ward, the office of ihe- 
Tiff of the city of London and 
county of Middiefex* Next year, 
he formed a fcheme for reducing" 
the intereft on the national debt ; a - 
project,, which, though it di4 not, 
at that time, fucceed, was, never* 
thelefs, afterwards carried into ex^ 
ecntion, to the great emoloment 
of the trading part of the nation* > 

In 1738, he (erved the high office 
of lord mayor ef London. During 
his mayoralty he had the misfor* 
tune to lofe his lady, who was bta* 
ried in a very grand manner at 
Clapham-church : the children be. 
longino^ to Chrift 's^r hoQ)ital, of 
which he was many years prefident, 
attending ths' funeral through the 
city. Upon the death of Sir Jcdin 
Thompfon, knt. in i749» he ve- 
moved, purfuant to ^ of common- 
council, and took upon him the 
office of alderman ef Bridge-ward 
without, and then became in name^ 
as he might already be confidered 
in reality, the father of the city ; 
and in July 175S, to the inexpref* 
fible regret of his brother aldo'men^ 
and of all his fellow cifizens^ his 
refigned his gown. 

In the fame yf ar, npcn the mo«> 
tjon of Sir Robert Ladbrqke. then 
father of the city, the thanks of 
the" court of a}dermen were given to 
Sir John Barnard, and cxpreired iii 
the following terms : " It is on^* 
nimou/ly agreed and ordered, that 
the thanks of this court be given to 
Sir John JBarnard, knt. late one of 
the aldermen ^nd father of this city. 
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.for his conftant attendance, and 
.falutary counfels ih this court; his 
wife, vigilant, and impartial ad- 
jninifiration of juftice; his un- 
wearied zeal for the honour, fafety, 
and profperity of his fellow ci- 
tizens ; his inviolable attachment 
to the laws and liberties of his 
;jCountry ; and for the noble exam- 
ple he has fet of a long and uninter- 
Tuptcd ODurfe of virtue in private 
as well as in public life." 

It was likewife unanimoufly re- 
solved, upon the motion of John 
Paterfon, Efq, " That Sir John 
.JBarnard, Knt. fo juftlyand empha- 
^ tically lUled the father of this city, 
having lately, to the great and 
lafling regret of this court, thought 
proper to refign the office of alder- 
man, the thanks of this court be 
given him for having fo long and 
faithfully devoted himfelf to the 
fervice of his fellow-citizens ; for 
the honour and influence, which 
this city has, upon many occafions, 
/derived from the dignity of hh 
icharafler, and the wifdoni, ftea- 
.jdinefs, and integrity of his con- 
duct ; for his firm adherence to the 
conflitution, both in church and 



flate, his noble ftruggles for liberty, 
and his dilinterefled and invariable 
purfuit of the true glory and prof- 
perity of his king and country, 
uninfluenced by power, unawed by 
clamour, and unbiafTed by the 
prejudice of party." 

Upon his refigning the office of 
alderman, he retired, in a great 
meafure, from public bufinefs ; and 
continued to live chiefly in a pri- 
vate manner at Clapham ; where, 
after having attained, to near the 
age of eighty, he died on the 
twenty-ninth day of Aaguft, 1764. 
The charader of Sir John Barnard 
is fo well known and fo generally 
eftablifhed, that to attempc any 
defcription of it here would be al- 
together fuperfluous. A dutiful 
fon, an afl^edtionate huiband an 
indulgent mailer, a generous bene- 
faftor, an adlive magiftrate, an in- 
telligent merchant, an uncorrupt 
fenatoi- : he difcharged all the du- 
ties of focial life with equal honour 
to himfelf and .advantage to his 
country : never man was more uni- 
verfally efteemed while liviig, or 
more iincerely regretted when 
dead. 
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iECCLESIASTICAL HISTORY. 

. CONTAININ.C 

THE STATE AND PROGRESS OF 
THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH DU- 
RINP THE SECOND CENTURY. > 

[Continued from page ^oz.]- 

SUCH was the . difciplii^e of 
the primitive church : we 
will now proceed to examine her 
dodrine. After the deceafe of the 
apoftles, there were apoftolical men, 
who trod faithfully in their fteps, 
who maintained the purity of the 
gofpel,^ and no.w did great fervices 
4 
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to the church, by teaching, govern- 
ing, and fome of them by their 
writings. At the head of thefe 
we muft place St. Ignatius, bifhop 
of Antioch, a hearer of the apoi- 
tles, and one of the greateft lights 
and principal ornaments of the ari* 
cient i:hurch. This holy man 
finifhed his courfe with the crown 
of martyrdom : there remain feven 
epiftles .of his writing. Next to 
him we may place St. Policarp, a 
difciple.of the apollle St. John, and 
bifliop of Smyrna, who edified the- 
church during the courfe of a very 
long life, which he fin}(hed by a 
moS glorious death: we have an 

cpiiUe 
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epiftle of his to the Philippians. 
There are certain accounts of the 
martyrdom of thefe two great men. 
Thofe of the martyrdom of St, Po- 
lycarp, were compiled by the paf- 
tors of the church of Smyrna, and 
inferted, in part, into Eufebius's 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. Thefe are 
undoubted monuments of thofe 
times. About the middle of this 
age, Juftin the philofopher and 
martyr, dtftinguifhed himfelf: he 
wrote two apologies for the Chrif- 
tians, and fome other works lefs 
confiderable. Much about the 
fame time, the church of Lyons 
was governed in .Gaul by St. 
Jrenaens, who had afTociated with 
the difciples of the apoHles, and 
was very greatly efteemed : he 
wrote ^ve books againft the Here- 
tics. At the fame time flourifhed 
in Greece, Athenagoras, of" whom we 
haveaworkin favour of theChrifUans, 
and a treatife on the Refurredion. 
Theophilus of Ai\tioch was ufeful 
to theChriftians in Syria; and his 
\three books to Autolichus, enable 
us to judge of his abilities, Ta- 
tian ouglt not to be negledled, for 
his treatife againfl the Gentiles. 
Hermias is a perfon unknown ; 
what he wrote m ridicule of the 
Pagan philofophers, is the work of 
a man of wit, and feems to belong 
to this century. Among the pub- 
lic remains of thfe chu^'ch, we have 
a very excellent epiftle of the 
churthcs of Lyons and Vienne, on 
the martyrdom of St. Pothinus, 
and of fome others of the faithful ; 
Eufebius. has preferved it entire in 
his Eccleilaflical Hifbory.. 

There were in the church of this 
century^ many other illviftrious per- 
fons, whofe names are tranfmitted 
to pofterity, with high elogiums, 
though their works have long fince 
perilhed. Such are Papias, biihop 
of Hierapolis, in Phrygia, who 
lived near the time of the apoft|es, 
and is fappofed to be the iirfl author 
«f thedodrine of the Miliemiiuin; 
Af ollioarius, the icourge of the 



Montanifls, Quadrat us » hi(hop of 
Athens, and Alftrides, a phifofo-* 
pher of the fame city. Thefe two 
laft wrote many apologies in favour 
of Chriftianity. Mcliton of Sardis 
is a name that is even yet highly rc- 
fpe£table. Hegefippus was the fisft 
who wrote a hillory of the Chriftiaa 
church; but that is loft^ Denys, 
of Corinth, addreffed many epif- 
tles to different churches, and at 
lail finifhed his life by martyrdom.. 
There were likewife Polycrates, of 
of Ephefus, and many others, . 
concerning whom the bounds of 
this department will not permit ua 
to fpcak. 

In the fame century flourifhed 
Clement of Alexandria, and Ter- 
tullian : the firfl, as his name im- 
ports, was a divine of the church 
and fchool of Alexandria, who 
gained much applaufe from his ex- 
tenilve knowledge and numerous 
writings: the chief of which is 
that called Stromata. His divinity 
is not free from many errors, which 
is owing^ to his doArine being 
mixed with ihe philofbphy he had 
learnt and taught at Alexandria. 
Tertulltan is 3ie firfl of all the 
Latin fathers, of whofe writing* 
we have any remains ; and he him- 
felf did much honour to the church 
of Carthage. It is principally from 
his works, of which we have a 
great number, that we can form an 
cxaft idea of the form, difciplinc, 
and interior flate of the churches of 
his, time, and particularly of the 
churches of Alexandria. There are> 
however, in his writings, many 
errors mixed with the truth ; for 
when he wrote the greateft part of 
his works, he iiad embraced the 
doctrine of Montanus. 

We may very well call the doc- 
trine of this age apoflolical. The 
preachers of the firll century, wha j 
had received it immediately from 
the apoftks, preached it Cdthfully 
to the difciples, and theytranfl - 
mitted it to the church. We may 
look upon the creed, common)^ ( 
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oHed the apoftles, as an epitome 
of their faith. This creed was 
^mpiled in this century^ enlarged 
i|ii the ftfcceeding, and reduced in 
the fourth to the form it now has* 
Some particular tetchers, however, 
introdnced into the faith, variety 
^f different op inions, which they 
kad imbibed from the fchooh of 
philofophers, and particularly from 
that 0/ Plato. Thefe notions in- 
lenfibly gained much |round» and 
were of great prejudice to true 
Chriftianitv. We cannot find that 
the orthodox church made ufe of, 
^t this time, the difcipline of fe« 
crecy, of which the Romifli church 
i^eaks with fo much confidence : 
it fuited only the genius and cuf- 
toms of heretics. Among the Ebi- 
onites and Gnoilics we find the 
firft traces of this difcipline of fe- 
crefy, which is certainly very an- 
cienty and anproaches near to the 
iMrigin of philofophy itfelf.

VESTMINSTEft. ABBEY.

ON the weft fide of this chapel, 
againft the wall, is a beauti^ 
fttl monument erected to the me. 
mory of lady Winifred, who was 
f rft married to Sir Ri'chard Sack- 
ville, Knt. and afcerwards to John 
f aniet, marquis of Winchefter. Ja 
the front of this monument, on the 
bafe, are the figures of a Knight 
armed and kneeling : Of>pofite him 
is a lady in deep mourning, in the 
like attitude ; behind whofe back, 
on a baptifmal font lies an infant 
with, his head fnpported by a pil. 
low. By the infcription it appears, 
that (he was defcended from illuf- 
trious parents, and married ^r& k 
gentleman whofe anceftors were re- 
nowned before the time of William 
the Conqueror ; and that her fecond 
hufhand was of noble defcent. 
Near this is agothic monument, on 
which lies the efiigy of a lady in 



f robes. By the infcription ihe ap- 
pears to be Philippa, fecond daugh- 
ter and coheirefs to John lord Mo- 
hun, of Dunftar, who died in the 
year 1433. She was firft married 
to Edward Plantagenet, duke, of 
York, and afterwards to Sir Walter 
Fitz- Walter, Knt. by neither of 
whom ihe appears to have had any 
iflue. 

Here is a beautiful pyramid of 
black marble ere£ied to the memory 
of Nicholas Bagenall, a child of 
two months old, that was overlaid 
by his nurfe the 7th of March 1 688. 
Alfo another to the memory of 
Anna Sophia Harley, a child of a 
year old, daughter to the Hon* 
Chriftopher Harley, ambalTador 
from the French king, who died in 
the year 1605. By the infcription 
it appears, that the heart of^ this 
child is placed in a cup on the top 
of this pyramid. 

In this chapel lie the remains of 
Algernon Seymour, duke of Somer-^ 
fet, who died the 7th of February 
1750. His banners, &c. lie over 
the monument of lady Rofs, Fran- 
ces, relid of the above dukey-eldeft 
daughter and coheirefs of the Hon. 
Hen. Thynne, Efq. who died the 7 th 
of July 1754. Her banners hang 
over thofe of Elizabeth, ddchefs of 
Somerfet. In the fame place are 
alfo interred the remains of George 
lord vifcount Beauchamp, who died 
of the fmall pox in France the 1 1 th 
of September, in the year 1744- 

On leaving this chapel we tread oa 
the remains of that great and learned 
antiquary Sir Henry Spelman, who 
died at upwards of eighty years of 
a^, isnd was buried at tkk door of 
this chapel, in the year 1641. 

St. Ediivnd's Chapel. 

At the entrance of this cbapel^ 
on the right-hand, is the ancient' 
monument of William do Valence^ 
whofe effigy lies in a cnmbent pof- 
ture on a cheft of wainfcot placed 
upon a ton^b of grey marble g the 
figure is wood, covered originally 

with 
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with copper gilt, as was the cheft 
in which it lies, but the greatcfi 
part has been taken away ; and of 
thirty fmall imagies that were placed 
in little brafs niches rounds fcarce 
. one remains entire. This William 
de Valence was earl of Pembroke, 
and fon to the earl of March, by 
Ifabel, widow to king John ; and 
being half brother to Henry III. 
ivas made prinle minifler to that 
prince, which brought upon him 
the odium of the barons. Being 
unable to maintain his pofl, he 
ivas at length, in the year 1237, 
forced to fly, leaving his lands ia 
mortgage to one Aaron, a Jew, at 
Yorkj for ninety marks in gold. 
About two years after, having 
Squandered his fnoney abroad, the 
king interefte4 .himfelf in his fa- 
vour i and having folicited his re- 
turn, bellowed upon him the go- 
vernn^ent of Hertford -caJUe, of 
which he made a wanton .ufe ; for 
being a fcx igner, and for that rca- 
fon hatedi^y theEnglifh, he flipped 
no opportunity to mrrtify tnena. 
Matthew Paris gives one inftance, 
among many, of his infolcnt be- 
haviour to tie biflio]^ of Ely, vvhpfe 
park at Hatfield lying contiguous 
to his government^ Valence with 
his companions^ forcibly entered it 
without the bjfliop's leave, and 
having hunted till he was tired, 
broke open the biihpp's houfe, pan- 
tries and cellars, and committed 
the moft tumultuous outrages, pul- 
ling out the taps of the calks that 
were empty, and broaching thofe 
that were full, fulFering what they 
left to run about the cellars, and' 
beating the feivants unmercifully 
that oppofed them. In the year 
1258, he was again banilhed, to- 
gether with many other foreigners, 
who had made themfelyes obnox- 
ioBs to the Englilh baron's ; however, 
in 1 264, we find him once more in 
Englanc}, at the battle of Evefliam, 
yi^here the king was taken prifoner 
by the barons, and he, . with many 
ethers, fled to the cafUcof P^ven-

fey, till ihey found means to- traiif- 
/port themfelves to France, where, 
in 1296, he was treacheroufly flaiii 
at Bayonne. His body was after- 
wards brought to England, and ht), 
nourably buried in thia chapel;' 
and many devout perfons expref- 
fing a di?fire to oflfer u|) their 
prayers for the welfare of his foul, 
one hundred days were granted 
them for that purpofe. Near to 
this is.\ a moft fuperb monXiment, 
partly enclofed, to the memory of 
Edward Talbot, earl of Shrewlbury, 
who died the 8th of February 1617, 
aged 57 ; and his lady Jane, eldeft 
daughter and cpheir,efs of Cuthbert 
baron Ogle, whofe efiigies in their 
robes lie on a black marble table, 
fuj5ported by a pedeft^l of alabafter. 
This monument is beautifully or- 
namented, and the carving on the 
various coloured marble is exquifite. 
The infcription is in Latin, and 
contains nothing more than his 
titles and charader, the latter of 
which is thus exprefled: He was 
honourable without pride; potent 
without often tation; religious with- 
out fuperftition ; liberal both in 
mind and bounty; warded ever 
againft fortune, his whole life was 
a path of juftice.; and his innotence 
efcaping envy, continued' through 
tl>e whole courfe of his life. 

Under the window, fronting the 
entrance of this chapel, is a very 
ancient pionument reprefenting a 
gpthic chapel, in which is ^tl^e 
figure of a knight in armour, in a 
cumbent pofture, with his feet reft- 
ing on a lipn's back. This monu- 
ment wa^ ere^ed f6r Sir Bernard 
Brocas, of paurepaire in the county 
of Hants, chamberlain to Anne, 
queen to Richard ,11. But this 
princefs dying, send Richard fall- 
ing un4er the difpleafurc of his 
people, who depofed him. Sir 
Bernard ftill adhered to his royal 
mafter in his misfortunes, which coft 
him his life ; for being concerned 
with many others in an unfuccefs- 

Ifttll attempt to reftorc him to the 
C crowni 
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crown, he fhared the common fate 
of almoft all the leaders in that con- 
fpiracy, and was publicly beheaded 
on Tower-hill, in the month of 
January IJ99. * , . 

Near this is an ancient monument 
of grey marble, about three feet 
high, on which, in plated brafs, is 
the figure of a knight in ar- 
inour ; his head reclined upon his 
jheljyoet, one of his feet placed upon 
a leppardi and- the other on an 
eagle. It appears, by the infcrip- 
tion, that this knight was Humphry 
Jourchier, fon.and heir to John 
iour<:hier, lord Banners, who, ef- 
poufing the caufe of Edward IV. 
again ft the carl of Warwick, was 
^ilain in the battle of Barnet- field, 
on Eafter-day, in the' year 147 1. 

On the weft fide of Brocas's mo- 
nument is that of Sir Richard Peck- 
fall, knight, mafter of the Buck- 
ihounds to queen Eli5;abeth, firft 
married te Alianer, the daughter 
of William Paulet, marquis of 
Wlncheftei?, by who^i he had four 
daughters; and afterwards to Alia- 
ner, daughter to John Cotgrave, 
.who erefled this monument to his 
Jnemory, as appears by the infcrip- 
tion. On the b? fis, of the pillars 
are the following verfes tranflated 
from the Latin :

CANTERBURY. 

^ SURVEf AND DESCRIPTIVE 
ACCOVNT OF THE CITY AND 
CATHEDRAL. 

With a beautiful perfp«£live view 
of the Cathedral, elegantly eu- 
graved. , ' 

THtS famous city was called by 
the Romans Durovernum, a 
name wHch fome derive from the 1 



Britifh word Durwhern, a rapid 
river, from its being fituated on 
' part of the river Stour, where the 
ftream flows with great impetuofity. 
It is known to have been a city of 
importance in the time of the Rp- 
njans, it being built by Antonius, 
and a great number of Roman coins 
have been found here. There are 
alfo remains of military ways, and 
Romaii eaufeways, leading froin 
hence to Dox^er, and the town of 
Limne near Hithe. After the Ro- 
mans left the kingdom, Vortiger, 
king of the Britons, rcfided here^ 
•and refigned it to the Saxons, in 
whofe time the chief magi/Irate 
was called a prefeft, afterwards a 
portrieve, and in lo'ii, the king's 
provoft of Canterbury. All jthe 
time of the conquell, the jurifdicr 
tion of the king and arjhbifhop lay 
intermixed; and though the arch- 
bi(hop had a mint, and other con- 
fiderable privileges, yet the king 
enjoyed the fupreme royalty till the 
time of William Rufus, who gave 
the city wholly and entirely to 
archbifliop Anfelm, and his fuccef- 
for, Lanfranc, held it without op- 
pofition. CsLnterJ^ury ii^thc capital 
of the county 6f Kenty and the 
metropolitan fet of all England, 
fituated on the river Stour, which 
is navigable for fmall vefTels, fifty- 
fix miles from London. It is a 
county by itfelf, and is governed by a 
mayor, a recorder, twelve alder- 
men, a ftieriiF, twenty- four com- 
mon councilmen,, a mace bearer, a 
fword bearer, and four ferjeants at 
mace. A court is held , every 
Monday in the' Guildhall' for civil 
and criminal caufes, and every 
other day for tl^e government of 
the city. ^ It is divided into 'fix 
wards^ which are denominated from 
its fix gates, Burgate, Ne\yingate, 
Ridingate, Worthgate, Weilgate^ 
and Northgate. The city, thought 
it appears circular at a diftance, is 
built exadly in the form of a crofs, 
arid cpnfifts of four Capital ftreetf 
which center at St, Andrew's 

church. 
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church, in the middle of th^ city ; 
and, including the cathedral and 
gardens, is about three miles in 
circumference. The buildings are 
neither grand nor elegant : there 
is, however, a good market-houfe, 
over which are rooms, where the 
mayor, aldermen, and other mem- 
bers, tranfail the bufinefs of the 
corporation. Here is a goal for 
criminals, and a gallows is ereded 
in a place called Wine-cheap, on 
account of a wine-market formerly 
kept there. 

The cathedral church of this 
city was partly built in the time of 
the Romans, by Lucius, tHe firft 
Chriftian king of the Brito/is, who 
continued to worfliip here till they 
were driven beyond the Severn by 
the Danes ; but about the year 600, 
when Ethelber^, king of Kent, 
was converted to Chriftianity by St. 
Auftin, he gave him this church, 
together with his palace, and jhe 
royalty of the city and its territo- 
ries, upon which the archiepifcopal 
fee was removed hither from Lon- 
don. This cathedral being now 
become the metropolitan church, - 
Auftin immediately repaired and 
confecrated it by the name of Chrift- 
church. In the year loii, the 
Danes riHed and burnt the cathe- 
dral, together with the refl of t^e 
city ; but king Canute caufed it to 
be repaired, and prefented his 
crdWn of gold to it. It did not, 
however, long maintain its beauty ; 
for in the year 1043, it was greatly 
defaced by fire. /Afterwards Lati- 
franc, who was archbifhop of this 
fee in the reign of William the 
Conqueror, rebuilt it, together 
wit^h the archiepifcopal palace, and 
dedicated it anew to the honour of 
the Holy Trinity ; but in the reign 
of Henry I. it was dedicated again, 
in the prefence of the king and 
queen, David kin^ of Scotland, 
and many of the bifhops and nobir 
lity of both kingdoms, by the name 
of Chrifl-church. In 1 174, it was 
again deilroycd by fire, but was 



begun to be rebuilt in the reigmof 
king Stephen, though not com- 
pleated till that of Henry V. 

It is a noble gothic pile ofbuild- 
ing, five hundred and fourteen feet 
long, feventy-fotir in breadth, ^hd 
eighty feet in height from the area 
to the nave of the canopy, in the 
form of a crofs, with a lofty ftbne 
tower in . the centre, two hundred 
and thirty-five feet high. This 
tower is ytxy beautiful, but the 
tower and fpire at the^veft end are 
ve^y mean. 

Before the reformation, this cai- 
thedral had no lefs than thirty- feven 
altars ; and here lie interred the 
body of Henry 1V« arid his queea 

ioan, befides thofe of fix other 
ings : ^thofe of Edward the Black 
Prince, *and other princes, cardinals, 
archbiihops, St. Aullin, and the 
feven following bifhops who fuc- 
ceeded him, namely Laurentius, 
MeJlitus, Juftus, Honorius, Deuf* 
dedit, and Theodoiius : thefe ai'e 
all interred in one vault. - ^ 

But the glory of this church was 
the Ihrine of Thomas a Becket, 
archbifhop of Canterbury, who was 
murdered near the high altar in the 
year 1 1 7 1 . This fhrine was fo rich 
by continual offerings made to it 
by feveral agea, that the celebrated 
Efsfmus, who faw it, tells us that 
not only the fhrine itfelf, but even 
the chapel in which it was placed, 
and to which there was an afcent 
from the choir, 'glittered all over 
with jewels of ineftimable value; 
aad that t'irough the whole church 
there appeared a profufion of on ore 
than royal fplendour. Gold was 
one of the meanell treafures of thi^ 
fhrine; and Barnard, in his hif- 
tory, obferves, that .at the general 
diflolution of religious houfes, the 
plate and jewels belonging to this 
tomb filled two large chefts, each 
of which requred eight men to re- 
move it. The metropolitan chair 
is of grey marble, andflands behind 
the altar. The cloillers have no- 
thing - in them remarkable i bat 
C a near 
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near them is a very large chapel, 
called the Sermon houfe, wainf- 
coted with Irifli oak. To this ca- 
thedral belong a dean, an arch- 
deacon,, twelve prebendaries, , fix 
•preachers, fix rtiinor canons, fix 
fubftttutes, twelve lay-clerks, ten 
ehorifters, two mailers, fifty fcho- 
lars, and twelve almfmen. 

Underneath the cathedral is a 
large church of foreign proteftants, 
,given firft by queen Elizabeth to the 
Walloons, who fied from Artois, 
and other provinces of the Nether- 
lands, from the perfecution of the 
duke de Alva. This congregation 
has fince been very much ihcreafed 
by numbers of Proteftants, who 
were driven from France, in the 
i-eign of Lewis XIV. 

The clofe, in which the dean 
and prebendaries have their houfes,, 
is very fpacious, and the buildings 
elegant. It is full of religious ru- 
ins ; and in one of the corners of 
it are the- walls of a chapel, faid to 
have been a Chriftian temple before 
the time of St, Auftin ; to have 
been confecrated by him, and de- 
dicated to St. Pancras. Near it is 
a little room, fuppofed ^o have 
been Etheldrcd's Pagan chapel. 

Befides the cathedral, here are 
iixtcen parilh churches,^ but neither 
has any thing remarkable, except St. 
Martin's, which is faid to have 
been St. Auilin's firft fee, and the 
place whither king EtheJdred's 
queen ufed to repair to divine fer- 
vice, before that monarch was con- 
verted to Chriftianity. It is built 
chiefly of Roman brick; and in the 
middle of the church is a large old 
falhioned font, faid to be that in \ 
which king Etheldred was baptized. 
With regard to thtf church of St. 
Mary-caftles, the chancel only is 
iioW Handing, though there is flill 
an incumbent prefented axrd in- 
dpdied to it. 

Near the cathedral is a free- 
fchool, called the king's fchool, be- 
fides which, there are three cha- 
city fcho«U for fifty-eight boys and , 



fixty-fix girls. Here are alfo feven 
hofpitals, one of which, called 
Bridewell, is both ahoufe of correc- 
tion, and a place where the boys of 
poor citizens are received. Here is Jl 
fumptuons conduit erefled by arch-* 
bifhop Abbot, who died^in the year 
1633, and is of great benefit to 
the city. 

Canterbury 'Was furrounded-wlth 
ftrong walls. Here was alfo a caf- 
tle, fuppofed to have been built by 
the Saxons ; the decayed bulwarks 
of which ftill appear on the fouth 
fide of the city. 

King Ethel l^ert by perfuafion o^ 
St. Auftin, founded, in the year 
605, a noble monaftery here, and 
dedicated it to St. Peter and St. Paul. 
Two gates of this monaftery ftill 
remain, and are both very ftately. 

Near the remains of this monaf-^ 
tery is a vaft angular piece of a 
tower, above thirty feet high, which 
has been underminfed .by digging 
away a courfe at bottom, in order 
to thfow it down ; but happened 
only to force it out of its perpendi- 
cular diredion, and it^now ftands 
in a declining pofrtion. 
^ Without the northgate of the 
city, Lan franc, archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, founded about the year 
1084^ an hofpital for poor; infirm, 
lame, and blind men and women* 
It was dedicated to St. John the 
Baptift, and endowed with feven ty 
pounds per annum. It was go- 
verned by a prior, and its revenues 
were valued,, upon the difl[blution, 
at ninety-three pounds fifteen fl.il- 
lings. it is ftill in being, and cob-^ 
tains a matter, reader, eighteen in^ 
brothers, twenty in-fiftcfs, and the 
like number of out-brothers and 
out- fitters. The revenues amount, 
in the whole, to one hundred and 
ninety- five pounds, eight fhillings^i 
and nine-pence per annum. Here 
was alfo a priory of Dominican^ or 
Black-friars, founded, according^ to 
fome writej;6, about the year 1221, 
by king Henry III. There are ftill 
fome remains of this convent. 

Simon 
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Simon de Langton, archdeacon 
of Canterbury, founded^ in the 
parifh of St. Margaret, about the 
year^ 1 243, an hofpiul for poor, in- 
firm, and aged prietts. At the dif- 
folution, it was valued at twenty- 
eight pounds iixteen ihilllngs and 
a penny per annum ; but continued 
undiflblved till the Seventeenth year 
of the reign of queen Elizabeth, 
when being furrendered up; the 
queen granted it with all its lands 
and appurtenctnces to the mayor and 
commonality of the -city, for the 
ufe of the poor, and the fite of it is 
now their Bridewell. 

The foreign Proteftants, who have 
been allowed to fettle in this city, 
have been of great advantage to the 
place; they brought over with 
them the art of weaving broad iilks, 
>which have fuffered^ many chanees 
and alterations, but is ftill earned 
on to fome a<icount. But what 
adds moil to the advantage of Can- 
terbury, is the hop- grounds fi tu- 
tted all round the city, to the 
amount of feveral thoufand acres. 

Canterbury fends two members 
to parliament, lias two weekly 
markets, on Wednefday and Satur- 
day; befides a market toll, free 
every Wednefday, for hops; and 
an annual fair on the twentieth of 
"September for toys.

• F THE JEWISH RELIGION. 

I. THE ANTIENT JEWS. 

*n€T. III. OF THE M09A1CAL 
DISPENSATION. 

QOON after the Jews, or children 
O of Ifrael, were delivered from 
Egyptian flaverv, Mofes, - their 
leader, delivered them a law which 
he received from God upon mount 
Sinai. This Jaw was delivered in 
the moft marvellous, anjl miraculous 
manner, and conflfted of precepts 
relating to their duty both to God 
and each other ; but fuch were the 



corrupt notions of thofe people, 
that while Mofes remained 
in the mount, they aftually made 
to themfelves the image of a 
golden calf, which they woHhipped 
as the true God ; and this wks done 
in imitation of what they had feen 
in Egypt. They danced and fung 
round the idol till the holy mel- 
fenger of God returned from the 
mount, and then they were.chaf- 
tifed for their difobedience. tt was 
therefore neceffary, that man/ 
rights and ceremonies fbould be ob- 
ferved by that people, who feem to 
have been hard-hearted and lifF- 
necked from the beginning. The 
moft diftinguifliing of all their ce- 
remonies was that of circumcifion, 
and this was always performed 
on the eighth day after the birth 
to diftinguiih them from fome ofAhm 
heathens, particularly the defcend- 
ants of lihmael, who made it a 
fixed rule to circumcife their chil- 
dren in the 1 jth year. The feventh 
day of the week was to be kept 
facred ; but this was no more thaii 
the revival of an ancient inftitution^ 
as appears from Genefis ii. Sacri- 
fices were enjoined to point ouU the 
neceffity of the great {acrifice which 
the Divine Redeemer was to offer 
up in his own perfoii on the 
crofs. A diftinftion was made be- 
tween clean and unclean animals ; 
which feems to have been rather 
political than religious ; 'for had 
fwines' flefli been eaten in the wil- 
dernefs, or even in the la»d of 
Canaan, it might have been pre- 
judicial to theirhealth. It is true, 
another reafon has been affigned for 
this prohibition ; namely, to make 
a diitindion between them and all 
other nations in the univerfe. 

At the celebration of their great 
folemnities, perfons were to bring 
thevldlim to the prieft, who laid 
his hand upon its head, and then read 
over to the cbngregntion aloud, all 
the fins which the parties confeiTed. 
The viilim was then flain, and 
when all the blooJ v,as e;:tFa^K-d 

fro.Ti 
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£rom the body, the fat was burnt to 
afhes» and the other parts remained 
the property of the priefts. Dur- 
ing the time the children of Ifrael 
xemained in the wildernefs they had 
BO temple, becaufe they had then 
no fixed place of residence, but to 
fupply that deficiency, God com- 
manded Mofes and Aaron to ihake 
an ark, or tabernacle, w^ich was 
carried by the^cvites from place 
to place. However, during that 
time, Mofes drew up for them a 
body of laws, dictated by unerring 
wifdom, than which jwe find t»hat 
nothing could be more confifient 
witii the divine attributes, or more 
faitable to the genius or interefts of 
the people. 

But of all the ceremonies impofed 
on the Jews, none ferves more to point 
out the notion of an atonement by 
the blood of Chrift, than that of 
the ** Scape Goat." This ceremony 
was performed once in every year, 
anid It was done in the following 
manner : 

The goat was taken to the ta- 
bernacle, and in the hearing of all 
the people, thf prieft read a lift of 
the nns which had been confeifed. 
The people acknowledged their 
guilt, and then, taking the fcroU 
he fixed it upon the goat, who was 
immediately conduced to the wil- 
derr^efs> and never more heard of. 
This beiing over, the meflengers 
returned, and then the people re- 
ceived abfolution. This ferved to 
point out, that the fins of men 
were to be laid upon Chrift, the 
promifed Meffiah, who was' to *e- 
movie thcm^ for ever, and finally 
bring in an everlafting righteouf- 
nefs. The law delivered by Mofes 
to the Jews, and which was given 
under the fadion of divine autho- 
rity, contained not only direftions 
for the manner in which facrifices 
were to be offered, and indeed the 
whole fervice, firA of the taberna- 
cle, and then of the temple; but 
Ukewife a complete fyjftem of moral 
j>recepts, naj morality itfelf j whe- 



ther we apply the word to Ethics 
CEconomics, or Politics. The di- 
fiindions of perfons, according to 
their different ranks in life, were 
clearly pointed out; women were 
not permitted to wear the fame ha- 
bit as the men, for this plain rea- 
fon, that had the different fexes 
been permitted to drefs indifcrimi- 
natcly, many dangerous, and even 
fatal confequences would have taken 
place ; nay it might have happened « 
that the moil unnatural crimes 
would have been committed ; and 
the God of order, who feeks to pro- 
mote the happinefs of his creatures, 
would have been blafphemed as tke 
author of fin. Young perfons were 
commanded to ftand up in the mod 
reverend manner before the aged, 
and to treat them with every mark 
of refpeft. This was confiftent 
with the firft principles of natural 
religion ; for the refp^ft we owe to 
the aged, points out the duty we 
are bound to difcharge to that glo- 
laous Being, by whofe wifdom we 
were formed, by whofe goodnefs 
we have been prefer ved, and by 
wjiofe grace we have been redeemed 
from the power and guilt of fin. 

Their law was to be of an uni- 
form nature, and the fame juftice 
was to be done to ilran^ers as to 
free-born fubjedls. No firang^r was 
to be chofen king over them, for 
this reafon, that ab they were fur- 
rounded by heathen nations, fo a 
firanger having the civil power in 
his hands, might have led them 
into idolatry. They were permit- 
ted to lend money to ftrangers upon 
ufury, but when they lent any 
thing to their brethren, nothitxg 
befides the principal was to be de- 
manded. They were commanded 
not to abhor, nor treat with con- 
, tempt ihe Edomites, becaufe they 
were the defcendants of Efau, 
the^ elder brother of Jacob. 
Thefe Edomites were a circumcifed 
people, and although in latter 
times, We find them commencing 
idolaters, yet, in ccnfet^ueDce of 
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their defccnt from Abraham, and 
the tendernefs which Efau himrdf 
ihewed to Jacob, they were to be 
treated as brethren. Nor were they 
to treat the Egyptians with cruelty 
for the following reafons : Firft, 
their anceftors had been once ten- 
derly treated by the Egyptians. 
Secondly, the children of Ifrael 
had been kept in a {evere flate 
of bondage by thofe people. The 
confideration of the iirft, was to 
keepalive in their minds fentiments 
, of gratitude. The fecond, to hu- 
manize their natures, by' teaching 
them charity, benevolence, com- 
panion, mercy, and all tjiofe 'other 
virtoes which adorn the human 
mind, and make men ornaments of 
civil fociety. 

SJavery was permiued by tfie 
law of Mofe's, but flaves or bondf- 
men were not to be treated with cru- 
elty ; and the reafon afligned was, 
that the children of Iirael had 
themfelves been flaves in the land 
of Egypt. Every widow, and every 
orphan, were to be confidered as 
objefts of compaffion; and thofe 
' who treated them with cruelty, were 



to be confidered as objefts of divine 
difpleafure. Nay, it wa* further 
threatened in this divine law^ that 
thofe who opprelTed the widdw or 
fatherlefs, (hould die an ignomi- . 
nious death; that their widows 
fhould be expofed to want, and their 
children fiibjefted tp all the hard- 
ihips of an injurious worlds 

The duty of charity was flrongly 
inculcated by the Mofaic aiconomy | 
for whatever was left of the fruits 
of the earth, in the field, they were 
not to go back to gather, it was " 
for the poor and needy : the flj^vos 
were to enjoy it, and fo were the 
widows and fatherlefs. The tribe 
of Levi, to whom the priefthood 
was confined, were not to have 
any local inheritance, but they were 
to dwell in the prefence of. their 
brethren, and one tenth part of. the 
earth was to be fet afide for. their 
fubfiftence. Thefe Levites, how- 
ever, were commanded to' relifeve 
the widow and fatherlefs ; and^ ia 
cotifequence of their adions, being 
in all refpeds .confiftent with the 
purity of the divine law, they were 
either to be acquitted or condemned*

WH O can refleft pn the hea- 
venly bodies, and not per- 
ceive and admire the hand that ac- 
tuates them, the contrivance and 
power of an omnipotent wprkman ! 
For where w,e have fuch manifeft^ 
ftrokes of wife order, qounfel, and 
managemeat, ^ pf tjic obfervance 
and mathemaucal proportions, can 
we conclude theje was any thing 
Icfs than reafoh, judgment, and 



mathematical ikill in the cafe? or 
that this could be e^eduated by 
any other power but that q£ an in- 
telligent being, who had wifdom 
and power for fuch a work ? Ac« - 
cording to the reafoning'of the 
ftoic in Cicero, who pleads thus': 
" If thou fliouldft fee a large and 
fair houfe, thou couldft ifct be 
brought to imagine that houfe was 
built by the mic>e and weafels, al. 
though thou (houldll not fee the 
piafter thereof :. fo, faith he, couldil 
n,o.t thou think thyfelf very plainly 
to play the fool, .if thou' fliouldft 
imagine fo orderly -a frame of the 
world, fa great a variety and 
beauty 9f the heavenly things, f^ 
prodigioo. 
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prodigious a quantity and magni- 
tude of fea and land^ to be thy houfe^ 
thy workman{hip,and not that of the 
immortal goda ?*' And fo when we 
fee f&ch good ordel-^ fuch due pro- 
portion, in thefe regions of the 
vniverfe, and have good reafon to 
conclude the fame may be through- 
oat the wtiole, can we, without 
great Violence to reafon, imagine 
this to be any other than the work 
pfGod? 

We come now to the motions of 
]lhe heavenly bodies themfelves ; 
and we fhall confider them as a 
demon ftration of the being and at- 
tributes of God. 

In treating concerning the mo- 
tions of the heavenly bodies, it 
will be neccflary to take in that of 
the earth too, it being difficult to 
ipcak ©f the one without the other. 
And here ate two things that point 
lOut the prefciehce and regard of 
God ;» fitGi, that fudh bodies fhould 
• Tnove at all; and, fecondly, thak 
iheir^motion fhould be fo regular. 

Firft, The motion of all thofe vaft 
bodiet muft of neceffity be caufjd 
by a being that had power to put 
them in motion ; for, as Laftan- 
tius well argues, there is indeed a 
power in the liars, and the like 
may be faid of the reft of the globes, 
of performing their motions ; but 
that is the power of God, which 
orders and governs all things, and 
not of the ftarS themfelves that 



are moved ; for it is impoffible for 
fuch lifelefs, dull, unwieldy bo- 
dies, to move themfelves ; but 
what motion they have, thejr miift 
receive from fomething elfe able 
to move them* 

Now this, fome will fay, may- 
be efPedled by the vortices furround- 
ing the fun, the earth, or other 
primary mover, or from a vorto- 
rial power or emanation of the fun 
or other like primary mover, car- 
rying about and puihing on fuch 
bodies as move about them. But 
allowing it is poffible i't might be 
fo, yet ftill we muft recur to fome 
firft mover, fome primary agent, 
who was able to fet that principle 
mover into motion. And then the 
cafe amounts to much the fame^^ 
and the argument hath the fame 
force, whether we attribute the 
motion of one or all the feveral 
globes to the power of God ; for 
m bur folar fyftem for inftancc, if 
it fhould be thought that the fix 
primaiy planets revolving round 
the fun received their motion fron^ 
his revolution round his axis^ yet 
let us confider whether it is poffible 
for fuch a prodigious mafs to be 
carried round for fo long a time by 
any natural caufe. ^* For which 
reafon (fays Plato) I affert God to 
be the caufe, and that it is impof* 
fible it fhould be otherwife,'* ^

tain the higheft ideas of fo gr^at 
arjd glorious a Being. Any one 
ordey of creatures, of beafts, of 
birds, of fifties, 'nay or of vegeta- 
bles is fufficient to engrofs our 
whole attention ; fb extenfive and 
fo manifold are they, that o\>:[ fpe- 
cijations ^ah n6ver be wearied : 
and furely they never fhould be 
wearied in j^piiteinplaung his works. 
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who is the firft author of wifdom 
and beaaty. 

Nature has deftined many crea- 
tures to pafs part ©f fheir lives 
under water, and- part on land 5 
but to all, of them, excepting the 
fea-horfe kind, fhe has given means 
of fwimming : this has none — the 
fnake kind, by their motion of the 
whole body pafs along very fwiftly 
underwater, and the otter has feet 
for fwimming: the fea-horfe has 
to feed under water, yet it is the 
TOoft unweildy of all creatures, and 
has no fuch power, ft comes out of 
the water in an evening to fleep, 
and when it go^s in again, it walks 
very deliberately in over head, and 
- purfues its coUrfe alo«g the bottom 
as eafy and unconcerned as if it 
were in open air : the rivers it moft 
frequents are very deep, and where 
they are alfo clean ; this affords a 
moft aftonifhing fight. 

To underiland this, it is necef- 
fary firft to be acquainted with its 
form : the riv^r horfe is as tall as 
the largeft horfe, but its body is 
much larger, and its legs thicker, 
and (horter ; and its (kin is 
quite naked : the head is vaftly 
bulky; and the mouth, which it 
has a way of opening very fre- 
quently, and of tolling up its head 
at the fame time, is the moft terri- 
ble that can be imagined ; the teeth 
are blunt, but very thick and long, 
and are harder than any other am* 
raal fubftahce ; the tail is (hort and 
naked ; and the feet arc not folid 
like thofe of an horfe, but are di- 
vided each inio four parts, in the 
manner of toes. 

An animal of this fvze and make 
muft be one of the ftrongeil in the 
world, and it is fo : . it therefore 
required from nature no fwiftnefs 
to efcape purfuit ; nOr, as it is 
deftined to feed on vegetables, did 
it require fwiftnefs to overtake a 
a prey that at all times lies before 
it; the manner of its feeding, as 
fcea by the Africans, in fome of 
iheir large rivers, wliere it is very 
Vol. II. No. ji. 



frequent, is this : It walks very de- 
liberately into a river, and feldom 
looks about it till ,it is nearly in 
th^ middle, the watei- there being 
deep, and confequently it being 
out of the way of difturbance : here 
it feeks about for the larger water 
herbs, and in particular for the 
root^of a large water lilly, which is 
frequent there, and flowers under 
the water. People, from a boat 
on the furface, frequently fee this r 
It will root up this with its nofe^ 
like an hog ; and, the mouth and 
throat being very wide; it fwal- 
lows them in vaft moiithfuls half 
chewed. The river-horfe feeding 
on vegetables only, its flefh is de-» 
licate and white, although the 
Ikin looks forbidd'ing : thofe who 
have eaten of it, fay that it is of 3 
middle taile between that of veal 
and pork. The natives kill it by 
way of food ; thii they fometimes 
take opportunity to do as it is 
afleep on the Ihores in the night 5 
but the moft ufual way is in the 
day-time, by a baited hook : thisr 
is a vei;y (ingular fport, though a 
dangerous one. Thofe who go on 
this expedition, take for it a fea- 
fon wnen there have not been 
rains, fo that the river is clear: 
and they fet out with their tackle for 
catching the creatures, and with 
arms for their defence. They em- 
bark in a boat capable to carry 
twenty people, though only five 
ufually go in it ; and thefe boats 
are built with remarkable ftrength : 
they fall down the river in one of" 
thefe, and they wait at a diftance 
from fom^ proper place to {e6 
whereabouts the creatures are; this 
is eafily difcovered, by their rifing 
to the furface, for they do thi» 
frequently when not diflurbed. 
The fea-horfe has an occafion to 
breath at times, though he can 
keep long under water ; and 
when feeding at his eafe, his cuf- 
tom is once in ten minutes to rife 
to the furface of the water : this 
he does from ever fo great a depth, 
D ^ ^t 
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tf a fpring from the bottom > made 
y all his feet at once ; and hav^ne 
taken a* mouthful of air, and looked 
about him, l^e drops to the bot- 
tom again ; the fportfmen lie at 
this time behind the covert of fome 
hedge near the bank; and when 
they have difcovered a place where 
there a^e two or three near each 
other, as is frequently the cafe, 
they make thither, and prepare for 
the fport ; they know the middle of 
the river is the place where they 
feed, partly to be out of the way of 
diflurbance, and,partlv to take the 
advantage of any fooa that may be 
-^brought down by the ftream. The 
fportfmen now prepare their tackle ; 
tney have an iron fpike of eight 
inches long, tolerably thick, and 
iharp at each end ; to the middle 
of this is faflened a kind of cord, 
made of feveral iron wires twifled 
the whole of the thicknefs of a 
man's little finger, and of ^\t or 
fix feet in length ; to the other end 
of this is fixed a cord of many 
fcore toifes in length, and the other 
end of this cord is fixed to the 
ftern of the boat with a kind of 
reel, from whence more or lefs of 
' it can be fet off as there is occafion. 
The roots of the water lily, of 
which the creature is fo fond, are 
of the thicknefs of a man's thigh. 
A piece of one of thefe, of a foot 
long, is the bait ; they run the iron 
fpike into the centre of this, till 
it is entirely buried in it, and then 
letting it fall into the water, they 
let oft as much cord from the r^el 
as will give it room to go to the 
bottom. In this fituation they let 
themfeltes down the flream, but 
not quite fo fwift as it would carry 
them, for they retard the motion 
by the ufe of fon»e fmall oars 
which they ply xtty gently. As 
they pafs in this manner on the 
furface, they fee often four or ^\e 
of the river horfes, feeding quietly 
at thirty feet depth below, and 
giving themfelves no trouble about 
them. The bait dragging along 
the bottom feems a fragment of the 



root of which the. creature is fo 
fond, broken off by fome ac^iden^ 
and coming down with the iWean. 
the firft of the animals, in whofe 
way it comes, feizes it; if he has 
already fed heartily, he is lazy and 
champs it ; in this cafe he 'eats the 
root, and (hakes the fpike oat of 
his mouth : but if it fall in the 
way of one that is hungry and ra- 
venous, he is caught ; he fwallowa 
it with little chewing, and it goei 
down lengthways, and the fpike of 
iron with it : as foon as it is fwaU 
lowed the people in the boat give a 
violent jirK to the cord, and the 
fpike is turned crofTways in his 
throat, and he is fecure. From 
this time th^y have what they ef* 
teem the diverfion of their expedi* 
tion, but it is a dangerous one, and 
they enjoy it ready prepared for aa 
a^aiilt. £ach man has a fpear> 
with a point twelve inches long of 
iron, lying by him. The creature 
is at the depth of from twenty to 
five and thirty feet, clear water, 
and their bufinefs is to play him 
about, as the angler does a Urge 
6fh, till he is tired, and they can 
gee him on (horie ; but the fport is 
greater in proportion to the ani- 
mal. As foon as he feels himfelf 
wounded, he becomes outrageous, 
fometimes he makes away with all 
his fpeed for deeper water, and 
they give him line, notwithllknd- 
ing the boat is often in danger; 
fometimes he plunges, rolls, and 
iiouiKes in a terrible manner, in 
the fame ' place bleeding and 
wounded the more by his motions; 
they all the while fatiguing him. 
The a^ony of the creature often 
renders him reear4iefs of tvtty 
thing, and the fportfmen look on 
with pleafure ; but when, he . 
looks up and fees them, he doe^ 
not fail to know they are the oc-> 
cafioQ of what ,he fufFefs, and he 
riies inflantly to the furface : their 
fpears are all now darted at him at 
once, and they generally difpatch 
him ; but as he nfes j uft at the fide 
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of the boat* the pofture he at- 
tempts is to put his fore- feet in; 
if fo, he ufually 4^^roys fome otic, 
for fach a mouth in agony is fa- 
tal : if he fails in this, he bites at 
the fide of the boat, and never fails 
to take a piece out, often fo large 
as to fink the veilel. Sometimes 
he rifes at a greater diibince 
and ftands at bay, when they 
dart at faim. He always attempts 
to catch the ftroke at his mouth, if 
he (huts it upon the weapon, the 
point is bitten off; and if it ftrike 
fide ways upon his teeth, it gives 
iifie with them as a fteel would do 
againft a flint. Thefe are the ac- 
counts we receive from thofe who 
have feen the fport, and there is 
this probability that their teeth are 
vaftly harder than ivory, or any 
other bony fubftance whatever, and 
will ftrike fire in the manner of a 
flint with a fteel on a fmall blow. 

The bolder people praflife the 
fport thus fingly, but the more 
wary go out in two boats, and they 
have, beitdes for fafcty, a further 
advantage, the bait is let down in 
this cafe from one of the boats, as 
already obferved; and a fecond 
cord is fattened to the firfl about 
the top of the wires, this commu- 
nicates with the other boat ; thus 
the two fall flowlydown the ftream, 
and looking before them, wherever 
they fee one of the creatures, they 
can, by the motion of the two 
cords, draw the bait where in its 



courfe it muft fall juft under its 
nofe : f«nd of the food, and free 
from all fufpicion, he never ' fails 
to feize it ; and when he is ftruck, 
they play him about much more 
eafily. If in this cafe he rifes at 
them, at whichever boat he aims, 
thofe on the oppofite fide draw him 
away ; and when he makes at them» 
the people in the firft draw hi^^ . 
back again : thus fome keeping the 
boats at a diftance, while others 
manage him by the two cords, they 
keep him on the furface, and play 
with all his fury ; fome one peribn 
oh each boat, at the fame tiijic, 
ftriking him with a lance, till they 
have difpatched him. 

The nver-horfe \s the only cr«a, 
ture of this kind ufually knownj, 
but there are vtwo others differing 
from it in fize, and in fome more 
eflential particulars ; thefe two arc 
of South America. They have nei- 
ther of them any tail ; and the one, 
which is as big as a well-grown 
calf, has a very long and ifender 
head: and the other, the fize of 
which is about equal to that of a 
large mafti!fF, has the head fo vaftly 
large and flefhy, that it can icarce 
fee out 6f its eyes, and hardly fup- 
p«rt the weight of it, Thefe both 
feed oh vegetables in the manner 
of the other ; and the natives of 
thofe parts of America, where they 
are met with, eat them, and ac* 
counc their flelh a great delicacy.

of virtuous aflions, it mufl be 
pleafing to God himfelf to fee his 
creation for ever beautifying in his^ 
eyes, and drawing nearer to him by 
greater degrees of refemblance. 
To look upon the foul as going on 
from ftrength to ftrength, from vir- 
tue to virtue, from knowledge 
to knowledge^ and ftiU (hining forth 
P 2 with 
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ith a conflant increafe of fame and 
Ipry, carries in it iomething won- 
srfujly agreeable to that ambition 
hich is natural to the mind of 
lan : this world, therefore, with a 
Lew to fame, is only a nurf^ry for 
le next ; and the feveral genera- 
ons of rational creatures, which 
fe up and difappear in fuch rapid 
iccemons, ate only to receive 
leir firft rudiments of applaufe 
id afterwards to be tranfplanted 
ito a more friendly climate, where 
ley may fpread and flourifh amidll 
fe fmiles of a -perpetual remem- 
rance. 

The means or inftruments men 
ive devifed for propagating their 
ime, confi^'in the erecting of mo- 
uments, impreifing medals, and 
staining a place in hiHory . Some, 
aving jult reafon to del^ond of 
ining in the lafl, have been care- 
il, during their own life time, to 
nmortalize.themielves by eithej of 
le other methods; but as herein 
ley have been influenced by vanity 
id pride, the memory becomes 
ateful ; for it is not enough, that 
lefe monuments, and medajs 
>eak; they muft fpeak truth, 
:herwife what was intended as a 
anegyric will be converted into 
jproacR. 

I'he beft way Xo live in the an- 
ils of fame is to fufpend the en- 
vmcnt of it. T)ie julleft cha- 
.fter of a man is to he hadpf mej;i. 
ratt'ful poflerity will not fail to 
edt fepulchral monuments, obe- 
[ks, triumphal archoi, to the de- 
rving. The wont way to fame mull 
rely be in fhewing ourfelves po 
ixious about it. Death, feis a 
nd of feal upon a man's charac- 
r, and places him out pf the reach 
' vice and infamy. , peath only 
Dfes a man's reputation, and de- 
rmines it either good oir bad. 
his makes it dangerous to praife 
sn, while living ; for jvhilll they 
e capable of changing, .we piaj 

forced to retradt our opinions. 
1 no life can be called happy or 



unhappy, fo it (Cannot be called 
vicious or virtuous, till the end of 
it; and, as there is not a more 
melancholy coniideration to a good 
man, than his being obnoxious to 
fuch a change, fo there is nothing 
more glorious than to keep up an 
uniformity in his .actions, and pre-r 
ferve the purity in his chara£ler to 
the laft The end of a roan's life 
is often compared to the winding 
up of a well written play, where 
the principal perfons ilill a£i in 
charadei", whatever .the fate is 
which they undergo ; for he, who 
has iilled all the o^ces of life witk 
dignity and honour till yefterday, 
arid to>day forgets his duxy, has 
dona nothing. 

. It is obi'erv^ble, with regard to 
all well -policed Hates, that nothing 
has contributed more to the perina- 
nency of their profperous condi- 
tion, tha^n th^at noble love of fame 
and, glory which they have endea- 
voured to chqriih in the bj-eafts of 
tJ^eir fubjedls. Rewarding merit, 
vyjief^vef found, is the .main fpring 
of this paflion ; and this .paflio-a 
mull be always laudable, as havi?;g 
a man i fell tendency to promote 
the welfareof the ilate^ The great 
and good man, who is. therefore 
ambitioas of railing, for the plea> 
fure of his own mind, the noble 
fuperilrudure of lading fame, will 
renounce all felt efteLin for any 
private, views and interell, fenfible 
tijiat ehgaging in fuch mean an^ 
frivllous concerns will be of no 
advantage to, his reputation, and 
that the public efteem is alone 
worthy of his afFe£lions, is alone 
defir^le ; iince it is -always a tef- 
timony of the pulblic gratitude, 
and, confequently, a proof of real 
merit. Thu^ he finds every thing 
poffible in his endeavours to merit 
the general efteem ; and, as the 
pride of commanding kings recom.- 
penfed the Romans for enduring the 
feverjty of^ military difcipline, fp 
the noble pleafure of being et- ' 
teemed, comforts the iHuilriou| 
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man, even under the unjuft frowns 
of fortune; and, if he has ob- 
tained this efleem, he reputes him- 
felf the poffefror of the moft.defir- 
able wealth. In fad, whatever 
indiiFeren€e we pretend t0,£hew for 
the public opinion, every one feeks 
after fame, and believes he is moie 
wurthy of being placed by it in a 
confpica^as light, in proportion as 
he find^ bimfelf more generally 
cfteemed. 

As o>ir wants, oar pa^fTions, and, 
above all, our indolence, do not 
iiifie in our minds this ardent defire 
of fame> there is no perfon, who 
does not ftrive to defer ve it, and 
does not wiih for the jjublic fuffrjage, 
as a furety for the high opinion he 
has of himfelf. Therefore a con- 
tempt for reputation, and the fa- 
crittce faid to be made of it to for- 
tune, or otlxer views, is always in- 
fpired by the defpair of rendering 
ourfelves illuflrious. 

The neceflfary effedbs of mif- 
guided- pride are to boaft of what 
we have, and defpife what we have 
not. It is not fp with the man who 
courts fame by public-fpirited ac- 
tions ; if he confiders as a benefit 
all the evil that is not done to him, 
and, as a gift, all that the wicked- 
jiefs of mankind fuffers him to en- 
joy; if he pours over the faults 
of others the lenient balfam of pity, 
and is flow in difcovering them ; 
it is becaufe ihf efevation of his 
mind will not permit him to expa- 
tiate upon the vices and follies of 
fmgle perfons, but upon thofc of 
mankind in general. If he confi- 
ders their faults, it is not wiih a 
malevolent eye, which is always 
anjuft, but with the ferenity where- 
with two men, deiirous of knowing 
the human heart, reciproc^Jy exa- 
mine each other, as two fubjefts of 
infiruAion, and two living llreams 
iof moral experience. If he is ten- 
der of his good name, it is be-caufe 
Jie has given ample proofs of haying 
^eferved it. The public caj^ ^.ei- 



ther know nor efteem any merit, 
nor any pretenfions to fame, that 
are not proved by fads. Are they 
to judge of men of different ifenk?, 
they alk the military man, what 
vidlory have you* obtained ? The 
roiniiler of ftate, the member of 
parliament, the man in place: 
wh^t relief have you afforded t6 
the miferles of the people? the 
private perfon : by what have yoa 
contributed, to the good of fociety ? 
Whoever can make no infwer t6 
thefe queflions fhouW neither, be 
known to, nor efteemed b)r die pub- 
lic' There are, however, a great 
many who^ feduccd by the delufi- 
ons of power, by the pomp of 
grandeur, and the hope of fa- 
vours, mechanically found the prai- 
{es of the merit of peribns in high 
nations: But their elogium^, as 
fleeting as. the credit of thofe oil 
whom they are bellowed, cannot 
impofe on the fenfible part- of the 
public. Uninfluenced by intereft, 
the public judge as a ftranger, wh6 
acknowledges for a man of n*erit 
him only who is diflinguifhed by 
his talents. 

He who would exaftfy know hij 
own value, or the degree of fame 
he has merited, can therefore only 
learn it from the public, and ought 
therefore to fubmit himfelf to its 
judgment. All adions are not 
equally great and heroic ; and we 
find that the efleem of the public, 
for fuch and fuch an aftion, is- not 
proportioned to the degree of 
ftreogth, courage, or generofity, 
necefiary to execute it, but to the 
importance of that aftion, and the 
public advantage derived from it. 
When, encouraged by theprefence 
of an army, one man fights againfl » 
three who are wounded, the adion 
is undoubtedly brave ; but it is 
what numbers of our common fol- 
diers are capable of, though they 
might never be mentioned for it 
in hiftory ; but, when the fafcty of 
an empire, formed to fubdue the 
univerfe. 
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vniverfe, depends on the fuccefs of 
this battle, Horatius is an hero ; he 
is the admiration of his fellow citi- 
tens ; and his name, celebrated in 
liiikory, is handed down to the moil 
diftant ages. Two perfons throw 
themfelves into a gulph : this was 
an action common to Sappho and 

.; Curdiis ; the firft did it to put an 
end to the torments of love, the 
other to fave Rome ; Sappho was 
therefore a fool, and Car tins a 
liero. When the Dutch had erected 
a ftatue to William fiuckelft, who 
had Uttght them the fecret of falt^ 
Ing and l»arrelling herrings, they 
did not confer this honour upon hint 
on account of the extent of* genius 
neceifary for that difcovery, but 
from the importance of the fecret, 

/ and the advantage it procured to 
the nation.— Niu utile fit quod fa- 
_cimns, parva eft gloria. 

But, letting afide the motive of 
ntility, which is principally confi«- 
4ered by a date, in the diftribution 
of rewards to thofe who have de- 
ferved well of it, we may obferve in 
general, that a ftrong pailion for 
fame is the firft moving force, and 
perhaps the only, that prompts men 
to the execution of thofe heroic ac- 
tions, and gives birth to thofe grand 
ideas, which are the*aftoniihment 
and admiration of all ages. 

Paffions are, in the moral, what 
jnotion is in the natural world. If 
jmotion creates, deftroys, preferves, 
animates in its proper fphere qf ac- 
tion, paffions do the fame in theirs. 
)t is avarice which condu&s ihips 
over the defarts of the ocean ; it is 
pride which fills up vallies, levels 
mountains, hews for itfelf a paiTage 
through rocks, raifes the pyramids 
of Memphis, digs the lake Moeris, 
and cafts the Coloflus of Rhodes. Ic 
was the enthufiaiin of gratitude 
which dafled the benefadors of 
mankind among the Gods, and in> 
irented the extravagance of falfe re- 
lijions and fu^rftitions. Jt is to the 
paifion of beii^ repoted of fome 
f onfequepce in the wq|pM> that we 



owe the invention and wonders of 
arts and fciences. It is from a de^ 
fire of glory that the aftronomer is 
fecn placing his inftruments on the 
icy /ummits of the higheft moun^ 
tains; that thi^ botanift clambers 
over precipices In queft of plants ; 
and that tne ancient lovers of the 
fciences travelled into Egypt, Ethi- 
opia, and the Indies to vifit the moft 
celebrated philofophers, and ac* 
quire, from their converfation, the 
principles of their doftrine. How 
ftrongly did this paffion exert itfelf 
in Demofthenes, who, in order to 
perfedhis pronunciation, ufcd every 
day to ftand on the fea-(hore, and» 
w.th his mouth full of pebbles, 
harangue the agitated waves ! it 
was from the fame defire of glory 
that the young Pythagoreans fub- 
mitted to a iilence of three years, to 
habituate themfelves to recollection 
and meditation, ^n fhort, it is un- 
der the powerful influence of this 
paffion tnat we fuftain dangers » 
pain, and death, and that by it we 
are animated to take and purfae the 
boldeft refolutions. 

Cato, when a child, going with 
his Tutor to Sylla's palace, at fee- • 
ing the bloody heads of the pro- 
fcribed, aflced, with impatience^ 
the name of the monfter who had 
caufed fo many Roman citizens to 
be murdered ? he was anfwered it 
was Sylla : * how, fays he, does Sylla 
murder thus, and is Sylla ftill alive ?* 
* Yes, replied the Tutor, the very 
name of Sylla difarms our citizens.* 
' O Rome, cried Cato, deplorable 
is thy fate, fince, within the vaft 
compafs of thy walls, not a man 
of virtue can be found, and the 
arm pf a feeble child is the only 
one ^hat will oppofe itfelf again ft 
tyrapny ! Then turning towards 
his Governor, f Give me thy fword ; 
I will cpnceal it under my robe, 
approach Sylla, and flay him. 
Cato lives, and Rome is again free. 
In what climates has not this vir« 
taous love of one's country, this gc- 
nexoo0 pride, this paffion of patri, 
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etifm and glory, determiAed ibme 
noble fpirits to perform the moil he- 
roic .a6lk)ns ? Thrafea beimg coun* 
felled to make fubmiffion to Nero, 
* How, faid he, (hall I iloop fo low 
to prolong my life a few days ? No, 
death is a debt : I'll difcharge it 
like a free man, and not pay it like 
a flave.' It is only from men of 
fnch ftrong paflions for fame and 
unmqrulity that fuch fpecches can 
be expedled. Genius itfelf in fuch 
cafes, can never fupply the want of 
fentiment. We are ignorant ^f the 
language, of paiTions we never felt. 
It is the perpetual fermentation of 
fuch paflions, in exalted minds, 
that fertilifes in chem the fame 
id^as, which, in frigid fouls, are 
barren* and would be no more than 
{c^A fcattered on a rock ; it is the 
fame caafe, which ftrongly fixes the 
attention on the objei^ of deiire, 
a«d prefents it to view under ap- 
pearances unknown to others ; and 
confequently promps Heroes to plaq.. 
and execute thofe hardy en terprifes, 
which, till fuccefs has proved the 
propriety of them, appear ridicu- 
loas or romantic, and indeed mufl 
appear (o to the multitude. The 
reaibn Cardinal Richlieu was wont 
to fay, why a timorous mind per- 
ceives an impoflibility in the moil 
fimple projcfts, when to an elevated 
mind, the mod arduous feem eafy, 
is becaufe, before the latter moun- 
tains iink, and before the former, 
mole-hills are metamorphofed into 
mountains* It is therefore only 
fuch a ftrong paiTion, which by be- 
ing more conrpicu6us than good 
/enfe, can teach, us to diflinguifh - 
the extraordinary from the impoill- 
ble, which men of fenfe are ever 
confounding ; becaufe, not being 
animated by flrong paflions, thefe 
fenfible perfons never rife above me- 
diocrity. 

When Tamerlane erefted hi& en- 
gines before the ramparts of Smyr- 
na, from, which the forces of the 
Ottoman empire had lately been 
obliged to retire with great lofs, he 



was aware of the difficulty of his en* 
terprife ; he well knew that he was 
attacking a place which the Chrii^ 
tian powers might continnally flip* 
ply with proviiions : but the paffioa 
for glory which excited him to the 
enterprife, fug^etled to him the 
means of executing it. He fills up 
the Urge abyfs of the waters, checks 
the feas, and baffles the Earopeaa 
fleets by a dyke ; difplays his vie* 
torious ilandards on the breaches of 
Smyrna, and ihews the allonifhed 
worid» that nothing is impo^le to 
great men. 

When Lycurgus formed a ptaa 
making Lacedemon a republic of 
heroes, he did not proceed by in* 
feniible alterations, according to 
the flow, and therefore fleady ftep 
of what is called wifdom. Thie 
g^eat man heated by a paffion for 
virtue, perceived that by fpeeches. 
or fuppofed oracles, he could ia-« 
fpire his countrymen with the fame, 
fentiments that glowed in himfelf ; 
and that, by feiadng the firft inflast 
of ardor,' he might change the con- 
ilitution of the government, and 
brine about, in the manners of that 
people, a fudden revolution, which, 
m the common methods of pru-* 
dence, would have required many 
years. He knew that paflions are 
like volcanoes, whofe fudden erup* 
tions alter the channel of a river, 
which art coul/l not have diverted, 
but by digging another bed for it, 
and, con^quently, not till after a 
long fttcceflion of time and prodigi<« 
ousexpence. By thefe means, he fuc- 
ceeded^ in a plan, perhaps the boldefl 
ever undertaken, and which would 
have been too difiicult for any fenfible 
man, who, deriving that title onfy 
from his incapacity of being excited 
by flrong palTions, is alfo incapable 
of infpiring them. And, indeed, 
if fenfible men attempted' to put 
fuch methods in pradice, they 
would never be happy in the appli* 
cation, for want of a certain expe- 
rimental acquaintance with the paf^ 
fioQS. They mull /ollow beaten 

paths,; 
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paths: if they forfake thein, they 
bewilder themfelves. Indolence is 
always a predominant (quality in a 
snan df fenfe ; he has nothing of 
that adivity of foul, by which a 
great man in power forms new 
iprings for moving the world, or 
fows the feeds of future events. It 
is only to the man of paflion, and 
to him who thirlb after glory, that 
the book of futurity is open ; it is 
eagle-eyed paffion which penetrates 
into the dark abyfs of futurity ; in- 
difference is born blind and (lupid. 
, Wh«n the love of glory does not 
interfere, if the ideas and adions 
arifing from their palTions, as ava- 
rice and love, are ia general little 
valued, it is not that thefe ideas and 
actions do not often require gjreat 
tinderfbanding and a multitude of 
combinations ; but becaufe, as be- 
ing indifferent or detrimental to the 
public, we cannot fuppofe that, they 
have ajuil claim to be accounted 
virtuous, ingenuous, or noble. Now, 
©fall-paflions, the love of glory is 
that alone which is never :x a lofs ; 
for, being the foul of /men of genius 
and tafents in every kind, it mull 
refcue its votaries from florh, and 
alone impart to them that contin ued ' 
attention produdive of fuperior in- 
teileds. 

Thus it is that fome are found to 
^nite,withtheart of intriguing, an 
' extraordinary elevation of mind. If, 
after the example of Cromwell, a 
jiian is defirous of mounting a 
throne ; the power and luff re of a 
crown, and the pleafures annexed 
io government, may doubtlefs, in 
Lis eyes, ennoble the bafenefs of his 
plots, fmce they deface the horror 
«f-his crime in the opinion of pof- 
tcrity, who place fuch an one in the 
xank of the greatelt men : but if, 
by an infinite number of intrigues, 
a man endeavours to raife himl'elf to 
thofe little polls which he can never 
<ieferve; if he id mentioned in hif- 
tory by the name of villain or cheat, 
^c is rendered defpicable in the eyes 
of ail hcneft men. He ought to re- 



main a little man who defires little 
things. Whoever finds himfelf a- 
bove want, without being by his 
rank entitled to the firft pofts, can 
have no other motive than that of 
glory, and has no ofher part to 
chufe, if he is a man of abilities, 
than to Ihew himfelf fteadily virtu- ' 
ous. • 

We may heifce conclude, than an 
abfence of the paffion of fame, glo. 
ry, honour, or whatever other ap- 
pellation it may receive, would re- 
duce us to the moft abfolute ftupidi- 
ty ; whereas, to the reverfe, a j)or- 
tion of that celcftial fire which vi- 
vifies the moral 'world, we owe the 
difcovery of arts and f.ieiices,' and 
all the elevation of the human foul. 
Whatl if the paflion of glory is of- 
ten the fource of vice and many 
misfortunes : it may be fo ; but the 
good accruing from it more than 
counterbalances the inconveniencies 
it may occafion. Sublime virtue and 
difcerning wifdom are its products,' 
whereby we muff furely be refcued 
from that felf-jndulgence and force 
of indolence to which we are other- ' 
wife inceflantly gravitating, 

RELIGION. 

ITS BENIGN INFLUENCE IN A 
STATE OF ABVERSITY. 

GOOD men are comforted un- 
der their troubles by the hope i 
of Heaven, while bad men are not | 
only deprived of this hope, but dif- 
treJfed with fears arifing from a fu- 
ture ftate. The foul of man can 
never divefl itfelf wholly of anxiety 
about its fate hereafter. There are 
hours when even to the profperous, 
in the midft of their pleafures, eter- 
nity is an awful thought. But 
much more v/hen thofe pleafures, 
one after another, begin to' with- 
draw; when life alters its forms, 
and become* dark and cheerlefs ; 
when its changes warn the moft in- 
con fi derate, that what is fo muta- 
ble will fqon pafs ehtirely away ; 
then with pungent earneftnefs comes* 

Kome 
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home that queflion to the heart, 
into what world are We next to go ? 
How miserable the man, who, un- 
der the diftraflions of calamity, 
han^s doabtful about an event which 
fo nearly concerns him ; who, in 
the n^idft of doubts ^d anxieties, 
approaching to that awful bounda- 
ry which feparates this world from 
the next, fh udders at the dark prof- 
pc6t before him, wiihing to exift after 
death, and yet afraid of that exid- 
ence, catchine at every feeble hope 
which fuperftition can afford him, 
and trembling in the fame momeh^ 
from reHedlion upon his crimes ! 

But bleiTed be God who hath 
brought life and immortalityto light ; 
who hath not only brought them to 
lights but fecured them to good 
men ; and by the death and refur- 
rection of Jefus Chrift, hath begot- 
ten them unto the lively hope of an 
inheritance incorruptible, undefiled, 
and that fadeth not away, Juflly is 
this hope ililed in Scripture, the 
anchor of the foul, both fure and 
fi^dfaft. For what an anchor is to 
a ihip in a dark night, or an un- 
known coad, and amidfl a boider- 
OU5 ocean, that is this hope to the 
foul when diilraded by the confu- 
fions of the world. In danger, it 
gives fecurity ; amidft general fluc- 
tuation; it affords one fixed point 
of reft. It is indeed the nioil emi- 
nent of all the advantages which re- 
ligion now confers. For, confider' 
the mighty power of hope over the 
human mind. It is the univerfal 
coipforter. It is the fpring of all 
Jluman activity. Upon futurity, 
men are conilantly fuipended. Ani- 
mated. by the profped of fome dif- 
tant good, they toil and fuffer 
through the whole cdurfe of life ; 
and it is not fo much what they are 
at prefent, as what they hope to be 
in feme after- time, that enlivens 
their motions, Hxes attention, and 
cumulates induflry. Now, if in the 
common aiFairs of life fuch is the 
•ner^y of hope, even when its ob- 
jeft is neither very considerable, 
y9L, U. No. u. 



nor very certain ; what elFeds may 
it not be expedbed to produce, when 
it reds upon an objed fo fplendid 
as a life of immortal felicity ? Were 
this hope entertained with that full 
perfuafion which chrifiian faith dc 
mands, it would, in truth, not 
merely alleviate, but totally annihi- 
late, all human miferies» It would 
banifli difcontent, extinguifh grief, 
and fufpend the very feeling of 
pain. 

But allowing for themixtureofhui 
man frailty ; admitting thofe abate* 
ments which our imperfedlion makes 
upon the efFedl of every' religion* 
principle, 'ftill you will find, that 
in proportion to the degree in which 
the hope of Heaven operates upon 
good men, they will be tranquil 
under fufferings ; nay, they will be 
happy, ill comparifon of thofe:who 
enjoy no fuch relief. What indeed, 
in the courfe of hunian affairs',. Is 
fufficient to diflrefs, far lefs to over-i 
whelm, the mind of that man who 
can look down on all human things 
from an elevation fo much above 
them ? Heis only a pafFenger through 
this worldi He is travelling to a 
happier country. How di&ree- 
able foever the occurrences of his. 
journey may be, yet at every ftage 
of that journey, he receives the af- 
fu ranee that he is drawing nearer 
and nearer to the period ofreft and 
felicity. Endure, and thou fhalt 
overcome. Perfeverc, and thoa 
(halt be fuccefsful. The time of 
trial haftens to a clofe. Thy man.^ 
fion is prepared above ; thy refl re-. 
maineth among the people of God. 
The diforders which vice has intro* 
duced into the works of God, arft 
about to terminate ; and all tears 
are foon to.be wiped away from the 
eyes of the jufl. The firm afluranci 
of this happy conclufion to the vex- 
ations and the vanities of life, works 
a greater effed on the fmcere illite- 
rate ChriHian, than all the. re£r.e- 
ments of philofophy can work on the. 
moil learned Infidel. Thefe msLjr 
gratify the ound t^at is at eaie ; 
4 mv. 
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may footh the heart when (lightly 
'difcompofed ; but when it is fore 
and deeply torn, when bereaved of 
its beft and moll beloved comforts, 
the only confolations that can then 
find accefs, arife from the hope of 
a better world ; where thofe com- 
forts fhall be again reftored; and 
all the virtues (hall be affembled, in 
the prcfencc of him who made them. 
Such hopes banifli that defpair 
which overwhelms, and leaves only 
that tender melancholy which fof* 
tens the heart, and aften renders the 
whole charader moie gentle and 
amiable.

Upon the good or bad ufc we make 
of it, depends our future happi. 

, «iefs% For though our heavenly 
Father is very indulgent to thofe who 
tender a uniform obedience to his 
laws, yet he is a fevcre atd juft 
judge, and will not fuflfer us to 
oppofe bis good purpofes with im- 
punity. . And if we abufe our time, 

^ by fquandering it away on frivolous 
or vicioas purfuits; if we w.ifte it 
in doing nothing, or in doing ill, 
jure certainly defeat the deiigns of 

.^^videitc^ in conferriog it ; and 



confequently incur his {divine dif- 
pleafure. If this world Vas our 
abiding^ city, and we were certain 
that we ihonld not be called to an 
account for the mifufe of our time, 
there would not be fo great danger 
in gratifying ourfelves with the m- 
dulgencies of this world's enjoy- 
ments^ But fince we are fuffici- 
ently convinced of tiic contrary; 
to purCiie fuch enjoyments, which, 
at beft are vain and unfatisfa^tory^ 
at the expence of our immortal 
blifs, is the greateft degree of folly 
and madnefs we can be guilty of. 
For nothing can poffibly exceed 
that of running voluntarily upon 
the rocks of deilru^lion, in oppo<. 
{it ion to cea(bn» confcience^ and 
conviction. Certainly eternal hap- 
pinefs is of too great importance to- 
be bartered for the Ihort-lived gra- 
tifications of fenfe. And our time 
is of too great value to be con- 
fumed in fuch perithing and empty 
pleafures as afford very little fatif- 
fadiion in enjoyment,, and upon, 
refleftioa the greateft uneafinefs* 
Bat experience informs us, that on 
the other hand, time well and in- 
duftrioufly fpent, not only affords^ 
the trueft pleafure for the prefent, 
but the moft grateful and real fatif- 
fa^ion upon refledion. Hence it 
is evident, that the more careful 
we improve our time, the more we 
encreafe both our prefent and fu« 
ture happinefs* When we are punc« 
tual in the difcharge of our duty, 
confcience never fails to bear, a 
chearful tcftimony to 'the propriety 
of our conduct: Serenity (oftens 
every care, and fmiling fatisfac- 
tion conduds us joyfully along the 
path of life. ^ Every moment pru- 
dently occupied prefents fomethin? 
to our view that may be u fef ul ; and 
when death fummons us to depart 
out of this vain world, affords the 
moft pleafing reflexions. For at 
ihat period, therecolledion of thofe 
loufh we have fpent in performing 
the duties of religion, willeive us 
the moft true comfort and fatisfac-. 
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tion ; whereas the time we have 
ipent in the purfuit of pleafurcs, 
-and the vain amufements of life, 
wU very much augment our grief 
and torment* For what can We 
iuppofe will be more painful to a 
icH-convi^ed foul, than the recol- 
ledUon of it's folly, in preferring 
the perifhing amufements, and gra- 
tifications of fenfe, before the folid, 
durable com^brts of a holy life?, 
What more diftreffing than the 
thoughts of its having forfeited the 
joys of heaven, merely for the fake 
of fttch enjoyments^? The anguifh 
that fuch refledions will create to 
a guilty foul, at prefent tranfcend 
our conception ; and it will be our 
trueil wifdom ib to employ our 
time as not to be ^in danger pf 
knowing it by experience. Who 
tllat is wife would neglcft tp fecure 
to himfelf the exquiiite advantages 
of a happy eternity? And it is 
evident to convi^ion, that it can- 
not be done but by the imprpve- 
ment of time, viz. by embracing 
the prefent opportunity, which is 
only in our power, and difpofing 
of it to the glory of <5od, and the 
happinefs of our immortal fouls. 

The improvement of time is a 
duty of fuch vaft importance, that 
it ought not to be negledled upon 
any account ; and yet there is no- 
thing we are fo prodigal of as 
time. We live in an age of luxury 
and didipation. The generality of 
mankind are fo far from improving 
their time, that by the trifling 
manner in which they fpend it, 
they feem to have caft off all fear of 
God, and fenfe of religion, and to 
have given themfelves up to all 
kinds of wickednefs. Temptations 
to luxury and vice are always in 
view. Example is a leffon all can 
read ; and man is too prone to fol- 
low a multitude to do evil. Hence 
it is manifejft, that without the ni- 
ceft circumfpedion, it is very dif- 
ficult to avoid thofe fnares of our 
common enemies, and hl^ agents 



. which continually furround us. I( 
is highly neceffkry that we be al- 
ways npon our guard, and prepared 
to reiift them. And that we may 
be better qualified fo to do, we 
mufl be careful to attend frequently 
on the public wprihip of God, dif- 
charge the fisveial duties of reli« 
gion, and pay a due attention to 
the important concerns of our im* 
mortal fouls. 

We muft keep ourfelves always 
employed, either inr ibmie lawful 
purfuit, or in Our refpeikivc cal. 
lines and occupations. He that 
difcharges his duty in the flation in 
which God has been pleafed to 
place him, will certainly avoid - 
thofe views which are ever attendant 
on an idle life ; for he wha is idle 
and wholly unoccupied will not 
long continue fo ; to be unemployed 
is unnatural ; and therefore if not 
employed in good, he foon will in 
badpurfuits« 

We muft not confume too much 
of our time in lawful recreations. 
For though innocent amufement 
and recreation are requifite^ hot 
only for the health bf the body, but 
the relaxation of the mind; yet 
when followed to excefs,they become 
highly prejudicial. A too great 
partiality to amufements introduces 
habits of flpth and eafe, and con-^. 
ftquently diverts our affeftions from 
bufinefs of higher importance. 

We muft often meditate on the 
folemn and awful fubje^b of death 
and judgment, and. confider what 
will be the confe<jufence if we wil- 
fully offend our impartial judge* 
We muft imagine w<b near the trum- 
pet founding, and the voice of the 
angel proclaiming, ** arife ye 
dead andxome to judgment." 

A djiie and conftant attention to 
thefe particulars, will not enlv be 
a means of guarding us againft the 
vicious temptations, that furround 
us, but will have a happy Influence 
on our lives and converfations. We 
fhall by this means imprint upon 

our 
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oar minds fuch a neceflary awe of 
the fupreme Being, as to obferire an 
univerfal obedience to his laws» and 
a pundual difcharge of our duties 
to Gody our neighbours and our- 
felves ; which will be the only ef- 
fednal way to improve our time.

Our Savi- 
our anfwers, yes j for have ye not read, out 
of the mouth of babes and fucklings thou haft 
ordained ftrength? Though I appear as a 
man, in this.low and humble ft ate^ and feem 
in my prefent fituation to be no more equal to 
fuch a work, than a child is to the gr^iiteft 
underul^ing, yot I am to i*ave myfail^hful 
followers, and fubdue ngfine, and their ene^i^ 
mies, according to that prophecy. 

Mr. Mede obicrves further, that though 
the Evangelift records it according to the 
Septuagint, reading, thou haft preferred 
praife 4 yet, it \% very probable our Saviour 
might ule the Hehrevf phrafe, which fcis the 
meaning dearer.

THERE were other »iieans, 
which had a great influence 
on the learned of the three firft cen- 
turies, to create- and confirm in 
them the belief of our blefled. Sa- 
viour's hiftory, which ought not to 
fcepafled over ii\ filence, ' The firll 



was, the opportunity they enjoyed 
of examining thofe miracles, which 
were pii feVeral occafions performoA 
by Chriftians, and appeared in the 
church, more or lefs, during thefe 
firft ages of Chriftianity. Thefe 
had ^reat weight with men, who*, 
from learned Pagans, -became fai. 
thers of the church : for they fre- 
quently* boali of them in their wri(* 
ings, as atteftations given by God 
himfelf to 'the truth of their reli^ 
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At tbe fame time, that the/e 
learMd men decl^lre how diiineena- 
ous, bafe and wicked it would be, 
low much beneath the dignity of 
philofophy^ and contrary tp the pre- 
cepts of chriltianit^,^ to utter falf- 
hoods or forgeries in the fapport of 
a caufe, though never fo juft in 
itfelfy they confidently aflert this 
Miraculous power, which then fab* 
lifted in the churchy nay tell as that 
ihey themfelves had been eye-wit* 
iiefles of it at ieveral times, and in 
leveral inilances t nay appeal to the 
heathens themfelves for the truth of 
feveral fa£b they relate, nay chal- 
lenge them to be prefent at their af- 
femblies, and fatisfy themfelves, if 
they dpubt of it ; nay we find that 
Pagan authors have in fome infiances 
confeffed this miraculous power. 

The letter of Marcus Aurelius, 
whofe army was preferved by a re- 
frefiiing fhower, at the fame time 
that his enemies were difcomfited 
ly a ^orm of lightning, and which 
the heathen hidbrians themfelves al- 
low to have been fupernatural and 
the effeft -of magic : I fay, this let* 
tcr, which afcribed this unexpeded 
afliftance to the prayers of the chrif- 
tians, who then feryed in the army, 
would have been thought an un- 
qneftioned teftimony of a miraculous 
power, had it been ftill preferved. 
It is fufficient in this place to take 
notice,' that this was one of thofe 
miratles which had its influence on 
the learned converts, becaufe it is 
related >y Tertullian, and the very 
letter appealed to. When thefe 
learned men fiiw ikkntfs and frenzy 
cured, the dead raifed, the oracles 
put to filence, the daemons and evil 
ipirits forced to confefs themfelves 
no Gods, by perfons who only made 
ufe of prayer and adjurations ip the 
name of their crucified Saviour; 
how could they doubt of their Sa- 
viour's power on the lik£ Qccaiions, 
Zs reprefented to them by the tra- 
editions of the church, and the writ- 
ings of the evangelifts i 

We cannot omit that which ap- 



pears to tts a ftanding miracle in the 
three £ir£t centuries,' namely, that 
amazing and fupernatural courage 
or patience, which was (hewn by io- 
numerable multitudes of martyrs, 
in thofe flow and painful torments 
that were inflided on them. We 
cannot conceive a man placed in the 
burning iron chair at Lyons, amid 
the infults and mockeries of a croud- 
ed amphitheatre, and ftill keeping 
his feat ; or ftretched upon a grate 
of iron, over coals of fire, and breath- 
ing out his foul amonjg; the excru- 
ciatine, fufFerings of inch a tedious 
execution rather than renounce hit 
religion or blafpheme his Saviour. 
Such t]:ials feem to me above the 
drength of human nature, and able 
to over-bear duty, reafbn, faith, 
convi£lion, nay, and the moft al>- 
fdlute certainty of a future date. 
Humanity, unafiifled in an extraor- 
dinary manner, muft have (haken oS 
the prefent pre/lure, and have de- 
livered itfelf out of fuch a dreadful 
diHrefs, by any means that could 
have been fuggefled to it. We can 
eafily imagine, that many perfons, 
in fo good a caufe, might have laid 
down their lives at the gibbet, the 
(lake, or the block : but to expire 
leifurely among the mof^ horrid 
tortures^ when. they might come out 
of them, even by a mental referva- 
tion, or an hypocrify, whith was 
not without a pofiibility of being 
followed by repentance and forgive- 
nefs, has fomething in it, fo far be- 
yond the force and natural ftren^th 
of mortals, thatone cannot but thuk 
there was fome miraculous power to 
fupport the fuiferer. *

ITS SUPERIOIL BXCBXitSNCB. 

A RCHRISHOP TiUotfon, in 
X\^ proving the excellency of 
Chriftianity, obferves, that it doth 
more clearly reveal to us the nature 
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of God, (inrhick is the great fouii- 
datioB of all religion) than any other 
religion or inftitution in the world : 
that it gives us a more certain sind 
l>erfea law for the government of 
iHir lives ; — that it propounds to as 
nore ^werful arguments to per- 
fuad^ viea to the miedience of this 
law ;— and that it furniihes us with 
better motives and coniiderations, 
to patience and contentednels, un- 
der the evils and afftidions of this 
life. Now thefe are the greateH ad- 
vantages -which an^ religion can 
have, to give men right apprehen- 
fions of Cfod ; a perfed rule of good 
life, with efficacious arguments to 
perfuade them to be good, and pa- 
tiently bear the evils and fufferings 
of this life. 

And thefe arc advantages, we are 
bold to fay, only to be had from the 
Chriftiaa religion. From the hea- 
thens, every man, the leaft ac- 
quainted with their theology, is 
well aEured, that no fatisfadion can 
be attained. Ignorant of God, they 
• wandered in the thi^kell darknefs; 
and he, who wants to be convinced 
of their perfea -uncertainty, refpeft^ 
log this firft principle in religion, 
may receive complete information 
from Cicero's Treatife, Of the na- 
ture of the Gods ; one of the moft 
ufefal remnants of antiquity. Nor 
will the Koran of Mahomet afford 
the rational fcarcher after truth a 
much better account of the Deity, 
or a more pert eet rule of life, than 
the fchools of the old heathen divi- 
nities. 'Mahomet, it is true, dif- 
claims idolatr^^ and avows the uni- 
ty of God ; but he reprefents him, 
and hit attendants, in fo ridicuFous 
alight ; gives fo childilh areprefen- 
ution of future punilhments, fo vo- 
luptuous and fenfual a view of fu- 
ture pleafiircs, that no man who be- 
lieves himfelf poffefled of a rational 
foul, as well as an animal frame, 
would even with to pafs eternity in 
mtification £0 complcitcly belhal. 
Til- jiipdcrn Infiael^ and refined 



deift, ore knOWj^ will ftep in, and 
join iflue with us is exploditkg at 
once the Heathen and Mahomet^, 
and all pretenders to reveiation and 
fupernaturalintercourfe; while ther 
will urge, that with themfelves, and. 
them only, truth is to be found; 
and that their fyftem is the moft ra* 
tional, as pofleffing every mark of 
excellence which we mention, But 
before we proceed to examine your 
claim, we muf^ enquire whence yon 
obtained this excellent and rational 
fyflem ; how you came into, poflef-^ 
fion of this valuable truth ?— *' Why^ 
from our own reafoning powevsr 
from the exertion of our own iateU 
ledual faculties!''— This indeed is 
ftrange^ and paffing all belief r for 
furely you will not deny that humaa 
reafon was as flrong before the com- 
ing of Chrift, as it hath ever beei^ 
iince? Surely you will not denf 
that Socrates, and Plato, and Ci-^ 
cero, 5cc. &c. were ^len of parts a^ 
bright,^ of underftandings as ele- 
vated, as yourfelves ? How then--* 
(untie the gordian knot we befeech 
you I) how then came it to pa£>» 
that they never arrived >4t this wifn 
dom, at this truth ?-*How came it 
to pafs, that no human reafon ever 
arrived at it before the cpming of 
Jefus- Chrid ; that before his com*? 
ing, no man was able to delineate 
with <preci(ion the religion of n%» 
tnre; — This queftion, difficult as it 
may be for the Peift to anfwer, is 
eafy and obvious to the Chriftian ; 
who rejeds with the contempt it 
deferves the fyHem propofed iy 
ihofe, who have robbed the facred 
treafury of the Gofpel to enrich 
themfelves ; and with the moft dar» 
ing and facrilegious impiety, op-» 
pofe the idol, they have made of 
his own divine materials, to the 
ark of the ti:tte Ood* Their pro 
tendons therefore merit no aa- 
fwer, and ihonid claim no regard. 

^uchlefs Qiould theirs, who^ de- 
tirous to ihake the foundation of a 
religion fo excellent a^ the Cbrif- 

tian» 
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tian, have nothing to offer in its 
ft^ad, but Atheifm or Libertinifm ; 
the doftrine^ of Epicurus or. Spi- 
noza. And while the better to en- 
gage the attention of mankind, 
and to fproad their poifon, they are 
costinuaUy reviling, the teachers 
of the eftabliftied &th, as wolves 
anddcceivers,as nuifances tofociety, 
and eneinie? to mankind; it may 
be eafy for the fober and thinking 
to try who are the deceivers, who 

the true enemies to mankind 

" They who teach a religion moft' 
worthy of God, moft friendly to 
fociety, moft helpful to govern- 
jnent, and; moft beneficial to indi- 
▼iduals, upon as great certainty 
at leaft, as men are wont to require 
before they engage in any impor* 
tant affair of jife ; or they, who on 
pretence of little difRculties, inci- 
dent to the nature of the doctrines, 
or upon fome kind* of proofs, which 
they unrtafonably aggravate, deny 
truth and certainty in all the reft, 
and wov^ld artfully conduct their 
followers into a ftate of diftruft, 
fear, confofion and war, without 
leaving them the comfort of God's 
wife and good Providence, and the 
hope of his retribution hereafter to 
fupport them under it. " 

For fuch a religion indeed is the 
Chriftiaa. We challenge the wit 
and majife of its enemies to- fay, 
whether Tt be not moft holy and 
pure in its precepts ; and gives not 
the moft exalted thoughts of God, 
and the moft abafing opinion of our- 
felves ; whether it places perfeftion 
in any thing lefs than refemblmg 
God, and living up to the dignity 
of Qur beings : whether its worfliip 
be not a reafonable fervice, adapted 
to the fpiritual nature of God, and 



the mixt compoiition of liien ; whe-* 
ther the gofpel terms of acceptance^ 
upon fincenty, and pardon upon' 
repentance, be not fuited to the pre- 
condition of human nature; and 
its rewards propcu-tioned to mens- - 
innate ftrong d^fires of immortality : 
whether tranquillity ^be to be had 
out of the. way it recommends of' 
reftraining inordinate defires, and- 
rufAing paiHons, of. following the' 
didates of confcience, of reconciU- 
ing ourfelves to God, by amend- 
ment, after having a£led otherwife c 
and of living in dependance on 
God's protection, aid, and favour,' 
in well-doing ; whether in the prac--^ 
ticsof univerfal juftice, equity, cha- 
ritv, and other focial and relative 
omces, (all which are enjoyed or 
enforced by Chrittianity) the earth 
would not become a moft 'joyful 
place; as.it hath proved through 
ignorance op negle^ of thefe doc-- " 
trines and motives, to be the-feat 
of contention, rapine and oppref- 
fion! 

And if thefe great ends be attain- 
able, under and by mean6 of the- 
Chriftian difpenfation, it is not' 
hard to determine on which fide the 
true wifdom of mankind- fhould de-' 
terminethem; whether toAtheifm, 
which muft infallibly unfettle 
the happinefs of individuals, and 
'overturn the peace of the WoHd ;' 
or to mere Deifm, which hath ne- 
ver yer been tried in any country ;• 
or to the Chriftian religionj which, 
were it obeyed, would eftabli(h the . 
happinefs that is attainable in* this 
life; and to which, (as littJe as i; 
is pradlifed) is however owing the - 
quiet, the fecurity, the order^* 
which a great-part of the world en-- 
joys at ptefeni.

DiyiNlTY is a fcience, and muft 
be fludied to be linder-ftopd : 
It is the no'blefl of all fciences^ whe- 
th*r you confider its objeft or its 
end ; yet we fee it unhappily much 

I negledled in our public education ; 
and too little regarded by, too little 
inculcated on, the profelTed candi- 
dates for the facred f u nftion .—From 
tlds fountain evidently flows that 
ignorance of divine things difcefn- 
abie in many, who have affumed 
the arduous office of inilrucling their 
fellow mortals : who ruih, raw and 
. undifciplined from the roiirum to 
tlk pulpk : and vent wild and in. 
digefted harangues, . to their oWn 
great 4ifcredit, ahd the fore vexa- 
tion and difappointment of their 
hearers^ This gives encouragement 
to the'unfettered amongH the vul - 
gar : ftimulates that vanity, which 
incites them, out of contempt of 
their te^clier's abilities, to over rate 
their own: and to encroach upon 
the facerdotaL office, by pro\idly af- 
faming the dignity of inftrudlors^ and 
the talk of inftruAing. 

As fach an omiffion in our public 
feraiharies, is rather the misfor- 
tune^tkan the fault of young men ; 
they deferve our pity, and not our 

I contempt. And it fhould give us 

plcafure, while we lament the evil, 

at the fame time to remark, that 

this, notwithflanding, fome aUe and

excellent diviH^s ^haVe cictricatei 
themfelv^s from the inconveniencies 
of their education : and, fuperiof 
to all th<i diiiiculties ahd improprie* 
ties of their academic inflrn£lions^ 
have ihone> in all times as orna- 
ments of the religion which they pro- 
fefs, and of the church to which they 
minifter; While we may indulge ^ 
benevolent wifti. that an affair of 
fo public and fo important concern^ 
will not continue much longer, un^ 
noticed ; nor be fuifered, to pafs un- 
regarded in thofe univerfities, wher^ 
we are afFured^ fo Jnany men of 
candour and virtue, at prefent j)re- 
fide ; who are animated with no lefg 
a regard for the Britifh than fojf 
the Christian republic* 

Anotlicr fource of evil to theolo- 
gy, is that flrange but univerfal 

' contempt, wliich nas been thrown 
On fv ^tm§ ; and on the ftudy bf dU 
vinity in a fy ftematical way. This 
arofe from the dry and improper at- 
tention given to fyftems in a formei? 
age : a blind deference to which is^ 
di/ubtlefs, attended with many ill 
effe^s. Andi generally j the abuft 
of a thing, though excellent in it- 
felf, and meriting high commenda- 
tion, t^nds to the difgrace and 
fometimes to the utter diiufe of the 
thing itfelf. This hath happened 
with the fyftems of divinity. Per* 
haps we may add . further, that the 
inelegance and crudcnefs of many 
of thofe fyftems, not to mention 
their party attachments, co-ope- 
rated to their contempt and rejeaion. 
It is certain, . however, that if we 
defire to be adepts in theology, the 
regular and the proper way is to 

: fludy it fjrflematically : — not with 
an implicit and mean deference to 
the fentiments of others, remem- 
bering always, that the fcriptures 
are the only infallible direftors of 
our faith ; — but purfuing a general 
arid well conneAed plan ; and gain- 
ing a thorough acquaintance yrich 
y . the 
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the whole Chriftian fabric, before 
we commence de}inea,tors of its. ar- 
thitedure, or attempt to point out 
ks fymmetry and beauties. 

Upon thefe eonfiderations, • the 
writers engaged to furnifli this por- 
tion oftheprefent literary perform- 
ance» have determined to purfue a 

feneral plan ; not with the fond 
ope that they fcall be able to rec- 
tify the evils whereof they com- 
plain ; but rather with jsl view tp 
point out fome leading principles, 
which may fcrve as general hints or 
notices, to the fludests in that fa- 
cred fcience ; and w!iich may give 
a iketch, however imperfedl, for 
j^afterly hands to improve and finifh. 
Many learned and excellent di- 
vines, have more than once obferved 
thdt a body of divinity might, with 

{rreateafe, and much profit, be fe- 
eftedfrom the fermons, and other 
tompofitions, of our Englifli wri- 
ters in theology, who, perhaps, 
may in this branch, contend the 
prize with thofe of all other na- 
tions ; where therefore upon any 
fubje^y we find a roaflerly com- 
pofition, we ihall not hefitate to in- 
troduce it ; and in compliance with 
a hint from a friendly correfpondent 
we propofe to give abridgements of, 
and extracts from the difcourfes of 
Our moft efteemed clergymen of the 
church of England. 

The plan upon which almofl all 
tlie fyftems we have feen hitherto, 
^ave been built, is not that which 
we intend to follow. We appre- 
hend it imprbprer, and therefore de- 
{fign to take a dii^'erent method. We 
propofe firft to view that which is 
nedrefl to us — man or human na- 
ture, — as we read it in our own 
breafts, as we fee it within or with- 
out. And having gained fome 
knowledge of our ftate, we defign 
to furvcy the feveral dodlrines of 
philofophers and others-— to exa- 
mine their pretenfions — to fearch 
after the true religion — to delineate 
all its great do6lrines-^to explain 
its fublime moraU-r-to enforce iti 
ittjcmn fundions— and tQ omit no- 



thing, which may tend to eftablifh 
our faith> confirm our liope, andf 
animate our love.^ 

Upon the right knowledge of 
human nature- depends the right 
knowledge of religion. Know 
thyfelf, was an advice full of wif- 
dom, confidcred in every refpedk. 
And indeed, the Chriftian religioit 
is fo perfedlly conrlfeded with this 
knowledge, that while ftrangers, 
to it, we muft be ftrangers to the 
hi^h and important doiSlrines of that 
religion. Nay the whole difpute 
between Chriltians and Deiils lies 
here ; the one afferts man to be in 
a ftate whence, particular wants and 
duties arife : the other afTerts him 
to be in a di^rent ftate, as free 
from thofe wants, as of confequencc 
he is, from the obligation of thofar 
.duties. So that on this hinge the 
whole controverfy may well be faid 
to turn, and therefore of high im- 
portance it is, truly and perfeftl/ 
to underftand the preient natarc and 
condition of man. 

** The difference (fays tire pre- 
fentLbrd Bifliop of London) beV 
tween a true Deift and a Chriftian, 
arifes fro/n the doftrine^ that C hriil 
came to fave finners* They both 
equally believe^ the Being and Pro- 
vidence of God ; and tne obliga* 
tiofl« of morality areeqt^ally admit-' 
ted on both fides * The neceffity of 
a virtuous life, inobedience to thefe 
obligations is nomatierof difpi*te j 
at leaft there is no reafonwhyit ihoald 
be matter of difpote between them. 
The Deift has no room to doubt in 
this cafe ; for he has no other hopcr 
than in his obedience, which of ne- 
ceflity therefore muft be {o perfc^ 
as to render him acceptable in the 
fight of his equitable judge: and if 
the Chriftian builds fo far on other 
hopes, as to negleft the weight/ 
matters of the law^ he deceive* 
himfelf^ and abufes the gofpel of 
his Saviour* 

But then. In other refpedb, they 
differ widely: the Deift reckons 
hiafelf^ and the reft of mankind^ 

. •(» 
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to be in that (late of nature in 
which God created them^ and 
therefore capable of obtaining by 
the prefent powers of nature, the 
end deilgned by God for man : in 
confequence of this, as he owns 
the duty of obeying God, fo, in 
right of his obedience, he claims 
his favtur and protedlion. The 
Chriilian is perfuaded, that man 
has fallen from the ilate of inno- 
cence in which he was created ; 
that being a tinner, he has no claim 
upon God by his obedience, but 
ilands in i\cea of pardon ; and that 
being now weak through fin, he 
ftands in need of grace and s^fTill- 
Since to enable him to perform the 
conditions on which the pardon 0/ 
God is offered. And he believes 
that God has, indeed, pardoned 
mankind, and granted them re- 
conciliation, being thereu;rtto mov- 
ed by the obedience and the fuffer- 
ings of Jefus Chrift, his fon ; and 
that he hath prohiifcd, and will 
furely give his grace and afliftancc 
to all true believers in Chrift, to 
enable them to perform the condi- 
tions of his pardon." 
, It is obvious therefore from 
hence, that nothing can be more 
cppofite than the religion of a 
Chriftian .and that of a Deift : fince 
the bleflings and privileges which 
the former eftimates at thehigheft 
rate, and values ^s his ^reateft 
happinefs, are confidered py the 
latter as mere delufions and non- 
entities ; as vanities, which have 
no exigence, or could bear no price, 
if they did really exift. And this 
efTemial difference is founded on 
the different fentiments they em- 
brace, with regard to man, his 
Pfefcnt ftate^ ^nd true conditipn.

TRUE FRIENDSHIP. 

NO virtue can be more ami- 
able and excellent than that 
,pf fri'endihip. The refined and 
cbearing pleafures which ever } 



flow from tliis pure fountain arc 
incomparable. It is not only thd 
mod valuable acquifition, but th« 
higheft enjoyment of Life. It af- 
fords both the mofl pleafing fatis- 
fa^ion, and the greateft comfort. 
The mind never unbends itfelf fo 
agreeably as in the refined, ra- 
tional converfation, of a well cho-- 
{en friend. It labours under no 
reflraint, but can difclofe its fe- 
crets witJi confidence and fecurity. 
It. comforts itfelf with the pleafing 
fatisfadlion of having a frieno^ 
who will, with the greateff tender- 
nefs, fympathize with it, in its 
forrows, and kindly participate 
its ioys ; who will exert himfelf 
to heighten the one and allevi- 
ate the other. It relies upon the 
wifdom and fidelity of his coun- 
fels under all his difficulties and 
embarraflments, and is certain that 
his power and intereft will not onlv 
be readjr to affifl in extricating it 
out of Its perplexities ; but every 
means will be attempted to con^ 
fole, to delight, to chear, and re- 
frefh it. True friendlhip eafes 
and unloads the mind, clears anil 
improves the underftanding, en- 
genders thoughts and knowledge, 
and animates virtue and good re- 
folutions. Providence hath given 
nothing more valuable than fuch a 
friendlhip. But the difficulty of 
acquiring it is adequate to the 
value. For mankind in general 
are fo attached to felf intereft, arid 
friendlhip acquires fuch a variety 
of particulars to make it £rm and 
endearing, that we may confider it, 
at leall in its purity, as a very rare 
and fmgular blefCng. Man is na- 
turally prone to be fociable, and 
it is certainly advifeabl? to form 
and cultivate f;:iendfhip, but at 
the fame time it is reqiiifite to b^ 
very flow and cautious in its firft 
forniation. For it is equally as 
imprudent as dangerous to form 
fudden intimacies. FriendfhipsTud- . 
denly contracted are as fudden ly 
diffolved^ and many put on the 
F a in^fli 
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piaflc of ftiendfhip i^crely to ferve 
^their pwn interefts, or convenience, 
' and to 4eceive the unwary. Thefe 
falfe ffiends are far fron^ uncpm- 
inon^ though andcferving of its 
title,, beciufe adding inconfiftently 
^ith the very nature of friend- 
jhip, JJut, 

The ipoll likely method to form 
ft true and lafting fricndfhip is, to 
feled one who is noted for his 
piety an4 virtae, who , is ftridly 
J u ft and pundual in the difcharge 
of his duty, both to Qodand man. 
For he who is conftant in perform- 
ing his duty to his Ms^ker is moft 
likelyf tp be fincere in frlendfhip. 
Iput even with fuch a perfon it 
would bt very imprudent to a^ 
withoijt referve, till his Sincerity 
jind ^onftancy are in fome meafure 

Jrovedt If upon trial he proves 
imfelf worthy of that cfleem and 
inutual confidence which is infepa- 
. 9'able from true friendfhip ; the ac- 
qaiiitipn is ineilimable, and the 
f}\ief ftudy {houl4 be to fecure the 
Comfort of fuch ^ connexion, by 
adopting fuch a mod^ of behaviour 
towards hi^fi, as is confident not 
"pnly with the nature of the en- 
l^agement, but the purcft virtue. 
^n cvennpfs of temperv^ and a con- 
f^ant regular good behaviour ^re the 
chief requifites to retain a true 
■friendi ^nd ihould be nicply prac- 
fifed by both parties.- For- a 
changeable, flu6luating temper, is 
pot only incapable of the truth, 
but of experiencing the fine fenfa- 
^ions of friend Ihip.. 

Conftancy in virtue Is equally 
{IS requifite as in behaviour : For no 
friendlhip can' be true pr perma- 
nent where virtue is excluded. 
Whatever is juft, right, and equi- 
table m^ft always he the rule of 
fondufV, gs well in rejedling, as 
complying with the folicitations of 
^ friend, For the obligations to 
virtue are prior to thofe of friend- 
(hip, cpnfe(jB?ntljr d^m^nd a prior 

attention, 
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As no man living is clear from 
the blemiflies and imperfedlions of 
human nature, (q true friends will 
be ever indulgent to each others 
frailties, though they ought to 
animadvert on tKem in' private. 
For this is one of the moft ufefal, 
though at the fame time, moft de- 
licate offices^|f friendfhip. Re- 
proof is cefRnly coiriiftent with 
the nature of friendlhip. He can- 
not be fincere in his profeffions, 
who can behold his friend commit- 
.ting an error, and either neglefts 
or refufes to admonifh him. But 
though reproof is necefTary, and 
(hould be looked upon as an ob* 
ligation, yet it muft be ufed with 
caution. It muft, in order to have 
a defi red efFe£l, be perforated in 
fuch a manner, that he may per- 
ceive it is wholly defigned to pro- 
,mote his well-being. For if it has 
the leaft appearance of felf-plea. 
fure it will be furo to create dilguft. 
And, therefore, reproof muft not 
only be ftriftly juft, bat in every 
refpedl calculated to anfwer the pur-i 
pofe of its being given. 

Where true frierfdftiip exifts the 
parties are as tenacious of each 
others charaflers as of their own. 
If the reputation pf one is attacked, 
the other will be fure to defend him 
when abfent, and with prudence fe- 
cond him when prefent. They 
maintain their bond of friendfhip 
inviolable, and enjoy all its plea- 
fures, and by animating each other 
to virtue and religion, eftabliih an 
alliance beyond the reach of time 
to deftroy. 

In ftiort, as true friendfhip a|^ 
fords the mofl refined pleafijre, it 
depiands onr attention ; as it is 
often a cloak for felf-intereft, it re- 
quires the utmpit caution in its for- 
mation | and as it is a blefling but 
feldom enjoyed, particularly in its 
native purity, it merits the atmoft 
circumfpedion and care tp render it 
fecure and lafting wlien it is ac- 
q^i^ed ) an4 we s^zf with propriety

MENTIONED IN THfi OLD AND 
NpW TESTAMENT, IN ALPHA-

CABBON, a city in the boun- 
daries of the trihe of Judah, 
Joihua XV. 40. ' It was fituated 
near the fouth borders ; but being a 
fmall place, it fooa fell into de^ay, 
Ijind there haye been no remains of 
it for many ye^s before the Baby, 
lonifti captivity. 

Cabul, the name which Hiram 
king of Tyre gave to the twenty 
cities' in Galilee, of vvhich king 
Solomon made him ^ prtrfent, for 
the great iervices he had done him 
in building the temple, i Kings ix. 
13, Theie cities not being agree- 
able to Hiram, when he went to 
vifit them, he called them Cabul, 
which, in the Hebrew, fignifies 
dirty. As they are.never once men- 
tioned in the New Teftament, Co 
probably they had after that time 
fallen into decay, or their names 
were then changed ; a circumilance 
common enough in all parts of the 
world. 

C^sAREA, a city built bv He- 
rod the Great, and thus called in 
honour of Auguftus Casfar, to whom 
Herod was a mean tributary flave* 
714$ city ftood upon the fea-fide. 
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near the coaft of Phcsaicla ; aiil- 
would have been y^ conveniei|t 
for trade, but thatit had a bad har- 
bour. To remedy this« he drdereil 
a mole to be made in the form of 
a half moon, and large enough for 
a royal navy to ride in. Theoosar 
daries of this town were all of 
marble ; but the mailer piece of all 
was the port. This city was im* 
procefs of time very confiderable, 
and was fituated about fix hundred 
furlongs from Jerufalem. Here it 
was that king Herod Agrippa wak 
fmitten of the Lord, and died, be^ 
ing eaten up of worms. Ads xi|. 
Cornelius, the centurion^ and the 
firfl-fruits of the Gentiles to the 
gofpel, was here baptized by the 
apoftle Peter, A€ts x. Here Phi*^ 
lip the deacon lived with the (par 
maiden daughters. At Cacfarea 
the prophet Agabus foretold to St. 
Paul, that he v/ould be bound and 
confined by his enenlies at Jerufik- 
lem. Caefarea was in great repate 
during the cru fades ; and at pre- 
fent it is a very confiderable pfacc^ 
fubjeft to the Turks. 

A l A R , an ancien t city of. Ait. 
fyria, built, as is fuppofed, hf 
Nimrod, Gen. x. 12. It flood at 
a vail diflance from Nineveh, and 
at prefent there are no remains of 
it left. 

Calneh, a city in tbe land 4S£ 
Shirfar, built by Nimrod (Gen. x* 
10.) as at that time belonging t0 
his kingdom. That it was fitaated 
in Mefopotamia, is extremely pro- 
bably, and for many centuries it 
was the capital of the city of the 
Parthians. The river Tigris raa 
through part of it ; but none of our 
modern travellers have been able t* 
difcpver its remains.

According to letters from Baftia, in the 
ifland of Corfica, the town of St. Fiorenzo 
was deftroyed, and a great number of the 
inhabitants have perilhed, by ^ moll tre- 
mendous thunder ftorm. 

Advices are received from Bofton, and 
other parts of America, that ll^ips arc lading 
at every port with the feveral productions 
of that country for London, and other ports 
in England; and that it is ge.nerally be- 
lieved that the chief part of their trade will 
be given to their mother country.

may be proportioned^ to their lutfcrings, and 
that the neceflary djftincViops may be made 
between real and aftected grievances. This 
board is t;o confift of five members, and 
ge«^tlerocn of the Houfe of Commons arc 
jnot to be excluded from it. They are alfo 
to have the whole bufinels of the commer- 
cial fyftem between this country and Ame- 
rica fubmitted to their care, that they may 
regulate and giveeUe^to the new el^abli/h- 
fnenty and prevent, as much as polfible, all 
appeals for the conllruflion of a£ts to Weft- 
xninflrer-hall. 

A fubfcription is going forward amongft 
fome meo of large fortune, for railing the 
fnm of i6,oool. to fit opt a (hip for a voy- 
age of fcienceto the South Seas, and round 
jthe world. Some of the principal of the 
literiiti are engaged, in order that obferva- 
tions and experiments may be made in every 
branch of* human knowledge. Itii to in- 
.cludean attempt to reach the North Pole. 
A party by land for the fake of obfervations 
are to crofs the whole continent of North 
America, to meet the Ihip at the port of 
Sir Francis Drake, to the North of C alifor- 
pia. Sir Jofeph Banks And Dr.Heberden 
/ire in the fubfcrif tion, and Dr. Piieftly is 
lo make the voyage. Lord Shelburne of- 
fers to be at the expence of fending a na- 
turalift by land from Peterfburgh to Kamf- 
/chatfka, to meet the ihip there alfo. A Ict- 
tlement is to be made, and left at New- 
Zealand, merely for the' purpofe of cul- 
tivating and making experiments on the 
New-Zealand hemp, and other curious 
plants, which may be examined by reliding 
two or three years there. 

We are affured that the lord biihop of 
Chel^erJ with^ the benevolence which has 
ever diftinguifhed his rharadler, is indefa- 
tigable in his endeavours to refcue the ne- 
groes in our We^. India iOands from the ab- 
}e€^) uncivilized, oppreiled. and immoral 
Aatc, in which they have fo long been fuf- 
JTered to remain. If there are any human be- 
ings in the world, "vho poncentrate in them- 
f elves every fpecie^ of mifery, they aie 
urely th9t ^nha^^y r^ce, the African ne- 



groes, who are in general conlidered, hy 
their mailers, as mere machines to work 
w-t'is as having neither underftandings §0 
be cultivated, nor fouls to be faved t To 
the greater part of this clafs of our fellow 
creatures not fo much as the mere cere- 
mony of baptifm is adminiftered^ and 
icarce any enjoy fufficient leifure from their 
labour to preierve them in health, or to be 
informed of the duties of morality or re- 
ligion I 

The efforts of the above amiable prelate, 
united With thofe of the venerable fociety 
for the propagation of the gofpel in foreign 
parts, it is to be hoped, will excite the at- 
t.-mion of goveriuncnt to this important ob«* 
jeA ; as it highlv becomes the wifdom df 
the provincial legHlature^ to give fome 
C(>untenance to the wretched Africans who 
groan under their power ; and to cna^, as 
the French government has long fince done, 
a code of laws for. their protection, their 
fecurity, their encouragement, their im- 
provement, and their converfion, • 

The ntlimber of (laves in the feveral 
Weft India iflands now in our poflTeffion, or 
to be reftorcd to us by the late treaty of 
peace, amount to upwards of Four'Hundrcd 
rhoufand! — Nineteen of whom out of 
twenty live without any one principle ci.- / 
ther of natural or revealed religion, -with- 
out the praftice of any moral duty, exce['t 
that of performing their daily taik, and 
cfcaping the fcourgc that conftantly hangs 
over them. 

On the T ft inft. a court of aldermen wa? 
held at Guildhall, at which were prefent 
the lord mayor, recorder, and nineteea 
aldermen. Previous to which Mr. Wool- 
dridge, late alderman of Briage .WarJ, 
feated himfelf on the bench in his 
former Situation. When the bufinefs was 
commencing, the lord mayor informed Mr. 
Wooldridge, that he had, for juft caufes 
and complaints, been difplaced from hi* 
office, and therefore he muft not artempt to 
remain on the bench without meeting diC- 
agreeable confequcnces. — Mr. Wooldridge 
continued in ftatu quo, and Mr. alderman 
Turner rofe to inform him, that unlefs he 
quietly withdrew,^ the dignity of the court, 
of which he was nolongerameniber, would 
be fupported, and he neceflanly muft ex- 
peft to be turned out by the peace otRcerr, 
Mr. Wooldridge then peaceably quired the 
room, faying he should apply to the Court 
of King's Bench. 

The 3d iniK earl Mansfield gave judg- 
ment in the Court of King's Bench, agairSl 
Lord Portchefter, in the Jong depeoding 
caufe between his lordlhip and Mr. Iccrc, 
refpe^ing the damages recovered in the 
actions for bribery at the general election 
at Cricklade.

'Saturday came on in his majeAY*s court 
of King's Bench, before earl Maosheld, the 
trial in the cauie of the king on the profe- 
cution of Mr. William Bennet, agaiofl 
Chriftopher Atkinfon, Efq. for wilful and 
corrupt ^perjury, — The indi^bnent contained 
nine counts, each upon a fpecific charge. 
The fads ftated on the part of the profecution 
were, that the defendant, Chriftopher At- 
leinfon, Efq. ha4l made a contra^ with 
the commifioners of his majefty's navy, 
for the pvrpofe of fupplying a certain quan- 
tity of corn, the condition of which agree- 
fnent was, that Mr. Atkinfon ihould have 
commifiion upon faid quantity of corn as a 
compenfation for his trouble in purchasing 
the lame, hat Ihould not charge any pro- 
fit upon the price paid by him to the corn- 
Iholders, or be entitled to any profit what- 
fotvtTy except the faid commi&on.— 1 hat 
the corn being delivered by Mr. Atkinfon, 
lie gave in his accounts fpeci^ying the 
names of the perfons from whom he had 
f urchafed, the prices paid by him to each 
perfon refpe£tively,andcharging his commif- 
iion thereon, which faid accounts were re- 
/peftivcly delivered in upon the ©ath of the 
laid Atkinfon, — That in each of thefe ac- 
counts ftated in the indidment, Mr. At- 
kinfon had charged the commiHioners of 
liis majefly's navy with an advanced price, 
beyond what h« had paid to the corn-fellers, 
with an intent to defraud, and, having 
done fo, was thereby guilty of wilful and 
corrupt perjury.— To each of the nine 
counts Mr. Atkinfon pleaded Not Guilty. 

In fnpport of their fade Mr. Ben net and ^ 
Teveral other witnefles were called, the 
amount of whofe evidence came to this, 
that Mr. Atkinfon had charged in the ac- 
counts delivered by him to the commiffi- 
oners of 'the navy, of corn purchafed for 
dieir ufe, prices exceeding what he had 
paid. 

On the part of the defendant, nothing 
material was produced. 

Earl Mansfield, in his charge to the jury, . 
flated the agreement made between the de 
fcndant and the commiflioners, and obferved, 
that the only point for their confideration 
was, whether the defendant had charged 
higher prices than he paid ? if they thought 
he had, they muff find him guilty; if not, 
they muft acquit him. 

The j,ury., after a ihort coniideration, 
brought in their verdift Guilty. 

Sentence, as ufual in fuch cafes, was 
poftponed till the eofuing term, Mr. At- 
kinfon giving ball, for his appearance. 

On Friday the 18th inll^ an information 
filed againft Mr. Charles Bembridge (late 
accountant of the pay-ofhce) by his majef- 
iy*s jiftorncj-gcncwl^.charging the &id Mr. 



Bembridge with negletl of duty, in having 
connived at the concealment of certain 
items in the account chargeable to the late 
lord Holland, (as paymafter-general of his 
majcffy's land forces) to the amount of 
forty-eight thoufand, feven htindredy and 
nine pounds, ten (hillings, and a fradlion^ 
came on to be tried before the earl of Mans- 
field, and a fpeeial jury, in the Court of 
King's Bench, in Wc*ltminfter-hall i when 
after a long trial the jury brought in their 
verdiA, Gviltv. . 

On Wednefday the i6th a young man, 
who pretended he belonged to the navy, 
paifed under a long private examination be- 
fore alderman Hart, on a charge of a for- 
gery on the bank of NewcaAle, for i53l« 
The faft being proved by three gentlemen 
belonging to the houfe, and his peribn be- 
ing fworn to, he was committed to New- 
gate till he can be removed from thence to 
Ncwcaftlc to be tried for the faft. 

During the courfe of the -month, various 
accounts have been received from different 
parts of the country of dreadful ftorms of 
thunder, lightening, hail and rain : At 
Leicefter bcfides cattle being killed, a ball 
of fire fell in Bath gai^dens which did fome 
damage ; fevcral perfons were ft ruck with 
lightening, but recovered. — At Exeter fe- 
veral mills and other places were burnt 
down. — In Lincolnlhire, at Sleaford, fc- 
veral hayftacks were fet on fire, and many 
hor^s, cows, ihcep, &c. killed ; and at 
Matisfield In Nottinghamftiire, John Ken- 
fhaw, farmer ofSclfton, and his horfe, were 
both iiruck dead. At a village near Yar- 
mouth, Norfolk, part of a ilock of iheep 
were^iuck dead. At Leeds, York, and 
feveral peaces in that county, the ftorms 
have been equally violent, and have done 
great damage. 
Extract of a letter from Huntingdon, July 4. 

Oh Wednefday afternoon, about five 
o'clock, there was a vldient ftormof thunder 
. and lightening atFenftanton, and that neigh- 
bourhood. A fire-ball fell on a barn be- 
longing to Mr. Hipwell of Fenftanton, to 
which it fet fire, and the flames were in- 
fiantly comnumkated to the houfe of a poor 
weaver at fome yards diflance, whofe whole 
property, together with a quantity of cloth 
belougipg to bis employers, was confumed. 
Six dwelling-houfes, with feveral barns, 
QUt-houfes, jSectweredeftroyed. A hayf^ack 
continued burning yefterday morning, and 
a labouring man going into a liable in order 
to bring out a horfe^ received a violent 
kick, and died inftantly« 

<* There is great reaibn to af>prehend 
that the above ftorm was very fatal in many 
other places. A daughter of the Key. Mr, 
Crauwell, of Abbot*s Ripton, in' this 
county, was ftruck dead by lightening. 
A young woman at Hilton, and a lad jtt 
Needingworth^ met with afiiuilduf fate. 
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'* At Stilton the rain was Co violent, that 
the waters rofe to the heigbt of four feet 
perpendicular in fomc of the^ inn*yards, 
and great quantities of hay From the mea- 
dows were carried away by the floods.'*

BIOGRAPHY, as we have al- 
ready obferved^ is not only a 
pleafing, but alfo an inftruftive on- 
tettainment. Youth therefore, in 
particular, Ihould have the lives 
of men of various chara^ers put 
into their hands, before they fet 
out in life, that thus they may have 
ai> opportunity of difcovering what 



bed fuits their own turn of mind ; 
for fuch as afiume a chara6ler that 
nature never gave them, will 
fcarcely ever make a figure in life, 
be happy in themfelves, or uieful 
to the world. It will be found 
true, we are inclined to think, by 
moft readers, that they feldom have 
been more pleafed, or lefs tired 
with any work, than when they 
were reading the life of a particu* 
lar perfon, efpecially if it was the 
life of one whofe turn of mind was 
fomewhat fimiiar to their own ; 
and it is a good way to find out 
the leading pafiion, particular ge- 
nius, tafte,- and inclination, by 
obferving what fort of lives pleafe 
us moft, which we like beft to talk 
of, and which make the Itrongeft 
impreflion on our minds. We be- 
lieve the liv^s of illuftrious men, 
written by Plutarch, have formed 
many great flatefmen, and many 

great 
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great heroes. The trophies of 
Miltiades would not let Themifto- 
des fleep. They who djfcover a 
greater admiration of the rapid and 
ungovernable bravery of Charles 
Xlf. than of the fedate and con- 

> fuinmate condadt of the duke of 
Marlborough, and ta^e morp pjea- 
fufff In'rejidiiig fte^liftoiy of fuch 
as bear a nearer refemblance to the 
Swede than to the £nc;lirh hero, 
will probably be found, in fad, 
tnQre £t to head a defperate attack, 
than to condud^ a rational enter- 
prize. They who fin^ themfelves 
led tired when reading the life of 
a good prelate than of a celebrated 
general, are, it may be prefumed^ 
formed by nature to 'wear the facred 
or civil gown with a better grace, 
than they could weild the ftatt of a 
commander in chief. They who 
are more charmed with accounts of 
fuch perfons as lived in elegant re- 
tirement, far 'removed from the 
hurry of courts and bufiriefs, than 
of thpfe who fpend their lives 
amidil the buftle and intrigues of 
• $he world, will find themfelves im- 
properly placed, when they entirely 
fpr4ke their more private walk of 
life, and enter deeply into the af- 
fairs of piiblic management. The 
fubjeft of thefc memoirs, if pro- 
perly attended to, warns us of 
^hat courfe we are not tp follow,' 
and \^ill have an influence in 
forming the heafttp geiierous prin- 
ciples, whil§, at the fame time, the 
understanding is prefented with an 
excellent pattern of wife anid vir- 
tuous condud. If the portrait of 
the l^iftipp of Bath and Wells is not 
adorned with the flriking beauties 
of the fublime, or may noj: be 
k complete finiflipd -piece, yet his 
genius, talents, and mai^nei; of life, 
^fe worthy of efleem, and, we- 
hope, may have fuch a^ effedl uppn 
our paiTions^ as ^o excite a. la^da^le 
imitation. , ' ^ 

The father and grandfather of 
this w0ft|iy prelate wf re ^ejitje-' 

m^fi of good property in'Norfolk, 



'' who with their own pic'cn 
ploughed their own eftates," living 
upon, and occupying their own 
lands. But. the bifhop of Bath 
and Wells has not been indebted 
chiefly to family connexions, 
for ciyil jionours and ccdefiaftical 
preferment?, which fprnng from 
much nobler fpurcet^ learnif^g, 
piety, and real merit; and to 
thefe we may place his lordfhip's 
attention, even at this day, when 
abopt 69 years of age, in feledl- 
ifag and preferring only men of 
worth and learning to church liv- 
ings* . ' 

Ou? good biihop imbil>ed the 
firft rudiments of his education at 
the public grammar fchool at Nor^ 
wich, till ^e was turned of fifteen 
years of age; at which time he 
received an invitation tp Cam- 
bridge from his uncle Dr. Mofs, 
dean of Ely (who then, in the de- 
cline of life, was fettled there) 
and was admitted by hi^i a ftudent 
of Caius college, undc^r the pro- 
tedlion of Dr. Gooch, his intimate 
friend, then mailer of the college, 
and afterwards bifliop of Ely. 
Having taken his degree of malter 
of arts, he* was appointed domef- 
tic chaplain to Dr. Sherlock (ano- 
ther intimate frien4 pf tjic dean's) 
then bilhop of Sarum, and after- 
wards* of London, 'by whom he 
was preferred in a moft ample 
manner, ffaitabje to his great me- 
rit ; firft in the diocefe of Sarum, 
and then in that of London: but 
what contributed iipod to his hap- 
pinefs was, that his abilities and 
exemplary life gained him the en- 
tire confidence and friendftiip of 
that great man, with whom he 
lived in the llridleft friendfliip till 
his death. It is not ufual with 
fuch cbaradlers like Dr. Sherlock 
to be indifferent as to the founda- 
tion pn which they build their ef- 
teem « and that unbounded regard 
he heflpwed upon the bifliop pf 
Baih and Wells, is the ftrongeft 
proof wc can produce of his real 
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9vcrth, and Dr. Sl^rlock's jadi- 
cious difcernxnent, 

Inthe diocefe of Sarum, the firfi: 
prefcrinent of the bifhop of Bach 
and Wells was the prebend of B ur- 
bage ; and after this he was elected 
by the d^an and chapter a canon 
refidentiary. He was alfo, we £nd, 
at one time re£lor of St. Andrew 
Underfliafc, London ; from whence, 
upon the promotion of bifhop 
Seeker to the deanery of St. Paul's, 
lie was collated to the reftory of 
St. James, Weftminller, in 1751, 
on the refignation of that bifhop. 
And in 1759 he was promoted to 
the redlory of St. George, Ha- 
nover-fquare, on the death of Dr. 
Trebeck. On the death of bi^op 
Squire, in 1766, he was confc- 
crated bifliop of St. David's ; ,from 
whence, in 1774 he was tranflated 
to the fee of Bath and Wells ; the 
annual income of which, as rated 
in the king's books, is 533I. is. 3d. 
The place of his country reiidcnce. 
Wells palace, Somerfetfhire, and 
his town houfe isin Grofvenor- 
placc. His lordihip married the 
eldeft daughter of Sir Thomas 
jEiaks, a family lon^ diHinguilhed 
more -by their fplen did virtues than 
ihxning honours. By that lady the 
bifhop has had two fons and two 
daughters : of the former, the 
eldeH is now a ^udent in Chriil^ 



Church, Oxford, and the other is 
at Eton fchool. ^ 

The worthy bifhop of Bath and 
Wells has publiihed feveral ano- 
nymous tratls, and fome occati- 
onal fermons, befides that julUy 
much admired one preached at Sc* 
Jameses, Weilminfter, on occaiion 
of the earthquake. In the codrfe 
of four years his lordfliip preached 
what are generally called Boyle's 
led u res, to which none but men 
of the firft abilities have been ap- 
pointed. Thefe difcourfes are not 
yet publifhed, but as their noble 
plan is the defence of Chriflianity 
againlt the cavils of Jews, Ma- 
hometans, and modern an bee 
lievers, it is ourearnell requefl, ia 
behalf of the ChrilHan world, that 
his lordfhip would order them to 
the prefs ; by which he will not 
only gratify the hope and ai'dent 
wiihes of the public, but alfo in^ 
creale his own fum of delight, 
which is continually doing good.

MEMOIRS 

OF THE 

' LIFE OF ORIGEN. 

THI5 learned and eloquent phi- 
lofopher^ commonly called 
Adamaiitius^ (either from the finn- 
nefs'and conftancy of his" jnind, or 
pn account of that ilrength of reafon 
y^hich appeared i:i his dSi;om:fcO w^s 



born at Alexandria, the metropolis 
of Egypt, about the year of Chrift 
188, His father's name was Leo- 
nides, by who;p he was, in his early 
age, inftrnded in afeful learnings 
and particularly in the knowledge 
of the holy fcriptures, being obliged 
to learn a part thereof every day^ 
which he not only readily perform- 
ed, but likewife let himfcif careful- 
ly to enquire into the meaning of 
what he ic^d, often queiljpniiig his 
. • ■ ^ father , 
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fsLthir whskt was the iigniiicatioQ of 
fuch or fach a paffage. The good 
|E>ld xnan ufed {oemingly to reprove 
4iim for his forwardoefs,, though 
inwardly rejoicing, and bleiTing 
God at the fame time, that he had 
inade .hixa the father 4>f fnch a 
child. 

Haying given kim fuch infbuflion 
AS himfelf was capable of, he fent 
hin\ to per&£l his ftudies with Cle- 
mensy who was at that time regent 
0f the Catechift fchool at Ak;tan-' 
dria, under whom he made a vaft 
progreff in learning.. From him he 
removed to Ammonias (called -Sac- 
cas, from his having carried facks ; 
for he was by employment a porter) 
luider him Origen made himfelf 
4n<Ulerof the platonic notions, tho' 
Aoc above the age of feventeen. At 
4his -time his father was imprifoned 
jon account of his reli^ion^ and af- 
<««rwardsi>die^ed ; in confequence 
^f which his eAate was confifcated. 
IXuring Jiis confinement, his fon 
paffionately exhorted him to be 
faithful unto death; and fearing, ' 
left the deplorable condition in 
"jvhichhi^mother and brethren would 
be left^ might have fome influence 
on his iniiid : among other things 
he (aid to him, ** Take heed, fa- 
ther, that for ottf fakes you do not 
jebangr*" And fo great was the 
courage, and fo eager the defire of 
this ftripling to fuffer martyrdom 
hi;nielf, that fcarce any confjdera- 
tlons could prevail on him to deiift 
from oiFering himfelf thereto. His 
jnothek befdught him with the ut- 
moft tendernefs to fpare himfelf, if 
not for his own, yet for her fake 
«nd the reil of his relations. But 
finding that all her intreaties .were 
^ne^eSual, .ihe in the night took 
away his xloaths, ihirts, Sfic, and 
this i contained him to remain at 
home.' , 

After the death of his father, both 
himfelfand' thevreft of the family 
were reduced toigreat 0raits ; .but 
the good providence of God intcr- 
t>ofed for thf ir nUiei, . A mh and 



honourable matron pitying his cafe^ 
contribute4 liberally, to his relief, 
as (he did to that of many others ; 
and among them maintained one 
Paul, a ringleader of all the here- 
ticks at Alexandria. To this man, 
on account of his eloquence, dai/y 
rcforted an innumerable multitude, 
not only of hereticks, but of the 
orthodox alfo : and to fuch a dejgrsc 
had he obtained the favour pf the 
lady, that fhe adopted him for her 
fon. Origen, though his livelihood 
(and perhaps that of his mother and 
brethren Jikewife) depended on her 
bounty, would never comply with 
thi^ favourite, nor fo much to join 
in prayer with him ; a remarkable 
proof of the true gre^tnefs of his 
mind ! 

Being now about eighteen years 
old, and having perfected his ilu- 
dies, he opened a fchool for iniiruc- 
tion in the liberal arts j and not- 
withftandii>ff his youth, his leGure^ 
were attended by perfons of the 
greateft reputation for learning : in 
confequence of which, many emi- 
nent hereticks were by him brought 
over to the true faith ; for which 
fome of them afterwards fuffered 
martyrdom. And fo great was his 
reputation, that before the age of 
nineteen he was made mafter of the 
fchopl at Alexandria, and had/cho, 
lars in great abundance ; but find- 
ing his employment too heavy, he 
left off teaching the arts, and con- 
fined himfelf entirely to Chriftian 
inftruaion. This he attended to 
with the greateft diligence,an<l no lei^ 
fuccefs : For he not only eftablifhed 
thofe who were already Chriftians, 
but alfo gained over a great nunnber 
of Gentile philofophers to the faith ; 
feveral of whom afterwards lolt 
their lives for their adherence 
thereto. 

The perfecution being renewed 
at Alexandria with great fe verity, 
fcarce any one would venture to vifit 
thofe who were in prifon on account 
of religion ; but Origen boldly un- 
dertook this office^ and . attended

the martyrs to the very place of ex* 
ecution, embracing and encourag- 
ing them as they pafled along, 
which fo enraged the multitude 
againfl him, that they poured upon 
him whole fhowers of Hones, and 
many times his life was in the great- 
eft danger. Once, having; (eized 
upon him, they ihaved his head, I 
after the manner of the Egyptian » 
priefts, and fet him on the fteps of 
Serapis's temple, commanding him 
to give branches of palm tothofe 
that went up to perform their rit^s ; 
but inftead of fo doing, he with an 
undaunted mind, cried out, *' Come 
hither and take the branch of 
Chrift.'* 

Much about the fame time, his 
great regard for challity, joined 
with a literal interpretation of that 
paffage in St. Mathew, '* There 
be eunuchs which have made them- 
felves eunuchs for the kingdom of 
heaven's fake," prompted hiia to 
a very fingular a6t of indifcretion. 
But he afterwards confefled his mif- 
take, and condenmed this impru- 
dent ftep. 

In order to a more accurate 
fludy of the holy fcriptures, he fet 
himfclf to learn the Hebrew lan- 
guage, which was very little under- 
llood by the Chriftians of that time ; 
nor did this hinder his adivity in 
hia other employments, which he 
attended to with his ufual dili- 
gence. 

His fame increafmg, a meiTage 
was fent to Demetrius the bifliop, 
from the governor of Arabia, ex-, 
preffing his defire'thatOrigen might 
be difpatched with all fpeed, to 
import to him the ChrilUandodlrine. 
Accordingly he went into Arabia ; 
and having performed his errand, 
hc'was afterwards honourably, con- 
d'.aed to Antioch, at the requeft of 
Mammea, mother of the emperor 
/iicxander Scvci us, who was deiir- 
CU3 to fee and hear him, that flie 
i: ;^lit know what it was for which 
:r.2 whole world had him in fach ve- 
neration. Having Haid there feme 



time, and explained to her the prin- 
ciples of religion, he returned agai ft 
to Alexandria, 

Some time after this he bejEpan to 

write commentaries on the holjr 

fcriptures j his induftry and diliw 

gence in which werfe hicredible; 

ifew parts of the bible efcaping his 

critical rcfearches. The knowledge 

he hereby acquired was fo great, 

that Jerome profefFes, he would- be 

content to bear all that load of eniry 

which was caft upon his name, if 

• he had but his flcill in the holy 

fcriptures • 

Affairs of thd church calling him 
into Arabia, he went through Pat 
leitine, and a; Cefarea was ordain, 
ed prefbytcr, by Alexander, bifhap 
of Jcrufalem, and Theo€lJitus of ' 
Cefarea. This was Highly refen ted ' 
by Demetrius, as art affront to his 
authority : and as he had for fome 
time borne Origen a fecret grudge j v 
on account of the great reputation 
which his learning and virtue had 
procured him, he now caufed Ana- 
themas to be thundered out againft 
him, charging him with all, that 
malice could invent^ and pafticu- 
larjy with making himfelf aA eu- 
nuch, though he had before ad- 
mired and commended him fbr fy 
doin J, He procured his condenina- 
tion in two feveral fynods ; one of 
which decreed that he fhould be ba<^ 
niftied from Alexandria^ an<l the 
other pronounced him degraded 
from the priefthood, hir chief fa- 
vourers fttbfcribing the decrte*- 
And Jerome fays, that the greateft ^ 
part of theChriftian world conftnt- 
ed to his condemnation ; even Rome 
itfelf convening a fynod againfl him, 
: not for any innovation or herefy, 
but merely out of envy, as not be- 
ing able to bear the glory to which 
hiTs learning and eloquence had 
raifed him: and yet for all this 
he ftill retained his priefthood, 
publickly preaching in the church, 
being honourably entertained J>y 
the more moderate and wife, where- 
evcr he came. 

Ec:ng 
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Reing wearied out with the vexa- 
tions of his enemies, he refolved to 
leave Alexandria: but before his 
departure, it has been reported that 
fome ChriiHans having been carried 
to an idol temple, in order to com- 
pel them to facrifice, he ran thither 
to diffuade them from fo heinous an 
aft. On which fome Gentiles laid 
hold en him, and put him to the 
choice, whether he would commit 
lewdnefs with a blackmoor, or oiFer 
facrifice: and while he demurred, 
puttine incenfe into his hands, they 
forced nim to throw it into the fire, 
and then cfied out Origen hath fa- 
crificed." In confequence of which 
he was excommunicated ; and leav- 
ing the city, went away to Cefarea, 
and then to Jerufalem: at which 
latter place, being greatly impor- 
tuned to preach ; and going into the 
pulpit for that purpofe, he opened 
Bis bible on thofe words in Pfalms 1. 
** Unto the wicked faith God, what 
haft thou to do to declare roy ftatutes, 
&c." On which burfling into tears, 
he fhut his book and came down ; 
and there is extant a very pathetic 
lamentation, faid to be wrote by 
him on this occafion. 

But with regard to thi^ ftory, it 
is to be obferved, that the truth 
thereof is juftly called in queftion, 
for the following reafons ; firii^ 
none of^'the circumftances thereof 
are mentipned by linv of the more 
ancient u^riters. Secondly, nothing 
cf this kind was ever obje6led 
againft him by his bittereft enemies, 
as appears by the apologies which 
have been wrote in his behalf. 
Thirdly, it is by no means likely 
that he ihould be required to do 
that which it was well known his 
former imprudent aft had rendered 
him incapable of doing ; and there- 
fore the lamentation, indead of be- 
ing wrote by him* was perhaps 
compofed by fome of his advcrfa- 
rics, in' order to fupportthe credit 
of the foregoing. relation rf 

Having quitted his fcbool at 
Alexandria, he opened one at Cefa- 



rea, both for human and divinc^ 
learning, and great numbers refort- 
ed to hisinftruftions; among whom 
were Gregory called Thaumaturgus, 
and his brother Athenodorus. Dur- 
ing his reiidence here, he contraft- 
ed a friendtflip with Firmilian, bi- 
(hop of Cappadocia, who entertain- 
ed a great Icindnefs for -^im, and 
prevailed with him to go into thofe 
provinces for the edification of the 
churches. This Firmilian was a 
perfon of great name and note, and 
held a corrcfpondence with inoft of 
the eminent men of thofe times. 
Few confiderable affairs were tranf- 
afted relating to the church, where- 
in he was not concerned. Nor was 
Origen admired and courted only 
by foreigners and young men, who 
had been his fcholars, but likewifc 
by the grave and wife at home. 
Both Alexander and Theoftiftus, 
though antient bi(hops, did not 
difdain to becoioie in a manner his 
difciples. 

About the year 235, perfecutibn 
being again revived, Orieen was 
entertained by a charitable lady 
named Juliana; and to contribute 
towards the con Tola lion ofChriftians 
in that evil time, he wrote his book 
concerning martyrdom ; and while 
in ihis retirement, he applied him- 
felf to the collefting and comparing 
the feveral verfions of the Old Tef- 
tament, with the original text. 
This work he divided into three 
feveral parts ; the Tetrapla, the 
Hexapla, and the Oftapla. In thd 
firft of thefe, (th^ Tetrapla) were 
four tranflations fet one over againft 
the other, Aquila's,Symachus*s, the 
Septuagint, and Theodotion's. Id 
the fecond, (the Hexapla) thefe fouf 
verfions we're difpoTed in the fame 
order, and two other columns fet 
before them ; fir/*, the" Hebrew 
tpxt in its own chprafters ; then irt 
another column the fame text in 
Greek letters. In the third (the 
Oftapla) were all the former, and 
two tntre verfions added to them 5 
the one found in a cafk at Jericho'^ 

and 
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and the other at Nicopoiis; thefe 
twolaft contained only fomepartof 
the Old Teftament : and to make 
the work niore couiplete, he diilin 
guiihed the additions and delicipQcie^ 
by feveral marks. Where any thing 
. had been added by the Seventy, 
which was not to be found in the« 
Hebrew, he fet an obclifk before it. • 
Where any thing was wanting, he 
infer ted the wards with an after iflc^ 
to diftinguifh thena* from the refl of 
the Septnagint. Where various fcc- 
tions were confirmed by the greater 
number oftranilations, he put a 
lemni^; where tyvoonly concarred, 
an hypolemnifk. A v/crk this of 
infinite labour, as well as of admi- 
rable ufe ; alone fufficient to have 
eternized, his name, and rendered 
him venerable to all polte'riiy. Je- 
roni, calls him, on account thereof, 
immortale illtid ingenium. What 
a misfortune it is to the Chrillian 
world,, that this ineHimable trc'afure 
ii almofi; entirely lodl ! 

Berriilus, biihop of Boftra, hav- 
ing denied the proper divinity of 
ChrifT, the bilhops of thofe parts 
attempted to reclaim him ; but all 
their endeavours proving ineiFec. 
tual, the affiftaace of Oi:igen was 
requefted, by the ftrength of whofe 
reaibning he was foon recovered 
from his dangerous miilake, and 
returned him hearty thanks, far his 
kind endeavours in his behalf, 

Origen, though advanced above 
the age of three&ore, yet remitted 
nothing of his ufual induiiry, either 
in preaching of writing : and Cel- 
fiis^ the epicurean, having wrote a 
book, in which he attacked the 
Chriftian religion, with all the vi- 
rulent afperfioRs that wixor malice 
could invent, her^turned.a full and 
folid anfwer thereto, in a piece 
containing eight books, and which 
4}ear$ its telUmony to the gneatnef^ 
of his abilities^ 

The good fuccefswhich he had had ; 
vrith Berriilus in Arabia making 
liim famous in thofe parts, his help 
«ras again requeftedy in order xo , 
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confute the notion that the foul 
flept with the body till the refur- 
redion, which had been then newly 
advanced ; accordingly he went ; 
and in confequence of his argu- 
ments, the adverfaries wereoblijged 
to relinquiJh. their falfe opinion. 

Another perfecution being raife4 
by Dedus ; among many others, 
Origen was feized, ^nd c^a into the 
bottom of a loathiome dungeon, 
loaded with irons, and a chaia 
about his neck> His feet were made 
fift in the flocks^ four holes afun* 
der, for many, days together. He 
was threatened with fire, and tried 
vvi:h ail the torments which a mcr- 
cilefs enemy .could i;ifliA : and i^ot* 
with ftanding Vib ag.^ and the weak- 
nefs of hl.^ body,. now worn out with 
continnal labours, hebcrcall with 
great parieace, declaring himfelf 
willing to receive the fatal ftroke ; 
but the judge, to give all polFibl^ 
weight to his mifery, ordered that 
they Ihould fo tornient as not td 
kill him, ••.'•' 

How long lie continued in this 
deplorable fitnation is nat-coruiniy 
known ; but having regained his 
liberty, he employed his time im 
comforting the weak and difconfo- 
late, writing letters for that pur- 
pofe to different parts of the world : 
ani after he h^ outlir^d the De« 
cian perfecution about three years, 
he peaceably ended his days at Tyre, 
in the year of Chrift 253, aged 69. 
His remains were depofited in the 
church of the fepukhre at the place 
above-mentioned, where a marbl^ 
raonnment. adorned with gald and 
precious ftones, was eredcd to his 
memory. 

.Xhus we have traced through the 
feveral iiages of his life, the mijch 
admired ^nd famous Origen. Cer- 
tain it is, that he was a very extra- 
ordinary perfgn ; one of thofe rare 
geniuf^s thffct nature fo feldom 
forms. He was endowed with a 
quick and piercing appreheniion, 
a drone and faithtui memory, ai| 
acute judgment and ready utter* 
X ance 
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Jiirce ; which were improved by all 
the learning which Rome or Greece 
could afford, being incomparably 
&illed in logic, geometry, arithme- 
tic, mafic, phflofophy, rhetoric, 
6nd the feveral fentiments of all the 

{efts of philofophers : neither was 
lis virtue and piety any way infe- 
rior to his abilities and accomplifh- 
inents, his life being in every re- 
ij^eft truly amiable. Such as his 
difcourfes were, fuch were his man- 
ners ; fo that he was himfelf that 
good man which he was wont to de- 
Icribe to his fcholars : he had a high 
regard for the glory of God, and 
the good of mankind, whofc ha].- 
pinefs he fludied every way to pro- 
mote, and thought nothing hard or 
hiean that might advance it. He 
Was modeft and hurtblc, chafte and 
temperate ; fo great was his abfli- 
iiehce, that for maiiy years he ab- 
flained from wine and every thing 
that was not abfolutefy neccfTary to 
khe fu^port of life. Singular was 



his contempt of the World, literally 
obeying that precept not to have 
two coats, nor \Vear flioes^ g^^^g 
barefoot. And fo far was he from 
covctoufnefs, that he would not re- 
ceive wherewith to fupply his ne- 
ceflities, but fold his library in or- 
der thereto, agreeing with the 
buyer to allow hini onJyfive pence 
per day. His diligence in Itudy, 
writing, preaching and travelling, 
confuting heretics and heathens, 
compofing difRsrencei and fchifms 
in the church, were unparalleled. 
The day he fpcnt, pdrt m fafting, 
and other religious exercifes ; the 
night in the ftudy of the fcriptures, 
referving only a little portion for 
reft, which he ufually took on the 
cold ground. Thus exercifed, he 
not only converted many Gentile 
philofophers, but broaght them to 
be like himfelf. In a word, he was 
a pattern of heroic virtue, which all 
may defire to copy after, though 
few will be able to imitftte*

•O a - whim fical mixture of 
oriental notions^ and the 



dogmas of Plato, the GnofHcs ad- 
ded Chriflianity, the Icaft proper 
of all to be introduced there ; and 
they propofed to explain the fcrip- 
tures, and to teach religion in their 
fchools, conformable to thefe prin- 
ciples. From this over- flowing 
fource proceeded all the other here- 
fies, which appeared in this cen- 
tury, and without knowing the 
Gnoftics, we can /hove no idea of 
the others. This is^an abftradk of 
their dodrines. 

They taught,- ^hat from ali ctcr- 
nity there exifted, in the plerom or 
plenitude, one 'infinitely, perfed 
fpirit, with whom there ca>-exifted 
a black matter^ incapable of goodu 
nefs or perfedion. By 'this infi- 
nitely- per feft fpirit, : they meant 
the fupreme God dwelling in the 
itnoft pure light, and wha- was eo>- 
tirely unknown, not only to fub- 
lanary crefttmres, ^bnt even to the 
. celeftial 
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^eiciUal fpixits themfelves, unlefs 
lie choofe to manifell himfelf. 
Prom this fupremely perfedi fpirit 
(according to their notions) there 
proceeded^ or emanated from all 
eternity. Eons, fpirits endowed 
with excellent qualities, power, 
£lory, Sec among whom there were 
two greatly iuperior to the reft ; 
the word of God, who was his 
only fon, and exadl refemblance, 
by whom the father was known, 
and who >vas the principal of all 
tii'ngs ; and the Spirit of the fu- 
pieme God. Among thefe Eons, 
there was one who had produced 
a fpirit of an inferior nature ; the 
GaoHics called him Sab^oth, and 
pretended, tuat he was the true 
Creator of the world, and upon 
this account they gave hini the 
epithet of DeMfiiourgos. 

The Creator being then a fpirit 
of an inferior nature, had no power 
over any thing but matter, and 
this, as it was imperfedt and evil 
in its nature, could produce no 
other than an imperfed and evil 
world. Man, the work of the 
fame Creator, and formed of the 
fame evil materials, partook ne- 
ceiTarily of his defcas. In the 
creation, man received a body 
made of a more grofs matter, 
^nd which mull in its nature ine- 
vitably perifh, and like wife a foul 
of a .more fubtle matter, capable of 
perilling: but which might like- 
wife be. preferved, and cxift with- 
out the body. God, moved with 
cpjnpailion to man, whofe condi- 
tion was thus abje£t, and whofe 
fate thus deplorable, granted him 
A. foul of a Spiritual nature, more 
perfedl and immortal; but being 
confined to the body, it is impaired 
by this connexion, becomes fieihly, 
And fubjed upon that account to 
the Creator who is a being with- 
out goodnefs^ without iuiUce, and 
who governs the . world by laws 
l^orthy of himfelf. The foul de.. 
pends like wife on many evil an- 
^u The Gnoliic^ add^ that the 



Creator made himfelf known to the 
world, as the firfl caufe of aH 
things, arid that it was he who 
gave laws to the Jews. 

Men being plunged in this abyfs 
of mifexy, the Saviour Jcfus was 
granted to them, with the con Tent 
of the Eons, who was fent into the 
world to publilh falvation, and tQ 
fave men by his palHon. In this 
Saviour were united thre^ or even 
four diftindl fubAances, vizi th^ 
divinity or the word of God ; the 
excellent fpirit, who was num- 
bered among, the Eons; a foul 
produced by the Creator, and 
cl^athed with a vifible body. The 
Gnoftics had fome doubt refpefting 
the body ; as it was naturally evil^ 
and confequcntly could make no 
part of the perfon of the Saviour. 
This caufed many of them to de- 
clare, that Jefus Chrift had no true 
body, but only- an appearance, by 
which he deceived the eyes of men. 
Thofe who faw that this notion 
was diredlly contrary to the exprefs 
words of fcripture, acknowledged, 
that Jefus Chrift had a real body, 
but that it was not of its nature 
vifible, being compofed of a ce- 
leftial matter, incorruptible, im- 
perceptible to the eyes of men, 
formed of the fame matter with 
the foul, and that it was vifible 
only by an effeft of the will of 
God. As to the death of our Sa<» 
viour, though the Gnoftics ac- 
knowledged it as neceffary to the 
falvation of men, yet they were di- 
vided into many opinions. They 
almoft all of them agreed in faying, 
that, a little before ^ the death of 
Jefus Chrift, the divinity and im- 
mortal fpirit left him, the one re- 
turning td the pleroma, the other 
to a pSce near the pleroma, where 
it is employed in taking care of the 
ele6t. Thofe who denied the real 
body of Chrift, did not allorv him 
to have died a coihmdn death, and 
faid, that it was only a mere illu- 
sion. Thofe who fuppofed he had 
a true but heavenly body, allowed 

that 
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that the body joined to the foul of 
the Saviour had been, in virtue of 
the good pleafure and difpenfauon 
of Godj fdbjedl to death and bu- 
rial, and that, after' Jefus Chrift 
was arifeji> all that was of body in 
him remained in the gnve. There 
then remained bat the foul, which i, 
' after the afceniion, dwelt in the 
iuprcme region a£ the planetary 
wodd, where it prefided among 
« the happy fpirits who inhabit the 
fame place.' ^ 

The Gnoftics alfo were* of opi- 
nion, that the believers became 
partakers of Chrift's falvation, by 
incand of baptifm, the holy fup- 
per, and" above all, by that fubliue 
Knowledge, in which, according to 
them, confifted the height of per- 
feftion. The bodies, however, of 
thofe who obtained falvation, were 
to perifli for ever, without any 
hope of a refurredlion ; the foul, 
then difengaged from the bands of 
matter, was carried up to the 
higheft region of the planets, where 
it Hopped, and pemained in the 
faoic place with the fou] of Jefus 
Chrift. For the fpirit, it paflcd 
fucceflively through all the fphcres 
of the planets, and came to a 
heaven, higher than all, the pla- 
netary worlds, and near to the 
plerom, where it meets with the 
eternal fpirit of Chrift, who there 
enjoys a happy eternity. Thefe 
heretics add likewife, tnxt, at the 
end of the world, the fouls 
wiH arrive alfo at this furerb place, 
and they pretend, that this latl pe- 
riod of exaltation, is what the 
fcriptures mean by the refurreftion 1. 
of the dead. At laft, the fpirits 
and fouls of all the faints again quit 
this happy dwelling, to be tranf- 
ported with Chrift mto the plerom 
itfelf, to be united with the Eons, 
and to enjoy there eternally the 
fight of God. Such wa5, in ge- 
neral, the doctrine of the Gno- 
ftics ; fome changes in which were 
afterwards made by fome other he- 



retical leaders. We will mention 
the moft celebrated.

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N the ffoor of this chapel of 
St. Edmund is a tomb two

feet high. On whith h a lady in a 
widow^ drefs with a barb and veil 
cut Jn brafs, round which is an 
infcription in old French, impoft- 
ing that Alianer de Bohun, daugh- 
ter and heirefs of Sir Humphry de 
Bohun, Earl of Hertford, Effex 
and Northampton, and wife to the 
migHty and noble pritice of Wood- 
ftock. duke of GIicH(celler, carl of 
Effex and Buckingham,, fon td 
Henry III. lies here^interrect* — ^Th.is 
lady, who was the greateft heirefi 
in England, was deprived of her 
hufband by the cruelty of his ne- 
phew, Richard 11. who jealous of 
his popularity, treacheroufiy be- 
trayed bim by a (hew of friend (hip ; 
for coining to vifit him at Pla(by iir 
EfTex, and ftaylirg fupper, in duty. 
he thought to attend his majefty to 
town ; but at Stratford was fud- 
denly furrounded by an ambuih oF 
armed men, who took him on 
board a (hip, and carried him to 
Calais, where, by the king's or- 
der, he was ftifled between two 
feather-beds, in* the year 1397. 
His lady, after this melancholy 
circumftance, fpeirt the reft of her 
days in the nunnery at Barking, 
and died the 3d of Odober 1399 > 
from whence her remains were 
brought, and here interred. Near 
this IS a white marble monument 
eredied to the memory of Mary 
countefs of Stafford, wife to the 
nnforcunatevifcount Stafford, who 
was beheaded on Tower-hill in the 
reign of king Charles the Second. 
She died in Uie month of January 
1693, 

Here 
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Here is a very grand moniunent 
of white marble, reprefendng 
a youth in Grecian armour, fitting 
on a Greek altar : and ere&ed, as 
the Latin infcription fets forth, to 
the memory of Francis Hollis, by 
John, earl of Clare, Kis afflid^ed 
father. This brave youth> after 
ye turning from a campaign i» Flan- 
ders, died the 12th of .^ngaft 1622, 
in the nineteenth 'year of his age. 
The epitaph on the monument is 
as follows : 

"What fo thou baft of nature or of arts, 
YoutB, beauty, ftrcngrh,'or what exceJllfig 

parts 
Of mind and body, letters,, armband worth, 
His eighteen years, beyond ^is yeai;s, 

brought forth/ - - 

Thenftandaod reacfthyfelf whhrnrthis glafs) 
How foon thefc pe/i-lh, and thyfelf may pafs ; 
Man's l:fe is mc»furcd by the work,notdays, 
No aged lloth, but aAite youth hath praifs. 

Next to this is a beautiful figure, 
in white alabafler, of lady Eliza- 
beth Ruffel, in a ileeping pofture. 
The device is an eagle, the emblem 
of eternity, {landing on a /oliage 
©f rofes, Ac. This lady was 
daughter to Lord, Ruffel, and rsiaid 
to have died, with a- prick of her 
finger. But this ftory has no other 
foundation than the mifapprehen- 
fion of the ilatuary*s deiign ; for 
having reprefented her as. afleep, 
and pointing with her finger to a 
death's head under her right foot, ^ 
it has been fuppofed that her fin- 
ger bled, and that the bleeding had 
clofed her eyes in death ; whereas 
the defign of the artift feems ra- 
ther to allude to thecompofed fitu- 
atipn Qf her mind at the approach 
of death, which Ihe considered 
only as a profound fleep, from 
which (he was again to wake in a 
joyful refurredlion ; of which the 
motto under her!feet is a clear il- 
luftration : D$rmit, mn martua eft \ 
** ihe is not dead, but fleepeth.'* 
The Latia infcription on the fcroll 
beneath only informs us, that h t 
afilided fifter Anne eroded this mo- 
Attiaent. to her memory* Adjoin- I 



ing is another fuperb 0M>iiameBt> 
cbmpofed of marble and alabafter ' 
of various col^ais^ ereded to the 
memory of John lord Rufiell (fom 
and heir to Franpcis eaii of Bed- 
ford) and his foo Francis by Eli* 
2abeth, daughter of Sir Aathoiiy 
Cook, and widow of Sir Thoma* 
Hoby, Knt. He is reprefented ii» 
a cumbent pofture, habited m Mf 
robes, with Ms infant {tm at bis 
feet. His lady, was efteenied the 
greateft female genius of her age» 
being well verfed in the leanued 
languages, and an excellent poet. 
On this tomb are five epitaxy of 
her. compofition, three of which 
are in Latin, one in Greek, and 
the other in EngHlh, which is here 
tranfcribed as a fpecimeny the others 
being much to the fame purport ^ >

19th of 
March ij6o^ aged 19/ The other 
to the right honourable the lady 
Catharine Knollys, chief lady of 
the queen's bedchamber, and wife 
to Sir Francis KnoIlys^, knight^ 
tr^afurer of her highnefsV houf* 
hold. She died the 15th of }ana«s 
ary, 1^68. This lady Knollp aa^ 
lord HunfJon» her brother, were* 
the only children of William Cary, 
Efq. by lady Mary his wife^ one of 
the daughters of Thomas Boleyn^ 
clrl of wiltlhire and Ormond, and 
(irter to Ann feoleyiv, que?en. of 
England, and wife to Henry VflL 
What is very fmgular, the only 
daughter 
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4ftagbter of IMy Knolljrs was mo- 
ther fo the favourite earl of £flex, 
' On the eaft fiie of this chapel is 
a monnment ejedled to the memory 
of }ohn of Eltham, fecond ibQx>f 
king £dward II. and fo called from 
Cltham in Kent^ the place of his 
aiativity* His> ftatue is of .^hite 
alabafter, the head encircled in a 
coronet of greater andleiler leaves, 
«lid his habit i^ that of an armed 
knight. He died in Scotland^ at 
the age of nineteen, unmarried^ 
thoufpi three different matchea had 
been propofed to him ; the laft of 
iwlttch, to Mary daughter of Fer- 
dinand king of Spain« he accepted, 
bnc did not live ; to confammate it. 
His funeral was fo magnificent and 
coilly<, that the prior and convent 
demanded one hundred pounds (a 
great fum at that time) tor a horfe 
and armour prefefnt there on the 
' 4ay of* ^i s in termen t. 
' At the feet of this is another 
beautiful monument of white ala- 
Ibafter, on whicTi is the following, 
jinfcription : . 

** In this chapel is interred all 
'that was mi^k-talof themoft illuftrious 
ind moft benevolent John Paul' 
Howard, earl of Stafford, uho, in 
1738, married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter 6f A. Ewens, of the county of 
Someffet, Efq. by Elizabeth his 
wife, eldeft daughter of John St. 
Albin, of Alfbxton in the fame 
county, Efq. 

. Jlis heart was as truly great and noble 
As his high delcent ; 
Faithful to his God, 
A lover of his country, 
[ A relation to relations, 

' A detefter of detradion, 

A friend to mankind : 
iKaturally generous and compafli. 

onate : 
/His -liberality and his charity to the 
., poor were without bounds. 
We therefore pioufly hope that at 

the laft day. 
His body will be received in glory

Being fnatched away fuddenly by 

death. 
Which he had long meditated and 

expelled with conftancy. 
He went to a better life the firil of 

April, 1562 ; 
Having lived fixty-orie years, nine 

months and fix days. 
The couatcfs dowager, in xeflimony 

of her great 
JAffedion and refped.to her lord's 

memory y 

Has taufed this monument to be 

placed here." 

Round this infcription are the 
figures of the ancient badges of 
honour belonging to the Stafford 
family, who defcend, by ten dif- 
ferent marriages, from the royal 
blood of England and France. 
Near to this tomb is one raifedfrom 
the floor, on which lies the effigy 
of lady Frances duchefs of Suffolk, ' 
in her proper robes. This lady 
was daughter of the famous Charles 
Brandon, by Mary the French 
queen, daugntcr to Henry VII. and 
became herfelf duchefs of Suffolk, 
by marrying Henry Grey, then 
marquis of Dorfet, but upon her 
father's deceafe created duke of 
Suffolk, and afterwards beheaded 
for being concerned in Wyat's in- 
furreftion. By the duke fhe had 
two daughters, lady Jane and Ca- 
tharine ; lady Jane was married to 
lord Guildford Dudley, fon to the 
duke of Northuniberland, and af* 
tcr wards proclaimed queen, but 
not being properly fupported, fell 
a facrifice to the refentmcnt of her 
fucceffors, who cut off the heads 
of her hufband and father-in-law, 
as well as that of her father. Lady 
Catharine was more fortunate, and 
married firft lord Herbert, fon to 
the earl of Pembroke, and after, 
wards Edward, earl of Hertford. 
The duchefs, after being deprived 
of a hufband and daughter, fell 
ynder the difpleafure of the court 
on account of her religion, and 
was charged with drefllng a cat in 
4, roc^uet^ 
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rocquctina ridkuleofth^'epifcopal 
dignity. This charge was tigoroufly 
profecuted againft her by the fecret 
diredi^n of Gardiner, bHhop of 
Winchefter, who being under con- 
finement in the Tower in the pre- 
ceding reign, and (eeing the da- 
chefs pafs under hi» window, made 
her a very courteoas reverence: 
but her grace, inftead of return- 
ing the compliment, toM him with 
an air of contempt, ** It was well 
For the lambs now the wolves were 
fhut up." This indignity he re- 
membered ; and fhe, fearful of* 
the confequence, thought it moft 
prudent to retire into the country, 
where (he foon after married one 
Adrian Stock, £fq. and with him 
lived unknown and unnoticed, till 
the acceflion of queen Elizabeth, 
when (he again appeared at court, 
^nd became a great favoarite, in- 
fomuch that the queen, in confr- 
deration of her being lineally de- 
fcended from Henry VII. diftin- 
guifhed her with an augmentation 
of the arms of England, viz. a 
border gaubony, gold and azure, 
which, at her funeral, were placed 
with the arms of her ancefiors in 
banners, banner rolls, lozenees, 
and efcutcheons, and quartered on 
her monument. The exaft time 
of her death is uncertain ; but it 
appears, by a warrant to the he- 
rakls, to have been in the month 
of December, in the fecond y^ar 
of Elizabeth's reign. — It is faid 
that this lady, amidfl: her fufFer- 
ings for the reformed religion, was 
once reduced to fuch mifery, as, 
after wandering up and down till 
ihe was faint, to be obliged to lie 
a long winter's night in a church- 
yard. There are two iiifcriptions 
on her tomb; the firft in Latin 
verfe; defcribing her virtues and 
accompliihnients ; the fecond in 
Engliih, which is little more than 
an laccount of h^r refpe£iiye alli- 
ances. Ag^nft the wall, between 
thx9 tonxb and iktLt bf John of 
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Eltham, is a monument ereded td ' 
the memory of Nicholas -Moak^ 
provoft of Eton, bifhop of Here»» 
ford, and brother to George Monk 
duke of Albemarle-, &c. He died 
the nth of December, 1661, in 
the fifty-fir ft year of kis age. Thia 
monument was ereded by hia 

rrandfon Chriftophef RaffidiaAn^ 
fq. in the year 1723. Near this 
is a fmall monument, on which lie 
the figures of Willhim of Wiadfar» 
fixth Ion of Edwafd III. who died 
in his infancy ; and of Blanch of 
the T6Wer^- fiftel* to William, who' 
MkewHe died y^ong. Tk«)r ob- 
tained their fumames from tka 
places of their nativity* It is^rc* 
malleable, they are dre/ied' in tba 
habits of their time, the boy^ in a 
Ihort doublet, and the girl in< m 
korned head-dreis. 

In this chapel are feveral peribnt 
interred of tefs notr- than thofir 
already mentioned ; particnlarlf 
Henry Feme, D. D^ biihop rf 
Chefter, who died the 16th of 
March 1662, having 'esHoyed kia 
bifhopric only five week:s. Hentr 
is alib a very aatiqoe figure- ik 
a mafs habit, engraved on a braft 
plate, and placed on a fiat ftone ' 
in the pavement ; under which lie 
the remains of' Robert de Walby^ . 
who, as appears by the infcription, 
was firft an Aueuflin monk, and 
attended Edward the black prince 
into France, where, bein|^ jonng, 
he profecuted his ilndies, and 
made a forprizing progrefs in nau. 
tural and moral philoiophy, pky- 
fie, the languagesL, and m the ca- 
non law ; and being likewifis an 
eloquent preacher and found diw 
vine, was made divinity profefiTot 
in the tonivcrfity of Thouloufe$ 
where he continued till called by 
Richard II. to the biihopric of 
Man« from whence he was re* 
moved to the archbiihopric of 
'Dublin ; but not liking that fitua. 
tion, he was advanced to the fee 
of Chichefter, and afterwards to 
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the arckbifliopric of York. He 
^ied the aj^ih of May, ia the year

IN eieiy city, town, or Tillage, 
fiMne of the moil rerpe6Uble of 
the lAhaUcaau, or elders of the peo- 
ple, were to be ap^iiMed jadg;esj 
•ad in the adoiioiilratibii of juftice, 
they were ilridiy commanded t6 a(t 
impartiaUy. . No refped was to be 
paid to the charaAe», or ranks of 
per&as; and a dreadful curfe waS 
pronounced agaipft foch as (hotild 
take bribes. Theorifrin of ihh prac- 
tice is of great antiquity ; but the end 
and deiiga of it has never been pro- 
perly accottoted for, which is the 
more furpriiing, becaufe the thing it-, 
lelf id very emblematical aad expref- 
five. 

Indges fitting in the gafes of cities, 
point out, firft, th^t jullice and equity 
ive the raofl fee are guards and fafety 
of a people. Se.ondly, thatjudice, 
Ui its exectttive par^ ihould be in 
that place which divides citizens 
from grangers* Laftly, it was, tha; 
joillce might be public, that al: hoie 
who were going to or coming from 
ihe i icy, might be impre/ied .viih a 
.proper fenfe of ihe )aw«, uic nature 
ofrewarciSand pani(hmints, the ne- 
ceflity they were under to obey them, 
the force of moral obligations, and 
above all, the fear and love of Go i. 
There was» however, an appeal from 
diefe interior courts, whether relating 
to matters of a civil or' criminal na- 
ture. The party, who thought him^ 
felf injured, entered his appeal be- 
fore the fupreme judge, or the (cing, 
who called to his ailiftance the whole 
body of priefts and Levites^ and the 



nkajodf^^ot the votes deteroiiiied the 
affi«ir. |£ either of the cooxeodin^ 
parties felufed to abide by tlie final 
decifioa, he was dhdemaed to fuf- 
kr death; for oOc to acknowledge 
fach a (bleina jadgment, was to dtnj 
the authority of Gad himfelf, wha 
had delegated his aathoricy to the 
jodges, prie(b, and Levi tea. 

The perfon who ipoke difrefped- 
fully of a judge, w^ coafidered as a 
blafphemeri and if he was founi 
gdlty, by the evidence of two or 
three wttneifes, then he was to be put 
to deaths for to revile a judge wuj to 
revile God, he being confidcrei as 
his repr«:f4:auuve on earch. 

Tne nature of fcrv'uadfi among the 
Jew5, has never been properly at- 
tended to, and the Mofaic law has 
been cenfored mereiy becaufe the 
weak could not, and the wicked 
would not underlland it. Ifwecon- 
ilder the llate ofapsopU living with- 
out commerce, confined to agricul- 
ture, we mufl naturally believe, chat 
many perfoas would be often oat of 
employment; and had manjofthefe 
perfons been fct a: liberty, they would 
have perilhed for wantof fubfiilcnce. 
The Jcwifh flavery wai two- fold, an J 
arofe from a variety of circumllanccs. 
When men were reduced to poverty, 
it was in the power of their creditors 
to fell them; but they were not to 
be treated as ftrangers ; they were to 
be treated in the fdoae manner as we 
do hired fervanti. and when the 
year of jubilee took place, tney and 
cheir wives, with their childi'en, were 
to be fet at liberty, and they were tore- 
'.urn to the poffelfions of their ancetlor s, 
Theie perfoos thus purchafed, or in 
other words, wlio were took iifco a 
Hate of ferv cuie, were not to be fold 
by their mafter^, nor were they to be 
treated with any foft of fcverity^ 
When fuch a fervant was difcharged, 
his mailer was to give him as much 
corn, wine, oil, and other neceiDtries, 
as he and his wife and •children could 
carry home to their houfes. This 
was done to keep them in mind of 
the flavery they had' faffered b the 

laAd 
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land of Egypt, and the liberal man- 
ner in which God, by an a<^ of bis 
almigiuy ^ower, fielivcred ihcm from 
bondage. ..\ 

I;i the patriarchal, age^ the power 
C>f mafters over their fervancs was un- 
lixniced, for they iiad a right 'to put 
them to death whenever they pleafed ; 
bat after the children of Ifrael had 
t&turrted from £gypi» this power was 
confined within proper bounds. Such 
^engaged for. a limited time, were 
to 'have leave to go oat at the expira- 
tion thei^of ; and if he had been 
tuarri^ in a ftate . of fervitude, his 
wife and children were alfo to be 
fet at liberty; but if his mailer gave 
him fl wife, both iheand the children 
were to remain the prepcrty of the 
hiafler. This circumitance, how- 
ever, feldom took place> for the law 
had provided a remedy. 

It frequently happened, that when 
the term of Servitude expired, the 
fervanty having no profped of pro- 
curing a fubfiftence, and, at the fame 
time, unwilling to part with his wife 
and children, told -his mailer he 
would ferve him during the remain- 
der of- his Hfe, In tuch caies, the 
mailer took him before the elders, or 
judges, and, in their prefence, an 
awl was bored through his ear, which 
Was fixed to a pofl in the gate of the 
city, after which ceremony, he, with 
his wife and children, were to ferve 
the m after till their, deaths. It was 
the fame with women fervants^ who 
were bound by the fame obliga- 
tions. From the humanity^ that runs 
through every part of the Mofaie 
law, we may naturally and reafonably 
conclude, that, th^ fcrvant himfelf 
was not put tb much pain, but that 
the ceremony was rather formal than 
cruel* With rcfpeft to ftrangers, or 
the people who came from other coun- 
tries, they were, at all times^ per- 
mitted to redeem thenifelves, and this 
was to be done in an equitable man- 
ner before judges. ' All the arrears 
due to them, were to be paid^ and if

proper dedudlion, fo that the mailer 
ihould not receive the leaft injury* 

The children of tbofe who liVed irt 
the heathen nations, were co be treat- 
ed by the childfen of Ifrael as flaves J 
they were to be bought aild fbld as 
private proverty, but they were td 
be treated \vith tendernefs. This prac- 
tice was not \^holly confined to the 
Jews, for we find many infiances of 
ic in the hiftories of the other nations. 
The heathens, who lived around the 
land of Pakdme, w^re divided into 
Imall tribes, under chieftains or 
commanders, who led them out an- 
nually 10 rob and plunder ; and dur« 
ing thefe excuriions it often hap- 
pened, that m^ny innocent, perfons 
were made captives, and fold as ilav^, 
Thefe perfons were transferred to all 
thofe who purchafed the eftate upon 
which they refided and they were to 
remain perpetual flaves, unlefs thejr 
could redeem, themfelves Jt was 
common to aflign fame of thofe (la^esr 
as a marriage portion to a bride,* and 
of this we have many inilances in . 
the Greek and Roman hiftory. Nay; 
we may add to the diihonour of Ghrif- 
tians, the prefent age affords us ma- 
ny melancholy examples of this in* 
human praftlce. Mr. Granville 
Sharp has made it appear almpft to 
a demonftrationi that as the Jewilh 
com mpn- wealth was aboliflied in con- 
fequence of cruelty to flaves and 
llrangers, fo the (lave trade, -as car* 
ried on by the inhabitants of this 
country, will at lall bring deHruc- 
tion Upon Qs* 

When a mafler ilruck his .fervant^ 
and the wound proved mortal j fo that 
the fervant died within the CDmpafs 
of a day or two, then the crime was 
to be cotifidered hs capital, an(^ 
the "mailer was to fufFer death foi* 
it ; but if he lived beyond that 
time, then' the mailer was to be dif- 
charged, betJaufe the flave was his 
property. Itlsneedlefs to make any 
comments on this part of the Jewiih 
law, becaufe the circumilancesof the 
times required fome ion of fevfrity; 
and the diildren of li'rael being a 
K hard 
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Wd-beartcd people, it was licctflary 
^hat t>icir minds (hould be properly 
imprcflcd with the nature of rewards 
and puni(hinents in this life. When 
a mafter firuck out an eye of tooth of 
his fcrvant, then he was obliged to 



let him go free, becauie, in foch an 
inllance, ihe mafter exceeded the 
bounds pfefcribed by the law, and 
inflidted fuch cracky as was in- 
confiflent with the didates of natural 
reafon and religion «

SACRED TRUTHS : 

HEMOKSTRATED FROM A PURVEY 
OF THE HEAVENLY BODIES. 

[Continued from page 23.] 

TTAVING already ihewn, that 
Xl the giving motion to fuch im- 
menfb globes as the heavenly bodies 
are, muft have been the work of 
God ; we (hall find a much greater 
demonftration thereof, if wc confider, 
that thofe motions are not at random, 
but fuch as fhcw infinite wlfdoni and 
fkill. This will appear from the 
following examples. Firft, That all 
the planets (hould have their direc- 
tions given them perpendicular to 
the radii. Secondly, That the mo- 
tions and orbits of the planes (hould 
not interfere with one another, but 
tend one and the fame way from weft 
to eaft, and lie in planets but little 
inclined to one another, or when 
inclined, that it (hould be very be- 
neficially fo, as (hall be flicwn after- 
wards. 

Thefe, and many other inftances, 
(heyv thefe orbs to be the work of an 
omnipotent Being, as their creator, 
and whofe wifdom ftill condufts them. 
Thus Cicero makes tjie Stoic argue, 
and prove our prefent point, from 
tlie (liepherd at Adium, when, from 
the top of an hill* he happened firft to 



fee a (hip failing in the fta« He 
was for a while in great amazement 
and furprize to fee fuch a moving, 
inanimate body, and coald not ima- 
gine of what a nature it was poflible 
It (hould be, until he perceived, by 
fome tokens^ that i^ was made and 
managed by men " So (faith he) 
thephilo(bp^?ers ought to have done^ 
if they had any doubts at the firft 
view of the world. Afterwards, 
when they (hould behold its deter- 
mined and equal motions, and all 
things managed by, and cftablifhed 
with, immutable conftancy, they 
ought then to underibind, that there 
is not only fomc peribn inhabiting 
thii heavenly, this divine houfe, but 
alfo fome ruler and architect of fo 
great a work, fo noble a perform 
ance," The conclufion is fo natu- 
ral, that nothing lefs than the moft 
egregious ftupidity could rejedl the 
force of the evidence. '* But now, 
faith the' Stoic, they (eem to have 
very improper notions of the heavens 
ana the earth/' And great reafon 
the Stoic had for faying fo j for fo 
manifeft a demonffa^ation of the Deity 
are the motions of the heavens and 
earth, that if men do not acknow^ 
ledge them to be fo, it argues grofs 
infenfibility ; and if they will not fee 
and be convinced by them, it is as 
plain a fign of their prejudice and 
pcrvcrfenew^

LECTURE 

4>K THE ORIGIN ANP PROPACA* 
TION OP LIGHT, 

[Continued from page 413.] 

SI R Ifaac Ne<vton has de- 
inoftftrated this latter opinion 
by fo nlany wonderful experiments, 
that it is infipoHJble to deny the 
propagation of light, without being 
devoted to fcepticifm. The author 
of Speftacle de la Nature, has en- 
deavoured to fhew the impoflibility 
cf the motion of light according 
to Sir Ifaac's experiments ; but his 
reafons given for this impoflibility 
are frivilous and whimfical. He 
wants to fet Mofes and Newton at 
variance, when they are perfe^ly 
agreed. The Abbe imagines that 
the fun by this time would have 
been exhaufted, provided he had 
emitted fuch a quatiticy of rays or 
particles of light, as Sir Ifaac's fyf^ 
tern fuppofes to have proceeded 
from that luminary ; for he affirms 
that the fun is but a mere point in 
comparifon of the quantity of light 
that mull haveifTued from him dur- 
ing the fpaae of fix-thoufand yeiirs 
There might be fome probability 
in the Abbe*s fuppofition, provided 
that one part of nature was not 
formed to fupply another, and that 
actual experiments did not every 
day prove the truth of Sir Ifaac's 
dodrine. If experiments and mat- 
ters of fadls convince our fenfes, I 
fee no reafon why we ihould fup- 
pofe that what our fenfes reMy 
perceive is contrary to reafon, be- 
caufe we do not know what is the 
pabulum foils, or the nutriment of 
the fun. If it is ftill capable of 
being demonllrated by undoubted 



experiments, that light really comet 
^nd moves from the fan, and the 
fun ftill remains the fame, all that 
is neceflary to be fuppofed is, that 
the author of nature hath found a 
conftant fupply from th^t luminary:; 
from fome fource of nature, whicli 
we have not yet difcovered. Mr. 
Romer*s obfervations on th« 
eclipfes of Jupiter's fatellites has 
put this matter beyond all reafonabl« 
doubt; arid Sir Ifaac Newton has 
proved clearly in hi# optics, that 
the rays of light take about feveft 
minutes in their paffage from the 
fun to our earth. 

The Abbe Pluchc has fliewed ttj 
that air is undeftru6tible, ad he 
calls it, or, a fubftancc of the fein- 
per idem kind ; but that is as fai* 
as it is within the reach of our 
earth ; but how did he know, but 
that this invariable fubftance, when 
carried through other regions, 
might not become pabulum to the 
fun, and be a prpetuai feeder to 
that body of fire: Experience 
teaches us that fire throws out all 
bodies except air, but readily re- 
ceives this body at all times ; an<l 
why may not air pafs through the 
higher regions, and enter into the 
body of the fun, and receive a new 
charafter. 

What the Abbe fays- with refpcft 
to the wind-gun, only proves that 
the air withi'n, or the atmofpherc, 
retains its elafticity, and is uncor- 
ruptible ; and it is on this account 
the better fitted to be the pabulum 
of fire, which though it may- 
change its charafter, may continue 
to be a fubftahtial fupply to the 
other elements of nature. What- 
ever may be in thefe matters, it 
does not appear* from all the Abbe 
has faid, that the Principia of 
Mofes, and that of Sir Ifaac New- 
ton, are in the leaft different with 
regard to light; Both of thefe 

K z writer* 
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writers allow light to be created 
by th^ Arqiighjy, and to be ma- 
naged by His providence ; and both 
pf them agree in fuppofing gravi- 
tating ppwcrs in this fydem. Sir 
Jfaac aflovys the fource of light to 
be created \)y God, tut the rays 
ivhicji fuppjy our fyftem with illu- 
inination to be propagated mecha- 
nically, according to certain laws 
of nature, cilabliSied by thp gre^t 
Creator. 

But not to purfue ^ifpjites con- 
cerning this wonderful creature, 
light, I ihall proceed to point out 
fomc of its properties, that iii) 
leaders may thereby admire the 
great Creator of the univerfe, both 
for favouring us with light and 
preferving us from feveral of its 
powers. 

One blefled e^ea of Jight is, 
that it pakes things vifible to us, 
is the medium through wl^ich we 
perceiye objefts vilible, and know 
}iow to ufe many of them. It is 
pwing to light that we arc enabled 
to behold the wonderful works of 
the Almighty, to learn knowledge 
from the things he has made; with- 
9Ut th|s marvellous bleffing of di- 
vine goodnefs, this world would 
be an inhofpitable wildernefs, and 
all that is in it lumber to us, But 
ty me^ps pf light we fee to walk, 
IP |-ead, and contemplate the mar- 
vellous works of a kind and merci- 
fal Creatpf. l'|ie advantages of 
Jight afe (q nuiperpus, and yet fo 
^ell known,' that it >vould be fu- 
peffljious to ment,ioh them lA de- 
tail. I'he pcafant is }p this refped 
^Imoft as wife as the pl^ilofophef. 

• It is however by the jneans of light 
that the phiiofopher cai> (ec )xis 
Creator iii thcife works that the 
nake4 eye cannot behold : he fan 
by the help pf glalfes, through the 
xuediupi of light,' ffefcry woflds 
that were undifcovefed before, and 
explore fyfteps tl^at would other- 
wiie have for ever lain concealed, 
py the Inftrumentality of this pre- 
(iop$ creat^fe men c^ travel b^ 



fea and land, and bring riches and 
wealt)ifrom all qu^tefs of the globe, 
But there is a property in light 
that is mod awful. The rays of 
this body which render things vifi- 
ble are alfo capable of de&'oying 
the whole world. Light can pro- 
duce ^rc pf the mpfl terrible kind: 
It can even melt bodies of the 
mod folid natures in an infiant of 
time. It will burn wet wood in a 
moment, vitrily bricks and pu- 
mice flones, and diflblve earthen 
vefl!els full of water i and plumer 
allupn, which will bear the fire of 
the botte|l glafs-houfes, without 
alteration, is melted by rays of 
light, i^ aglafs, in an inftant. Yea 
gold, that refifts the force of com- 
mon fire, is foon .liquified by the 
rays of light, converged in a burnr 
ing gl^fs. Were tljere not an over- 
ruling Providence to direct thii 
wonderful body, how fodn might 
it make the whole of this globe a 
liquid ocean of fire j We|-e the 
'rays of ligl^t ^o unite ^s the rain 
often does, and ppme from the fui^ 
in t)ie quantity of hail, how foon 
would they cohfume the whole of 
this earth ! What a mercy is it that 
oui* atmofphere has npne of the 
qualities of a burning-glafs to coiir 
verge the rays of light, which are 
realparticles of fire of the hotteft 
nature ; for though all light is not 
fire, yet the greatef^ part of it, 
that we know, is nearly connedte4 
with it, and of the fame quality. 

But let us.copfider light in the 
qp^Iity of fire, or having the power 
of |)urning j how amazing is it, 
that the air which is full of light 
and fire does nop fcprch us ^o death ! 
Ail tl^e waters in the ocean could 
not quench fpnic forts of fires^ 
which aftuaily cxjft in nature, pro- 
yifie^ tl^ey were pnccltindlcd. We 
fee often hpw dreadfully a £rc 
()jirn8 in tjjc pidft of a watery 
cloud when it is pouring down in 
fpo^ts from the heavens ; ai)d did 
not Providence over- rule thofc 
firci, how (0911 yyo^ld ijiey con^^ioQ 

• " i!» 
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the w<»-ld I a very little application 
of art will convince any reafonable 
perfon that a fire may be kindled that 
water cannot quench. The filipg$ of 
fteel and fufphur, mixed together and 
kneaded into a dough with cold wa-* 
ter, will in a iFew hours take fire ; 
and pho^hl)Tus will burn in the midil 
of water, fiat did the light come 
down as clofe to our earth as it is 
compadled near the fun^ it would fet 
HI the waters a boiling, ^nd melt the 

flobe into a liquid fire. We fee fome 
>rt8 of fiery parucles that can only be 
kindled by water; fuchaslime-ftones, 
which, as foon as wet, burn, and turn 
into a&ual fire, but are harmlefs 
^nougJi when kept dry. What is more 
than all, there is reafon to believe 
that there is fire that will barn with 
or without air. There is a kind of 
pho(phorjLis which if you put it in a 
bottle pf fvater, a little warm, and 
place it in the receiver of an air pump, 
and exhauil all the ^ir, will burn a!S 
well as in the open air, which ihews 
that this fire will hxuxk without air. 
What is r^iaarkahleof this fort of&re 
is that it will lie five or fix years un- 
der water, and when heated a little, 
or put in w>tton, will prefently kin- 
dle : which Ihews th^t Bre may re- 
main in cold water unextinguifhed, 
^nd may be prodMced on all occafionSf 
We may triply fay with the apoiUe 
Peter, feeing thefe things are fo ! 
what manner of perfons ought we to 
be ? feeing all thei'e things that are fo 
abfolutely necefiary fpr our happineCs 
and enjoyment, may be fo cs£ly turned 
to our deilrud^ion ; we have no fafeiy 
bat in the favo^^r of tha( God, who 
governs ^11 things by his wifdom. 
There is one ipecial quality in the 
rays of light as they come from the 
fun, that they diverge, and confer 
Quently enlighten all bodies qp all 
tides, and pre£erve ^{^e eartj^ from be- 
ing burnt and confumed*. The dif: 
{>ofitipn of rgysof light to be r^fi^i^ed 
fn pafiing through one jn^dium (o 
anoiher is of fingular fervice tp fnan* 
kiadj for tp this difpofitlon of light 
iff 9WC (fe^ ^ycitipg ahd morning twi* 



lights, which are of fuch eminent 
fervice to both man and beafl. Were 
the light of the fun to recede from us 
in a moment, we (hould be in palpa- 
ble darknefs all on a fudden, wluch 
would be very difagreeable ; and 
were the fun all in an inflant to break 
forth upon us in the midil of darknefs, 
it would deftroy our fight in af ihorc 
time. Herein is the wifdom and 
goodnefs of oar Creator manifefted, 
that he makes all things contribute ta 
our happinefs by certain laws, with- 
ont which they would be hurtfiil in- 
ilead of being profitable. 

TJbere is another thing that pertaini 
to light, and that is, that it can be 
reflcSed by pther bodies; without 
this difpofition all the other proper- 
ties of light would be of no more Ser- 
vice to us than to thofe that are bom 
blind. Had not bodiet the faculty 
of refleding light, and were ^not light 
capable of being refledled, there would 
arife little benefit therefrom to man- 
kind. It does not appear that refied- 
ed light, when colle^ed in a burning 
glafs, has any heat. At leaft the light 
o^ the fun when refieded from the 
moon has no heat. For though the ' 
light is greatly encreafed by Aieans of 
the ^lafsi, there is no heat at all to |k: 
found from the increafe of light. 
This is attended with advantages to 
the world in general, eipecially in 
hot countries ; for if the rays of the 
moon aiForded heat like the rays of 
the fun, fome parts of the habitable 
world would be burnt up,^-fince the 
defo^nding dews of the night, by 
which ic is moifi^ned, would then 
eeafe to fall, and the fire of the moon 
would draw its vapours. upwards. If 
the rays. of the moon were to fucceed 
in heat to the rays and heat of the 
fun, it is e^fy to perceive hpw hurt- 
ful it would be to the health of man- 
kind«' efpecially in warm climates. 
But providence has ordered- all things 
we}}, and has» by means of the moon's 
tranfmittipg by reflexion a part of the 
fun's, light, without any ot his heat, 
given the inhabitants ta enjoy ihfi be- 
nefit of ]ight| in the abfei^c^ pf the 
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fun» vUhqjutuny injury to their health 
©r perfon$'. May we not here join with 
the infpircd w;ritcr and fay, O Lord, 
thy works are wonderful, in wifdom 
poa hail ma^e them all ! 

When wc confider the words of 
Mofes, it appears evident that what 
is in ourveriion called light, is in the 
Hebrew, ra:her foroething that fends 
forth ]ip^* Aor may fignify* any 
thinj; that makea things vifible by 



emitting particles of light ; andibme- 
times comprehends ram, or what is 
in the clouds, or air. When the Al- 
mighty faid, let. there be Aor, it U 
not certain that he meant elementaiy 
fire, or original unpropagated light* 
It is more probable that he intended 
by that word, a body that fent forth 
light by means of the motion of fimi*-. 
lar particles of luminous aad igne^* 
ous matter*

kappencd. ** Behold, fays, the an- 
gel> I bring you glad tidines of great 
|oy, which ihedl be to all people; 
ior uQto yjou is born this day a Sa- 
viour." And immediately a* ^neac 
ccMppaoy of the heavenly hoft joined 
the angel, amdin your hearine iuog, 
^* Glory to God in the highe£'» 

Htfi sanio was alio fent down along 
with.hi]n, ** His name ihall be called 
. jeftt3».fofl he^fhall fave his people from 
{their Cns»'* Ofwect name of Jefus, ho- 
ney m theino«th» melody in tlieears, 
^nd healing' to ' the heart. This is 
THuSaviQoi^ who, thouffh we were 
fo mihiMei'zxid fo jalU^ *mifera- 
M^ yet. mold not fufi«r us to 
fnxittk ^nittt Noc did he only put/ 



on our nature, but alfo our iins; that 
is, in a legal fenfe, our guilt being 
transferred to him ; whence we noc 
only read, *•* that the word was made 
f)e(h ;^' but alfo, *' that he was made 
fin for us, who knew no fin ; and 
even, as we have it in the epiftle ta 
the Galatians, that he was made a 
curfe, that from him an eternal blefH- 
ing and felicity might be derived to 
us. The fpotlcfs lamb of God bore 
our fins, that were devolved upon 
him: by thus bearing them, he de*- 
ftroyed them j. and by dying for them' 
gained a complete vidory over death. 
And how wonderful is the gra|lation 
of the bleffings he procured for us; 
he not only delivered us from a prifon 
and deaths but preients us with 2 
kingdom; according to that of the 
Pfalmift, •' Who redeemeik thee from 
dcftruiftion ; who crowneth thee with 
loving kindncfs and tender mercies." 
But may we not, with fbme rdafon,' 
fufped of the greaieft part t)f nomina! 
Chfiftiaiisi who commonly receive 
thefe truths with great applaufe, that 
it may be faid to them, without an/ 
injttftice, ** What is aU this to yon ?'* 
Thefe privileges are truly great and 
manifold, and indifierently direftedE 
to all, to whom they are preached, 
uirlefs they rejedl them, and fhut thd 
dbor againft happinefs offering to 
come in : and this is not oiily the 
|| cafe of a great part of mankind, but' 

they 
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they tifo impofe upon themfelves by 
fa](e hopes^ aa if it were enough to 
Jlearof thefe great bleffings, and dream 
ihemfelves happy, becaufe thefe 
founds had reached their ears. Un- 
happy men \ ^hat grill all thefe im- 
snenfe riches figniry to yoo, if you 
are not allowed to ufe them, or ra- 
ther, if you know not how to avail 
yourfeWes of them ? 

We therefore earneftly wifli, that 
thefe words of the gofpel were well 
iixed in your minds: ^* He was in 
the worlds and the world was made 
by him, and the world knew him nor. 
He came unio his own, and his own 
received him not ; but as maty as 
received him, to them gave he power 
to become the fons of God." 
• In him all the treafures of wifdom 
and knowledge are hid, and wtchout 
him there is nothing but empt^nefs ; 
•* becaufe in hilta all fulnefsdotti dwell." 
But what advantage can it be to us to 
hear thefe riches of our Jefus fpoke 
of at great length, and to exeelicnt 
purpoie, or even to fpcak of them 
ourfelves, if, all <he while, we talk 
of them <ftS a good foreign to us, and 
in which we have no concern, be- 
caufe our hearts are not yet open to 
receive him. What would the moft 
accurate defcription of the fortunate 
iflands, as they ^re called, or all the 
wealth of the Indies, and the new 
world, with its golden miaes, fignify 
to a poor man half naked, ftruggling 
with all the rigours of cold ana hun- 

fer ? fliould one, in thefe tircum- 
ances, hear or' read of thofe im- 
menfe treafures ; or fhould any one 
- defbribe them to him in the moft 
' Uriking manner, either by word of 
' mouth, or with the advantage of an 
' accurate pen ^ can it be doubted, 
^ but this empty difplay of riches, this 
\ phantom of weal<.h and affluence, 
' would make his fenfe of want and 
^ rolfery the more intolerable; unlefs 
^> it be fuppofed, that defpair had al- 
\, ready reduced him to a (late of infeo- 
( fibility? What further enhances the 
t mifery of thofe, who hear of this 
1: treafore, and think of it to no pur- 
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them, who are not miferable hf 
choice, beggars in the midft of tho 
greateft weakh ; and not only mifera^ 
ble by choice, bnt obftinately fo, from 
an invincible and diftrafied (bndnefi 
for the immediate caufes of thdr mile* 
ry^; for who but a downright martm^ii 
would rejed fuch golden ofi^rs* 

To give a brief and plain fhte of 
the cafe : to thofe, that fmcerely and 
with all their hearts receive him, 
Chrift is all things ; to thofe that re- 
ceive him not, nothing. For, how 
can any good, however fuiuble or 
extenfive, be adlually enjoyed ; or, 
indeed, any fuch enjoyment conceiv- 
ed, without fome kind of union be- 
tween that^ood, and the perfon fuppof. 
ed to ftand m need of it ?. To be united 
to God; is the great, and the only 
good of mankind ; and the only 
means of this union is Jcfos, in what- 
ever fenfe you take it ; he oughVtruly 
to be called the union of unions ; who, 
that he might with the greater con- • 
fidency, and the more clofely unite 
our fouis to God, did^not diidain to 
unite himfelf to a (luman body. 

The great, the chief, the main 
bufinefs of our life, therefore, is this 
acceptance of Chrift, and this infepa- 
rable .union with him, which we are 
now recommending. Thrice happy, 
and more than thrice happy are they, 
who are joined with hint in this un- 
divided union, which no complaints, 
noi- even the day of death can diilblve i 
nay, the lafl day is happy above alt 
other days, for this very reafon, that 
it fully and finally compleats this 
union, and is fo far from diflblving it, 
that it renders it abfolutely perfed 
and everlafling. 

But chat it may be coeval with 
eternity, and laft for ever, it is ab- 
folutely neceffary that this union 
(hould have its beginning in this 
ihort and fleeting life. And what 
hinders thofe of us, that have not 
entered into this union before, to 
enter into it without delay r Seeing 
the bountiful Jefus not only re- 
jefts none that come unto him, b«»t 
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ftlfo offers himfelf to aJl that do 
not'wilfully rejed him, and land- 
ing at the, door, earneAIy begs to 
be admitted^ O! ** why do not 
thefe everlafting doors open, that 
the king of glory may enter" and 
jeign within us ? Nay, though he 
were to be fought in a far country, 
and with great labour^ why fhould 
we delay, and what unhappy chains 
detain us ? why do we not, after 
Shaking thepi all off^ and even 
ourfelves, go as it were out of 
oarfelves, and feek him inceflantly 
till we find him? then rejoicing 
over him fay, ** My beloved 
is mine, and I am his." This pro- 
priety is always reciprocal. No 
man truly receives Jefus, that does 
not, at the fame time, deliver up 
himfelf wholly to him. Among 
all the advantages we purfue, 
there is nothing comparable to 
this exchange. Our gain is im- 
menfe from both, not only from' 
the acceptance of him, but alio 
fromXwrendering ourfelves to him : 
fo long as this is delayed, we are 
the moft abjeft flaves : when one 
has delivered himfelf up to Chri/1, 
then and then only he is truly free, 
and becomes mafler of himfelf. 
Why fhould we wander about to 
no purpofe? To him let us turn 
oar eyes, on him Bx our thoughts, 
that he, who is ours by the dona- 
tion of the Father, and his own 
free gift, may be ours by a che;ar-' 
ful and joyous acceptance. "To 
ns a child is born, to us a fon is 
given." Let us therefore make 
vfe of what is ours, for our own 
advantage, and let us be his for 
ever, never forgetting how dearly 
he has bought us^

EVIDENCES 

•F THE CHRISTIAN l^ELIGION. 

[Continued from page 37.] 

CONSIDER the time when our 
Saviour pronounced thofe 
words. Matt. x. 32. ** Whofoever 
(hall confefs me before men, him 
^ili I confefs alfo before my father 
who is in heaven : but whofoever 
(hall deny me before men, him will 
1 alfo deny before my father who is 
in heaven." Had you heard him 
fpeak after this manner, when as 
yet his difciples were under no fuch 
trials, you would certainly have 
faid within yourfelf, if thefe fpeeches 
of Jefus are true, and if accoroing 
to his prediction, governors and 
kings undertake to ruin and deftroy 
thofe who (hall prcfefs themfelves 
his difciples, we will believe, not 
<inly that he is a prophet, but that 
he has received power from God 
fufficient to preferve and propagate 
his religion ; and that he would 
never talk in fuch a peremptory and 
difcouraging manner, were he not 
alTured that he was able to fubdue 
the moft powerful oppofition, that 
could be made again ft the faith and 
dodirine which he taught. 

Who is not ftruck with admira- 
tion, when hereprefents to himfclf 
our Saviour at that time foretelling, 
that his gofpel fhould be preached 
in all the world, for a witnefs unto 
all nations, or as Origen (who ra- 
ther quotes the fenie than the 
words) to ferve for a conviftion to 
kings, and people, when, at the 
fame time, he finds that his gofpel 
has accordingly been preached to 
Greeks and Barbarians, to the 
learned and to the ignorant, and 
that there is no quality or condi- 
tion of life able to exempt men 
from fubmitting to the do^rine 



of Chrift? As for us, fays thig. 
great author, in another part of 
his book againft Celfus, ** When 
we fee every day thofe events ex- 
actly accomplifhcd which our Sa-« 
viour foretold at fo great a dif-« 
tance ; that his gofpel is preached 
in all the world, Matt. xxiv. I4» 
that his difciples go and teach all 
nations. Matt, xxviii. 19, and that 
thofe, who have received his doc-» 
trine, are brought for his fake be* 
fore governors, and before kings» 
Matt. X. 18, we are filled with ad- 
miration, and our faith in him is 
confirmed more and more. What 
clearer and ilrongcr proofs can Celt 
fui afk for the truth of wHat hi 
fpoke? 

Origen infills with great ftrengtK 
on that wonderful predidion of our 
Saviour concerning the dellrudlion 
of Jerufalem, pronounced' at a 
time, as he obferves, when ther* 
was no likelihood nor appearance 
of it. This has been taken notice 
of and inculcated by fo many 
others, that we fliall refer you to 
what this father has faid on the 
fubje^l in the firft book againft 
Ceifus. And as to theaccomplifh- 
ment of this remarkable prophecy, 
Ihall only obferve, that whoever 
reads the account given us by Jo- 
fephus, without knowing his cha^ 
rafter, and compares it with what 
our Saviour foretold, would think 
the hiltorian had Hecn a Cnriiiianj 
and that he had nothing elfe in 
view but to adjull the event to the 
predidion. We mutt here obferve, 
that Origen would Itill have tri* 
umphed more in the foregoing ar-i 
guments, had he lived an age 
longer, to have fecn the Roman 
emperors, and all their governors 
and provinces^ fub«aitting. them-' 
felves to the Chriftiaii religion, and 
glorying in its profefiion, as fo 
many kings and fovcreigns ftill 
L 2 ^^^^^ 
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place their relation to Qhrifl at the 
^eadpf their titles, 

How much greater confirpnatioQ 
pf bis faith wpuld we have received, 

tad he feen our Saviour's prophecy 
and good in the deilrudion of the 
temple, and the diiTolution of the 
tewiih Qfconomy. when Jews and 
Pagans united all their endeavours 
^nder Julian the appfta(e, ta baflle 
find falfify the predi<^ion ? The 
great preparations that were made 
for Rebuilding the temple, with the 
fcurricane, cafthqi|ake, and erup- 
tions of fire^ that deilroyed the 
ivork, and terrified thofc eji^plpyed 
{n the attempt from proceeding in 
it, are related by many hiftorians of 
the fame age,' and the fubftance of 
^he ftory teltificd bqth by Pagan 
itivd }e\\fi(h writers, a$ Ammianus 
J^arceliinps Jind * Zamath-David. 
trhe learned Chryfoftom^, in qifermon 
Wgainft the Jews, tells thcn^ thi§ faft 
was then frefli in the memories 
even of their young men, that it 
happened but twenty years ago, 
Itnd that it was attefted by all the 
inhabitants of Jerpfalem, where 
-ifhey might dill fee the marks of it 
5n the rubbifli of that work, froip 
ijyhich the Jews defifted in (o great 
ft fright, and which even Julian 
Jud not the courage to carry on 
This fad, which is in itlelf {q mi, 
jraculoui, and , fo indifputable, 
brought over. n\any of the Jews to 
Chrimanity ; and fhcws us, that 
after our Saviour's prophecy againft 
it, the teniple could not be pre- 
fervcd frpna th<j plough paflingover 
^t, by ail the care of i'itus, \yho 
wouW fain have prevented its (de~ 
Arudion, and that in^ead of being 
xe-edified by Julian, all his en- 
deavours towards it did but ftill 
more literally ^ccompUlh, pur Sa- 
viour's predidion., that not on^ 
Aone ihould be left upon appthen

An inattention to tiiis real ilate 
of man has c^4fQ4 B^any to over- 
look or at leali to niirunderilan4 
the great and charaderilUc doc- 
trines of the Chriftian religion; 
while they have confidered humaq 
beings, as owing a duty to God 
only pnder the character of Creator 
and F'referver, they have ftrangely 
n^iftaljen the grand purjc^ofe of the 
gofpel, and as ftrangely pervert^^ 
the fundamental principles of it. 

l^\xt whoever will attend to the 
truth of the cafe ; whoever will 
cpnfider man, in his real ftate, wiH 
not only be convince4j, tl^at the 
duties and dodlrines enjoined in the 
gofpel are perfedly confident with, 
but ahfolutely necefTa^y to,, hi^ 
ptrefentcf^ndition. Repentance an^ 
faith become in this light, not only 
proper but neceifei^y dutiejt; and 
the facramencg pf baptiun. and the 
Lord's fvipper. requifite to the^very 
being of that faith and repentance. 
'' The Chriftian has' np.t,Tr:cannot 
l^ave any difpute with the Deift of 
unbeliever of whatever aenomina* 
tion — refpcifting the duty unquefr 
tion.ably tp l;>e paid t;o God, a|^ 
Creatpr and Prefrrver of the 4ni. 
verfe : he has no difpu^e with thet^ 
jefpcding the eterujal and unalter* 
able difference between rieht an4 
wrong, virtue ^sA Yicc; tjr? amiv 
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^iblenefs of the one, ^nd the iefo^-, 
jn'ity of the pther ; the ijeceffity of 
f:ultivating the former, of difcou- 
raging the latter, fie agrees, cor- 
dially agi-ees with all this, But at 
thp fajne time he avers^ that we 
fiand in another relation to God, 
and owe him a duty in th^t relation 
alfo ; he avers that we are by pa* 
ture cprrnpt, and however wc may 
approve, unable withopt aiTifting 
grace, tp practice th}g pyer amiable 
virme J he avers, that we are fin- 
ncrs, and v^ant pardon, and fo 
imperfeft as to yirant it even fof our 
beft deeds, fo unworthily do we 
perform them; and fo incapable 
are they of bearing the fcrutiny of 
his holy eye, who difcerns impurity 
even in his brighteft angels. And 
for the truth of this he appeals tp 
the heart of every honeft man j and 
to the gofpel of JefusChriil, which 
upon no other vie\v is intelligible; 
j ?nd which. In this view» iuipcir 
cntly flifplays its own divinity. 

Let a man fay, ^' I have made 
my heart clean : I am pure from 
all iniquity, in thought, word, 
and deed : I dare ftand the appeal 
toGpd's holy law." t^et a man fay 
this, and we will grant, he hath 
Tto caufe to concern hinifelf with 
the gofpel pf Chrii>. But if no 
nian can fay this, if all tnen are 
guilty before God; and if Gpd 
i^ill not pafs oyer a tranfgrellioii of 
his laVv, unpunifhed — How piuch 
doth it behove every m^n to con- 
fider ferioufly that revelation, in 
which God Jiath ^ade an ample 
difcovcry of the terms uppn wJuch 
he will pardon the guilty ? 

Let if be obferved, that man is 
not left to judge for hiinfelf, whe- 
ther he is or is not guilty : in no 
^aufe whatever, is any one both 
judge, law, and criminal. And 
why ihould a man exped it, in 
things of eternal moment? Gc4 is 
I the judge; and he hath dealt 
! fairly with mankind: he Jiath given 
I them the law, whereby he experts 
them to ail, and whereby he af- 
f^^es them (^ey ihall be jn^<iir^ 



if they are not ipterefted in hi# 
fon*s redemption. Apd before a 
man can acauit hiipfelf, or hope to 
be ficquitted in the ^ht of Gojd^ 
he nnn|l )iave a gQpd fpu^dntion to 
believe, that he is acquitted by tbo 
fen ten ce of God's law : which, not 
to fpeak of its perfeft fwr^ty, (and 
w)io of mortals can abide that p^.

without excufe!— Apd if thia be 
the cafe, how can any thinking 
man reiefl ; how can ajny map do 
other than rejojc^ in the gofpel pf 
Chrift, which provides fufficient 
pardon for the paft, and ibrength 
for the tinie to come?

HAD it pleafed God, to prefcrve 
th« life of our affedlionate 
father, . at the care of your edu- 
cation would not then have fallen up- 
on me, (o xhere would have been lefs 
,tKC2i{yan for any advice of mine, and 
xonfequently I fhould have felc lefs 
folicitude on your account*; but pro- 
vidence early depriving you of fo great 
ik comfort and bleiling, as the parental 
guidance, and the whole dire6lion of 
your .aifairs devolving upon me ; I 
.have, not only felt all the anxiety of a 
fathcc for yoQ» but carefully ft ud led 
:«V8ry means in my power to promote 
your, felicity. To this I was natu- 
ral ly led by a tender fenfe of the 
rUBfpeakable obligations I owe to our 
.dear parents ; and whofe folicitous af^ 
iedion for mc (hall nevet be forgot- 
|en, while memory holds a feat in my 
bfilom ; refolved sa I an, by God's 



afliftance, to ad towards you, and I 
hope towards all others, in fuch a 
manner, as I know would give them 
pleafure, were they ftiH with us ; as 
1 trull will give them pleafure, if per- 
adventure the happy fpirits of tbfe de- 
ceafed have any knowledge of what 
pafTes amongft us erring monals. 

But let me add, wiui great truth, 
that though this due regard to our pa- 
rents, as well as a compaflionate feel- 
ing for your orphan ftace, endeared 
you to me with more than a brother's 
love; yet your own behaviour has 
been fuch, as would alone have been 
fufficient to have intcrcfted me greatly 
in your welfare : friendihip is now 
engrafted upon affedion ; and every 
winning motive thus confpires to 
make me anxious for your focceis 
and felicity in life. You will bear 
me wituefs, that I have not been de- 
ficient, hitherto, in ufing all my beft 
endeavours for your iervice : I have 
not omitted, in our frequent conver- 
fations togmher, to give you fuch di- 
reillons rdpcdling your ftudies, and 
that llacc of life, which you have 
chofen, as appeared to me moft ne- 
ccfTary and advant-igeous. You know 
alfo very well my opinion rel'pe£ling 
every branch of the clerical funAion. 
I have talked with you often and free- 
ly upon this head, and pointed out to 
you the path which will lead to the 
favour of God, your own peace, and 
to the refpe^^ of the world ; at lead, 
fo far as it is defirable. 

But as the time now draws nigh,whcn 
you are to enter into holy orders, and to 
affume the high and arduous charadler 
of a nnnifter of JefusChrift, and an in- 
ftru6lor of men m the things which con- 
cern their falvation ; I have thought, 
that a few letters from meon the fubjeft 
might not be unacceptable ; in which 
though perhaps I may have nothing 
new to fay to you, nothing more than 
what I have repeated many times in 
converfation ; yet fince what is writ- 
ten is apt to remain longer with us, 
at leaft may be prefcrved always be- 
fore us, I have determined to write 
down my feirtiments to you on all the 
brimches of the palloral^fice; and'to 
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give yOQ my opinion of the manner 
in which yjn* (hoald difcharge that 
office ; after which I will.fpeak of the 
general behaviour and deportment re- 
quiiite for your fandion ; and con- 
clude with feme advice refpefling the 
coarfe of ilady ^you (hoald purfue, 
and the books you fhould read ; a li^ 
of which I wiJl give you, incompli- 
ance with a requeff^vou once made to 
me ; when, you mSj^emember, you 
were complaining of the want of fome 
fuchinlbrmation. — ^Now though thefe 
letters may have no great merit in 
them, and convey «o you, ai wa be- 
fore obferved, no new itock of know- 
ledge ; ycc I beg you to receive them 
as a pledge of my fincere afFedUon, 
and moil tender friend ihip towards 
yoa : a friendlhip, my dear brother, 
which I pray God to continue to the 
end ; and which I flatter myfelf we 
ihall endeavour to preferve by the 
moft harmonious concurrence, in 
•\'ery adion and opinion. 

I remember, that a certain bifhop 
begins his letters of advice to his ne- 
phew, with remarking, that " \x. was 
much againit his judgment and incli- 
nation that his nephew had' made 
choice of divinity for his profeffion.'* 
A remark, which in itfelf favours 
ftrongly of a difcontented wafpifh fpi- 
nt, but which comes furely with a 
peculiar bad grace, from a man 
" who had arrived at the highefl rank 
in his profeflion.** A profeffion, 
which relations feem defirous to dif. 
countenance their children from em- 
bracing ; becaufe it is not productive 
of the grcateft temporal emoluments, 
or the readied road to exorbitant 
riches! Men, who talk and reafon 
'has, if they have any reflection. 
Ought to blulh: but when church- 
nJCB join in the aflertion, we cannot 
but obferve, how much they are like 
the foolifh bird, and caufe the dif- 
cerning eye to fee the objedt of their 
Kiain attention. Believe me, my 
dear brother, ycm will find the cleri- 
cal funftion a molt unpleafirrg one, it 
you enter into it with the views of fuch 
ttcn :-*it yoa propofc it as the ft'alk- 



ing horfe to worldly and ambitioos 
deiigns, I cannot tell where you could 
fix to m^et with more chagrine, difla- 
tisfaSion, difappointment, and ma^ 
levolence. But on the other hand, 
aliow me to fay, chat if you take upon 
you this office, as a good man ought, 
and a wife man will take it ; and as I 
do from my foul believe and hope i* 
your fincere refolution; then let me 
be bold to fay, you will find it tho 
mod happy, as unqueftionably it !» 
the mod honourable profeflion upo» 
earth. 

The reafon is evident, why it b 
not commonly found the mod happy ^ 
men do tK)t eileem it the mod honour-- 
able; and confequently, inattentivi^ 
to the one thing needful ; they run out 
in purfuit of extraneous objeds, and 
being home nothing but difcomfov^ 
and difcontent. — But do not fo, nsf ^ 
dear brother: confider the office ia* 
which you are engaged, and the dut/ 
to which you are called : makeityour 
fixed and fleady refolution to be con-> 
fcientious, aftive and unwearied ia 
the proper difcharge of your duty i 
and I will venture to aflure you* of 
an inward peace and real fatisfadion^ 
which no other method of proceeding 
will, or can afford. 

It does not follow from hence that 
you are to be unconcerned as to tho 
things of this world, or wholly re- 
gardlefs of temporal advantages. Thp 
labourer is worthy of his hire. And 
it is certainly confiltent with the high- 
eft elevation of piety to take a wife 
and prudent precaution fo to live la 
this world, as not to be unhappily 
diftra£led by its prefling neceffitiea from 
ajuftand becoming attention to the 
other. And I muft obferve, (for me- 
thinks it is a matter of much comfort 
and encouragement to all pious and 
zealous clergymen) that I have never 
known or feen an inftance of any fucK 
clergyman, in real want or diftrefs ; 
except where it might well be account-, 
ed for from his own imprudent and 
unvvife conduit ; for all good men are 
not not vyile and prudent men ; they 
a:c often not careful enough to blend 
I th^ 
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the fagadty of the ferpent with the 
fimpliclty df .«he dove. 

I hope yoa will always Unite them i 
make it youf motto, '* Wife and harm- 
lefs ;*' ahd then while free from the 
tineafy fpllicitudes of life» you will 
nfcver come under the cenfufe which 
they iticur, who loving this world

Well, &id Maiiajnne, yi^hjle her 
hand wa3 ^^cemding.infenfibly in- 
to hcl- ppofejj.t; five children, an 
improvi^49Dt ^Kafhand, and lhin.e 
own lu^ieff^sy want|, are too mmy 
evils by fix.! .Come, let ^s .gravel 
on. .Ye^, .fchQught I, and that 
half-crawPy, whiijH I.faw glide into 
the w.oman's ha^d, will be very 
Xopn traveltin|; too. We had now 
clqar^id the hojifes, and were got 
into .the papaved road. Jiere 1

The Con vpr fipn of the Corinthians 
a ftrong Proof of the Trujh qf 
Chriftianity. 

WITHOUT Jumfipg.Su 
Paul to;be mad; (afuppp- 
■iition too grofs for ,a man qf lenjiB 
to make) w;e [cannot conceive how 
he could hope, wlthput ,Goi^s ej(* 
traordinary afiiftance, to convince 
all perfons in Corinth that they 
were ih.. an error. He went^^ 
ftranger thither, unknown to any 
perfon there, unl^ft he was before 
acquainted with Aquila and JPrifi. 
ciJla. With.* thefe two banjihcd 
J.ews, who were of the fame pec U- 
nation with hijiifeif, :he wgrked 
.for his livelihood- -His bodily pre- 
.fence was no /ecommendatiofi 0)f 
him ; for he 'hinifejf ^knpwle4ges> 
thatjie was. with them ** in wes^k-v 
nefs of body, and in much fearjan4 
trembling"' .' And "he has inr 
formed us, that .the Corinthian/i 
did in faft' objse*^ tp him, that his 
bodily prefence yy^s y/eak, and his 
fpeech contemptiUjt* What tl\ey 
faid of his perfon was true, if we 
may!believe the ancients, who in- 
form us,.<hat:his ftature was low, 
his body- crooked, aad.iis head, 
bald* .And. it is ,npt impral?ably 
conjefl:uredby.Dr;,Whitby, that a 
ftammeting'ln his .fpeech, pr a 
fqneaking Ihrilnefs.in. his voice, or 
fom^ other infirmity :in his .fpeecH 
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in teaching, rendered him contemp- 
tible in the eyes of fomc of the 
Corinthians* He was a bafe and 
contemptible perfon, they faid^ and 
one who lived by his labour. Nay, 
-fome affirm that he was mad, or 
befide himfelf. He himfelf has 
declared, that he was made a 
•fpeftacle to the world, and to an- 
gelsv and to men ;" thlt he was 
Taught at for Chrift's fake, that he 
was weak, defpifed, that he both 
hungered and.thirlled, was naked, 
.buffeted, and had ho^ certain dwel- 
ling-place; that he worked with* 
his own hands^ labouring onto 
wearinefs, tiat he was reviled, 
perfecutQd, defamed, made as the 
iilth of the world, and the oiF- 
fcouring of all things.. Was a man 
of St. Paul's character, a likely 
perfon to convert the richeft and 
moft flourifliing city in Greece, a 
city filled with orators, philofo- 
phers, and baniflied Jews ; a city 
above all others infamous for lewd- 
nefs ? Every unprejudiced perfon, 
I ihould tdink, will grant, that no- 
thing can be more improbable ; efpe- 
eially if it be confidered what 
kind of doftrinc he taught the 
•Corinthians. 

Without having the fullcft af- , 
furance that God was with, hioi, 
he could never 'hope to perfuade 
the prond and vain philofophers, 
who depended wholly upon human 
reafon, and would admit nothing 
for truth but what was demonilra^ 
Weby it, togive their aflent to the 
articles of our moft holy faith. He 
was fure to meet with the utmoft 
cppofition when he endeavoured to 
perfuade thefe wife men to admit 
for certain truths things above their 
reafon. They werp fo fully per- 
fuaded of the fufficiency of it, as 
to think they could account for 
every thing. A poor obfcure mei 
chanic therefore, a perfon who wa« 
of a nation, which the reft of man- 
kind defpifed and hated, could 
never hope to perfuade them in a 
natural Way, by reafoaing and dif- 



-putatioii, to embrace, for certain 
truths, ^many points which were 
above the reach of human, under- 
ftanding, feveral things which they" 
had not fo much as thought or 
dreamt of. When this "Jewifli 
tent-maker informed them, that 
when all mankind waa concluded 
under iin, and knew not how to be 
abfolved from the guilt of it, our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, the only-begot- 
ten Son of God, begotten of his Fa- 
ther before all worlds, came down 
from heaven, lor us' men, and for 
our falvatioR, was miraculoufly 
conceived, was incarnate by the 
Holy Ghoft of the Virgin Mary, 
and wai^made man, be dfelivered to 
them nothing but the truth. Btft 
thcfc. wife men knew nothing of 
Jefus Chrift, nor of the Holy Ghoft ; 
neither could they conceive how a 
man could be born of a pure vir- 

fin. St. Paul therefore could ndt 
ave perfuaded them by any hu- 
man means that all this was true ; 
for thefe wife men of the world, 
thefe wife men according to the 
fteih.(as the apoftle ftiJes them) 
admitted of no hieher principle to 
judpfe' of things by, but phiioL 
fophy, and demonftration from' the 
principles of natural reafon. And 
therefore he muft needs think it an 
impoilible thing, without God's 
fpecial aififtance, to perfuade them 
to believe him to be God who was 
born of a pure virgin ; to adore 
him, whofe mother was a poor 
Jewiih woman efpoufed to a car- 
penter ; to pay divine honour to 
nim who was a carpenter by trade; 
to believe him, who died, and was 
buried, to be '< God ble£ed for 
ever; by whom all were created 
that are in heaven and earth, viii- 
ble and inviiible, whether thev be 
thrones and dominions, or princi- 
palities or powers ;" In a word, to 
acknowledge him for their Lord 
and Mafter who was crucified iun- 
der Pontius Pilate between two 
thieves. Not only in St. Paul's 
days, bat for a long . time after, 
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tke dodrine of Chrift's crucifixion 
w;as fooliflinefs. They account as 
mad, fays Juftin Martyr, that after 
the immu table and eternal God, 
the Father of all things, w« give 
the fecond place to a man ihaitwsLs. 
crucified. ' 'Tis wicked and abo- 
minable, faith Celfus. In the days 
of LadlantiBs^ Chriilians ^ere 
reckoned a 6\ly and contemptible 
people, for following a crucified 
mafter and leader. Arnobius ac-- 
quaints as, th^t the Heathens faid, 
the gods were not angry with 
Chriiliafis becaafe they worfitipped 
^hei omnipotem Deity, but becaufe 
in t^cir daily prayers they adored^, 
a man that wa9 born, and fuffered 
the infamous death of the crofs^ 
and becaoie they contended that he 
was God, and believed him to be 
yet alive. In another place he in- 
forms as, , that they afked the/e 
quelHons^; If Chrift was^.God, wjiy 
did he die a« a. man ? Wha was it. 
that was {ecn hanging upon the 
crofs ? Who wast it that died f The 
wife men ,of the world infarlt oyer 
us, faith St. Aailin, andaik, t^here 
is your underftanding, who wQrIhip 
him for a Gpd-.who was or unified i 
And in the days of Athanafius', 
when tfie Gen tile?, were tokl by the 
ChridiaRS that their images were bat 
filvcr and gold, the work of raenf s 
hands; in . oppofition to this re«' 
proach they aniwered that the dop. 
trine of .the crojfs was fooli^nefs. 
The Greeks laagh at this myftery 
as fooliihm^f?, &ys Theophyla(^» 
becaufe by faith alone, and not 
by fyiiogifms and reafonings^ it is 
found that God was crucified. The . 
fame author informs us, that there 
were fome unb^elievers at Corinth 
who made a j eft of the crofs, and 
faid, truly- it is a folly to preach a 
crucified Qo^) .F(^r had be. been 
God, he would, have defended 
himfelf at the-; time of his cruci- 
fixion. B ut haw could he rife from 
the dead, vfho, coi^ld. npv prevent 
his own death ? They accounted the 
^V&rine oT the r^furredtioh of the 



dead as ridiculous and abfurd a 
tenet as was ever held, and made, 
it matter of their fport and jeft.. 
To raife a body that was perfedlly 
dead, and redore it, to life again, 
was not in the power of any being, 
in the world, they faid. But fup- 
pofe it was pofiible, yet they did not 
account it a thing worthy of God 
to raife dead 4)odies to t)e united to 
the fouls of goad men. " Their 
chief objedion againil the refur- 
redion of the fiefh, and of (he bo- 
dy, was this : That the body was. 
the prifon and fepulchreof the foul, 
and that it was her punifhment to. 
be tied to it ; that the body was 
the great hindrance to the know- 
ledge of the truth, and that we 
could not4)e truly happy, 'till by. 
.death we were delivered from it. It 
was therefore judged by them, not 
only an impofiible* but even an. 
unjnft, unworthy thing, f«r God. 
to raife thefe ^bodies, to be united 
to thofe fouls^ . whofe hapjpinefi 
con filled in being delivered from 
the body, and whofe. punifhment 
' it was to be conned to it ; that 
being, according' to their philofo- 
^phy, not to make them live bu^ 
die again. And therefore Cel/u$ 
.; faith, the ho^e of the refurreftion. 
of the fle(h, is the hope of worms, 
a filthy and abominabfe, and im- 
•poffihle thing, which God neither 
will, nor can do. He cannot do 
what is vile, neither will he do. 
what is againfl: nature. And Ori« 
gen exprefsly declarcsp that the 
doftrine of the refurreftion was a, 
myftcry which, .the unbelievers 
laught at and made a jeft of." So 
many, fuch great and formidable 
obftacies the apqftle could not but 
expert to meet iv.ith fr9m the phi« 
lofophers. 

And he was fure to meet with as 
great appofition from the magif- 
trates, who would fuiFer no innova* 
tion in the theplogy eftablifhed by 
law. ^ Had he contented himfelf 
with confuting the Jews only, he 
would have given no offence to the 

M a civil 
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civil power : But when he af tfempted 
to demonftratc the abftirdhy of the 
religion of the Heathens, he mnW 
be very fenfible that they would be 
greatly alarmed: How furiodfly 
muft they be enraged when he en- 
deavoured to alter their religious 
rights, the ancient ufages, the 
agreeable and pleafing' cuiloms of 
their country ? What an abhor- 
rence muft they have of hi pi when 
he tadght them, that the objedfs of 
their worftiip V/ere hot gods ; that 
sen idol was nothing in the wor^d 
bttt a fenfelefs piece of matter ; 
that though they had gods many, 
and lords many, yet there is but 
one God, tKe Father, and one 
Lord Jefus Chrift ? Coijld any 
tiling be more (hocking to the Co- 
rinthians than to'hea^ a poor me- 
chanic aiBrm, that what they wot- 
(hfpped werfc no gods, and that 
racy ought tp adinit J'efiis CKrift 
tcr their Lord? Vfhen Plito was in 
Sicily he brought himfelf into thfe 
grcateil danger by encierlvouring to 
render 'virtue aini&bie. If a bar- 
barian had not been more humane 
than the Siciiian tyrant, the phi- 
Ibfophcr would probably have fpent 
the remainder of his days in ier- 
vitude in' a ftrange country, only 
fbr making fomc innovations in 
political >afFairs,' He did not fo 
'inuch sisr attempt to defFroy the 
^ods of Sicily',^ St. Pkuldid thofc 
3f Corinth. Nay, the aJ)oftle did 
iTot only affirm that what theywor- 
Ihipped were no gods, {but that his 
cottntryman Jefus, who had been 
Crucified as a malefa'ftbr, ' was God 
Blieffed for ever; -And muft not 
fuch a dodtrine be highly provok- 
ing to the Corinthians ? 

Anaxagoras, who was the firft 
<lf the Greeks that taught this 
theblo^y ; that hot the fun, but 
the creator of it, was God^ was 
accounted an Atheift by -a people 
who had mad6 the utmoft improt^e- 
jnent of their parts, and was in 
^e ocmoft danger of being ftoned 



to deith. The fime A^enlans 
expelled PrOt^'oVas. of^ AWtera, 
their city, and ca'ufed* hi« works 
to be biirntf, because h^ fpoke (as 
they thought) dififcfpc6Waily of 
' the gods. They lik« wife baniihed 
Dia^rrfs, and promiftdf a talent 
for a reward to him that ihoald flay 
htm ; becani€-lie denied there was 
a God, or rather oftlyfet at nought 
rthe idols arnd falfe ^ods of his 
.time. Thfe great- Socrates, prince 
of the pHilofbphl^rs, being {hf- 
p«iled 6f holding b^tl' opinions of 
the gods, was cond^tfined'to die 
by drinking a pdtion of heftfJoflck. 
And if a bare fn^icion ^f inrio- 
vation brought tht phik^ft>phefs 
into fo mucn. dinger ; if perfons 
fo gi'eafly renowited fyrtheir wif- 
dom and underftanding codld not 
effeft what they defigned; ttii we 
atcount, in a natilral way, for the 
fntetfs of our apoftle, who ^sls fo 
fstr frony being held i% tdI1li^ation, 
ai9 the phildfopherti wlioln I have 
mentidned were, that he wks de- 
fptfed upon the accouht'df his na- 
tion, his perfon> his- me^n Octu- 
pation; and Yudenefs of fp'eech i 

Mate was grttltly adhiired by 
his countrymen, «lafld^ Vtfy juftly. 
And yet he himfdf coflfeffed, that 
he durft not with his owA fecurity 
difcover his opinion of Gt>d to the 
foHy of ,the mukttadt. Was it 
not as dangerous for SC, l^knl to 
difcover to the Conntfeaiis his 
notions, whiqh were fat more no- 
ble and exalt&d than tkofe of Plato f 
But the phi]oiC)>hers aAd magi- 
ftrates were not the bnfy powerful 
adverfaries whom St. Paul had to 
encounter at Coriftth; He Akight 
alib expedt to meet with si very 
ftrowg oppofitfdn from . the |)riefts, 
the augurs, diviner^, ilati^aries, 
and with many o'theiv^ Wh<!^ in- 
tercff it Was', that tii'e fttptfrftitioas 
religion pf their artde^i% ^igl^t be 
continued. All thefe i(Foiild nn- 
dbubtedly be afe iftilFdf w'rath, and 
raife as great ftn vlpfoir ^piAft Su 
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Faul, at Demetrius die £lverrmith^ 
and the workmen of like occu^a- 
tioii did, whea they hdard him 
perfaade tke people, that tjieyare 
no gods which, are made with 
hands. In a word: tr, mkd of h|s 
good fenfe, great rpenetratimi, 
foreiiglit, and experiehce> could not 
but expeA' to be.aoponnt^d and 
treated as one who turned the world 
upfide down, a hlafphemer of their 
gods, and ton(eq.nehtly - a, fufb- 
vercer of the whole frame of their 
religion » . 

. As the apoftie was fureof th^ greaN 
eft re^omance when> he taught the 
Corinthians what they .were to 'he*' 
lieve; ib he mull exped f.o iheec with 
the nticod oppofition when he end^a* 
vouzed to ' perAiade <hem td^t about 
the reflHrinacion and amendment of 
their tives.; when he commanded 
then to flee fomicatiohf when he 
taught ihem, that every odier iin thai 
aman.dcfth is. without this^pdllation 
of the boAf'i but he th^s ooopank^ch 
fornication . fin neth againft.and poir 
lateth his^own body ; when he forbad 
them to eat with any brotkert who is 
a fornicator, and .declared that. God 
woald pronounce the fenteace of cob* 
demnation upon whoremongers and 
adulterers, .he coohi not kmL foreiee, 
that the Corinthians would be averfe 
to his dofb-ine. ** For CDrinth was 
above ail 6ther ckies, even to- a pro-: 
verb, in&mous' for. fornication and 
laciviottfnefft ; fo that a - Corinthian 
woman is in the langaa^e of the an- 
cients, a ijilhorifli womata .: and the 
words xo^ilBtoi^tvp and 'Ko$»i8i(«4>^«^ %- 
nify to play »the .whote. It was no 
Qiffle with them for a nran to have 
his fadifor'a wife, and liveadukeroufly 
with her in l&s fath^'s lifetime. How 
then, was it poffible for the apoftie, 
without the help of G^d, to convince 
fo debauched and lafcivi ous a people, 
that fornication and dhcl^nlnefs ou^hc 
not to be^amedamong |hem, beip^g 
crimes of a mod deftru£tive nature? 
<or hoi^ icoald he bcifb fbr Tucceft when 
^e Ufbrmed themf that neither filthr- 
Acfty aor fboliih calking, nor jelling, 



whiqh,aFeiiot convvnieii^, wereto'be > 
nakned among^theml oir w^n he ac^^ 
quainted them^.that at the day of 
jwJgment roe;i wep to giVe an ac* 
count of> every idle word tWiich' ikcy 
h^d fpoken I Or wb£B[ hh. deelmi^ . 
tl)at whbfoever is angi'y with his bvo^ 
tk&i without a caufe, 4aH be ini dan* 
ger of the judgment ! or whin- he told 
them, that wHofeevef iodketh on a 
woman, to luft afttr her, iiabh com« 
mitted -adultery with . hti alraidy i«. 
his heart ? X.aiVIy» how could he ia « 
natural w'ay* prevail upon a peofify 
who' w.ere proud ancf atnbttidus,rdes» 
bauche^i and intemperate; revenmBlUi * 
and envious, conieritious and litigc« ' 
ous, to embrace a religion' iR^hich 
taught huontiity, Ibbriety, tenipe^ - 
ranee, the forgiving; of injuries, knre^ 
charity, n&oderatidn, mcekneft^ add 
uhiv^rfal beaevolenbe ? - ♦ 

Having ihewn what obfiactes 'Sc 
Paul .n^m ttcic^ily meet. • with •^ac 
Corinth .from* thr Gejititei ; . l^t ds 
no>v enquire whatoppo&tion he might 
cjijpeft irom. thie onbeHewing Jews^ 
Wth^iidrhabited.ihra city when h^^^aa^ • 
dertook that giorioiis work of c6n-' 
v^rcing them from dark^iefs to light, 
ofgivibg knowledge of falvaCion to 
them for the remii&on of their fins. 

When St.; Paul went to Cbrinth 
the city w^as full of jcwi^ whom the 
eikiperor CkuiHus had expelled front • 
Rdme; They wkic as bicter enemies 
as the Gefidles to the Chriiian ire]»- 
gion, and the preachers of it/ And 
they hated St. Paul much more than 
the.reAofdie.ai[>oftle8i becaoftallof 
a fttdden from bcun|f a violent perfe* 
tutor of the difciples of the crucified 
Jefus, aiiid making havook of his 
church, h^^gave a convincing preiof 
of the invincible power of our Saviour 
by becoming one of the mojft zeaious 
propagators of his religion* A. peo- 
ple fo much prejudice againft him, 
maft be, na^ were in faft greatly in- 
cenfed, when they heard hith perfuade 
men to worfhip God in a manner dif* 
ferent from what their law required. 
What a hatred muft they have of him 
who abolilhod circumciiion ? How 

could 
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could our apoftle hope for f«cc€<k, in a 
natural wa^* when he. preached foch 
ardodriiie to a people who had read 
in me of their infpired books, that 
God had threatened that foal (hould 
bp^cot^ off) which negleded this rite ? 
Ikbt, without the aififlance of God> 
conld he who tarugfit fuch a dodrine, 
etd^i:think of making converts of 
Jcws^ whofe religion was fo much 
coivopted> at our Savioar's coming 
ivb^^world, that thef held , *' that 
ciroBfiKiflon' was of fafficient virtoe to 
imi&pr then ^accepted of God, and to 
pcnfer)i«jtheiiii from eternal ruin : that 
nlu'eimvmciied perfon* goes to hell, 
Gojiihivhig^promifed to deliver them 
fntaiit^ ibrtheme«tof circdmdfioh; 
attdr|hmiing told Abraham that whpn 
hift'dfildsenfell into tranfgrefiion and 
diifaji'ipked works, he would remem* 
ber the odour of their forefkins, and 
vo98ld. be fatisiiei with their piety." 
*^i^ksy.wtve prejudiced againft feVe* 
nhothcr jdo^rines^ he taught, which 
tb^^ imagined derogated from the per- 
f<;£Uon and honour of their law. Such 
was tlmdodrineof making the church 
Catholic, by receiving the Gentiles 
imo the.;piinleges of the* true church, 
vdthoirtiiibmitting to the ricQal hy/, 
and not being Jufttfied by the works 
of the law,: but by faith in the Mef- 
iiah, £rhey ^yere pre^diced in favour 
of their law, " as unchangeable apd 
eternal; or as necefiary means of juf. 
tifyiag a finner before God." With- 
out the interpofitionof God, the apof- 
tk c6uld Bcnrer hope to perfuade them, 
who had beeninformed in their (acred 
books, that the< Mefiiah was to have 
an eveiilafting kingdom, athroae.for 
ever and ever ; that he Jthould^ be great 
luitpilhe ends of the eard), and was 
to abide forever, toraife up the tribes 
of Jacob, and reftore the preferved of 
lijrael;. to have a portion divided him 
with the great, aiid to divide the 
fpoil with the ftrong; to have domi- 
nion' and glory, and a kingdon, that 
all peO|^e, nations, and l^^gaa^es 
Ibould ferve him ; that his dominion 
is aii . everiafling dominion, whi^h 
(hail hoc pafs. away, and his kiAgdom 



thar which (hail not be-.deih^yed': 
>yithout the divine aid, 1 ji^cho' 
apoftle could' never hope, to periiiade 
the Jews,' who expected fuch a tri- 
umphant Meffiah,. to believe that Jeu 
rus:wats the Chrifl, who .had fuffered 
that 'deaths which by the law was 
counted exeaable. The crucifixion 
of Chriift, as the apoftle himfelf has 
informed us, w^as unto the Jews a 
ftumbling block. And in Juftin 
Martyr, Tripho the Jew fays, your 
Jefus having by this iallen under the 
extreme ft curfe of the law of God, we . 
cannot but fufficiently admire, that 
you fhould exped any good from God, 
who place yoor hopes in. a man that 
was crueiiied ; for our law fttles every 
one^ is crucified, accurfed. ,TheOf 
i phiiadk informs us, that the Jews 
; ob^ded; How can he be God who 
« did eat and drink with publicans and 
I harlotSf and was at laft crucified with 
' thieves ? hence by way of ignominy 
they ftill call our Saviour Taloi, one 
hanged upon the tree« And, by way 
of reproacli, th^y call Chriftians the 
fervants of fcdm who was hanged. 
To all that has been (aid £ may 
t ftill farther, add, that the danger 
which attended the profeilion of Chrif* 
tianity would deter both Jew. and 
Gentile from embracing it. A man . 
no fooner became a Ckriftian, than 
he expofed himfelf to ail the miferies 
that human nature is capable* of fuf- 
fering. Had our apoiUe therefore 
made ufe of all the eloquence he was 
mafter of, yef had not God been with 
hinu he could not have perAiaded the 
Corinthians to become Chriftians. 
According to Jerome^ St Paul was no. 
orator : and that he fpoke truly when 
he faid he was rude in fpeech, though 
not In knowledge. St. Jerome does 
not fpeak this to the difparaeencient.of 
; St. Paul. But from hence hie argues, 
that God was with him. The infe- . 
rence, which this learned writer draws 
from the(e premifes, is certainly 
valid. 

But fuppofe (which we believe to 
be true) that his ,premi(es are. not. 
juft.. i^e it (o. Suppofe our ajpoftle 

was 
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was a very great oi«ator, yet he mad<J 
no ufe of his eloquence in converting 
the Corinthians. He preached the 
gofpcl to them in tijc moft plain and 
fimplfs manner : when I came to yoo, 
fays he, I came not with the excel- 
lence of fpeech, or of wifdbm^ de- 
ckring to you the t^ftittjony^ of God ; 
for 1 detetminesd rtotrto Icnow any 
thing aioiig yp«, favc Jefos Cbrift, 
and iiim cruciifted-j-a«d - my Speech 
and my pifeaching Iwas «ot sMfih-en- 
tieing words of mai*sH»ifdomJ— For 
ChrlS fent hie to prcacK the gofpel , net 
with the wifdom of ^ords. — It jleafed 
God by <he foolifhnefs of prekch- 
ing, to favc thc'm tharbeJieve. Fcr 
the Jews require a lign, and the 
Greeks feek after wifdom. But we 
preack Chrift crucified, unto the Jews 
a ft«Mibling block, knd to the Greeks 
foolifiinefs ; bnrunto them which are 
ca!lcd"bothi lews and Greeks, Chrift" 
the power if God, and the wifdom of 
God ;. becaufe the fooli(hnefs of God 
ia-wi^rthaii men, and the weaknefs 
of God is ftronger than-meri : for you 
fee your c4lling^ brethren, that not 
raany wife i men after the iieih, nor 
many .mighty, nor many noble are 
called. But God hath chofen the 
fooliih things of the *rorld to confound 
the wife, akid God hath chofen the 
weak things of the world to confound 
the things that are mighty, and bafe 
things of the woHd, and things' which 
are defpifed, hath God chofen ; yea, 
and things which are not, to b^ing.to 
nought things that are, that no fle(h 
ihould glory in his prefence. 
• In thi^ plain and fimple manner did 
St. Paul'dclivier, to as wL ked and de- 
bauched a people as any in the world, 
the jnoft. pure tfnd heavenly do£lrine, 
the ftriflteft'and feverell precepts that 
hlid^er been taught mankind, "and " 
yet he confounded the -mighty and the' 
noble» and gained a victory over their 
orators and philofophers,- We con- 
clode, theHefore^ that this fuccefs muft 
be attributed, i^ot to a natural, but. 
diving caufe, and ^onfcquj^ntly that 
the Gofpel is the word of truth.

CALVARY Mbunt, is a fmall 
eminency or hill on the gfeiater 
Mount Mgriah.,, It w^s antiently ap- 
propriated, to the execotion of mafe- 
fadors, .and therefore (hut out of tbe 
walls of the city, as an execrable and 
polluted place. But fince it was made 
the altar on' which^was oiFered up-.the 
precious and ^U-fufRcient facrificc for 
the fms of the whole world, it has re- 
covered itfelf from that infamy, aud 
has been always reverenced and re* 
forted to> with fuch devotion by sdl 
Chriftians,that it has attradled the 
city round about it, and,ftands now m 
the midft of Jerufalem,; a great part 
of the Kin of Sion,. being (hut out of 
the walls, to make room for the ad- 
mifllon ©f Cavalry 1— This^ mount is 
likewife honoured with a llately church, 
ere^ed ,by Iletena, mother to Cqa- 
ftantine the Great, called. the^chu«b 
of the fepulchre, has been built over 
the place where our Saviour's Teptjl- 
-chre was. This 'church is enriched 
with abundance of magnificent orna- 
ments ; and Mount Calvary is more 
honoured by Clwriftians, than old Je- 
rufalem ever was by the children of 
the fynagogue. * 

Cana of Galilee, a little town where 
Jefus performed .his firft, miracle, 
John ii^ 1. Nathanael was of Cana 
in Galilee, >vhere our Lord was iA- 
vited three days after he had received 
Nathanael as a difciple. This is 
calied Cana of Galilee, to diftingaifti 
it from C ana or Shana, mentioned in 
JoQi. xix; 28. belonging to the tribe 
of A (huh and Tying not far from, 
Sivion, and fofituated much farther 
north than C^na of Galilee, which 
lay in the tribe of 2t;bulun^ and not 
far from Nazareth.

Whitehall, July aa. 
It DVICES have been received by ^he 

. jTV Fox packet, which failed from Ben- 
gal t'hc 17th of February laft, that peace 
had been concluded with the Marattas ; 
that Hyder Ally died in, the month of De- 
cember laft ; and that his fucceflbr Tippou 
Saib appeared more pacifically inclined to- 

. wards the Englifli " than his father, having 
permitted fuch as were prifoners \n the 
towns' taken by him to have a free commu- 
nication with the prefidency at Madras, to 
be better fupplied with neceflaries, and to 
have (rte, egrefs and regrefs : that Monf. 
Suffrein, after watering his fleet at Achin, 
had croil'ed over the Bay of Bengal to Gan- 
jam, with nine fa/l of the line and two 
frigates, where he captured the Coventry 
frigate and the Blandford Eaft Indiaman : 
that the Medea frigate had retaken the 
Chacer Ijoop of war, on her way from 
Trincomale with difpatches from M. Bufly 
to M. Suftrein, by which it appeared, that 
the reil of the French fleet was in great 
diftrefs from a violent dyfentery, having 
loft a number of men, and was unable to join 
M. Suftrein as foon as intended ; and that 
M. Suffiein remained only a few days on 
the coalt, and it was fuppofed had returned 
to Trincomale, leaving two frigates to 
cruize from Ganjam to Ballafore Road, 
which had captured a number of veflels 
bound to Madras with rice. 

Berlin, July 8. On the 3d inftant her 
royal highnefs the princefs of Pruftia was 
faftrly delivered of a prince at Potzdam. 

Accounts ' have been received from 
Schweidnitz of ^ very violent thunder 
ftorm having happened in the county of 
data on the 22d ult. which was followed 
by fo great a fall of rain that the whole 
country has been overflowed, and much da- 
Tjiage occafioned. The town of Neifle, in 
•Silefia, haslikewife fufFered much from'the* 
fame inundation, and great injury is done 
to the fortifications and magazines there. 

"Warfaw, -July 2, On Sunday laft ac- 
counts were received here of the plague 
having brjoken out at Cherfon, at Ockza 
kaw, and in the country adjacent j that in 
the Crimea this diftemper raged with great 
violence j and it having begun to manifeft 
itfcif on the frqntiers <^f this kingdom, or- 
<iers have been fent to the Polish troops to 
form a cordon, to prevent its furtjjer pro- 
grefs. 

. Conftantinople, June *$• Tlje plague 
has fprejid in eVery quarter of this city and 
its fuburbs, as well as the fieighbouring pro- 
vinces of Afta and fiofnia : hithcxtO; however^ 



the mortality at Conftantinople is very 
inconftderable. 

Stockhqjin, July i. His Swedifli Ma- 
jefty landed here on the 9th inftant early 
in the morning^ having failed from Abo, on 
the 7th. He is almoft entirely recovered 
from fcis late accident, though ftill o|)liged tq 
wear Kis arm in a fling. 

The letters of 
which the following are extraifts, have been 
received authe oftice of the Right Honour- 
able Lord North, hi» Majcfty's principal Se- 
cretary of S^ate^ for the home department.

I tranfmit for your Lordftiip's informaT 
tion a copy of Colonel Deveaux*s letter, con- 
veying ^n account of the re-capture of the 
Bahama iflands, together with a copy of the 
capitulation.

[The fubftance of Cplonel Deveaux's let- 
ter, is as follow : That on the jft of April, 
he formed an expediti»>n at Auguftincagainlt 
New Providence, at his own expence, and 
embarked with only lixty-five men, recruit- 
ed for four or five days at Harbour Iflandj 
and on the 14th earned the Eaflern.Fort, 
on the Ifland of Providence. On the i6ih, 
the Colonel took pofieffion of two coii\mand- 
ing hills, and ercded a battery on each, of 
twelve pounders. Atday light onthci6th,the 
batteries being compleat the Englifti colours 
were hqjfted on each of them, which were 
within mufquet ftiot of their grand fortrefs; 
l^is Ejtcellency the Governor, ftndinghis^it 
and Ihellsof no cfFeft thought proper to ca- 
pitulate, furrendering four large batteries, 
and about 70 pieces of cannon, four large gal- 
lies, and about 50 men. Colonel Deveaux's 
forces never at any time e»cccded 2^0 men, 
and not more than 150 of them had mul- 
quets.] 

Windfqr Caftle, Aug* 7- This morning, 
at a quarter before one o'clock, the Queen 
was happily delivered of a Princefs.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
Chronftadt, June 4. 

LETTERS from Siberia mention, that 
fomc flight ihocks of earthquake* 
were fielt there on the 6th of May. 

Laufanoe, June 22. The day before yef- 
terday, we had a terrible ftorm here, which 
has produced effefts without example to this 
country. Twelve perfons were killed, and 
^3 wounded, at a fmgle ftrokci 

Florence, June 30. Yeftcrday morning, 
at four o'clock, .we felt another Ihock of an 
earthquake. 

Parij, July 18. On the 13th inftant fe- 
veral phyficians deiirous o^ making fomc 
obfervations on the prefent ftatc of the at- 
mofphere, which continues charged with 
vapours, went to the obfervasory, and had 
a fort of kite flown from thpnceto a prodi- 
gious height, after which it was drawn in 
covered with innumerable fmall black in- 
fers, which upon examination appeared to 
contain a venomous moifture prejudicial to 
plants. 

It is reported here that there has been an 
earthquake in the A ntilles, which has bec« 
as deftraftive as that in 1770. 

Vienna, July 19. In Bohemia the dorms 
»nd hurricanes have occafioned a great num- 
ber of difaftcrs. The lightning killed in 
the church of Dobraken, near Pilfen, fix 
out of the twelve men who were ringing the 
bells ; a ^ike accident happened to 30 per- 
fons in the town of Egra^ and the jiiftrift 
of Kladran is entirely ruined. 

Warfaw, July 19. There are at prefent 
70 regiments of Ruffians in the neighbour* 
hood of Cherfon, under Prince Potemkin, 
vhofc head quarters are in that city, which 
is fortifying as ftrongly as pofliblc, Cami- 
nieck is alfo fortifying, and the garrifon 
is reinforced with 5000 men. The Turks 
*nd Ruffians fcem to ftand at bay, obferv- 
ing one another, but no hoililities are yet 
conuneQced on either iide. 

DOMESTIC OCCURRENCES. 

A letter from Hamburgh fays, that a 
French Ihip is put in there from Bailia, in 
the ifland of Coriica, \>y whiph they learnt 
thattfae natives inhabiting on the mountains 
had come down, fell upon a party of 
French troops^ and killed and woun4ed 
many of them, and then returned to the 
mountains ; 60 pf the wounjjcd were on 
lioard the above veflel. 

A letter from Paris, by th^ French mail, 
feys, that they had jwft received melan- 
choly accounts from Verfailles, of gr^at 
damage beii>g done* by the thunder and 
lightning' in that town ; thaf houf;s were 
unroofed, and many lives loft, but the par- 
ficolars of the damage done were not 
known when the letter came away. 
' The calamities that have vifittid different 
pans of Europe in the courfc 9f the pre- 



fent year, are much greater than have oc- 
curred before in the prefent century. The 
earthquake at Lilbon in 1755, Ihocking as 
it was, bears but little comparifon to the 
more dreadful one in Sicily, where tho 
eft'eds have been fo far from fybfiding, that 
the laft letters from Naple§ mention their 
expectations that the whole ifland will bo 
fwaUowed up and totally deltroyed, In 
Italy there have been tremulations of the 
earth, and violent ft:orms, ' which have 
reached into France. In this ifland the 
thunder ftorms have never been known 
more fatal : though happily the metropolis 
has hitherto cfcaped. — " When thy judg- 
ments are in the earth, fays the Prophet, 
the inhabitants will learn righteoufnefs.'* 

They write from New- York, that fince 
the PreliminAies were figned, the Ameri- 
cans, both continental and militia, dcfeited 
in great ninmbers, both from gen. Wafliing- 
ton's and gen. Green's armies. 

Letters fiom the Leeward Iflands iay^ 
that they have had very unfeafonable wea- 
ther, and that the crops will turn out fo 
bad that they cannot load all the fliips 
which are arrived from Europe. 

The negroes in the French Weft India 
Iflands are, upon a late calculatisn, com- 
puted to be 386,500 foiiis, who are governed 
by a fyftem of regular laws, which not 
only reftrains and punifhes : but alfo fe- 
cures them from oppreffion and cruelty. 

The celebrated Abb^ Raynal computes 
the whole number of African llaves in 
America and the Weft India Iflands at one 
million, four hundred thoufandl moft of 
whom live in a ftate . of the grolTeft igno- 
ranee, heathenifm and brutality. 

Petitions from all parts of France have 
been prefented to the officers of their ma- 
rine department, againft the exorbitant de- 
mands of the Americans in their commer- 
cial propofals, particularly what regards the 
Weft India trade. 

• The Hon. William Erlkine^ brother to ^ 
the Earl of Buchan, is ele^ed Member of ' 
Parliament for Portfmouth, in the room of 
Sir William pqrdop, K* ^, 

The 8th inft, came on the ele^ion for 
phyfician to the Middlefex di^penfary. The 
candidates were Dr. Woodville and Dr. 
Miller, and on cafting up the ballot, the 
numbers, were as follow : For Dr. Wood- 
ville 1075, for E)r. Miller 504. Whereupoa 
the fqrmer was declared duly elet^ed. 

A new coinage of guineas has for fome 
time paft employed the officers of his Ma- 
jefty's mint, faid to be occafioned by a 
grreat fcarcity of that coin, which arofe 
from the quantities qf it exported by inte- 
. refted people. 

We arc alfured that Capt. Cunningham^ 
who had the unfortunate affair with the 
late Captain Riddell, will furrender him- 
felf to the co^rt'^t the Qld-BaUey; in 

prder 
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•i^er to be amenable to the laws of his 
country. The principal witnefles are fum- 
moned upon this occaiion. 

On the iithj inft. the Prince of Wales 
came of age, /When he received the com- 
|»Uments of the nobility ; but his birth day 
js not to be publicly celebrated till the 4th 
of April. 

Letters from Chelmsford in Eflex men- 
tion, that the propofed advance in the^rice 
4»f commiffion fpr the Tales of corn made by 
the oornfafborsy is uniTerfally eflet:med un< 
prccedented, unreafonable, and oppreHlve ; 
the farmers have convened meetings in fe- 
veral towns in that county, and are de- 
termined, if the cornfaftors perfiH: in theii; 
demands, to make their future coniign- 
inents to new agents. The Rev. Henry 
Bate has (hewed the utmoft fpirit and at- 
tention in oppofing this impoft, in- which he 
llias been fuj>portcd by the moft diftinguilhed 
gentlemen in that part of the kingdom. 

The cornfaftors hitherto had a profit of 
£x-pence on every quarter of corn they 
^iifpofis of; and have now, without con- 
iulting the farmers, laid on an impofl of 
three-halfpence more on each quarter I a 
jftep that muft affe^ the lower part of man- 
kind, in an eminent degree. 

A few days ago the caufe depending be- 
tween Mr. Sutherland, judge of the admi- 
ralty at Minorca, plaintifiT, and gen. Murray, 
governor of that ifland, defendant, came 
on to be tried in the Court of Exchequer, 
Guildhall, when, after a full invefligation of 
the matter, the jury found a verdid of 
5000I. damages for the plaintiff. 

On the cth inft. at twelve o'clock, a gen- 
j^leman unhappily put an end to his exiftence 
at a coffee-hoafe in the Strand, by cutting 
ki» throat with a razor^ His ralhnefs is 
imputed, to a--temporary melancholy, to 
which he had often been fubjeft. The co-

nacy. 

*Laft Tnefday night as a gentleman was 
coming out of Holborn to Carey* ft rect, he 
was knocked down under the wall of Lin- 
coln's- Inn garden by two footpads, who rob- 
ped him o'f eight guineas and his watch.

Lewis, jeweller, on Ludgate Hill, came vip, 
ind charged hLrn with taking from his fliQp 
fi pair of brilliant knee-bUckles, on which 
this Hon. Gentleman 'was carried before a 
inagiftrate, who cotnmitted him to the 
Compter. 

At CheliQsford aifixcs on th«( Nifiprios fide, 



a new and intereftinggame caufe came on to 
be heard before ^-tr. J uihce Gould, and afpc* 
cial jury, wherein a ftage coachman was 
profecuted for the recovery of the fevertl 
penalties of 5I, each, for carrying tweWe 
unfranked hares in his coach to London. 
The jury, without going out of court, 
found him guilty of the offence, and con- 
fequently gave a verdift with 60I. damaget 
and cofts of fuit.*' . 

On the 14th inft. in the afternoon, a clo- 
ver-ftack took fire belonging to Mr. Ed- 
wards, baker at Potton in Bedfordfhire, 
which communicating to bc»th fuVs of a 
large ftreet, raged with fucb dreadtul and 
uncommon violence, that we are informed 
upwards of an hundred houfeswerc totally 
deftroyed, and the inhabitants reduced to 
the extremeft mifery j lew or none being 
Infured. 

On the 2nd inft. the feffions at the Old 
Bailey was finilhed, when Mr. Harrifon,

The 9th inft. eight malefaftors, conviftei 
at a former feffions. were execuied at Ty- 
burn purfuant to their fentence. 

Canterbuy, July 30. On Saturday lafl ft 
perfon of Egerton, who for feveral days 
has been 'confined at Smarden, made his ef- 
cape from his keeper, and went to his own 
houfe at Egerton, where an infant was 
aflecp in a cradl-, which he took up and 
threw into a pond the diftance of ten rods, 
where the child was fuftocated before af- 
fiftance could be procured.

AUTHENTIC MEMOIRS 

OF THE LIFE OF THE 

HEV. DR, THOMAS NEW^TQN, 

LATE LORD BISHOP OF BRISTOL.

THIS good, virtijous, ani pil- 
ous bifhop, whofe exemplary 
life has entitled him to a place in 
our biographical department, was 
born on the firft of January 17^34 . 
Hia father, a confiderable brandy 
and cyder merchant, who had ac- 
quired a competent fortune, re- 
tired from bufinefs to the placid 
dwe}J(ing of rural felicity, feveral 
years before his death. He lived 
• beloved on account of his engag- 
ing manners, and a numerous trai^ 
pf virtues, vve may fay univerfally 



beloved, to the age of eighty- three: 
but the mother of our worthy pre- 
late, who was the daughter of a 
clergyman, died when young, this 
her only child being, at the time 
of her death, abouc a year old. 

In the early part of life, the 
bifhop of Briftol was placed in the 
free- fchool of Litchfield, which has 
had the honout of training up, in 
the firft rudiments of their educa- 
tion, many learned and eminent 
men, among whom we may rank 
bilhop Smalridge, Mr. Wollafton, 
Dr. Johnfon, Mr. Garrick, Lord 
Chief Juftice Willes, Baron Parker, 
Judge Noel, Lord Chief Juftice 
Wilmot, and Mr. Baron Lloyd. 
In 1717 he was removed to Well- 
minfter-fchool, and the year fol- 
lowing was admitted a king's 
fcholar. Having continued there 
fix years, he was next elefted to 
Trinity -college in Cambridge, at 

2 whiclv 
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which place he con flan tly refided 
eighj: Jnonths, at Icaft, in every 
year, till he had taken his degree, 
of bachelor of arts. In the time 
of the long yacation, and after he 
had taken his degree, he was with 
y his father and friends at Litchfield, 
t;l] he returned to Cambridge tp 
deUyfr t^e fpefch, on the 29th of 
May, in order to his being chofeh 
fellow in the Odlober following. 
. Not long after his ele6\it)n to this 
fellcwlhip, he fettled in London, 
It having been his inclination from 
a child, and as he was always de- 
figB€d for holy oriders, he had fuf- 
£cient time to prepare himfelf for 
the important work of the miniftry, 
and compofed feveral fcrmons, 
which, by the Adyipe of a good old 
clergyman, he took care to write 
in Urge legible charaders, that 
he might never have occafion to 
copy them ; and having feme ftock 
in band, he was not under the ne- 
fccflity of making fermons in a 
hurry, nor of borrowing them from 
others, but might proceed at his 
leifure with more time and deli 
beratipn. His method was, in all 
his compofitions, to finiih the 
whole in nis miad, before he com- 
mitted any part of it to writing ; 
and tp fome of his friends, he 
would repeat feveral of his fermons 
mrbatim, before he had wrote a 
•fingle tittle of them ; fo that, if 
he had pleafed, he could have 
preached ' eafily' >vithout notess' 
Mr. Newton was ordained deacon 
on the twenty-firft of December, 
1729, arid pried in the February 
following. He firft officiated, for 
a (hcrt time, as curate of St* 
George's^ Hanoycr-Square, and 
continued feveral years afliHant- 
preacher to Dr. Trebeck, whofe ill 
ftate of health, prevented him from 
performing the duties of his func- 
tion. * His firft preferment was tliat 
of reader and afternoon preacher at 
Grofvenor's Chapel, in bouth-Atid- 
iey i^reet. He was then taken into 
jhe family of lord Carpenter, af- 



terwards earl of Tyrconnel, to 
whofe fon he was appointed tutor^ 
In this family he lived many-years, 
much at his cafe, and happy in the 
intimgicy fii lord and lady Car- 
penter. 

in the year 1738 an acquaintance 
commenced between him, and that 
venerable prelate. Dr. Pearpe, afy 
terwsrds bifhop of Roclicfter, whofe 
life we have pourcrayed in one of 
our preceding numbers. By hi« 
intercft he was appointed mcrning 
preacher to the dhapel in Spring 
Garden ; and another friend, very 
ufeful to him, was NJfs. A;.ne 
Deanes Devenilh, of a very good 
family in Dorfetfhiie. This liidy 
was married to Mr. Row, the dra- 
matic writer, by yhom Ihe was left 
in circumftances far from affluent. 
She was afterwards married to co- 
lonel Deanes, by whom (he was 
alfo left a widow ; and upon the 
family eftate coming to her by the 
death of a near relation, (he re- 
fumed the family name of pevenifh. 
Being honoured with the friend- 
(hip of the prince and princefs of 
Wales, (he was often with them iii 
their privacies and retirements ; 
and as the prince was then inftrufl- 
ing his children to repeat fine mo- 
ral pafiTages out of plays, particu- 
larly out of Mr. Rowe*s, which 
are the moH chafte and moral, he 
defired to have a more corred edi- 
tien piinted of Mr. Rowe's works, 
and recommended Mr. Mallett to 
her for that fervice. She rather 
chofe to employ a friend of her 
own, and engaged Mr. Newton to 
undertake it, who correfted the 
prefs, and wrote the dedication in 
her name to the pHnce of Wales, 
By thefe fortunate incidents the 
name of Mr. Newton came firft to 
be known to their royal highne/Tes ; 
and Mrs, Devcni(h, ftri^ly juft to 
the facred charadier of a true 
friend, took every opportunity of 
fpeaking tp them in his commenda- 
tion. Not coiitcnt with havii\g 
performed this aft of frkudfhip, 
• ■ -^ "^ • (he 
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fhe likewife introduced him to the 
acquaintance of lord Bath; and 
thefe two introduflions he after- 
wards confidered is the moft happy 
circumJhmes of his life. 

Through the intereft of the 
above noble lord, in 1744, Mr. 
Newton was preferred to the rec- 
tory of St. Mary le Bow in Cheap- 
fide ; fo thart he was forty years old 
before he obtained any living ; but 
having obtained this, he quitted 
the chapel in ^pring-fi;ardens ; va- 
cated his fellowlhip of courfe ; and 
at the beginning of the year 1745, 
he took his degree of dodor of di- 
vinity ; and in 1747 he was ch.ofen 
leflurer of St. George's, Hanover 
Square, in the room of Dr. Savage, 
deceafed. The fame year he mar- 
ried his firA wife Jane, eldeft 
daughter of the Rev. Dr. Trebeck, 
with whom he lived in a happy 
union near feven years. 

If we confider Dr. Newton as 
an author, his writings, particu- 
larly thofe on the prophelies, are 
the beft eulogium. In 1749 he 
publi{hed his edition of Milton's 
Paradife Loft, which met with a 
very favourable reception. The 
earl of Bath, being fome time after 
in Paris, wrote to him in the fol- 
lowing terms, in a letter dated 
January 2, 1750. " There are 
many perfons here great admirers 
of Milton. I have lept Monfieur 
Dupre your edition, and he is ex- 
tremely pleafed with it, and par- 
ticularly with the notes." In 
another letter l^e writes, *' Your 
Milton has been much admired 
here : the edition and notes greatly 
commended. Numbers of ladies 
as well as gentlemen underftand 
Englifli enough to read it with • 
pleafure, and the Milton you fent 
me has travelled already through 
twenty different hands. At laft it 
has gone into exile with Monfieur 
de Maurepas, and wi]l remain with 
him at Bourj^es (for he is prodi- 
gioufjy plcaied with it) till fuch 



time as the king of France pleafcs 
to fend for them both back again. '^ 
At St. George's Hanover Square, 
in 1751, Dr. Newton preached a 
funeral. ferm on, on the ddath of 
Frederick prince of Wales. Hav-« 
ing excufed himfelf from comply- 
ing with the requeft of fome of the 
noblemen and gentlemen of the 
veftry to publifli it; the princefs 
dowager, to f/hom it was reported, 
fent Lady Charlotte Edwin to re- 
queft a private perufal of the dif- 
courfe, with which her royal high- 
nefs was fo well pleafed, that fhe 
appointed him immediately one oF 
her chaplains. In 1754 the dodor 
loft his father, aged eighty-three^ 
and a few days after his wife,' aged , 
thirty-eight. At this time he was 
engaged in writing his DifTertations 
on the prophecies ; ahd underany af- 
flidlion he generally found a remedy 
by plunging deep into ftudy. The 
firft volume of his Diflertations was 
publiftiedthe following winter, but 
the other two did not aj^pear till 
three years afterwards ; and in this 
interval of time he was appointecj 
to preach Boyle's Lectures. The 
reception of his Differ tations, at 
home and abroad, was very favour- 
able. The famous count Bef-n- 
ftorf, fo many years the great jminir 
fter in Denmark, in a, letter to M* 
Schrader, one of the preceptors, 
and German fecretary to Frederick 
prince of Wales, wrote as follows, 
March 29, 1760. ** I am charmed 
with the Differtations of Dr. New- 
ton. It muft be con felled, theEnglifh 
think and write with fuperiority." 
in anotherletter he writes, "New- 
ton every day delights and con- 
vinces one more and more. His 
method is undoubtedly that which 
ought to be followed in treating of 
the prophecies. I cannot believe 
that any thing more decifive has 
ever been written againft the fee of 
JRome, whofe adherents muft be at 
a lofs what to anfwer. This work 
cannot be too much known 4 ^pd it 

has 
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has been already tranilated into 
German^" It was alfo tran dated 
into the Danilh language by com- 
SRodore EfTura, and was recom- 
mended to the perufal of the counts 
Struenfec and Brandt, during their 
imprifonment, to convince them of 
the truth of the Chriftian religion, 
»nd were not without eiFcdt, ac- 
cording to the narratives of their 
preparations for death, by the two 
divines, D. Munfter and D. Hac, 
who were appointed to attend them 
in their laft moments. 

In the year 1756, Dr. Newton 
^as appointed chaplain to his ma- 
jeily, and made the year following 
a prebendary of Wellminfter. At 
this period he experienced the 
friendihip of archbifhop Gilbert, 
jwho on the promotion to the fee of 
York, procured l^im the appoint- 
ment of fub-almoner to his majefty, 
and afw3rwards gave him one of the 
moft valuable pieces of preferment in 
the church of York, the precentor- 
ihip, which he held till he obtained 
fi bilhopric. On the ^th of Sep- 
tember 1761, he married his fe- 
cond wife, Elizabeth, daughter of 
John lord vifcount Lifburne, by a 
ifine young woman, whom his lord- 
ihip had married, and much in- 
jured. What this injury was has 
peen thus related. Lady Lifburne, 
as ibe fuppofed herfelf to be, was 
pne day obferving to her lord, that 
the newfpapers had announced the 
^eath of a lady Lifburne in Portu- 
gal — Who, fays fhe, can this lady 
Lifburne be?-^She was my wife, 
anfwered my lord. Why then, re- 
plied the lady, I am not your wife, 
for you were the hufband of ano- 
ther when yen married m. The 
fail was not to be difowned ; upon 
ifvhich the lady refolutely declared 
f6r a feparation, and they never 
Jived together afterwards. Her 
daughter married the ReV. Mr. 
Hand, and after his death was, 
y/hh great credit, houfekeeper to 
^ noble lord. T^is daughter Dr. 



Newton married, when a widow, at 
the time abovementioned, and on 
the eighteenth of the fame month 
hewab promcted to the fee of Brif-, 
tol. The bifliop, in the life of 
himfelf,* and anecdotes on his 
friends, wh'ch make 135 pages, 
and are prehxed to his works, fays, 
** He was no great gainer by this 
preferment, being obliged to give 
up the prebend of Weflminfter, the 
precentorfhip of York, the ledure- 
Ihip of St. George's, and the office 
of fub-almoner. 

In 1768 his lordfliip fucceeded to 
the deanery of St. Paul's vacated 
by the promotion of bifhop Corn- 
wallis to the fee of Canterbury. 
On this preferment, which feems to 
have been the fummit of his wifhes, 
he reiigned, with becoming mode- 
ration, the living of St. M;iry le 
Bow, which, notwithftanding, he 
might have held in commendam. 
From the time of this promotion 
his health became very tiender and 
precarious, and he was often af- 
ilided with many fevere fits of 
illn^fs. However, the bifhop of 
Bfiltol lived long enough to furvive 
almofl all his friends ; and on 
Thurfday the fourteenth of Fe- 
bruary, 1782, he expired. His 
lordlhip was buried on the 28th 
following, in the vaults under the 
fouth ifle of St. Paul's cathedral. 

As a divine, the conduft of the 
bifliop of Brillol was regular and 
exemplary ; but his fentiments on 
political fubjedls appear to have 
been weak, narrow, contraded, and 
not abfolutely devoid of a tendency 
to intolerance. 

Having ^hus given an accurate 
and faithful narrative of this pious, 
leaped, aqd great prelate, the 
Editors of this Magazine beg 
leave refpedlfully to inform ih^lr 
friends, fubfcribers, and their 
readers in general, that it is their 
intention to prefent them with more 
examples ofour late eminent bifhops^ 
and not to tfOHt^le tl^emfelves, or

their publiftier, (to whom they are 
much obliged for the labour and 
time he has freely beilowed in the 
firft depai'tment of their plan) v/hh 
painful, and fruitlefs enquiries, 
after thofe living charaiSlers, who 
feem perfeclly content with the fa- 
tisfacdon of living to them/el'ves. 
We have lately received feveral hints 
from feme correfpondents, to whofe 
judgment we fhall always pay a due 
deference, exprefiing their fenti- 
ments on this matter, and which 
cxaftly correfpond with our own in- 
clinations.

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MEMOIRS 

or THE 

iiFE OP Francis DE la Motte 
Fenelon, archbishop, and 

DUKE of CaMBRAY^ &C.' 

THIS great man, equally fa- 
mous in the Chrif!ian and in 
^ne literary world, was of an 
ancient and illuftrious family in 
ffance. His father was Pons de 
Sjilignac, marquis of Fenelon, and 
^is mother Louifa de la Cropte, 
^'ft?r to the marquis de I'Abre. 
He was born at the Caftle of Fene- 
lon, in the province of Perigord, 
%uft the 16th, 1651. He was 
*'iucated at home under the eye of 
"is parents, till he was twelve years 
^f age; at which time he was fent 
^othe univerfity of Cahors. But 
^fie moft happy circumftance in his 
education, was the care of his un- 
^^i Anthony marquis of Fenelon ; 
^ff»an of great genius, and diftin- 
?«iflied no lefs for his virtue than 
iiis valour ; he was fo kind as to 



take his nephew into his own hoafey 
at Paris, and to treat him, in alt 
refpefts, as his fon ; and under hiy 
inftruftions the young man made a 
great progrefs, fuf&ciently difco-* 
vering the rays of that genius^ 
which afterwards fhone forth witfe' 
fo much fplendor. At the age of 
nineteen, he preached publicly^ 
and with great reputation at Paris j 
but the marquis his uncJe, fearing^ 
left the yoirng Abbe, (for fo the 
French call thofe young men, wht>^ 
defigned to take, or are in orders^ 
though they have no preferment) 
• fliould appear too early in ther 
world, and not have fufficient bal- 
laft to weather the blaft of vanity^ 
which too much applaafe would 
raife, perfuaded him to imitate fof 
feveral years the filence of Jefua 
Chrift. 

The young man readily embraced 
his uncle's propofal ; and dedicated- 
himfelf with unwearied affiduity to 
fuch ftudies, and improvements, asr 
were fuited at once to hii rank, and 
profeffion.' At the age of twenty- 
four he was admitted into orders : 
preferred 
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preferred by the archbifliop of Pa- 
ris ; and gained fo good an eiteem 
in the omce wherein he was em- 
ployed> that iri 1686, the king 
iianied him to be the head of thofe 
iniflionaries, who were fent along 
the coaft of Saintonge and the Pais 
de Aunixto convert the Protellants. 
Military force had" been ufed, to 
this end, and much inhuman .bar- 
barity committed. 'But Fenelon, 
abhorred thefe perfecuting max 
ims, and would not undertake the 
jniffion, without an afturanc?, that 
no foldiers ftiould be employed . 

When he had finiOied his mif^n, 
he returned to Paris, and was pre- 
fented to the king. But fo little 
folicitous was he after preferments^ 
that he neither attended the court 
Ht all for two years, nor endea- 
voured to irtfinuate himfelf into 
their favour, who Had the dlfpo- 
fal of the higheft pofts. Though 
his talents were equal to the greated 
offices, he was contented to exert 
them, with all diligence, in the 
duties of that flation, in which he 
was fixed, by inftrufting the new 
converts. His fame however daily 
increafed; his fermons and dif- 
courfes were univerfally applauded; 
and the flrength, eloquence, and 
piety of his performances gained 
the .general attention. Since his 
death, thefe works have been fe- 
Icfted and publiilied. He himfelf 
alfo, about this time, publlfhed a 
piece, concerning " The fundlions 
of the paftors of the church;*' 
which was well received by the 
members of his communion, and 
contains many excellent and ufeful 
remarks, though founded in fome 
jneafure, upon a millake refpefting 
the choice of paftors amongft the 
Proteftants. A treatife of his on 
the Education of Maids appeared 
too a little time before ; and thefe 
works, joined to his exemplary 
Jife, laborious exertion of himfelf 
in the duties of his funclion, and 
Tery eloquent preaching, procured 
him the honour of an appointment 



to the care of the young princes' 
education, the dukes of Burgundy 
and Anjou; their governor, the 
duke de Beau villiers, having recom- 
mended Fenelon to the king, with- 
out any application of his own, or 
any intereft on his part to procure 
fo refpedlablc and advantageous a 
port. 

He entered upon it, in 1689, 
and difcharged it with all probity 
and affiduity, as the excellent 
pieces he wrote for the inftrudion 
and benefit of his charge, th; 
young princes, fufiiciently prove. 
l>uring the time of his refidence at 
court, he fhewed the greatncfs of 
his mind, the moderation of his de- 
fires, and his freedom from that 
worll and moft unbecoming vice of* 
churchmen, covetoufnefs. For he 
was Gx years there without any par*. 
ticular mark of favour, and with- 
out once alking any thing either 
for himfelf or his friends. He had 
learnt early to moderate his defires, 
and having an ardent love for the 
poverty of Chrift, was fatisfied 
with a little priory, which his un- 
cle had refignedy to him : con- 
vinced, as he v/as, that no flavery 
is greater than that which attends 
the love of riches. 

The French academy howcvf/ 
gave him an high inftance of their 
good opinion of him ; for the/ 
chofehim, unfoliciting/ a member 
of their fociety in the year 1693? 
and that with particular refpe*^; 
for he was admitted in the room of 
the celebrated Mr. PeliiTon, and of 
the difcourfe delivered on the oc- 
cafion, it is faid, that the greateil 
honour the academy could do M. 
Peliflbn^ was to chuf*e him for his 
fucceffor ; and that in making the 
choice, they had confidcred no- 
thing but bis own merit. 

At length, in the year 1695, ths 
king gave him the abbey of St. Val- 
Icry, and fome months after the 
archbiihopric of Cambray, The 

freat favour he was in with the 
ing, feeaied to promife him 

more 
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more confiderabl* preferments ;. 
but there arofe a ftorm, which blew 
toa roughly for him to preferve Jiis 
ve/Tei at court, and which drove it 
thence for ever. Before we fpeak 
of the imagined and generally pre- 
tended caufe of this trouble, it may 
be proper to remark fome things 
in his condudl, which raifed,. and 
were indeed fuificient to raife him, 
enemies, with the corrupt clergy. 

When the king promoted him to 
the archbifliopric, M. Fenelon, 
whofe confcience was very fcrupu- 
lous and tender, refufed to accept 
it ; fearing, he ihould not be able 
to reconcile the care of a diocefe, 
with the duties of his preceptor- 
ftiip to the princes. The king told 
him, that the education of the 
princes being nearly completed, he 
might acquit himfelf, by turns, of 
his fundlions as a preceptor and a 
prelate : while the worthy men he 
had under him in thefe pofts would 
fill his place in his abfence. He at 
laft fubmitted to the king's plea- 
fure; but on condition, that he 
might pafs nine months at. Cam- 
bray, and three only with the 
princes. Soon as he accepted the 
archbifhopric, he refigned the ab- 
bey of St. Vallery, without afk- 
iag it for .any. of his friends and 
relations ; the kine was furprized, 
and prefled him to keep it : but he 
reprefented to his majeily, that as 
the revenue of the archbifliopric 
was fufficient for him. Re thought 
himfelf in the cafe, where a plu- 
rality of livingc is againft the 
canon. At the fame time he re- 
%ned the priory ajfo, which his 
uncle gave him. He had no idea 
of uniting in the fame perfon, the 
atrchbifhop, the abbot, and t4ie 
prior ; or of holding preferments', 
the duties of which were wholly 
incompatible. 1 his uncommon ge- 
iiejofity gained him a great ap- 
jjjaufe ; but- it exafperated againft 
4iim ieveral perfons, whom he con- 
iemncd by his e> ample j who .were 
'Vofc.ILNo. 13. 



fo far from intendinjg to imitate^ it, 
that they were anxioufly grafping^ 
after every appointment ; and wer* 
therefore defirous to remove, If 
poiliblc, fo difagreeable an oppro-* 
brium to them> as the archbiihop 
of Cambray. Among thefe wa« 
Boffuet bifhop of Meaux ; a mai^ 
of great learning and abilities 5 
much indebted to the archbifhop 
on many accounts ; but, eclipfed 
by his fuperior fplendor, jealoufj^ 
and envy, it is to be feared, hacl 
too ftrong a prevalence over hid 
mind : and he failed not to feize 
that occafion, and to ufe it witli» 
all diligence, which the archbiihop. 
himfelf adminiftered to the hatred 
of his enemies. 

Madam Guy on was, at this time, 
much talked of in France; (he pre. 
tended to a very high and exalted 
devotion ; to a pure, but ideal, ' 
love of God, merely for its own- 
fake; fhe wrote feveral pieces, and 
amongft the reft a myftical expoii** 
tion of Solomon's "Song ; and ia 
ftiort was a down right Quietift. 
The archbifhop was fufpedked of 
favouring her. And upon the pub- 
lication of his book^ entitled. An 
Explication of the Maxims of the 
Saints concerning the Interior Life, 
he wiis charged with maintaining' 
in it the. fanatical and dangcroua . 
opinions of the Quietiila. 

lo this book, it is certain, hff 
becomes a champion for the doc- 
trine of the contemplative life,'* the 
pure and dillnterelled love of 
God." He has divided his work 
into forty-five articles. In thofe" 
which he calls the True articles, he 
fets down the found dodlrine of pure 
love; he col lefts- the expreffions of: 
the faints, gives their true mean-. 
ing, and determines the fcnfe of 
every word. In the articles which: 
he ftyjes Falfe, he fltews, where the 
danger of error lies, and how far 
the erroneous principles may b«' 
carried under alhew of perfection. 
The idea doubtlef* is noble, and 
P worthy 
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worthy the grcatnefs of God, who 
onght to be ferved for his own fake, 
Vit.^out any view of intereil. And 
it is to be lamented, that the na- 
ture of man is fo weak* as to be 
nnable to Arrive at fuch a degree of 
excellence. Several divines, how- 
ever, in the church of Rome, have 
taught the very fame dodrine, nay, 
and carried it higher than the 
archbilhop of Cambray ; yet they 
were left unmoleiied, while he was 
perfecated on this account, with 
the greateft bitternefs. The au- 
thor's good intention would not 
excufe him ; his integrity, his hu- 
mility, and fubmiilion, and all his 
other virtues, were not fufficient to 
Uem the torrent breaking in upon 
him. The people were exafperated 
again ft him^ the ideas of perfec- 
tion, which he endeavoured to raife 
if) the minds of mankind, were, 
according to his enemies, nothing 
but herefies and chimeras ; his 
name, in the writings of the bi- 
fliop of Meadx, never went with- 
Cut the moft odious epithets ; and as 
his condu^ had nothing in it, that 
could be taken hold of, he was put 
upon the fame foot with Madam 
Ouyon: and a man of the arch- 
bifliop's wifdom was charged with 
b-ing in the intereHs of an extra- 
T gant mad woman. He was be- 
^cme the Montanu? of the new 
Prifcilla ! In ihort »• means were 
left untried to ruin him ; while he 
continued calm and ferene, amidfl 
the obloquy and infults thrown 
»'ron him; and at length received 
w th the utmoft meeknefs and the 
null perfect fubmiilion, the fen- 
tnce of the pope, by which his 
book was condemned, and himfelf 
tanifhed, from court, into his dio- 
€(^Se. The archbifliop received 
the fentf*nce, with an uncomplain- 
ing deference to the author of it ; 
*nd immediately publifhed a man- 
date, to the diocefe, in which he | 
declared, that as he himfelf iin- 
cercly fubmitted totKepope^sjudg- 
Sicat and Gondemnatum^ fo he 



hoped that his flock would do the 
fame. A more ftriking inftance of 
undifTembled humility cannot eafily 
be produced. 

The biihop of Meanx, in the 
judgment of all mankind, ou^ht 
to have refted' here. And indeed if 
all which that prelate laboured for, 
was the advantage and intereil: of 
the church, he had gained his point. 
Rome had decided : all things gave 
way; his antagoniil; acquiefced. 
Charity then obliged him to for- 
get what was pad, and to give the 
higheft conkmendation to the con. 
duft of fo prudent an enemy, if he 
deferves the name of an enemy, 
who only fearches after truth. But 
notwithftanding this, the bifiiop of 
Meaux again attacked him,, and re- 
vived the affair in the ailembly of 
the French clergy. But the public 
interpofed : and it would have been 
for the credit of that biihop, to 
have joined with the refk of the 
world, in admiring the wifdom of 
^o fubmidive a .prelate, who ac- 
quired more reputation *by his mif- 
fortunes, than his antagonift did 
by his vidlory. 

The archbilhop, according to his 
fentence, retired to Cambray, 
where be led an exemplary and 
divine life : and difcharged, with 
the mod religious ^ pun^uality, all 
the duties of his high ftation^ He 
himfelf examined, as the cheva- 
lier Ramfay informs us, all tbofe 
who were to be admitted into holy 
orders, and would have them pro- 
pofe to him the difficulties and ob- 
jedions they had to offer againU the 
dodlrines of religion : he ufed to 
hear them with the utmoft patience, 
and to anfwer them with a fatherlv 
kindnefs« He vifited his diocefe 
very diligently, and preached ia 
all the churches of it. In his pub- 
lic infbu£tions he fuited his dif- 
courfes to every capacity ; fpeaking 
to the weak in an eafy and fami*^ 
liar manner: whilft he raifed hi$ 
ftyle for thofe, who had a more 
elevated genius. His fermons 

iowei 
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flowed from his heart, he hardly 
meditated them before hand, and 
never wrote them down. His only 
view was to fpeak like a good fa- 
ther, to comfort, to relieve, and* 
indru^ his fiock. He was of a 
difpofition remarkably meel^ and 
modeft; humane and charitable, 
and ever defirous to (hew his be- 
nevolence, and to do a6ls of kind- 
nefs to all men. He was particu- 
larly tender to the French Proteftant 
mihiHers : and in all refpe£is fhewed 
his candour and humanify.. A 
proof of which is the follbwing 
letter to one of his friends, on ac- 
count of the misfortunes of cardinal 
Noailles, whom he had been 
obliged to oppofe;— '* Moft peo- 
ple, fays he, may be apt to imagine, 
that I iccretly and wickedly rejoice 
at what happens ; but I fhould 
think myfelf a devil, if I were ca- 
pable of fuch an abominable joy, 
and if I did not really grieve for 
what h {q detrimental to the 
church. I mufl even tell you iin- 
ccrely, what others befide yourfelf 
will hardly believe. — that I am 
heartily forry for cardinal Noailles' 
misfortunes* I eafily imagine all 
the vexations he fuffers : I feeH 
them for him ; I do not call to 
mind what is pall, but in order to 
remember the favour he has ho- 
noured me with, for fo many years. 
All the reft, God be praifed, is 
worn out of my heart. Nothing is 
changed in it. I only confider the 
hand of God, who was pleafed to 
humble me out of his infinite mer- 
cy. God himfelf is a witnefs of 
the fenfe of duty and zeal, with 
which he fills me for this cardinal. 
The piety, which I have obferved 
in him, makes me hope, he will 
vanquifh himfelf, in order to re* 
fiorc the tranquillity of the church, 
and to pleafe all the enemies of re- 
ligion. His example would im- 
mediately reclaim the moft obftinate 
and paflionate men; which would 
be an ttncommon glory to him in 

J 



all ages. I pray for him daily at 
the altar, with the fame zeal, I 
had twenty years ago.'*— One pri- 
vate letter, written to a friend, un- 
referved and free, difcovers often 
the true pidure of a man's mind, 
more than many adions. We have 
therefore inferted this, which we * 
think, gives us fo good a profped 
of our archbifhop's mind. v 

He continued till the vear 171*, 
in the happy exertion of his facul- 
ties for the good of mankind, with- 
out ^ny material interruption ; and, 
dedicated to the divine good plea- 
fure, with great refiguation and 
chearfulnefs, put off the robes of 
mortality, in the month of Janu- 
ary, of that year, to enter on a 
ftate, where there is neither envv, 
perfecution, nor exile —His works 
abundantly demonftrate his exten- 
five learning, great genius, exqui- 
'fite tafte, and unfeigned love of 
virtue and piety. ' The Adventures 
of Telemachus, which he compofed 
for the benefit of the young prin- 
ces, under his care, is too well 
known, and efteemed, . to need 
either mention or encomium here. 
The excellent fentiments, and en- 
larged notions, (fome fo contrary" 
t» the French mode of thinking,) 
which are every where confpicuous 
in this excellent work, were the 
chief occafion, as fome have fug- 
gefted, of the difgraceof thearcli- 
biihop; juftice however is done 
the archbiftiop, by that univcrijl 
applaufe which is now given to this 
work, and that univerfal fatisfac- 
tion which the perufal of it affords. 

Ha compofed in his youth, 
though it was not publilhed till 
after his death, in the year 17.8, 
(for he was extremely fhy of pub- 
lifhing, and his pieces were gene- 
rally Itolen from him) " Dialog uv.*.* 
upon eloquence in general, iind 
particularly that which is intended 
for the pulpit :" which have b'jcn 
always held in much eftimaiion, 
and will always be read with iin . 

P a ^ul^ 
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^ular profit by thofe, who are de- 
iirous to fpeak with propriety and 
energy. 

His Fables and Dialogues of the 
Dead, written alfo for the inftruc- 
tion of his royal pupils, have ap- 
peared fince his death, and have 
met with high approbation ; they 
breathe the pure ipirit of virtue, of 
tin affected good ienfe, of Juft cri- 
ticifm, of fine tafte. They are 
as much fuperior to Fontenelle's,as 
reafon is to falfc wit, or truth to 
nfTedUtion. The greateft fault of 
them is, that fome of them are too 
ilior» • 

There is alfo a work entitled the 
Charaders of Charity, which is 
afcribed to him. It is a pra£tical 
comment upon the i jth chapter of 
St. Paul's firft epiftle to the Corin- 
thians ; has appeared in an Englifh 
tranllation, ano contains many im- 
portant obfervalions, which will 
well repay the ferious readers moll 
attentive perufal. All his fpiritual 
works were collefled and printed 
in 2 vols, folio, and in 4to, by a 
bookfeller of Rotterdam. Amcngft 
^hefewe.muft not omit one work, 
which he publiflied himfelf in the 
year 1713, called, ** A Demon- 



ftration of the Being of God, 
grounded on the knowledge of na- 
ture, and fuited to the meancft ca- 
pacity.*' It is one of the beft 
books upon that fubjeft, in the 
French tongue. And for the ad- 
vantage of thofe who do not under- 
ftand that language, may be read in 
Englifli : one or the mod elegant 
of our countrymen, fpeaking of 
this wotk and its author, obferves, 
'\ that this great author, in his 
writings, has manifefted an heart 
full of virtuous fentiments, great 
benevolence to mankind, as w^ell 
as a fincere and fervent piety to his 
Creator. His talents and parts are 
a very great good to the world, and 
it is a pleafing thing to beho'd the 
polite arts fubfervient to religion, 
and recommending it from its na- 
tural beauty." And again, " A 
man of his talents viewed all things 
in fi light different from that in 
which ordinary men fee them ; and 
the devout dirpofition of his foul, 
turned all thefe talents to the im- 
provement of the pleafures of a 
good life. His devotions has a fub- 
limity in it befitting his charadcr, 
and the emotions of his hear: flow 
from wifdom and knowledge.**

TH £ firft celebrated leader of 
Gnotiics w:.s Saturninus, a 
" Syrian by bir>'n, and a aifciple of 
Men^nd-r, who faid, th;;t the 
word was lubjeft to (even angels, 
onc' of whom lud'b^ea-thc-<?od of 
lUael. - - 



Bafilides of Alexandria co^unted 
365 heavens, every one of which 
had a particular angel, and over 
the whole there ;vas a caicf ; a di- 
vinity to whom he gave the name 
of Abraxas, a name to which they 
attributed more than a hundred 
extraordinary but chimerical vir- 
tues. With Regard' to Chrift, he 
faid that it was not his own body 
that was faftened to the crofs, but 
that of Simon the C)renian,wKich' 
bore the" exu6l reierriblance of 
Chriil's body.' In" general, Bafi- 
fides alFe(i:i3d much obfcurity in 
iiis doctrine, 

Carpocrates 
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Carpocrates advanced, that our 
Saviour wa^ born of his mother 
according to the common l^ws of 
nature, and he changed Chrifti- 
.^nity into a fchool of licentiouf- 
nefs, opening a door to every vice. 

Bardefanes was at firft a cele- 
brated philofopher among the 
ChriHians of Syria; but after- 
wards giving way to the reveries 
of the Gnoftics, he became the 
founder of a fed that furvived many 
years. 

But of all thefe Herefiarchs, Va- 
lentine, originally an Egyptian, 
was the moft celebrated for his 
knowledge and underftanding. St. 
Jrenaeus and St. Epiphanius have 
left Hs large expolitions of his 
fyflem, but in. fb confufed a man- 
ner, that it is extremely difficult to 
form any inteltigibilc notions of it, 

-Among the moft ancient Herefi- 
archs of this century, we may place 
Cerdcn the Syrian. He dwelt at 
Rome, and being feparated from 
the catholic com ni union, either with 
his own confent, or from being 
excluded by others, became the au- 
thor of a new herefy, which differs 
only from the notions of the Gnof- 
tics ; in that he has eliabliflied two 
principles, the one good, the other 
evil ; adding, that it was the evil 
one' which created the world, and 
gave to the Jews the Old Tella- 
ment. Afterwards Cerdon joined 
himlelf to Marcion, of the city of 
Sinope, who, having been banilhed 
his own country, came to Rome, 
wher^ the communion of the ortho- 
dox refufed him ad million. Mar- 
cion, as weil as Cerdon fuppofed 
two principles, which gave to his 
followers the name of Duallilh ; but 
we muft ufe great attention per- 
fedlly to under flan d the Duallifm 
of Marcion. He . adopted like- 
wife (if we give credit to the au- 
thors of that time) feveral other re- 
veries' of Cerdon and the Gnoflics, 
to which he added many of his 
own, ge reje<^ed all the Old Te^- 
ia^ent, as the work of ftja evil 



principle, or at lead of a principle 
that was not perfectly good. As to 
the New, he admitted but fom«e of 
the books, and greatly altered the 
whole.. He faid, that Chrift had 
only a fhadowy body. He ordered 
his followers to ufe water inftead if 
wine at the Eucharift. He pre- 
fcribed to them a very mortified 
life, to abllain from nleat, from 
wine, and from marriage. Not- 
withftanding thefe aufleritics, this 
fed greatly increafed, and lafled ^ 
very long time,

WESTMINSTER. ABB EY^

IN the center of this chapel is a 
mofl elegant monument of black 
and white marble, on which are- 
two images in a cumbent pofture, 
reprefcnting an ancient noolemam 
in his robes, with his lady, Thigr 
monument was erefted to the me- . 
mory of Lyonel Cranfield, earl of 
Middlefex, by his reli<ft lady Ann. 
The infcription on the monument 
is in Latin, of which the following 
is a tranflat.on : ** Sacred to tho 
memory of Lyonel lord Granfield^ 
earl of Middlefex, who by tha^ 
difcerning prince king James I. be-r 
ing called to court, was, for his 
excellent parts, bountifully re, 
warded tjotii v/ith honours and for* 
tune ; being made maftcr of there, 
quelh, and of the wardrobe, pre- 
lident of the court of wards and 
privy counfellor. Thenewandilluf- . 
trio us, as well as difficult province 
of lord treafurer of England, he 
filled; which fervices, (how inde»- 
fatigably he underwent) his title« 
of knight, baron Cranfield, and 
laflly earl of Middlefex, with va* 
ribus other honours, abundantly 
tellify. From hence envy fwelling, 
its utmoft efforts were exerted to 
raife florms againft him. Whilft 
he boldly ftanding on his goard» 
encourage^ 
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encouraged by the confcioufnefs of 
his innocence^ was ihamefully tof- 
fed aboat; but happily efcaping 
ihipwrecky in a compof^d winter 
cf life, caft anchor and finiihed his 
courfe in a retired leifure. Here 
lying concealed, being wearied out 
^rA, and wafted afterwards, this 
pilot was roufed up to undertake a 
Jafer voyage, and made the port 
of Heaven. He died the 6th of 
Vlugnft, i^4S> aged about feventy, 
and was twice married ; by his firil 
wife he had three daughters, Eli- 
zabeth late countefs or Malgrave ; 
Martha, countefs of Monmouth ; 
and Mary, who died unmarried. 
By the fecond, who furvived him, 
he had three fons and two daughters, 

iames, heir to the honour of earl 
iliddlefex ; Lyoflel and Edward ; 
Frances, lady Buckhurll ; and Su- 
fannah, who died an infajit." 

On the north fide of this chapel, 
and adjoining to the area, is an 
ancient tomb of free-done, railed 
with iron, having formerly a ca- 
nopy of wood, which was demo- 
Hfhed at the coronation of king 
George 1. On this tomb lies the 
effigy of archbiihop Langham, who 
was firft a monk, afterwards a 
pripr, then an abbot of Weflmiq- 
fter, and lafUy archbifhop of Can- 
terbury. Round the tomb is a 
l.atin epitiaph, fetting forth, '* That 
he was n^onk, prior, and abbot of 
this abbey ; afterwards elected bi- 
ftop of London ; but b ly being 
then alfo vacant, he made choice 
pf that fee ; that he was primate 
and chancellor of England : prieil 
cardinal, afterwards bifhop cardi- 
nal of Prenefte; and nuncio from 
the pope ; and that he died on the 
feaft ot St. Mary Magdalene, in the 
year 1376, on whofe foul God have 
inercy, and grant him the ioys of 
heaven for the merits of Chrift," 
Jies was made cardinal by pope Ur- 
ban V, with the tide of St. Sextus, 
.Ibut was deprived of his arch- 
bifhoprick by king Edward the 
Third, fcv being promoted without 



hisconfent., In 1369 he was made 
bifhop-cardinal of Prenefte, by 
pope Gregory XT. and had the 
profits afllgned him of the arch- 
deaconries of Taunton and Wells 5 
founded a houfe of Garth ufians at 
Avignon in Provence, at which, 
place he was firfl interred, and af- 
terwards removed to this chapel. 
He died of a palfy, with which he 
was feized at dinner, on the 2 id 
of July 1376. Near this tomb is 
another, about eighteen inchea 
from the ground, on which is en- 
graved on a brafs plate the figure of 
an old man in a doctor's habit, de- 
figned for doftor William Bill, dean 
of Weftminfter, mafter of Eton 
college, head of Trinity in Cam- 
bridge, and chief almoner to queen 
Elizabeth, as appears by his in- 
fcription. On a brafs plate are 
fome Latin verfes, fetting forth, 
** that he was a good and learned 
man, and a friend to ^hofe that 
were fo; that he was ju(l and cha- 
ritable ; and that the poor, as well 
as the three colleges over which he 
prefided, fuftained an irreparable 
loft hy his death." He died the 
5th of July, in the year 1561. 

On the eafl fide of ihis chape], 
where once flood the altar of St. 
Benedi(St, is a beautiful monument 
compofed of various kinds of mar- 
ble, ereded to the memory of lady 
Frances, countefs of Hertford, 
who is here reprefented in her 
robes in a cumbent poiture, with 
her head reft in g on an embroidered 
culhion, and her feet on a lion '3 
back. The iculpture of this mo- 
nument is exceeding curious ; it 
feems to represent a ftately temple, 
where the enfigns and devices of 
th« noble families of SomerCet and 
EiHngham appear to be the chief 
ornan\ents. The Latin infcriptionc 
fets forth, "that fhe was wife to 
the noble earl of Hertford, fon to 
the renowned prince Edward, duke 
of Somerfet, earl of Hertford, vif« 
count Beauchamp, and baron Sey- 
moor: that fhe was 4^i%hter to 

the 
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the noble lord William, baron 
Howard y of EfHnghaxn, knight of 
the garter, high admiral to queen 
Mary, and lord chamberlain and 
privy feal to queen Elizabeth, &c. 
That for her many graces both of 
mind and body, ihe was hiehly 
favoured by her gracious fovereign, 
and dearly loved by her noble lord ; 
who, in teflimony of his inviolable 
affeftion, confecrated to her me- 
mory this monument. She died 
the 1 4th of May 1598, in the forty* 
fourth year of her age/' 

^gainft the wall, on the foath 
fide of this diapel, is a monument 
to the memory of Dr. Gabriel 
Goodman, who is reprefented in 
his proper habit, and kneeling. 
The Latin infcription informs us, 
•* That he was the fifth dean of 
this church, over which he prefided 
for forty years with much applaufej 
that he founded an hofpital, and 
inHitutcd a fchool, at Ruthin in 
Denbig'hfhire, where he was born ; 
that he wa? a man of a regular and 
devout life ; and that he died in 
1601, aged 73.'* This gentleman 
was the firft who raifed the learned 
Cambden from obfcurity, by mak- 
ing him fecond mafter of Weftmin. 
iter- fchool, and defraying the ex- 
pences of feveral of his journies 
3J1 fearch of antiquities. On the 
fame fide, and under the adjoining 
arch, is a. neat table monument of 
white marble, to the memorjr'of 
George Sprat, fecond fon of Dr. 
Thomas Sprat, bi(hop of Rochef- 
tcr, and dean of Weftminfter, by 
his wife Helena, defcended from the 
ancient and honourable family of the 
WolHeys in Stafford fhirc. He died 
1608, being an infant only one 
year old. 

In this chapel lies interred Ca- 
tharine, daughter of Dr. Dolbcn, 
bifhop of Rocheller, dean of Weft- 
Jninfter, and afterwards archbifliop 
of York ; as does alfo a countefs of 
KUdare in Ireland ; and Drf John 
SpotsHOod, lqi:d axchbifhop of St. 



Andrew's, primate and lordchao« 
cellor of Scotland, who departed 
this life in the year 1 640. Between 
this chapel and the next, againft 
the wall,, is a monument of Moi 
faic work, the fides in plain pan- 
nels, but the top' of the table 
wrought in figures, faid to be done 
with the fame kind of ftones a3 the 
floor before the altar, and eredleil 
for the children of Henry 1. and 
Ed ward I . Over this tomb i^^ fom&. 
thing which feems to have been m 
piece of church perfpeftive, but 
now almoU defaced. This cer* 
tainly was once a rich and coftly 
mon undent; for in the records of 
the Tower, there is the king's 
order for erefting fuch a one in thijl 
place, and for allowing mafter Si« 
mon de Wells five marks and a 
half, to defray his expences iii 
bringing from the city a handfome 
brafs image to fet upon his daugh* 
ter Catharine's tomb ; and for 
paying to Simon de Glouceiler, 
the king's goldfmith, for a filver 
image for the like purpofe^ ^thc 
fum of feventy marks. 

Having thus defcribed the va^ 
Tioui monuments and t«mbs con- 
tained in the refpeftive chapels ^ 
we Ihall, before we take leave of 
the inclofed parts of the abbey^ 
point out a lew particulars worthy 
of notice in the Area, which fur- 
rounds the chapel of St. Edward 
the Confeflor.

YORK. 

A i^URVEY AND OESCRIPTllT* 
ACCOUNT OP THB CITY ANI» 

CATHEDRAL. 

With a beautiful perfpe^ve vic^ 
of the Cathedral, elegantly en- 
graved, 

^H^©RK, having been the ea* 

\ pital of the Brigantes, is by 

Ptolomy caUed Bri^anu'um^, but ge- 

*kerally. 
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rally, by the Roman writers, Ebo- 
racum. The errtperor Severus re- 
fided a confiderable time in this 
.city; and dying there, his afhes 
were carried from thence in a gol- 
den urn to Rome. Con flan tins 
Chlorus alfo died at York ; arid 
lerehis fonjConilantine the Great, 
was, upon his father's deceafe, de- 
clared emperor by the Roman fol- 
4iery. 

' This pity is furrounded by a 
^rong wall, kept in good repa'r. 
In which are four gates, and five 
jpofterris. It is a county of itfelf, 
extending over all the Wapentake, 
called Ainfty, and is governed by 
a mayor, who is lliled lord, as in 
Xondon, a recorder, twelve alder- 
jnen' in commilTion of the peace, 
two flieriiFs, twenty-four prime 
common-couhdl men, ejght cham- 
berlains, feventy common-council 
men, a town-clerk, fword bearer, 
iand common -ferjeant; and the 
mayor and aldermen have conferva- 
tion of the rivers Oufe, Humber, 
Wherfe, Derwent, Air, and Dun, 
within certain limits of each. It 
ias giv^n title to the fecond prince 
of the blood royal, and the two 
citizens they return to parliament 
liave the privilege of taking thei^- 
places in the houfe of commons 
next the citizens of London, upon 
what is called the privy-councellors 
bench ; a privilege, which if neg- 
leftcd to be claimed, ought to be 
made known, as it appertains to 
the f citizens of London and York 
cnly, and is by thofe of London 
exerdfed the firH day of the meet- 
Sngof e'^tty new parliament. 

The fituation of York is in a 
plaiu oil both fides the river Oufe. 
It was formerly very populous, 
and had a great trade ; but has de< 
clined fince the reformation, and 
the difufe of the court of prefident 
of the north. In the time of 
Henry V, there were forty-one pa- 
rifhee, feventecn chapels^ fixieen 
hofpitals, and nine abbeys^ bcfidcs 



the cathedral ; but now there are 
only feventeen churches in ufe. 

The public edifices which mod 
deferve*. mention, are fir^, the 
bridge over the Oufe, It confifts 
of five arches : the diameter of the 
middle arch is eighty-one* feet, and 
its height fifty-one feet. 

The great council-chamber for 
this city near which the records are 
kept, as alfo the exchequer and 
courts of fherilFs, and, beneath 
them, the two city prifon ers for 
debtors and felons, are all upon 
this -bridge. 

The caftle, which ftands at th« 
confluence of the Oufe, and the 
FofTe, which was built by Williain 
the Conqueror, anno 1069: Its 
ftrength has been often experienced 
in times of war, and is faaious 
in hiftory, upon account of feveral 
memorable events.' We hope for 
the future there will never be oc- 
cafioB to make any other ufe of it, 
than to the fame necefTary purpofe 
to which it is now conyerted, 
namely, a prifon ; but a prifon the 
mod (lately and complete of any in 
the whole kingdom, if not in Eu- 
rope. The prefent edifice was 
ere£led in the year 1701. Tn the 
left wing of the building is a hand- 
fome chapel, neatly adorned with 
fuitable furniture ; and an allow- 
ance of forty pounds a year is fet- 
tled upon a minifter for performing 
divine fervice, and preaching to 
the prifoners weekly ; and fuch 
of the debtors as attend at fermons, 
are allowed each a large loaf of 
fine bread. The jnftices of the peace 
take great care, that the goal ihall 
be kept as neat within -fide as it is 
noble without. The felons are al- 
lowed ftraw, and their beds are 
now raifed from the ground : and 
there is an infirmary apart from the 
common prifon, to which the fick 
arc conveyed, and a furgeon has^ 
an appointed falary to attend them^ 
The aflembly room is for the en- 
tertainment of the Bobility and 

jjenrry* 
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gentry, who refide at Yoj-fc during 
the races. It was defigned by the 
earl of Burlington. That part 
which 18 the Egyptian-hall, taten 
from a draught of Palladio, is in 
length one hundred and twenty- 
three feet, forty broad, and rather 
more in height. This hall com- 
municate^ with the common ball- 
room, in length fixty-fix fe^t, in 
height and breadth twenty-two 
feet, befides other rooms for cards 
and tea ; all richly decorated and 
illuminated with magnificent luf- 
tres. The front to the Hreet is an 
exceeding fine piece of architec- 
ture; but the Egyptian hall, if 
you except the banquetingrhoufe at 
Whitehall, may undoubtedly claim 
the preference of any.other room in 
the kingdom, if not in Europe. 
The expence was defrayed by fub- 
fcriptions, chiefly amon^ the no- 
hility and gentry of the county, 
who contributed, fome fifty pounds, 
and none lefs than twenty- five 
pounds. 

In the year 1728, a very hand- 
fome manfion-houfe waseredled for 
the lord-mayor : the bafemcnt is a 
ruftic arcade, which fupports an 
Ionic order, with a pediment in it. 
There is a large room the length of 
the front, forty-nine feet by twenty- 
nine ; fo that this city has had the 
honour to begin a precedent, for 
the city of London to copy after. 
It is probable, that the metropoli- 
tan church of York owes its origin 
to Edwin king of the Northumbri- 
ans, who upon his ccnverfion to 
Chriftianity, in the year 627, con- 
ilituted Paulinus an archbiihop, 
and built here a fmall wooden 
church, which fome time afterwai ds 
lie began to rebuild with ftone. 
The firft ftone building was finilhed 
by king Ofwald and archbifliop 
Wilfrid ; but that building being 
burnt down in 741, was afterwards 
rebuilt ; was again burnt down in 
1069, and rebuilt by I'homas, the 
^rft archbifliop, who conftituted the 
Several dignities and prebends^ and

made it a regular chapter. In the 
year 1187, this cathedral was a 
third time deftroycd by fire, to- 
gether with St. Mary's monaftery. 
The monaftery foon recovered its 
former fplendor, but the cathedral 
lay neglefted till the reign of Ed- 
ward the Firft when it was begun to 
be rebuilt by John Roman, the 
treafurer of the church, and finiflied 
in the beautiful manner it now ap- 
pears, by the contributions, of 
the Percys the Vavafors, and other 
neighbouring gentry, and of fe- 
veral of the archbifhops, particu- 
larly Thorelby, a cardinal, who, 
in the year 1361, laid the firft ftone 
of the new choir, to which, at 
fixteen payments, he gave fo ma- 
ny hundred pounds, befides leflTer 
fums, towards carrying on that 
work. This magnificent ftrudlure has 
two remarkable beauties not to be 
found in any other gothic edifice ; 
which are, that the height and. 
breadth of the nef and fide ifles of 
the church, ' and of all the arches 
and windows, come very near, if 
not agree with the dimenfions laid 
down by the eftabliftied rules of 
Roman architedure ; that the fpan 
of the roof, from eaft to weft, rife> 
vtry nearly equal to the modern 
proportion ; the exceffive height of 
the roofs being the chief blemifties 
in moft cathedrals, as may be feen 
at Lincoln, Salift)ury, Weftminfter, 
and particularly Winchefter. The 
plan of the whole church is uni- 
form as well as the fuperftru£lure, 
efpecially from ea4 to weft: th^ 
windows are of a fize and diftance 
proper to the magnitude of the 
ftrufture, and are admirable for 
their workmanfliip ; neither is it 
crouded and encumbered on the 
outfide by its buttrefles, but every 
part is enriched with oraaments, 
which receive an additional beauty 
from the colour of the ftone as it 
retains almoft its original white* 
nefs. 

The church of All-Saints in the 
Pavement in York, Is a beautiful 
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old church, with a gothic fteeple of 
Cxquifite workmanihip. Upon the 
tower is a ftne lantern (with pin- 
nacles of a confiderable height) not 
much unlike that of BoAon in Lin- 
coln Ihire. 

St. Margaret's has one of the 
xnoft extraordinary porches ever 
feen. It is a moft fumptuous and 
elaborate piece of gothic archi- 
tefture, with ' our Saviour on the 
crofs on the top of it ; but what 
f :ems ftill mohe furprifing is, that 
they iay it did not originally be- 
long to the church, but was brought 
hither from the diflblved hofpital 
of St. Nicholas, 

St. Mary's in Caftle-gate, is ad- 
mired for a pyramidical fteeple, as 
Chrift's church is for a y/txy fine 
modern one. 

In the month of Auguft 17^8» a 
fubfcription was fet on foot for an 
infirmary in this city, like thofe 
begun at London, Winchefter, &c. 
And this excellent charity has found 
much encouragement and fupport 
here. 

The othej^ moft remarkable build- 
ings, are, the Guildhall, well 
worthy of " obfervation ; it is 
larger and in other refpeds fupe- 
rior to that of London. Near it is 
the ftatue of king Edgar, who re- 
built the city ; and 5t. Anthony's 
Hall, which is a large handfcmc 
cdiFce ; and in ic are rooms large 
enough to hold moft of th^ inferior 
tradefmen of the city. 

The market-houfe is in the ftreet 
called the Pavement; a curious 
piece of architecture, fupported by 
twelve pillars of the Tufcan order ; 
^nd there is another for Thurfday's 
market, not unlike the e;cchange 
at Chefter. 

The city of York ftandp upon 
more ground, perhaps than any in 
England, except London and 
Norwich \ but then the buildings 



are not fo clofe as at Briftol or 
Durham ; nor is it fo populons as 
either Briltol or Norwich. But as 
York is full of gentry, and persons 
of difiin^flion, fo they have houfes 
proportioned to their quality, 
whi.h makes the city He fo far 
extended on both fides the river. 

In York Would, after many 
•rainy feafons, water frequently 
guihes out of the earth, and rifes 
to a confider ible height. Thefe 
jets the inhabitants of the country 
call vipfes or gypfies, and believe 
them to be the forerunner of a 
famine, or fome other public ca- 
lamity. To account for this phce- 
nomena, it is fuppofed, that the 
rain water being received, and col- 
ledled in large bafons, or caverns, 
in the hills, in this mountainous 
trad^ finds a vent belowj towards 
the bottom of the hills ; but that 
this vent not being large enough for 
the water to iffue as faft as it ga- 
thers above, it is forced up in jets 
or fpouts, upon the principle of 
artificial fountains ; and after 
fprings and fummers, fo wet as to 
produce thefe fpouts, a fcarcity of 
corn has frequently happened 
throughout the kingdom ; fo that 
the notion of thefe fpouts being 
prognoftics. of a famine, is better 
founded than many others of tho 
fa DC kind. 

The city of York fends two 
mf^mbers to parliament; has two 
weekly markets held Thurfday and 
Saturday, and feveral annual fairs, 
viz, Whitfun Monday, July the 
Tenth, Auguft the Twelfth, and 
every firft Thurfday in the year. 
Befides thefe there are two flje^s 
for hprfes ; the fummer fhew is on 
Monday in the York race week; 
and the winter ftiew on Monday, 
the firft whgle week before Chrift» 
mas.

SACRED TRUTHS : 

DEMONSTRATED FROM A SURVEY 
OF THE HEAVENLY BODIES.

LE T us proceed a ftep farther, 
and conlider, what an incom- 
parable provifion is made for the 
world's good, by the particular 
motions that are given to the earth 
and heavens, namely, their diurnal 
and periodical motions. 

As to the diurnal motion, there 
is great probability that our earth, 
and all the heavenly bodies, have a 
rotation round their feveral axis ; 
not all performed indeed in the 
fame fpace, or length of time, but 
fome in longer, fome in ihorter 
times 5 €ach time making what we 
call a day in thofe feveral globes, 
equivalent, although not equal, to' 
the circumvolution of our earth in 
24 hours. 

This diurnal rotation is vifible 
in many of the heavenly globes, 
and highly probable in our own. 
In the fun it it very manifeft from 
the equable motion of its fpots, 
which fometimes appear on its difk, 
and have been obferved former y 
by Galilxo, and our countrymen 
Mr. Gafcoigne, Mr. Boyle, Dr. 
Hook, Dr. Halley, Mr. Flamfteed,* 
and others. Thefe fpots have ma- 
nifeftly a motion, and the fame 
motion too, as that of a globe 
moving round upon its poles : for 
we may perceive them to be per- 
petually fhifting their places from 
the eaftern to the weftern limb of 
the fun ; and in thus doing, their 
daily ftag^s and motion exaSly cor- 
refpond to the motion of a globe ; 



that is, thofe ftages are fhorter, 
and the motion of the fpots feem- 
ingly flower towards the fun'i 
limb, but near the center of the 
dlflc, larger and fwifter ; and all ia 
exadl proportion. 

As they manifeftly demonftrate 
the fun to be a moving globe, turn- 
ing round once in fomewhat above 
25 days, fo they manifeft them- 
felves to be fomething adhering 
unto, or nigh the fun's ^lobous 
body, by means of the different 
appearance they have in the dif- 
ferent parts and pofitions of the 
fun : as in the middle of the difk, 
if they are round, towards* the 
limb they become more and more 
oval or long, juft as fuch alike fpot 
on a common globe would appear 
when it is turned fo as to be viewed 
by us fideways, or going out of 
fight. And laftly another thing 
obfervable in and from thefe fpots 
is, that they defcribe various paths 
or lines over the fun, fometimes 
flrait, fometimes , curved towards 
one pole of the fun, fometimes 
towards the other, exadlly coire* 
fponding to the different pofitions 
oF the earth in refped of the fun 
throughout all parts of the year. 

Thus in that vaft mafs, the fun, 
we have manifeftly a diurnal mo- 
tion, or circumvolution, round its 
axis; a motion conftant and regu- 
l.r, and doubtlefs of as great ufe 
to fome office or other, in fome 
part or other of the univerfe, as 
the motions of the earth, are to 
the inhabitants thereof: and a mo- 
tion therefore this is, dcmonftrat- 
ing the concurrence of the AU 
mighty.

OP THE 

TOUCAN. 

THE Toucan is a native of the 
Brafilsy by fome called the 
Brafiliaa Magpye, and by modern 
aftronomers, who have ere£led its 
figure into a conilellation^ it is 
called the American Goofe ; though 
there is nothing in it which can 
juftify either appellation. It is 
particularly diftinguifhed for the 
enormous bigncfs of the beak, 
v/hich is very nearly equal in length 
to the body of the bird, and little 
inferior in thicknefs. The bird is 
but light, and not Ilrongly put to- 
gether; nor would it be able to 
carry this monflrous beak, were it 
of any conflderable thicknefs: but 
it is hollow, like that of the Raven 
of the Bail Indies, and, though of 
great ufe to the creature, is of 
very littl^ inconvenience as a bur- 
den. 

The bird is not larger than one 
of our fmallefl pigeons ; its back is 
black; but with a tinge of ^grey : 
its head and its rump are red, very 
bright and beautiful. The belly 
alfp is of the fame glowing red co- 
lour, and the brealt is of a gold- 
yellow ; but^ notwithftanding, with 
a tinge of the fame red thrown 
over It. The beak is yellow ; the 
upper part deeper, and the under 
paler ; and it is all the way notched 
on both tides, in the manner of the 
fdge of a faw. The bird is ef- 
teemed a great curiofity, even 
where it is a native ; and in the 
provinces of South America it is 
often brrd up tame in their hqufes. 
In its wiidltateit feeds on fruits, and 
particularly on pepper, which is 
the general fo^^ of it and all its 
kind: for though thus fingular in 



its beak, it is not fmgle in it, bat 
is only one of three or four. The 
vkfc of the beak is for Gripping ofF 
the pepper, and fruits of a like 
fort from the ftalk ; and this ail of 
the kind do with a furprizing 
quicknefs. 

When we contemplate the bird 
creation, the prodigious variety ii» 
their bills, wings, and claws, can- 
not fail to drike us ; nor can we 
imagine, that all thefe different 
forms are no more than the mere 
play of nature, when we fee how 
exquifitely defigned and accommo- 
dated is every part of the creatipn. 
A nearer and more accurate furvcy 
will tend abundantly to convince 
us, that all thefe various parts in 
different creatures are calculated 
for the accommodations of their 
wants. They are a fet of imple- 
ments proportioned, by the all- 
wife and original Defigner, to the 
nature of their labours and man- 
ner of life. And he who want« 
to be fatisfied of this, will do well 
only to confider a few inflances, 
which will give him an additional 
proof of God's care of his crea- 
tion, and of his confummate wif- 
dom, which planned and which 
perfedled this amazing fcheme of 
things. More (Iriking inf^ances 
cannot be produced — than this be- 
fore us — from which let the Spe- 
culift turn to the little hard-beak*d 
Sparrow, and other fmalL birds^ 
w'hich live upon feeds, — to th^ 
Woodcock, the Snipe, the Curlew, 
which extraft their aliment from 
the earth — the Wood-pecker, whofe 
horny bill is employed in picking 
infers from the hard wood — to the 
Heron, the Stork, the Swan, the 
Goofe— -knd he will be affured, that 
thefe too, however minute, pro- 
claim, a wifo and good Creator*

TRUE DEVOTION, 

THE NATURE AND EFFECTS OF 

TSEVOTION is the lively ex- 
XJ ercife of*^ thofe affefticms, 
which* we owe to the Supr^ine Be- 
ing. It coftiprehends feveral emo- 
tions of t;he heart, which all ter- 
minate on the fame great object. 
The chief of them are, veneration, 
gratitude, deiire, and refignation. 
It implies, firft, profound venei*a- 
tion of God.- By veneration, I 
underftaiMJ an aiFeftion com- 
pounded <)f awe and love ; the 
afFedion which, of all others, it 
beft becomes creatures to bear to- 
wards their infinitely perfect Cre- 
ator, Awe is Che fir it fentiment 
that rifes in thc^foul, at the view 
of his greatnefs. But, in the heart 
of adevout man, it i^ afolemn and 
elevating,, not 'a dcjefting emo- 
tion ; . fpt he glows, rather than 
trembles, in the Divine prefence. 
It is not the fupcrJlitious dread of 
unknown power, but the homage 
yielded by thfc heart to him who' is, 
at once, the greateft and the beft^f 
Beings.' The gfoodnefs which we 
adore in him, is hot like that which 
is common amoivg men. It is the 
goodnefs of a perfect Governor, 
ading upon- a regular: exrenfive 
plan; a Aeady principle of bene- 
volence, conduced by wifdom ; 
which, fobje^ tono variarblenefs or 
fliadow of turning, free from all 
partiality and caprice, incapable 
of being either foothed by flattery, 
or ruffled by refentment, refembles, 
in its calm and equal luftre, the 
eternal Serenity "of the higheft hea- 
vens. *' Thy mercy, O Lord ! 
is in the heavens, and thy faithful- 
nefs reach^th unto the clouds.. Thy 
nghteoafhefs U like th« great 



moantains, and thy judgments ar^ 
a great depth." 

Such are the conceptions of the 
great God, which fill with venek^a-^ 
tion the heart of a devout miah. 
His veneration is not confined t^ 
adls of -immediate worship. ^ k 1^ 
the habitua,! temper of hh foul« 
Not only when engaged in pfzytr 
or praife, but in the. fileiicfe of tc- 
tirement, and even amidft theocw 
cupations of the world, the Divine 
Being dwells upon his thoughts. 
No place, and no objeft, appear to 
him. void of God. On the worka 
of nature, he views the impreilion 
of his hand ; and. in the anions of 
men, he traces the operation of his 
Providence. Whatever he beholds 
on earth, that is beautiful or fair^ 
that is great or good, he refers to 
God, as to the fupreme origin of 
all the excellence which is Mattered 
throughout his works,' Fromthofe 
eifedb, he rifes to the £rik canfe* 
From thofe ftreams, he afcends ta 
the fountain whence they flow. 
By thofe ^ays, he is led to that 
eternal fource of light in whick 
they^ center; 

Devotion implies fincere devotion 
to God, for ail his benefits. Thl% 
is a warmer emotion than fimple 
veneration. Veneration looks > up 
to the Deity, as he is ih himfelf; 
gratitude regards what, hte-is^to^ 
wards- us. >^'hen a dcvduf man 
furveys thifidTaft luniver^s'^ where 
beauty ^aiixiifqgDodtiefs j»aBB'. every 
where profoihlnant ; whore :.he : f e.i 
flefts on thofe numberiefe miiltis^ 
tudes . of creaJtures, Who^ in > their 
different itaJtions, enjoy the" blef, 
fings of exiftence ', and when ^t the 
fame time he looks up to an Univ 
verfal Father, who hath thus filled 
creation with life and liappinefs^ 
he adores that difinterciled.gciod:;i' 
ncfs, which- prompted the Almghxj 
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to raife up fo many orders of in- 
telligent beinge, not that he might 
receive, but that; he might give and 
impart; that he might commu- 
nicate to the fpiritsWhic^ he form- 
ed, fome emanations* of his felicity. 

Thcj goodnefs of this Supreme 
benefa^or he gratefiilJV coatem- 
plates, as difplayed in his owtt ftate. 
He reviews the 'events of his life ; 
and, in. every comfort which ha& 
fweetened it, he difcerns the Divine 
hand. Does he remember with 
aiFedion the parents under whofe 
care he grew up, and. the compa- 
nions with w^om he pa^ed his 
youthful life ? Is he now i^appy, in 
his family rifmg arbund him, in 
the fpoufe who. loves him, or in 
the children who give hioi comfort 
and joy ? Into every tejider jfemem- 
brance of the paft, and ever/pjeaf- 
ing enjoyment of the pirefcat, de- 
votion enters ; for in all thofe be- 
loved objefts it recognises God. 
The communication of Ijove from 
heart to heart, is an cffufion 
of his goodnefs. From his infpi-i 
ration, defcends all the friendihip 
which ever glowed on earth ; and 
therefore, to him it judly returns 
in gratitude, and terminates on 
him. 

But this life, with all its intereds^ 
is but a fmall part of human ex- 
igence. A devout man looks for- 
ivard to immortality, and difcovers 
ftill higher fubjefts of gratitude. 
He views himfelf as a guilty crea- 
ture, whom Divine benignity has 
received into grace ; whofe for- 
feited hopes it has reHbred ; and 
to whom it h^s opened: ;;the mod 

floriousr profpeAs of future felicity. 
uch generofity, ihewn to the fallen 
and miferable, is yet more affect- 
ing to the heart, than favours con - 
ferred on the innocent He con- 
templates with ailonifhment, the 
labours of the Son of God, in ac- 
COHipliOiing redemption for men ; 
' and nis foul overflows with thank- 
fttlneiii to him* who iDved us, and 



waihed us from our fins in his own 
blood.

ON PSALM X, 

I 

NEITHER the author, nor 
the particular occafion pf 
this Ffalm, is certainly known ; 
but, it is, as bifliop Patrick ob- 
ferves, a moft lively defcription of 
wicked men, when they have 

power. 
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power, and are in authority; which 
they abufe to the oppreffion of the 
meaner and weaker fort : and make 
«o confcience by what arts they 
bring their defigns about. Againfl 
thefe men the Pfalmift humbly be- 
feeches the divine vengeance, and 
tefts aflcired, that they ftiail be 
fapprefled. 

Ver. I. Why ftandeft thou fo far 
off, O Lord ; and hideft thy face in 
the needful time of trouble ? 

2. The ungodly, for his own 
Juft,' doth perfecute the poor ; 
therefore let them be taken in their 
fizvn net, attd in the crafty wilinefs 
that they have imagined, or con- 
frived, 

3. For the ungodly hath made 
l)oaft of his own heart's defire, and 
fpeaketh good of the covetous, 
'Whom God abhcrreth. 

4. The .ungodly is fo proud that 
he careth not for God ; neither is 
God in all his thoughts, or, all his 
thoughts <Ir^, there is no God, 

5. Are 'we tg nvonder theny if his 
ways are always grievous ? For thy 
j«dgments are far above out of his 
fight, and therefore defieth he all 
his enemies. 

6. For he hath faid in his heart, 
Tnfli, I fhall never be caft down ; 
there fhall Ao harm happea unto 
me. 

7. His mouth is full of curfing, 
deceit, and fraud ; under his 
tongue is' imgodlinefs and va- 
nity, 

8. He fitteth tttrking in the 
thlevlfli corners of the ftreet ; and 
privily in his lurking dens doth he 
murder the innocent, his eyt^ are 
fet againit the poor, 

9. For he lieth waiting fecretly, 
even as a lipn lurketh be in his den 
that he may ravilh or ravage the 
poor. 

10. He doth ravifh ravage the 
poor, when he getteth him into 
his net. 

11. He falleth down and hum- 
j^leth himfeif, that the congrega- 



tions of the poor may fall into the 
hands of his captains. 

12. He hath faid in his heart, 
Tulh, God hath forgotten, he 
hideth away his face and will nevcp 
fee it. 

13. Arife, O Lord God, and 
lift up thiae hand in their defence, 
and forget not the poor. 

I A. Wherefore (hould the wicked 
blafpheme God, while he doth fay 
in his heart, Tufh, thou God, 
carell not for it ? fd) 

15. But furely thou haft feen it, 
for thou beholdeft ungodlinefs and 
wrong. 

16. J nd furely thpu ivilt punijh it, 
for that thou mighteft take the mat- 
' ter into thy hand, the poor com- 

mitteth himfeif unto thee, for thou 
arc the helper of the friendlefs. 

17. Break thou the power of the 
ungodly and malicious ; take away 
his ungodlinefs, and thou ihalt find 
none, or until thou Jhalt find none.

18. I mm perfuad^d thou 9tv///, for 
the Lord is King for ever and ever; 
and the heathen are perifticd out of 
the land. 

19^ Lord thou haft heard the de» 
fire of the poor, thou prepared 
their heart tp pray, and thine ear 
hearkeneth thereto. 

20. To help the fetherkfs and 
poor unto their right, tjiat the 
earth be no more exalted againll 
him. 

{i) Ver. 14. Thou Gody careji not for it.] 
We may coUeft from hence, that theie 
were two forts of infidels at the time this 
pfalm was written ; one of which made God 
a fort of Epicurean Oeity, and fuppofed 
him not to concern himfeif with the moral 
government of the world, mentioned here ; 
the other altogether denied his being, raeu- 
tioncd ycr. 4. 

[e) Ver. 17. Untl thcu Jbak find none.] 
i. e. Deftroy him utterly, or fo fcbdue him 
as tp put it out of his power to do hurt. 
Thus the latter part ofthe verfe agrees very 
well with the forij^r^ Break thou tbel>ovfer, 
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R E M A A K S 
Oi* Matt, xi- 5, 6, &c; 

JOHN the Baptift haviiig finifted 
the buiiriefs of His own miffion, 
in order to inftradt his difciples 
that they were^ now to fdek £tom 
the Lamb of God himfelf, the ac- 
fcbmplilhment of that teftxmony, 
which he had boi-ne of him ; he 
fent two of them td our Lord, to 
enquire whether he claimed the 
charafter of the pi^omifed MeiEah 
b'r not, and what proof he could 
^ive of his title to it ; in anf^ver 
to which, our Lordfaid unto them, 
'* Go and fhew^ Tohn again thofe 
things which you do hear and fee : 
tke blind receive their fight, and 
the lame Walk; th« lepers are 
tleahfed, and the deaf, hear; the 
ijead afe raifed upi and the poor 
have the gofpel preached uilto 
them." This anfwer is a clear re- 
ference td a fignal prophecy of 
Ifaiahj concerning the Meffiah; 
and therefore it is manifefti that he 
i-feferred the eaquifies for the con- 
Vidion at once to the evidence of 
prophecies and miracles. The fin- 
ger of God is manifell in the whole 
cccarreiice. It could not be by 
chance, that John ferit his dif.i- 
jles to ptopofe this important quefl 
tion to our Lord, at the very time 
Whe»i he was enabled to give the 
fullell fatisfaftion to it^ and to con*, 
firmj in fo remarklble a manner, 
the teftimony of the BaptilK It 
tould hot be by chance that the en- 
quiry after his divine charader was 
made, at that critical peHod, when 
he was difplaying the' ftrorigeft 
inal-ks Of it ; in that fame hour, 
when ht was engaged in " curing 
many of their infirmities and 
plagueSi and of ^vil fpirits, arid in 
giving fight to many that were borii 
blind." 

We fee then deafly the pfopHety 
of this enquiry, without deducing 
it from any fuppofed, doubts, or 
difcontent in the mind of the B- p-

tift himfelf, or even any incredulitjr 
in his dilciples. John Jiad fre- 
quently declared oUr Lord to be thci 
Meiiiah, which was, iiideed, th6 
grand purpofe of his own miflion* 
But without hi^ doubting, or his 
difciples difbeliering this teiUmony^ 
they muftall alike have been fenfi- 
ble, that this tefiimony coiild have 
no fdrce, till it (hould be confirmed 
by the event; and till our Lord 
fhould prove himfelf to be what 
John had afl'erted him to be. Thd 
prophets had defcribcd the Mefliah y 
John had pointed out biir Saviou^ 
to the world, as theperfon by themi 
defcribed. His teftinidny, there- 
fore, Iriaft have teen overthrown^ 
had it not afterwards appeared that 
" all things that John fpake ot 
this man were true." Herice^ it 
was natural, nay, it was rtecefl!ary> 
that he (hould fetid his difciples to^ 
our Lord, that they might fee the 
prophetical defcriptions of the Mef- 
fiah, and the teilimony of theii^ 
mafter, verified. in him. Arid whert. 
now the bufinefs of his o\Vn miffioa 
was accomplifhed, when his doc- 
trine arid his teftimoriy of oui*^ 
Lord's divine charadler, had mad^ 
their due impreffion upori the peo- 
ple ; when the rcfport of thd 
** mighty works of Chrifl, had 
reached him ih prifon," and he per- 
ceived that our Saviour began to 
difplay that divine power which 
the prophets had afcrifeed to th^ 
•Mefiiah, he then faw that this wa« 
the feafpii pointed oiit to him by 
Providence, for fending his difci^ 
pies to. make this enquiry.

But it does 
not feem likely, that the apoftles 
Ihould intrddace a dodlrine, of 
which there are no traces eithjcr in 
the Old or New Teftament ; ftill 
fpfs likely, that our Lord ftiould 
^fs hy fo fingular a doctrine, wit^- 
cut any direct anfwer or refutation. 
There is another opinion, wrth 
which the later, Jews were deepjy 
infefted, and which may have left 
(bme fcruples in the minds of the 
apoilles I mern the opinion which 
the Jews entertained under their 
captivity, and in the calamitous 
times that followed, that all their 
lufferings defcended upon themfrom 
the crimes of their fathers, and 
were wholly unmerited on- their own 
part This opinion it was that 
drew from the peli of Ezekiel that 
fevere remonilrance, and animated 
rindication of the ways of. Provi- 
dence, contained in the i8th chap- 
tf r . of his prophecy. Some re- 
ttains of this opinion, might flill 
have poffefFed the minds of the 
apofllcs, full as they* were at that 



I time of all Jewifh i)rejudices. They 
r fancied they faw in the man born 
blind, a ca(e that could hot be ac*- 
counted, bat by fqppoling him to> 
fufFcr fora parent's guilt, •* Matter,, 
who did ftn, this maa or his pa- 
r.'nts-, that he was born' blimdr'" 
Thcrqueftion*,. rfiey thought, admit- 
ted but of one reply, *' The crime 
m u ft precede the puiwfhment. The 
punishment, in this cafe, com- 
mences before there could be any 
perfonal guilt in the fufFerer, It 
mull therefore defcehd from the 
parents' fins/* ButourLord (hewed 
I hem that the cafe admitted of a 
i very different folution, •' Jefus an- 
fwered, neither hath this man fin- 
ned, nor his parents : but that the 
works of God fhould be made ma* 
, nifeft in him." ** Suffering is not, 
, in this cafe, the effeft of fin ; this 
• is a peculiar cafe ;^ an exception 
' from the ordinary couife of God's 
, Providence. This private calamity 
is permitted for a public good; 
to give me an opportunity of dif- 
^ playing to the world that divine 
power by which I adL"

ORIGENy in his fourth book 
againll Celfus, fpeaking of 
the Jews, and mentior^ireg their be- 
ing caft out of Jeruialem, the 
place to which their wordiip was 
annexed, deprived of their temple 
ajid facriiice, their religious rites 
and folemnities, and fcaitcred over 
the face of the earth, ventures to 
aiTure them with a face of confi- 
dence, that they would never be 
»e-eftabli(hed, fince they had com- 
»iued that horrid crime againft the 
i 



Saviour of the woitld. This was s 
bold affertion in the good man, who 
knew how this people had been Q> 
wonderfully re-eftabliflied in former 
timesy when they werealmoft fwal- 
lowed up, and in the moft def- 
perate flate of defolation, as im 
their deliverance out of theBaby- 
. lonifti capiivity, and the oppref- 
fions of Antiochus Epiphanes. Nay,, 
he knew that within lefs than an 
hrundred years before hia own time, 
the Jews had made fuch a powerful 
effort for their rc-eflablilhment 
under Karchocaby in the reign of 
Adrian, as fhook the whole Romatt 
empire. But he founded his opi- 
nion on a fure word of prophecy,, 
add on the puniihment they had fo 
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j«ftly incurred : and we find by a 
Jong experience of 1500 years, that 
Jie v/as not mitUken, nay, that his 
opinion gathers Itrength daily; 
£nce the Jews are now at a greater 
diftancc from any probability of 
fjich a re-eilablifnmeDt, than they 
were when Origen wrote. 

Another means enjoyed by the 
learned Pagans of the three fir ft 
centuries, for fatisfying them in 
the truth of our Saviour's hiftory, 
was the lives and manners of tholii^ 
lioly men, who believed in Clu-ift dur- 
ing the firft ages of Chriftiai'ity. 
We (hould be thought to advance a 
paradox, to affirm that there were , 
more ChriiUans in the world dur- • 
iag thofc times of perfecation, 
than there are at prefent m thefe 
whicli we call the fioarilhing times 
of Chrilnanity. But this will be 
found an indifputable truth, if we 
form our calculatioRs upon the opi- 
nions which prevailed in thofe 
days, that every one who lives in 
the habitual pradice of any volun- 
tary iin, adually cuts him feif off 
from th« benefit and profeffion of 
Chriftianiiy, and whatever he may 
call himfelf, is in reality no 
Chriftian, nor ought to be efieemed 
as fuch. In the primitive times, 
the Chriftian religion (liewed its 
full force and efficacy on the minds 
of men, and by many examples dc- 
monftrated what great and generous 
fouls it Was capable of producing.^ 
It exalted and refined its profelytes 
to a very high degree of perfedion, 
and fee them fat above the plea- 
fures, and even the pains, of this life. 
It ftrengthened the infirmity, and 
broke the fiercenefs of human na- 
ture. It-lifted up the minds of the 
ignorant to the knowledge ana 
worihip of him that made them, 
and infpired the vicious with a ra- 
tional devotion, a ftridt purity of 
heart, and an unbounded love to 
their fellow-creatures. In propor- 
tion as it fpread through the world, 
it feemed to change mankind into 
aaother fpecies of ^beings* iSo 



fooner was a convert initiated into 
it, but by an eafy figure ne became 
a new man, and both aded and 
looked upon himfelf as one rege- 
nerated and born a fecond time into 
another ftate of exiftence. We 
need not be more particular in the 
accounts of primitive Chrillianity^ 
which has been exhibited ib well by 
others, and Ihall only obierve, that 
the Pagan converts, of whom we 
are now fpeaking, mention this 
great reformation of tho»e who had 
been the greatelt Tinners, with that 
fudden and furprizing change whick 
it made in the Jives of the molt pro- 
fligate, as having fomething in it 
fupernatural, miraculous, and more 
tian human. Origen reprcfents 
this power in the Chriftian religion, 
as no lei's wonderful than that of 
curing the lame and blin ', or 
cleanling the leper Many others 
reprefent it in the fame light, and 
locked upon it as an argument that 
there was a certain civinity in that 
religion, which Ihevved itfeJf in 
fuch ftrange and glorious en^^cls. 
This therefore was a great mtans 
not only of recommending Chrif- 
tianity to hoiieU and learned hea- 
. thens, but of cohfirming them ia 
the belief of our Saviour's hi:^ory, 
when tiiey faw multitudes of vir- 
tuous men daily forming themfelves 
upon his example, ;.nimat«d by his 
precepts, and actuated by that fpi- 
rit which he had promifed to fend 
among his difciplcs.

IF we proceei tt> enquire into 
the reafons-our Saviour had for 
delivering .nmfelf fo e.ir* .•';' in 
the preceding words, we ih^iH find 
them all comprifed ift thu, viz* his 
^ ji a^'edioa-

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affedionate dclire for th'e falvation 
'and happinefs qf his creatures. 
Regardleh of fatisfying the uefire 
pf a curioui enquire^, whether few 
ihould be f^vcd, he wifhep to en? 
gage his attention to a thing of 
inorc immediate conccfn ; wjiich 
was to ufe his utmoli endeavours to 
be one of that number. As if he 
liad (aid, be rot* over anxious to 
pry into the fe ret decrees of in- 
finite wifdom, but reft affured that 
if you are truly deGrous of a 
glorious immortality, and ufe the 
ineans afforded you by God for that 
purpofe; it is ii|fficient for you to' 
Know that this, and this only, hr- 
fpeaks you pne of thofe happy few 
whom God has promifed eternally 
to blefs. To improve th^s exhof-/ 
tation, let us confider it as ex- 
prcfsly alluding to the teftivals of 
the Jews ; xyh0| when they invited 
their friends, fidmitted them to 
their rf fpcftive company or apatt- 
jjnent, by entering |by a remarkable 
narrow pr ftrait gate j and the gueils 
being once entered, admittance for 
any others was ppfitively^ refufed. 
Chrift makes ufe ojf this 'here as a • 
metaphor, to fet fon\\ the difficulty 
every pne mpft^xped, that wiflies 
to be a candidate for heaven and 
eternal happinefs. Be not content 
bi^rely to ieelj;, or fondly to \yiih for 
a'refidence with me, in my Faiher's 
kingdom, |)ut |lrive earneftly to ob- 
tain it. The entrance, though ac- 
ceflible, tp all that feek it inYjnce- 
rity and truth, is neverthelefs 
fought in vain by the greater part 
pf mankind; becaufe they deem 
accefs to it fp eafy tP be obtained j 
and upon this prefunie, either by 
indifference, or late ^epcntanc^, 
to ingratiate themfelves into the 
divine favpur, and Co delude them- 
Jelve$ with the falfe hope of a fu- 
iture and hej^venly reward. But 
how very different from this is your 
experiencei whp Jiave but lately, 
perhaps, entered upon the Chriftian 
)varfare, pr have Yet themfelves 
earnelily to feck after God, ^nd the 
j$" of another wcrld. ' Often 



and many times can they bear tcfti- 
mony tp tihe truth of their Saviour's 
aflVrtioni th|it llrait is the gate, and 
narrow Is the road that leads to life 
eternal, They find it "not lo ezfy 
a thing, as is generally reprefented, 
to be a true difciple of ChriO, Of 
to be worthy of the name of Chrif- 
tian. Many difficulties there arc 
attendant upon this holy name by 
which they are called, whicd the 
carelefs unchritTian part of thp 
world fire utter ftrangers to. Nay, 
no fooner are they inlifted undfi* 
Chrift's banner, and promifed, 
through divine affiftance, tp adherp 
lleufaUly to his fervice, than they 
begin to recefve fpme afTault from 
one or other of their fpiritc^i 
enemies. Very different is the ap- 
pearand ? of things now from what 
It was be:fore. 

Ferharjs for no other reafcn than, 
becaufe you have cfpoufed the 
Chriflian caufe, a tribe of enemies 
will arife frojn your neareft rela- 
tions, and your fo^s wiii become 
thoft of yo»r own houfe 1 Thofe 
who have hitherto profcffed the 
greateft friend (hip, will now begin 
tp mention yoi;r very name with 
contempt. Klteem will gradually 
decay^ and like the bleiTed S .viou^i 
of the world, your very perfon be- 
come pdious. But dp the enemies, 
of Chrift and his followers ftop here, 
or is this all that renders an en- 
trance into the New Jrrufalem flrait 
and difficult? No, behold tliem adij 
to this fcornful behaviour fome in- 
trigue or other to obRrudl the 
Chriftian in his road to glory. Set 
on and employed by the enemy of 
all righteoufnefs, they arc conti- 
nually forming fome ftratagem on 
other again ft the new-born Chrif- 
tian, and leave no mpans uneffayed 
that may tend to reduce him again 
into the gall of biiternefs, or en- 
tangle him in the bonds of ini- ^ 
quity. 

And^ what adds to increafe tho 

troubles of Chrift's faithful fej- 

vantsmcre ^h»n ftl^ is t^at coniiiA 

' ' * wit^ 
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ivith their earthly members, men- 
tioned by the a; oftle, the " flefh 
ftriviDg againft the (pirit, and the 
(pirit againft the flefh." This is 
Ithat ilrait gate, by which ^U that 
wiih to enter muft have more jthan 
human ftrength and afi-ftance. Here 
dangers prelent themfelves on every 
fide, and however vigilant or cir- 
cumipeft the Chrillian may be, he 
will £nd it difficult, if poffible, to 
cfcape them. Nay, to prove vic- 
torious over any cne enemy gf our 
falvation, eithei: the world, t)ic 
fieih, or the devil, is a work of too 
arducns an unde;rtaking for human 
ftrcngih alcne to cfFed : and 
wh'reinfoever any one has happily 
fuccceded in this atte^mpt, he 
ought to fay ** not ^nto n e, O 
I Lord, not unto me. but unto thy 
name give the praife." for cer- 
^ilnly we mult .acknowledge it was 
I God's crrace that was fulhcient fcr 
OS herein, and that we endured the 
trial of our faith, by being com- 
j fcrted with the r^ys of his fpiri- 
tual prpfence, and fuppcrted by 
[ his almighty hand. It is true, to 
a ftrive and ^.vatch againlt i;n is a part 
I man is expefted to perfc^m, but 
viifcry mull be afcribed' to God. 
Create we were by the hand of 
heaven, and breathed into life by 
the fpirit of, the living God; but 
pur falvation will only be effefted 
by the help of the fame Spirit co- 
operating with our own endeavours^ 
The Spirit of GoJ at firft 
quickened, or animated the life- 
lefs clay, but man being thus 
formed, has it in his own power to 
choofe whether this heavenly ia-^ 
habitant (hall continue wath him 
or not. To this purpCrfe, are all 
the promifes and! exhbrtatipns of 
fcripture, to (hew that man is not 
a meer inftrument purely to be 
?Aed upon^ but a creature fufcep- 
tible of different paflions,^ and that 
niay be influenced by hopes and 
fears ; coherent with this is the ad- 
monition before us,, to awaken our 
^tcentipn tp the grest buficefs of 



our falvadon, becaufe many, who 
now efteem it a matter of little 
moment, will hereafter be con- 
vinced of their error at the irrepar- 
able lofs.of their immortal fouls^ 
Thp voice of God to man, as con- 
veyed irj his f^cre4 word, is uni« 
forjnljr this: ** work out youf ow« 
falvation," and then die Lord will 
(hew himfelf gracious unto yoo bj 
*' working in you to will an4 to 
do of his own good pleafure,'* 
Hence then every reafonable unpre- 
judiced perfon may difcern, ho«r 
vain it is for any to/expe£l a refi. 
dence with God, and the blefled 
abov", and yet never do any thing 
in offier to obtain it. How evcrf - 
perfcn difcovers his imbecillity, or 
rather n.ajiifeAs his prefum^tion, 
that confides in a bare belief of 
Clir'urs perfect atonement and (acri- 
£ce icr fin,for pardon and acceptance 
witiif God. Th,is, though the no- 
bleil inftance of divine goodneft 
^/er manifcfted to the world, and 
without which we had been moit 
n»i{erablp, requires pradice on our 
part to anfvver the purpofe for 
which it uas intended; viz- the 
falvation of all the fons.and daugh- 
ters of Adam. Forbid it that 
God's goodnefs, or Chrill's love to 
us, in this glorious work of man'j 
r'edempticn, Ihould afford matter 
either for the Antinomian prefump- 
tioul!y and arrogantly to abufe, or 
the Socliiian blaiiphemouily to oon- 
^e^ln. 

Rather whilft thefe fplit upon the 
de'ffudire rocks of finful.fecurit/ 
and infidelity, let' us adore tho. 
riches of God's grace to us in the 
perfon of his Son, and walk as thofe 
that are Redeemed by his blood. 
Let OS, with the heavenly tribe, be 
ai^onifned at this ineffable con- 
trivance of divine wifdom ; whereby 
man has an opportunity of becom* 
ing at) heir of immortality, and a 
joint heir with Chrill. Let us evi- 
dence our faith in this gloving Sa- 
viour^ by a Heady adherence to his 
facred preceptSi And 4 CQtifid^ prac- 
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tice of what he enjoins : knowing 
sffaredly that we are then thfi true 
iTervants of Chrift, and a right only 
to that name, as long as we conti- 
nue to dp whatfoever he hath com- 
manded ii8« Let not any content 
dvemfelvcs thtn with the name of 
Chriftianity, and at the fame time 
Ibe utter ftrangers to the power of 
it. Neither let a«y rifque their 
^Ivatioa upon this fuppofition, 
that a fmall portion of time is fuf- 
ficient to prepare ourfelves for 
another world, and that if we feck 
^ laft for admittance into^ the 
Isingdom of heaven, God is fo 
inercifu!, we (hall not be denied. 
•This is a dclufivc hope, FOid of any 
iirra foundation. Devote the pr«- 
fent moment then, O unthinking 
iinn-er, to immortal concerns, and 
rcfufe no longer the means God 
vfes for thy converfion ; left, if 
thou neglea the prefcnt feafon of 
grace, thou make one of thofe 
many tkat will hereafter " feek to 
«ntcr in at the ftrait gate, butihall 
not be able." Refled upon thy 
dying hour, as though it was at 
Jiand, and think how incapable thou 
mayeft then be to fecure the hap- 

finefs of thy departing fouU and 
ow ioiprobable it is that Gtd will 
be in treated by thee. How inex- 
preffibly afflidHng will be thy grief 
to have omitted every thing that 
would recommend tht^e unto God, 
or give thee an intereft in his Son, 
and at laft to fay in bitternefs of 
ibul, liord. Lord, open unto me, 
and have no other mfwer jhan this, 
depart from me- thou irreclaimable 
iinner, thou worker of iniquity. 

What a heart-piercing forrow 
will it then be to every fuch an oqe 
to think, of having fo neglefted 
the means of grace, and done de- 
fpite to the Spirit of Gcd, >hat nei- 
ther the one nor the cticr is any 
Jlonger left for his recovery. 

How can the lamentation of a 
p«rfon thus deferted by his God be 
dcfcribed / What co nprmftioil of 
mind? what fclf-condemnation, 



muft he experience, when he fhall 
fee the gates of heaven open to his 
view, but iTot for his reception ! 
Hence then let fuch as are ftriving 
to get the maftcry over fome 
particular evils, they find them- 
feives moft addided to by nature, 
be carneftly perfuaded not to grow 
j remifs in their Chriftian con Aid, or 
' tobe at eafein Zion, becauib they 
find it di^cult to conquer them ; 
but keep preifing forwards tow^ards 
the mark of the prize of their high 
calling of God in Chrift Jefus. And 
for their encouragement herein, 
God lias promifed to perfed his 
ftrength in their weaknefs, and to 
enable them, by his power, to per- 
form all things. Let fuch likcwife 
as have never yet began in carneft 
to feek after God and divine things, 
now Ihcw themfelves zealous in his 
caufe; becaufc by this means only 
they, can both obtain that peace 
which pafleth all underftanding, as 
well as be poireffed of a fure and 
certain hope of enjoying that reft, 
which remaineth for the fervantt 
of God.

ently clear in both the doShrine and 
the dutyg a nd that is as far, I appre- 
liend, as we are at prefent con- 

• When we confide r God in Unity he is 
o*»akhs and panaitios, the original of all, 
limfeif without original. 

f When we confidcr God in PirJonoVHy, 
*c may fafcly allow, that the Son of God 
>as eternally begotten by the cternwl in- 
Comprchen6bte power and will of the Fa- 
ther; and 'that the holy Spirit was likewifc 
fternally derived from the Father, by or 
through the Son, accord' ng to the cisrnal 
ihcomfrehcoiibitt will of the Father. 



cerned x^^Forfecret things belong unt0

, ixjhich are re<vealed belong unto us and 

to our children for e<ver, Deut. 29, 29. 

The dodrine is no more than thi» 
plain affirmation-^That in the di- 
vine, nature there is unity and di{^ 
tindlion: The Father, the JFord, 
and the Holy' Ghoft : Thefe three are 
one. The duty from thence ariling is, 

Firft, That we worlhip God ia 
unity : And fecondly, that we wor- 
ihip him in diftindlion, or apply td 
him as Father^ in office or divine 
isconomy, fupreme confervator and 
governor, bon, in office or divine 
oeconomy, prophet, prieft, and 
king. Holy Spirit, in office or di- 
vine oeconomy. Lord and giver o£ 
life, the affifter and fandifier of the 
mind. 

The humble man wHl ever feefe 
God in the way or method of his 
own appointing : And >the fcrip- 
tures inform us^ that ^e ba*ve ac^ 
ccfs to God, through Chrift, and byt 
the Spirit. Eph. 2, iB. The Spirit 
*(by which) dwells in and affiits the 
•faihfulj and Chrift (througll 
whom) is orur adVocate with the 
Father; who (as fupreme governor) 
is of purer eyes than to behold iniquity. 

N. B. As to the Veal diftinguifli- 
ing effence of Godj we certainly 
can have no idea of it ; nor indeed 
of the effence of any other being or 
fubftance, whether material or fpi- 
ritual; and I think, this equal and 
. perfed unity of the Father, the Sotr 
and the lioly Ghoft, may be 
beft conveyed to the mind and il- 
luftrated by the Unity arifing froni 
their thoughts and purpofes. (Comp. 
John 17, 21, 12, 23. And Aas ^^ 
11.) For as thefe three infinite 
perfpns muft be aftuatcd by the 
fame one infin e mind; con- 
fequemly they may be coniidered 
and worfhiped as one in effence (or 
in that which diftinguifhes and con- 
ilituifes Dciiy, however incompre- 
henfible to us) and yet as three in 
agency.

fume few will deny, feeing it wa« 
firft inftituted by him at the crea- 
tion of man, fandioned by Chrift^ 
whilil in the ftefh, afid confirmed 
as good by moft of the apoftles t 
Yet frona this for many to take oc- 
cafion to fay, that God does pre- , 
ordain who (hall marry, and with 
whom they ihall marry, ancl con« 
fequcntly they will or can mafry nd 
other, is oprofite to fcripture and 
right reafon. For this dbftrine 
(bel'tdes deftroying the free will ot 
man) unavoidably lays us iinder 2 
necellity of conceiving God as pre- 
ordaining the means and tnci of 
the union and marriage of every 
pei'fon ; and thereby -often pre-or- 
daining fin ; for if we but a mo- 
DR^nt turn our^eyei to conjugal 
focieties, and take a trail fient view 
of the many unhappy matches this 
Ifland of Great Britain abound^ 
with, we (hall thefe fee, I am 
afraid, mifery and unhappinefs 
ttrongly ftampt in many families, 
fufficient to convince us, that God 
never ordained their union. In 
this view how many fliall w^ fee 
taking matrimony as a cloak for 
crimes, while others by jarrine; dif- 
content, quarrellings, and broils^ 
too often plainly diftinguifli the firft 
year, from the firft week after mar- 
riage; and, indeed, if we turri 
our eyes from this fcene of woe, to 
one more pleafmg, though not lefs 
finful, and fee the means which 
bring many of thofe 'unhappy 
wretches to the altar; there we 
may obfer\'e a natural thirft after 
riches, honour, or pleafufe, leads 
fome, whilft a blind miftaken paf- 
fion, the will of parents^ Or the 
confeqnences of a preceding crime, 
which by marrying, they intend td 
hide ; force others tb join handi 
with thofe whom God never in- 
tended they Ihould marry,- and, 
perhaps, manjr theftifelves never 
wilhed to have married. Can we 
fuppofe, therefore, that a pur<»^ 
holy^ and happy Being, fhould 
S' fthui 
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thuspre-ordain the fin or mifery of 
his indigent creatures? No,^ a 
Deity, who willeth the happinefs 
of his creatures, caii never fporc 
^hus with their mifery. 

In order, therefore, that God 
may be dear from fuch an irreli- 
gious imputation, and appear to be 
juil and true in all his ways refpeft- 
xng the children of men. Iprefume 
the method hece pFO{>ofed of con- 
fitlering ordination in marriage, 
will appear rational and fcriptural 
to crery impartial: imnd* 

As marriage was firft ordained by 
God, and confeqikntly is agreeable 
to his wUl ; and as on chufing an 
agreeable partner in life, with 
whom to fpend, perhaps, our laft 
iajs, depends much of our earthly' 
Jiappinefs : we cahnot but fuppofe 
that God (whofe delight is in the 
happinefs of his creatures) will, 
and does dired them in an affair of 
fo much moment and confequence, 
by influencin'g the minds of thofe 
vhom it rs his will fhould marry, 
for fuch olijedks with whom they 
will live more happy, fulfil the in- 
tention of their union, and the 
will of Gvd, anfd will be producw 
tive of more good, t^n a union 
with any other* That God did 
formerly direct his poor erring mor- 
talsin this manner, either inwardly 
or outwardly, is evident from 
Genefij xxiv. Numbers xxxvi. 
Deuteronomy vii. 3, 4. Jolhua, 
xxiii. 12, 13. And were every 
one 'now to follow, as fome 
did of old, the fuggeftions only of 
the Spirit of God, or that impulfe 
ef pure and gennine affedion, 
which the greatett part -o^f mankind 
if not all at times feel for particu- 
lar objefts, which God in his wif- 
dom has allotted for them, and 
iees beft for them to marry ; and 
were they to a6t always conform- 
ably to the didlates of fucK Spirit, 
I am perfuaded we fhould fee more 
harmony, peace/ and happinefs 
iub&SL in families. But here is the 
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bane, for many like the {bns of 
Seth, mentioned in Genefis vi« 
and the children of Ifrael mentioned 
in Ezra x. and Nehem. xiii. — take 
them wives of all whom they chufe, 
and run after ibange wives i. being^ 
prompted by fome of the reafoii# 
aforelaid, they rufh into the facred 
noofe of matrimonry, without con- 
fidering, or confulting the will of 
God, or their future welfare, and 
thereby too often facrifice their fix- 
ture peace either to the unnataral 
reaueft of an avaricious parent, ait 
inlatisable third after riches, honour 
or pkafure, a fear of poverty, or 
the frowns of the world,, or to con- 
cupifcent defires, which often ter^ 
mrnate in forrow ; and by thefe» 
with many other like projpenfities,. 
which^hillory is replete with,, thcjr 
invert the will of God, and what 
h« intended as a blefling^ they 
make unto them an occafion of 
fin nine, by refufing the per(bn& 
Providence had allotted for them, 
and willed them to marry, (and to 
whom he would have direAe4 them 
had they attended only to the didatea 
of his Spirit) and marrying others 
contrary to the mind and will of 
God, and thereby bring upoa^ 
themfelves and family trouble and 
forrow, which but for the reafon» 
before mentioned, had been, per-, 
haps, entirely prevented. 

Seeing then that we may aA cofiw 
trary to the will of God in this, a» 
well as in many other circumilances 
of our life, which itaight be at- 
tended with difagteeable confe- 
quences, I would recommend it to 
all who wifh to live happy in a mar- 
ried ftate, (with me) to make ap- 
plication to the beneficent authoc 
of all good for his directions to . 
chufe, and ailiDfance to obtain the 
object whom he in hh infinite wlf- 
dom ihall fee beft for them to* 
marry. And when they feel an 
affeCUon £ot any patticalar perfoUy. 
that they m^y not be deceived by 

tbm 
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the fuggeftians of an evil fpirit, 
Jet them try thefpirits whether they 
be of God or not ; If it be, which 
they may know from the purity of 
it, they would do well to cherifti it 
with all thcirmight; and God will 
direa, guide, and affift them, if 
they continue ftedfaft ia well do- 
ing, in chuiing, and obtaining a 
proper partner with whom they 
may fpend their laft and happy 
days ; but if their affection pro- 
ceeds from an evil fovrce, and they 
dlfcover it to be impure, or has 
any other end in view but the glory 
of God, and their mutual happi- 
«efs, let it be rejeacd with all that 
Ecal with which they flee from mi- 
(cry and woe«

SINCE it is univerfally acknow^ 
ledged, that, diligently and 
with unfeigned fincerity, to feek 
and infure a portion of endlefs and 
uninterrupted felicity in the fru- 
ition of God hereafter, is a point 
of the higheft wifdom ; is it not 
matter of aftoniftiment, to obferve 
many of thofe, who certainly pof- 
fefs. excellent abilities, fhametully 
mifpending the time allotted ijicm 
for this important bufmefs, in 
heart-corroding worldlinefs, ' or 
brutal fenfuality, without ever, 
perhaps, bellowing one ferious 
thought on thai! which ought to be 
their chief, their fole concern ? If 
divine wifdom had not con^e- 
fcended to reveal the caufe of thifi 
infatuation, I am inclined to be- 
lieve, it. would have remained an 
inexplicable myflery, till the'hour, 
when " heaven and earth being on 
fire, (hall be difiblved." " The 
God of this world, faith the apo- 
ftle, hath blinded the minds of 
them that beiieve not." .Dreadful 
coniidcr.ition ! And yet if we do 
not admit it to be (rue^, how cati 

. wo 
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we account for that ftrange mif- 
fondud in thofe, who conftantly 
jTpend the fabbath days in idlenefs 
and diffipation, if npt in intemr 
peranc^ and rioting, while the bu- 
tinefs, the ipiportant bufmefs of 
eternity, is profanely difregarded, 
and the houfes of prayer by them 
fo tally unfrequented ? 

But, if we leave thefe to that 
** fpirit of flumbcr" which hath 
^alcen poffeflion of theni, and turn 
cur eyes to another clafs of our fel- 
Ipw-creatures, and behold p umbers 
pf ufcful members of fppiety, la- 
bouring, ^s iji a prifon-noufe, like 
SampfoB, without their eyes, won- 
der and amazement mull (if we are 
pot divelled of humanity) give way 
40 the tender fenfations of commi-' 
feratipn and pity. Can a benevo- 
lent mind obferve an honerf, a 
faithful, ^nd labprious fervant, 
ch earful ly toiling fix fucceflive 
idays, to fupply his maftcr with- the 
aneat that periiheth, while himfelf, 
jnerely through caprice, pr;de, or 
luxury, is cruefly and tyrannically 
with-held, on the feventh, from 
attending the fervice of his God, 
that he may obtaii) that bread for 
Jiis own foiil, which will endure to 
s iBverlafting life j I fay, can a be- 
nevolent mind obferve this, and 
jiot be fprrowfully concerned pn the 
Recount? O, what will thefe men 
do, how. deplorable will their cafe 
be, when this murderous cruelty to 
the fouls o^ their feryants (hall, 
with unabatmg rigour, be retaliated 
Upon ^hemfe^es, — " when the 
fame ^neafure they meet to others, 
Ihajl be meafured to' them again r" 

I know it is ufually cbjeded, 
^* Servants may do their duty at 
Jiome, and therefore their atten- 
^iance on the publiq fervice if not 
necelTary.'* This objeftion betrays 
the moft pitia|ble ignorance in thofe 
that ufe It. Divine yevelatipn in- 
forms us' 'f tliat God pur Saviouf 
%villeth all men to be faved, and 
|g come to Uie knowledge of the

truth ; plainly enough intimating, 
that falvation in its true nature, 
;iecefl'arily implies, the coming to 
the knowledge of the truth; 
which alfo the light of reafon 
jclearly difcovers. But how a plainj 
unlettered man or woman ftijrfl ever 
know the truth, fo long as they 
are not permitted to attend upon 
thofe, whom God hath commif- 
iioned to declare it to the world, is, 
I thinks a difficulty that ought to 
be confidered. The preaching of 
the gofpel, from the beginning, was 
*' the wifdom and the power of God 
to every one that believed :'* and 
although it is not denied, b^t that 
the Sovereign of the univerfe may, 
whenever he pleafes, make other 
means efficacious for the converfion 
and falvation of a finner ; yet, I 
prefume, the moft general one is, 
that 0/ the " foolifhnefs of preach- 
ing." Faith, or a divine evidence 
and conviftipn pf the tru^, faith 
the apoftle, *' come^ by hearing.** 
But how can they hear, who do not 
attend upon the preacher f Or what 
advantage do they receive from hi^ 
being fent ? Certainly none. 

Hence- then appears the enormous 
wickednef? of this practice : it is 
fuch injurious cruelty as nothing 
can equal ; nothing left than de- 
priving fouls of all the bleffing, be- 
nefit, and advantage, which their 
Creator defigns to confer upon them 
through the preaching of his gof- 
pel ! O how long will fuch perfons 
treafure up unto themfelves wrath 
againft the day of wrath? Why 
will they bring innocent blood upon 
their own heads, by caufmg the 
deftfuftion of their popr b^P^l^er, 
for whom Chrift died ? 

If we view it in a ciyil as well as 
religious light, we (hall find, that 
this evil is no lefs dang^rpus and 
deflru^live to the peace and well- 
being of the community, ^an it i^ 
to the eternal happinefs ^f indivi- 
duals. Let us fupppfe fome of 
thefe untaught and unthinking 

people 
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people 'throwing off the yoke of; 
fervitude, and commencing heads 
of families thcmfelves ; what will 
follow from the change? Why, 
(common. experience makes it too 
notorious to be denied) they that 
before werp awed into deccocyby 
the authority of their matters; 
will now, being delivered from 
this bondlage of fear, let loofe the 
reins of corruption, and abandon 
th^nfelves to the moft unreftrained 
licentioufnefs : their children, their 
tender, helplefs, inoffenfive chil- 
dren (if in their infancy they fall 
not a prey to hunger, filth, and 
nakednefs) are, by degrees, fo ha- 
bituated to iniquity, fo iftftrufted 
in impiety and vice, that they can 
hardly fail of being the difgracc of 
human nature, and the pefts of fo- 
ciety. Their juvenile days wafted 
in ignorance, idlenefs, mifchief, 
growing mature in years, and be- 
ing mature in vice, they come 
forth, a3 one fays, ** the devil's 
thorough-paced fervants,*' refo- 
lutely prepared to perpetrate, as 
they are completely qualified for, 
any and every -fpecies of villainy ; 
till, perhaps, their country, out of 
regard to the public peace and 
fafety, is. obliged to have recourie 
to a ftrokc of juftice, to pot a 
period to their exce/Tes and their 
lives together.

V. Make it a conftant rule to 
pray for all w^ho affront of* injure 
you.— Chrift enjoins us to pray for 
all who defpicefully ufe us. See 
Matt. V. 44. Difrf^^ard all oppro- 
brious names- — Chrifl himfelf (as 
will every one who Itrives againfl: 
the corrupt prejudices and vices of 
mankind) was abufed as a wine- 
bibber, and even a blafphemer^ 
Sic. 

VI. Be accuftomed to a regular, 
daily, but moderate courfe of de- 
vout retirement; and reco^imcnd 
interceflion for others, both in the 
family and in private — as like wife 
frequent attendance at the Sacra- 
ment. 

VIT. Frequent public worfhip 
every day in the week, if your bu- 
ll nefs permit, and if you live in a 
place where it is performed — and 
never profane the Sabbath, as that 
is enjoined to be kept holy, by the 
laws both of God and man. 

VJII, Secret ejaculations too may 
be ufc4 as you ^re walking, or* 
riding, or in whatever company' 
you may happen to be — and, on 
fome particular hour, remember 
(as for inflance, at morning, noon^ 
afternoon, or evening, when your 
town r clock ftrikes, which v/ill be 
a loud and never-failing memoran- * 
dum) to fet yourfelf as in the pre- 
fence of God for a few minutes. 

iX. Ufe frequent meditation, 
than which nothing can be more 
profitable: nor can any thing f© 
much awaken and difpofe us for 
that, and for ^U that is good, as 

ikrojig 
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llroBg faith in Pjt)vjdence, and a 
conftant ckearfttlnefs of fpirit.

AH HISTORICAL ANO CZOGEA- 
yniCAL ACCOUNT OP PLACES 
IIINTIONBD IN THE OLD AND 
HEW TESTAMENT^ IH ALPHA- 
JIETICAL ORDER*

CAPERNAUM, a city cclc 
braled in the goTpels, being 
the place where Jeius ofually re- 
£dea during the time of his mi- 
aiiftiy. This city no where men- 
tioned in the Old Teftament, un- 
der this or any other name like it« 
and therefore it is not improbable 
that it was one of thoie towns 
which the Jews built after their 
return from the Babyloniih capti- 
vity. It ftood on the fea-coaft, 
i» e. on the coaft of the fea of Ga- 
lilee, in the borders of Zebulun 
and Naphtalim, and confequently. 
tpwards the upper part thereof. 
It took its name no doubt from ai^ 
adjacent fpring of great repute foi** 
its clear and limpid waters, -and 
T/hich, according to Jofephns, was 
by the natives cdled Capemam* 

Our Lord moved from Nazareth^ 
apd made this the place of his 
conftant refidence. Upon this ac-' 
icount Capernaum was highly ho- 
noured* and faid by our Lord him- 
felf to be exalted into heaven ; and 
becaufe it made no right ufe of 
bis fignal favour, it drew from him I 
the ievere denunciation, that it 
ihould )^ brou|;ht dpv^i^ to hell| I 



which has certainly been verified : 
for, fo far it is from being the me. 
tropolis of all Galilee, (as it once 
was) that it confifted long fince of 
no more than fix poor fifliermen't 
cottages, and may, perhaps, be 
now totsdly defolate. 

Cap H TOR, the ifland Caph* 
TOR, whence came the Caphto* 
rims, otherwife called the Che- 
ritims or Cherithites, and the 
Philiftines. The generality of in- 
terpreters believe that by Caphtor 
was £gnified Cappadocia ; and by 
the Capht'orims the Cappadocians. 
fittt F. Calmet is of opinion that 
by Caphtor is meant the ifle of 
Crete, and this opinion he fap- 
ports by many learned arguments 
in a particular diflertation prefixed 
to the firft hook of Samuel, which 
well deferves the inquifitive reader's 
attentive perufaL 

Carmel, a city in the tribe of 
Judah, fituated on the mountain 
of the fame naqie, in the fouthern 
part of Palcftine, where Nabal the 
Carmelite,Abigairshufband,dwelt^ 
Jofii.xv. 55. 

Carmel Movnt^ fitnated to 
the fouth of Ftolemais, and the 
north of Dora« upon the Mediter- 
ranean. At the foot of this moun- 
tain, on the north fide ran the brook 
Kiihpn, and a little farther the ri- 
ver Beleus. On the .fide next the 
fea there is a cave fliewn^ where 
fotne fuppofe the prophet Eli- 
jah defired Abab to bring Baal's 
falfe prophets, whefi fire from 
heaven defcended upon the burnt 
facrifice he had prepared there; | 
Kings xviiL

Leghorn, A«gu(l 4. 

WE" have liad one of the fcvercft 
llrokes here that ever vifited this 
part of Italy, whicli has been general 
along the coalt from Weft to Eaft, and has 
done incredible damage. The TelTerdoi, 
a Ruffian man of war, is rendered totally 
Ajnfcrviceable by the damage Ihc received 
in the Mole, and all the Ihips then lying 
there, which amounted to thirty fail of 
aiifercnt nations, have been fuflerers in a 
greater or lefs degree, but none fo materi- 
ally as the ^ uffian, whofe mainmaft has 
been ibivercd from the flag ilaff to the deck, 
atwhidh place fome iron work conduced 
4he lightning to other places of the (hip, 
where it-s efi*e€ts are v«ry vifible, indeed 
.moll awfully fo. The rigging is in many 
jftaccs burnt, as if the velfei had been on 
fire ; the fails on the yards have holes 
burnt through them. The people on board 
report, that they fek the fhock, when the 
elei^ric matter ftruck her, equal to v/hat is 
felt in an heavy fea. Some gallies are fit- 
ting here by order of the Grand Duke for 
cruizing in the Meditewanean -, they will 
probably amount to fix fail, from 26 to 28 
guas. His Neapolitan majefty is littingout 
fome ftiips, as are moft of the powers in 
fnis quarter. All thefe are only detach- 
ments to obferve the motions cf .the two 
great powers, whofe difpntes arc likely to 
ctach this part of Eiirope. 

Teracfwar, July 25. According ^o all 
accounts, thcvcaty of commerce, concluded 
at Conftantinopi^ has not abated the mo- 
tions of ,the Ruflians in Crimea and its en- 
virons. The Turks on their part have not 
fufpended their preparations. Tht arma- 
ments continue at^Conftantinople, where 
tiew ftiips of the Ifne are- putting on the 
ftocks. The different corps of troops faifed 
in all parts of^he empire are alTembling on 
the frontiers ; frelh reinforcements arrive 
to join ^thorfe encamped near Belgrade, 
where they arc conftantly exercifed in firit^ 
anillery and mnfquctry, and w^here, it is 
faid, 14,000 fpahis arc to remain and pafs 
the wintec- 

Naples, Aog./^. On the Ji9th paff, at 
-one In the morning, a vi<rfent ihock of an 
earthquake happened again at Cala.ria, 
which threw the whole' cotintiy into an 
alacm : at fix the fame morning they had 
another more' violent and longer than any 
that had happened before, infomucfa that 
the barrapks now feemed not fafe, and 
every )>Qd|y fled ii^to ihe i^lds. FcMir-vil-^ 



lage^ which had been fpared before, were 
overturned. Cotrona alfo fuffered con* 
fiderably, and the new vbuildings begun at 
i Cozenza are fo (battered, that they muft be 
pulled down. It is =not faid whetber any 
perfons have pcriflicd, but th« commotion 
was felt fo ftrongly at MeHina^ that it may 
again have done damage there. 

Aix-Ja-OhapcUe, Aug. 10. A (hock pf 
an Earthquake was felt he^ at three 
o'clock yefterday morning, which was fo ' 
violent as to wake and alarm moft of the 
inhaibitants of this city: but we liave -not 
yet heard of any damages.

St. Jameses, Atsguft 19. 

THE king has been pfeafed:to appoint 
Aiieyne Fitz-Hcrbcrt, Efq. to be his 
majefty 's envoy extraordinary and minifter 
plenipotentiary to the court of Peterlburgh. 

Oltend, Aug. 1 3. The bafon which Hb 
imperial majefty ordered to be conftrufted 
at this port being' completed, this day was' * 
appointed for its being opened for the re- 
ception of Ihips. The ceremony was per- 
formed in prefencc df their royal high- 
nefies the governor general, accompanied 
by count Belgiofo, and fcveral other per- 
fons of diftin£^ion. 

Conftantinople, July 28. The plague rages 
here with violence, and the mortality is 
couliderable, the infection having fpread in 
every quarter of the town, and the adja- 
cent villages. Pcra and Galata, the refi- 
dence of the Franks, have fuftered greatly; 
and in the new barracks for the gunners, at 
Topana, «from twenty to thirty are buried 
daily. The raw mifty weather, which 
promotes the contagion, has* continued 
thefe four weeks paft without intcrBuption 5 
a very unwfual cirqumftanoe in this climate, 
and at this feafon. i^etters from "Smyrna^ 
of the 17th inft. mention, -that the plague 
has alfo broken out in that city.

By a letter from a gentleman at Copen- 
hagen, dated Auguft 18, we are favoured 
with the following account of an illand 
newly thrown up iij the fea by fubier- 
ran^ous fire, . about thirty nwles diftant 
from the coaft of the diftricl called Guld- 
bringe in Iceland: 

*f ^ apt. Pcierfon, failing for Havnc- 
feord harbour, defcrjed about the middle 
of May laft. a great body of black fmokc, 
through which, at intervals, burfting 
flames made their appearance. As he ap- 
proached, it became mor^ terrible j and 
when arrived within three Englifh miles 
of the place, he difcovercd an ifland ftill 
burning in many places, and throwing into 
the air vaft columns of fire and fn\oak. 
He founded at the diftance of eight mile? 
from the illand, and found W. S. W. from 
Rykences, in Iceland, forty-fpqr fathona 
water, upori a burnt l^pttom, fomeihing 
Imcc pit-coal. At the diftance of about 
four mif^s 'the Tea w^s covered witH pu- 
mice ftone, Vhiph Qoated on its furface. 
The ifland appeaired to be about iijc Englirti 
miles in length, and, it is faid, has fince 
been lakca polf^ilioa of in the naiac of tb^ 
" ". *■ ■ ' ^iPg 
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king of Denmarlc. A later account con 
firms the above circamftances, and adds 
^hat the new ifland is of a rocky appear- 
ance, and that fire was flill iliuing from 
two of Its eminencies ; that the inhabi* 
tatus of tceland had feen a column of 
Mac <■ fmoke rlfing from the fe^, about the 
time th^ eruption is fuppofed to have hap- 
pened; but that no unufual fwell of the 
ocean, nor any fymptomsof an earthquake 
Jiad been felt. • 

** When we combine the time and cir- 
camflan.es of this phenomenon with the 
late eartnqiia^e in alabria, in Germany, 
in Sweden, in Siberia, we readily have 
recourfe to the fame common caufe, 
namely, that fubterraneous lire which has 
lately fpread terror over fo great a part of 
the globe." 

The toUowing dreadful affair was per- 
petrated at Wcihertield, near Hartford, in 
New England, on the 11 eh of Oe9cmber 
lalh 

William Beadle, who had refided in that 
town nearly ten years, married about 14 
years fince an amiable woman, of a reput- 
able family, by wh >in he had one fon and 
three daughters, whofe education he fu- 
perinti'i-dcd with great care and fecming 
/biicitude, and was apparently an atfedlion- 
atc hulbard. 

About fun-rife on the day above-men- 
Xioncd, he fent his' fervani maid (the only 
pcrfon of the family who furvived) with a 
letter to a friend in the neighbourhood, 
jtherein declaring th^t before his friend 
ihould read the letter, he and his family 
Ihould enter into a happier ftate, and de- 
firing him to call two perfons and come to 
his houfe, gently to alarm the neighbours, 
and adyife them to be as c«llcfted in their 
minds and reafon as he then was. Upon 
receipt of this letter the houfe was inftantly 
opened; they found a knife, axe, and 

Siftols ; the latter he had made ufc of upon 
irofelf ; the two former upon his family; 
^hefe inftrqments he h»d f firried with him 
to his bedchamber for fome weeks, under 
pretence of defending himfelf againlt 
thieves. In this horrid manner he deftroyed 
a worthy and beautiful wife, and four 
children, fleeping in their beds, the eldeft 
about twelve yejr» of agij. He then tinilhcd 
the awful fcene by dcftroyiqg hinjfelf. 
gome circumftances rendered it probable 
Fhat he had given an opiate to the fa- 
^ily>before they retired to rqft. 

Speaking of this cataftrophe in one of 
his letters, he fays, *f I mcaij to clofe the 
eyes of fi* perfons through perfcft huma- 
pity and the moft endearing fondnefs and 
fr'cnd/hip j for never mortal father felt 
pioreof thcfe tender ties than myfclf.'*

We are forry to hear the diftemper 
among the horned cattlq ftili appears in 
Some part of KottinghamOiire.

TH E fubjeft of theft memoirs. 
Dr. Shute Barrington, LL.D. 
and the prefcnt bifhop of balifbury, 
is the yo.ungeft fon or the late lord 
vifcount Barrington, who was highly 
diilinguifhed by his talents, abili;ies, 
and writings io the defence and 



explanation of Revealed Religion. 
He loft his father when he*was fix 
months old. At a period of life 
when he was capable of formrng a 
judgment on fo important a quef* 
tion as that of a profeflion, he 
was led, from inclination, to de- 
cide in favour of the church ; his 
three elder brothers having chofea 
the army, the law, and the fea. 

Dr. Barrington received the iirft 
principles of his education at Eton 
fchool, which well -conducted femi- 
nary has produced many learned 
and eminent public charadlers* 
From Eton his lord (hip was re- 
moved to Merton college in Ox- 
ford ; in which fociety he entered 
as a gentleman commoner. A- D. 
1752, and was elefted fellow of 
the fame in 1755- It is well known 
that Dr. Barrington applied the 
whole time of his refidence with 
diligence and an unwearied appli- 

U 2 catiofl 
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cation to his ftudies ; and when 
the univerfity had refolved in 1756, 
that the countcfs dowager of Pom- 
fret ihculd be publicly thanked for 
her magnificent prefent of the re- 
mains of the very celebrated Arun- 
delian coliedion of ancient ftai 
tues ; he was folicited by the vice- ' 
chancellor to undertake to Ihew the 
connexion between works of fci- 
efece and of art. This he did in an 
cration delivered in the theatre, 
which' gained him much applaufe. 

Towards ihe end of that ye'ar he 
took orders; in 1760 he was ap-« 
pointed chaplain to the late king ; 
and in J 761 promoted toacanonry 
of Chrifl church. 

In 1768 a refidentiaryfhip of St. 
Paul's becoming vacant, by the 
death of Dr. Seeker, it was offered 
to him, unapplied for. The air of 
Amcn-corner difagreeing with the 
health (Jt his lady, Mrs. Harrington, 
he exchanged this preferment in 
1776, with Dr. Douglafs, for a 
canonry of Windfor, 

In the fummer of the year 1769, 
his lordfhip was promoted to the 
bifliopric of LandafF. In the courfe 
of the enfuing feliion, he iirft 
took an adlive part in parliament, 
oppofing a bill brought in to cf- 
tabliih a playhoufe in Liverpool. 
This he did on the gronnd of think- 
ing It lefs detrimental to every pro- 
vincial town, to leave players fub- 
je6l to the controul of the magi- 
ihatps of the place, than of the 
Lord Chamberlain. His Lordfhip 
was a warm advocate, and friend, 
in defence of the royal marriage- 
bill ; and replied, in the courfe of' 
the debate, to the able fpeeches of 
the firil lord Lyttleton, and bilhop 
Lowth. 

The unparalleled pitch to which 
the crime of adultery had advanced, 
particularly in noble families, in 
the year 1779, and the grofscollu- 
fion in obtaining afts of parliament 
for divorces, having created the 
moil alarming apprehcnfions in the 



mind of every one, imprefied with 
the leaft degree of ferioufnefs, our 
worthy bifhop thought it his duty 
to attempt giving a check, at lead 
to an evil, which he hoped to di» 
minifli, though he could not ex- 
pedt to cure. With this view he 
brought in a bill, the principles of 
which was to render the fabfeqaent 
marriage of the adulterous parties 
invalid., 

The part he took on this occa- 
fion, and the fpeech he made on 
moving the bill, gave general fatif- 
fadlion. The bill pafled the houfe 
of lords with very little oppofition, 
and no- diviiion. It had not the 
fame good fortune in the other 
houfe. Mr. Fox exerted his ta- 
lents and his influence among the 
young members. The minifters 
gave the bill no fupport, a«id it was 
rejefted by the commons in a very 
thin houfe. In the year 1781 the 
bilhop had a large Ihare on the 
negative fide of the queftion, m 
the general debate which was 
brought on by a motion to recom- 
mit an ipclofure bill ; in which the 
a4vantages and difadvatltages of 
exchanging tythe for land was' fully 
difcuffed. He foon after replied, 
on theWame fubjed, to lord prefi- 
dent Bathurft ; who moved the 
houfe to refolve itfelf.into a com* 
mittee for the purpofe of eftablifh- 
ing certain' refolutions relative to 
the commutation of tythes for land. 
The lord prefideat withdrew bis 
motion ; which had it been carried, 
would, in the bifhop's opinion, 
have materially afFefted the interefts 
of that moft ufeful and refpedtable 
body of men, the parochial clergy. 

In the year 1770, the bifhop pub- 
liflied a new anid improved edition 
of his father's Works in 3 voh 8vo, 

Of his own, there have hitherto 
appeared only two Sermons ; and a 
large contibution to the 4to edition 
of Boyer's critical conjectures and 
obfervat/ons on the New Teflament, 

It to generally beliov^ ^At he 
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owes his tranilation to the See of Sa- 
Jifbury in 1782, folely to his Ma- 
jesty's favourable opinioa. His Lord- 
/Lip's place of refidence is Saliibury 
PaJace^ in Wiltihire, and the annual 



income of his fee, as rated in the 
King's books, one thou fa nd three 
hundred eighty-five pounds, live Ihil*. 
lings and ninepence. 



ANTIENT CHRISTIAN BIOGRAPHY. 



MEMOIRS 

Of the Life of St. POLY- 
CARP,BisH0POF Smyrna, an 
apostolical father, and 

SCHOLAR OF St. JoHN.. 

ST. Polycarp was born towards the 
latter end of Nero's reign ; the 
place of his birth is not certainly 
known ; fome think it was at Smyrna. 
It is aflerted, that he was fold in his 
youth, and porchafed by a noble ma- 
tron named Calliflo, by whom he 
was brought up, and at her death 
made heir to her eftate ; which, 
though very confiderable, he fpent in 
works of charity. Several antient 
authors afHrm, tnat he was a diiciple 
of St. John ; and both Irenaeus, (who 
was his fcholar) and Jerom affure ns, 
that he convcrfed familiarly with the 
Apoftles, and with many who had 
feen our Lord in the flefti. 

He was fird Deacon and Catechift 
of the church of Smyrna, an office 
Which he difcharged with great repu- 
tation ; and was afterwards, as many 
of the ancients affirin, by St. John 
made Bifhop of the fame place ; 
though Irenaeus, and the Alexandrian 
Chronicle, aiTert it to be done by the 
apoftles. 

He is generally believed to be the 
perfon mentioned Rev. ii. 8. under 
the title of the Angel of the Church 
of Smyrna ; and if fo, how well he 
difcharged his duty in thi^t important 
ftation, may be learned frohi the 
declaration of our Lord himfelf, (fee 
Rev. ii. 8, &c.) in which it is ob- 
tgrahle^ that he Hands entirely un- 



reproved, though all but one of the 
neighbouring Bifhops fell under cen- 
fure; a remarkable proof of his fide- 
lity and diligence. 

With regard to his charader in the 
world, it was excellent to a very high 
degree. The Chriftians of his time 
fpeak of him with the greateft re- 
fpeft ; declaring, that he wa^ adorn- 
ed with all kinds of piety, a teacher, 
truly apoftolical and prophetical, 
that every word that went out of his 
mouth either had or would be fulfil- 
led ; and that, of all the martyrs of 
that place, he alone was had in me- 
mory of ill men, being fpoken of 
by the very Gentiles themfelves in 
every place, as having been not only 
an eminent teacher, but alfo a glo- 
rious martyr; and fo very diftinguifh- 
ed was his reputation among the ene- 
mies of Ciirillianity , that they not only 
called him the Dodor of Afia, the fa- 
ther of the Chriftians, and the over- 
thrower of their gods ; but after his 
death exprefs their fesirs, left the 
Chriftians Ihould make him the ob- 
jed of their worftiip, inftead of 
Chrift. 

His care of the church was not con- 
fined to the place immediately com- 
mitted to his infpedipn ; but extend- 
ed itfelf even unto Rome ; whither 
he went, on account of the contro- 
verfy concerning the time of keeping 
Eafter ; and though he did not fo far 
prevail on thofe, who were of a 
different opinion from himfelf, as to 
bring them over to his fentiments, 
yet he was entertained with all pof- 
fible refped and efteeip'. 
WWlttg W*« tbost tftcmplgyed 
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his time in confirming the faithful^ 
and convincing gainfayers, whereby 
he reclaimed many, who had beeh in- 
fcAed with the pernicious herefies of 
Marcian and Valentinus :^ and fo ve- 
ry fervent was his affcdion for the 
truth, that whenever he heard any of 
the mifchievous opinions of his time 
mentioned, he ufed to Hop his ears, 
and cry out, " Good God 1 to what 
times haft ihou referved me, that I 
fhould hear iiich things." And one 
day meeting Marcian, who called to 
him faying, " Polycarp, own us^'* 
he replied, I own thee to be the firft- 
born of Satan." 

A life of fiich peculiar excellence, 
and coniinued to the leuiigth of an 
hundred years, muft needs have af- 
forded us a variety of edif/ing cir- 
cumftanceo, had the memory of them , 
been prel'erved ; but, befides the a- 
bove, thei-e is nothing material that 
can be depended upon, the following 
particulars only excepted, which re- 
late to the clofe of his lite ; and which 
are moil remarkably affeding, as well 
as a coniiderable help towards form- 
ing a juft idea of this truly great and 
venerable man. 

In the reign of Marcus Antoninus 
and Lucius Verus began a fevcre per- 
secution agaiii lithe Chriilians; which 
growing hot at Smyrna, the general 
cry i*ras, " Let Polycarp be ibught 
for: "who was fo far from being di- 
^ llurbed at the news, that he relolved 
to tarry in the city ; but by the im- 
portunity of his friends was prevailed 
on to retire to a village not far dif- 
tant, where he fpent his time in pray^ 
ing for all men, and for all the 
churchcF, according to his ufual cuf- 
tom. I'liree days before he was 
taken, he dreamed that the pillow 
on which he lay was on fire, and 
burned to alhes ; whereupon he told 
thofe about him, that he fhoald be 
burned alive. 

Being very narrowly fought for, 
on the approach of his enemies, here- 
moved to another village, whither 
they alio purlucd hini, and feizing 
on a couple of youths, one of ihcjn 



on being tortured, confefled where 
he was ; on which they came to his 
lodging, from whence he could eafily 
have elcaped, but would not, faying, 
" The wiU of the Lord be done." 
When he heard tliat they \Vcre come, 
he went down to them, ainl ordered 
that fomething fhould be provided for 
their repaid, defirlng them to give 
him one hour to pray without di^ 
fturbance ; which being complied 
with, he Hood praying near twp, to 
the admiration of all that heard him, 
infomuch that many of the foldiers 
began to repent that they were come 
to take fo godly a man. 

The time of his departure being 
come, they fet him on an afs, and 
brought him to the city. Herod, 
the chief officer, with his father Ni* 
cetas, met him in a chariot, and 
having taken him up with them, 
they began to perfuade him to fay 
''Lord .Caifar," and to facrifice; 
with other things, that are ufually 
faid on inch Owcafions. At firft he 
did not anfwcr them ; but they con- 
tinuing to urge him, he faid, " I (hall 
not do what you would have me*" 
On which they threw him out of the 
chariot, with all the inhumanity of 
bru;ilh violence. 

As he was entering the lifts, there 
came a voice to him from Heaven, 
(as was tcftified by feveral prefent) 
•* Polycarp, be ftrong, and quit thy- 
felf like a man/* When he came he- 
fore the Proconful, he alked him, 
whethfrhe was Polycarp ? he anfwer- 
ed, he was. On which the other 
perfuaded him to deny the faith, 
faying, '* Reverence thy age," 
With many ocher things of the like 
nature ; iuch as '* Swear by Csefar's 
fortune, take away the wicked, &c." . 
On which, Polycarp* looking with a 
ftern countenance on the multitude * 
of Gentiles there gathered together, 
(hook his hand, and looking up to 
Heaven, faid, " Take away the 
wicked." The proconful then urged ' 
him to fwear, and to reproach Chiift; 
he anfwered, " Eighty and fix years . 
have I ferved him, and h^ never did. 
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me any evil) how then can I blaf- 
pheme my King and my Saviour." 

The Proconful replied, «• I have 
wild beafls to caft thee td, unlefs thou 
repent.*' Polycarp anfwered , ** Cal 1 
for them then, for wc Chriftians arc 
not difpofed to tnrn from good to 
evil." The other added, •* Seeing 
thou defpifeil the wild beafts^ I will 
caufe ihee to be devoured by fire, if 
thou do not repent." He replied, 
" Thou threatenefl me with a lire which 
burns for an hour, and is then at an 
end ; but art ignorant of that eternal 
^re which is prepared for the wicked. 
But why tarrieft thou ? bring forth 
what thou wilt.** 

Having faid this, and fome othfr 
things, he was filledwith con fidence and 
joy, infomuch that his very countenance 
was fiill of grace ; and the Proconful 
was ftrnck with aftonifhment, . and 
fent the Cryer to proclaim three feve- 
Til times, that Polycarp had con/eiTed 
himfeif a Chriilian. On whiph, the 
multitude of Jews and Gentiles cried 
out, '' This the DoAor of Afia, the 
father of the Chriftians, and the over- 
thfowerof our gods; he that has 
taught fo many not to facrifice, nor 
pay any worlhip to the gods.'' After 
which they defired that a lion might 
be let loofe againft him. But being 
anfwered that it could not be done, 
they unanimoofly defired that he might 
be burned alive ; which being agreed 
to, theyinftantly began to prepare 
the fuel, gathering faggots out of the 
baths and fhops ; and when all was 
ready ^ they brought him to the ftake, 
to which they would have nailed him ; 
hut he defired them to let that alone, 
fayin|r, «' He that has given me 
ftrength to endure the "fire, will ena- 
blc me to (tand without nailing.*' 
However, they tied him to it; and 
when he was f xed, lie lifted up hi5>eyei 
t9 Heaven, and faid, " O Lord God* 
Almighty, the Father of thy well- be- 
loved and bleffed Son Jefus Chrift, 
by whom wc have received the know- 
ledge of thefe, the God of angels and 
powers, and of every creature, and 
efpecially^ of the whole race of juft 



men, who live in thy prefencc ! I 
give thee hearty thanks that thou haft 
vouchfafed to bring me to this day, 
that I fliould have a part in the num. 
ber of thy martyrs, in the cup of thy 
Chrift, to the rcftrre&ion of eternal 
life, both of foal and body, in the in* 
corruption of the Holy Ghoil. Among 
which may I be accepted this day be- 
fore thee, as an acceptable facrifice ; 
as thou the true God, with whqm is 
no falQiood, haft both before ordained 
and manifefted unto me, and alfo haft 
now fulfilled it. For this, and for 
all things elfe, 1 praii'e thee, I blefa 
thee, I glorify thee, by the eternal 
and heavenly High-prieft, Jefus Chrift 
thy beloved fon ; wich whom, to thee, 
and the Holy Glioft, be glory both 
now and to all fucceeding ages* 
Amen. 

He had ik> fooner pronounced 
Amen, but they lighted the fire; and 
when the flames began to blaze very 
high ; behold a wonderful miracle ap* 
peared to us (fay the writers of the 
Hiftory of his Martyrdom) who had 
the happinefs to fee it, and who were 
referved by heaven to report it td 
others ; for the flame making a kind 
of arch, like the fail of a fliip filled 
with wind, encompafied, as in a cir- 
cle, the body of the Martyr, who 
ftood in the midft of it, not as if his 
fiefli was burati, but like gold or fiiver 
purified in the furnace. 

When his adverfaries faw that his 
body could not be confumed, they 
commanded one of the fpearmen, who 
ufed to difpatch iht wild beads whea 
they were unruly, to run him through 
w)ih his dagger ; which being done, 
fo great a quantity of blood ilTued 
from him^ as even extingulihed thcf 
fire. When he was dead, his enemies 
fuggcftcd to the governor, that if he 
let the Chiftians take away his body, 
they niighc poffibly for fake their cru^ 
cified mailer, and worfliip Polycarp ; 
on which it was thrown into the fiie^ 
and confumed to a(hes, except the 
bones, which were by his friends de* 
cently buried. 

Thus,, on the 26th of March as 
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fome, or on the 23d of February as 
oihers affert. Anno Dom. 167, in 
about the hundredth year of his life, 
after having been fourTcorc and fix 
years a fhining ornament to Chriftiani- 
ty was found faithful unto death, and 
triumphantly entered into the joy of 
his Lord, the bleffed Martyr St. Po- 
lycarp ; a m^n,. perhaps, not to be 
equalled by any other fince his time. 
Oh 1 that the chriiliaa clergy might 
learn, from fuch an example of fide- 

* lity and diligence, to make it their 
meat and drink to do their mailer's 
will 5 the advantage of fuch a conduft, 
both to themfelves and thofe commit- 
ted to their care, needs not be men- 
tioned here : may the Lord of the har- 
yell fend forth fuch labourers into the 
harvefl I 

* There arc two obfervations which 
liaturaily arife from the foregoing ac- 
count. One concerning the Chriflian 
Religion in general, and the other 
j-efpeding the Divinity of Chrift in 
particular; of the truth of both which, 
the condud of this great roan is a moil 
convincing proof; for, with regard 
to the former, it can never be ima- 
gued that a perfon of his abilities, 
who lived at the very fame time with 
ibme of the iiril teachers thereof, could 
]be ignorant whether thofe fads^ on 
v^^iich Chriilianity is founded, had 
rea|ly a being or not ; and as to his 
integrity, after what we have obferved 
above, that cannot, with the leail iha- 
dow of reafon, b^ called in quedion ; 
fo that the truth of the foregoing re- 
lation fuppofes the confequeuce, that 
Chriilianity is what it profeiFes itfelf to 
be, is undeniable ; and as to the lat- 
ter, (the Divinity of Chriil) it isevi- [ 
dent^ that it was firmly believed by 
him, as appears from his making him 
the proper obje£l of divine woWhip ; 
for that he did this, is manifdl, as 
almoil the lail words that ever he 
fpoke were a folemn Doxology to him 
together with the Father; and that 
this was the pra£tice of the reft of 
his brethren as well as him, is evident 
A"om the plain teftimony of the ene- 

jioics of the Chriilian .F.aub; who^x- 



preil their apprehenfions, leflrthewoi' 
ihip of Chriil ihopld be transferred to 
Polycarp ; and therefore, as our Sa- 
viour's divinity was an article of Chrif- 
tianity at that time, the conclufion is 
apparent ; as a general perfaaiion of 
this kind was impoiltble, on any other 
fuppoiition than that of its having 
been fet on foot by the Apoftles. 

There is an Epiille of St* Polyarp 
remaining, which on account of its 
excellency, we ihall here fiibjoia. 

The Epiille of St. Polycarp to the 
Philippians. 

Polycarp, and the Prcibyters that arc 
with him, to the church cf God, 
which is at Philippi ; mercy onto 
you andpeace, from God Almighty ; 
and the Lord Jefns ChrUl, our Sa- 
viour, be multiplied^ 
" I tejoiced greatly with you in our 
Lord Jefus Chriil, that ye received 
the images of a true love> and accom- 
panied, as it behoved you, thofewho 
were in bonds becoming faints, which 
are the crowns of fuch as are p:aly 
chofen by God our Lord ; as alfo, 
that the root of the faith, which was 
preached from antient timesj remains 
£rm in you to this day, and brings 
forth fruit to our Lord Jefus Chrilt, 
who fufFered himfelf to be brought* 
even to the death for our fins ; whom 
God hath raifed up, having loofed 
the pains of death ; whom, having 
notieen, ye love; in whom, though 
now ye fee him not, yet believing, ye 
rejoice with joy, unfpeakable, and 
full of glory. Into which many de- 
iire to enter ; knowing that by grace 
ye are faved, net by works but by the 
will of God, through Jefus Chrift. 

Wherefore, girding up the loins of 
•your mind, fcrvc the Lord with fcaj 
and truth, laying afide all empty an^ 
vain fpeech, and the error of maay a 
belienng in him that raifed up oa^ 
Lord Jeius Chrift from the dead, and) 
hath given him glory, and a throng 
at hb right har^d ; to whom all thingi 
are made fubjefl, both that are iij 
heaven and in earth, whom every livj 
ing areainre ihall worihip; who (hal 
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come to be the judge both quick 
and dead; whofe blood God Ihall 
require of them thai believe not in 
iiim. But he that raifed up Chrift 
Trom the dead, fhajl alfo raife up 
tis in like manner, if we do his 
will, and Walk according to his 
commandments, and love thofe 
things which he loved, abftaining 
from all *' unrighteoufnefs, inor- 
tlinate afFedUon,' and love of mo- 
tley ; from evil fpeaking, falfe 
witnefs ; not rendering evil for 
^vil, or railing for railing, or 
ftriking for ftriking, or ^curfing 
for curfing :'^ but remembring what 
the Lord has taught us, laying, 
*' J»i^ge not, and ye fhall not be 
judged; /orgive, and ye ihall be 
forgiven ;" be ye merciful, and ye 
ihall obtain mercy;. *« for with the 
fame meafure that ye; mete withal, 
it fhall be meafured to you agajn. 
And *' again, that bleffcd are the 
poor, and they that are perfecuted 
for right^oiifnefs ftkc ; for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven." 

Thefe things^ my ^ brethren, I 
*took nbt the lil3erty of myfelf to 
Write Unto you concerning righte- 
oufnefs^ but you youffelves before 
encouraged me to it* Fgr neither 
Can I, nor any othpr fuch as I am, 
come up to the wifdpm of the 
bleiTed and Renowned Paul; who 
being in perfon with thofe who then 
\ivedy did, with all exactnefs 
and foundhefs, teach the word of 
truth ; and being gone from you, 
wrote an epifile to you ; intovyhich 
if you look, you will be able to 
edify you'rfelves in the faith that has 
been delivered unto you ; which is 
the mother ofusall, being followed 
with hope, and led on by a general 
love both towards God and to- 
wards Chrill, and towards our 
- neighbour; for if any man has 
theft things, he has fulfilled the 
law of rign'teoufnefs : for he that 
has dharity is far from all fin. 

But the love of " money is the 
firft root of all evil.** Knowing 
therefore, .that as ** wc brought 
V«t, II. No. 14. 



nothing into this world, fo neither 
may we carry any thing out;" let 
us arm ourfelves with tlie af mour oT 
righteotifnefs ; and teach ourfelves, 
firft to walk according to th^ 
commandments of the Lord^ 
and . then your wives to walfc 
likewife according to the faith that^ 
is given to them; in charity, and 
in purity, loving their own huf- 
bands with all fincerity, and all 
others alike with all temperance j 
and to bring up their children ifi 
the inftru£tion and fear of the'Lord^ 
The widows likewife teach, thait 
they be fober as to what concefni 
the faith of the Lord ; jprayki^ 
always for all men ; being fa;r froin 
all detra^ion, evil fpeaking, cof 
vetoufnefs, falfe witnefs, and all 
evil : knowing that they are thc^ 
altars of God who fees all ble« 
mifhes, and from whom nothing i§ 
hid; who feaiches out the 'very 
reafonings and fecrcts of our hearts* 

Knowing therefore that God li 
not mockedi we Ought ^ to walk 
worthy both of his command and 
glbry ; alfo' the deacons miift b45 
blamelefs befofe him, as the mi^tii- 
fters of God in Qhrift, and not of 
men i,not falfe accufers^ nor doubld 
tongued, nor lovers of money i 
but moderate in all things; coma 
paffienate, careful^ and walking 
according to the truth of the Lord^ 
who was the .ferv&rtt of all ; whom 
if we pleafe in this J>refent world | 
we (hall be made partakers of that 
which is to come, according as he 
has proinifed to us^ that he will 
raife Us from the dead ; and that^ 
if we walk worthy of him, we befa 
lieve that we (hall alfo reigtt with 
him. Let the young men alfo be 
unblameable in all things, ftud'y- 
ing in the firft place, to be chafte^ 
and to reftrain themfelves from all 
that is evil. For it is good to get 
above the lufts of the world, be* 
cau fa every luft' wars againft the 
fpifit ; and neither. fornicators, notf- 
effeminate, nor abufers of th^m- 
f elves with mankind^ fliall inherit 
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the kingdom of God j nor they 
.ipi'ho do fuch things as are foolifh 
and unreafonable. 

Wherefore it is neceffary, that 
ye abilain from all thefe things, be- 
ing fubjedif to the priefls and dea- 
Cons^ ds unto God and ChriO: ; the 
virgins admonifh to walk in a fpot- 
lefs and pure coofcience. And let 
the elders be compaiHonate and 
merciful to all> turning them from 
tlieir errors, feeking out thofe that 
are weak, not forgetting the wi- 
]dows« the fatherlels,. and the poor, 
l)ut always *' providing what is 
good both in the fight of God and 
men;" abft^ning from all wrath, 
Teiped of perfons, and unrighteous 
judgment, and efpecially being 
/ree from all cbvetoufnefs ; not 
cafy to believe any thing again ft 
any, not fevere in judgment, 
Tcnowing that we are all debtors ia 
j)oiatofiin. If therefore we pray 
to the Lord that . he would forgivf 
lis, we ought alfo to forgive others ; 
for we are all in the " ^ght of oar 
Lord ^nd God ; and muft all ftand 
before thej udgment-featofChrift ;" 
and ftiall every one give an account 
.of himfelf. Let us therefore fervip 
him in fear, and with all reverence, 
as both himfelf hath cpmmanded, 
and as the apoftles have jpreached 
and taught i^s, and th€ prophets 
^ho foretold the coming of our 
Lord. Being zealous of v^hat is 
good, abftaining from all oiFence, 
and from falfe brethren, and from 
thofe who bear the name of Chrift 
in hypocrify, who deceive vain 
men. 

** For whofoever does not con- 
fefs, that Jefus Chrift is come in 
.Xheflefh,heis.Autichrift; and who- 
foeverdoes not confefshis fulFering 
unon the crofs,is from the devil ; and 
. ivh^foever perverts the oracles of 
the Lord to his own lufts, and fays! 
that there (hall neither be any re-. 
XurreAion nor judgment, he is the 
/irft-born of Satan. Wherefore, 
leaving the vanity of many, and 
tfjLeic fair^ d{}^iae;»4 let u^ return 



to the word that was delivered to 
us from the beginning, watching 
unto prayer, and perfevering in 
fafting; with fupplications be- 
feeching the all- feeing -God ** not 
to lead as into temptation;" as 
the Lord hath faid, '* The fpirii 
truly is willing, but the fiefii is 
weak.'* 

Let us therefore, without ceaf» 
ing, hold ftedfaftly to him who is 
our hope, and the earneft of our 
righteoufnefs, even Jefus Chrift; 
" who bai-e our fins in his own body 
on the tree, who did no fin, cei- 
ther was guile found in his mouth; 
but fihfered all for us, that we 
might live through him. Let us 
therefore imitate his patience ; and 
if we {uWer for his name, we glorify 
hici : for this example he has given 
us by himfelf, and fo have we be* 
lieved. 

Wherefore, I exhort you all that 
ye obey the word o£ righteoufnefs, 
and exercife all patience, which ye 
have feen fet forth before your 
eyes, not only in the ble£ed Igna- 
tius, Zozimus, and Rufiis, but ia 
others aifiong yourfelves, and in 
St. Faul himfelf, and the reft of 
the apoftles ; being confident of 
this, that thefe have not run ia 
vain,' but in faith and righteouf- 
nefs, and are gone ta the place that 
wa^ due to £em from the Lord, 
with whom alfo they fuffered ; for 
they loved not this prefent world, 
but him who died, and who was 
raired again by God for us. 

Stand therefore in thefe things, 
and follow the example of the 
Lord; being firm and immutable 
in the faith, lovers of the brother- 
hood > and kindly affedlioned to- 
wards eadli other, united in the 
truth, carrying yourfelves meekly 
to each other, defpifing none : 
when it is in your power to do 

foo(f, defer it not ; for ** Charity 
elivereth from death." Be all of 
you fubjed one to another, having 
your converfation honeft among 
the Gwuiles > thax by your good 
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works both ye yoarfelves may ob- 
tain praife, and that God be not 
blafphemed through you ; for woe 
uQto him by whom the name of the 
Lord is blafphemed. Wherefore, 
teach all men fobrlety, and be 
yourftrlve^ converfant in it. 

1 am greatly afflided for Valens, 
wbo was once a Prefbyter among 
you, that he ihoald fo little under- 
iland the place given him in the 
cbarch ; wherefore, I admoniih 
you that ye abltain from covetouf- 
nefs ; and that ye be chafte and 
true of fpeech. Keep yourfelves 
from every evil work ; for he that 
in thcfe things cannot govern him- 
lelf, how ftiall he be able to pre- 
fcribe them to another ? If a man 
refrain not from covetoufnefs, he 
will be defiled with idolatry, and 
ihall be judged among the heathen. 
Who among you is ignorant of the 
judgment of the Lord? ** Know 
ye not that the faints (hall judge 
the world r" as Paul teaches; but 
1 have neither found nor heard of 
any fuch thing asnon:^ you, among 
whom the bJeffed Paul laboured, 
and who arc named in the begin- 
ning of his Epi;lks ; for he glories 
of you in all the churches who then 
only knew God ; for wc^ did not 
then know him. V/hercfore, my 
brethren, I am very forry both for 
him and his wife ; God grant them 
true repentance ; and be ye mo- 
derate on this Gccafion, and ac- 
count not fuch as enemies^ but call 
them back as weak and erring 
members : that your whole body 
may be faved, for by fo doing, ye 
ihall edify your ownfelves. 

1 truft that ye are w^ll exercifed 
in the holy fcriptures, and that no- 
thing is hid from you ; but at pre- 
fent it is not granted unto me to 
praftife that which is written. 
" Be ye angry, and fm not, and 
let not the fun go down upon your 
wrath.'* Blefled is he that be- 
lieveth and remembreth thefe 
things ; which I trail you do. The 



God and Father of our Lord jefas 
Chrilt, and himielt, who i^^ our 
everlafting High-prieft, the Son of 
God, even Jeius Chriil, baild yo« > 
up in faith and i» truth, and in all •* 
raeeknefs and lenity, in patience 
and long-fufFering, in forbearance 
and ch^ty ; and grant unto yoa . 
a lot an 4 portion among his faints^ ' 
and us with you, and to all that 
are under the heavens, who fliall 
believe in Jefus Chrill, and in his 
Father '* who raifed him from the 
dead." Pray for all the faints: 
pray alfo for *' kings, and all that 
are in authority ;'' and for thofe 
who perfecute. you, and are ene- 
mies of the>crofs; that your fruit 
may be manifeft in all, and that ye 
may 'be perted in Chrift. 

Ye wrote tome, both ye and alfo 
Ignatius, that if any onp went fi;oni 
hence into Syria, he fhould brine 
your letters with him : which I will 
take care of fo foon as I (hall have 
ac onveqlent opportunity, either 
by myfelf, or fome other whom I 
Ihall fend on your account. The 
epiilles of Ignatius, which he wrote 
unto us, together with what others 
of his have come to our hands, we 
have fent unto you according to 
your order, which tre annexed ^o 
this'epilUe; by which ye may be 
gi:eatly profited ; {or they treat of 
.faith and patience, and of all 
things that pertain to edification in 
the Lord Jelus. 

What you know certainly of Ig- 
natius,, and of thofe that are with 
him, fignify unto us. 

Thefe ^hings'have I written unto 
you by Crefcens, whom, by this 
prefent epiftle I have and do agaia 
recommend to you ; for he has un- ' 
blameably converied among us, as 
alfo I believe among you. Ye will 
alfo have regard to his fitter, when 
(he Ihall come unto you. Be yc fafe 
in the Lord Jefus Chrift. Grace 
be with you all* Amen.

MANY'othcr Heretics arofe, 
and fpread very dangerotts 
errors, refpefting the perfon of 
Tefus Chrift, being not able to 
^comprehend, with the true light of 
xeafon, the great ynyftery of god- 
iinefe, God jnanifeft in the fle(h. 
The fir ft who prefvimed to fet a fide 
<Ke divinity of Jefus Ghriil our 
Saviour,, and acknowledge him no 
pther i^han a mere man, was accord- 
ing to the ancients, Theodotus of 
Byzantium, a tanner by profeffion. 
*rhey fay that being grievouifly tor- 
jnented by a perfecution, he denied 
jefus Chrift, and excufed himfeJf 
hy faying, that he had pot denied 
Crod, but only a mere man, an 
affertion which he continued to de- . 
fend v/ith great pbflinacy. The 
church condemned, on many pcca- 
fions,. the doftrine of Theodotus, 
V^hich would have died in oblivion, 
liad not Artcmon with tl>e fame 
warmth repe^ved ^nd defended it. 
Praxeas, a perfon otherwife com- 
inendatle for the fervices he had 
Tendered the church ; denied to 
Jefus Chrift, according tp Tertul- 
Jian, a right to the divine effence,: 
}n which he admitted, only one per- 
ibn, namely the Father, who. had 
fuifered in Jefus Chrift, though that 
perfcn bor6 three names, and may 
pe looked upon in thre/s dilFerent 
Relations. ... We Jiave yeafoq to 
idoubt all that TertuIHan has faid 
vjefpefting the do^rines of Praxeas. 
We are now to fpeak of Mpntanus, 
fhe fpundef of ^he Mpntanjfts, who 
^I'ade 'great noife in the world. I 
'I'hey were at firft called Cataphry- I 



geans,froni the place where they ha4 
their firft principal abode. To fpeak 
properly, Montanus ought to be 
numbered among the firft of enthu-, 
fiafts, and fanatics, as well as he. 
refiarchs. He pretended that the 
true gift of prophecy remained ftill 
in the church, and that fome of 
the faithful had the fame fenfible 
manifeftations of the fpirit as the 
apoftles had, and received inter!- 
our revelations, enabling them tq 
bring the church to the greateft 
perfeftion, though by very diiFetent 
means from thofe. taught in the 
word of God. Montanus profefled 
hinifelf to have the fame infpira- 
tions'and revelations, and faid that 
they were granted to all the mem-r 
bers of his church, even to women 
and children, fuppofine they them- 
felves had an ardent defire to ar- 
rive at the gofpel perfedion. But, 
as he was a man of the moft rigid 
notions, and ce'nfured with a more 
than ordinary feverity human ac- 
tions, he had few of his follower^ 
who could attain to the perfeAion 
he prefcribed, and which he made 
to con lift in the moft fingular aufte- 
rities, and a church difcipline the 
moft fevcre. Montanus was the 
firft who preferred patriarchs tq 
biftiops in his churches, though 
he made all the members fubor- 
dinate to his prophets and pro, 
phetefles. The ancients make men- 
tion of fo|ne of them. The Siby^ 
line> oracles that we now have, are 
probably the produdibn or Mon- 
tanus, or fome of his followers. 

Such were the principal herefie^ 
of the fecond century. We cannot 
help being furprifed, that fo near 
the beginning of Chriftianity, and 
the preaching of the* apoftles, there 
could afife To many monrfrous er- 
rors : but, alas ! to wliat wander- 
ings is not the human mind fubjeft, 
when it is ho longer guided by the 
word of Qgd, bya is e^t^cly giveq 
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up to the failles of a heated imagi- 
nation ! Moreover, the greateft 
part of thefe erroneous tenets took 
their fource from the mythology 
and philofophy of the Pagans, as 
well as from the cabala of the 
Jews, which they very improperly 
Itiixed with Chriftianity. And to 
thefe reafons we may add alfo the 
ambition of gaining to themfelves 
a name, and of making difciples, 
hy propofing new and unheard of 
opinions, and by flattering the car- 
dial affedlions. But while we are 
lamenting the dangerous cffedb of 
lierefy, we are not without referve 
or examination to admit all that 
the fathers have told us refpefting 
them ) in expofrng of which, they 
have themfelves frtquently been 
piiflaken, cither through negligence 
X)r prejudice. 

The church, thus infcded with 
hcrefies, was alfo rent in pieces by 
diviiions. The moft remarkable 
of which was occafionfd by a dif- 
pute between the churches of the 
Eaft and WeP, refpefting the ce- 
lebration of Eafler. Though this 
point v/ss not of any great import- 
ance to the church, it produced a 
poft heated controverfy> which oc- 
calioned vehement altercations and 
bitter hatreds. The faithful en- 
quired at what time they fhould 
celebrate the paflbver ? The Afiatic 
churches anfwered, at the fame 
time the Jews celebrated it ac- 
cording to the law of Mofes, pro- 
ducing tire example of the apolUe 
St. John. 1 he church of Rome, 
on the contrary, faid that the Sun- 
day following was the proper time 
of celebrating the fe^ft, pronounc- 
ing th^t to be the cuftom of the 
apoftles St. Peter and St. Paul ; ad- 
ding, that in this manner the me- 
mory pf Chrift's refurreftion was 
•^uch better preferyed. During 
the coprre of this century, there 
were variety pf fteps taken on both 
iides,. relative to this difference, 
fwd many councils held, but they 
^{^fwcfed no pur|)ofe. Abo^t the 



year 160, St. Pblycarp came tcr 
Rome, and had an amicalrle con- 
ference with pope Anicet. They 
could not come to an agreement 
refpeding it; but however thejr 
parted friends. Things took a 
much more melancholy turn front 
the pride of pope Viftor, an am- 
bitious and imperious man, who 
excommunicated, or at leaft thread 
tened to excommunicate the Aiiatie 
churches, becaufe they refufed td 
reft by his determinations. This 
violent ftep was difapproved, and 
St. Irenaeus, bifhop of Lyons^ 
wrote thereupon a letter, full of 
the moft prefiing temonftrances, to 
Vi£lor. We do not know for cer- 
tain whether Viftor went any far*» 
ther : it is however certain, that 
the churches of Aiia not regarding 
his excommunications, perftfted in 
their cuftom, and that things re- 
mained on this footing, tiH the 
council of Nice ; which abolifhed 
the Eaftern cuftom, and branded ^U 
thofe who retained it by the name 
of Quatuordecimans. This^ wat 
not the cauie of any foiimal fchifnit

Oefcription of the Monuments in. 
the A'rea. 

AS you pafs round the Area, 
on the north fide, adjoining 
to St. Andrew's chapel, is, a beau- 
tiful monument latejy erefted t<% 
the memory of general Wolfe^ 
The front of the pediment repre- 
fents the landing of the troops at 
Quebec, and their climbing the 
rocks ; and in the back-ground it 
a reprefentation of the city, with 
the engagement; Tlie monument 
is fupported by lions, and on each 
fide of it is a medallion, with a 
Wolf's head. The general appear^ 
in the aggnips of de#tb fufported 
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by afoldier, who feems to exprefs, 
by polluting with his finger to a 
diilance« that the vidory is gained. 
Behind the general is a lerjeant 
leaning on his haibert, and look- 
ing at the dying hero wiih admira- 
tion and grief. At the feet of the 
general lie his hat, fufee, gorget^ 
&c. Near thcfeis thereprefentation 
of a tent^ underneath which is a 
croup of figures. Behind the tent 
ss feen a large tree, and by it lie a 
iomahauk, fcalping knife and ha- 
. chei, the Indian weapons of war. 
On the top of th^ monument is 
the figure pf Viftory defccnding 
with a crown of laurel to immor- 
talize the dying vidor. In the 
front of the monument is the fol- 
lowing infcription ; 

To the memory of 
JAMES WOLFE, 
Major-General and Commander in 
' chief 

Of the Britiih land-forces 

On an expedition againft Quebec, 

Who, after furmounting by ability 

and valour 

All obftacles of art and nature, 

Wasflain in the moment of vidory. 

On the 44th of Septembei* 1759. 

The King and Parliament of 

Great-Britain, 

Dedicate this momiment. 

Oppofite to this is a beantiful 
f ^tonument erefted to the memory 
of lord Ligonier. On the top is a 
inedaliion . reprefenting Britannia: 
and on each fide are medallions of 
the monarchs in whofe reigns he . 
lived, viz. queen Anne, king 
George I. U. and III. The prin- 
cipal figure is Hiftory, with a icroll 
in her left hand, containing a lift 
^ of the chief battles in which ho 
M^as engaged, viz. Schellenberg, 
Blenheim^ Ramillies, Oudenard, 
' &c. In her right hand flie holds a 
pen, leaning hei* arm upon an urn,' 
ben?aih which is a medallion with 
the head of lord Ligcnier, and on 
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each fide trophies of war, &c. In 
the front of the monument is the 
following infcription • 

In memory of 

John harl of L^goniei, 

Baron of Ripley, in Surry, 

Vifcount.Innifkillin and Vifcount 

Clonmell, 
Field mar(bal and Commander in. 

Chief of his Majefty*s Forces, 

Mafter-General of the Ordnance, 

Colonel of the firil Regiment of 

Foot-Guards, 

One ofhisMajedy's mod honourable 

Privy-council, 

And knight of the molt honourable 

military order of the Bath, 

Died 28 April 1770, aged 92. 

In the north -weft corner of St. 
Michaers chapel is a I'mall but very 
neat monument erecled to the me- 
mory of Sufannah Jane Davidfon. 
in the front of the monument is a 
beautiful medallion, beneath which 
is a pyramid of black marble re- 
prefenting death flriking his dart 
at a lady, who is fupported by an 
angel ppinting to heaven, .and tha 
cherubims in the clouds. In the 
front of the monument is the fol- 
lowing infcription : *' Sacred to 
the memory of Sufannah Jane Da- 
vidfon, only daughter of William 
Davidfon, of Rotterdam, merchant. 
Her form the moll elegant and 
lovely was, adorned by the native 
purity and iimplicity of her mind, 
which was improved by every ac^. 
compliftiment education could be- 
llow, it pleafed the Alniighty to 
vifit her, in the bloom of her life, 
with a lingering and painful dif- 
eafe, which fhe endured with for- 
titude and ChriMan reiignation, 
and of which ^e died at Paris, 
Jar^uary 1, 1767, aged twenty. 
To her much Jbeloved memory this 
monumcint is ereded hy her abided 
father.^

• F THE JEWISH RELIGION, 

I. THE ANTIENT JEWS. 
SECT. IV. OF THE MOSAICAL ^ 

OE;coNOMy. 

WHEN a man died without 
having children, and if he 
had a brother alive unmarried, 
then the batchelor was td efpoyfe 
the widow, for the two following 
reafons : Pirft, that by defcendants, 
the name of the family might be 
kept up ; but the firfl-born child 
was to fucceed to the name and 
eflate of the £rfl hufhand. Se- 
condly, it was done to prevent 
them from intermixing with the 
heathen nations, which might have 
been the means of introducing 
idolatry among them. 

It was in the power of parents 
to fell their daughters ; a pradice, 
in the eaUern nations, from the. 
mod early ages of time ; but when 
the mailer feduced a damfel, it 
was not permitted him to fell her, 
becaufe he had not adled towards 
her confident with the nature of 
moral obligation. However if tne 
mailer betrothed the young woman 
to his fon, ihe was to be treated as 
a free born fubj'edl : but if the 
young man took another wife, then 
he was to deliver up every thing be- 
longing ta the flave, and Ihe. was 
to be free to aft in what manner fhe 
pleafed. When a flave ran away 
from his mailer, he. was not to be 
reclaimed by him, but was to re- 
main with the perfon where he 
chofe to fettle ; and this was a ra- 
tional .principle, for we naturally 
fuppofe, that in thofe ages, and in 
that nation, no fervant would have 
kft iiis mailer, unlefs lie had been 
treated with cruelty. 

The power that fathers had over 
their children was great, but itwa? 
fuited to the circumilances of the 
times and the place. If a fon re- 
fufed to (>bey his father or mo- 



ther, or treated them with indig- 
nity, they were to chaflife him 5 
and if no reformation took place 
in his conduft, then he was to be 
taken before the elders, or judges • 
of the city, who, upon hearing 
fuch evidence as ferved t<) prove his 
guilt, he was delivered over to the 
common executioners, who imme* 
diately ordered him to be floned to 
death. None of the children of 
Ifrael were permitted to fell their 
daughters as common proilitutesy 
becaufe purity was enjoined by the 
divmc law. It was the ciiilom of 
the Heathens to boil kids in the 
milk of the dam ; but by the Mo- ^ 
faic law, this was forbidden ; be- 
caufe tKe praftice itlelf was unna- 
tural, fb that it was utterly pro- 
hibited for any perfon to feethe a 
kid in his mother's milk. The 
Mofaic law was a tranicript of the 
law of nature ; it was deiigned to 
point out the ftate of fallen man, 
with the charadier of the divine 
attributes, and frpmthis alone caa , 
our ilate in this world be known. 

Many_ of the Heathen nations 
lived in the molt ihcclluous manner ,r 
but this pradice was not tolerated 
under the law of Mofcs. The de- 
grees of con fang uinity were fy 
ilridly, attended to, that no perfoi\ 
v/as to break through them ; and a 
table of thofe degrees has^ always 
been prefixed or affixed to our En- 
glifh tranilations of the bible. 
This was, in all refpedls extremely 
neceflary; becaufe, had it been 
othervyife, confuiion would have 
taken place ; parents would not 
have attended to the duty they 
owed their children, and children, 
in many inilances, would have 
been a/hamed to acknowledge their 
parents. A man was not to marry 
. two fillers, leil it fhould have cre- 
ated family diiTentions ; but in all 
things they were to adl confiitent 
.with the duty they owed to them J' 
felves, to their families, to the. 
community at large, and to God- 
As nothing was more odious; 
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among the Jews, than for men and 
women to live unmarried, fo, if the 
brother-in-law refufed to marry his 
. £fter'in-law» to preferve the name 
of his family > the widow was to go 
before the judges in the gate of the 
city» and there exhibit her com- 

flaint. This being done, the 
rother-in-law was called before 
the judges, and examined concern- 
ing the nature of his obje£lions, 
and when it was found that he ab- 
solutely refufed to marry the wo- 
inan, then fhe was called in, and 
the refufal intimated to her. The 
judges then were to tell h(;r, to a£l 
according; to the law of Mofes; 
upon which fiie Hooping down, un- 
loofed the (hoe from off his rieht 
foot, and, fpitting in his face, de- 
clared her §bhorrence of the man 
who refufed to perpetuate the name 
cf his family, and the name of his 
brother; and from that time, he 
was called , The man ^who/e Jhoe bad 
teen loofed in I/raeL 

A woman was not to marry into 
8^ny tribe but that to which her fa- 
ther belonged ; and this feems to 
bave been done to keep up the 
grand diftind\ions among the twelve 
tribes, efpecially that of Judah ; 
from whom, according to the flefh, 
the Meffiah was to come, to en- 
lighten a darkened world. 

Previous to their going to take 
poiTeflian of the land of Canaan, 
they were commanded to deflroy all 
the different tribes of thofe idola- 
trous nations ; and if they were 
fttiFered to remain alive, their fons 
and daughters were not to inter- 
mix with them by marriage, that 
jhey might not, by fuch connex- 
ions, be led into idolatry ;'becaufe 
nothing will fooner change the in- 
clinations of mei> than an attach- 
ment to a beautiful woman. 

Divorces between married per- 
fons are generally attended with 
unhappy circ urn (lances ; the deifts 
have therefore objeded that thpy 
could never make a part cf the di- 
yine law. To this it is i-ufwercd. 



that divorces did not take place in 
the patriarchal ages ;l.and our Sa- 
viour difputing with the Jejvs, 
told the Pharifees, that from the 
beginning it was not fo. How- 
ever, as the Jews had refided many 
years in Egypt, Mofes, by divine 
infpiration, permitted a man to put 
away his wife, and both parties 
were permitted to marry again. 
But if a hufband divorced his wife, 
and fhe married a fecond hufband, 
who afterwards died, then the firft 
hufband was not to take the woman 
again. This was done to dif- 
courage divorces as much as poffi- 
ble ; for although God may per- 
mit many things, in confequence 
of the people's hardnefs of heart, 
yet the divine being cannot take 
pleafure in fuch things.

I. /'^ OD was from all eternity; 

VJ and, when it was his plea- 
fure, he created out of nothing all 
things vifible and invifible. He 
made the world in fix days, and 
confecrated the feventh to reft. 
He made man in his own image and 
likenefs, giving him a reafonable 
foul, capable of knowing and lov- 
ing his Creator, defigning him to 
be eternally happy- by that know- 
ledge and love. The firft man's 
.name was Adam ; the firll woman 
created for him was called Eye. From 
th^ marriage came all mankind. 
God placed Adam and Eve in an 
earthly paradife, which was a plea- 
fan t garden ; he only forbade them 
to eat of the fruit of one tree, to 
fhew that he was their Sovereign. ' 

II. God had created pure fpirits, 
fome of which revolted againft bioi ; 
thefe are the demons condemned to 
eternal fire: thofe who continue 
faithful to Goi are the holy angeh^ 
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The devil tempted the woman, and 
fhfe perfuaded her hufband to eat of 
the forbidden fruit* Then God 
condemned them to death; and all 
thfeir children ; that is, all man- 
kitid became fubjedl to the fame 
punifhraent. God drove them out 
of paradife, and left them under 
the power of the devil, to whom 
they had fubjedled themfelves. But 
to comfort them, he declared, that 
of the feed of the woman ihould 
be born a Saviour, who Ihould de- 
liver men from the fcrvitude of the 
^ devil and fin, and from the fOwer 
of death. 

III. All men being children of 
Adam, are bqrn in fin, and inclined 
to evil. His -two iirft fons were 
Cain and Abel. Cain killed his 
brother through jealouiy. After- 
wards Adam had another fon 
called Seth, whofe family pr^fcrved 
the true religion and ferVice of 
God ; but it became corrupt alfo, 
by mixing with the curfed r&cd of 
Cain. Ind^td, all mankind be- 
came corrupt ; aftd God' refolved 
to deflroy them by an univerfal de- 
luge or flood. There was o«ly 
one juft man, whofe name was 
Noah, defcended from Seth, whom 
(jod preferved 'with his family. 
God commanded him to make a 
great building of wood, in 
the form of a cheft, in which he 
was to (hut himfelf up with animals 
and birds of all forts, to te-people 
the wcrld.\ This was Noah's ark. • 
Tkcn God caafed rain to fall, and 
waters to come in fuch aburidance, 
that all the ear^h was drovVncd.

IV. Noah being come out of the 
ark, his three fons, Shem,- Ham, 
and Japhet, re-peopled the world. 
Families and nations multiplied ;

The greateft part of them* forgot 
their Creator, and worftripped- thofe 
creatures which appeared mod ek- 
ceHent to them ; as 'the fun, the 
ftars, the fea^ rivers, the wifeft

and moft powefful men. And thuB 
began idolatry. — How^ever; thctruc : 
rcHgion was preferved in fome fa- i 
milies; where the fathers <^ere moft 
careful to inftrud their children, 
and relate to them what they had * 
learned from their fathers ; as the - 
creation of the world; the Uate of • 
innocence, the fall of man by fin, 
the promife of a Saviour, and the 
future judgment, in which God .• 
will i-ender to tvtry one according ♦ 
to his works. « « 

' V. The : better ttf pfeferve the . 
true feligion, God chofe Abraham 
of the face Of Shem-i and made a . 
covenant w^ifh him, of which he i 
was pleafed that circumcifion ihould j 
be the fign. He promifed to be =: 
lis God, ^rid the God>of his -feed, 4 
to blefs, in him and his. feed, all the ; 
nations of the earth ; that is, he h 
woiild from his race bring the Sa-. : : 
yiour of the world. God further. ' 
promifed> that he would' make of • 
him a graat -people, and give him ^ 
for an heritage the land of Canaan,^ 
which we call the Holy Land." 1 
Abraham believed the promifca oif : 
God, and.ferved him faithfully. 
God confirmed his promifes td" 
Ifaac, Abraham's fon, and to,Ja- . 
cob, Ifaae's fon j who were alfd « 
faithful. Jacob was alfo called If- 1 
rael. He had twelve fons/ th^ . 
twelve patriarchs, artiongft ivhora * 
were Levi, Judah, Jofeph/andBen- . 
jamin • from whom came the twelve 
tribes or f^nnili^i, who all together '' 
compofed a great people, who 
were called ifratlitesy a<rd aifa * 
Hebrews^ 

VI. A famine: obliged Jacob, to* ' 
go and fettk in Egypt, with' all hitf '; 
family; . He was received by Jo^ ' 
fephy' his well- beloved fon,- whdmi . 
he had lon^g believed to be dead j ";; 
but God had wonderfully preferved • 
him to be the faviour of hii family.^ . 
Pharaoh, kiirg of Egypt had given . 
him thfe government of his^ kirrg^ 
dom. Jacob, before his death, ' 
particularly biefled each of his chil- 
dren, praphefying things to come.' 

' y H^ 
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He told Jttdah that he ihquld be 
lord over all his brethren, and that 
the fcepter fliould not depart from his 
feed till the expeded Saviour came. 

VII. The children of Ifracl mul- 
tiplied exceedingly in Egypt; fo 
that another king, fearing left they 
ihould become too powerful, would 
have exterminated' them^ and op- 
prelTed them with labour likeflaves. 
God miraculoufly faved Mofes who 
was of the tribe of Levi, and made 
nfe of him to deliver his people, 
to bring them out of Egypt, and 
lead them into the promifed land. 
Pharaoh fliffly re£vL(ed to let them 
go ; and God fmote Egypt with ten 

I terj-ible plagues. The water was 
llurned into blood, there came an 
rxtraordinary quantity of grafhop- 
pers, caterpillars, and infed^ of 
all forts. At laft, axi angel de<- 
ilroyed in one night aU the firft- 
born of the Egyptians* The fame 
night the Ifraelites, by God's ap- 
pointment, facrificed a lamb, which 
they eat in every family; and thus 
they firft celebrated the pafTover | 
this is, the feaft inftituted in me- 
mory of their deliverance^ 

VIII. When they came out of 
Egypt, they marched, by God'i 
order, and under Mofes *s condudt 

. f q the land of Canaan, according 
fo the promifes God had made to 
$heir fathers. God, did great mi- 
racles in theiir favour. The Red 
Sea divided, to make them a paf- 
fage through the midfl of it ; manna 
iell from heaven to feed them in 
the wildernefs; a rock, ilruck by 
iidofes's rod, furniihed them with 
3water in abundance4 When they 
arrived at mount Sinai, there God 
cau&d his majefly to appear by fire, 
lightnings, and thunderings; and 
pronounced his ten commandments, 
l^hich he gave to Mofes wi:itten 
Bpon two tables of ilone. He alfo 
added the ceremonies and laws un- 
der which thcv were to live in the 
promifed land, till the coming of 
the Saviour. For a fign of his co- 
venantji. God caufec^ an ark^ or 



precious cheft, to be made,' and a 
tabernacle, in which the ark was to 
reft#^ Aaron, Moies's brother, was 
ordained prieit, and the priefthood 
lodged in his family ; and all the 
tribe of Levi were confecrated ta 
the feryice of God. 

IX. Mofes led the people to the 
entrance of the promifed land, and 
Jofliua, his fervant, put them into 
pofleffion of it by great vidories, 
which God accompanied with great 
miracles. The Ifraelites divided the 
land of Canium according to their 
twelve tribes. But God often left 
them a prey, to their enemies, as a 
puniihment for their crimes ; till he 
eave them for their king David, the 
Ton of Jcffe, of the tribe of Ju- 
dab. He was a ma^ after God's 
own heart, who applied himfelf to 
the obfervation of the law, and ta 
teach the people to keep it : God 
alfo delivered him. from all his 
enemies, and heaped upon him' 
riches and glory. He promifed 
him that his poilerity (hould reign 
for ever over the faithful people; 
that is, from him ^fhould come the 
MeiEah or Chrill : the Anointed of 
Jehovah, the true King of men. 
The capital of the kingdom of If- 
rael was Jcrufalem," where David 
had his palace upon Mount Sion. 
By divine infpirauon he compofed 
pfalms, to iing the praifes of God, 
and the wonders of the Mefliah's 
reign, of which Solomon's was the 
type or figure. 

X. Solomon reigned in peace, 
in perfect tranquillity, with im- 
menfe riches. He built the tem- 
ple of Jerufalem ; and that temple^ 
and the holy city, were the true 
images of the church of heaven. 
Solomon had received from God the 
gift of wifdom ; but he was un- 
faithful to him in his old age, Und 
abandoned himfelf to the pleafures 
of fenfe, which drew him into 
idolatry. As a puniihment for 
which crimes, his kingdom was 
divided under his fon Rehoboam. 
Ten of the twelve tribes rebelli- 

ouHy 
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oufly fet op another king, Jeroboam, 
of the tribe of Ephraim ; who caufed 
-them to leave thd temple of Jerufalem, 
and to negleft the obfervation of the 
law. Thefe were Schifmatics, who 
feparated from the true church. Thofc 
who continired faithful to God, and 
to the truly illuftrious houfe of David, 
whkh he had chofen, joined them- 
felvefi to the loyal tribe of Judah, and 
were from that rime called the Jews- 
XL God (hewed forth Ms anger 
upon his ungrateful people. The 
kingdom of Samaria (or rather the 
ten rebellious tribes) was deftroyed 
•and never returned. The Kings of 
Judah having alio angered God by 
their wickednefs, he called Nebucho- 
donozor King of Babylon, who took 
Jerufalem, burnt the temple, and led 
the people into captivity. But God 
forgot not hb mercies, nor the pro- 
mifcs which he had made to the pa- 
triarchs, and renewed by the prophets. 
After feventy^ years he brought the 
Jews out of the Babyionifh captivity, 
by the hands of Cyru« King of Perfia. 
The difperfed people came back into 
uie land of their fathers, the ruins of 
Jerufalem were raifed up, and the 
temple rebuilt, by the care of Efdras 
and N^hemiah, under the protedlion : 
of the Kings ofPerfia.^ Alexander- 
tfieftroyed the Perfian empire, and efta- 
bliihed the Grecian : under which the 
Jews fuffered great perfecutionsforthe 
true religion. God delivered them 
by the valour Of Judas Machabasus. 
But they foon after fell under the 
power of the Romans, to whom the 
empire of the world was given. 

fcll. Then came the Meffiah, fo 
long expcfted for thefalvation of man- 
kind. All nations liv^d in the dark- 
nefs of idolatry, and vice univerially 
reigned in the world, God was only 
known by the jews, and true virtue 
was amongft them alone. Yet the 
grcateft part of the Jews lived only 
after the <flefti, cxpedled from God 
only temporal recompences, and hoped 
for no more than to fee Meffiah reign 
upon earth. Then it was that he 
^aie> The news of i; was brought 



to Mary, who was to be his mother* 
She gladly received it, determining^ 
continue a virgin. The Son of God, 
the Word, who was in the beginning, 
and by whom all things were made; 
that Word, who is God, like the Fa- 
ther, was made flefh ; that is, he took 
a body and a fonl in the bofom of 
Mary. He was born at Bethlehem i 
was drcumcifed, and named Jefus^ 
that i«. Saviour. He was adored bf 
the Magi or wife men, who came 
exprefs from the Ea|fc, the firft fruit* 
of the Gentiles. He pafTed his youth 
in filcnce and labour, fubjcft to hi0 
mother and Jofeph her fpoufe, wh^ 
pafTed for his father. 

nXIII. Whea Jefus was about thirty 
years old, there appeared in Judea $ 
great prophet, John the Baptift, wh6 
preached repentance, faying, that th^ 
Saviour was come^ and was about t0 
, appear, Jefus came to him, as others 
' did, to be baptized ; and John de- 
clared, that Jefus was the lamb of 
God, come to take away the fins of 
the worid ; that he was the Meffiah^ 
the Chrift, the cxpcOed Saviour. 
Then Jefus began to publifli the GoU 
pel ; that is, the good news of the 
remiffion of fins and eternal life to 
thofe who fhodd believe in him, and 
live according to his precepts. In, 
order to eftablifh his church, that is, 
the affembly of his difciples, he chofe 
twelve plain and ignoi-ant men, moft 
of them filhermen. He called them 
Apoftles, becaufe he fent them to 
preach the gofpel. He gave them 
power to work miracles, as he/ him- 
felf did, to (hew that God had fent 
him. for he cuted all forts of dif- 
orders : He made the deaf to hear, 
the dumb to fpeak, and the blind to 
fee: he caft out devils, and raifed the , 

dead. , - ^ 

XIV. Jefos aVo feewed a perfedj: 
example of all virtue, humility, gen- 
tlenefs, and patience. He endured 
poverty^ and all manner inconveni- 
ences. He qftcn paired whole night^i 
in prayer. He tenderiy received pe- 
niteut iinncrsy aad Ihewjd bis «eal 
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•agaiiift i^e hardeped and hypocritical. 
.And thap dr^w upon him the hatred of 
.the fcribes, or Jewifli dodlprs ; and of 
the Pharifces, \yho feduced the peo- 
ple by a falfe appearance of piety. 
They refolved tp put him jo death. 

Judas, one of his apoftles, delivered 
im into their hands for a little money, 
Jefus was taken, brought before di- 
yers judges, examined as a criminal, 
>yhipt, mocked, crowned with thorns. 
, At Jaft Pontius Pilate, the Roman 
.goyernor of Judea, condemned , him 
to death to pleafc the Jews. He w.as 
jbroqght to a place called Calvary near 
Jerulaleo), was crucified between two 
thieves ; and expired upon the crofs. 

XV. It was the time of the paflbver 
when . Jefus fuiFered ; and his death 
.was the accompiiihment 6f the ancient 
types, and was the true facri^ce accept- 
able to, God, by which hi§ anger to 
wards men was appeafed, and they 
redeemed from dea^h; The body of 
Jpfus was put into a fepulchre, and 
Jiis holy foul defcended. into hades ; 
i. e. t\\e place of departed fouls, 
icalled Hell (though perhaps impro- 
perly) in our Creeds. The third day 
he re-ajTumed his body, and rofe glo- 
rious. ^ His difcjples could not be- 
lieve it;'but he caufed them to fee 
f nd touch bini ;; he atg, and drank, 
and converfed with them during the 
fpace of forty days, inftrufting thena 
in things concerning the kingdom or 
church of God. He faid to them, 
y all power is given unto me in hear 
yen and in earth ; go ye therefore 
through all the world,' inftruft or 
make difciples of all nations ; and 
bapti:5e f jiem in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Ho 
ly Ghoft/t He gave them power to 
^emit fins, ^nd promifed to be alway 
with them, even to the world's end. 
At laft l^e ' afcended up into Heaven 
in their prefe^nce: where he is fet at 
the right hand of his Father, till he 
ihall comp tQ judgf tlie quTck and the 
fiead. ' . 

Xyi. Fifty days ^fcex: the paflbver, 
^th^t is, on the day of Pentecoft^ Je- 
{u« Cjiriil feat ^he Holy Spirit upon 



his apoilles as he had promifed ihem* 
They were filled with power apd light 
and began boldly tp preach, that Je- 
fus Wis rifen ; that be was the Chrift 
and expefted Saviour, in whom the 
.prophedes were accomplifhed : that 
rcmiffion of fins could only be obtain: 
ei in his name, and by the merit of 
his blood . Many of the Jews receiyed 
the gofpel, but more rejedled it, and 
would not acknowledge .a crucified 
Jefus for the Chrift. The, Apoftles 
turned to the Gentiles, and difperfed 
themfelves through the world ; call- 
ing all nations to thp knowledge of 
the true God^ whom they had fo long 
forgot ; teaching them to live accord- 
ing to his holy commandments. 
They confirmed their preaching by 
their bIoot% The emperor ^Iero, the 
wickedefl of all men, was the firft 
who perfecuted the Chriftians ; he 
put to death at Rqme the apoftles Pe- 
ter and Paul. 

XVIl! Soon after l^egan the war of 
the Romans again ft the Jews. An 
infinite nuqiber perifhed by the fword. 
Jerufalem was deftroyed and the tem- 
ple burnt ; the Jews were driven out 
of their land, and difperfed about the 
world, flaves and vagabonds, as they 
are to this day. Which fhews ihe 
terrible vengeance of God for their 
revolt againu him and his Chrift: and 
the perfecutions they had raifed againft 
the apoftles and faints, Yet the 
church of Chrift increafeJ and fpread 
over the whole earth. The apoftles 
eftabliftied bifhops, priefts, and dea- 
cons to govern it. The apoftles 
taught by word of mouth as Jefus 
Chrift did ; they alfo left in writing 
the principal parts of iheir mafter'* 
life and dpdlrine ; their books com- 
pofe the Ne\Y Teft^ment : which, 
with tl^e Old, that is, the books of 
Mofes and the prophets, form the 
entire body of* the Holy Scriptures, 
didated by the Ffoly Spirit. 
' >^VUr, For three bundre4 years 
the Qhurch was perfecuted by the Hea- 
thens who employed all means ima- 
ginable tQ deftroy it ; injuries calum- 
nies, coafifcation of good^i baniih- 
' " - ■ •• • •' -p^ent^ 
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mcnt, the moft cruel torments, and 
death. There was an innumerable 
multitude of martyrs, who generoufly 
ihed their blood to bear teftimony to 
the truth of the GofpeL Their con- 
flancy, and the holy lives of the great- 
eft part of the' Chriftians, multiplied 
the church. The more they were 
put to death, the more they appeared. 
They fuiFered without murmuring, 
opprobrious .language and punilh- 
ments, and fought no other vengeance 
than the converfion of their perfe- 
C4ators. At lail God g^ve peace to 
his church, under the emperor Con- 
ftantine, who publickl/ embraced the 
Chriltian religion. 'I'hen was ken 
the accomplilhment of the ancient 
prophecies, that the kings of the 
earth (hould become the children and 
protedlors of the church. 

XIX. But the church was never- 
without enemies. From the beginning 
there has beenperfons who have left her 
bofom and fcparated from her,'teaching 
new and particular dodrines. Th/eie 
are. the proud and conceited heretics 



foretold by Jefus Chrift and his apod 
ties. They have attacked all the 
myfteries of the faith -one after ano- 
ther: the unity of God, the trinity 
of divine perfons, the incarnation of 
the word> the grace of Jefus Chrift^ 
the fa'craments, and the authority 
of the ch arch , B ut their efforts have 
only ferved to ftrengthen and confirm 
the faith, by givmg opportunities to 
confront them. Jefus Chjfift haa faid^ 
that the power of hell fhall noCpre- 
vail againft his church, and that he 
will be always with bcr.. 

XX. rhe church is hoTy, like her 
divine Author, and though there will 
always be a mixture of go6d and bad, 
y=*t tnere are and will be many faints 
in her. God raifed up from time to 
time, bright examples of virtue and 
holinefs: but alfo he permitteth his 
church to be fought againft and 
proved. In the midft of temptations 
and perils ihe awaits the general rte- 
fu Predion ; a-nd the day when Jefas 
Chrift fliall come in his Majefty to 
judge the quick and the dead.

NEITHER is^ It the fun alone 
that undergoes a diurnal rota- 
tion, but moft, if not all the planets 
about him. Saturn, indeed, is at fo 
great a diftance from us, that we have 
iiot been able to perceive whether or 
no he hath fuch a rotation ; but as the 
other planets have it tf*ere is full as 
niuch reafon for it in Saturn as in them, 
{o there is no great doubt to be made, 
t>ut that he hath fuch a Hke diurnal 
motion, acconimodate^ as well tq his 
flate, as it is in the earth and the reft 
of the planets, Jupiter has manifeft- 

ly ^ motion round upon its axis from 

*/ * "V:' -■ ■ V -4 ■ -^ • 
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eaft to weft, in the fpace of ph. 56", as 
Monf. Cafiini by many repealed ob- 
fervationsin thcyear 1665, and oth^ 
following years, firft found from the 
the ipots obfervable on, it ; a ihort ac- 
count of which may not be unaccept- 
able to many readers. One kind of 
thofe Jovial fpots is only the (hadov/ 
caft upon the planet by the fatellites 
intercepting the light of the fun, when 
they are interpofed between the Sun 
and Jupiter : the other are fuch as 
are really in the body of that planer, 
after the manner of thofe we fee in 
the moon, but not permanent as they 
are. And by the motion of thcfe lat- 
ter fpots, it is manifeft, not only chat 
Jupiter revolves round in the time 
mentioned, but that it is a moving 
globe alfo, by reafon thofe fpots move 
fvvifter, and in larger ftages toward^ 
the middle* than tov^ards the limb of 

Jupiter's 
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jopitiBr's difk, Alfo fuch fpots as are 
round about the middle^ appear long 
or oval towards th^ limby or edge of • 
the diSf. ; as waa before pbferved of the 
ion's fpots* 

As to Mars and Ventts, they are 
both difcovered to have fpots^ or 
parts lighter and darker, as weU as 
Jupiter, and to have a motion aHbas 
jbe hath. Of thofe fpota in Mars, Dr. 
Hook had divers views in the year 
f 66j^ which he hath given us figures 
of: and from thence concluded, that 
placet had a motion, although he 
rould not determine in what time it 
l^ras performed. But Mr. Huygens 
cxpreisly faith, it is performed in the 
fpacc of 24I1. 40'. But for the mo- 
tion of Venus, Motif- Cafiini could 
|>erceive the fpots to change their 
place, and that the planet had a mo- 
tion, although he could not make out 
what ic was. 

Thus are tl>e primary planets dif- 
eovered to have a diurnal rotation^ or 
fomewhat very like it at lead, all 
except Saturn and Mercury, and our 
own globe. And as to thefe we have 
very little, or no rcafon, to im:^gine 
but that they move as well as the reft ; 
I only we cannpt perceive ic in Mercu- 



ry, by reafon of its proximity to the 
fun, and that its elongation^ are nev^ 
fo great, nor fo long, as to ciiablc us 
to have any good and fuScient views 
of him with our telefcopes. ^ ' 

And as for our own globe, it is Ve« 
ry vifible, that either that moves roubd 
in twenty-four hours, or that the fun 
and all the heavens move round it in 
the fame time. Ana which of thefe 
two is the moft agreeable to the ufnal 
courfe and methods of nature, which 
performs all its works in the moft 
compendious facile way, let every dn« 
judge: And is it not far the moO: eom- 
pendious, ready, and eafy way, that 
the terra<jueous globe fhould wheel 
about in twenty- four hours, than that 
fo many^vaft bodies of the heavens 
fhould be turned about it in that tim<^ f 
Is it not as polTible^ yea as probable^ 
that our lefl'er globe Aiopld be fo tnrn^ 
ed about, as thofe more maify globes 
of the Sun, 3a(urn, and Jupiter, are 
about their axis ? But we fhall not 
enter into a detail of the arguments 
for the earth's motion, and the ob^. 
jetlions made srgainft it; we have 
touched upon ^s matter in a former 
difcourfe.

PHYSICOr THEOLOGY, 



Av ACCOUWT OF THE FlERT Ser- 
FENTS, BT WHICH THE REBEL- 
LIOUS Israelites were mor« 

TALLV WOUNDED ; AND RE- 
FLECTIONS ON ITHE Bra3:bn 
Skrpent, by looking up to 

WHICH THEY WERE HEALED, 
MENTIONED IN THE BOOK OF 
NUMBERS, CHAP. XXI* 

THE fiery ferpents here fpoken 
of are called Nechafchim Sera- 
phim, burning ferpents, either as 
Dcing red, or of a copper colour, or 
jiiither becaufc, by their brpath i^nd 



bite, they excited in the bodies of the 
rebellious Ifraelites a burning pain ; 
this made the Greeks call then* 
icfiT*^ miiaunq. The Germans have 
very well exprefTcd the name of them ; 
calling them brennende fchalangen^ 
in the fame manner as ^o fignify net- 
tles, they u/e the term brennende 
ne^en ; and Kolb makes ufe of that 
name, and of Durft Schlangen, to 
fignify a fcrpent of a cubit long, 
otherwife called dipfa* or'prcfter, 
which has a larec neck, and a bac^ 
bordering upon black, and the bite of 
which inftantly caufes a tumor| 
which coagulates tlie bloodj eitcites a' 
^ Ihirft 
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thirft impoflible to be quenched, and 
at length becomes mortal, unlefs 
immediate affiHancc be given to the 
patient. He further obferve^, that 
the burning ferpents, {pokcn of in 
the above paflage of fcripture, were 
of thi» kindB. It Ihould be remarked, 
that the caofe of thefe kinds of pains 
in the bowels, and often, through the 
whole frame, was a corrbfiv^ poifon« 
like that of arfenic, fublimated mer- 
cury, verdigreafe, or copper-ruft. 
The cicuta, or hemlock, aqua^fortis, 
and ferpents, or other venomous ani- 
inals may occafion like pains, nor is 
it diiBcult to point out the natural 
and trpe caufe of them. It is certain, 
that thefe kind» of poifon, have fliarp 
particles, wiiich prick, corrode, and 
penetrate the nervous parts. Hence 
arife very painful inflammations ; a 
gapgrenc is brought on, the blood 
curdles, lofes its circulation, and the 
patient dies. 

But there are in nature feveral kinds 
of ferpents, whofe bite is burning : 
which then was^ the fort-fent againft 
the rebellious Ifraelites ? Bochart, 
whofe opinion is prefctable to that of 
every other commentator, afferts, in 
hi^ Hierozoicon, p. ii. 1. 3. c. 13. 
that It was the hydra, water-fnake, or 
chcrfydra, an amphibious fcrpent ; 
names both implying the fame crea- 
ture ; for, during the winter it is cal- 
led hydra, on account of its lying 
concealed in the watery places of 
fens ; and in the fummer cherfydra, 
becaufe then it lives, t^x'f^, in the 
dry, after the fens are dried up, and 
then it is moil venomous. Thus Vir* 
gil, in Georg. lib. iii. v. 425, &c. 

£fi etiam ille mains calabr'tSy &c 

Calabria's woods too breed a bale- 
ful fnake. 

With lofty brcaft elate, and fcaly 
back 

And with broad Ipots, his winding 
belly black : 

Who, when the rivers burft their 
locky bdunds. 

And fouthern fhowers bedew. the ver- 
nal grounds^ 



Haunts the moift bank, and in th« 

watery bogs 
Gluts bis £>ni paunch with £&, and 

croaking frogs ; 
But when keen heat the feat of moif- 

tare drains^ 
He leaps on earth, and hiflcs o*er the 

plains, 
While mad with thirft, arid fiU'd with 

drear amaze. 
At the fierce beam his rolling eye- 
balls biaze.

in this feafon particularly it is, that 
the(c amphibious ferpents produce 
burning efFeas-* 

A man is devoured with pains' as if 
he were in the nidft of flames ; and 
all his meatbers are infhintly covered 
with burning puftules^ 

Lea Africanus, b his viiith book, 
<^* 13' gives us the following defcrip- 
tion of the hydra : " It is a ferpcnt 
not very long, with a ,thin tail, and 
narrow neck. It lives in the defarta 
of Libya; its poifon is very dange- 
rous, and there is no other remedy 
againft its bite, than catting but the 
partafieded, before the venom hath 
time to communicate to the adjoiii- 
ing members." This account comes 
s^ty near that mentioned in Ludolf 
Li. c. 13. •♦ There is, in our pro- 
vince, a fort of ferpent, of the length 
of one's arm. It is of a red ihining 
colour, but bordering upon brown, 
and it hides itfelf under ihrubs and 
herbs. The breath of this animal \% 
v^ry ftrong, and it fends forth a poi- 
fon io venomous ax>d flinking, that 
the man^ or beaft who comes near 
where it is, is fure immediately to pe- 
pilh,. unlefe inltantly and fltilfully re- 
lieved.** 

We willnow confidcr the reaibns af- 
ledgcd \^y Bochart to prove that the 
animals here in (jueftion are hydras. 
Ifaiah, in the xxxth chapter of his 
prophecy, ver. 6. fpeaks of Egypt, 
as a country producing vipers, and 
flying, burning ferpents, feraph meo- 
phek. Wich refpea to cho/e ions of 
winged ferpents which flv in Arabia, 
Libya, ana Egypr, the reader may 

ioniult. 
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confult, CicerOy Jofephus, Herodotos, 
Mela» Lucan, Soiinus, and Ammi- 
anus, who fpeak of them very fully. 
We (hall prefently take occaiion to en- 
quire whether thofe ferpents really 
have wings for flyingj or whether 
they are not attributed to the en mere- 
ly becaufe they are fo extremely 
fwifc. 

It may, perhaps, be objedled that 
Arabia is an arid, thirfty country, 
and that the Ifraelites themfelves hav- 
ing failed of water, the place of their 
residence could not be very proper to 
ferve as a retreat for hydras. But in 
anfwcr to fuch objectors, it may be 
proper to obferve.that it is not impoffi- 
ile but that there were here and there 
fome brackifh and (linking fens« 
.whofe waters were not fit to drink. ^ 
Now, thefe fens might (trve as an a{y- 
lum for ihefe animals, fince, accord- 
ing to Nicander, they love to live in 
fens which have In tie water. The 
cherfydrae even live out of the water, 
when the fens are dried up ; which 
happens pariicularly in the time of the 
dog-days. 

This is precifely the feafon when 
the event happened, which is men- 
tioned in the book of Numbers ; 
namely, at the time of the deadi of 
Aaron upon mount Hor, the 
firfl day of the fifth month, which 
anfwefs to July 19. See Numb. 
xxxi^i. 38. *' And when all the 
congregation faw that Aaron was 
dead, they mourned for Aaron 
thirty days^ (chap. xx. 29.) His 
death >vas followed by the battle 
againfl king Arad, chap. xxi. and 
the murmuring of the people, with 
the puniftiment of ferpents, which, 
confequently muft have happened 
about the end- of the month of 
Auguft. Befides, it appears like- 
wife, from the rout which the Ifra- 
elites took, that 'they found water 
in divers places ; in Oboih, ;n Ije- 
-aborim, at the brook of Zared, and 
at the well of Beer, fpoken of in 
the fame chapter. Not to mention 
that after the death of Aaron, they 



journeyed immediately to '* a land 
of rivers of waters." Deut. x. 7. 

If it be agreed that the creatures 
her« fpoken of are hydras, it is 
more conformable to natural hiftory 
to fay that thefe executioners of 
the rebellious Ifraelites inhabited 
the adjacent fens, than to fay, as 
Bochart feems inclined to do, thrt 
they came flying through the air, 
and lighted there in their way. 
Notwithllanding, it muft at all 
events be granted, with regard to 
this punifhment of the Ifraelites, 
that it happened folely by the po- ^ 
fitive command of God, and that 
there was fomething in it beyond 
what nature can effe6>. We are 
the more confirmed in this opinion, 
as .every day's experience informs 
us, that in the hoiteft climates of 
the eaftern and weltern world, where 
the gieateft and molt dangerous fer- 
pents feem to have taken up their 
abode, they are never found much 
to diAurb men ; it is only when 
they are irritated that they fome- 
times hurt them, and they never 
venture an attack where there are 
feveral men together. 

The miracle in fcripture does 
tiot only confiit in the nialady, but 
alio in the cure. ** lVk>fes made a 
/erpentof brafs, and put it upon a 
pole ; and it came to pafs, that if 
a ferpent had bitten any man, whei* 
he beheld the ferpent of brafs, he 
lived: or, Mofes therefore made a 
brazen ferpent, and fet it up for a 
f];;n ; and they who, being wound- 
ed, looked thereat, were cured." 

Hut how could the fight of a fer- 
j)ent m^de of brafs, have virtue 
luiScient to correal or to expel, the 
pricking of a poifon, whofe 
ftrength equally penetrates the fo- 
lid parts and fluids? From whence 
could it d?rive the property, cither 
of coagulating or ratifying the 
blood ? Certainly there can be no 
reafoning on a fad of this kimd ; 
he only who caufed, could cure the 
wound. If we confult nature, the 

fighr 
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fight of a ferpent, flaming, and 
perhaps of the fame colour with 
thefe burning ferpents, muft, as it 
Ihould feem, rather have ferved to 
augment th« diforder, than to have 
checked, or cured it. We have an 
inftance of this kind in thofe per- 
fons, who after having been bitten 
hy a mad dog, are afraid of water, 
and when prefTed by the rage of 
thirft, imagine they fee in the water 
itfelf, dogs open-mouthed, ready 
to bite them again. 

It would be to no purpofe to en- 
quire in this place, from whence 
the Ifraelites had the brafs for mak- 
ing the ferpent,^ and which they 
afterwards employed for idolatrous 
purpofes. We know they had 
broughl from^ Egypt different forts 
of metals : it is certain they had 
with them filver and gold ; and, 
doubtlefs, they might as well have 
brafs. However, it may be fup- 
pofed they found of it in the place 
where they had pitched their camp, 
namely, at Pinon, or Punon, the 
place fpoken of Genelis xxvi. 41. 
Numb, xxxiii. 42, 43. 1 Chron. i. 
52. For according to Eufet)ius, 
Athanafius, Theodoret, Nicepho- 
rus, Calliftus, St. Jerome and 
^ others, there was certainly in 
' Jdumea, a place named Phaeno, 
Phennea, Fenon, or Metallofenon, 
abounding in mines, where they 
fent malefaftors to work, as they 
are now fent to the gallies. At 
prefent, indeed, there is no men- 
tion made of thofe. copper and brafs 
mines.^ But we have this teftimony 
of Ariftaeus concerning then)., in 
Ws hiftory of the LXX interpreters. 
*' It is faid, that from the moun- 
tains adjoining to Arabia [Judaea] 
they formerly extraded brafs iand 
iron; but they had have none of.it, 
(that is, that bufmefs has been neg- 
ledled)u iince the country f^l under 
I the dominion of the Perfians.** 
' What a difmal fituation muft the 
irraelitcs be in, to fee fuch fiery 
enemies, like an army, furround- 
ing them, expofed every moment 
Vol. U. No. 14.] 



to their venemous bite— tp hear the 
dying groans of their brethren 
around them— to have no refuge 
from them— no antidote to fee are 
and fave them from , their en» 
venomed teeth — and noth'ing that 
could allay theexquiiite thirft occa* 
fioned by them ! How truly deplor- 
able all this ! How atvful to behold 
the neareft and deareft relatives to 
fall almoft an inftant facrifice to their 
deadly wound ! to fee them alive 
and well on^ hour, and perhaps 
the next pale and breathlefs corpfes. 

The procuring caufe was fin; the 
fin of unbelief ^ this caufed.mur* 
muring lips aeainft the Lord. 
Their foul was difcpuraged becaufe 
of the way the Lord led them.— 
They fpake againft God, and. 
againftMofea. — Their foul loathed 
manna, the food of heaven, where- 
with they were fed — And becaufe 
they were deftitute of water. How 
highly provoking this, to a God of 
infinite wifdom, cverlafting love, 
and boundlefs grace! Hence the 
cloud of God's power, which was 
their protedtion from thefe fiery, 
flying ferpents, was removed, and 
t)iey, like an hoftile army, were 
let loofe upon them, to their de- 
ftruftion. 

But the people confefled their 
fin, and cried toMofes to mediate 
their caufe with the Lord ; and the 
Lord faid unto Mofes, make thee a 
fiery ferpent, and fet it upon a 
pole; and it (hall come to pafs, 
that every one that is bitten, when 
he looketh upon it, fiiall live. 

What an aftonifhing difplay of. 
fovereign grace, and rich mercy of 
the Lord, appeared in dire6ting tp 
this antidote I But afionifhing as 
this miracle of mfercy was, we find 
it infinitely exceeded in what it 
typified % for as Mofes Itfled up the 
ferpent in the wildernefs, even fo 
muft the fon of man b^ lifted up, 
that whofoever belie*veth in him 
ihould not perifh, but have ever^ 
lafting life. Moft precious leffons. 
this type teaches us, 
Z ift. 
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^ I ft. The brafen ferpent was of 
no kind of ufe to any, but thofe 
who felt themfelves ftung by the 
iiery fcrpents. No more is Chrift, 
till the fting of fm is felt in the 
confcience : and one look to him, 
is fully fofficient to heal the foul, 
and pofTefs it of eternal life and 
falvation. For by his ftripes we 
are healed, 2dly, Thofe who have 
been thus healed, are liable to frelh 

' ftings from the old ferpent and fin ; 
therefore, as was the brazen fer- 
pent, fo is Chrift to be of con- 
tinjaal ufe to us. For, if any man 
iin, we have an advocate with ^he 
Father, Jefus Chrift the righteous, 

' and h^ is the propitiation for our 

' fins. Look unto me. And thofe 
who have once looked, and found 
life and healing, have feic the 
fmart of fin, and the love of 
Chrift ; and therefore hate fin; and 
ftrive again ft it, becaufe they 
dread its wound. Hence they ne- 



ver can take the Itfaftcncdufagfe^ 
ment to fin, becaufe grace abounds : 
no, no more than an Ifraelite, who 
had been once bitten by a fiery fer- 
pent, felt its pains and fears of 
death, and had been happily healed 
by the brazen ferpent, would try to 
get ftung again> that, he might ex- 
perience a frefti cure.' 

3dly. Obferve the apoftolic word 
is, LOOKING onto Jefus, looking 
for his mercy, unto eternal life. 
This is both our conftant duty and 
privilege, who know we are fin- 
ners, and that fin cleaves to all we 
do ; a duty which is to be con* 
ftantly performed: a privilege which 
is to be enjoyed every day, evei*y 
hour, every moment through life. 
Moft holy, moft happy all thofe, who 
live and walk thus looking conti- 
nually, till fin, root and branch, is 
totally deftroyed, and their fouls 
eternally glorified.

TO obtain earthly happinefs 
is the grand aim and defign 
of all mankind. It is the ultimate 
end of all our undertakings. Every 
method is pra£lifed for its attain- 
ment, which art and ingenuity can 
devife. All ranks and degrees of 
men, from the fceptered monarch 
to the meaneft fub>eft, are eager in 
the purfuit; but though they 
axe, without cxcejption, unanimous 
in their qiteft of happinefs, yet 
they very much differ in the me- 
thod, li^ytt^ individual purfues it 



by fuch methods, as his own wants 
and defires hnve fuggefted. Man** 
kind are as difTentient in their fen* 
timents and opinions, as their fea- 
tures and complexions are diflimi- 
lar ; and therefore they are apt to 
place the foundation of ^their 
wilhed for happinefs on the en- 
joyments of fuch earthly obje6ls> 
as are moft agreeable to the natural 
bent and difpofition of their 
feveral inclinations ; hence ori* 
ginate the various methods of at- 
tempting to acquire this univer- 
fally deiired pofTeftion, human hap- 
pinefs. Some employ the patience 
of induftry, fome the boldnefs of 
enterprize, and others the dexte* 
rity of ftratagem, in order to com- 
pafs this invaluable blefting ; but 
after all their induftrious experi- 
mentSi how fmall is the number of 
the fuccefsful \ or, in Aort, where 
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is the fupremely Kappy mortal, 
who will declare, that he has com- 
pleted his plan and attained his ut* 
moll wilh ^ It' is a natural fuppofi- 
tion, upon taking a furvey of hu- 
man nature, that fuch a being can- 
not exift; for no extent of human 
abilities has been able to difcover a 
path, which, in any line of life, 
leads unerringly to fucccfs; we 
may form our plans with, the utmoft 
fagacity, and with the moft vigi- 
lant caution guard againft dangers 
on every fide ; we may flatter our- 
felves with confident hopes of fuc- 
cefs from variety of concurring 
circumftances, and yet be deceived 
and fall ihort of that happinefs we 
expefted j for difappointment, dif- 
fatisfaftion and .mutability attend 
all human inventions and pofiefii- 
ons I fome unforefeen accident fre- 
quently occurs, which baffles all 
ournice laid fchemes, and counter- 
afts all our labours : The race is not 
always to the fvvift, nor the battle 
to the ftrong, nor riches to men of 
underftanding. 

They who have furveyed the va- 
rious fcenes of life, and have ex- 
perienced every viciffitude of for- 
tune, have found that true hap- 
pinefs is not the lot of man in this 
Itate of probation ; even Solomon, 
who excelled in wifdom, and whole 
exalted fituation in life afforded 
him opportunity of gratifying^every 
inclination, and obtaining every, 
earthly enjoyment found no fatif- 
fadlion adequate to his expedations ; 
for the refult of his unparalleled 
experience is, that ** all is vanity.*' 
Though fome enjoy a greater de- 
gree of happinefs than others, yet 
all meet with many checl^s and dif- 
appointments. It is not confident 
with a ftate of probation that we 
ihould cnjqy perfedl happinefs; 
that perfedion is preferved for fuch, 
as approve themfelves worthy, in a 
future and better ftate ; indeed, in 
this world, frequent intervals of 
reft and quiet are fcattered round 
Vt^TY ftatiim, ojh^rwife life wo dd 



be miferablc to all intents and pur- 
pofes ; but there is none that can 
with propriety be called happi* 
nefs. Every day haftens this world 
to its difiblution, when a new fcene 
will be exhibited to our view ; the 
whole myftery of nature, which is 
at prefent dark and intricate, will 
then be revealed ; and the various 
difpenfations of Providence, which 
to our finite comprehenfions feem 
partial, will be evidently juftified;' 
when that awful change takes 
place, our prefent condud will de- 
termine our future happinefs or mi-. 
(cry, and the tranfadliona^ of this 
•uncertain world extend their influ- 
ence to the next : ** For we (hall 
all ftand before the judgment-feat 
of Chrill, and be rewarded accord- 
ing to our works whether they bci 
good or bad.** Therefore we (hould 
not center our hopes, or exert oup 
utmod abilities to obtain the fleet- 
ing, imperfeft joys of this frail life ; 
but at the fame time that wefeek to. 
enjoy the necfelTaries of our earthly 
flat", we fliould extend our views 
to thofe manfionsof blifs, where our 
happinefs will be equally pure, per- 
manent, and unchangeable. For 
this is the only fure way 10 render 
the imperfed enjoyments of life, 
in any wife tolerable, and like- 
wife p^romote our trueft intereft. 
Piety, virtue and religion, are the 
only certain remedies, capable of ex- 
tenuating the pungent forrows of 
afliidions; for, how vain foever thia 
life, coniidered in itl'elf, may be, 
yet tl\e comforts and hopes of reli^ 
gion, not only affoid confolation 
under afliidions, difappointments, 
and misfortunes, hut are alone fuf- 
ficient to give folidity to the en-, 
joyments of the righteous. It 
fliould therefore be our conftant en- 
deavours to difcharge our feveral 
duties to God, our fellow- creatures, 
and oorfelves, in the beft manner 
we are able ;. and ftrive to fecure^ 
as much as finite nature is capable^ 
that permanent happinefs, whick 
alone can adeq^uately fatiate, the 
^2 ^ d^e» 
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cc fires of the foul. It fhould be 
odr peculiar care to pa(s through 
life with innocence, * return grate- 
ful thanks to Almighty God for the 
good things we enjoy, and with 
patient refignation ehdure the evil ; 
we mu^ not be unreafonable in our 
cxpeftations of worldly felicity ; 

, for if we are, we (hall be fure to be 
difappointed ; the happinefs of life 

. is not to be exalted above meafure; 
a comfortable Aate is all that we 
can prcipofe toourfelves ; peace and 
contentment is the full portion of 
man. We muft beware of external 
appearances, left emerging from the 
ihade of obfcurity, we fhould be 
dazzled with artificial fplendor, and 
confequently be rendered incapable 
of feeing things in their proper 
light; ** The wifdom of the fer- 
pent muft be mixed with the inno- 

^ cence of the dove." For a narrow 
felfifh difpofition dcftroys the noble 
'principle of generofity; the pur- 
pofes of fociety require a mu,tual 
mtercourfe of good offices, we 
fhould cultivate, therefore, univer- 
fal benevolence; yet. we muft be 
very caarious to whom we truft the 
fecrets of our hearts ; for life is a 
mafquerade, where fiflitious cha- 
radlers are too often affumed; and 
therefore we muft hot content our- 
felves with a fuperficial furvey, but 
minutely explore the heart of any 
man, previous to our unbofoming 
our own ; we muft aftert our native 
liberty, and not ht duped as flaves . 
to any fedl or party; our ideas of 
government muft be confiftent with 
the rights of mankind ; our prin- 
ciples of religion muft be fuch as' 
are not only worthy of God, but 
beneficial to man ; we muft revere 
the oracles of confcience, and fup- 
port the dignity of our fouls ; in 
fliort, we muft be infpired with re- 
ligion, guided by rational princi- 
ples, and the diAates of confcience, 
and extend our views to that hap- 
py period when all the pleafures and 
pains, hopes and fears, of this 
itjbl unary ftatc ihall be difpcrf^d^ 



and eternal light be difFufed over 
all the works and ways of God.. 
Thus, if we regulate Our conduft by 
thcfe diredlions, we fhall not only 
render our mortal ftate as happy as 
poftlble, but alfo prepare ourfelves 
for the enjoyment of that perfect 
happinefs, which will crown all the 
labours of the righteous in the 
world to com^.

BOOK OF PSALMS. 

PARAPHRASE AND EXPOSITION 
ON PSALM XI. 

AFTER Saul had promotea 
David, and given him his 
daughter in marriage, and began 
to'grow jealous of him, fuppoiing 
that he afpired to the throne ; and 
for that reafon, as was evident to 
every one, was determined to ruin 
him ; David's friends advifed him 
toconfult his own fecurity, and to 
retire towards the mountainous 
jparts of Judasa, where he might 
lie concealed : and upon this occa- 
fion he is thought to have compofed 
this pfalm. 

Ver. I . In the Lord put I my 
truft : how fay ye then to my foul 
that fhe fhould flee, as a bird unto 
the hill, /cr a place of greater fe* 
ciirity ?

THE one thing neceflary for hap- 
pinefs is in common to both 
worlds, this, and the next ; in vain 
we feck a diffeftnt receipt for it ; one 
in time, another in eternity. Virtue 
wanting, every thing elfe becomes 
neceifary tohappinefs and inefFedlual. 
To what amounts then theboafl of their 
namberlefs felicities ? It brings, in 
proof of their happinefs, a demon- 
llration of their mifery. " A good 
man fhall be Satisfied from himfelf 
abne." A bad man (hall be difTatis- 
ied,wichall the world at his devotion. 
An indulgent Providence has abun- 



dantly provided us with irreprovable 
pleafures ; why af-c thefe fwept awajr 
with an ungratefuh hand, to malcD 
room for poifons of our own deadly 
compoiition, to be placed in their 
flead ? Epicurus was in love with his 
gardens : but that is an amour too 
innocent for them. A garden has ever 
had the praife and aft'edlion of the 
wife and happy man. What is rc- 
quifite /to make a wife and happy- 
man, but refie£lion and peace ; and 
■ both are the natural growth of a gar* 
den ; nor is a garden only the pro* 
moter of a good man's happinefs, but 
a pi^ure of it; and, in fome fort;* 
ihews him to himfelf. Its dulture^ 
order, fruitfulncfs, and feclufion from 
the world, compared to the weed, 
wildnefs, and expofure of a commoa 
field, is no bad emblem of a good 
man, compared to the multitude. A 
garden weeds the mind ; it weeds it 
of worldly thoughts, and fows celei^ 
tial feed in their Itead. For what fee 
we there, but what awakens in us gra- 
titude to Heaven? A garden to the 
virtuous, is a paradife itill extant, a 
paradife unloih What a rich prefent 
from Heaven, of fwect incenfe to 
man, was wafted in that breeze! 
Here are no objeds tha^ fire the paf- 
fions ; none that do not inllni^ift the 
underflanding, and better thc*heart» 
while ihey delight fenfe, but not the 
kxifQ of the men of pleafure. Their 
palate for pleafure is fo deadened and 
burnt out, by the violent ftroke of 
higher taftes, as leaves no fenfibility' 
for the fofter imprefiions of thefe ; 
much lefs for the reliih of thofe 
philofophic or moral fentiments, 
which the verdant walk, clear flreams 
embowering (hade, pendent fruit, or 
rifing flower, thofe fpefichlefs, not 
powerlefs orators, ever praifing their 
great author, infpire. Religion is the 
natural growth of the works of God ; 
and infidelityof the inventions of men 
— fpiritually blind, deaf and llupid, 
they fee not the great Omniprefent 
walking in the garden ; they hear not 
his call ; they know not that they are 
naked ; they hide not among the 
'I trees; 
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trees ; . but ftand in open defiance of 
Ills laws. Religion is far from them. 
The man of pleafure ! Of what nature, 
fpecies, or rank in the creation con- 
ceives he himfelf to be } Does this yet 
onconilrued, undecyphered creature, 
consider himfelf as an immortal be- 
ing, or only as a rational, or as a 
mere animal ?. If as an jmmortaU let 
him regard things eternal : if as a 
rational^ let reafon reien : if as a 
mere animal, let him indulge appe- 
tice, but not go beyond it ; when ap-^ 
petite is fatisfied an animal's meal 
26 over : if as a' coropofitioa of all 
three, let it not be a confufion of 
them ; let it be a compofition ; and 
order alone can preferve that name. — 
Ko, he is for none of thefe. He is 
an immortal, without a fenfe of im- 



mortality. He is a rational dethron* 
ing reafoA ; and an animal tranfgref* 
fing appetite ; an unhappy combina- . 
tTOn, a wretched chaos of all, withou't 
the benefit of either ; nay, a fufferer 
from each becaufe an abufer of ail. 
They arc not, as Heaven de/ignrd 
them, three parties in alliance for his 
happinefs ; but three confpirators of 
his own making, againfl his peace* 
—I (hall conclude by giving you Mr, 
Young's three la(l maxims to this di^- 
courfe ; firfl, he that will not fear, 
fhall feel the wrath of Heaven; fe- 
cond, he that lives in the kingdom of 
fenfe, fhall die in th& kingdom of. 
forrow ; thirdly, he fhall never truly 
enjoy his prefent hour, who never 
thinks on his laft«

tf THE CHUISTiAN RELIGION.

BUT wc find no argument made 
a flronger imprelTion on the 
minds of eminent Pagan converts, 
for flrengthenlng their faith in the 
hiftory of our Savioar, than the 
prcdiftions relating to him in thofe 
old prophetic writings which were 
depofited among the hands of the 
greateft enemies to Chrillianity, 
and owned by them to have been 
extant many ages before his ap- 
pearance. The learned Heathen 
converts were aftonifhed to fee the 
whole hiftory of their Saviour's life 
publifhed before he w^s born, and 
to find the evan|;eliih and prophets, 
in their accounts of the Mefliah 
differed only in point of time, the 
one foretelling what fhould happen v 
to him, and the other defcribing 
thofe very particulars as what had 
a^ui^Jy happened. This oar Sa-

viour himfelf was pleafed to make 
ufeof as tH/e ftrongefl: argument of 
his being the promifed Mefiah^ 
and without it would hardly have 
reconciled his difciples to the igno- 
miny of his death> as in that re- 
markable paiTage which mentionsi' 
his converfation with the two dif- 
ciples, on the day of his refurrec- 
tion, St. Luke xxiv. 13. to the 
end* Beiides, the heathen converts, 
after having travelled through all 
human learning, and fortified their 
minds with the itnowledge of arts 
and fciences, wef-e particularly 
qualified to examine thefe pro- 
phecies with great cate and impar-. 
.tiality, and without prejudice or 
prepofTeilion, fo as to eflablifh in 
their minds the firm belief of the- 
truth and excellency of the Chrif- 
tian religion j( beyond the lead de- 
gree of a doubt concerning it. If 
the Jews on the one fide put an un- 
natural interpretation on thefe pro- 
phecies, to evade the force of them 
in their controverfies with thg 
ChrifUand 4 or If th^ Cbtkiians on. 
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the other fide over-ftrained fcveral 
pafTages in their application^ of 
them 4 as it often happens among 
:nen of the beft underflanding, 
when their minds are heated with 
any confideration that bears a more 
than ordinary .weight with it ; the 
learned heathens may be looked 
Upon as neuters in the matter, when 
all thefe jfi-ophecies were new to 
them, and their education had left 
the interpretation of them free and 
indifferent. Befides, thefe learned 
men among the primitive Chrif- 
tians, knew how the Jews, who 
had preceded our Saviour, inter- 
preted thefe predi^ions, and the 
feveral marks by which they ac- 
knowledged the Meffiah would be 
difcovered, and htow thofe of the 
Jewifh doftors who fucceeded him, 
had deviated from the interpreta- 
tions and dodrines of their fore* 
fathers, on purpofe to ftifle their 
own convifiion. This fet of ar- 

fuments had therefore an invinci- 
le force with thofe Pagan philofo- 
phers who became Chriflians, as 
we find in moft of their writings. 
They could not difbelieve our Sa- 
viour's hiftory, which fo . ^xa6lly 
agreed with every thing that had 
been written of him many ages be- 
fore his birth, nor doubt of thofe 
circumflances being fulfilled in 
him, which could not be true of 
any perfon that lived in the world 
befides himfelf.

HAPPINESS OF A PIOUS SOUL. . 

** Mark the perfeft man, and be- 
'* hold the upright, for the end 
•* of that man is pei^cCf'* 

AS vice brings with it a pre- 
fent puniliiment, by tor- 
menting the mind with the ftings 
of guilt, fo virtue is attended with 
an immediate reward; ihe per- 
pcttfally enjoys the fweet delight of 
^, quiet confcicAce, ihe carries in 



her hand a grateful recompence, as 
" her ways are ways of pleafant* 
nefs, and all her paths are peace.'* 
It may indeed fometimes happen^ 
that either through the maliciouf- 
nefs of men, or the combination, 
of ill-accidents, that virtue majr 
in fome degree be opprefled ; but 
thai difadvantage is at the prefent 
abfolutely made amends for from 
the confcioufnefs of well-doing ; and 
how great is it counter-ballancej 
by that more perfeft peace of mind, 
which will attend her at the laft, 
and of which fiie cannot be Ede.- 
prived. Nothing is propofed to 
us as a duty, either by nature, or 
fcripture, but what is agreeable 
and improving to the rational foul 
in man, according to which, vir- 
tue, as being the moft obligator/ 
duty, does promote peace and hap- 
pinefs*. Virtue is fo ftridly en* 
joined us, becaufe it perfedls and 
adorns the human nature, and 
therefore may be fuppofed to brings 
with it a reward of prefent peace and 
fatisfadlion ; St. Paul tells us, that 
tribulation and anguifh fhall ^ 
upon every foul of man that docth" 
evil, fo to him that doeth good^ 
fhall be glory, honour, and peace;**' 
" Peace that paflTeth all under^ 
ftanding-; joy that is un(peakable^ 
and full of glory*** Peace, then^. 
we find to be tji© natural confe* 
quence of virtue ; a reward that i% 
to be given by God ; and this is. a 
reward which nothing can deprive 
them of, unlefs before their death, 
they fall from a (late of holinefs 
and virtue, into that of wlcked<^ 
nefs and vice ; for then • their 
latter end will be worfe than their 
beginning; fince their righteouf- 
nefs wUl be no more remembered ; 
whereas, on the contrary^ if mea 
would fuffer themfelves to be go- 
verned by reafon, and the precepts 
of the gofpel ; if they would ne» ^ 
ver be faint with well doing, but 
patiently continue and perfevere in 
their uprightnefs ; if they would enr 
dure to the end and be faithful unto 
' icsit\. 
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death, then might they be, moft 
folly aflured, that however, in re- 

fard tQ earthly things, they may 
ave fbwn in tears, yet, with re- 
Ipedl to heavenly, they will reap 
in joy. As every ^ngle &&. of god- 
linefs, in men, is always attended 
with fome degree of fatisfaftion, fo 
Low much the greater will that fa- 
tisfadlion be when at length they 
come to die? For, whether they 
€z&. an eye backward on what is 
pad, or forward on what is^yet to 
come, they will then enjoy the 
greateft degree of inward fatisfac- 
tion. "^If they look back, they will 
then have a general view of all their 
good deeds, and of a whole life 
well fpent ; then will they at once 
enjoy thofe pleafirres united, which 
Separately flowed before from the 
obfervarfce of each fingle duty ; and 
then will they have a juft confi-. 
dence towards God,.becaufe their 
hearts do not condemn, but ap- 
plaud them 5 then how fweet will 
jefleftions be on innocence and 
^ virtue, when they may comfortably 
fay, with Hezekiah : " Remember 
now, O Lord, how we have walked 
beifore thee in truth, and with per- 
fect hearts, and navo done what 
was good in thy fight." Alfo, if 
they look forward, then will there 
be prefented to them a charming 
profpeft of light and glory; then 
will they behold their reward great 
in heaven ; and with what plea- 
furc will they fee their feet now 
entering the city of eternal peace ! 
Till then, they might with anxiety 
confider, that they had not yet 
pafled the ftrait gate of life, nor 
traverfed the rugged ways of Sion j 
that ftill the crown of glory was to 
be fought for, and the prize of their 
high calling to be run for; that 
f(ill their falvation was to be 
worked out with fear and tremb- 
ling; and that ftill they were to 
ftruggle with various temptations, 
which, being confonant with their 
deceitful heart, might endanger a 
€on(jueft of them ; might be apt to 



hurry them into fin, and fo pancei 
\ the exercife of all their foriaer vir- 
tues; during which trial, tlieir 
conftant labour, watchfulnei«, and 
fear, will not admit of a perfedt 
peace, or an entire fatisfadion : 
but when this work of probation is 
over, when the race is run out, 
and the vidlory completed, then as 
they will feel no trouble upon their 
fpirits, fo neither will they have any' 
to fear ; therefore. will they freely 
fubmit to the fentencc of death, as 
knowing it to be the condition on 
which they received the enjoyment 
of life ; fo that, as they are fons of 
the firft Adam, they know they 
muft die, but, as they are fons of 
the fecond Adam, they know, that 
they fhall be made alive again ; and 
that, at the refurrefti^n of the 
juft, their joy will be perfect ; that 
when the graves fhall open and re- 
turn their truft, when all the par- 
ticles of th^ human fabric fhall be 
re- united, and the fcattered limbs 
knit together again in fhape and 
form, then will their fouls and bo- 
dies, which had been companions 
in holinefs, be fo in Happinefs, and 
for ever enjoy the pleafures at 
God's right hand. We muft grant, 
indeed, that death is truly called 
the greateft of horrors ; but this 
can be proved by no argument, 
unlefs it be ufed with reference to 
thofe, who either like brute crea-^ 
tures have not reafon fufficient in' 
them to conquer the reludtancy of 
fenfe, or overcome the natural 
averfion they have for difTolution ; 
or rather with reference to thofe,' 
who, being confcious of their fins, 
dread that judgment which is the 
confequence of death : but tl^^t 
man whofe confcience is juftified 
from guilt, and wko can prove, 
before his judge, that he has care- 
fully endeavoured to Uvc well, and 
to a£t inbiFenfively towards God, 
will never dread aa immediate dif- 
folution ; as he recoUedts this witJt 
peace and pleafure, fo does he 
with confidence expedt the pro-' 
/ mifcA 
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mifed reward ; and though he walk 
through the dark Valley and fhadow 
of death, yet will he fear no evil; 
liis full aifurance of a better life, 
Which he cannot gain but by death, 
will make its advent joyful; in 
view of the glory that ihall be re- 
vealed, he will now rather hope 
for, than fear death when his re- 
demption draws nigh : fo that be- 
ing difTolved, he may then be with 
Chrift ; thus when he is even ready 
to be offered, and the time of his 
departure is at hand, he may with 
chearfulncfs refign his foul into his 
Maker's hand, not doubting but 
that the fame God, whom hejias 
faithfully ferved in this life, will 
take care of him after death ; when 
he may ^fo fay, with St. Paul, 
*' henceforth, there is laid up for 
me a crown of glory, which, the 
Lord, the righteous judge, will 
give me at that day." What tranf- 
porting, what unfpeakable de- 
lights, will then ipring up in his 
heart and mind, trom a fcnfe of 
God's love, the hope of his favour, 
and a full proijpeft of future hap- 
pinefs ; .well, therefore, has tlie 
wife man faid, *' that the righteous 
hath hope in his death." St. John, 
'* that we know, we have paffed, 
■ or Ihall very iurely pafs from death 
unto life;" and St. Paul, " our 
rejoicing is this, the teftimony 
of our confcience, that in fimpli- 
city and godly finperity, not with 
ilefhly wifdom, but^by the grace of 
God, we have ovir converfation in 
ihe world." This truft, or af- 
furancc,it was, that animated even 
a heathen to cry out in the perfon 
of Cato : O prpclarum diem cum ad 
illudJMnum animarum concilium coe- 
iumque ptojfcifcar, cumque e^ hoc tur- 
ha et coilu^ipru di/icdam. ** O blef- 
fed day, when 1 fhall arrive at the 
divine affembly of fouls ; when I 
fhall depart from thefe inteftine 
broils and confufion ;" to which 
purpofe, we find the fenfe of ano- 
ther heathen : Si fra^us illahatur 
Prhis impa'vidum feriant ruiuop* *' If

the world being decayed fhoaJd 
fall, he would remain undaunted 
even under the ruins of it.** 

But how much more did the te/1 
timony of a good confcience buey 
•up the fpirits of the Ma^ityrs 
and other Saints! The view of 
death, or outward evils, could aot 
difturb their peace, or fha^e ihcif 
conftancy, while they were well af- 
fured, that the prefent light a61ic^ 
tion, which remained but for a 
moment, worked for them a far 
more exceeding, and eternal weight 
of glory ; and tikereforc they were 
exceeding glad when they were 
perfecuted £r righteoafnefs fake. 

It might be fuppofed that the dc* 
fire of fuch a happy dilfolutioa 
would require no exhortation, 
fihce, of itfelf, it ihould prevail 
with us to cry out, with Balaam, 
'^ Let us die the death of the 
righteous," andletpurlaft end be 
like his ; but the depravity of man 
is fo great, that ev6n when he 
knows its true value, and therefore, 
feems to defire it, yet, he does not 
fhew this defire to be real, by zea- 
louflyuiing fuch means asarepro« 
per for the attainment of it. 

That peace, whicli the fcriptare 
fays we fliall enjoy after a life wcll- 
fpent, is but another word for our 
moil fovereign happinefs, it com* 
mences in the happinefs of a quiet 
confcience, which is tothemwhohave 
it a continual feafi;, and will be at 
length compleated in the full fruiti- 
on of God ; and if this be the cafe, 
one might imagine* that the hardelt 
means, for obtaining this b.eiled 
end, might- well be thoug\t eafy, 
and that we might readily give up 
what worldly goods we have, to 
buy this hidden treafure; nay, was 
our whole life to be onecontinu d 
aft of 'mortification, we might rea* * 
fonably think this perpetual {€iiw 
denial fufficientlv recompenfcd, bjr 
the comfort it orings at the hour 
of death, and the everlafting hap. 
pinefs which is abfoluLely prozniie^ 

A a £0^ 
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for it; the due purfuit whereof 
ihcTuId be regarded as the one thing 
needful, and this ought to be made 
the chief of our ftudies ; but as on 
the contrary, each fingle ftep of 
righteoufnefs brings its own re* 
ward : and iince the progrefs is al- 
ways agreeable to our nature, our 
intereft, and our duty, what can 
he more reafonable, than to con* 
ftantly walk in the paths of piety 
and virtue, and fo to run as to ob- 
tain the great prize? but, if the 
prize be found to have been put 
into the hands of thofe who have 
not made a right eilimate of it, or 
who have not proportioned their 
care to its value, it would have 
been much better for them if they 
had never been born ; becaufe, as 
the end of the perfedl man is peace, 
fo does it follow that the end of the 
wicked man is trouble and vexa- 
tion of'fpirit; his wounded mind 
admits of no relief, or comfort, 
while -living ; and how much lefs 
when he comes to die, when he is 
juft launching out into the fathom- 
Icfs pit of eternity ; when, by the 
•terms of the covenant made be- 
tween, God and man, he can have 
BO hgi^pes in his death ; how will he 
now grieve, that he neglefled to 
conflder the things which belonged 
to his peace, andthat he now finds 
them to be for ever hidden from 
his eyes ! his troubled mind will be 
£lled with all the horrors of his 
approaching fate, as he is now but 
/One ftep from the eternal miferies 
of evcriafting torments; and, a& we 
then ftand upon the brink of the 
bottomlefs gulph, juft ready to be 
turned off into everlafting burn- 
ings. How greatly, therefore, 
<ioes ' it concern us, to live well! 
Sat in that dreadful hour, in that 



ineffedlual ftrugglp of nature, wc 
may have thefe two fupports, 
namely, a refleflion upon the ho- 
linefs of our pail life, and a prof- 
ped of future happinefs ; nothing 
clfe cfan then interpofe for our 
comfort ; but this alone will abun- 
dantly relieve us, even when wc 
are ftanding in the very horizon 
which divides this world from the 
next ; hereby Ihall we be fully con- 
vinced,' how gracious the Lord is, 
and, Hkewife, of what, the Roman 
orator faid, that one day fpent 
according to the precepts of virt|rc. 
is to be preferred before an immor- 
tality of fin. How fhall wc the* 
rejoice, that we made this happy 
experiment in ourfelves, and fo ob- 
tained that peace which paflleth all 
underftanding I that we now with 
delight perceive the approaches of 
that falvation, which we before 
worked out with fear and tremb- 
lin^ ; that we (hall leave nothing 
behind us but meer fhadows, ana 
vanities ; and that we fhaJl have be- 
fore us the folid and real happineft 
of all eternity :' that, now, our di- 
vineft and moft capacious facultiet 
will be intimately fixed on their 
moll proper objeA ;' that, now, we 
fhall iee God face to face, and be 
united to him by the bands of 
his love ; that, now, our hearts 
will become fully fenfible of the 
affe^ion he ^ears towards us, as 
having prepared the nioft perma- 
nent happinefs for us; by which 
fenfation they will be ftrongly car- 
ried out in the adls of praiie and 
thankigiving, and will alfo reajp 
the peaceable fruits of righteouf- 
nefs to all eternity.

Cavil and fophifbry now 
univerfally abound ; and it is by 
the fhield of faith that they alone 
can defend their minds againft thefe 
treacherous affaults. parents, fre- 
quently to their coft, are themfelves 
not a little defe^ive in Chrijdian 
fundamental truths, how then can 
they teach wha themfelves want a 
teacher ! Teaphers can indruft, n^ 
doubt, in this requifite cafe ; but, 
unfortunately, it is not enoug;li 
confidered to be their province to 
do fo. Claflical knowledge, or. other 
polite acquirements, or luch as are 
neceffary for worldly bufinefs, are 
alpn« looked for at mod iphools, 
particularly public ones. To re* 
medy the defeds complained of,. 
1 know of no books (of eafy pur- 
chafe) more prpper than the follow- 
ing : fome one of which, at leaft^ 
no family, in my. opinion, ought to 
be without — Lefsly's ihort and 
eafy method with the Peiil and 
Jews ; a good Englilh tianilation of 
Grotius on the trath of the Chrif.. 
tian Religion ; or,, the priginal for. 
fuch aa underiland it* Biihop Be- 
vcridge's private thoughts upon . 
Religion. Beaufpbre's new vcrAon 
of bt. Matthews Goipel, with a 
A a 2 literary 
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literary commenury on all the dif- 
£j»xlt paflages.

SCRIPTURE GEOGRAPHY. 

AN HISTORICAL AND GEaCRA- 
PHICAL ACCOUNT OF PLACES 
MENTIONED IN THE OLD AND 
NEW TESTAMENT, IN ALPHA- 
BETICAL ORDER. 

[Continued from page 134.] 

CENCHREA, a fea-port town 
belonging to Corinth, in the 
Archipelago. This town, which 
was at fome diftance from Corinth, 
was, notwithftanding, looked upon 
a^ a kind of fuburb to the city. St. 
Paul, being ready to embark, in 
otder to go to Jerufalem, had his 
hair cut off, in compliance with a 
vow he had made. 

Chaldea, a. country of Afia, 
known in the moft ancient times by 
the names 6f Shinar, Shinoar, &c. 
lies between thirty and thirty-five 
degrees of north latitude^ and was 
bounded, according to Ptolemy, 
oti the north, by Mefopotamia ; on 
the caft by the Tygris ; on the weft 
by Arabia Deferta; and on the 
fouth/ by the Perfian Gulph, and 
part of Arabia FfeHx. The metro- 
polis of Chaldea was- Babylon, 
whence the country more immedi- 
diately in the neighbourhood of this 
citjr was generally, by profane 
writerSf termed Babylonia. The 
name of Chaldea is no where to be 
met with in the Hebrew text, the 
word being Chafdiro, whence Jo- 
fephus thinks the name of Chal- 
dea was derived ; and' Dr. Wells is 
of opinion, was taken from Chefed, 
^one of the foils of Nahor, Abraham's 
brother. The Chaldeans were 
much famed ftr their knbwledge in 
aftronomy, and their great . fkill in 
the feveral branches of the mathe- 
matics and geometry.— Sec. our ac- 
count of Babylon. 



C H E R I T H , a brook beyond Joi^- 
dan; that falls into that river be-f 
low Bethfan. Near this brook, 
and in the valley through which it 
runs, th« prophet Elijah l^ay con- 
cealed for fome time, to avoid th& 
perfecution of Jezebel ; and here 
the ravens every morning and even-? 
ing brought him bread and ^cau 

Ci L ic I A , a country 01^ the fouth- 
eaft of Afia-Minor, and lying on. 
the northern coaft, at the eai^encj; 
of the Mediterranean ; the capital 
city whereof is Tarfus, the native, 
city of St. PauL 

ClNNERETH Or CiNNEROTH, ^ 

city of the tribe of Napthtali, to 
* the fouth whereof lay a great plain, 
which reached as far as the Dead- 
Sea, along the river Jordan. Ma- 
ny believe, with a great deal of* 
probability, that Cinnereth was the 
lame with Tiberias ; and as the 
lake of Genefareth, which is ii^ 
Hebrew called tKe Jake of Cinne- 
reth,. is, without doubt tliat of* 
Tiberias, there is fome realbn to, 
belive that Cinnereth and Tiberias 
are the fame city, as we will en- 
deavour more fully to (hew un.dei;'. 
the article Tiberias. 

The lake of Cinnereth pr Tibe- 
rias, or the lake of Genefareth, ara 
fo many names given to it from the 
fituation of the city Cinnereth ot 
Tiberias, lying upon the weftern 
fhore, arid toward the fouthern ex- 
tremity of it ; and becaufe the caur. 
ton of Genefareth lies upon the 
eallern extremity of it. * It is like- 
wife called the fea oif Galilee, Matt. 
iv. 18. beCaufe the north eaft-fidci^ . 
of it are enclofed by Galilee. In 
Jofephus's account of it, it is a 
hundred ^longs in length and 
forty wide. ' The water of this laki 
is very good to drink, arid breeds ' 
abundance of filh. There St. Pe^ - 
ter, St. John, St. Andrew, and St. 
James, who were filhermen, car- 
ried oh th^ir trade« The river 
Jordan paflTes through this lake' 
and is continually bringing into it * 
[I afreflj* 
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a frelh fupply of water. The coun- 
try, which borders upon the Tea of 
Galilee, is remarkably beaatifttl 
and fertile. 

C NIDUS, a cUy ftanding on a 
prom<Mitory, or foreland of the fame 
name, in that part of the province 
pfCaria, which was more peculi- 
arly called Doris. This city was 
remarkable for the worfliip of Ve- 
nus, and for the celebrated ilatueof 
that goddefs^. made by ;he famous 
artificer Praxiteles. 

CoLos'sE, a city of PhrygiaV 
which Herodotus tells us Hood 
where the river Lycus running un- 
der ground, difappears: but this 
river riiing a)iove ground dgain, at 
the diftance of five furlongs from 
this city, en*pties itfelf into the 
river Meander. It i^ generally 
agreed among (earned men, that 
ColofTe flood at no great diilance 
from Laodicea and Hierapolis; 
whence we find St. Paul mention- 
ing the inhabitants of thefe three 
great cities tpg;ether, Col. iv. 
15. This city, Dr. Wells informs 
us, has been long (ince buried in 
<|uins, the memory of it being now 
chiefly, if not wholly preferved in 
thcEpiftle p( St. Paul, w^ote to its 
inhabitants. 

Coos, an illand of the Archipc- 
lago, lying near the fouth-wefl 
point of Afia-Minor. It is now 
commonly called Lango; and was 
formerly pelebrated for its excellent 
wine, ah4 is alfo memorable for the 
birth of Hippocrates, the cele- 
trated phyfician, and Appelles, the 
famous paiater. Here was for- 
merly made that fine thin fluff, fo 
much ufed among the chief ladies { 
of Rome, whic^i at once Ihewed' 
tHem both cloathed and naked. In 
the fuburbs of the' chief tpwn of 
this ifland, called by the fame name 
al the iile, flood a templ^ of-^Efcu-; 
lapius, much celebrated in former 
times, add greatly enriched by the 
offerings mad$ tor th^' fup^ofcd 



' Co R I N T |i , a celebrated city, the 
<;apital of Achaia, /eated Oil thd 
Iflhmus, and feparates Peiopon1i6- 
fus from Africa'. This city was one 
of the befl peopled and mofl weal-' 
thy of all Greece. Its fituation 'be- 
tween two feas drew thither the' 
trade of both the eaft and weft from^ 
all par^s^ Its riches produceii pride.* 
oflentation, effeminacy, and all 
manner of vices, which' are thef 
confequences of too great' plentyl 
Lafcivioufnefs in particular was not 
only tolerated here, but in a man- 
ner confecrated, by' ^he worfhip of 
-Vepus, and the public prbflitutioa 
of thofe who were devoted toher. 
But what thfs citadel was m'oft fa-', 
mous for among the heathen au- 
thors, was its citadel, which was 
called Acro-Corinthus, from its be- 
ing built on a high mouAtain oi' 
rock, and for its infoleftce' aga-nflf 
the Roman legates, which made LJ 
' Mummius deflroy it; but' in it» ' 
conflagration, fo many flatfues of 
different metals, were meltecf d'own,| 
that the remains of theni made the' 
famous Corinthian br^fs, which wai* 
accounted more valuablethan either 
gold or filveir. After this deftruc-' 
tion, it wis reflored by Julius* 
Cafar to its former fplehdor,' and* 
in a ihort time became the moH 
beautiful city of all Greece, info- 
muph that the neat order of the; 
pillars, which are ufed at this day' 
m the decoration of all fine build-' 
ings, took from this plac6 the name^ 
of Corinthian pillars. 

Crete, one of the nobleft' 
iflands in the Mediterranean Sea.* 
being formerly called, Hecatompo-* 
lis, as having a hundred confider- 
able towns or cities ; as alfo Maca«' 
rios or Macaronefus, the Happy ' 
Ifland, from the goodnefs of the; 
foil and the temper of the air. It ' 
ds now commonly called Candia^ 
from its principal town Candiai' 
which was an archbifhop*s fee, 
great, rich, and populous, as lon^^ 
as it continued In the hands of the 
; Venetians ;' 
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Venetians; and ftood the longed 
fiegc againft the Turks of any place 
in the whole world, bat was at (ad 
obliged to fubmit in 1669. This 
Ifle lies over againfl the mouth or 
entrance of the Mge^n /ea, or Ar- 
chipelago, and at a pretty near 
«cqual didance from Europe, Afia, 
and Africa. The inland parts are 
very mountainous, yet fruitful, ef- 
pecially of wines called Mufqua- 
dinc; but it is deficient, in corn. 
Titus was condituted by St. Paul 
fird bifliop of Crete, charging him 
in that epidle which he wrote to 
him, to rebuke the people of this 
ifland/everely, and in drong terms, 
to prevent their being fond of Jew. 
ifli fables, human ordinances, and 
the obfervances of the law : for as 
he adds, (chap,, i. 12,13,) "the 
Cretans, as one of their own pro- 
phets^ or poets, bear witnefs, are 
always Jiars, evil beads, flow bel- 
.lies." — This Cretan poet is gene- 
rally acknowledged to be Epime- 
nides, a native of Crete, who af- 
ferts this particular fo much to the 
difad vantage of his countrymen. 

Cyprus, a famous ifland in the 
Mediterranean Sea, between Cilicfa 
and Syria. It is diftant, (according 
to Dr. Wells) about a hundred miles 
from the main land of Syria, and 
about fixty from Cilicia; is ex- 
tended in length from eaft to wed 
about two hundred miles, and in 
breadth, fixty. The ancients were 
of opinion it took its name from the 
cyprefs-tree, which grows there in 
great abundance. They celebrate 
It much for -its fertility, as being 
fnfficiently provided with all things 
within itfelf ; for which reafon they 
call it the rich and happy ifland ; 
but fo infamous was it for luxury 
and all kinds of debauchery, that it 
gave the name Cypris or Cy^ria to 
Venus, who was the chief Goddefs 
of it in the timeof heathenifm, when 
they ufcd to confecrate their women 
to whoredom, and, by a law, compel 
them to lie with drangers, as did 
the'Dabylonians. The Apodle Paul 



and Barnabas departed from Antioch, 
embarked at Silencia, and landed ia 
theifle of Cyprus, Ads xiii. 4, 5^ 6. 
While they continued at Salamis, 
they preached Jefus Chrift in the 
Jewifh fynagognes, and from thenc^e 
they^went and vifitcd all the citiea 
in the ifland, preaching the gofpel 
every where : At Paphos they met 
with the pretended prophet Barje'- 
fus, whom St. Paul druck witK 
blindnefs. St. Barnabas is conii- 
dered as the principal apodle and 
fird bifliop of this ifland, where, it 
is faid, he fufifered martyrdom.

Kcwton's laft produAions, which he conti 
iiued within a very few days before his 
death ; for an account of this great prelate 
fee our laft Magazine. In his DiiTertations

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Copenhagen, Sept. 9. 

ACCOUNTS are received from Iceland, 
of a violent eruption having taken 
place in that illand on the 8th uf June. Se- 
veral villages have been deftroyed, and a con- 
fiderable trad of country is buried under im- 
znenfe depths of lava : the new ifland alfo 
continues to emit great quantities of fire, 
sin<l was ftill increafing when the laft ihips 
came from thence. 

Letters from Iceland, of the 24th of July, 
contain the moft difmal detail of the deva- 
ilations occafiened by the courfe of the lava, 
and affirm, that the eruptions continued even 
at that date. 

Tripoli, (in Syria) July 30. The 20th 
of this month an earthquake was felt here, 
which w/is immediately followed by ano- 
ther, and the two ihocks lafted together about 
ten feconds. The evening before it had 
^ rained very hard, which is uncommon at 
this feafon. A thick fog for Bear a month 
had covered both the earth and fea j the fun 
was but rarely feen, andVhenit did appear 
\ was always of a bloody colour. Thcfe 
phaenomena had been hitherto unknown in 
Syria ! 

The earthquake was equally felt in the 
^ Liban. An entire village, near Napou- 
ioufe, has been deftroyed by the rending of 
a rock; befides many other difafters, of 
which we are daily receiving accounts. The 
Turks are inihcgreateft confternation, 

Brandcnbourg, Sept. 39. The obftinacy 
of the Dantzickers feems daily to increafe : 
they perfift in the firm refolution either 
to lofe all or preferve all. The animofity 
of the people hath afifen to fuch a height, 
thv a detachment of Pruflian huflars, who 
had received orders a few days ago to ad- 
vance to that city, were received with a 
(howcr of ftoncs. Thefe foldiers, who were 
without doubt forbidden to fije, retired. It 
is now much feared that the affair will be 
treated with more rigour by his Pruflian 
majefty, and the more fo as we learn that 
Several regiments are on their march to 
Dautzick. Since the 24th inft. the city has. 
been more clofely blocked up by the king's 
troapsthan before. 

Hamburgh, 0<ft. 3. The very ill-timed 
firmnefs Ihewn by the Dantzickers in their 
differences with the king of Pruffia, feems 
now to prefage fome alarming confcquences, 
as we find the Pruflian troops have fur- 
rounded that place in fuch a manner as to 
cut off all their trade ou wards. Every one 
wonders what mot^Yr& a um^xlv city can have 



in fetting a powerful monarch in i ttiannc' 
at defiance : ,the Dantzickers muft certainl/ 
have forgot the old adage, " Might oftea 
overcomes right.** 

Peterfburgh, Sept. ^9. Within thcf* 
few days an Englifn merchant Ihip-has ar- 
rived here, with 501 naval officers of that 
nation j and we ihortly expe£t a much 
greater number, as we are informed out 
court has engaged i^O in its fervice. 

Hague, Oft. 9, We have accounts that 
the Ruffian fleet of 12 fail •f the linci, un- 
der admiral Tfchitfchagoff, has entered th0 
port of Revel, and will foon f4il for the Me-* 
diterranean. 

Hamburgh| Sept. i2« We have account* 
from Hanover, that the king of Gceat Bri-* 
tain^ defiring to fhcw his fatisfadtion to the! 
Hanoverian regiments employed in the de- 
fence of Gibraltar, has prefented each mail 
of that corps With a white band, to be wora 
round the arm as a mark of honour. His 
majefty has farther ordered, thlt all thoftf 
of the faid regiment that ihall become pen^^ 
fioners fhali receive double what they wouldL 
otherwife be entitled to. The grenadiers of* 
that corps are to wear a iilvcr plate on their 
caps, with the word Gibraltar engraved on 
them. in large characters. 

Paris, Sept. 30. We hear fromRochelle^ 
that on the 7th of this monthy at half 
paft one at noon, the heavens being fcrene, 
and the atmofphere'prcfenting nothing par-* 
ticular, they were vifited by a Ihock of an 
earthqua-ce, accompanied with a rolHn|f 
noife J it was felt alfo in the environs of 
Rochelle. 

Florence, Sept. 30. This 'day a couriei' 
arrived from Pifa with an account of the* , 
great ducthefs's having been Jiappily deli-* 
vered laft night of a prince.

WHER"EAS a Definitive Treaty of 
Peace and Friendlhip between Us^ 
the Moft Chriftian King, and the King of 
Spain, hath been concluded at Vcrfailles ort 
the third day of thi* jnftant September, anil 
the ratifications thereof have been exchanged 
upon the nineteenth inftant i in conformity 
thereunto, we have thought fit hereby to 
command, that the fame be publiihct^ 
throughout all our dominion?* And we do 
declare to all our loving fubjcdts, our will 
and plcafure, that the fid treaty of peace 
and friendlhip be obfcrvcd inviolably, as wcU 
by. f«a 9,% land, and bi all pU«cs whaifoevcr ; 
^ [ fl^riaiy 
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ftridtly charging and commanding all our 
Icr/ing fubjedls to take notice hereof, and 
conform thenjfelves thereunio accordingly. 
Given at our Coutt at St. Jamis's, the 
^jventy-fixth day of September, oiie thoufand 
fcven hundred and eighty-three^ in the 
tweaty-thiid year of our reign. 

GOD fave the K I KG.

IRELAND. 

Dublin, September 15. 

US day exhibited a fight at whicK hu- 
£ manity fhrinks back appalled — Thou- 
fands of ftarving andinduxlrious weavers in 
the woollen branch made a procciTion through 
all the principal ftreets of the capital, with 
the Golden Fleece, which formerly ,fed, 
•cloathed, and diiFufed happinefs among 
millipns, wrapped up in black, truly piq- 
turefque of the lamentable fituation to which 
the fons of indaftrj are now reduced by the 
deplorable ftate of the manufaftures of Ire- 
land. The fleece was carried by feveral of 
tliefe children of want in deep mourning, 
attended.by an innumerable trowd of ihcir 
brethren m diftrcfs, in mourning cloaks, 
hatbands, and weepers^ They had in their 
liands ihuttles, alas I without eveti weft J 
others had banners with mottos : " Protect- 
ing Duric&J or Ways and Means to live/* 
^ They diflributed hand-bills through the 
city, dating, in a modefi narrative, their 
fTcfent fitnation, implori'-g the pvoteAion 
^f their counTryraen and fellow citizens. 
•In their progrcfs through the town they con- 
duced themselves with propriety, and with- 
out any riot or unlucky circuraftance taking 
place; the fureft means of fecuring the 
countenance and iniereft of thofe who wilh 
them employment and happinefs. 

DOMESTIC OCCURRENCES. 

The definitive treaties lately concluded 
l)etwcen Great Britain, France, and Spain, 
<\o not dift'er very materially from the pre- 
lim" nary articles wirh thofe kingdoms, in- ^ 
fcrtcd at full in a former Magazine, except 
tbat In tUc treaty with France, (he articles 



concerning the enclofing a part of the coun- 
try, in the neighbourhood of Chandenagore 
in the Eaft indies, is particulaxly explained 
fo as to prevent the idea being entertained, 
that by that article, any fortifications were 
to be allowed to be erected,, nothing farther 
being thereby meant ttrati a ditch enclo- 
fure filled with water^ In the treaty 
with Spain, the article regarding the cutting 
of logwood is likewife more paiticuUrly 
explained ihain it was* in the preliminary ar- 
ticles, and the boundaries where fuch »a al- 
lowance is granted, accumtely anddfftin^Hy 
pointed out by certain rivers- New arrange- 
ments witb regard to trade are to be agreed 
upon both with Fraacea»ndf Spain, within the 
fpacc of two years, to be computed from the 
III of January, 1784. 

A capita! merchant in Paris has traof- 
mitted to os'the following particulars con- 
cerning the national bankruptcy that haj 
happened in that metropolis. — In tlje year 
1776, thirteen bankers, the inoft emineot 
In France, funded five and twenty millions 
for theeftablilhmentof a Caifle d'Etromptc, 
literally acheft of difcount, that is, a dlU 
coonting bank, the purport of which was 
to difcount bills of exchange, part in caih, 
and part in notes, in imitation of our bank- 
notes, for the purpofc of facilitating trade, 
and at the fame time fupplytng the occafi- 
orial wants- of government. This fclicmc 
had the defired efFeft, amd anfwer«;d the 
public ejcpeftation till the 25th of hi\ 
month, when an extraordinary and unex- 
pcded run of creditors put the dirctlors 
under the neceffxty of ftopping payment. 
The deficiency is not yet afcertaincd, but 
it muft be very confidcrable, fincc they were 
hardly able to pay fevcn hundred thoufand 
livres. The event being foon fpread abroad, 
occafioncd an univerfal alarm j upon which 
the miniftry made ufc of every political 
meafure to prevent any bad confcquencc, as 
in the time of the famous Scotchman, Law, 
Soon after appeared 4 ediifts of the king^whicli 
they had the precaution of antedating five 
days. — The firft forbidding all notaries to 
proteft the notes iffued from the faid Caiffe 
d'Efcompte, under the penalty of a mulcl. 
befides corporal punilhment. The fecond 
flopping all the demands on the aforefaid 
bank till the firft of January, 1784. The 
third enjoining all perfons to receive the 
above notes in payment, without any fort of 
difficulty. The fourth laying a very hea\7 
doty on all fpecie .exported. In the mean 
time orders were difpatched to all the mints 
throughout the kingdom, to enable the bank 
to continue its paymetits. 

The principal banks in many parts of 
France, p»rticular?y at Bourdeaux, Breft, 
Port L<Oricnt, and Marfcilles, have ibp- 
ped in confequence qf the great bloWgl^ca 
to public credit in Pari». 

» Tkt 
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The original fund of the li'ariiian Bank 
was 2^ Million of liyres ; but thofe accute 
financiers iflued notes to the valug of 250 
Millions of livres ! By way of a fopto the 
public, a lottery is now ellablifhing in Pa- 
, ris for eight years, to be drawn at eight 
periods, the tickets of which his moft 
Chriftian^majel^y gracioufly allows to be 
circulated for the notes of his. broken 
bsnkers. ^ 

Had the late Var continued a few months 
longer, it is highly probable Great Britain 
might have made her own terms with her 
infidious enemies. France, from her con- 
ilant fupplies to the Aniericans, muil have 
been a bankrupt long before her late failure, 
as Spain could not, and Holland would not, 
fupply her with the finews of war. The 
French know this,- and laugh at our pacific 
negociators. 

Letters from Conflantinople mention, 
that the grand fultan has declared his inten- 
tion, that if there ihould be a war with the 
Ruffians, he willcommand the army in per- 
fon, and preparations are making for that 
purpofe, and that he is to be accofbpanied 
by fome French engineers, who are to have 
the chief command of the artillery. 

Mr. Beckroan, member of the Royal So- 
ciety of Gottihgen^ has lately made a valu- 
able difcovery with refpe£t to manufa^ures. 
He- has found from repeated experiments ; 
that the Catharmus, or Saf-flower, sther- 
wife the B a lUrd Saffron plant, gives a moft 
beautiful yellow dye to cotton, wool, and 
«ven linen yarn. 

The grofs ignorance and fayage cruelty of 
the inquilition (fays a correfpondent) may be 
afcertained from the horrid execution of a 
|>eautiful young girl, at Seville, on the 7th 
of November, 1781. There is no miftake 
in the date. This horrid fcene was 
a£^ed no later than the year before laft. 
For an intrigue with the Devil this beauti- 
ful young creature was burnt alive, though 
St. Cjprian and St. Auguftine, even in anti- 
«nt times, declared that the thing was ira- 
poffible; and now every nation in Europe, 
but the wrenched Spanilh Inquifition, know 
that it is folly and madnefs, and infanity, 
to imagine fuch a thing. By a refinement 
in cruelty, the Inquifition ordered her nofe 
to be cut oif two hours.before her execution, 
left the charms of her engaging . figure 
ihould excite compaflion. 

A letter from Bofton, by the way of New 
York, fays that there are great commotions 
in that town in endeavouring to fettle the 
/orm of government, as the inhabitants con- 
fift of Churchmen, Qjjakers, Prelbyterians, 
&c. all of whom differ in opinion with re- 
gard to civil and religious matters, fo that 
there is no probability of any regular form 
of government being very foon eftablilhed. 

The congrefs has unanimoufly agreed to 
ftc^a ftatuc^ in bronze, of gcQ«Waihin^- 



ton, which is to be executed by the firft 
artifts in Europe, under the dirc<^ion of tha 
American ambalfador at Paris : they havo 
alfo agreed to fet up the fame at the pkcer 
which ihall be fixed upon for their reiidence% 

By advices from Portfmouth we learnt^ 
that Mr. Tracy has written to admira* 
Montagu a detail of the accidents whIcW 
have beftl him in his attempts to weigli tho^ 
Royal George within thefe few days. It 
is a certainty that he raifed her by the head 
fix feet, and a -ft em upwards of five .fcec,^ 
and had nearly cleared her of the fand bank 
which had formed round her, when one o£ 
the cables under her broke, occafioned bm 
the roughnefs of the weather'; this acci* 
dent he repaired the next tide,and z days after 
one of the lighttrs, which was ftationed ta 
Boat her a-head, funk, occafioned by the^ 
weight which was upon her. The RoyaB 
William and the other' ihip of the lino, 
which Were alfo engaged on this fervice^ 
were fo ftrained as to require caulking iiv 
their upper work's. This being effeded, hot 
made a moft fpirited effort to raife her over 
the bank, without being able to fuccced if 
foon after this attempt, by the unfavour^ 
ablenefs of the weather, three cables broke^ 
and the fhip fell again nearly into her ori- 
ginal Situation. Under thefe circumftanceft 
Mr. Tracey has written to admiral Mo«tag»» 
and the navy board, chat he relinquifhes all 
hopes of fucceeding to float the Ihip, 

Cn the 6th inft. the Proclamation of 
Peace was read at Whitehall, Charing-crofs^ 
at Chancery-lane, at the end of Wood- 
ftreet, and at the Royal Exchange, Vritl\ 
the ufual ceremonies. The proceffion Wa* 
grand. The lord mayorj aldermen, re- 
corder, add Iberiifs, attended by the heralds 
at arms, the guards, drums, trumpets ; tha 
chief officers of >Veftminfter, &c. 

On Michaelmas -day, Mr. alderman Peck- 
hana, (who declined the office laft year oi» 
account of his iil-flate of health) was elefSed 
lord mayor of this city for the year enfuing. 

On the 9th inft, ^the court of aldermen 
received information from feveral of the 
aldermen that they had been ferved with 
the copy of ari^le to fbew caufe why" at 
mandamus fhould not be granted, command- 
ing them to reinftate Thomas Wooldridge^ 
£fq. into the office of alderman for the ward 
of Bridge* Mr. Solicitor was ordered t9 
prepare an anfwer to the faid rule, &c. 

The archbifhop of Canterbury is now em- 
ployed in framing a form ot prayer and 
tha'nkfgiving for the reftoration of Peace a 
and a proclamation for that purpofe will 
fhortly iffue, fixing a day about the middlo 
of next November.

knee, and Mr. G— received a (hot which 
lui fortunately proved fatal, the ball enter- 
ing a little above the groin. He was taken 
to the Swan at Knightlbridge, and Mr. 
Tompkins and Mr. Jackfon, of Knightf- 
bridge, immediately attended him. Mr. 
Oreen is fince dead ; and it is faid his anta- 
gonift has left the kingdom with his fccond. 

It is not more remarkable than true, that 
the following officers belonging to the parifh 
of St. Bride, Flect-ftreet, have died within 
fhefe laft twelve lAonths, viz. the Reverend 
Mr. Appleby, Curate ; Mr. Bradley, 
Veftry Clerk ; Mr. Clarke, Church- War- 
den ; Dr. Howard, organifl ; Mr. Turner, 
colleflor of tythes; —Rutherford, fcxton ;

Thurfday the i6th was found in the 
trunk of a hollow tree, by a man belong- 
ing to a cow-keepejr at Kinglland road, in 
one of his matter's fields, the bodies, or ra- 
ther the remains, of a woman and male 
child, with their bowels out, and the fkin 
and flelh entirely dry. By all appearances 
it is evident thej muft have remained there 
a confiderable time. 

' Newcaftle, Oft. ii. A few days ago as 
the biihop of Chefter was on his journey 
from London, he obferved, on the road, a 
perfon who had the appearance of a clergy- 
man, carrying a fmall bundle on his fhoulder. 
The bifhop ordered his carriage to ftop, and 
enquired of the ftranger who and what he 
was. He acquainted his lordfhip that he 
was a clergyman, who had been oblijjed to 
abandon his living in America, after fuf- 
fering a variety of pcrfecutions, &c. The 
biihop immediately took him into his car- 
riage^ heard ^11 the particulars of h'n fi.ory, 



brought him down to Chefler, and has now 
placed him in the church, with an income 
of 90I. per annum. 

Chelmsford, Oft. 10. At our quarter fef- 
fions, this week, a man was convifted for 
felling adulterated flour, and ordered to 
(land in the pillory, in the market-place,' at 
Ongar, next Saturday, from twelve till one 
o'clock, with an infcription on his head de- 
noting his offence, and to pay a fine of 5I. 
He was alfo coiwifted on another profecu- 
tion, and fined 5 1. m6re, and ordered to be 
continued in gaol till both fines. are paid. 
It appeared in evidence, that two poor fa- 
milies had, among others, edten bread made 
of flour bought at his ihop, the one fix^ 
and the other three days, during which ge- 
neral fymptoms of gpofs alkaline eflefts ap- 
peared through badnefs of digeftion, heat of 
flomach, &c. among all of them ; at firfl 
only half a buihel of flour was bought, 
which did not produce violent efFefts ; but 
the next purchace being more adulterated, 
either with chalk or lime, as was evident 
by the lumps in the famples p;:oduced in 
court, was, when made into bread, very 
near producing fatal efl^fts. 

Mayficld, Derby Ihire, Sept. 24. A far- 
mer's boy, near Oovedale, in this covinty, be- 
ing fent to fetch his mailer's bull to one of 
his^ieighbour's cows, the boy having nothing 
but a fwitch flick in his hand, he could not 
eafily make the bull go with him. Afttfr 
running him feveral times acrofs the field, 
he exafperated the bcaft: to fuch a degree, 
that he ran at him with the greatefl fury'; 
tlie poor lad immediately betook himfen to 
his .heels, but being clofely purfued by the 
irritated animal, had not time to make his 
efcape, but was overtaken at the bottom of 
the paflure, againfl a wall which ftood on 
the brink of a tremendous precipice, when, 
after toffingkim a furprifing height into the 
air, he threw him over the wall down the 
fatal defcent (nearly 20 yards perpendicu* 
lar). This horrid fight was feen by two 
men who were at work in an adjacent field ; 
they ran with the greatfeft fpced poflible,. to 
rcleafe the diflrrcfled objedV, but arrived too 
late to prevent his death. The poor vif^im 
was found with his back, one leg, and both 
arms broken, and his head nearly fevered 
from his body, his brains beaten out, and 
his body otherwife mangled in a moH fhock- 
ing manner.

THOUGH this philofophcr tn- 
joyed a great reputation, we 
know bat little of his ^aaner of 
Hvinjg. His life maft have, been 
vxty obfcure and quiet, a eircdm-^ 
fiance which does honour to' his 
€hara£ker. The authors of .the 
memoirs of illuftrious men, Jiav^e 
faid bat very little refpe^ing him, 
however they efteem his meritw 
They were, doubtlefs, unable to get 
better information, and we are not 
more happy than they ; no great 
^ events therefore are to be exp^ted, 
'or additions to the memoirs already 
given refpe^ling him ; but the moft 
Oisthentic are herechofen, as hiftdry 
€f this £irt ought not pnly to coa^ 



tribute to the reader's tranfient 
amufement, but ^fo to his real in^ 
ftrudion. 

Mr. Jame^ ^bbadie was born in 
the year 1654, at Nai, a town in 
France,, abojiit four leagues from 
Pau in the territory of Bern. HiS) 
parents are unknown ; but we are 
aiTured that the famous M. dc PJ^-^ 
ce.tte, minifter of Nai| took c^f^. 
of his education, and himfelf di* 
re&ed his firft ftudies ; after which 
he fent him fuccefliyely to Puy- 
Laurens, S^mur, and Sedan, ,ta 
ftudy philofophy and divinity. He^ 
was admitted a do6ior ia the aca« 
demy of this Uft city. Soi^e writers 
tell us that his firil voyage was to 
Holland. But father Niceron, on 
the contrary, fays that he went to 
: Paris, where he becaijie acquainted. 
with the count d'Efpenoc, mafter of 
the horCb to the eledor of JKranden^ 
burgh, who engaged i^ to foMow 
C Q.z him 
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Jiim to Berlin, and on his arrival, 
procured him the place of minifter 
to ch«. eletior in tie French churcli 
cf Berlin, which he held for fome 
years. During his ftay in this cjty^ 
he went feveral times to Holland,' 
as well to get printed the works he 
h^ compofedy as on other affairs. 
5rh^ . %ft o£. W? works apoeaped m 
1 68a: confifting of Ser^nras ^n di- 
^erfe texts of Scripture, an'd a Fa- 
jicgyric upon the Eleftor. Four 
years iftcr he publifhed a ** Trea- 
tifeof the truth of the Chriflian Re- 
ligion," in two volumes, which 
fained un(verfal approbation. £m- 
oifkned by this fiicc^j^i^ the year 
1685, he gave out fome ** Reflexions 
upon the real prefence of the body of 
Jefn?.£hriftintheEucharift :" This 
produdjon had not .the fetoe fate* 
with the foregoing, and fevel-al di- 
vines found it hardly intelligible. 
This, however did not prevent his 
xeputation from gaining new luftre 
. fron> it. . His name reached the 
marilid de Schoijiberg, who on be- 
ing informed of his great fagftcity, 
Teiolved to omit nothing to attach 
Jii.m to him J and at length his fo- 
HcitatiCns and his learnitig deter- 
mined ou- philofopher to follow him 
to Ireland, towards the latter end of 
the fummejr of 1689 ; but the mar- 
shal being kiiled at the battle of 
Boyne, July 22, 1690, Mr. Abba- 
die q^itted Ireland, and came to 
l»ondon. Here he was received 
^itably to his merit. At BrA he 
officiated at the French church in 
the Savoy, as minifters and foon 
«fter, the deanery of Killalo in Ire- 
land being vacant, he was pro- 
mpted to that dignity, which^he 
enjoyed till his death. In 1693, he 
went to Holland, and publjihed an 
edition of his works, which ap^ 
wared in the following order : J. 
♦' The art of knowing. one*s felf, 
or an inquiry into the iource of 
jjiorality," in two parts, umo. 
This book met with univcrfal ef- 
feem j and has been frequently re* 
printW, aad tr^Aat^d imo v^rioui

II. " The defence of 
nature;- Sf/hertfin the 
laws of God, of ttatttre, and*of^fo*

His voyages and travelling 
greatly afFedled his health, already 
enfeebled by age ^ he died of iick- 
nefs, at Mary bone, September 25, 
1727, aged feventy-three years. 

No one, perhaps, ever had fo 
prodigious a memory as Mr* Ab- 
badie. He compofed his works 
from his own ideas and memory, 
and wrote them only as he prinled 
them off. This extraordinary ad- 
vantage of retaining the whole plan 
of a compofuion, has deprived us 
of two important books ; namely, 
** A new method of proving the 
immortality of the foul ;*' and,* 
•' Notes upon Mr. Biiyle's' philo- 
fbphical commentary/' Thisscele. 
brated metaphysician was entirely 
mafter of. the learned latiguages,' 
and the daffies ; well ikilled«in hif«'. 
tory, both eccleiiaftieal and . prQ^ 
fane ; and< had partitularly a Ycry 
* piercing wit, vafb elevarioa of foul, 
ajid a manly eloquence. 
1 Qur materials for the life of this 
great man are fo Ihort, that wo 
doubt not it will be agreeable, to 
fee more clofely his chara^er, as it- 
appears in his Syliem on the art of 
felf-knowledge. 

<< The firft principle fays he, of 
fell^uio^edge^ i^ that man is a 

very 
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very little thing; all his ages bring 
with them ibme ^peculiar w^akirefs 
or niiiery,. . Ctijdhood is only a 
forget fu In efs and ignorance of it- 
Mf, youth a mere tranfport, and 
age but a languiihing deat)i> with 
the appearances of life ; fp. clofely 
is it attended with infirmities. The 
body of man is the centre of infir- 
^ties : his mind is filled with er< 
rors, and his heart with unruly af- 
feftions. He fuffers by the confi- 
deration of the pad, which cannot 
be recalled, and by that of the fix-- 
tare, which is unavoidable. IJis 
mind contintjally ^yiihes to know, 
and his. heart is incefiantly cravings 

When in poverty, his prayers are 
only: to ha^ve the ^ neceffary ; 
when that neceflary to nature is 
enjoyed, hp requires the neceiTary 
to ranl^ and condition. Does he' 
reach this flate? HetKenfeeks what 
may gratify^ his appetites ; and 
when Ae has ubtained all that his 
heart feems able to defire : con- 
trary to reafon, he then forms new 
defires. 

Such is the man in general. To 
know Kim particularly we mufl 
know what are his natural duties 
and obtigation^. This knowledge 
is founded upon two principles. 
"The firft is, that we naturally love 
ourfelvcs, b^iug fenfible of plea- 
fure, deiirous of good, and taking 
care for our prefervation^ The fe- 
cond, that together with, this pro- 
penfity to love ourfelves, we have 
alfo reaipn t9 condud us» 

That we naturalljr Ipve ourfelve§ 
is a truth ' of fentiment :' that we 
are capable of reafon, is a truth of 
fad. Nature inclines us to make 
ttfe of. reafon tp direfk this love of 
felf; becaufe we cannot truly love 
Qurfelves, without employing our 
underilanding in the i'earch after 
that which is fuitabie tp us. 

This natural law, or law of na, 
ture^ is divided into four others, 
which ara particular fpecies, yke 
firil 15 thfi law. of Temperance, 
c;iuilBg i}8 to fhun exjcefs and de.

; is the law of Juftice, 'which engaget 
us to render to every one hh own^ 
and to treat him as he woald wiflr ^ 
him to treat us. The law of Mo-? 
deration ia the third, which fodbite 
us to revenge^ by convincing' us, 
that we' cannot do thi^ but at oitr 
own expence ; and that,, in this ; 
particular, to teCpeSt thie laws of • 
God, is to takd care bf *ourfeIves« 
The laft is called the law of fijesew ' 
ficence, and leads us to do good tor' 
our neighbours. t 

All this may be redtxced to tfaelct 
two faculties in man, fenfatioh and 
reafon. Reafon b the foul's conn- 
fellor; Senfation is, asitwere, tte 
force or weight which determines it." 
In our a<^ions we compare^ one witlvr 
the other, .The foul confiders hoc 
only what gives it pleafurc at the. 
inllant, but alfo what may give it 
in future. It compares pleaftire 
with pain ; prefent good with rc»' 
mote good ; the advantage which it 
hppes, with the dangers it is to run j' 
and determines itfelf agreeably to 
the inftru6tion it receives in it*j' 
different refearches : its liberty be* 
ing only the extenfion of its know* 
ledge, and the obligation which if 
li»s under not to chnfe till after* 
having fully examined. 

Thus we are not avaritious; 
when afraid of injuring our honotcr 
by the meannelTes of intereft. We 
are not prodigal if' afraid of ruin- - 
ing our affairs, though we fhoul|li 
afpire to make ourfelvcs eftecihecfoiF- 
others for our liberality.' The fcar^ 
of difeafes makes us riifift th«temp-' 
tations to voluptnoufnefs ; felf-love^' 
renders* us moderate and cii-cuiri-- 
i'ped ; and. we- appear modell an^T* 
humble out of^pride. "* 
Pleafure and glory ai^e the two gene*'- 
ral advantages, which give a tell ta' 
all others. They are, as it Were,tHcif' 
fpirit and ialt. There is this dif- 
ference, however, between them, 
that the underilanding makes itfeir 
beloved and defired, out of love to 
itfelfs whereas glory makes itfelf 
' feU,- 
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Uc, m the fatis&iAioitatieBdTiig it. 
This fatitfaftion coafiils iaoar|aiR'^ 
ing thedbem ofotharst ftnd in the 
tftccm of othen for ns^ ooiifirniing 
the Kood opinioA which we have of 
«Br£lvet, Thus, how«rer we may 
4cqoire thfs efteem* whether real or 
ieemiBgy our felf-love it flittered. 
Hence ariie prefumpcton, Vanity, 
ambition end hanghtiiicfs. 
. The exceffive defire we ktrt of 
making oarfelvet efleeiMd by other 
aien, occafions ut j^affionacely to de* 
fire to be endued with eitimable qua- 
Ktiss, md to be extremeiy afraid of 
iaeh defeds a« may injure nt in the 
Biindfof men, or of betray ing ouHelves 
Vy not giving a fafficienily good opt* 
luon of OS. Now, as we are per- 
fiiaded of what we too ftrongly de6re 
and fear, we either conceive a too 
ttood opinion, or fall into an etcef- 
Sve muftruft, of ourfelves« The firft 
ef thefe faults is called preramption ; 
the fecond umidity. Prefamption is 
a confident pride, and timidity a pride 
which is afraid of being betrayed. 

Vanity is a difpofition to atrribute 
to ourielves advaataees which we have 
iiot> or to extol thofe we have. It's 
noft common feod is luxury ; em- 
broidery and lace are particular caufes 
of efteem : a man well-dreffed meets 
with lefs oppofttion than another. 
We give efteem And confideration to 
horfes, equipages, furnicure, liveries^ 
Ac. and the trappings of the body, 
paruke of that glory, which feems to 
OS the moft brilliant decoraiion 6f the 
fouI« Cicero called a man who for- 
pit the glory of his profeffion,

Vanity is alfb Jki by oftentatioA^ 
We pique ourffelves on our wit^ and 
we do all we can to perfuade pur^ 
felves that we really have it. ^Wfe ^ 
eontradift others, that we msy bo 
thought to have more nnderftanding^ 
than they. We difdain thofe who 
know more than we, that they may 
not humble us. We fpeak in a tont 
of confidence of things which w6 
know not but very fnperficially, that 
we may be thought to underftand 
them jperfe6l. In a word, both in 
our difcourfes and adioos, we itice£- 
iantly give ourfelves the lie ; that b ' 
to fay, we endeavour to perfuade 
others that we poflefs qualities, wUda 
we well know we have not. 

Ambition is a defire of lifting oof- 
felves above others. A defire which 
produces envy, an implacable fenfa- 
tion which Uvea lu long as merit 
fubfifts. A perfon fiiall pardon yoa 
the utmoil injuries he has received 
from you ; but he will never pardoit 
you your good qualities. 

Haughtinefs and pride are a fort of 
drunkennefsof the foul, as hatred, envy 
and malignity are the madnef» of it* 
Thisfenlationis pretty nearly the lame 
in all men ; in fomt it manifefts itfelf 
more openly ; in others it is more coa« 
cealed. Pride lives in the error of 
otheri, and in delufions which it puts 
upon itfelf. To be cured of theft 
delu fions, we ihould moderate that love 
of efteem, which reigns in our hearts. 

Thus, by knowing cmrfelves, wo* 

Ifliall be able to overcome our fipltv, 
and to acquire perfe^ons. *** . ;

ROMAN ANTiqyiTIES. , , 
expofed. In the year 1 16, the dtf 
of Antioch, the capital of Syria, 
where the emperor Trajan then re- 
fided, was afHi£ied with a very grest 
earthquake, the cauie of which wiia^' 
by their magicians, iotputed .40 the 
Chriftians : the emperpf, upon thir 
account, decreed againft th«n»> the 
moft capital puniihments. This is' 
what is ^lamoBly called the tUrd . 

pcr^ 
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pprfecatioa. The principi^ biihop«> 
to be as it were an example to others^ . 
were dragged to tortures ; among 
thcfc glonous martyrs, St. Igaatius, 
biibop of Antioch, and Simon the 
fon of Cleopas, biJhop of Jerufalem, 
gieatly lUftingoifiiedthexnfelves. The 
famous letter of Pliny to the emperor 
Trajan, informs ushowrthe^jbehaved 
in this perfecution: This letter 
fcrved greatly to moderate the rigour 
of the punifhments. 

The fourth perfecation is faid to 
have been begun in the reign of 
Adrian ; bat we have nothing very 
certain on* this fubjedt. Adrian, 
though attached much to jpaganifm, 
and a great dcfpiferof all foreign re- 
ligions, yet did not, as we know, 
publifii aiy cdids, or decree any pu- 
nilhments; * againft the ChTiftians : 
on the contrary, from a report made 
to'him of the hardftiips they fuffered 
in fe^ie proivinces, and from the apo- 
logies j)refented to him in their de- 
fence, the emperor gave orders to 
treat them with greater, mildnefs. 

The reig» of Adrian was, how- 
ever, fiital to the church, from the 
misfortones brought npon them by 
the impoftoir Barocheba, who having 
coBviaced the Jews of Palellihe that 
he .was the Mefiah, perfuaded diem 
to sevolt, and put htmfelf at their 
head : bat God caufed this calamity 
te tnro out to the advantage of the 
Qhciftiaaa* The Jews havmg failed 
in their emseiprize, were re<Kiced to 
thelaft extremity, and obliged to 
UavQ die ctcy of ^ia, which Adrian 
had built after the plan of the ancient 
Jeruialem^ To this city the Chrif- 
tians were permitted to return ; bat, 
being fenuole of how much confe*- 
euence it was to them not to be oon- 
mnded with the Jews, they rejedled 
all appearance and remains of Ju- 
daifm, that they might no more be 
csxpofed to this inconvenience. 

Quadrmtua, bifliop of Athens, and 
Ariftides, a philo(bpher of the fame 
city^ prefented to tlie emperor fome 
apologiet for the faith ; but thefe 
time MS de^oyeduL It is iaid alio 



thai^Sereniye Graniaiios, prefed of 
;A£ta» reprcfented, by fetters to 
A4ria9* the injuftice of putting the 
Cl\riilivEis to death,* "merely front 
commo« report^ without formal alc^ 
cufao^Dus and lawful proceedings : 
upon, this, i;he emperor ietrt a letter 
to M,iI^^ttl^ Fvndanusy the-ftcceifcr 
of* Serenius, in which heordered, 
that n^ p^rfoa flunld be eosdemned^ 
witbquit having been Ml heard, and 
proved to be g^ty. 

AntoniiMis Pius^ and ihteefibr of 
A4rian, hadnsyeranyxlefign txrpre* 
judice the church* The antients af- 
iure us, that under his reign fiie eh- 
joyed the moft perfeft j>eace. Not** 
withftaiyiing* the enemies of the faith^ 
formed variety of plots, and raifed' 
many, grievous calumnies againft the 
Chriil^ns, as we fee frooi Tnftin'a 
apology to Antoninus, and the em- 
peror's letter to the cities of Greece, 
to foften their treatment. They 
afcribe to him, alio another letter 
direfted to all Afia; bat rhe moft 
able chroaoiogilis have proved this 
to belong to Marcss Aurdius. Thia 
emperor, thourh he had obtained 
the name of phi^ofopher, and waa* 
famous for many excellent qua* 
lities, railed a peifecntion againft the 
Chriiiian^: he was of a character the 
moil mild and amiable^ and had at 
iirft publiihed many edids &vourablc 
to die Chriftians( However, the 
clamours of the provinces, and the 
unji^ hatred that fome of the gover- 
nors had to the Chriftiaiis, expofed 
them to much iU-treatmenc, which 
the emperor* in. the beginning of 
his reign, put a flop, to, and greatly 
difapproved. But he fuffered him* 
felf to be led away by prejudice, and 
took a total diflike to the Cbriftians, 
more particularly after they had been 
accufcd by in liaves in Gaul of the 
moft tiete .able crimes. Marcus Au- 
rctlins, moved by thefe calumnies, 
which had not the leaft appearance of 
truth, publiihed an edidl, by which 
it was ordered, that all wh(> confciT. 
ed themielves to be Chriftians Ihould 
fuiFer the. moft ievere paniihments ; 

and 
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and this ediGt remained irt force dur- 
ing the ref! of his life. Many of the 
feithfal then obtained the crown of 
viartyrdom ; the chief of whom were 
JuMn Martyr, Polycarp biihop of 
Sffiyma, Photin bifhop of Lyons, 
and with him many other Chriilians 
tof that city and of Vienne ; of whofe 
^fifering and conftancy we have long 
accounts in the letters whifh the 
churches wrote upon this occafion, and 
which Eufebiub has preferved in his 
IdHory, lib. v* ch. i • During thefe 
per&cotions, appeared' the apologe- 
tical writings of Theophilus of An- 
tioch, of Meliton of Sardis, of Apol- 
linarius 'of Hierapolis, of Tatian, 
and of Athenagoras : fome of them 
Ailt remain. 

We muft not here pafs over in 
filence a tradition which both an- 
cients and modems have equally re- 
ported* according to which, a mira- 
cle being obtained by the prajers 
of the ChrilHans, eatirely gained 
them the good will of the emperor. 
Much has been wrote on this lubjc<a 
5n the paii and preceding centuries : 
This is the account given of .the mi- 
racle : In the war agatnft the Marco- 
mans, in the year 174^ the empe- 
ror, Ihut up with his whole army in 
the defiles of the mountains, was in 
great danger of perifhing for want of 
water, when one of the legions of 
the army, compofed entirely of 
ChrifUans, offered up prayers to 
the only true God (as the emperor 
and all hi^- army confefs) and pro- 
cured the rain which .the Romans 
had fo ardently wiihed for ; and fuch 
a terrible ftorm of thunder and light- 
ning fell fo impetuoufly upon the 
enemy, at the fame time, that they 
Vere put into the utmoft iconfufion, 
and retreated with great precipita- 
tion. Marcus Aurelius, ftfuck with 
this miracle, preferved the memory 
of this great event, by giving the 
name of thundering to the legion 
whofe prayers had procured the rain 
and florni. He afterwards wrote an 
account of it to the Roman* fenate, 
and ilrongly recomimeuded the Chr.- 



fHans to them. Without enteting^ 
here, into all the arguments for and 
agalflfi this account, it will be fuf- 
ficient to' fay, that, foon after this 
real or pretended deliverance, name- 
ly in the year 177, the emperor ^ 
again-ordered a very fevere periecu- 
tion aeainft the Chriflians. 

Under Commodus the Church re- 
covered its tranquillity, arid many 
perfons of birth and fortune embraced 
c hrjflianity. The civil wars, which 
were raifcd in the empire, during 
the teigns of Pertinax, of Didius, 
JuJianus, of Pefcennius Niger, of 
Clodius Albinus, and. during the fir ft 
years of Septimus Severus, did not 
allow them time to think of pericr 
cuting the'Chriflians.

WESTMINSTER- ABBEY. 
[Continued from page 109.] 

NEAR the earl of Ligonier's mo- 
nument were formerly three 
ancient tombs, all of which are now 
almoft obliterated. The firfl of free- 
ilone, made like a dofe bed, was 
walled up, and another comb placed 
againft it. This monument was co- 
vered with an antient gothic arch, the- 
fides whereof were adorned with vine 
branches in relief, the roof within 
fpringing into many angles, under 
which lies the image of a lady in a 
very antique drefs, her feet refting 
upon lions, and her head on pillows 
fupported by angels, fitting on each 
fide of the efiigy, gilt and painted. 
On the fide of the tomb are fix niches, 
in which ieem to have been painted 
monks, and on the pedeilal are fliU 
to be feen fome remains of paintings* 
This monument covered the remains 
of Aveline, countefs of Lmcafter, 
who died the 4th of November 1193» 
the very year of her marriage. 1 his- 
lady was daughter to* WilHaih'de For- 
tibus, earl of Albemarle and Holdcr- 
neffe, and married Edmund' eirl of 
L^incafter, fon to king Henry II.- 
Near xJtm lis another aniienc ifio'nu-^ 
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mem of grey marble,- erected to the 
memory of Ayroer dc Valence, fe- 
cond and iaii earl of Pembroke of 
this family^ ,who wa$ poifoned in 
France, by the ftcrct contrivance of 
theearlof ^lUndel, the 23d of June 
1324. He had been three tiroes 
married, but had no iiTue by either of 
his wives. Ift the time*oLfe^^ard J. 
he was a great general, and not only 
attended chat prince in his expedition 
to Flanders> Uit likewife accompa- 
nied him to Scotland^ where that 
king diedi He is faid to have been 
one of the judges who gave fentenct 
againft the great carl ot Lancader. 

I'he thirdis an ancient monument 
toche memory of Crdutchback, fdurth 
fon to Henry III. fo called^ as is 
fappofed by fome, from the defor- 
mity of his perfon ; others imagine 
it arofe from his attending his bro- 
ther in the holy wars, where they 
wbrfc a crouch^ot crofs on their Moul- 
ders, as a badge of Chriilianity. On 
the bafe of the tomb, towards the 
area, are the remains of a curious, 
and perhaps the moil antique paint- 
ing extant, but much defaced, being 
ten knights arm^d with banners, fur- 
coats of armour, and crofs- belted, 
reprefenting, undoubtedly, his»expe 
diiion to the Holy Land, the number 
exadly §g^eeing with what Prior fays, 
namely /Edward and his brotlier, four 
earls and four knights, of whom 
Tooi^aft ftill to be difcoveredi It 
was originally a v^ry lofty monument, 
panned, gilt and inlatd with ilained 
glals. '1 he infide of the canopy has 
been a iky with ftars, bo: by time is 
changed into a dull red.-— From this 
prince the houfe of Lancaltel* claimed 
their fight to che crown. He was 
made earl of LeiceAer and fteward of 
England at the age of nVneceenj and 
at twenty -one he took the title of the 
carl of Lancafter, and marrying Ave- 
lioe, already mentioAedj became 
poffeiTed of the eftates of Albemarle, 
Devon, and the Ifle of Wight^ toge- 
ther with ihofe of Derby and Cam- 
paign. His fecond wife was Blanch, 
qoecn of Navarre, by whom kc had 
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three fons, Thomas earl of Lancafter^ 
who Wai exectited; John of Mon^ 
mouth ; and anotfter Johnj who lived 
in'Fraucei In the reign of his bro* 
ther Edward h he cOmnnanded aa 
array id France with great fuccefs at 
firft i but beitig ilUfupported, and 
his fdldiers ilj-paid/ they deferted 
him, which He laid fo mucfi to h^aft^ ' 
that he died of grief at Bayohtie. 

On thtf vireH fide of th^ dodr of Su 
Erafmus's chapel id d moniim«nft 
eredled to the memory of Juliaria, • 
cfnly dniightCr of Sir Randolph €rew^ • 
,Knt. LordChiefJuftic^ of Ettg!and# 
She died iinmameid April «i, 1621. * 

In this area is a table mortumenf * 
.erfeded to the mCmOry of bilbopIXup-* 
pa, tdto^toking^Chalesthe Second* *^ 
He was educated firft at Weftminftef 
fchool, arid theni at Ghrift-church-i ^ 
college Oxford, of which he was af-i 
^tefWaiMs dean j and being appdlnced • 
pfecejjc6r to the theft pifince of Wales^ 
was hrft madfe bifhop- of Ghichefter^ 
from thence tranflated to Salifburyi ' 
and, after the reflorationi to fhe fetf 
6f WinCheftef • This great man wa$ ; 
of fuch exemplary piety and livel/ 
cortverfadoni that when kitig ChaVletf * 
l« was a priforier ift Carifbrook caftle^ 
his affliftiorts wtire alleviated by thd • 
biftiop's converfatlott. So cofnf^ieit* • 
ly had hd gained the good-will* of the ' 
prince his jiopil^ that when he camo 
to be king, he tetaiiJed fuch a feve- 
rence for his piety, that hearing hd ' 
wai dangeroufly-ill at Richiiiand^ he 
went thither to pay his dcvottotis to 
hiwf and received his laft benedi£i<oil 
from him on his beflded knees. He 
died the 26ch of March 1662, iti the:. 
74 th year of his age. .

A DESCRIPTIVE ACeOVNt (yif 

THAT VILLAGE* 

With a beautiful perfpeaive viev»r 
of the Cathedral/ elegantly en- 
graved i - 
L.4NDAFF ftands on a geatld ^ 
elevation^ and though a bi'- 
P d ifhopriC 
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ibopric» is a very imall town, one 
hundred and forty- fix miles /rogi 
I^ndon. It was made a bifliop's 
fee about the .year 490, by St, , ]«- 
bficias, who Wfi$. fu^ce^ed by Si. 
Tillian,.to whom the chorchis de- 
djqated. -Tlie modern cathiedral, 
on which large Turns have been la? 
v^j^bed is^ a medley of abfurdities, 
yet in fome refpeds a fine ftradure. 
Part of tlie.ancient nave is incloded 
tRfk; but the rebuilder . has added 
Roman archite£tiurey mixed witji a 
capricious kind of his own, to the 
l^lemnity of the. Norman and Go- 
thic. The Chriftian altar is raifed 
wider the portico of a heathen tem- 

Jie, which proje£t« into the choir, 
i^ihop Urban, about the year 1 120, 
rei^ailt the churchy with two towers 
ai the weft end,, esghty-nine feet 
^gh, of. which that at the fouth 
now remains, though two (^ i^ 
pinnacles were-thi'own down by the 
norm in 1703. The north tower 
was palled downt and rebuilt in an 
^(^X^Qt manner, one hundred and 
£ye feet high, in the reign of Henry 
VM. at the expcnce of jaiper, dufce 
©f Bedford. Tbe body of the ca. 
thedral has been lately rebuilt, and 
IS two hundred and fixty-thr^e feet 
And a half in length from ea& to 
weft : the d|ftance from the weft 
door to the choir is one hundred 
and ten feet : the length from the 
choir door to the altar is feventy- 
fiye feet; and the diftance from 
thence to the farther end of what is 
caJled St. Mary's chapel, is fixty- 
five feet. The body of this church 
is fixty-five feet broad : and the 
height from the floor to the top of 
the compafs work of the roof is alfo 
fixty-five feet; and to the top of 
the middle ifle, above <the pillars, 
fifty.four feet. The choir is very 
neat ; but in this cathedral there is 
no ijrofs ille, as there is in all other 
cathedrals in England and Wales ; 
nor IS there any middle fteeple, as 
in all other cathedrals, except Ban- 
gor and Exeter. 
Landaff fends one member to 



parlianient ; though, like the bo- 
roughs in Cardiganl^ire» there are 
fiye or fix others concerned in the 
choice. Here is a weekly market 
on Mondays ; ancl two annual fairs, 
namely, February the. ninth, and 
Whit-monday for cattle aad ftocfc- 
ings.

HISTORICAL ACCOUNT 
. OF 

BETHLE'M HOSPITAL.' 

THIS hofpital .Qwes its name^ 
and original eftabliihment, to 
the piety of a .citizen of LiOStdoD. 
In 1247, Simon Fitz Mary* who 
had been iherift*, being defirous to 
found a^ religious hogfe, appropri* 
ated by a- ^eed of gift, which is 
ftill extant, all his lands in the pa« 
ri(h of St. Botolph without Bifhopf- 
gate, being the fpoc flow known by 
the name of Old Bethtem, to the 
foundation of a priory. The prior, 
canons, brethren, and iifters, .were 
diftlnguiihed by a ftar upon their 
mantles, and were efpecially di« 
reded to receive and entertain the 

bibop 
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bifliop of St. Mary of BeihJem, Shd 
the canons, brothers, and mefTen^ 
gcrs-of that their mother church, 
as often as they might come to 
England, 

We hear but little more of "this 
liottfe for the fpace of 200 years. 
When the yaft fabric of papal fa- 
perilition in England began to 
totter, it was feizedby Htnry VIII. 
M^ho, in 1547, granted the hofpi- 
tal of Bethlem, with all its reve- 
wues, to the mayor, commonalty, 
and Citizens of London, from 
which time it became an hofpital 
for the cure of Lunatics. 

It i^ probable that the city of 
London had felt great inconveni- 
cncies from the want of a proper 
receptacle for thofe unhappy ob- 
jefts, who were afflidedby the moft 
deplorable malady incident to the 
human frame, 'l^he retired fitua- 
tion of the hofpital of Bethlem, and 
its contiguity to the city, pointed 
it out as a fit place for this purpofe. 
Accordingly, wc find from authen- 
tic documents, that, in J523, 
Stephen Genrtings, merchant-tay- 
lor, gave 40!. by will towards the 
purchafe of this hofpital, and, that 
the mayor and commonalty had 
taken fome ileps to procure it, a 
very fhort time before they derived 
their right to it from royal muni- 
ficence. What were the revenues 
-which it then enjoyed does not now 
appear: it is certain, they were in- 
adequate to the neceffi ties which they 
wereintended to remedy; for, five 
years after the royal grant had p^- 
ed, letters patent were ifiued to John 
Whitehead, proftor to the hofpital 
of Bethlem, to folicit donations 
within the counties of Lincoln and 
Cambridge, the city of London, 
and the ifle of Ely* 

Iii the infant ftate of this charity, 
no bther provifion was made for 
the unfortunate patient, befides con- 
finement and medical relief. His 
friends, if they had ability, or thfe 
pariih, of which the wretched lu- 
natic was an inhabitant, were 
obliged to contribute to his fup^ 



'port. It remained fbr the judi- 
doUs "benevblence of fucceeding 
times td improve the good ,work, 
and tpTuppIy that toin fort able Tub-- 
fiftbnce', and tender .care, which, 
through the blefiihg off the. divine 
providence, have r^ftoted {o many 
dii^ra^efd objefl's to their families>^ 
and to fociety. 

There is no accouht af dofia-r 
t ions received before the year 1632^ 
wheii the- growing Charity was 
eheriihed not only by citizens, lipoti 
(vhofe notice it more immediately 
prefied, but by bthets who had-, 
j adgment to' feleft proper bbje6ls o# 
their iattention, and i»Wllty to 4ffiil 
them. And here the mind, which 
rejoices to indulge the pleafing fen- 
fa:tions of benevolence,- cannot but 
feel the warmeft glow, when it pi^r^ 
ceives how much the hofpital of 
Bethlem has been indeb^d to fe-. 
cret, uftknown benefa<?t0rs. 

About the yeir 1644, it was 
under confideration to enlarge the 
old hofpital ; but the fituation was 
too confined to allow of its being 
rendered a commodious afyluni fof 
the numerous diitra^ted perfon< 
that claimed its protection : fo that, 
after the conclufion of the dreadful 
commotions of that period, it be* 
came a matter of ferious delibera- 
tion to build a new hofpital. In 
April, 1675, this great Mrork wa$ 
begun. The Lord -may or, alder- 
men, and common-cbuncil^ allotted 
to the governors a large piece of 
ground near London-Wall, on the 
fouth-fide of the lowet quarter of 
Moorfields, where the hofpital of 
Bethlem now ftmds. The expe- 
dition with which this ftaiely fa^ 
brie was completed, challenges our 
admiration : for, from an infcrip- 
tiou over the arch facing the en- 
trance into the hofpital, it a]>pears 
that it was finiflied in July, in the 
following year. The generofity of 
the contributors mull have beca 
equal to their attention, for the 
charge of the building amounted to 
no lefs than i7,oooU And never, 

D d 2 it 
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it may be truly afferted, were ex- 
pence aad trouble better beriowcd : 
tbe hofpital of Bechleni flan^k an 
$}luftriG|is moQument of Britiib cha- 
rity ; and, whether we confider the 
becoming magnifivence of the 
building; the coniniodioas arrange- 
Hient of the iaterior apartments, or 
the eifedlual relief which it reaches 
.put to ihe ppor objedls whom it 
^eltcrs, we may fafely pronounce, 
that it is not to be paralleled in 
|he whole world. 

In the clofe limits within which 
the old hoi'pital was confined, it was 
Jmprafticable to referve room for 
fhofe forlorn beings, of whofe re- 
turn to the commits of a found 
inind there were no hopes. Ihe 
Jncreafing multitude of cqrablcob- 
icds juftly deman^iejl admittance; 
por did it fcem reafonable that they 
(houi<l be excluded frpm the prof- 
pe£l of enjoying a blefiing which 
the former coyld not attain, When 
the new houf*? w^s ereded, it was 
jioped that fome proyifion flight be 
made for f^ich as were deemed in. 
curable^ and ^t (he. f pie (ime dgn? 
eerqus tp the public, But the 
great influx of infane peribns, into 
the hofpital, fVom aH parts of the 
|cingdom|fruftrat€d thefe expecta- 
tions, and gave^reafon to fuppofe^ 
that few of it§ numerous ^partr 
jnepts, wpuld, at any time, be va^ 
fiant. It was therefore foui)4 ne» 
ceffary to enlarge the building ; a 
par(icQ)^r fubfcription was fet pn 
foot for that purpofe; * and, in 
1734» ^^P wings^were added to the 
|iofpita|, Tl^is addition oif room 
Jias enabled the governors, in fome 
^f giee, to ^nfwer th^ wifhes of th^ 
public; and there are now main- 
tained ope hundred incurable pa- 
ti^ints, ' fifty of e^ch ^tx, who enj,oy 
tyery fidvantage wl^ich their de- 
plorable ftate can a^mit. 1 he 
liumber of patients in the houfe, 
whq are fuj. poled c^p^ble of being 
reliey L'd, conrimcnly amounts ?o 
^bout one hundred and fevency, and 
ftf thefe, it has been found upon 
8» aycragei that nearly two put of 



three arc reftored to their under^ 
ilanding. To fpch a degree of 
perfcftion^ have the liberal bene- 
f^ftions of the wejl difpofed (for it 
is by benefa^ions that the deficient 
revenues of this hofpital have been, 
and muftbefuppUed) advanced this 
noble inftitution 1 

But while the benevolent heart 
feels a fcnfible joy in reflefling op* 
on the load ai human wrctchedncfs 
thslt is lightened by the accommo- 
dations of this friendly manfion, it 
cBunot but exprefs a wifli, that the 
benefit* of the hofpital mi^ht be 
rendered more extenfive. It is an 
objcd pnuch to be deiired, that the 
many diilrat^ed pcrfons, whofe difr 
order no ipedicine can reach, might 
continue to find proteflion within 
thefe walls, and not be returned tq 
their friends, a burthen, \ery often . 
too heavy for them to bear. At 
prefent, when a padent, after fuf- 
ficient^ trial, is judged incurable, 
he is difrftifled from the hofpital, « 
and if pronoupced dangerous to • 
himftlf or others, his name is enf 
tered into a book," that he may be 
received in turn ainong the incur* i 
ables maintained in the houfe, 
whenever a vacancy fliall h?ippen. 
The number of incurables, which 
the hofpital can at prefent contain, 
IS fmall, when compared with thofe 
who wait their tyrn of admifiion ; 
there being generally more than 
two hundred upon- the hil; ;ind, as 
inftances of longevity are frequent 
in infane perfons, it commonly 
haprens that ifce expeftants arc 
obliged to wait fix or feven years, 
after their difmifiion from the hof- 
pital, before .they can be a^ain re* 
ceived. During this long interval, 
they muft be lupported either by 
their refpecHv'e friends, or pariihe^ 
The expepce of maintaining and 
properly fecuring them far exceeds 
the allowance that is ufually made 
for paupers ; and in iniddling life, 
where ine feelings of a worthy fon 
or hufband revolt at the idea of a 
near r< lation becoming an objedof 
paroclil^l a,im$| the ^iilrefs and dif^ 
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iiculties of the lunatic's unhappy 
friends niu ft be greatly aggravated. 
Befides, for want of due care and 
fecurity, accidents, far toaihocking 
to be related, have fometinies hap- 
pened. In the hofpital there are 
now two patients, who have com- 
mitted deeds of the moft l)orrid 
kind. 

Thefe manifeft evils, that arife 
from the want of a proper provilion 
for fo great a number of incurable 
patients, have induced many be- 
nevolent perfons to wifli that the 
hofpital ml^ht be enlarged. In-, 
^eed, m an yliave appropriated t'** ir 
benefaftions folely to the incur- 
. ables ; and it is hoped that others 
•will forward and complete their 
^■goOd intentions. True policy muft 
join with humanity in the wiih, 
thnt, this may not any longer be, 
what at prefent it is, almoll the 
'only branch of charity in this great 
city that wants a fufficient eftablifii- 
ment. Be. ides, there feems a pe^ 
culiar degree of generofuy in affill- 
ing thoie who muil burchen, but 
' can never beneitt fociety, and who, 
fo far from/jT^fttimpenfing, cannot 
even feel the leail gratitude to their 
benefaftors. 't has been pre-lumed 
by many, that the hofpitals of Beth-^ 
lem, and St. Luke, are conne^ed ; 
and that the latter is appointed for 
the reception of Incurables dif- 
charged by the former. But this 
has not the leaft foundation in 
truth. Both hofpitals are engaged 
in the fame good work, have the 
fame objed in view, the reftoration 
of realon to the diftraifled ; and 
both admit a limited number of in- 
curables j but the governors, offi- 
cers, and funds cf each charity, 
^rc totally feparate and diftin^l, 

Mr. Bowen next enters into a 
particular defcription of the con- 
. dud and management of this hof- 
pital. It ufed' formerly to derive a 
l-enenue, of at leaft 400I. a year, 
f|-om the indifcrimina^e admilfian of 
Vifuants, whdm, very often, an idle 
mi wwirtoi^ ^uf iofitjf drew tp thefe 



regions of dillrefs. But this liberty, 
though beneficial to the funds cf 
the charity, was thought to coun- 
tera6t its grand defign, as it tended 
to difturb ike tranquillity of the pa- 
tients. It was therefore judged 
proper, in the year 1770, po longer 
to expofe the houfe to public view; . . 
and now, it is fcarce ever open to 
llr angers, unlefs they arc intro- 
duced by a particular order- Tic 
friends of the poor objefts have a 
limited accefs to them. At the ad- 
miflicn of a patient, a ticket is de- 
livered, which authorifes the bearer 
of it to come to the hofpital cut 
Mondays and Wednefd ays, between 
the hours often and twelve, Sutk 
is the comfortable fubfiilence, kind 
treatment, and able medical aid* 
which the patients here meet with, 
thiit many, who are intimately ac- 
quainted with the condu^ of the 
houfe, have declared, that if ever 
God fhoujd be pleafed to vifit them 
with infanity, Bethlem hofpital is 
the pl^.ce into which they would 
wilh to be admitted; and, it is 
worthy of remark, that the pa- 
tients thcmfelves are often known 
to prefer Bethlem to private mad 
houfes. It is neceifary toobiervc 
here, that a conteft had long fub- 
fifted between the common-council 
of the city of London, and tke 
a6ling governors of all the roy;ii 
hofpitals; the former claiming a 
right to be admitted governors, in 
virtue of the feveral royal charters. 
This cifpute has been happily fet* 
tied by a compxcmife, which al- 
lows the admiflion of twelve of the 
common -council to each hofpital. 
Application was made to parlia- 
ment in 1782, aiid a bill paffed, 
^hjch fully eftabliihes this agree- 
ment, and the friends of thefe no^ 
ble charities have now the fatisfa^- 
tlon to be aflured, that the goverr- 
m*ent of them is fettled ia a moce 
beft calculated to promote their 
profperity. 

Mr. Bo\yen concludes his ac<;oui;t 

with the foUowiug obfervatlons, 

'' Happy/- 
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*' Happy," fays he, ** it is for the 
individual, for his friends, and for 
fociety, when the divine blefling 
gives efficacy to the means ufed for 
Ills reftoration ! The wifhes of the 
benevolent are gratified, and the 
faccefs of the inftitution is fo far 
complete ! How then ipuft we la- 
ment the cafe of the incarable lu- 
natic, difmifled from the protec- 
tion to which he had been accu- 
itomed, and thrown upon his di- 
ilrelTed unfortunate friends;— -a 
cafe, which is more particularly 
hard, when the patient, as it oftep 
happens, is fent to London from a 
remote country. The hopes indeed 
6f his return to his afylum ar6 not 
entirely cut off, bu^ the grofped 
of it is too remote to alleviate the 
prefent fuffering. A long period 
mull elapfe before he can be re- 
admitted. In the mean time the 
frantic maniac,^and the defponding 
lunatic, muft be fecured from do- 
ing violence to themfelvis and 
others. The lowed annual ex- 
pcnce, in thofe houfes where parifti 
objeftsare maintained, exceeds 2cl. 
Where the forlorn being is fuj>- 
ported ty his friends, the expendi- 
ture fcarce ever falls (hort of thirty. 
The confiderate mind, that can judge 
of the cecoriomy requilite in hum- 
ble life, and knows how to eftimate 
its wants, will eafily calcplate the 
weight and efFeft of fo heavy ah ex- 
pence ; — will imagine how fevere 
a ilruggle it mud often occaiion be- 
tween neceffity and pity^ between 
natural affedion and the pride of 
honeft induftry, which is fometimes 
reduced, by exertions too great for 



its ability, to accept itfelf that re- 
lief, which it had blufhed to afk for 
the deareft relative?. 

How glorious then would be the 
work t how comprehenfive the cha- 
rity, that fliould contribute to in* 
crecfe the efts^blifhment. for. incur- 
able lunatics ! The good that 
would arlfe from the improvement 
of fo excellent an inlUtution, is 
undoubted; and from that adive 
fpirit of rational benevolence which 
peculiarly adorns the Britiih name, 
we may hope, that this great work 
will not be left defedlive and in- 
compilete. iThe government of the 
royal hofpitals, as lately eftablilhed 
by parliament, affords ample fecu- 
rity to the charitable benefa^or, 
that his good intentions will rec^vc 
their accomplilhment. The weal- 
thy and munificent city of London, 
affociated with the .guardians of 
each charity, cherifce^ in her 
bofbm, and follers with her care, 
thofe endowments, which the libe- 
rality of Henry, and the piety of 
Edward committed to her admini- 
ftration, — That this happy unioa 
will operate to the relief of the di- 
ftrefled poor, there can be littJc 
doubt. The friends of the hofpi- 
tal of Bethlem form the mod fan- 
guine expeftations, that their abi- 
lity to alleviate the greated of all 
human calamities will be enlarged 
and extended ; they hope to effeft 
the purpofes they have in view, and 
entertain full confidence, that the 
generous affidance of the opulent, 
and the good, will enable them, in 
an eminent degree, to leflen the 
1 evils of humanity.

fall bed under the cognizance of 
our indruments, and found that 
many, and probably all of them, 
have a rotation round in a deter- 
minate time ; if to this we add the 
convenience and prodigious ufe of 
this motion U) the fcverai lefpec-

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tive globes* we (hall find that an 
infinitely wife and kind« as well as 
omnipotent Being, was the orderer 
thereof. For were thofe c^lobes 
always to fbind ftill, efpeclany the 
erraticks that owe their. light and 
heat to the fun, in this cafe, one 
half* of them would be dazzled and 
parched with everlafting day^whilfl 
tKe other wpuld be involved in eve;-- 
lafting night anddarknefs. And wbat 
the confequehces would be, we may 
beft judge from what would befal 
onr own globe, without the kindly 
alterations of day and night ; and 
that is, that it, at lead a great. part 
of it, would fcarce be habitable, it 
would neither agree to the flate of 
man, or any other animals. ; nor to 
that of vegetables, or indeed any 
other Creature. For one half of 
the globe would be. bunung. up, 
at leail too much drying* and ex- 
hauded with the beams pf the fun, 
whilft the other would be immerged 
in, and deadened with too long 
night. And in fudi a cafe, how 
could the. great works of nature, fo 
ferviceable to the world, be per- 
formed I How, for m^^mce, could 
the vapors be raifed to. fupply the 
earth with cooling cloudy and fer-. 
tile ihowers ? How could the winds 
be excited to fan the atmofphere 
with their .pleafant and healthful 



gales? How could the tides be- 
produced, which by their conflant 
agitations keep the waters fweet 
and .clean, and prevent their poi* 
foming the world? And as the 
courfe and fundtioas of nature^ 
wauld be thus aiFeded, fo would 
the fiajte of. the creation be.no lefs« 
For how could tl^ofe of the vege* 
table kingdom be animated aod ex* 
cited by the kindly heat of , the 
4ay, 'and then ag^ain tempered and 
invigorated by the no lefs kindly 
dews and inilaences. of the night? 
How could men and all other ani- 
mals difpatch their bufinefs, gather 
their food, atsd perform all theva* 
ri(>ua labours ^nd offices of theday^ 
and then, recruit and rep<^ them- 
felves with refl, Heep, and.doe per- 
fpiration^ and whatever elfe may be > 
owing to the falutiferous influen- 
ces of the night, and abfence of 
fun ? Thefe and ten thoufand as 
great inconvenienctes as thefe, 
would be the certain events of the, 
want of this diurnal motion of our 
globe. And as the reft of the . 
globes have their ihares in the like 
motion, fo we may very reasonably 
imagine that it is no ]e^ ufeful and 
bendicial to them than it is to us, 
and that the inconvenienciesT)f the 
want of it would b^ as great*.

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'^ON THE EYE. 

FROM the tranfient view we 
have taken, in Vol. I. page 
464, of the parts of the Eye, we 
proceed now in the . laft place to 
confider the provifion ** which the 
Almighty artifl has made for the 
guard and fecii^rity) of this fo well 
forihed organ; The guard' is equi- 
valent to the ufe and excellency of 
I 



the part. The whole organ is for- 
tified and fenced with Urong com* 
pa6k bones, lodged in a well-made 
focket, and the eye -itfelf guarded 
with a nice • made cover, the 
eye-lids. Its humours, and indeed 
its tunics, are proportionate to their 
tender curious ufes ; but the coats 
without are context, callous, and 
firm : And in ibme animals, par- 
ticularly birds,- fome part of thofe 
tunicles have the nature and hard-^- 
nefs of bone or horn. But for 
creatures. 
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€ieatiires> wb&fe eyes, Hke the red 
cf tbeir body».iLre tendef and vvitji. 
<mt the guard of bonef> th^rc na- 
ture hath provided for this' necef- 
fary and tender fenfe a wonderful [ 
kind of guard, by endowing the 
creature with a faculty of with* 
towing its eyes into its head, and 
lodging th^m in the fame £si£cty 
with the body ; as is the cafe with 
ibails, &c.'* 

The eye is fo tender, that a flight 
aecident, fcarceiy perceived by 
Idme other parts of the body, 
would be very injurious to its de- 
Ikate frame. It is guarded' there- 
fore with peculiar care ; with a care 
proportioned to its nice texture, 
and cxtenfive ufefulnefs. It is in- 
trenched deep in the head, and bar- 
ncadoed on every fidp with a 
Uroa^ fortification of boner. — As 
the tncariio|i of the fmalleil Ry 
would incommode the poliibed fur- 
fsuce, it is farther proteAed by two 
fabftantial curtains, hung on a mofl 
£ender cartilaginous rod, which 
fecure it not barely from blows, 
and from any hu'rcful attrition, but 
aHo from every troubfefome annoy- 
ance. In fleep, when th^re is no 
occaiion to exercife the fenfe, but 
as abfolute neceffity to guard the 
organ, thefe curtains fpontancoufty 
clofe, and fail not to he Ihut. At 
any time they will fly together >\ith 
a, motion quick as the alarm of 
fear» almoft quicker than thought 
itfelf. At all times they arc lined 
with an. extremely fine fponge, w^t 
with its own native dews, which 
lubricate the eye ball, oil as it 
were its wheels^ and fit it for a 

courfe of uncommon adlivity, 

At the end of this fkinny mantelet 
is planted a range of brilUy pali- 
fadoes, which keep out the leaft 
mote, ward off even the ftraggling 
atom, and moderate the otherwife 
too potent impreflions of the fun- 
beams, — The tender and incefl'ant, 
the more than fatherly care which 
the Lord God Almighty takes of 
|ii$ people, is rc^rcfcnted in fcrip- 



ture by this extraordinary provifioif 
made for the fecurity of the eye, 
which is one of the fineft images 
that fancy can form; one of the 
moil confolatory tfatfrs that fidth 
can believe.. '* He tept him as 
the apple of his eye. — He that 
toucheth you, toucheth the apple of 
his eye** 

The brows are a kihd of tfafaraf 
pent-houre, thaitched and arched 
with curious wreaths of hair. The 
thatch is intended to divert thfeper- 
fpiration from trickling^ into the 
eyes. The aithes are fo Bnely co- 
loured, and' fy ^ekgiuitly tartoed, 
that they fet off the whitenefs oY 
the forehead, and bellow addi- 
tional grace on the whole coimte^ 
nance. 

Thus have we furveyed this firft 
fenfe of animals, though not flridly^ 
yet fo as abdndatitly to demonfirat(f 
it to be the contrivance, the work 
of no lefs a • being, than the infi- 
nite, wife; potent, and indulgent 
Creator ? for none lefs could oom- 
pofe fo admirable an organ, fo 
adapt all its parts, foadjuff it to 
all occafiobs, u> nicely provide for 
every ufe, and every emergency^ 
In a word, none lefs than God 
could thus contrive, order, and 
provide an organ as magnificent 
and curious as the fenfe is ufefal } 
a fenfe, without which, as all the 
animal world would be in darkneisy 
fo it would labour under perpetuaf 
inconvcniencies, be expofed to per- 
petual harins, jan4 fuffer perffttuai 
wants and diftreffes. Bnt now, by 
this admirable fenfe, the great God, 
who hath placed jus 4n. this woAd, 
hath as well provided for oar com- 
fortable refidence in it, enabled us 
. to fee and chuie wholfome, yea de-* 
licate food > to provide our^vcs 
u fef ul cloathing, and commodious 
places of habitation :-— ^we can now 
difpatch our affairs with alacrity 
and pleasure ; we can, if need be 
ranfack the whole globe, penetrate 
into the bowels of the earth, de- 
fcead to the bottoBv of the deep*. 

aod 
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and travel to the fanheft regions bf 
this woild. We can now Iook about 
us, difcern, and ftiun the precipices 
;and dangers which every where en- 
cJofe us, and would deftroy us ; and 
thofe glorious objects which fill hea- 
. vcn and earth, thofe admirable works 
of God which every where furround 
us, and which would' be as nothing 
to us without being fcen, do by 
jneans of this noble fenfe, prefent 
their glories to us, and fill us with 
admiration and pleafure. But we 
need not expatiate on the ufefulnefs 
and praifes of this fenfe, of which we 



receive the benefit evtry moment, and 
the want or any defedt of which we 
lament among our greateft misfor* 
tunes.'*

the duty of saying grace 
bef6rb and after meals 
considered^ 

WE find in various parts of fa- 
cred fcripture, an expefs, po 
fitive injun^on, which, it 15 feared, 
is not (o much, or fo univerfally un- 
clerilood, nor fo feriouHy and devout- 
ly pradiied, as it ought; this is, 
** The imploring from God a blef- 
(ing on the bounties of his providence 
which he fends to our table ; and re- 
turning him our folemn thanks afzer 
ofur rep aft, commonly called faying 
grace and giving thanks. 

God be blefled I We know tKis 
nation, and all Chriftian countries, 
are not without pious examples 
of the conftant obfcrvation of this 
reafonable duty. It fliall therefore be 
our endeavour to (hew, that the a€l 
of faying grace, both before and af- 
ter meat, is a fpecial duty, which not 
only the Chriftian, bat the heathen 
world alfb, fuppofed \incumbent on 
them, partly by the light of nature, 
but more exprefsJy, and in a ftronger 
manner, by the feveral injundions 
fcattered up and down in the facred 
code.— We will firft fpeakof the hea- 
thens. 

I. Athenxus tells as, in his Deip* 
nofoph. lib. ii. that in the famous 
regulation made by Amphidtyon, 
king of Athens, with rcfpetl to the ^

ufe of wine, both in facrifices, and 
at home, he required that the name 
of Jupiter the Suflainer, fhould be 
decently and reverently pronounced. 
The fame writer, in lib. iv. p. 149. 
quotes Hermeias, aq author extant in 
his time, who informs us of a peo- 
ple in Egypt, inhabitants of the city 
of Naucrads, whofe cuftom it was, 
on certain occafions, after they had 
placed themfelves in the ufual pofture 
of eating at the table, to rife again, 
and kneel ; when the prieft, or pre- 
centor of the folemnity, began to 
chant a grace, according to a ftated 
form amongft them ; and when that 
was over, they joined in the meal, 
in a folemn facrificial manner. He- 
liodorus, if we miftake not, has a 
palTage in his Ethiopics, to the fame 
purpofe, that it was the. cuftom of the 
Egyptian philofophers to pour out li- 
bations and put up ejaculations before 
they fat down to meals. In general, 
doubtlefs, this was a religious ufage 
or rite amongd: the ancient Greeks, 
and derived from yet older ages, if a 
perfon of fuch eminence in learning 
and integritry as Clement of Alexan- 
dria, rightly informs us ; who fpeaks 
of it, as a fettled cuftom amongft the 
old Romans, that they offered facri- 
fice and prayer to the Gods, at their 
meals and compotations. But one of 
the fulleft teftimonies to our purpofe 
is given by Q^uintilian; Dec/am. 30 r» 
£ e M^p 
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^^Jff men/am, fays bcj a4 qua/fi^ cum 
^venire aepimusp Pcts^ in'vocdmus ; 
** We apprp^chcd the table [at Tap- 
per togethcf T and then invoked the 
tiod$/' • 

The Turk's pray for a bjeffing on 
their meat ; and many si)ore inftances 
inigh^ be produced^ ofiniidets^ who 
have conftantly obfervcd the like 
euftom, in fpme way or ai^other, But it 
^ould take ijptoo much ofche reader's 
time, and this department of our ma- 

fazihe, to enJarge further oa this 
e'ad. 

II. The faft, therefore, with re- 
fpefl to the heathen world, being thus 
^videntj we proceed to the fentiments 
and behaviour pf the Jews in this par- 
ticular. Their celebrated hiftorian 
Jofephus, giving a detail of the rites 
and cufloms of the E^enes, y/ho were 
confeflcdiy the ftri£le(l and moil pious 
profefTors of the Chriftian religion, 
has this remarkable pafTage, to tUe 
prefent purpofe : ** The pricili fays he, 
begs a bleffing before they prefume to 
take any nourifhment ; and it is 
looked upoi) as a great fin to 
take or talte before.'- Then follows 
the thankfgiving before meat ; and 
** "When the meal, proceeds he, is 
pver, the prieft prays again ; and the 
company \^ii|i Kim bl^fs and praife 
God as their preferyer, and the donor 
©f their life and nourifhment." 

Frona the Hebrew ritual It appears, 
that the Jews had their hymns and 
pfaims of thankfgiving not only 
after eating their paiToypr, but on a 
yapety of other occaiions at, and af- 
ter meals, and even between' their fe- 
Veral courfes and dilhes ; as when the 
bed fjf their y/lnc was brought upon 
the table, or their aromatic confec- 
tions, or the fruit of the garden, &c. 
t)a the day of the paflbver was fung 
Pfalm cxiv. " Whep Ifrael came out 
of Egypt, &c."* '"^ 

The prophet Daniel gave thanks 
^fter meat,' is evident from the Apo- 
cryphal book concerning fiel and the' 
Dragon, where ver. 38, 39. we find, 
that Daniel faid, thoj] haft remem- 
bered me, O God ! neither haft thou 
forfaken ^hem who feek thce^ and 



love thee. So Qaiuel arofe and did 
eat. , 

We come, in the next place, to the 
great example of all, that of our 
blefted Saviour, which alfp, at the 
fame time, ful)y cqn^rms the pradtice 
of the Jews as here after ted, Thofe 
words in his own divine form of 
prayer^ Give us this day our daily 
bread, very manifeftly imply the re? 
quefting ai benedi^ion upon our vic- 
tuals. We alfo read in the evange* 
lifts, that, after eating the paflbverjj 
himfclf and his difciple; fung aa 
hymn. Matt, xxvi 3b. Mark xiv. 
^6. Learned men have thought this 
hymn to have been fome ftated or 
cuftomary form in ufe ^mong the 
Jews ; and that there was fuch a one, 
we do indeed find by their rabbis ^ 
and it is certainly very probable. 
Others more particularly inform us^ 
that it was part of the book of Pfalms, 
namely, from Pfalm cxiii, *• Praife 
ye the Lord, oh ye fervants of the 
Lord 1" &c. to Pfalm cxix, '* Bleft; 
ed are the undefiled," &c. But 
the length of fuch a fervice feems to 
render this fomewhat improbable. 
However that be, the Jews are faid 
to have moreover their Zeniiroth, 
verfes of fongs of thankfgiying, unto 
this day. Again, this J ait fupper pf 
Qur Lord was truly a moft high arid 
peculiar occafion of giving praife, 
when Chrift our paftbver was going 
to be facriiiced for us ; and therefore, 
perhaps, may be looked upon as only 
a fingular and extraordinary one. But 
that faying of gface was the conftant 
ufage of bur Lord himfelf, will evi- 
dently appear from the three other in-i 
ftai^ces or his fo dqingj, recorded by 
theevangelifls, ift, Before he wrought 
that ftup^ndous miracle of m'ultiply^ 
ing the ifive barley loaves, and two 
fmall fifties ; Jefus took the loaves 
and when hp had given th,anks, &c« 
John vi. li. Luke ix. 1$, zdly^ 
When he wrought the fame immenfe 
multiplication in the miracle of the 
feven loaves and the few little fiflies* 
then he alfo gave thanks : Mate, xv,' 
36, N?arl^ yiii^ 6^ ^dlv^ When he 
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fuppcd with the two difciples at Em- 
maos, he took bl-ead and blefled it. 
Luke xxivi 30. And it muft be al- 
lowed to be very probable, that at 
the confecracion of the elements in 
the inflitution of the bleffed eucharift, 
he ufed fome one or other of the forms 
then commonly approved among the 
Jews ; when he ble^ed the breadj i. e. 
before the eating of the Pafcal lamb, 
and gave thanks ovtr the cup, after 
fupperwas ended, See Matt, xxvi, 
26- Mark xiv. 23. Luke xxii. 17, 

20. 

III. That this was a rite univer- 
fally obierved among the very firft 
Chriftians, we cannot doubt, when 
we turn to the following texts. In 
Ads xxviL 35, we read thatSt. Paul, 
** when he had fpoken^ took bread, 
and gave thanks to God, in the pre- 
fence of them all ; and when he had 
broken it, began to ear/' Some 
have underftood this of an Euchari- 
llic benedidlion. But they certainly 
mull be miflaken^ unlefs we take it 
for granted, that the Centurion and 
the foldiers^ with the reft of the crew 
in the ihip, were at that time Chri- 
iHans, which cannot be fuppofed; 
for it follows, ver. 36, 37, *• Then 
were they all of good cheer, and they 
alfo took fome meat ; and we were all 
in the ihip, two hundred^ threefcore, 
and fixteen fouls." Befides thofe words 
of St. Paul, in veri 23, "There ftood 
by me this night the angel of God, 
whofe I am, and whom I fetve, do 
plainly ihew^ that excepting the other 
prifoners, who perhaps might be 
ChrilUans, they were probibly ftran- 
gers to St Paul's charader, or, how- 
ever, not jJrofeflbrs of his reli^ioni 

We have alfo not only the pious 
Example, but the exprefs command 
of the fame apoftle/ that *•' whether 
we ea:> or drink, or whatfo*?ycr we 
do; we fliould do all to the glory of 
God. 1 Cor. X. 31." And again, 
•* WhatfoeVer ye do in word of deed, 
do all in the name of the Lord Jefus ; 
giving thanks to God and the father 
by him. Col. iii. 17." Thefe two 
texts, thus placed together, amount 



to a fufi and evident precept for th^ 
pradlice now dnder confideratioh ; as 
is obvioUs at iirfl view to every rea- 
der* SeealfoKphef* v. 19, 20; But 
St. Paul has even yet more explicitly 
and ilrongly delivered hirfifelf on thi$ 
head, i Tim. iv. 4, 5. where heob'* 
ferves, that ** every creatare of God 
is good, and nothine to be refufed^ 
if it be received with thanksgiving 5 
for that it is fandlified by the word d( 
God and prayer." 

And now, to defcend frofn the dei 
portment and do£trine of our blefled 
Saviour and his difciples, to the ruM ' 
of the holy fathers conformable to it i 
their writings abound with i^recepti 
and exhortations to the fame pui'-^ 
pofe; we (hall only quote fome o( 
them ; as to introduce them all^ 
would be only to tire the reader* 
Firft, theni in the feventh book ofthd 
Clementine Conftitutions, c; 49, axi 
exad and pious form is prefcribcd iij 
thefe words: " BlefTed art thou Q 
Lord ! who nourilheth me frbm my 
y6uth up, until now 5 who giveft 
food to all flefli j that having always 
all fufficiency of ftrength, we majr 
abound unto every go6*d work, 
through Jefus Ghrift our Lord; to 
whom be glory and honoUr^ and dd- 
miiiion, O Lord^ for crer arid cvcr^ 
Amen." 

There is another ^rimitiv^ gi*ace id 
Origen on Job 1. iii. p. 270, which 
runs thus : " Qui das efcam omhi 
carni, da etiam nobis^ &c." •* Thbu^ 
who giveft food to all flefh ; grant 
unto us thy bleffing upott the food 
we ire no\fr going to take, if 
with fincerity and faith we thus 
declare onto thee : '* Lord ! thou 
haft told us, that if we drink any 
deadly thirig, it ftlall not huft us, 
provided we call upon thy name i 
Do thou therefoi-e, O Lord of might 
and glory, turn away from us what- 
ever is, or may bei of noxioUs qua- 
lity Or operation, both from ourfelves 
and our repaft j for unlefs thy mercy 
preferveth us, how it is poflible for 
us to be fafe from fach, and fo many 
dangers in the taking of our meat and 

drink, . 
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drinks which invifibly and anforefi^n 
are lurking in ihe diih, like fo m^ny 
unwholefome and venomous ani- 
mals?" 

We n)cet with an elegant and cx- 
prefs accelhcion to the truth of our 
fubjedt in TertuUian^s noble apology, 
c. 39. ** Non prius difcumbitur, 
quam oratio ad Deooi prsegultecur:" 
'* We do not allow ourfelvcs to.caile 
a morfel, until God has had the firA 
fruit of our prayers." And furely it 
v/ill not be unacceptable, to our reli- 
gious readers^ tp refreih their .minims 
with the fpiritual eotertaininent given 
by this venerable father, in his beau-, 
tiful and aiTeding defcription of the 
method which me primitive Chri- 
dians obferved at ordinary meals ; 
'' editur quantum efurientes cap iunt, 
&c." ** They eat as much as 
jull fuiGces the prefent occafion; 
they drink as much as is exad- 
ly commenfurate to the rules and rt- 
ftridions of modeft^ and challity. 
Thev take no more either of meat Or 
' drink tlian men ihould venture to do, 
who know themfelves to lie under an 
obligation to worfhip God, even at 
midnight ; and their converfation 
verv ftridly fuits itfelf to a perpetual 
and iirm perfuaTion, that God hears 
all that they fay. After waihing 
their hands, when the candles or ta- 
pers are brought In, every one in or- 
der is defired to fing a fong of praifc 
and honour to God, either out of t^e 
Holy Scriptures, or of his own 
compofing. And this is a tell, whe- 
ther he has been drinking more than 
he (hould do, or not. Laftly follows 
prayer or grace after meat; and /b 
xney feparate." 

In that glorious charadcr, which 
the hiilorian Sozomen gives us, of 
the great and ^ood emperor Theodo- 
fius, there is this remarkable paflage : 
y 1 am told, platp and Ample diet 
is what your majefly always chufes ; 
and that, conftantly, with fending 
up bleiTiDgs to the Lord and giver of 
all things." It feems the perfons of 
the higheft quality, in thofe happier 
«iays, did not ulc at any time to for- 
4 



get their obligaiCion to, and depen- 
dence upon, hL providence, for every 
particle of meat» which came to their 
tables^ 

Having thu& fully traced, the and- 
quity of this cuftom, and (hewa how 
widely it had dtiFufed iifeif in the 
worjd : it now remains tc^ improve 
the difquiiitkm, by a few natural ob- 
fervations* 

And firft Wfi reroarki that the dif- 
charge. of this<dttty pats us in mi ad 
of the fall of our firft parents, and 
the unhappy confequencea of .ic en- 
tailed upon us; and in particular of 
our common unworthineis of the be-, 
neiits fo graciouily conferred upon 
them, and in tkeir perfons defigned 
to, and defceoded upon us all. If 
we attend, we ihall find there is a 
manifeft antitheiis in this particular 
between the firfland thefecond Adam. 
The firft, by eating, loil God's b|e(- 
iing upon the fruits of the ground : 
in oppoiition to whom» the fecbnd,. 
takes the loaves in his hand, bJeiTes, 
and breaks, and commands his dif- 
ciples to diflribute the pieces amongft 
the multitude. 3ee Matt. xiv. 19. 

zdly. Our folemn invocation of a 
blefling from heaven on the meat f« 
before us, may very naturally put us 
in i-emembrance of the hope and ex- 
peftation we indulge of eating the 
fpiritual bicad in the kingdom of 
heaven. Luke xiv. John vi. 

3dly, Forms of devotions, before 
and after meat, when the family, or 
neighbours are kiiet together at the 
fame table, do not a little conduce 
to the duties and interefls of charity 
and friendfhip ; for then we pray for 
a bleffing in common upon the whole 
.company ; which implies a good- 
will in them one to another ^ a con- 
cord and harmony, as Chrifltans 
joined together in the fame faith and 
communion. 

4thly, As prayer and praife are 
a£ls which we know are well-pleafing 
to God ; fo it adds pleafure, (a reli- 
gious pleafurc, which every good 
man finds to be moft grateful) to the 
meal or banquet^ in which we parti- 

€ipate» 
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cipate. Piety commanicates a rich . 
relilh to ev^ry repalt. The iinme* . 
diafe. conicioufnefs of ic doubles t^ 
comforc and hilarity of an entertatn- 
menc^ and keep us ac the iame time 
withfn due bounds. 

5thly, And to conclude ; though 
very far from giving credit to legen- 
dary tale» refpe^ling fniraculoBs be- 
nedidlions or punifhments; yet Tea- 
fon and revelation warrant the re. 
mark, that a» we are to believe chat 
prayer in general mil bringdown 
bkffiogs upon us from' the hand of 
the Almighty ; fo thefe a6ls of devo- 
tion, before and after otrr bodily re- 
frefhrnent^ are mo^ likely to derive a 
fpecial wholfomenefs and • nutritive 
quality upon pur meat and drink. 
Polfe and water, under the bleifing 
of God, may prove as falutary and 
foftentatious^as the moii regal and 
luxurious dainties ; and better, af- 
furedly, is a dinner of herbs to the 
body, where the fincere love of God 
reigns in the heart, than a flailed ox, 
or any the moil voluptuous fare^ 
while unfandlified by gratitude^ de- 
votion^ and praife, to the beneficent 
donor of all we enjoy, Dan; i. 14 — 
17. Prov. XV. 17. 

' SACERDOS. 

On sincerity. 

THIS virtue may be confidered in 
a three-fold light, viz. religious, 
ibcial, and moral.^— It is neceflary 
that in all our moral duties, we Ihould 
beadluated by fincerity, it gives u? 
an air of honefty and truth ; it is ne- 
ce/Tary that, the lover (hould be ac- 
tuated by it, but I call not that lover 
fincere, who has only difhonourable 
ends in view. Many there are, who, 
after drawing the affeftion of female^, 
firil fedace, and then leave them for 
ever to lament and bemoan the day they 
firft conceived themfelves to be in 
love. If a perfon be adluated by con- 
fident integrity, and he talks on reli- 
gious fubjefts, his hearers believe 
he feels what he expreffes ; if love be 
his topic the female mull at leall give 



him an hearing, and a . tender an- 
fwer; if he commend the merits of 
a perfon, he may be believed becaufe 
he will liot flauer. — But how diffe-p 
rent' is it with thofe who never pay 
any regard to fincerity or truth. They 
are dangerous beings ! and are not 
fit to be converfed or conful ted with 
in any Prions matter : They may do 
well enough ft^thofe to cOn verfe with 
who love paftime and fport ! ' 

Hi»w many thoufands ' have been 
deceived by a flatterer! fdme of this 
defcription may wear a face of 
truth for a fliorttrmc but cannot long; 
deteif and diffimufarion will foon 
(hew itfelf in their converfatlon, their 
countenances, or their adlions. De- 
ceit and diifimulatioh are fkllen an- 
gels that affome the habit of an angel 
of light ; but fittcerity is a real angel, 
whofe gaib is bright as the morn- 
ing flar, and whofe cdmmiffion is' 
from heaven. 

*• There are fentiments of appro- 
bation and admiration, of which 
compliment is a faint relemblance in 
comparifon -with fincerity." Thns 
fomc perfons will aiTeft to admire and 
approve of the adlions of another, but 
lee all remember, that mankind in 
general are never fo' ready to praife 
as to take from and diminifh the me- 
rits of each other; and often have peo- 
pie been deceived by the flattering 
commendations of a fpeaker who 
really means no mohe than to fix a 
fl:ronger cenfure upon them . It would 
be much more acceptable to our di- 
vine Creator, if we always adled the 
fincere, honeil part, when we pay our 
adoration to him ; but to addrefs him 
with our lips, whilft our hearts are 
wandering in folly's, paths, is furely 
the ftrongeft marks of all of our hy- 
pocrify and diilimulatioh. 

-To conclude, in all our *a£lions 
through life, we fliould adhere to fin. 
cerity and truth, if we would gain 
the favour of the Almighty, and live 
in the eftcem and friendfliip of our 
fellow creatures.

come f What rocks> what .moun- 
tains, what onfrequenlAd (hades can 
conceal me from an omniprefent 
God ? If ikot fit to die; I cannot 
be fit lo go ta judgment. O ! how 
ihall J appear before God» the heart 
fearching God I Lord, what will 
become of me in that day, when 
thou (halt call me to an account for 
zny deeds done in the body! I am 
arrived at the brink of eternal mi. 
fcry, at the very borders of hell : 
there i» but one ftep between me 
and everlafiing perdition : .and who 
will refcue me ? Who will (land as 
a mediator between me and ever- 
lafLing burnings? What reafons 
have I to uree, why I (hoald not 
be caft into the bottomlefs pit, that 
region of the ihadow ot death , 
where there is only weeping, wail- 
ing, and gnaihing X)f t^cth ? Tell 
me, ye holy angels, ye faints^ who 
are continually before the throne of 
God ; ye departed fpirits of pious 
relatives, tell me, what (hall I do to 
be faved ? 

Shall I apply to the antient re- 
cords of the old difpenfation ? 
There I find God is merciful, long 
fufFering, not wiHine; that any 
Ihould perilh ; and by his prophets 
he has declared^ let the wicked 
forfake his way, and the unrigh- 
teous man his thoughts, and let 
him return unto the Lord^ and he 
will have mercy on him, and to our 
Crod, for he will abundantly par- 
don him. Thefe are great encou- 
ragements, very precious promifes : 
but how can I tell whether they ex- 
tend to me ? How can I be afTurjed, 
that the imperfedt repentance of a 
finner, unliable in ail his ways, 
will fully fatisfy the demands of in 
finite juiiice ? Whtn my paft fins 



have been fo many, and aggravated ^ 
what can I do hereafter which- will 
conciliate thy favour, O I thou 
great incomprehenfible Jehovah^? 

See ! Who is he who cometh from 
Rdom, with dyed garment* from 
Bozrah f It is the Lord my rightc- 
oufnefs ; mighty to fave ; able to 
fave to the uttermoft all who come 
unto God by him. He was wound- 
ed for my tranfgf eflions, and by his 
ftripes I am healed ; for the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of all 
finners. Neither is there falvation 
in any orther ; for there is none 
other name under heaven, whereby 
we can be faved. At the appointed^ 
in due time, Chriil died for the un- 
godly 5 to put away fin by the fa- 
crifice of himfelf. He bare my fins 
in his own body' (I am not afhamed 
to ov/n it) on the accurfed tree.

Fear not, in return,- 
faith my dear Redeemer, I am the 
promiied Meffiah, the liar of Ja-

faithjFul high-prieft, who gave my 
life a ranfom for many, and have 
made reconciliation for my people.

Blef- 
fed, a thoufand times blefled, be 
that hapf>y day, when the day-ftar 
from on high vifited our globe, and 
heavenly meffengers brought the 
glad tidings of peace, of joy, of 
ialvation. When the Son of righte- 
pufnefs arofe with healing in his 
wings. When the faithful witnefs, 
the firft begotten of the dead, the. 



prince of the kings of the earth, 
loved us, and waihed ns from oitr 
fins in his own blood. 

Be not caft down, O! my foul; 
be not difqaieted within thee. 
There is now no condemiiation 4o 
them who are ia Chrift l«ftis. Yon 
are pne among the nusioer incloded 
in the eternal decree Urbich deter- 
mined man'^fcdemptioii.^ It it thte 
free i grace of God diar juftifleth, 
who is he that condemneth ? I know 
I am a finner ; perhaps the vileft of 
finners; but the imptUMkhath in* 
eluded all under fin, that the 
promife might be extended to 
all thofe who believe^ And where 
fm hath abounded, grace doth 
much more abound ;- for as fin hath 
reigned unto death, even fo doth 
grace now reign, through righte* 
oufnefs, ^nto eternsi Hfb, by Jefus 
Chrift our Lord. I will then go 
boldly unto the throne of grace ; 

Eerad venture I may find grace to 
elp in time of need. Bat why 
this peradventure? Why this lurk« 
ing (park of infidelity? Go, mjr 
foul, to the throne of grace; no 
matter how numerous, how black 
your offences : You wiil.be accepted 
in the beloved ; by whom alone we 
have redemption throno^h his blood, 
even the forgiveneU of fins, 
through the i^iches of his grace.

It is his goodnefs which makes 
heaven and earth to fmile upon us;

and afcends in the copious harveft. 
His bounty continually gives food 
to the hungry, clothing to the na* 
ked, health co the fick, and reft to 
the weary.

His 
wifdom formed and balanced the 
elements of the world, and made 
them fubfervient to the produflion 
and prefervation of human life 
His providence ph nned the conlli- 
tution of human fociety, made man 
allied to man, and i(n plan ted in the 
human breail the pleating affe^ion 
of friends and kindred. The moil 
engaging ties of nature, the ten- 
dered and ilrongeft emotions of pa- 
rental affedion, are an efFed and 
image of his fupreme and eternal 
goodnefs. And as this life, and 
whatever adminifters to the comfort 
and happinefs of it, are the fruits 
of his beneficence; fo all our hopes 
af another life, and of happinefs 
in a world to come, are wholly 
founded in his original love and 
mercy to mankind. The fame 
power, wifdom, and goodnefs which , 
formed the earth and the whole 
heavens, and which made of one 
blood all nations of men to dwell 
on the whole face of the earth, ef- 
tablilhed alfo that conftitution 
which the Chrifiian revelation dif- 
clofeth to us, according to which 
all mankind are raifed from the 
dead by the power of the Saviour of 
the world, and endlcfs Jife and 



happinefs allotted to all good men. 
If our knowledge of Uie gofpel 
ferved to no other happy end, than 
to refcue us from the uavilh fuper. 
ftition of Popery, or the ftupid 
idolatry and. the impure and 
barbarous rites of Heathenifm, 
how much reafon ihould we have 
to congratulate .ourfelves, and ac«- 
knowledge the favour of divine 
Providence on that account! How 
much more, when it difpels the 
gloomy fliades of death, and opens 
to us a profpecl into a future ftate I 
When, inftead of the perplexing 
uncertainty or dark defpair which 
oppreffed the human miad, it 
raifeth us to fa great and joyful 
hopes of the event of things after 
death, and of a glorious renova- 
tion of the ftate of mankind! when 
juftice and clemency fliall be admi- 
niftered in perfection, all the evils 
in this world aboliihed, and virtue 
and happinefs forever eftabliihed! 
What returns of praife and grati- i 
tude are due to the eternal giver 
of all life and happinefs, who hath 
added to the provifion which his ^ 
indulgent Providence hath made for 
our infant-ftate in this world, the 
ineftimable affurances of a world 
to come, and the inheritance of 
eternal life. 

Such are the benefits derived to 
us from the divine goodnefs. The 
proper return for thefe benefits is \ 
doubtlefs fmcere and fervent gra- 
titude. And f*jrely nothing can be 
more becoming us, or conduce 
more to our advantage and happi- 
nefs, than to cultivate a grateful 
afFeAion towards thebeft of Beings, 
in return for the numberlefs and 
various inftancesof his goodnefs to 
us ; and as a qualification for re- 
ceiving more and larger elFeCls of 
his favour. To this we are ex- 
cited, not only by a fenfe of duty, 
but by the ties of nature, the mo- 
tives of ingenuity, the pleafurcs 
of a grateful 'mina, and the hopca 
of happincf*.

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The Charge of Cruelty, 
against^ elisha, obvi atsd ; 
on account oe his conduct 
tothe little children of 
BfiTHEL^ 2 Kings ii» 34. 

IF thefe little children, as they 
a?e called, were no other than 
little boys and girls playing in the 
ftreets of Bethel, and innocently, 
or in mirth and fport, rather than 
from malice anddefign, difting^ifh^ 
ing an old man by the nVked ap- 
pearance of his hea4 ; arid if no 
more is to be underrtood by going 
up than pafling on, it will be very 
diffictfit to account for the pro- 
phet's curfe, and the vengeance 
that followed it. " He turned 
back, and looked on them, and 
curfed them in the name of the 
Lord : and there came forth two 
fhe- bears out of the wood, and tare 
forty and two children' of them." 
It is neither profitable nor pleafing 
to expatiate on the horrors of fuch 
a dreadful fcene ; the adverfary will 
do this for us : nor is it fair and 
candid to make hafty inferences in 
any caufe, much lefs where the ho- 
nour of God and his prophets is 
concerned, without confidering the 
true import of the words upon 
which the accufation is grounded. 

in books of great antiquity, 
written in a language now loft, we 
may fome times be miftaken : foihe 
few words or pafTages may have been 
omitted or inferted : the fenfe may, 
by "various means, have been di- 
fturbed. — In fhort, any thing Ihould 
be allowed, rather than the moral 
charadtcr of God be impeached. 
And whether there is any ground 
for reproaching the prophet, or his 
God, with rage or injuftice, in the 
cafe of the inhabitants of Bethel, 
will bcft appear by confidering who 
thefe little children were; what 
their offence j the charadler of the 
city ; and that of Eliflia.— .'' There 
came forth little children oat of the 
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city, and mocked him« aitd faidun<A 
to him, Go up thou bald hedd*" 

The words here rendered little, 
is a general tferm for quantity oif 
quality, which when applied to this 
offspring of men> does not alwayi 
imply little^ or fmall in ilatore, 
but i& oftentimes ufed to diitingiiifii 
them from the more advanced in 
years, the yoUng from the old# 
fhe other word is in very many 
placw ufed for yonng men and kr-^ 
vants, artd mightj very properly 
have been fo rendered here, efpe« 
cially as females feem to be ac- 
quitted 'by the ftrufture of the 
words in the original.— J oftph was 
not a little one, in the nurfery 
(^Xite of the word, when he inter- 
preted the dreams of the Egyptian 
men, and yet the fame word is 
ufed in both places ; though in oaz' 
tranilation it is faid, that he vvad 
" a young man, an Hebrew* a kt^ 
vant to the guard." And of thd 
young men of Bethel that they were 
children. Was the lad Benjamin, 
Jolbph's brother, a child when he 
had many children ? Was Jofhua an 
infant, •* when the Lord fpake unto 
Mofes face to face, as a man fpeak- 
eth unto his friend : and he turned 
again into the camp ; but his fef- 
vant Jofhua, the foil of Nun, a 
young man, departed not out of 
the tabernacle." 

" The young man of the men of 
Succoth, that Gideon taught, and 
who defcribed unto him the ** prin- 
ces of Succoth, and tiie elders^ there* 
of, threefcore and feventeeh men.** 
was no infant, The young man out 
of Beth - lehem - judah, a Levite, 
who dwelt with Micah, this perfcn 
is, in the very next verfe, called 
the man who departed out of the 
city of Beth - lehem - judah. And 
'* Zadock a young man m%hty of 
valour '* and Ziba the fervant of 
Mephiboiheth j" and " Gehaei the 
fervant of Eliflia? — In thefe and 
many other places, the child or lad 
is young man or fervant; and 
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therefore the little children or lads, 
a*s they are called, w^re young men 
who came forth out of the city of 
Bethel, on purpofe, as it (hould 
fttm, either of their own accord, 
or encouraged ; and, it is not im- 
probable, employed by their fathers 
and makers, in that rude aiid im- 
pious mockery of the prophet, his 
jnafter, and his God. 

It is further to be obferved, that 
the meeting of the prophet and 
th'efe lads was not accidental : 
** they came forth out of the city 
in numbers to infult an old man^ 
the fervant of the living God." 
The indignity was not intended 
againft Eliiha alone ; they did not 
only refieft upon his age, and his 
parfoti, and charafler, by calling 
iiim bald-head, but upon his mailer 
Elijah^ and in him upon the fervice 
aid fervants of God, and . upon 
God himfelf : for when they fay to 
EHiha go up, and repeat it, they 
bid him afcend as his matter had 
done before him. They mock the 
rapture of Elijah, who Went up by 
a whirlwind into heaven." They 
make ufe of the very fame word in 
bidding Eliflia go up, as is ufed in 
the going up of his mafter. 

The prophet might, and if we 
may judge from all the reft of his 
anions, probably would have for- 
given any perfonal affront to him- 
felf ; but Js furely juflified in re- 
fen ting an impious mockery on his 
maimer and his God. 

It ihould alfo be confidered, 
whether tl^efe little ones, who came 
forth out of the city and mocked, 
would not have gone farther, if 
the juft- judgment of Almighty God 
had not prevented them. They 
who came forth in numbers, and 
began with mocking, might have 
ended with killing the good old 
man, who had fo often preferved 
;he lives of others, friends and foes, 
the cities and armies of Ifrael. 
And then the objei^ion, iince ob- 
j^ftions mull be made, would have 



probably been ; How came the 
Lord to fnWcT this great prophet to 
be put to death by the wicked and 
idolatrous fons of Bethel r Why did 
he not deftroy them by fire from 
heaven, or by wild beafts from the 
woods ?—rThe perverfenefs would 
have been the fame, though ex- 
prcflcd a different way. And it is 
for the honour of truth, that her 
adverfaries may be tjius made to 
confute themfelves. 

It is faid the prophet curfed them 
'* in the nam^ of the Lord, and 
there came forth two (he- bears oat 
of the wood, aod tare forty and two 
of them." 

The curfe and the bears both 
came from the Lord ; for no pro- 
phet could declare any thing in the 
name of the Lord, without having 
a commiffion for it. When Haggai 
the prophet, and Zechariah the Ton 
of Iddo, prophefied onto the Jews 
who were in Judah and Jerufalem, 
it was " in the name of nie God 
of Ifrael.*' They delivered no more 
than they received from him who 
infpired them. They obeyed the 
divine impulfe. And in general to 
adl in the name of another, is to 
aft by his authority. If the curfe 
therefore pronounced by Eliftia had 
not proceeded from the Lord ; if it 
had been the effeft of anger in the 
prophet, and not the jufl denunci- 
ation of divine Providence, fo fig- 
nal an event in the deftroftion of 
the youth of Bethel would not fo 
foon have followed it. 

If we enquire into the charaAer 
of Eliflia, we fhall always find him, 
as hinted already, good, merciful, 
and compaffionate ; if into the cha- 
racter of the citizens bf Bethel, we 
fhall find them obftinate idolaters. 
When our prophet was firft called 
to minifler unto Elijah, being in 
the field ploughing with twelve 
yoke of oxen, he prayed that he 
might kifs his father and his mo- 
ther before he followed him ; and 
he flew a yoke of oxen, and boiled 
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their flefh, and gave iintd the peo- 
ple, and they did eat. He was 19 
fuch favour with God, as to obtaiii 
a double portion of the fpirit that 
was upon Elijah when taken , up 
into heavei^. He relieved Jehoram 
and jehoihaphat and the kings of 
Edom, and theii^ armies when 
greatly diftrefled for want of water. 
He healed the waters of Jericho, 
which before were deadly to the in- 
habitants and their land. At Gil- 
gal, he prevented the death of the 
Tons of the prophets, by turning 
their poifoned pottage into whole- 
fome food. He took compaffion on 
the poor widow, and retrieved her 
by a miracle from' her diftrefs, en. 
abling her to pay her creditors, and 
to fupport herfelf and her children. 
He obtained a fon for the good 
Shunamite, which dying he reftored 
to life again. He cured Naaman 
of his Jeprofy, . and refufed his 
gifts. He even coniefcendcd to re- 
cover the ax which the poor man 
had borrowed and loft. When forces 
were fent to Do than to apprehend 
him, he prayed unto the Lord, that 
the people might be under fuch a 
deception as not to know him, or 
the place they were in, tilf he led 
them to Samaria, and then he pray- 
ed that they might fee clearly again. 
And when the kings oflTrael would 
have taken this advantage of them, 
and have fmote them, he forbad it, 
faying, '* Wouldft thou fmite thofe 
whom thou haft taken captive with 
thy fword and thy bow ? Set bread 
and water before them that they 
may eat and drink and go to their 
mafter." And again when Sama- 
ria was befieged by Benhadad ; when 
the famine was fo great that an 
afs's head fold for four-fcore pieces 
of filver, and the fourth part of a 
kab of doi'c's dung, (or rather a 
kab of pul fc or vetches, for the 
<lung of pidgeons could not be eat,) 
for iive pieces — in this great di- 
ftrefs, the prophet delivers them 
both from the beiiegers and famine. ; 



by throwing them into fuch a panic 
as to Caufe them to fly and leave 
*' their tents, and their horfes, and 
their affes, even the camp as it was :'• 
and thus the fiege was raifed, and 
the city fupplled with all that it 
wanted. 

He who reftrored life to the foa 
of the good Shunamite, and fo ofp 
ten faved the lives of others, would 
not have flaia in anger, with his 
curfes, little children. 

But if the inhabitar>ts of Bethel 
were not only idolaters, but Mo 
interefted idolaters ; if they were 
the enemies of God and his holy, 
prophet.-, for their intereft's fake ; 
if miracles were vrought aoionglt 
the.n in vain, to efrecliuite their con- 
verlion, if they ftill remained ob- 
ftinate and imp-nitent ; if the in- 
fult oiFered to our prophet was aa 
aft of defiance both to him and his 
God, and the return he made was 
what the Lord had put into his 
mouth, he fhould be acquitted of 
anger and cruelty, and the juftice 
of God in his judgments acknow- 
ledged. 

Jeroboam had fet up in Bethel, 
as an objed of wo^ftxip, one of his 
golden calves, and called them the 
gods which brought Ifrael out of the 
land of Egypt, and '' made priefts 
of the loweft of the people." And 
*' he placed in Bethel the priefts of 
the high places whch he had made ; 
fo he offered upon the altar which 
he made in Bethel, and burnt in- 
cenfe.*' 

This no doubt was a gratification 
to the men of Bethel : hence they 
looked upon the prophet as their 
fpecial adverfary : hence arofe their 
hatred to, and their perfecution of 
him ; and hence that obduraCy had 
its rife, which even miracles could 
not, foften. 
- The hand of their king was dried 
up and reftored, and their altar was 
rent, and the aflies poured Out as a 
fign from the Lord : and it was at 
the fame time declared againft the 

Ffz altar. 
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altar, that a child of the hoafe of 
David, Jofiah by name, ** fliould 
offers the pricfts of the high places up- 
on ir, and men's bones be burnt upon 
it." 

Notwithftanding all which, ** Jc- 
robgam returned not from his ^vil 
way, but made again of the loweft of 
the people, priefls of the high places, 
whofoever would, he confecrated him, 
and he became one of the prieils of 
the high places." Thus^ the prince 
fet the example of impietv to his peo- 

}>le, and the people gloried in their 
mp^'ous conformity to the will of 
their prince. 

(Jod however, in his ovn good 
time, was juftified, for the fame altar 
having been continued till the reign 
of Jofiah, he burnt the bones out of 
the fepulchres in the Mount, fparing, 
however, thofe of the men of God 
who came from Judah, and of the 
prophet from Samaria, and then 
pnnu the high places, the groves, and 
the altar, wnicn laft he reduced to a 
powder, that no fupeyftitious relidl of 
Xt might be left. 

But then, if he flew the pricfts and 
burnt bones upon the altar, it was 
not by way of ffcrifice in a legal or 
religious fenfe ; but on the contrary, 
^s it is ^xprefly faid, to pollute the 
^Itar, 

- Upon the whole then, if Elijah 
called ftie from heaven to deftroy ido- 
laters ; if Jofiah flew the priells ; if 
God is ever zealous of his glory, and 
will not fuffer it to be given to ano- 
ther; if idolatry is puniftied with 
great feverity, as utterly fubverfive of 
all true religion, we ought not to be 
furprized that the prophet of the Lord 
is prcfervod, and the honour of his 
fervicc afierted, by the deftrudlion of 
his idolatrous enemies, who may have 
been the fons of the priefts of the high 

i)Uce5, or perhaps the priefts them- 
elves, as Jefoboam made no dilHnc- 
tioo%

Should want the fortitude to rdifh 
the prefling calls of inclination, and 
yield a re*»dy aficnt ^6 any propol'-l. 
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which promifes to relieve the languor 
of inadlivity, more oppreflive than 
pei&tiv« uneafinefs ? Having iofly or 
never acquired a tafle for innocenc de- 
lights, his clarooarous appetites can 
only be appeafed by ferbldden gra^ 
tificatiom, Thefe, ftill rifing in 
their demands^ cannot always, or 
lonff, be indulged, without greater 
additions to his expences than pru- 
dence will allow; and when the 
bounds of ceconomy have been once 
trangreffed, neccflity obliges this un- 
happy viditn of his pleasures to con- 
tinue the fame profuiion, and to 
pkinge fUll deeper into new diilreiTes, 
To allay the fears of inftant penury, 
he tries to repair his loHesliy the dan- 
gerous experiment of play, or, what 
IS yet a greater infamy, proftitutes 
his time and talents to fubferve the 
interefts of a fadion*- But fuch re- 
fources foon failing, he is left in the 
end dill more entangled than before. 
Sorrows of every kind begin to mul- 
tiply around him. Poverty comes 
upon him, as one that travelleth, and 
want as an armed man : till at length, 
his fortune ruined beyond recovery, 
his body broken by intemperance, 
and his mind ulcerated by the cjjjodr 
ing fenfc of guilt, defpair prevails 
over every other confideration, and 
an infamous ad of fuicide concludes 
his mileries and his life. 

But there is another and a woric 
inftance of the general profligacy yet 
behind ; of the nuoierous focieties 
which mankind have been' led to 
form for the purpofes of mutual ad- 
vantage, none is of more importance 
to individuals or the public than that 
of marriage. The very nature of 
this fociety requires it to be perpetual ; 
and beiides the authority of a divine 
command, the moft important ends 
of its inftitution, the produdion and 
education of Children, could not at 
all, or could not fo well, be obtain- 
ed, by fufFering it to be diffolved at 
pleafure. During the virtuous times 
of the Roman Commonwealth, this 
union was regarded as fo inviolable as 
to give rife to a tradition, that for the 



firft five hundred years not a fiflgle' 
example of divorce was known ; and 
it is an undoubted fad, that whea - 
once reparations of this fort, and for 

! tl^e moft trifling caufes, were allowed, 
the permiflion was follovyed by the 
nroft abandoned licentioufnefs, that 
ever deformed the annals of mankind. 
Our laws are better calculated to pre- 
fervc the purity of manners, in this 
particular than the Roman ; and no^ 
thing fhort of adultery, or the breach 
of what is moft elTential to the con- 
trad, is with us, a ground for its to- 
tal diftbl ution . Yet even this <circom- 
ftance of the modefty of our laws may - 
be converted into a deciftve proof of 
the corruption of bur morals. The 
infidelity of married women<is now (b 
little of a rarity, that the granting of 
divorces on X this account is no fmall 
part of the bufmefs of the legiflature j* 
and this reafonable indulgence to the ' 
hufband, inftead of proving, as it' 
ought, a punilhment to the wife, is- 
often found in f^d to ferve but as a' 
frelh incentive to her depravity : for 
no fooner is the injured party fet loofe 

•from the contrad, but the other is at 
liberty of courfe : hence it has come 
^to psCsp though contrary to the in- ' 
tentions of government, that the of- 
fending perfon, now freed from all 
connedion with the man, to whom^ 
ihe had plighted an eternal conftancy, 
not only continues, as before, a fla- 
gitious intercourfe with her feducer, 
but is enabled to fandify, as it were, 
the difgraceful commerce, bychang- • 
ing it into that of legal matrimony. 
This growing evil, it is hoped, has* 
received fome check from that laud- 
able jealoufy, which has prompted 
you to with- hold your aflent to every 
new propofal of divorce, where proofed, 
have been difcovered of manifeft fraud 
or collufion ; and more particularly 
from a remedy in form, originating 
from among yourfelves, and pro-" 
ppundcd with a gravi y and pru- 
dence, becoming ihe Upper Houfe 
of Legiflature of ; his kingdom. Why 
an expedient, which itjcmed fo fea- 
^fonjille and fo falutary, was not oer- 

mittcj 
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aiittod to obtain the fall fierce of law, 
belongs not to the prefcnt bufioefs to 
inqoifc. B a t in m atters of morality , 
tke mere endeavonrs to introduce a 
reforaiatioo, are not without their 
benefit ; and ia the in&zncc before as, 
the attempt alone, for whatever rea- 
ibas it £iiled of fuccefs, may be re- 
garded as a proteii, iolemnly and au- 
thoritatively declared agaioH the 
wickednefs and degeneracy of the 
times. 

If any aggravaUon can be ^nade to 
file fpecies of impurity here alluded 
tOt itiSy that the women of fpoikfi 
^mie, and whoie characters are yet 
above fufpicion, inllead of ooiting to 
exprefs (heir deieilaticn of the prac 
ike, ktm, many of them, difpofed 
to confider it as now no longer infa- 
3noa8> and thus, in a degree, become 
the accefiaries to its guilt. Ip the mean 
time, it U fome conioiation to obferve, 
that f^idH: the general Iicentiourner&, 
there are not wan ting the faired, pat- 
terns of domeftic excellence, which 
perfons pf either fex, who have- any 
generous ambition, might do well to 
emntate* You perceive immediately, 
where it is that I would principally 
dire^ your attention ; to that exaked 
fiatioo, where iimplicitv of manners, 
liifplayed in a bright aileooblage of all 
the virtues of private Jife, adds a glory 
to the fplendors of a throne ; to thofe, 
^o are daily exhibiting, to an adul- 
terous and finful generation, the ex- 
adeft models of conjugal as of every 
other duty, fupporting religion by 
their authority, and adorning it by 
their example*

Fenelon. I know you to be Plato, 
the moft amiable of all the difciples 
of Socrates, and the philofopher of 
all antiquity, whom 1 the moll dc- 
fired to refemble. 

P. Homer and Orpheus are very 
impatient to fee you in that region 
of thefe happy fields which their 
fhades inhabit. Thiy both ac- 
kfioivledge you to be a great poet, 
though you have never written a 
verfe. And they are now.bufy in 
weaving for you unfading wreaths 
of tlie fineft and fweetcft Elyfian 
flowers. But I will lead you from 
them to the facred grove of 
philofophy, on the higheft hill of 
Elyfium, where the air is moll 
pure and moft ferene. I will con- 
dud you to the fountain of wifdom, 
in which you will fee, as in your 
own writings, the fair image of 
virtue perpetually reflected. It will 
raife in you more love than was 
felt by NarcifTus, when he fav^ his 
own face' in the unruflied fprino^. 
But you ftiall not pine, as he did, 
for a fhadow.

you wert fo fond of in fome of your 
Writings. Mine rUn foraetimts 
' into poetry too^ particularly tny 
TelemachUs, which I meant to 
make a kind of epic compofition. 
JBut I dare not rank myfelf among 
the great poets, nor pretend to any 
equality in oratory wi;h you, the 
moll eloquent of philosophers, on 
whofe lips the Atuc bees diftllled 
^all their honey. 

P.' The French language is not 
fo harmonious as the Greek : yet 
you have given a fvveetnefs and me^ 
lody to it, which equally charms 
the ear and the heart* When orie 
reads your compofitions, one thinks 
one hears Apollo's lyre, ftrung by 
the hands of the graces, and tuned 
by the roufes. The Idea of a ptr- 
feft king, wliich you have given in 
your Telemachus, far excels, in my 
own judgment, my^ imaginary re- 
public. Your dialogues breathe 
the pure fpirit of virtue, of onaf- 
feded good fen fe, of juft cridcifmi 
of fine tafte. They are in general 
as fuperior to your countryman 
Fontenelle's, as f afon is to falfe wit, 
or truth to affectation. The greateft 
fault of them is, that fome are too 
ihort. 

F. it has been objefted to them, 
and I am fenfible of it myfelf, that 
they are too full of common-place 
morals. But I wrot^ them for the 
inttru^lion of a young prince, and 
one cannot too ftrongly imprint on 
the minds of thofe, who are born 
to rule ovpr nations, the mod fim- 
ple truths : becaufe, as they grow 
up, the flattery of a court will try 
todifguife and hide from them, thofe 
truths, and to eradicate from their 
hearts the love of their duty, if it 
has taken there a very deep root. 

P. It is indeed the' peculiar mif- 
fortune of princes, that they are 
often inflruded with very great care 
in the refinements of policy, and 
not taught the firfl: principles of 
moral obligations, are taught fo 
fuperficialiy, that the virtuous man 
is foonlolt in the corrupt politician.

AH your woi'ks afe em- 
bellifhefd with a fublime arid agreej» 
able imagination,' which gives td 
iimplicity elegance, anii dignity to 
the mofl vulgar and obvious truths 4 
I hive heardi indeed^ that vouf ~ 
countrymen ai'e lefs fenfible 6t the 
beauty of your genius and ilyle than 
fome of their xteighboufs. WhaC 
has fo much depraved their tafte?" 
F. That which depi'ave'd the tafta 
of the Romans after the ageof Au^ 
guftus J an immoderate love of wit^ 
of paradox, of refinement. Tlid 
warks of their writers, like the facei 
of tlieii* women, muft be painted 
and adorned with artificial embel* 
lifhments to attraft their regards* 
And thus the natural beauty is loft. 
But it is no wonder if fiew eftetfm m/ 
Tdemachus in a political light, the 
maxims inculcated th^re, being 
fuch as they think inconfiiteflt with 
the grandeur of their monarchy^ 
and with the fplendor of a refined 
and opulent nation. . They feem to 
be falling into opinions, that thd 
chief end of focipty is to procure 
men the pleafures of luxury ; that 
an elegant tafte of voluptuous en- 
joyments is the perfeftion of merit a 
and that a king who is gallant^ 
magnificent, liberal, who builds a 
find palace, who furnifhes it well 
with ftatuesandpi6lures,whoencoa- 
rages the fine arts, and makes them 
fubfervient to «vcry modilh vice^ 
who has a reftlefs ambition, a per- 
fidious policy, and a fpirit of con- 
queft, is better for them than a Nu-» 
ma, or a Marcus Aurelius* Where* 
as, to check the exceffes of luxury, 
thofe exceffes I mean, which en- 
feebled the fpirit and ftrength Of a 
nation, toeafe the people, as mucli 
as pofTible, of the burden of taxes ; 
to give them the blefiings of peace 
and tranquillity, when they can be 
obtained without lofs or difnonour ; 
to make them frugal and hardy, 
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and mafculine in the temper of 
their bodies and minds, that they 
may be the fitter for war when it 
does come upon them : but above 
all, to watch over their morals, and 
difcourage whatever may taint or 
corrupt them, is the great bufinefs 
of eoverhment, and ought always 
to be the principal object of wife 
legislatures. Certainly, that is the 
hapnieft country, which has the 
inoft virtue in it ; and to the eye of 
right reafon, the pooreft Swifs can- 
ton is a much nobler flate than the 
kingdom of France, if it has more 
liberty, better morals, a more fet- 
tled tranquillity, more moderation 
in profperity, more £rmnefs in 
ganger. 

P. Your notions arc jud ; and if 
your country explodes them, (he 
will not be long the iirft nation in 
Europe. Her declenfion is begun, 
her ruin approaches.— But left you 
ihould think, from the praife I 
have given you, that flattery can 
£nd a place in Elyfium, allow me 
to lament, with the grief of a friend, 
that a manfo (uperior to all other 
follies, could give into the reveries 
ef a madame Guyon, a diilraAed 
enthufiaft. How ftrange was it to fee 
the two great lights of France, you 
and the biihop ofMeaux, engaged 
in a controverfy, whether a mad- 
woman was a heretic or a faint ! 

F. I confe(s my own weaknefs, 
and the ridiculoufnefs of the dif- 
putc. But did not you alfo give 
intofome reveries about divine love, 
in whieh you talked unintelligibly, 
even to yourfelf ? 

p. I felt fomething more than I 
could expreG. 

F. I had my feelings too, as fine, 
and as lively as yours. But we had 
both done better to have avoided 
thofe fubjedts, in which fentiment 
took the place of cool reafon and 
fober truth. 

Madam de Maintenon, in her ex- 
cellent letters, gives this fine 
character of archbiihop Fenelon. 

*' FENELON is too pious not 



to believe that a man may love 
God purely for his fake, and has 
too much fenfe to think that a man 
immerfed in the mod fhamefd 
vices, tan love him. He has pro- 
tefted to me, that he intermeddles 
in this affair (of Madam Guyon) 
with no other view, than that the 
fentiment of truly devout fouls may 
not be condemned through inat- 
tention. He is no advocate for 
Madam Guyon, though he is her 
friend. He is thedefender of piety 
and Chriftian perfedion. I rely oa 
his word, becaufe I have met with 
few men fo fmccre." 

The following is a letter from Fe- 
nelon to her. The better to on- 
derltand it, the reader maft 
know, that (he was the fappofed 
miftrefs, but real wife> of Lewis 
XIV. 

'* Zeal for the king's falvation 
raufl^ not carry you beyond the 
I bounds which providence feems t» 
have marked out for you. The 
moments, which God alone can 
know, mufl: be watched: the right 
way to prepare the king for the re- 
ception of God's gr?ice^ is not to 
tire him with exhortations, bat to 
edify him, to ileal infenfibly into 
his heart, by a mild and patient 
demeanour. Your application ta 
touch his heart, to open his eyes, 
to preferve him from certain fnares, 
to give him counfels of peace and 
moderation, to excite him to eafe 
his people, and love the church, 
and your zeal to provide it with 
good paftors, requires a great deal 
of circumfpedtion and much pru- 
dence. You are the centinel of 
God in the midft of Ifrael. Love 
the king, be obedient to him, as 
Sarah was to Abraham. Refped 
him from the bottom of your heart ; 
look upon him as your Lord in the 
order of God. It is true. Madam, 
that your Harion is a riddle; but 
'tis God has made it fo : you did 
not wifli for it to be fo; you did 
1 not chufe it. nor even imagine it: 
" /lis 
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*tis God's work- He conceals his 
fecrets from yoa, and alfo hides 
fome frt)m the public, which would 
furprize the world, if you revealed 
them as you do to me. 'Tis the 
myftery of God: it was his will 
that yoa fhould rife to grandeur, 
in order to fanflify thofe that are 
born in grandeur. You hold the 
place of a queen, and yet have no 
more liberty nor authority than the 
wife of a tradefman."

ON THE DIFFERENT CONDITI- 
ONS OF YOT/TH AND AG^, 

THE different conditions of 
youth and age, with regard 
to this world, their enjoyments and 
views, i have often made the fub- 
jed of much.pleafing contempla- 
tion. . 

The glow of warm blood, the 
vigour of health, and the lirong 
powers of imagination, have ever 
feprefented to my mind the morn- 
ing of life like the morning of 
day ; where every thing is frefh and 
chearful, inviting enjoyment, and 
contributive of great pleafure; love, 
paftime, and even bulinefs, are pur- 
sued with high delight, Every 
thing appears charming, as in the 
feafon of fpring, infpiring us with 
rapture, and inviting us to blifs. 
Bat as all fublunary tranfports have 
but tranfitory exiilence, the edge 
which tafting gives to our appetites, . 
a full meal is furc to blunt ; there- 
fore, thofe who feek no higher en- 
joyments than from their paflions, 
will be fare to experience faf«ty in 
their indulgence; nature having 
doomed us to wearinefs in all the 
full gratifications of our fenfes. 

Thofe only continue happy, who 
are fo precautionally prudent as to 
lay in early a flock for true perma- 
nent fatisfaftion ; which is of a 
nature lefs violeiit, but infinitely 



durable. This Hore mull be com- 
pofed of virtue, wlfdom, and their 
fruits ; which are knowledge, tem- 
perance, and propriety, the needful 
milruments or felicity. 

Youth, therefore, to be happy, 
muft acquire fome of the attain- 
ments of age ; to attain which, rea- 
fon will have recourfe to the expe- 
rience of grey hairs. It is in the 
difpenfing of wifdom that age ap- 
pears venerable j and without the 
power of doing it, it forfeits its 
high dignity; for a head grown 
hoary in follies i$ a woeful object 
of derifton. 

Our paflions in youth are very 
powerful feducers ; they Kurry u$ 
into hafty enjoyments, which have 
often their ending in very long and 
fruitlefs repentance. Againll theie 
imminent evils, which have their 
foundations in early life, we i^ave 
no kind of defence, but in the ex* 
perience of later days, which thofe 
are the moft happy who foonefl: ac« 
quire and regard. 

The long-pradifed in life have 
fptind the futility of all raptures^ 
and know that none are worth pur- 
chajfing at the price of great ha- 
zards. The lover's dream of ex- 
tacies, and the prodigal's of high 
delight, are equal deTufions praCi^ 
tifed by paflion on reafon; for in 
rational enjoyments only duration 
is to be found. We grow fpeedily 
iick of what we only admire, but' 
are often laftingly gratified with 
what we reafonably approve. 

Thus mull youth, to be happy, 
acquire fome of the qualities of 
age; and age, to be comfortable, 
muft retain fome of thofe of youth,, 
The ftrong paflions and affections o^ 
both aeras are alike deceitful ; as ia 
pne ftage we have not attained to 
the vigour of found judgment," and 
in the other we havepaii it, and, got 
into the date of lecond dotage, 
without the benefits of rellraints 
that were our fecurities in ouf firft 
childhood ; and we are apt to con- 
tinue full in the pride of experi- 
G g » , cnce. 
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ence, when the powers of feafen . 
^e all decaying, or be^tii€ loft. 

Age piftured in the mind* is de- 
crepidity in winter -retiring in the 
evening to the cpntfortable flieltcr 
of a ftre- fide; -where, fecure from' 
the rage of elements, and weary of; 
vain purfoits, it can pleafe itfclf 
with .pi?attling of evils over-come, 
and j:>lpafures that it has parted 
with the, enjoyment of without re- 
gice.t; fecking nothing but to wear 
down the laft ftage of life with eafe, 
und leaving buftle and folly to thofe 
to whom by nature they belong. 

The greateft wifdom that can or- 
jiaoient hoary heads is, to quit the 
cr^wd with a good grace, and vo- 
luntarily to leave giddy fociety be- 
fore they become forcibly excluded 
from it. Infirmity mufl take /hel- 
ter in the.kindnels of true friend- 
ship, and that is not to be expedled 
from the many, but the few, 
. Talkativenefs is the foible and 

gratification of old age, and has 
een fo ditlinguiflied, by obferva- 
fion. from Homer's days to the 
prefent time. A chearfulneft re- 
tained from youth gives a graceful - 
fiefs to this humour, and recom- 
mends even its imperfedlions, if 
not to common approbation, at 
le^ft to particular ^od- will. 

If youth has its advantage of 
high Spirits and fond purfuits, old 
lige can boaft its comforts of com- 
pofure and refignation. One ftage 
cf life is to bc'reprefcnted by the 
pleafurable appetite with which wc 
fit down to a meal ; the other, by 
the fatisned indifference with which 
we are fure to rife from it, and the 
ivilling difpofitjon we make after it 
for relT. 

it U fpHy in youth to place too 
ftroog a reliance on long life ; ic is 
wcaknefs in age to be over folici- 
Tous abput it. In the former cafe, 
the expe^ation is indulged with un- 
certainty ; 'in the latter, the defire 
is attended by anxiety, becaufe the 
chances of probability are entirely 



All that we are fore of in this \ik 
is, that wc muft quit it, we know 
not When : and all that it moft be- 
hoves us to do is J to be prepared for 
that call, which wifdom and virtue 
are our conOant admonifhers to. It 
little mat ers how long we live ia 
this world; but it greatly dt)e8y in 
what manner we live in it. We 
have a full tight, w hile we are here, 
to all rational enjoyments ; and it 
is our fault, if we fuffer other pur- 
fuits to become our deluders into 
difquiet. Wc fhould in all things 
be the ftekers of our own peace 
and welfare, and the promoters of 
thofe of others. While we make 
fuch the rules of our condud, we 
(hall be certainly good and happy; 
equally ready to continue with life, 
and ready to refign it. 

Youth has no more blifs than fo- 
ber reafon can infure to it ; nor has 
age more unhappinefs than indif- 
cretion brings upon it. All de- 
pends on oor afting right parts in 
thofe different ft ages of our being; 
our credit and felicity being fuch as 
wc ourfelves make them : To that it 
is not Providence, but pcrverfe^ 
nefs, that makes us othcrwife than 
happy.

AN HISTORICAL AND GEOGRA- 
PHICAL ACCOUNT OF PLACES 
MENTIONED IN THg OLD A»D 
NEW TESTAliliNT, IN ALPHA- 
BETICAL OFLDER.

CYRENE, a. city of Libia in 
Africa-, which, as it was the 
principal city • of- that province, 
fometimes gave it the name of Cy- 
reneanj which, by St, Luke, (Ads 
ii, lo.) is paraphraftically called 
Lybia. about Cyrenc, This was a 
city of great note, and one of fuch 
power, as even to contend with Car- 
thaga for fomo pre-eminences. 
This city is ilimous in profane 
writers for being the birth pla« 
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of Eratoflhenes the in,atheinatician, 
and Callimachus, the p^oet; and in 
holy writ as being the birth place 
of Simon 4 whon^ the Jewsconipel- 
Jcd to bear our Saviour's crafs* 
Matt, xxvii, 32. There were a 
great many Jews in Cyrene, and 
great numbers of them embraced 
the Chriftian religion. Ads xi« 20, 
and xiii. but others oppofsd it with 
much obdinacy.

!D A BE RATH J a towH belonging 
to the tribe of Zebulon, or at leall 
in the confines of this tribe« Joih. 
xix. 16. but Joihua fhews very 
clwrly (xxi. 28.) t,hat there is ^ 
town of this name in the tribe of 
liTachar. This tribe having made 
a ceiS'on of this town to the Levites 
for their habitation. Jofephus fre- 
quently fpeaks of this place under 
tlie name of Daburitta, or Dara^ 
bitta, fituated in the plain at the 
extremity of Galilee and Samaria. 

Dalmanutha : $U Mark viii, 
10. fays, that our Saviouf em- 
barked with his difciples upon the 
fea of Tiberias and came to Pal- 
manutha: St. Matt* xvi. 59., fays, 
that he went to Magdala, iome co- 
pies read Magedan, and many ma- 
nufcripts of St. Mark read it "thus : 
the Syriac, Arabic, and feveral old 
copies read Magdan. The place 
to which our Saviour ;came at this 
time, fays Dr. Wells, lay between, 
or in the. neighbour hood of Mag- 
dala and balm.anutha ; and thefe, 
were feated on the eaftern fide of 
the fea. 

Dalmatja* a part of Old Illy- 
ria, lying along the gulph of Ve- 
Dice. litus preached the gofpel 
here, 2 Tim. iv. 10. 

Damascus, a celebrated city in 
Syria, and one of the molt venerable 
for antiquity in the whole,world be- 
ing the birth-place of Eliezer the 
ileward of Abraham, Nor has.it 
been lefs confiderable on account of 
it» Aren^th and great nefs, being for 
a long tune the capital of Syria, and 
the refidence of fhe Syrian kings, 
iBeAtiQne4 io >he Old Teftament.

Mr. Maundrell acquaints iis» 
that no place can promife the be- 
holder, at a diftance, greater velop^ 
tuouQiefs; inibmoch that the Torkt 
liave a tradition, that their Project 
coming near Damafcus, took his &i. 
tion ufpm a certain precipice for fotnc 
timet in ordei; to view the city, and 
coniidering the raviihing faeanty and 
deUght/ulQefs of it, he would not 
tempt his fraihy by entering into it^ 
but inftafitly departed with- iliis ro- 
. flexion upon it, 'that there wta boc 
pnc paradife defigned fov man, and 
for his part he was refolved not t» 
take his in this world. The city is 
iituate in an even plain, that yoa 
can but juft difcern the noonrafn* 
that encompafs it on the farther £de. 
It Hands on the well iide of t^ plain, 
at not above two miles diilant from 
the place where the liver Barradjr 
breaks out from between the moon* 
taina : its gardens, extending abnoft 
to ,that very place. .At about five 
hundred paces Irom Damafcus oa 
thejbuth fide upon the highway, the 
plaee was ihcwn where St. Paul vfrai 
thrown upon the ground, and heard 
a voiqe ikying unto him, •* Saul, 
Sauii. why pcrfcaireiS thou me.** 
Here a church was built, which at 
prefent is catirely ruined. In the 
iiunecity there is to be fcen the hoofe 
which i* iaidco be'that of Ananias, 
who baptized and inflrudled Sc Pauli; 
it waa changed into a church, but the 
Turks have made a mofque of it. 
Several writers have been of opinion, 
that Cain and Abel dwelt near Da- 
mafcus, and that this city took its 
name from the blood of Abel, Dam, 
in Hebrew, fignifying blo'od, and 
fachi, a righteous perfon ; and they 
Itill ihew in thcfe parts, Abel's mo- 
nument, which is, as they fay, forty 
feet in length. The Jews and CKri- 
ilians have a tradition, that Paradife 
was fituated in the valley of Damaf- 
cus. The beauty and £u fiility of this

Daphne, a grove or fttburb near 
Antioch, the capital of Syria. This 
luburb was not contiguoas to the 
city* bat at about forty forlongs, or 
m league and a half diflant from it : 
it was celebrated for its £ne water, 
its wood^ and its temple^ which was 
H fan£tttary to all thofe who retired 
thither. The high- priefl Onias ap- 
prehending the dedgnsof the qiiirper 
Menelaus, retreat<>d to this place of 
refuge; but Menelaus having cor- 
rupted Andronicusy who commanded 
at Antioch in the abieace of Antio- 
chus Epiphaaes, Onias was treache- 
loufly prevailed with to come ont of 
jbus fanl^tuary, and maiTacred, by or- 
' der of Andronicus, in the year of the 
world, 3838. 2 Maccab. iv. 33. 

Debibl, ocherwife called Kirjath* 
fcphir, or the city of letters, or Kir- 
jatharba, a city in ihe tribe of Judah, 
very near Hebron. The firft inha- 
bitants of it were giants of the race of 
Anac. Joihua x. 39. took it and 
put the king to death who commanded 
in it t Debir fell by lot to Caleb ; and 
Ochniel going fi^ft to the aiTault, 
smd entering the place, Caleb gave 
him his daughter Achfah in marriage. 
Debir was one of the cities belonging 
to the Lcvitcs. 

Dec A POL IS, a coontry in Pale- 
fline, fo called, becaufe it contained 
ten principal cities, iituated fome on 
this, audfoi^eon the other fide Jordan^ 
There is mention of this couniry 
in Matth. iv. 76; and in Mark v. 20. 

Derhje, a city of LicHonia, whi- 
ther Sr. Paul and Barnabas retreated 
after having been driven from Ico- 
nium, Acls xiv. 6. in the year of 
Jefus Chriil 41, 



Do a, or Dora, the capital of a 
certain country in the land of Canaan, 
called in Hebrew Nephat-Dor. Jo- 
(huaxii 23. conquered it and killed 
the king of it. He gave the cky Dor 
to the half tribe of Manafleh, on 
this fide Jordan, Joihua xviz. 11. 
Dor is fituated upon the Mediten-a^ 
nean Tea, with a very bad port/oe- 
loQging to it : it lies near Caefarea, in 
Paicltine, near Mount Carmcl. An- 
tiochus befieged Tryphon, the ufurper 
of the kingdom of Syria, in thip city. 

Dot R AIM, or Dothan^ a towa 
at the diilance of twelve miles iiorth- 
ward of Samaria. Jofeph's brethren 
were at Dothan, when they fold him 
to the Ifhmielitifh merchants, who 
came &om Gi lead ^ Gen. xxxvii. ly. 
E. 

EcBATANA, a city of Media, 
which, accordfiig to Herodotus, was 
built by Darius, king of the Medes, 
and encompaffed with ^ren walls of 
unequal heights and diiferent colours ; 
the hrit was white, the fecond black, 
the third red, the fourth blue, the 
fifth a deep crimfon, the fixth was 
don« over witbiilver, and the feventh 
with gold.. The firil book of Judith 
attributes the building of this city to 
Arphaxad,who, in the opinion of Arch- 
biOiop Uiher and Dr. Prideaux, is 
the fame with Dejoces, though F. Cal- 
met takes him to be no other thaa 
Phraortes, the fucceflbr of Dejoces, 
as may be feen under the arti- 
cle Arphaxad. In the vulgate bi- 
ble, £era vi. 2. we read that at 
Bcbatana, in Media, there was found 
a copy of Cyrus's edidl, whereby 
the Jews were permitted to return 
into their own country. Bac feveral 
in tferpreterstranflaieAchmetha (which 
is the word in the original, and which 
our tranilators have nbt named) a 
flrong box, a prefs, a coffer, which 
lay amongft the old records of Media ; 
this, though the mod modern, &c. 
Clare HfTares us, is the true reading. 
The name of this city occurs fre- 
quently in the apochryphal writings 
of the Old Teftament.

Conftantinople, Oft. 10. The plague has 
;arried oft' three members of the Divan, 
ff ho died lb fuddenly that the common peo- 
)Ie fufpsfted it was fomething belides the 
jlague that occafioned their death. 

The 19th ult. the feftival of Bairamwas 
fclebrated with the ufual folemnities, and 
IS it happened to fall on a Friday, his high- 
lefs was obliged to go twice to the Mofque 
offer up prayers. The inevitable con- 
ourff of people of all ranks and conditions 
It this folemnity ; the healthy, fick, and 
;ven thofe, infefted with the pcftilence ; 
ui fpread that diftemper fo much that 800 
fcr Tons were buried in the fca in one day 
rom dift'erent parts of this cit^. 

Hamburgh, Oft 12. A very extraordi- 
cary inftance of fecundity has happened, in 
Lower Auftria, to the wife of one Langen- 
loir. After feeing married a very long 
I'jif, without having any children, on the 
icrh of Sept> laft Ihc brought forth four, 
^n the 17th Ihe felt frelh. pains, and Was 
>rought to»bed of four more. The eight 
hildren, which are^all boys, have been 
aptifed, an4 feem likely to live ; nor do«s 
he mother appear to be at all incommoded 
by this double delivery. — Paris Gazette.

Royal 
Highnefs GeorgeAuguftus Frederic Prince 
of Wales into the Houfe of Peers, at the 
meeting- of Parliament on Tuefday, 
Nov. I r, 1783. 

HI S royal highnefs having been by 
letters patent dated the 19th day of 



Aiigiift, in the fecond year of his majefly's 
reign, created prince of Wales and earl of 
Cheller, was, in his robes, which with the 
collar of the order of the garter he had 
put on in the earl marlhars room, intro- 
duced into the houfe of peers in the fol» 
louring order : 

Cemleman UOier of the Black Rod« 
with his Staff of Office. 
Earl of Sui-rey, 
Deputy Earl Marfhal of England^ 
Earl of Carlille, 
Lord Privy Seal. 
Gaiter Principal Kitig of Arms, In his

Deputy Great Chamberlain of England. 
Vifcount Stormonr, ^ 

Lord Prefident ot the CounciL 
The CORONET 
On a crimfoii velvet cuihion, borne by Vif- 
count Lewiiham, on« of the Gentlemea 
of his Royal Highnefs's Bed-chamber. 
His Royal Highnefs the Priitce of Wales,, 
Carrying his writ of fiunmons, fupported 
by his uncle, his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Cunxberlaad, and the Dukes of . 
Richmond and Portland. 
And proceeding up the Houfe with the 
ufual reverences, the writ and patent were 
delivered to the earl of Mansfield, Speaker, 
on the woolfack, and read by the Clerk of 
the Parliament at the table, his Royal 
Highnefs and the reft of the procelHon 
(landing near : after which his Royal High- 
nefs was condufted to his chair on the ri^hc 
hand of the Throne, the Coronet and 
culhion having been laid on a ftool before 
the chair ; and his Royal Highnefs bcin^ 
covered as ufual, the ceremony ended. 

Some time after his Majefty entered the 
Houfe of Peers, and was feated on the . 
Throne with the. ufual folemnities, and 
having delivered his mod gracious fjpcech^ 
retired out of the Hpufe. 

Then his Royal Highnefs at the table 
took the oaths or allegiance and fupremacy, 
and ;nade and fubfcribed the declaration ; 
and alfo took and fubfcribed the oath of ab- 
juration. 

Salonioa, Sept. iq. On the 6th inftant 
we had two fmJlrt Ihocks of an earthquake.

DOMESTIC OCCIfKRENCES. 

November ij.. This day his' insjcily 
feaced himfelf on the throne, in the hoo^ , 
of lordsy and the commons being come to 
the bar, hjs opened the (elBon -with th« fol- 
l«win^ moit gracious fpeech : 

" My Lords and Gcnrlemen, 
" I HAVS the fatisfaftion .to inform 
you, that Definitive Treaties of Peace have 
>cen concluded with the Courts of Praoce 
^nd Spain, and with the United Sxtxxrs of 
America. Preliminary Articles have. been 
aifo ratified with the States General cif the 
United Provincfs., 1 have ordered 'thefe 
feveral Treaties tQ he laid before you } and 
am happy to add, that I have no caufe to 
doubt but that all thofe powers agree with 
trtc in nly lincerc inclination to keep the 
calamities oJr war at a great dillance. 

" The objeils which are to be brought 
under your ^liberation will iufficicnciy ex- 
plain my reafons for calling you together 
after fo Oiorr a rccefs. Enquiries of the 
ptmoft importance have been long and dili- 
gently puffued, and fhe fruit of them will 
• be expeded. The fituation of the Eaft- 
India compatiy will require the utmoft ex- 
erti'vns of your wifdom, to maintain and 
improve the valuable advantages derived 
from our Indian polfeffions, and to promote 
and fecure the happineft of the native in- 
habitants of thofe provinces.. 

^ The feafoa of peace- will c«m upon you 
fpr an a>tention to every tkingwhich can 
recruit the ^rcngth of the nnttotY, after fo 
long ai-vd fo expenli«e a vrar. The Security 
and increafc of the revenue, infthe manner 
Jeaft burthenibme to my fubjofts, will be 
amongf) your firftobjctts. In many eflential 
parts it has fufiered ; dangerous frauds have 
prevailed; and alarming outrages ha^i: been 
committed. Exertion* have not been waYit- 
jng to reprcfs this during fpirit, nqr pains 
to enquire into its true caufes. In any in- 
i^anccs in which the powers of govern- 
ment may not be equal tQ its utmoft care 
and vigilance, I have nq doubt that the 
wiitlom qf "my parliament will provide fuch 
remedies a? may be found wanting fojr the 
accompiifhment pf purpofes in which the 
material intereAs of this nation ^re fo 
deeply concerned.

The advices from India, have not turned 
out fo bad as have lately been rcprefented inthe 
pobhc papers, but the following abi^ra^.s 
^rom the public letters received may be de- 
pended upon. 

Sir Edward Hughes- arrived at Madras oa 
the 13th of April, without filing in with 
any part of the French fleet. 

Sir Eyre Coote arriyed at Madras on the 
»4th of April," bringing with him ten lacks 
of rupees, but unfortunately this gallant 
old hero died two days after he landed. 

General Stuart, at the head of the Britilh 
army, marched to Cuddalore, after Tippoo 
Saib had evacuated the Carnatic. On the 
rjth of June the General :|ttacked the 
French lines, 4nd c^rhed the fedoubts with 
a very heavy lofs on our part, computed at 
616 Europeans and 3^6 feapoys kilkd, 
wounded, and milHng. 

On the a5th of Jqnc the enemy made a 
fally from the fort, and advanced clofe up 
to our works, commencing and fupporting 
the affault with great fpirit and intrepidity 
bill they were repnlled with the loTs of about 
2:00 Europeans and their Colonel D'Aqua- 
taine taken prifoner. tt is imagined the 
garrifon niuft have fbortly fubmitted when 
an account of the peace arrived^ and a cef- 
fation of hpftilitics immediately took place. 
On or abopt thp aoth of June tl^ere was 
an (engagement jpetwecii ^^e tvfo ^eets, but 
not decefive. ' ^ 
f ippoQ Saihi ^fter he qtiitpod the Carozr 
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tic, advanced to Bidaore, auid by the ac- 
counts brouffht to TeUicherry and Anjengo, 
General Mathews, witfai his force, conliii- 
ing of fevcral detachments from thfee of the 
king's regiments jtmd the Company *i troops, 
making in all 600 £urope4ns and 1600 fe- 
poys, were litu!iied in the province of Bid* 
nore, and are fa id to have furrendered^ on 
conditioo of marching out of the garrifon, 
with all the honours of war, and retiring to 
Mangalore. This capitulation, was iham^- 
fuUy broken by Tippoo Saib> 

The Mahratta peace was . pooebknA] at 
Bombay the 8th of April, Colonels Macleod 
and Humberilone. were attacked a few. days 
after they left Bombay, on the^lh of April, 
in the Ranger Hoop of 10 four poundett, by 
the Mahratta fleet, and carried iDMOehe- 
iriah, after a very obAinate engage^bt, im 
-which five men belonging to the Ranger 
were killed, and 25 wounded. Colonel 
Humberilone unfortunately died of hi» 
wounds. 

The Fairford was burnt at Bombay, and 
the Duke of Athol unfortunately blown up 
at Madras. 

Mr. Secretary Fox having brought in his 
bill for inveiUng the ^airs of the £ aft In- 
dia Company, irito the hands of certain 
commiffioncis for t;he benefit of the proprie- 
tors and the public, it was read the firA time 
on Thurfday the aoth inftant, in the Houfe 
c^ Commons, which dccafioned a very long 
debate ; after which it was ordered to be read 
a fecond time the Thurfday following.— 
*l*here were niany able fpeakcrs oppofed this 
bill reprefenting it as a violation of the 
ch'arteted. rights of the company, and an 
extraordinary effort of power. The Ealt 
India Company have prefented a petition 
againft the above bill to the houie. 

Theconduft of every member of admini- 
Aratiou-, as well as Lord John Cavendiib, 
deferves;the higheft public encomium in re* 
gaid 10 the funds. They have taken up the 
bjufincfs with a determincd'rcfolution to re- 
ftore credit to the ftocks, by proving the 
refo^rces of wealth with which this country 
abound?, and properly applying them in 
fcippor<t of the national fait)i, by which this 
country has fo long flopriihed. 

The following proclamation docs the 
hlgheft honour to the feelings of the 
king of Prufiia, who therein pays the moft 
pommendablc regar4 to the dignity of man : 
. « Whereas -his majcfty the king of.Pruf- 
fia, &c. pur moft gracious fovercign, will 
not permit that any of his fubjeAs deliver- 
ing into his hand petitions or addreBes 
/}i9uld kneel to hi§ majcfty (an hqnopr due 
to the divinity, but which Is no ways ne- 
ceflary when his faid fubje^s have any thing 
to deliver to him) ; his majefty is therefore 
gracioufly pleafcd to order by this p»"efen^, 
that the Coufiftory of BreHau (hall caufe 
ti^ii x^i^s'^jfi CO be read from the pulpits o^all 



the Evangelic chutcfaes in his province of 
Sileiia, and the SulFragran of Roth Kirk to 
do the fame in the Roman Catholic churchy 
that all and every one may be infofmed it 
is his majefty^s pieafure that no kneeling 
fliall in future be practiced in honour to his 
pcrfon* The Supreme Confiftory (hall 
therefore tske the necefTary fteps to the above 
purpofe.

Some time ago Sir James Lowther, Bartw 
(in confideration of the fcarcity and dear- 
nefs of provifions) folicited his majefty to 
permit the bundled guineas given annually 
to the races at Carlifle, to be (this ytar) 
applied to the relief of the poor of that 
city, offering to add the like fum to this 
ckarttable difpofition of the money.' The 
requeft was complied with ; and on Toef- 
day laft, the firft diftribvtion was made, 
amongft a great number of neceffitous per- 
fons, who have found a very feafonable af- 
fiftance iti a rcfource, which, from its na- 
ture, was very unexpeded. This is an aft 
of charity, which muft be generally ap- 
proved, and the mover of it (who alfo con- 
tributed one half towards it) moft receive 
due praife from all whofe breafts can feel 
for thediftreffcs of their fellow creatures, x 
About a quarter after one o'clock on Wed- 
nefday morning the 4th inft. a fire broke out 
in the workshops behind the dwelling- houfe 
of Mr. Seddon, in Alderfgate-ftrect ; it was 
half an hour before the engines could work, 
and there was not a plenty of water for a 
full half hour m«re. The flames fpread 
with aftonifhing and dreadful rapidity, 
proceeding quite into Bartholomew-clofe,' 
and entirely deftroved Qneea-fquare. It is 
computed thjft at leaft 30 houfes are con- 
fumed, and about 20 damaged, * The loifs 
in eftei£ls is immenfe ; but Mr. Seddon 
where the fire began -fortunately faved . his 
books of accounts. ' 

Among the unfortunate faiFerers are Mr, 
Seddon's journeymen, near 300 in number, 
each of whom, according to the cuftom of 
tbetrade^ found 'his own tools, and all thofe 
belonging to Mr, Seddon's workmen are 
deHroyed. 

In the Court of Conunon Pleas on Satur- 
day laft, a man was offered to juftify bail, 
whofe property and jcharait.cr were not dif- 
putcd ; but it wai aflerted in > objeftion and 
admitted on his part, that he fomctimes 
rifqued his money at the E O table ; though 
it was not infinuated that he was an unfair 
or common player. The Court rejefted his 
fecurity upon the ground, that a perfon ad- 
diifted tq gaming might b^ poiTeflfed of opu- 
lence in the morning, and reduced to in- 
digence before night. 

This decifion does the higheft honour to 
the Court who made it, and muft give the 
greaceft fxutf^^on cp tho/e yrho wiih to 
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fee the baneful eifi^& of gambling abf>^ihie4« 
Tbcy reduce our traders to beggary ;, they 
fe«iuce our clerks in public offices from^the 
l^aths pf fidelity and duty ; they tempt* our 
icrvants to treachery and diflionefty ; and 
«bey crowd, the fatal tree wlt^ miferable 
■viAJms. Whatever therefore, aiid whoever 
in a jo4icIat or other capacity contributes to 
check an e:rit fo alarming and increafing, 
merits the higheft approbation^ -Che laws 
agaiuft gamii^ like thofe to prevent duel- 
lings I^ye^ hi^tk found ineifedwajy bat 
ihame^ and. the idea of being held in con- 
tempt^ andjconfidered as inferior chambers, 
niay , perhaps, and we hope will, bring about 
that tp which. ^\a& &ttd penalties were in-- 
adequate. 

OnToefday the 28th ult. John Burtpn. and; 
John Pilkingtoa, for burglaries} James 
Nea)e alias NowUn, for flealing a quantity 
of plate i John Booker alias Brookcr, for a- 
highway jTobhc^y ; Thomas Smith and John 
Starke^y for ilcaiin^ a box containing a 
bank mil, aijd fome wearing apparel ; John 
i^ndexfc^y Matheyr Daniel, and John Fran* 
cis^ for^rging f}:;^inen9 wills ; and^WU^iam. 
Moore, for coining ibillings, were exe^oced • 
at Tyl?ttrn, p'url'viaat to their fentence,- 
They, all behay>edvery penitently.' . 

The judges have met, and determined 
againft the capital convi^ Gafcoigne,. ti^ed 
laA fei^ons for robbing a woman in a coach,* 
in the wx^y to New Prifon. Gafc^igne was. 
a runner to a Middlerexjuilice, afid, in the 
nfnal way^ had handcu^ed the profecu^ 
trix like a felon, though charged only with 
an aflauU,, and becaufe Ibe could •aacvla-'- 
flantly raife means to fatisfy the fees of . 
office^ fhe was hocried (o prifon. Judge 
Nares, in his charge to the jury, obferV^d 
upon the inhuman and trading pra^ice of 
m^ny Mjddkfex juftices .fending their myx' 
tnydons to drag, the lower clafs of people 
like fiaves through the, ftreets^ H^.hojied 
foon to fee a new commiili64Ei, cutting off 
thofe harpies known as trading j unices, 
>vhjo were a difgrace not only to magiftraoy, • 
but to civil fociety. No juftice, muQli Jefs 
» runner, had a right to «hain or haiitdf i»£f 
for an alTauIt, bv^t he was .informed that 'it 
was very coitomary to 'extort money -^y. 
thofe ine^s. « 

On Sunday cycning Mr. Holmes, of Pe*' 
tcr's-lane, Cow-crofs, Mr. Sewell of ftiin«* 
hiil ro>jr, an4 another gentleman, were at- 
tacked in the path leading between the two 
ditches from the Shcjpherd ..and Shephcrdefs 
towards Frog -lane, by three fello^vs, one of 
whom firuck Mr< Sewcll with a, cutUfs 
twice, and wounded him on the arm and 
fhoulder, but did not rob him ; they then 
attaclyed Mr. Hplm^s^ and .after he had re- 
ceived fevcral dreadful wounds on his head 
and different parts of his body, the unhap- 
py man fell backwards into the ditch, and 
while he lay there, the villains rifled his 
{i^ockets of a guineaj^ 73, in illver and a 



filvcr v*ratch. After this the barbarous vil- 
lains again fbudt him-i«v<er«l times with 
their cutlaffes, but upon his calling upoa 
them to fhcw mercy, through pity to his 
wife and children, one of them cried cat, 
" Don't kill, him, he. has got enough of it/' 
upon which they made off. During this 
tranfaaion the friend of Meffrs. Holmes 
and Sewell was wounded on the hand by one 
of the villains in fuch a manner, that two 
of his fingers were yefterday obliged to be 
amputated. After being with difficulty con- 
veyed iUMne, Mr. Holmes's wftunds were 
dreifed by ■ a ftirgeon, who pronounced his 
life in imminent danger. ' 
.On the 14th inft. in the afternoon, abort 
four. Vclock, a moft daring robbery was 
copx^tfld by two highwaymen, at the feven 
njile teK, Hendon, on Mrs. and Mifs 
Bond, as ihey were returning from London 
in their carwage^ the robbers held a piftol 
loaded .10 bach of thf ladies' breafts, and de- 
manded their purfes, which being delivered, 
they iniiiled on their watches. W hat mates 
It more extractrdinary, the ladies were within 
a ildne's throw of their own houfe, and 
within twenty yards- of fever al others. Mr. 
Bond's fervancs immediately purfued them 
to Hampftead, but they ^turned oflF into the 
weft road, ^ •

This new in- 
ftittitibn of feeding one hundred ad- 
ditional pool' was not of long conti- 
noance: it had ceafbd long before 
Wyfcehaim's time 5 and in dead of it, 
by what duthority we cannot fay, was 
introduced the eftablilhmcnt pf four 
priefb, thirteen fecular clerks, and 
fevin' choriftcrs, who were maintain- 
ed in t}ie Xof^ital for the performance 
of divine fervice in the cnardi.. The 
Ibur priefts dined at the matter's ta- 
ble^ and Rad eafch a ftipend of 3I: 6s. 
td. f»er annn^ ; the thirteen clerks 
bad ea^h daily a Ibaf of wheat bread, 
weight 6% fhtlHngs and-eight-pence, 
fi. €• jJb. loz.) three quarts of beer, 
and one itttfs of 'flefh or fiih of the 
brethren was allotted to two of them ; 
the leven chorifters had each one loaf 
tff the common family bread, and 
flie fragments of the mailer's table 
and common hall, fo as to have a 
faAdtnt ^rdtdfioh ; and were uughf 
lit l^hool in the hofjnul.?'

Wykeham had ftiU adheced to M 
prince of Wales, and ihe tif«e ini 
tereft ef hit countryi he was ^ 
courfe confidered as pk ttnom'y by Ibik 
duke of LancaAe;^, who faboroed 
certain perfena to bring Aftidei qIT 
aiccufetion agaitift tke good jMefate. 
He waa charged withi kamg ettiM^ 
ssled the pUbiic rereoue, and mA 
divers ads of fraod, extortion^ al4 
mifeonda^ during the ^oie in widdk 
he had a fhare in ^e adnum^^ 
tion of affairs. Of all tke frdcli^ 
his accnTers could only prove.tke Mi 
which was an irregular proecediag'itt 

S'lancellor^ in the cafe of onejofal 
i'ay, relating ' to a fine cf Mi 
tJfx>« this, judgment was gtven^ 
that his ' temporalitiea (houid b^ 
feized into the king> hands^ Tkefe 
were accordingly ieized, «nd die bit 
Ihbp was forbidden to co^ie withid v 
twenty miles of the court. Next 
vear, th^ commona petitioned the 
kih^, that^ iufCOnilderacion of the 
year of his jubilee, being the fi^ 
teenth of his reign, a general pardoii 
inighc be granted to his fubjeds of 
all crimes committed before the be* 
ginning' of the fyid year, Ifis nxa- 
jefty complied with their requef^;, but 
Sir William Wykcham was cxpr^fsljr 
excepted from the benefit oY -iHi^ 
amnelly. The convocadon however, 
deeply imprefTed with a hnk of the 
injuries! which had been done tb thi 
bifhop of Wincbefter, rcfufed to 
grant any fubfidy, until that prelate'a 
grievances Ihoald be redrieired,' and 
^titioped the king la his behalf; in 
confequcnce of thi% remonftrance^ 
the biflijDp was permitted to come to 
Bottthwark, and tak^^his piace agaia 
in the convocation : but his tempoi^ 
ralitics, ttifiead of. being fej^edi 
wcrp granted to Riebard prince of 
Wales. Nevcrthelefs, in June fbl. 
lowing^ Wykchatn <ecoverea them, Ja 
cottfideration of his having um^. 
taken 10 equip, at his own expence, 
three ^ips of war, with fifty men at 
arms, " and ^fty arches each^ for one 
quarter of a ytfar, at fuch wa^s aS 
were oftmlly paid ^y the king 5- hut 
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the king was to .pay the marincft : 
and in . c%(c fuch voyage iliould oot 
$ak^ place^. the biflxop was to pay to 
l^$ jyiajeAy the fum, to whiditlic 
ff^gfU of the (aid 30Q men J byreft^ 
ibnable GOfnputaiion, (bonld amoiuit. 
. A( {^C acceillon of Richard U. 
&c bJAop'« pardon pafled the piiry 
Icalf in tne moit^ extenfive cerma; 
f9l4».hy another inftruniettt, he w«s 
indulged widi a fall remiffioa of all 
die; burdens ivh^ch were impofed iip^< 
0n hio^ whe.i^ hii ten)poralit]C$ wave 
p^nd.^ This pardon and remiffioa 
ivece fbieinnly confirmed in parlia* 
meaty at the requeHy and on the pe» 
;titiph| of the commons.' In a word, 
the biihop had no other enemies than 
the dake of Lancafler^ and his ad^ 
]ierents i^ but was confidered by the 
nation in general, as a ftaanch frtetid 
to the interefis of hu country : for, as 
often as the commons, in labfeqoent 
parliaments, complained of Richard's 
ailmbiftration,. and petitioned for 
pommiffioneis to rectify the'dtfordets 
of his reign, the bifliop of Wia- 
chefter was always mentioned 10 the 
lift, and appointed accordingly. He 
waa no fooner delivered of the pcr-^ 
iecutiqp railed by his enemies, than 
he began to e^cecuce the noble phn 
he had laid for his two colleges at 
Wiachefter and Oxford.— His defign 
was to provide for the perpetual 
^maintenjuice Zii4 inHrudlion of twq 
hundre4, fcholar;, to be condq6led 
through It perfe^ courfe of edoca^ 
tiOn i from the (rft elements of let: 
ters through the whole circle of the 
fciencea, " The work (fays Dr, 
Lowth) which deir^anded his attan«^ 
tiou at this time, was to ere&hidi 
college at Oxford; the (bciety of 
which he had already compleated anfl 
eftabliihed, and that fome Ycfars be:» 
fore he began to raife the bdild|ng» 
for he proceeded, here in the fame 
method which he took atM^chefter; 
as he began there with forming a 
private gcammar fchool; ibrnifhed 
yrith proper mailers, and maintained 
and lupported in it the full number 
af fcholars, wluch he afterwards

Slight be rea4y to inform and' ani» 
mate the bod v of his college as fooa 
aa it cpnld befinifiied; and So the 
whole fyftem be at once compleatcd 
in every part of it. This prepara* 
lory, eftabllihmeht, ft 11 thought, 
look place afatopt the (ame time with 
that of Wii^h^Act, that is, in^ the 
year 1373 ; whifli agrees with* the 
account tbat fome authors give, 
that it was fcven years. Hbefore the 
fouadation of the builiihgs was laid: 
but they are miRakea, in fuppofing 
that there were only fifty fcaolars 
maintained by him in thia manner; 
ibr it appears by the rolls of ac^ 
count of New College, that in the 
year 1376, the fodety oonfified of % 
warden and feventy fellows, called 
Pauperei' Scholares Venerabilis Do. 
mini Domini Wilhelmi de Wykefaam 
Wynton Epiicopis and that it had 
been eftablillied probably for the fame 
number, at leaft ai earlf as Septem- 
beri 375. Richaid Tbnewortl^ fel- 
low.of Mertgii.cpQege, was'»appoihted 
by hm governor oT this foqietjr,* witk 
(he tifile^of warden, find a faliu^ of 
20I. per .annum. . The^libiRni were 
bdged in Biak^ha|,.Herth^, 3hule* 
bailji Meydei»bailJ|>nd Hanjf^hall : 
the expence of their lodging amoent* 
ed to lol. J 3ft.^ 4!^, f€lt Ukpovi. They 
were allow^ e^ .0^ them f tit 64^ 
per week for ^)ietr coniaoi|»:; aad 
they had proper fervanu to atiea4, 
them tvho had; fuji^e &]|Xfads,. 
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.** fn the year 13 70, the bifhop 
compleated his feyer^l purchafes of 
land fof thefitc ofhistollege, and 
immediately took' lli^ meafures for 
ciefting his building. In the firft 
place^ he obtained the kind's pa- 
tent, granting him licence to found 
his c^ege; it is dated Jtine 30, 
1 379. He procured likewife the 
poDc's bull to the fame ciFed, He 
pabliihed his. charter of foundation 
November z6 foVbwinif ; by whi^ 
he intitled his cplljpg{i;^ Sainte Ma- 
rie College Wynche^e In'Oxenford. 
It was then vulearly called' the Nei^ 
CoUoge^ which became' in time a 
fort of pToper name Tof it, and, in 
common ufe,. cpnUnue^ to hs fo to 
this day. At the iitne- time, upon 
the. reiignatioif^ pf ^ Toneworth, he 
con(tit'uted his kinfltlan, Nicholas 
Wykeham,, warden, with a fakry 
of 40L per annum*. On the 5th of 
March following, it eight o'clock 
in the morning, the foundation 
flooe was laid : the building was 
iiniihed in fix years, and the fociety 
made their public entrance into it 
with much folemnity and devotion, 
linging litanies, and marching in 
proceffion, with, the crofs borae . 
befdre them* at nine o'clock in the 
morninj^ on the 14th of April, 1386. 
-The.fociety confiils of a warden and i 
. feventy poor fcholars, clerks, ftu- . 
dents in theology, canon and civil 
law, .and philolophy : twenty are 
apppintedto the ftudy oflaws^ten of 
toemto that of the canon, and teti to 
that of the civil Hw; the remaining 
Bfty are to kjpfHy themftlves to 
philpfophx, (or.arts) and theology ; 
two of theqi^ho^eyer, are permitted . 
to Zfply themfelves to the ftudy qf 
medicine; and t^o tikewifd to that 
of aftf onomy i ill of Whom are 
obliged , to oe in prieft's orders 
within a certain' time, excejpi In 
cgfe of lawful impediment.' Befides 
thefe, ^there are ten' pricfts/ three 
clerks, aed 'fix teen boys or cBott- 
fters* to minilter in the ferviee of 
the chapel.

Wykeham gaive to his college, was 
a work upon which he beftowed 
much time and condant attention. 
It was the jrefult of great meditation 
and ftudy, affifted, confirmed, and 
bnQught to n^aturity by long obfer- 
yation and experience. He began 
it with the firit eftablilhmenr of his 
fociety ; and he wasxon tin u ally im- 
proving and 'i>erfe6ling iValmoft as 
long as he lived. And accordingly*' 
' it hA$ -been always confidered as the 
moft judicious and the moft com- 
plete performance in its kind, and 
as tlie bed model which the founders 
of colleges in fucceeding times had 
to follow ; and which, indeed, mo& 
of them have copied, or clofeiy 
imitated* 

M While the bifliop was engaged , 
in bu;lding his college at Oxford, he 
eil^iiflied in proper form his fociety 
at Win chewier. His charter of foun- 
dation beara date 06tober 20, 1382, 
by which, he nominates Thomas 4e 
Cranle wardeip, admits the fcholar^,^ 
and gives his college the fame name 
of Sainte Marie College of Win- 
, cheftre. The next year, after he 
hadfinifliedhi&building at Oxford, 
he began that . at Winchejler, for 
which he had^ obtained }^ih the 
pope's aijd the king's licence long 
before. A natural aiFeftion and 

Srejudice/for the yery place which 
e had frequented in his early days, 
feems to have had its weight in the 

^determining the fituation of it: the 
fchool. which Wykeham went to 
when. a boy, was where his coUeg^e 
now (lands. The firft ftone was laid 
on March 26, 1387, at nine 6'clock 
in the morning: it took up fix 

. years likewife iii bdilding : and the -^ 
warden aud fociety made their fo- 
len:n. en trance ii^to ir, chanting in 
pr^cefliotij at liine o'clock in the 
morning, on March 28, i393r Th^ 
fchopl had now fubfifted near twenty 
years, hiding been opened atMi- 

I chaeimas^ 373. It was compleatly 

eftabliihed from the firft to its full 

aumber of feventy fcholars, and to 

all other intentts and purpofes ; and 

V ^ continued 
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continued all aldng to furnifh tht 
fociety. at Oxford with proper fub- 
jedls by eledion. It was firft com- , 
mitted to the care of a inafter and 
undcr-mafter orrly:.* in the year 
1382, it was placed under the fu- 
perior government of a warden. 
This was the whole fociety that 
made their forhval entrance into it 
as above-mentioned. Till the col- 
lege was creAed, they were pro- 
vided with lodgings in the parifli of 
St. John upon the Hill, The firft 
nomination of Fellows was made by 
the founder, on the 20th of Decem- 
ber, 1 394. He nominated five only, 
though he had at that tiire de- 
termined the number to ten. But 
the chapel was not yet quite 
£nifhed ; nor was it dedicated nor 
confecrated till the middle of the 
, next year : foon after which we may 
fuppofe that the full number of fel. 
lows; and of all other members, 
defigned to bear a more particnlar 
relation to the fervice of it, was 
compleated by him. The whole 
fociety confifts of a warden, feventy 
poor fcholars, to belnftrudled in 
grammatical learning!; ten fecular 
priefts perpetual fellows, three 
prieils chaplains, three clerks, and 
fixteen choriftcrs : arid for the in- 
ftruftioh of the fcholars, a fchool- 
mafter, and an under -mailer or 
nlher. 

^ *' The ftatutes which he gave to 
his college at Winchefter, and which 
are referred to in the charter of 
foundation, are, as it were, the 
counter-part of thofe of his college 
at Oxford ; he amended, improved, 
and enlarged the former, by the 
fame fteps as he had done the lat- 
ter ; and he gave the laft edition, 
and received the oaths of the feve- 
ral members of the fociety to the 
obfervance of them, by his com- 
miflaries appointed for that pur- 
pofe, September 9, 1400, In this 
cafe he had no occafion to make a 
particular provifion in con'ftitut- 
ing a vifitor of hii college j; the 



fituation of it coincided witli hii 
defign, and he left it under the or- 
dinary jurifdi£lion of the diocefao, 
the bifliop of Winchcfter," 

Thefe npble foundations were 
worthy of a prelate famous for his 
piety, charity, and munificence. 
During the troubles of the reign of 
Richard 11. our bifliop behaved with 
fuch difcretion and integrity, that 
he was equally efteemed by both 
parties. The lords in the oppofi- 
tion propofed him as one of the 
council of goyernment ; and in the 
yeir 1389, the king appointed him 
high - chancellor of England. In 
1391, he refigned the feal$, nor 
does he appear to have had any con- 
cern in the revolution that enfued. 
He hiad been bleffed ^ith an excel- 
lent conftitution, and an uncom- 
mon fhare of health. It is not to 
be wondered, that old age, and con- 
tin ued labour in conjundion, (hould 
bring upon him thofe infirmities 
which are the ufual confequences of 
each of them feparately ; and fhat 
he Ihould be obliged at laft to have 
recourfe to eafe and retirement. In 
the latter part of his life, he ex- 
pended a confiderable fum in re- 
pairing and beautifying the catJl^ 
drai at Winchefter. . He builtalfo, 
at that place, an orfitory or chapel. 
He diecf atJSouth Waltham, on tlic 
27th day of September, 1404, after 
having been thirty years bifiiop of 
WinchefteV, Dr. Lpwth gives us 
the articles of his will at length. 
We muft not omit to mention fomt 
inftanccs of our bifhip's muwfi- 
cence. 

At his firft entrance upon the 
bifliopric of Winchefter, he remit- 
ted to his poor tenants certain ac- 
knowledgements, ufually paid and 
due by cuftom, to the amount of 
502I. IS. yd. He paid for his te- 
nants three feveral times, the fub- 
fidies granted to the king by par- 
liament. 

In the year 1377^ out of his mere 
good will ahd liberality, he dil- 
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charged the whole debts of the 
prior and convent of Selborne, to 
the amount of one hundred and ten 
marks. On which account the prior 
and convent voluntarily engaged for 
tlie celebration of two maffes a day, 
by two canons of the convent for 
ten years, for the biihoj>*s welfare, 
if he ihould live fo long ^ and, for 
his *foul, if he ihould die before the 
expiration of that term. 

^ Fronii the time of his being made 
bifliop of Winchefter, he abun- 
dantly prbvided for a certain num- 
ber of poor, twenty- four at the 
leaft every day, not only feeding, 
but alio diftributing money among 
them, to fupply their neceffities of 
evc*ry kind. 

He 'continually employed his 
friends, and thofc that attended up- 
on him, to'feekout the propereft ob- 
jcds of his charity ; to fearch af- 
tcr thofe whofe modefty would n6t 
yield to their diftrefles, nor fufFer 
them t<S) apply for relief;' to go to 
the honfes of the fick and needy j 
and t;o inform themfelves particu- 
larly of their feveral calamities : 
and his beneficence adminiftered 
largely to all their ^ants. He fup- 
ported the infirm, he relieved the 
diftrefled, he fed the hungry, and, 
he clothed the naked. 

To the poor friars of the orders 
fubfifting on charity, he was always 
yevy liberal. His hofpitality was 
large, conftant, and univerfal : his 
houfe was open to all, and fre- 
quented by the rich and great, in 
proportion as it was crowded by the 
poor and indigent. 

He was ever attentive and com- 
paffionkte to fuch as were impri- 
soned for debt : he enquired into 
their circumftances, compounded 
Vith their creditors, and procured 
their releafe^ In this article of 
charity he expended three thoufand 
marks. 

The roads between London and 
Winchefter, and many other places, 
when they werfe very bad, and al- 



moil impajTable, he repaired and 
amended, making caufeways, and 
building bridges . at a vaft ex- 
pence. 

He repaired a great number of 
churches of his diocefe, which were 
gone to decay : and moreover fur- 
nilhed'them, not only in a decent; 
but even in a fplendid manner, 
with books, veftments, chalices, 
and other ornaments. In this way " 
he beftowed 113 iilver chalices,, 
and 100 pair of veftments ; fo that 
the articles' of -this kind, few in 
comparifon, which we find in his 
will, were only intended by way of 
fupplement, to what he had doiie in 
his life-time; that fuch of the 
chui-ches of his patronage, which 
he had not had occafiori to confider 1 ^ 
before as objects of his liberality, 
might not however feem to be 
wholly ncgleded by him. 

.Befides all this, he purchafed 
eftates to the value of two hundred 
marks a year, in addition to the 
demefne lands of the biihopric of 
Winch efter, that he might leave 
there memorials of his muniiiconce 
in every kind. 

Though the other ornaments of 
his oratory are deftroyed, . yet his 
monument remains there intire 
and unhurt to this day. It is of 
white marble, of elegant work- 
manihip, with his efHgies in his 
pontifical robes' lying along upon 
It ; and on a plate of brafs running 
round the edge of the upper table 
of it, is the following infcription 
in Latin ' verfe of the ftile of that 
age.

C H A P I. ^ 

Princes who were favourable to the 
Chriftians. — Church j Govern- 
ment. — Incrcafe " of Orderg.^r- 
Celibacy of the Clergy.-^Wor- 
• fhip. — Difcip1ine*-*Dodtors in 
the Greek Church.— Laft Writ- 
ings. — ^Doflors of the Latin 
Church.---Doarine of this Cen- 
tury. 

THE perfecutions in this cen- 
tury were more violent than 
ever ; ^ iwtwithftanding which, 
Chriftianity daily increafed and 

.profpered. The throne, indeed, 
was fw)m time to time filled with 
empenors, who were very well in- 
cRned to ihe dodlrine of the. Chri- 
llwns, or wlio at leail openly fa- 
voured their caufe. Such was Se- 

werus Alexander, who (as we have 



good reafons to believe) had fe- 
crctly embraced Chriftianity, tho* 
upon Gnoilic principles. , There 
are fome who number among the 
ChriAians, Jijilia Mammea, the mo* 
ther of this prince ; as likewifeth^ 
^ emperor Philip of Arabia. How- 
ever, without all controvcrfy, it is 
certain, that the number of the 
churches amazingly increafed 
throughout the world;- which be- 
came infenfibly filled with. Chri- 
ftians. 

The church government conti- 
nued upon the fame footing it was 
in the preceding age, and its foun- 
dadons became more firmly eibi« 
blifhed. The authority of the bi- 
fhops particularly gained ground : 
the nnriiber of the clergy, were 
greatly increafed in the more large 
and diftinguifhed places. 

They immediately inflituted th^ 
order of readers, to whith they ad- 
ded foon after, the other orders, 
which gave rife to the diftindion 
of fuperior and inferior clergy. 
Thefe Uft orders were thofe of 
Subdeacons, Acolythes, Exorcifls, 
and Door-keepers. Thefe officers 
were at firft only in fome particu- 
lar churches, but sifterwards they 

were 
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were introdaced into aU, any ways 
confiderable. . ■' 

No law z$ yet fobfifted in the 
church, which impcfed celibacy on 
the clergy. There were, indeed, 
many fruitlefs attempts made for 
that pnrpofe ; they ' anfwered this 
end, that thofc who voluntarily 
continued fingle, were held by all 
in great veneration. Nothing then 
feemed more agreeable C04he gofpel 
perfe6iion, than to preferve uufpot- 
t^ the flower of virginity; it was 
but feldom, that any who had en- 
tered into holy orders, afterwards 
married; but thqfe' who had been 
fo before, remained with their 
wms without ^ny^feandal: At 
leail, the hiflory of this time 
makes ineBtion . <^ ' mady biihops 
a^d priefls who had wives and chiU 
dren. But they be|;un from this 
period to have v/omen, whom they 
called SublntrodiidtsB, to live witli 
theni, without being connedted with 
them by any other tye than that of 
friendfliip, as we are affured from 
thofe who followed this cullom. 

Some new rites were now added 
to thbfc in ufe before. Baptifm 
was preceded by exorcifms, in or- 
der to free the perion who was to be 
confccrated^ in the name of the 
Holy Trinity, from the power of 
impuje ^ fpirits. After baptifm, 
thofe who had received the facra- 
jnent were cloathed in white gar- 
ments, which thejr wore for feven 
days. But the moft remarkable 
abuft wasjt that tliey admitted in- 
fants to the holy fupper. The 
faithfui of this century had com- 
monly buildings appropriated folely 
for their, worfhip,, as Chriftian and 
Pagan writers equally allow. Some 
oj the learned maintain, that they 
offered incenfe to the divinity ; but 
it is verv difecult to ellabliih this, 
afli^rtion.* * * 

Public fcandals multiplied on all 
fides, partigulariy from the apo- 
ftates, who in great perfecutions 
denie4 ^^^^^ Saviour. -TlTc church , 



, then thought proper to add new re- 
gulations, which increafed the fe- 
verity of its difcipline. This was 
not, however, equally rigorous ia 
all places, and in certain cafes they 
knew how to foftcnit>. To thepnb« 
lie confeflion ofiios, ^whii:h: the 
finner ^ade in. ithe fajpi? of the 
church, they InowaiJd^d, another, 
upon account oi' t^e p^f fecution of 
£)ecius^ which the offender was to 
make to the prieft ^one. Penitefice 
was diilingUifhed. ^t this time bjr 
thofe who pre/ided in- the church, 
into four degrees* In the £ril, 
the penitents were to remain for a 
certain time without the door of 
the church. Aftei^that, they were 
admitted to the hearing the word 
of God. They were then allowed 
to join in certain prayers, but 
kneeling, while the reft ftood. The 
third degree allowed them to pslr^ 
take of the prayers of the faithful, 
'tlill remaining excluded from the 
holy communion. When they paf- 
fed all thefe three degrees; thcjr 
received the peace of the churchy 
were admitted to the holy table, 
and reinftated in all the privileges 
of the faithful. 

There were in the Greek church, 
notwithftanding the violence of the 
perfecutions, many divines who 
were the great lights and ornaments 
Q/T the age. Th^ moft celebrated 
of whom were HippQlytus, bifhop 
of Porto, in Italy, or, as fo^ne fay, 
metropolitan of Arabia; Gregory 
of Ccfarea, to whom they attri- 
buted thofe miracles, which gave 
hin} the name -of Thaumaturgus t 
• Methodins, bifhop of Tyre, i% 
' Phoenicia ; and' A'rchelau'Sji 'bilh(^ 
of Cafcar' fn . Mefopotamia, who, 
particularly diftinguifhed himfelf 
by the difpute he had with theHe« 
retics. ' Some of' the \^ ritings of all 
thofe whom we liave mentioned ai:e 
ftill extant ; but the fame of thefe 
pious men was almoft eclipfed bv 
the celebrated .Origen, who did fo 
much honour to the fchool of Alex* 

andria^ 
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andria, by the incredible namber 
^and great value of his works, 
thoufi^h he made more noife during 
bis life, and fince his death, by 
ibmeparticalar circumilanoes which 
liappened to him. 

Among thofe whofe writings are 
loft, but whofe memory defervc re- 
ipeA, we may number Julius the 
African, to whom chronology is 
much'' indebted ; and Denys, of 
Alexandria, one of the moft fa*. 
jnous divines of his time. The 
•apologifts, then much wanted, were 
very numerous ;. th^ name of one 
]* e. Macarius Magnes, would have 
l)^en intirely forgot, had not fome 
pf his works been taken notice of 
hy fome learned men of our time. 

The perfon, the moft diftinguilh- 
€d in ^he Latin church, was with. 
«ut difpute St. Cyprian, bifhop of 
the church of Carthage, and mar- 
^r, of whofe piety, and other ex- 
cellent qualities, we may judge 
from his writings. A bifhop of 
Rome, named Cornelius, was in 
great friend (hip with St. Cypri- 
an, whofe holy life, and pure doc- 
trine ferved greatly to edify the 
church. He had the glory of fuf* 
faring nwkrtytdom. Minutius Felix, 
a Roman advocate, wrote an ex- 
tremely, elegant work, in the form 
ef a dialogue, in defence of Chri- 
ftianity. Arnobius deferves the 
fotne elogium, though we muftown, 
that he was much happier in refut- 
ing the idolatry of the Gentiles, 
than in explaining or eftabliHiine; 
the true religion. . This is a remark 
that may be applied to almoft all 
the writers of the primitive church. 

The do&rine believed and pro- 
fefied in this century^ was in the 
|;eneral conformable to that of the 
two preceding. If there was any 
^fference, it was only in the man- 
ner or method of ^plaining the 
truths of religion, to which they 
implied with more care and art than 
(hey had done before. As there had 
arofe fome difpates refpeAing the 
Trinity of perfong in the Deity, 



and the divinity of the Son, they 
thought it neceflary to explain in a 
more diftinft manner thefe myile- 
ries ; and in doing this, they bor- 
rowed variety erf terms froni the 
Pagan philofophy ; but the misfor- 
tune was, dut they mixed thefe 
philofephical notions with revealed 
truths ; and made facred things the 
objeA of fchool difputationsw Up- 
on this account, the dodrines of 
Chrift's divinity, and that of the 
Holy Spirit, were propofed and 
treated of in a manner by no means 
exai^, or agreeable to the analogy 
of faiths

ON the eaft fide of the door of 
St. Erafmus^s chapel is a mo- 
nument eredted to the memory of 
Jane, daughter and coheirefs of Sir. 
John Poultney, and wife to Sif 
Cleppefby Crev^, Knt. who died on 
the 2d of December 1639, in the 
29th year of her age. 

The next is a new monument 
erefted to the memory of William 
Pulteney, earl of Bath* Above is a 
medallion of the earl* in the cen- 
ter a large urn with the arms of the 
family, and on each fide of it are 
the figures of Wifdom and Poetry. 
In the. front of the monument is 
the following infcription : ** Ered- 
ed to the memory of Wm. Pultcncy 
earl of Bath, by his brother the 
Hon. Harry Pulteney, general of 
his majefty's forces, 1764. Ob, 
July 7, 1764. JEt. 81." 

Adjoining to this is a very hand- 
fome monument created to the me-. 
mory of admiral Holmes. He is 
reprefentedin a Roman warlike ha- 
bit, with his right hand rellin^ on 
a cannon mounted on a carriage. 
Behind is an anchor, a flag-ilaf, 
and other naval decorations. Under 
which is the following infcription: 

•« To 
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•' To the memory of Charles 
Holmes, Efq. rear-admirah of the 
white, fife died the 2 ift of No- 
vember, 1 76 1, commander in chief 
of his majeily's fleet flationed at 

iamaica, tkged fifty. Ereded by 
is grateful nieces Mary Stanwix, 
and Lucre tia Sowle.'^ 

Near this is a very n«at monu^ 
ment to the memory of Efther de 
la Four, the lord Eland's lady. 
It is of curious white marble, re- 
prfefenting a lady <jn her death-bed, 
with two mourners weeping over 
her, beautifully executed in relief. 
The infcription is in Latin and 
Englifh, which contains an enco- 
mium on her many excellent vir- 
tues, and informs us that fhe died 
in the year 1694, aged twenty- 
eight. 

In the pavement, and not far 
from this, is an antient flat flone 
to the memory of Sir John Galofre, 
called lord, of Langley, natural 
fon of Sir John Galofre, by 
by Johannet Pulham. He w^s fa- 
mous in the reign of Richar4 II. 
' for his wifdom and valour, and was 
profccuted by . the difcontented 
lords ; but being then ambaifador 
in France, he thought it moft pru- 
dent to remain there, till the ftorm, 
in which Burie'y and others fuiFered, 
was appeafed ; after which he re- 
turned home, and died at Walling- 
ford in Berkihire, in the year 1336. 
Between the. tombs of Henry III. 
and queen Eleanor, in the area, is 
a monument ere£led to the me- 
mory of Mrs. Chriftian Kerr, wife 
to William Kerr, Efq. and daugh* 
ter to Sir William Scott, Bart, both 
of the kingdom of Scotland. She 
died the 16th of May« 1694, in the 
40th year of her age. 

In the corner of Henry the Fifth's 
chapel, there is a neat monument 
credled to the memory of bir 
)lobert Aiton, Knt. , It i^ of black 
marble,' with a buft of brafs, hav- 
ing the figures of Apollo and Mi- 
jjerva holding a wreath of laurel 
over it, very beautifully defigned. 
This gentleman, in fhe reign of 



king James, was highly efleeme^ 
for his. writings, panic nlarly as ^ 
poet. He died in the year 1 638, 

Between, the chapel of Sty Niw 
cholas^ and the Heps leading to 
Henry^ the Seventh's chapel, is a 
large monument ereded to the me- 
mory of Sir Tiomas Ingram, Knt* 
chancellor of the dutchy of Lan^ 
caller, and privy. counfellor to king 
Charles II. It was ere£ted by 
Frances his widow, daughter o£ 
Sir Thomas vifcount Falconbercc. 
He died the 13 th of February, la 
the year iSyi*. 

On this fpot is an old grave flone, 
plated with brafs, reprefenting 
John of Windfor, ^nephew to Sir 
William of Win dfor, Ibrd-lieuten^nt 
of Ireland; in the reign of .Edw^d 
III.) who died the 4th of April, 
1 4 1 4. In his youth- be had been ^ 
great folaier, and in many battles 
had been victorious, particularly at 
that of Shrewsbury under Henry IV. 
but being flung with reinorfe for 
the innocent blood he had been the 
means of ftiedding, he retired frona 
the world,' and finilhed his life ia, 
penitence. , 

Between the chapels of St. Ni- 
cholas and St. Edmund, is a moni^. 
ment to the memory of Richard 
Tufton, third Ton of Sir John Tuf- 
ton, Bart, who died th^e 4:tk of 
O6lober 1631. This monument 
was eredled to his memory by his 
brother Sir Humphreyrrufton, Knt^ 

In this area lie the remains of 
many other perfons, particularly 
Anne of Cleve, ftfter to the duke 
of Cleve, who was conlraclcd in 
marriage to king Henry VI U. and 
received with great pomp on Black- 
heath the 3d of January 1539, mar- 
ried to the king on the 9th of the 
fame month, and in July following > 
divorced, with liberty to marry 
again ; but being fenfibly touched 
with indignation at. the affront put 
upon her, ihe lived re;i red in Eng* 
land, with the title of kdy 
Anne, of Cleve, and'faw her ri- 
val that fuj>planted b£V' in 
' ^ the 
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the king's afFedlion fuFe/ a worfe 
fate. She died in the year 1557, 
four years after the death of the 
king. 

Near the aflies of this lad^ lie 
thofe of a more unfortunate queen, 
Tiz. Anne, queen to Richard III. 
and daughter to Nevil the ^reat 
earl of Warwick. She was poifoned 
by her hufband, to make way for a 
marriage with Elizabeth^ daughter 
to his brother Edward IV. and filler 
to the unhappy youths hfi had caufed 
to be murdered in the Tower. This 
marriage, however, was never con- 
fummated, he being flain at the 
battle of Bofworth-field. . 

In this place are the remains of 
an antient' monument ereAed to the. 
memory of Sebert, king of the Eaft 
SaxoTis, who firft built this church, 
and died in July 616. Alfo AtheU 
goda, his queen, wKp^ died the 13th 
of September/ in the year 6 15,

THE 

ADMINISTRATION 

OF JUSTICE AMONG THE JEWS, 

JUSTICE was adminiilered by 
two forts of officers, Sophetim, 
and Soterim, eftablifhed in eve/y 
city by the command whi<:h God 
gave to Mofes : It is certain the 
word Sophetim iignifies judges ; as 
to Soterim, it is differently tranf- 
lated by tKe vulgate : but the Jewifh 
tradition explains it of minilters of 
juftice, as fherifFs, ferjeants, or their 
guards, and other officers. Thcfe 
pofts were given to Levites, and 
there were fix thoufand of them in 
l>avid's time. Such were thejudae^ 
that Jeholhaphat reftored in each 
city, and to whom he gave fuch . 
good infiru^ions ; the fcripture 
adds, that he fettled at Jcrufalem a 
company of Levites, priefts and 
heads of families, ccf be judges in 
great caufes. It was the council pf 
leventy elders, creeled 'in the, time 
©f lAohsy oyer whick the high 



prieft prefided, and where all qucf- 
tions were decided which were too 
hard to be determined by the jadges 
of fmaller cities. The tradition of 
the Jews i^^ that tbefe jadges of 
particular cities were twenty-diree 
tn number ; that they were all to 
meet to judge in capital cafes; and 
that three were fumcient for chafes 
of meum and tuam, and things of 
Uh confequenc#« The chief jadge 
^as the king, according to the fay- 
ing of the people to Samael, 
•' Give us a king to reigiw)ver as," 

The place where the judges kept 
their court was the gate of tlie city : 
for as all the Ifraelitet were huf- 
bandmen, who went out in the 
mornin? to work/ and came not in 
till night, the city gate was the 
place where mod people met. We 
muft not wonder tnat they wrought 
in fields, and abode in the ciucs* 
They were not fuch as our chief ci- 
ties, which can hardly be main- 
tained by the produce of twcatyor 
thirty leagues round them. They 
were only the habitations of as 
many labourers as were neccffary to 
cultivate the ground neareft hand. 
Fronv whence it came, that the 
land, being full of inhabitants, 
their cities were very numcroas.— 
The tribe of Judah only reckoned 
a hundred and fifteen to their ihare, 
when they took pofleffion of it, be- 
fides thofe which were built after- 
wards,, and each city had villages 
depeitdent upon it. 

They muft certainly then be 
fmall, or very near oae anodier, 
like common towns well built and 
walled in, having, in other refpeds 
every thing that is to be found in 
the country. 

The public place for doing buli- 
nefs amongft the Greeks and Ro- 
mans, was the market-place, or 
exchange, for the fatne reafon, be- 
caufe they were all merchants. 

In our anceftors time, the vaffal* 
of each lord met in the court of his 
caflle, and from thence comes the 
expreffion, *♦ The court of princes." 
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As princes live more retired 
in the eaft, affairs are tranfadled at 
the gate of their feraglio. This 
cuftom of making one*s court at the 
palace-gatfc, )ias been praaifeci 
ever fincc the times of the ancient 
kings of Perfia, as we fee by fe- . 
vcral pafTagcs in the book of Either.', 
The gate of the city was the, 
pl^ce for doing all public and pri- 
vate bofincfs ever finCe the times 
of the Patriarchs. Abraham pur- 
chafed his buryibg- place in the 
prcfence of all them who entered 
into the gate of the city of Hebron* 
. When Hamor and his fon Sichem,' 
who ran away with Dinah^ purjiofed 
to make an allrance with the If- 
raelites, if was at the jcity gates, 
that they: fpoke of it to the people. 
You may read the manner of thefe 
public aiifts, with all the particulars, 
in the ftory of Ruth. 

Perhaps they took down their 
a6l9 in writing ; but the fcripturc 
does not take notice of any, except 
in Tobit and Jeremiah, and a lit- 
tle before the deftruftion of Jerufa- 
lem. In Tobit there -is mention 
madq of a bond for money lent ; of 
a marriage^contrad ; and an inllru- 
ment of covenants upon the fame 
account. In Jeremiah theie is a 
contraft upon a purchace. The law 
of Mofes prefcribes no Writing, 
except in cafe of divorce ;■ But if 
they had not made ufeof any writ- 
ings at thofe early times, their con- 
trails would have bfeen very fafe, 
£nce they were made in fo public a 
manner.. If the kinfman of Boaz 
Hiould have denied that hs had 
given Up his right, all the inhabi- 
tants of Bethlehem could have con- 
vinced him of a falihood. Some of 
thtra were prefcht at it, and others 
mult have heard it immediately af- 
ter. ' It was a long time before the 
cuftom of putting private contra^s 
into writing, was introduced among 
the Romans, as- appears by the 
verbal obligation, ^vhich they cal- 
led Stipulation. They were not 
afraid of ^n adibti wanting proof,

when they had pronounced a cer- 
tain folemn form in the public 
market-place, amongft all the peo- 
|>Ie, anii taken fome particular ci- . 
tizens to witnefs. it„ who were of 
reputable condition, aiid uiiblem- 
iihed character. 

We may fuppofc the gate with 
the Hebrews, was the famle thing 
with the fquare or. market-place, 
with the Romans. The market for 
provifions was held* at the/:ity gatje. 
£Iifha foretold that viduals {houtd 
' be fold cheap the day after in the 
gate of Samaria. This gate had a 
ujuare, which fnuil: 'have been a 
large one, becaufe king AhaTd ha4 
aHembled four hundred falfe pro- 
phets there. I fuppofc it was the 
fame in o;her cities, and that thefe 
gates had fome building with feats^ 
for th^judges and elders : for it is 
faid that Boaz v«rnt up to the gate, 
and fat down there : and vvhea 
David heard that Abfalom was 
dead, he went up to the chapiber 
over the, gate to weep: but this 
chamber might be a place for prL- 
vate deliberations. Even in the 
temple of' Jerufalem, caufes were 
tried at. one of the ga^tes, and the 
judges 'held their allizes there. Af« 
ter all thefe examples it is not to be 
wondered that the fcripture ufes the 
word gate fo often, to fignify judg- 
ment or the public council, of each 
city, or the city itfelf, Qr the ftate ; 
and that in the gofpel, the gates of 
hell fignify the kingdom and power 
of the devil. 

As temporal as well as fpiritural 
affairs were governed by the law of 
God, there was no diflindlion of 
tribunals. The fame judges de- 
cided cafes of confcience, and de- 
termined civil and criminal caufes. 
Thus they had occaf/on but for few 
different ofHces and ofSccrs, in 
comparifgn of what we fee now . 
a-days : for we account it an un- 
creditable thing to be only a private 
man, and to have no other employ- 
ment than, improving our eftate, or 
governing our family. Every body 
L4 is 
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is defirobs of fome poblic poft, to 
enjoy honours, prerogatives, and 
privileges ; and employments arc 
cqnfidered as trader, whidi are a 
livelihood^ pr as titles of diftindion. 
Bat if we were to examine what pub- 
lic offices are really neceiTary, and 
the bufinefs done in them, 'We 
ihouldfind that a few perfons would 
be fuffici#nt to execute them, and 
• have fpare time enough too for 
iheir private affairs. 

This was the caftom amongfl all 
the people of antiquity, and efpe- 
cially the Hebrews. In Jo(hua*s 
time, we find htkt four forts of 
pnblic officer^, Zakonim, fenators 
or elders; Raflim, chiefs ; Sophetim, 
judges; and Soterim, inferior offi- 
cers. When the kingdom was more 
Hourifhine in David's dme, the fol- 
lowing officers are mentioned, fix 
thouiand Levites, officers and 
judges ; th^ heads of tribes ; heads 
of families ; which are rather names 
of quality than employment ; th^ 
heads of twelve corps, of twenty- 
four thoufand men each ; the heads 
of one thoufand, and of a hundred 
men ; the heads ov^r thofe who te- 



nanted the king*! demeines; his 
lands, and cattle. I call thoie 
heads here, whom the Hebrew Calls 
Sirim, and the Latin Principcs. 
But { muft obfenre once for all» 
thatHt is impoffifble to exprefs the 
titles of offices and dignities in 
another language. Thos neither 
the Greek nor Latin ▼erCk)ns give a 
juft idea of the Chaldean emplpf. 
ments, taken notice cf in Danxeh 
iii. 3. Ezekiel xxiii. ^5. and other 
places of facred fcripture. 

Befides, amongft David's officers, 
they reckon his eunuchs t>r domeflic 
fervants; forthroughoutthefcriptnre 
the word eunuch is often taken for 
what we call a valet de chambre; and 
in genei^al for any fervant employed 
about the king's perfon, without 
fignifying any perlonal impq^iec- 
tion. Captains over fifty men are 
likewife mentioned in other places : 
but we find nothing of captains over 
ten, except in the law. Moft of 
thefe pofts are military ; and the 
reft are but a trifle, if we conitder 
the multitude of people, and the 
extent of David's Kingdom.

BESIDES the diurnal motion, 
already treated of, there is 
ianother, wbicb is as' clear a mani- 
feftation of the great Creator as 
that, namely the periodical or an- 
nual, which is vifible in fome of 
the great globes, and«probabIy' in 
many others. Amone the fixed 
.ftars it is highly probable, becaufe 
new ftars fometimes become vifible 
to us in one- part of their orbits, 
ftnd again dilfeppear in other parts 



of them. But thefe fyftems being 
out of the reach of our b^ glafifes, 
we fhall pafs them bv, efpecially, 
becaufe in our own fofar fyftem we 
have abundantly enough to enter- 
tain us in this demonftfation of 
God. 

For it is very vifible, without the 
help of/ the telefcope, that every 
planet of the folar (yfteni hath this 
periodical 'motion I am fpeaking of. 
For it is manifeft, that either the 
fun and the planets move about the 
earth, the one in the fpace of a 
year, and the reft in other times ; 
or that the earth and the other 
planets move about jthe fun in fuch 
times. But let us (as J have all 
along done) fuppoft the latter, 

that 
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that the Tun is fixt in the centeir 
without Any ether but its diurnal 
zotation in ,25 i <lays : in this cafe 
we (hall have the . fcveral primary 
planets reyolving round the fun in 
an excellent ana due order, by the 
ex^eft rules ot fuch anoble ^ruc- 
UifCi fuch an admirable atconomy^ 
and that is ia times ^^^ I fajid) i|i 
fqutre proportion to the cubes of 
their dift^nces. So that we feiQ 
Mercury to perform its period in 
near 88 days :: Venu& (the, next ii| 
order to the fun) itsi period in {omcr 
what above 224 days: then the 
earthy > with its. companion th« 
poon, in 365 ^ days : then Mars 
in about 687 days: next him Ju-. 
viter in about 4333 days: and 
laftly^ Sa^m in fomswhat ^bove 
10759 days. 

To this fo ftri6t an order of the 
periods of thofe planets, we may 
add th^ CQnfidcration of the dif- 
ferent paths of their pc;riodical and 
diurnal motion : that they lie not 
in a very different plane, as, quite 
acrofs, or the like j nor exadlly in 
the fame plane, but a little crOflIng 
one another ; the diurnal courfe 
}yin|t in, or parallel to the equator ; 
b«t the other in the broad path of 
the zodiack, at an inclination of 
23 i degrees. 

And a glorious contrivance this 
is for the good of our globe, and 
doubtlefs nojefsior all the reft that 
fympathize in the like niotion. For 
was the earth*^ periodical motion 



to be al\yays in the fame plane with 
> that of the diurnal, we might in* 
deed be fomecimes nearer u>, and 
fometimes farther from the fun ; 
but at the fame time mifs of thof< 
kindly increases of day and ni^ht, 
together with fuch ufeml dirfc^ions 
of the fun-beams, whith th^ .^d* 
vances of the earth to one or other 
of the poles caufe : which twa . 
things are the real caufes of our 
feafons of fummer and winter, 
f|Nring and auti^mn,- and not oar 
being nearer unto, or farther from 
the fun. For thofe benefits (we at . 
kail that inhabit towards th^ 
northern pole) have at- the contrary 
feafon, when we have mod need of 
them, "viz. the fun's proximity, in 
winter; its greater diAance from 
us in fummer ; as is manifefl from 
the increment of its apparent dia- 
meter in winter to 32', 47", and 
the decrement thereof in fummef 
to 31', 40". 

And now for a eonclufion of this 
chapter concerning the periodic 
inotions of the primary planets, we 
may fay, " who commandeth« the 
fun to defcend .through the winter 
figns f And who again caufeth him. 
to afcend through the fummer 
figns ? Who leads him from 
Eaft to ^ Weft ? And who again 
brings him back from the Weft to 
Eall? All thefe things are very 
wonderful, but to God alone 
poffible.''

COCHINEAL. 

THE Cochineal is much ufed as 
well by dyers as painters; the 
high crimfon colour, in particular, 
which it affords, being fcarce equal* 
*Ud by y^y* thing. How various

and bow wonderful j^ the ^reat 
Creator in all his produdions I 
Who, that beholds the veftments 
Ihining in all' the beauty of this fine 
crimfon, would conceive that fo 
lovely a hue is derived from a little 
infedt, inconfiderable to appear- 
ance ; that it owes all its radiance 
to H reptile, more contemptiulc, 
LI? " cxietn^..), 
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externally, than the vtrorm beneath 
ear feet! What hidden beauties 
and excellencies moft probably 
there are in nature,, did we trace 
the produftidns of the Qeity with 
that ^accuracy they deferve ; what 
difcoveries of virtues and ufes, yet 
latent, might poffibly be, made?'— 
Bat be that as it may, let as not 
fail t9 remark (for it will kindle in 
us fervent defires to fee him) wKat 
beauty and exceflente, fuperia-. 
tively grand and charming^ rouft 
there be in him, who is the origin 
ual founcain, the fource, the origin 
of all the beauty, goodnefs, and 
glory, manifeft in external nature ! 
Thefe are, as it were, the glim- 
mering out-lines of his own con- 
fommate and inexhauil^ble per- 
fc^ions ! How happy will they be, 
who (hall contempJate him, as he is, 
and fee the king, in his brightnefg, 
every obftrudion and intervening 
objedt for>ever removed ! 

When a little ;infe6t is fraught 
with fuch elegance and utility, no 
thinking mind c^m fa»l gratefully 
to reflect on that inexhauftiblc boun- 
ty, wherewi.th the giver of all hath 
Hored his creation. For that the 
Cocliineal is an infedt, naturalifls 
now feem generally agreed. It was 
•heretofore fuppofed to bcsa veget- 
able prodaftion, a feed, or the ex- 
crcfcence of a plant; but it is now 
acknowledged to be th©^ female of 
an infcdt living upon the Opuntia, 
or Indian figs, on the juice of which 
it feeds. *• This plant. Which in 
New Spain is called the Nopal, is a 
fpecies of the fig-tree; the leaves 
are thick, full ofjuice, and thorny. 
The inhabitants, who cultivate it, 
fweep from the leaves, at the ap. 
ppoach of the. rainy feafon, federal 
iittie infers, that fuck the green 
plant. They pjeferve them in 
their own houfes, and nourifli them 
with the branches of the No- 
pa!.' When they. are grown Ilrong, 
and the rains are over, they put 
twelve or fourteen of them into 



little panniers made of mofs, or 
the down that covert the cocoa-nut. 
Thefe panniers they place on the 
Nopal, and the Cochin^ed infe^, 
in a few days, give kntth to an in- 
finite number of young. The dams 
live but a -ihon time after they 
lay their eggs, and are what may 
be called the firft produce^ The 
young fbrfake the panniers, and 
difperfe themfelves over all the ver- 
dure of the Nopal, and thrive to 
that degree in the fpace of three 
months,' as to 'be ph>ltfic in their 
turn. The fecond brood are pcr- 
^ mitted to live ; but all their parents 
are fwept oflF, carried home, and 
killed : the new oiFspring on the 
tree have alfo their young at the 
end of three or four months ; bat 
left they ftiould all be deftroyed in 
the rainy feafon, the inhabitants 
carry home their* dams as well as 
their offspring, which is the third 
produce. A fufficicnt number of 
the young infc6ls are prclerved, to 
continue the fpecies of the next 
year, and^all the reft arc killed in 
hot water, or ovens, or upon flat 
ftoncs, on which the American wo- 
men bake their bread. The infeds 
that ai'e deftroyed in hot water are 
of a brown colour, inclining a lit- 
tle to red ; thofe which are killed 
in the oven are of a^ aih complex- 
'ion, and ftreaked like marble ; and 
fuch of them as are cured on the 
ftone are black, and feem burnt. 
Their infide is filled with a beau- 
tiful red duft. Thefe infeas arc 
fent to tts dried, and half reduced 
to a powder, in which, without the 
help of a microfcope, one may 
diftmguiih an oval body, fcales, 
and paws, or little pieces of them 
bfuiSed, and a fmall pointed trunk.*' 
Theie infedis are often, in the 
caring of them, pot totally deprived 
of life, er at leaft thejr are impreg- 
nated with. ^gs> which the heat 
fometimes brings, to life. For Sir 
Hans Sloane tells us, in hi$ hiftory 
of Jamaica^ vol* II. p« 15 5* sThat 
aBtttctnicr 
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a Bttccanier aiTufied him, that once 
fonifipf his comrades, joined with 
himfcif, had taken a prize jr and 
there being in it much Coqhineal, 
they lay on fome of the bags ; and 
that (in confequence oif their animal 
heat) it took Ufe^^ and cr^pt about < 
He ipentioiis an inftance of the 
fane kind in aiiothei^ part of this 
work, and ilfo tells us, that thefe 
infcdb are much coVeted'by the 
ams, the greateil enemies they 
have; to clear the ihrubs* from 
which, the cultivatora of them 
make ufe of foxes tails, as Her- 
rera informs us. , ; • 

There are '* two forts of the 
Cochineal, we are told ; the Mar- 
tigne, which is ededmed the fineft, 
and the wild, which is lefs valu- 
able; the difference being occa- 
fionci^ only by. the extraordinary 
care which is taken of the one, by 
fupplying it with food of a proper 
kind ; the other living wild, with- 
out the like care. This vduable 
coniinodity is brought from Mexico, 
and fome other parts of South 
America; where the inhabitants 
End it fo very advantageous an ar- 
ticle of commerce^ that they make 
plantations of - the Opuntia, and 
regularly breed and manage their 
, crops, Ending fuch vaft quantities 
of it to Europe, that it is compute 
there is no lefs. than eight or nine 
hilndred thoufan^ v^eighc annually 
imported from Spanim America ; 
with us it pays no duty."— 

But we muft not forget to re* 
mark, that this, ciirious infedl 
ftrves to other ules than thofe of 
beauty and elegance : it is of great 
fervice to the human frsane, and is 
applied conilantly in phyiic, ivot 
only as a cordial, but as a kindly 
and effedual medicine in various 

difeafes ! Gracious Father of 

bounty, how kindly haft thou 
reached forth thy providential 
hand, and ftored the earth with 
innumerable bleflings, to alleviate 
thofe opprefiive difeafes. and ma^a- 
^es^ un4er which l^un^sn nature 



labours ! '' The Lord hath created 
medicines out of the earth, and he 
that is wife," faith the /on pf Si- 
rach, ** will not abhor them." 
The bark of a tree, the hard fub- 
ftance of an earth conipaded ore, 
the body of a defpicable infe£l, are 
all-powerful in his hands, who 
wofketh according to his own wil|, 
and Whofe commanding word the 
!mi3ft obflinate difeafes inftantljr 
obey! 

Every objeft in nature ferves to 
evince a creating, ^nd fnperintend- 
ing Providence. No man can fup- 
pofe the Cochineal infe^l endued 
with thefe virtues by chance.. But 
as a further proof; that it was de- 
figned to the ends which we fee it 
ahfwers, we may remark, that the 
plant oii which it feeds, exaAIy 
correfpon^ds, if I may Co (ay, to its 
nature ^ and feems as mtich formed 
for, and adapted to it, as the muU 
berry is to the filk-wprra. Thefe 
fo manifeftly indicate defign, that 
90 man can doubt ^ it ; tor were 
we to find a watch, which we per- 
ceived noted the time exadlly, bat 
at lengtlrceafed to move.; and were 
we afterwards to find the key of that 
watch, which," upon-aplplicatioa» 
we - perceived cxkGtly fitted ^ the 
aperture made for it, and by a pro- 
per circumvolution gave its motion 
again to the niachme : We (hould 
notheiitate a montent to fay, that 
there was a defigning hand in all 
this,, and that the Icey was ccr* 
tainly intended for th^ watch by 
the maker of it: Let us apply this 
reafoning to the Cochineal and 'its 
Opuntia, and we ihall adore the 
wife Creator. Happy, unfpeakabljr 
happy, in his providential regard t 
For if he thus hath taken care for^ 
the meaneft infers, ihfedls too or- 
dained for, and fnbfervsent to the 
life of man, how much more wilt 
he take care of thoie, who, by a 
d|Utiful and filial obedience, en- 
deavour to render them felves fit o\^^ 
jt&s of his gracious concern ?

THOUGHTS 

Wf tnn ATTRIBtfTE$ OF COD. 

SIMONIDES b^ing aftcd by Di- 
\ OA^s the tyrant what God 
waar^ it&red a day*3 time to coDfir 
der, of it before he made his reply. 
When the day was expired, he de- 
fired two days ; and afterwards » in* 
Ibad of returning ' his anfwer> de- 
Qianded ftill double dme to confider 
of It. This great poet and philo- 
fopher^ the more he contemplated 
the nature of the Deity, found that 
ht waded but the more out of his 
depth ; and that he toft himfelf la 
the thought^ inflead of finding an 
cod of it. 

If we confider the idea which 
wife ttien» by the light of reafon, 
have framed bf the Divine Being, 
it amounts .to this : That 'he has in 
litm all the perfedion of a fpirltual 
nature ; and fince we have no no* 
tion of any kind of fpirttual^ per. 
ftGax>n but what we difcover in our 
own fouls* we join infinitude to each 
kind of thcle, perfeftjons, and what 
11 a faculty In an human foul, be- 
comes an attribute in God. We 
cxifl in olace and time, the divine 
being fifls the immenfity of fpace 
With his prefence, and inhabits 
eternity. We are poflefTed of a 
fittlc ijiwer and a little knowledge, 
the Divine Being is almighty and 
Cmnifcient. In. ihort, by adding 
infinity to any kind of perfe£lion 
we enjoy, and by joining^ all thefe 
different kinds of perfections in one 
lldLng, we form our idea of the 
great Sovereign of nature. 

Thongh ev^ry one who thinks 
mvJk liave made this obferva- 
tio<l« we Aiall produce Mr. Locke's 
jmthority to the fame purpofc, out 
of his effay on human underftand- 
ing- ' If WjC examine theidea we 
have of the incompreh^Afible Su- 



> preme Bein^« iue ihall find, that 
we come by. it the fame way ; and 
that the complex ideas we have 

' both of G64 and feparate fpiiits, 
are made up of the fimple ideas we 
receive from reEedion : v. g. hav- 
ing from what we experience ia 
ourfclves, got the ideas of cxiftence 
and duration, of knowledge and 
power, of pleafure and ha^pioefs^ 
and of feveral other qualities and 
powers, which it is better to have, 
than to be without; when we 
would frame an idea the moil fait- 
able we can to the Supreme Being, 
we enlarge every one of thefe with 
opr idea of infinity ; and fo pat- 
ting them together, make our coqi- 
plex idea of God* 

It is not impoflible that there may 
be many kinds of fpiritual perfec- 
tion, befides thofe which are 
lodged in an human foul : but it 
is impoffible that we fhould hare 
ideas of any kinds of perfedioo, 
except thofe of which we have fome 
fmail rays and ihort imperfed 
ilrokes in.ourfelves. It would be 
therefore a very high prefumption 
to determine whether the Supreme 
Being has not many more attributes 
than thofe which enter into oar 
conceptions of him. This is cer» 
tain, that if there be any kind of 
fpiritual perfection which is not 
marked out in an human foul, it 
belongs in its fulnefs to the divine 
nature. 

Eminent philofophers have ima- 
gined, that the foul, in her fepa- 
rate ftate, may have new faculties 
fpringing up in her, which (he if 
not capable of exerting during her 
prefent union with the body; and 
whether thefe faculties may not 
correfpond with other attributes in 
the divine nature, and open to at 
hereafter new matter of -wonder 
and adoration, we are altogether 
ignorant. This« we ought to ac- 

qoiel'ce 
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quiefce in, that the Sovereign Being, 
the great author of nature, has in 
him all poffible perfeflion, as well 
in kind as in degree ; to fptak ac- 
cording to our methods of conceiv- 
ing ; and when we have raifed our 
notion of this infinite being as 
high as it is poffible for the mind 
of man to go, it will fall infinitely 
Ihort of what he really is. Thfre 
is no end of his tgreatnefs : the 
tnoH exalted creature he has made, 
is only capable of adoring it, none 
but himfelf can conxprehend it. 

The advice of the fon of Sirach 
is very juft and fublime in this 
light. •* By his <Vord all things 
confift. We may fpeak much, and 
yet come fhort*: wherefore in fnm, 
he is all. How ftlall we be able to 
magnify him f For he is great 
above all his works. The Lord is 
terrible and vexy gi-cat ; and mar- 
vellous in his power. When you 
glorify the Lord,, exalt him as 
m^ch as you can ; for even yet will 
he far exceed. And when you ex- 
alt him, put forth all your ftrcngth, 
and be- not wedry ; for you can 
never go far enough. Who hath 
feen hjm, that he might tell us? 
and who can magnify him as lie is t 
There are yet hid greater things 
than thefe be, for we have feen but 
a few of hi« works." 

We here have only confidered the 
. Supreme Being by the light of rea- 
son and philosophy « If we woufd 
fee him in all the wonders of his 
mercy we muft have recoiirfe to re- 
velation, which reprefents him to 
us, not only as infinitely gi^eat and 
' glorious, but as infinitely good 
and jujft in his difpenfations to- 
wards man. But as this is a theory 
, which falls under every One's con- 
sideration, though indeed it can 
never be fufiiciently confidered, we 
iliall only take notice of that ha- 
bitual worfhip and veneration which 
we ought to pay to this almighty be 
ing. We ihould often refrefh our 
minds with the thought of him, 
and annihilate ourrelves before 



himV in the contemplation, of our 
own worthleflnefs, atid of his traa'^ 
fcendent excellency and perfe^ion. 
This would imprint in our niindf 
fuch a*confl:ant aiid uninterraptedi 
awe and veneration, which is, vtt 
reality, a kind of incefTant prayer,- 
and reafonable humiliaticm of the 
foul before him who made it. 

This would effeauaily kill in ui^ 
all the little feeds of pride, vanity, 
and Rlf^conceit, which arc apt to 
ihoot up in the minds <)f fuch 
whofe thoughts turn more o^ ijkofe 
comparative advantages which they 
enjoy, over foxne of their fellow4 
creatures, than on that infinite di- 
ftance which is placed betweea 
them and the fupreme model of all 
pcrfeftion. It would likewifc . 
quicken ©ur defires antl endeavours 
of uniting ourfelves t6 him by all 
the aQs of religion and virtue. 

Such an habitual homage to th^ 
Supreme Being would, in a parti, 
cular manner, banilh from among 
us thkt prevailing impiety of ufing 
hisHiame on tKe nioft trivial occa« 
fions. 

'Mr. Boyle,' that great philo* 
fopher, had the profoundefl vene-^ 
ration for the God of heaven an j 
earth. The very name of God was 
never mentioned by him without i 
paufc and a vifible Hop in his dif- 
courfe; in which, one that knew: 
him, moft particularly, above 
twenty -years, has faid, that he was 
fo exaft, that he does not remember 
to obferved him once to fail in it. 

Every one knows the veneration 
which was paid by the Jews to a 
name fo great,* wonderful and 
holy. They would not let it enter 
even into their religious difcourfes* 
What can we then think of thofe 
who make ufe of fo tremendous a 
name in the ordinary expreflions of 
their anger, mirth, and moft im^ 
pertinent paflions ? Of thofe wh6 
admit it into the moft familiar que- 
ftions and affertions, ludicrous 
phrafes and works of humour? 
not to mention thofe^ who vio- 
late 
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late It by folenln perjuries i It 
would be «n affront to reafon to 
cndeaver to fet forth the horror and 
prophanenefs of fuch a pradice. 
The very mention of it expofe^ it 
fttfficiently to thofe in whom the 
light of nature^ not to fay xeJigioi^^ 
u not utterly extingui(hed<

WHEN the trareUer fiiewed 
the lion the figure of a hero 
conquering one of his feliow-crea-' 
cures, the ravage aptly anAvcred, 
That if lions were carvers we 
ibould find twenty fij^ures of their 
conquefls for one of their defeat : 
jud thus it fares with the generality 
of the world, in regard to many of 
the moral duties ; the people who 
write upoii them are all interefted 
and biaifed in favour of one iide, 
and confequently ihew us the part 
they are of in all its ilrength an4 
beauty, but cunningly conceal the 
other fide in fhades. We have mul* 
tudes of treaties amon^ us on the 
duty of children to their parents; 
but as it unluckily happens that the 
people who write them are ufually 
parents themfelves, and not chiU 
dren, we have the reciprocal duty 
of the pjtrent to the child commonly 
but vtry Toftly touched upon. But 
though the duty of the child is a 
very n^effary One, yet that of the 
father is greatly more fo, and is 
infinitely of more confequence, as 
it regards not only himfelf, but the 
world in general. The iagrati- 
tudt of a child to a parent may 
snake a fingle- heart ach, but the 
careleifnefs of a parent in the edu- 
ication^ and in the forming the mo- 



rals of "a child, reaches cvon to 
pofterity, as it lays the ^bafis of a 
aepravity in a whole fucceeding 
age. ThcLacedemonians, famous 
through the world for the wifdom of 
their government, laid a penalty 
on the father when the child com. 
mittedafault.ajs well judging that, 
in general, children are what their 
parents pleafe to make them ; and 
that he deferved as much punifh- 
ment who furoiihed the .common 
wealth with a bad member, as he 
who was of a vicious difpofition in 
himfelf. It is as old an obfervation 
as of Plato's time, (hat there was 
no adion fo virtuous ^s the breed- 
ing up a worthy fon, nor any one 
fo univerfaliy negle^ed; and 
> Crates, when he obferved his coun- 
trymen fo bufy in getting eftatfs, 
and fo careleis of the perfens who 
were to inherit them, rallied 
them, by telling them they took 
great care of their fhocs, but left 
their feet full of fores. It is an un- 
happy thing ^har while we cannot 
but acknowkdge the training up of 
the youth, the n^oft important of 
all concerns, we agree to leave it to 
the moft improper of ill people. 
How great a reprqach is it to the 
world in general, that the Spartabs 
and Cretans were the only {)eople 
in it who ever made laws for the 
difcipline of their youth,, while we 
leave Lhem to perfons always pre- 
,judiced in their favour; and thii 
without confidering that they are 
often alfo' the moft ^orthlefs of 
men. Does not that government 
deferve the feverell reproach which 
leaves the education of that )fouch, 
who is, perhaps, one day to be its 
greateft fupport, to the tutelage of 
a debauched and vicious fauier? 
and who is to anfwer to the world 
the leaving a tender and blooming 
innooent daughter to learn her 
principles of life from a^mother fe- 
parated from her huiband for adul- 
tery ? What arc we -to exped from 
this, bat that.^e children will ad 
up to the vices of their parents 

and 
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and examples ; and as imitation fel- 
dom fails of improvement, that a 
wicked age v/ill be tht^s facceedcd 
by a more wicked progeny. 

No time of a man's life is of fach 
confequcnce to the i^hole future 
part of it, as that when he is juft 
entering into a knowledge of the 
world ; yet no part of it is, among 
us, fo little regarded. Xenophon 
could fend his ions at fourteen* to 
Sparta, that they might know t4ie 
whole bufinefs of their life in learn- 
ing to command and to obey ; two 
things, which, as all our youth are 
left to themfelves about at that 
*time, we find they never know how 
to do either of them afterwards ; 
and the people of whom thefe prin- 
ces were to learn their future con- 
du6t knew themfelves fo well the 
value of itiftruftion at that time, 
that when An'tipater demanded once 
of them, as hoftages, fifty of their 
children, they begged leave' to fend 
him twice the number of grown 
people. How oppofife to this, and 
to all forts of fenfe and reafon, is 
our method of winking at the firft 
vices of children, and thus leading 
them without diffirulties into what 
we in vain think they ,will after- 
wards be cloyed of? Ill habits are 
not fo foon (hook off; and the pru-" 
dent Jew who left his boy his full 
deiire of money at fixteen, that he 
might be tired of extravagancy, by 
twenty," has only taught him the 
way to run through that by five 
and twenty which he could not well 
have otherwife got rid of in the 
whole time his polite courfc of vices 
will let him live. 

We are wrong even in our moft 
tenacious principles^ in regard to 
children, when we think at all 
about their flate. 'We jadge it of 
. all things the mod neceflary to fee 
the natural bentof a child's defires, 
to know what foft of life he had 
bell be brought up to, not confider* 
ing that thefe defires a^e but the 
refult of the convcrfation of thofe

cheyfpend their timfe among, wh6» 
to our (hame be it remembered* 
are often people very unfit for theni 
to convene with. If wt would be 
at the pains to form their minds^' 
while young and tender, to honefty 
and virtue, this «fould be a ground' 
colour equally fit to receive all 
others ; and they would themfelves 
turn their defires and inclinations td 
that which we found xQolt conveni- 
ent for them. 

Young i^inds are fo Coft and teri- 
der that they take any bent, ' and fo 
empty that they receive all impref- 
fions, and neither the one nor thfi 
other are ever to be thoroughly 
ihook off afterwards ; fhall then the 
youth, who is hereafter to command 
an army, receive his firft principle* 
from a converfation ^ith fervants, 
perfons inured to aflaviih fubjedioa, 
or from books of idle ftories, every 
one of which he is to know a year 
or' two afterwards are fenfelefs for- 
geries ? No, let him conve^fe frO'm 
the beginning, with thofe who caa 
inftil into his tender thoughts the 
principles of honour^ magnanimity^^ 
and true greatnefs 3 let thefe ht 
the firft marks his tender mind re« 
ceives : thef^ which are impteflions 
he is never to fol'get. ' Let hLm take 
pains, to read, not what Ife muft be 
taught hereafter- to defpife^ but 
what it will be his duty and his in^ 
tereft evet to remember ; and learn 
fo early to know himfelf and 
others 5 let him thus early learii 
what he o;ight to fear> what to de-* 
fire, and what is 'paffion, what vir- 
tucj that he may in his fucceedin^ 
years diftingjfli -between avarice 
and ambition, between Uhetty ancf 
liceniioufnefs, and between fervir 
tude and flavery. That parent ?rr9 
who fuppofes there is more ftrength 
•of mind required to read the ;intienc 
Greek, and Roman hiftory, the no-} 
Mcil:, arid liioft pkaiing fubjcft itt 
the world, as we have them tranf- 
lated into our own language, than 
the idleft romance j the fame genius 

M m ' will 
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will fervc to reverence truth as well 
as fi£iion, and the* fame memory 
that will retain how many wonders 
there are in the life of a knight- 
errant, will not fail in the real vir- 
tues of a Roman general. 

The few of our modern parents 
who think to govern and educate 
their children at all, feem to lay it 
down as a fundamental rule, that 
this is to be done by an auilere fc- 
verity. They would have their 
children own an awe to thepi, but 
they unhappily miftake between 
reverence and terror. Fear is the 
princxplc they would inculcate, but 
they diftinguiih not between fear 
with love, and fear with hatred. A 
mild and chearfal deportment would 
lieyer takfe olFfrom the refpedl of a 
child, but would teach him at once 
to love the leflbn and the teacher ; 
and he would be in love wiih virtue 
and wifJom, while they courted 
him under fo amiable an' appear- 
ance ; inftead of which, as it is 
now managed, the manner of in- 
culcating what is good, breeds in 
the child a horror and averfion for 
it : and it is unquelUonable that the 
frequent fevcritieS of our public 
fchoolsare the things that make all 
our gentlemen blockheads, while 
they deteft that which it coft them 
fo dear to learn. Fir II, let a<:hi:d 
he taught what is right andwhatis 
wrong, what'he is to be commended 
for, what ailiamed of; and the na- 
tural love of praife, and fear of 
ihame, uill be more powerful in- 
centives to g0X)d,. and checks from 
evil, than all that can be given 
him from the rod. : Blows are for 
brutes, and harfh words for (tr- 
vants ; neither are fit for children 
or for pupils : probably the fource 
of half the fcandalous cowardice 
of our prefent race of young {Peo- 
ple is to be looked for in the fthool- 
mafters rod and ferula, The mind 
once broken by feverity, once 
taught to bear with patience blows 
and infolent language, is ruined fof 
the whole ti'me to come, it never 



can recover its native greatnefs; 
and if it pafs through the couffe of 
life aftervyards without the reproach 
of cov/ariily feVvility, it is owing 
to contliaint, the courage is merely 
mechanical, and powerful cuftom; 
for a few neceflary moments only 
gets the better of all that was im- 
printed in the genius. 

A generous temper will furely 
be at any time infinitely inorc 
ftrongly ' affefted with honour 
than with fear ; and the inculcat- 
ing this as a natural pre-eminence 
in the moral world would indeed be 
of infinite fervice in forming the 
tender minds of youth tofojufta 
roa'd of thinking : when this was 
onceeftabliftied, furely the defire of 
fame and approbation would be in 
overy young bread an infinitely more 
powerful, as well asa ndbler incen- 
tive to good adlions, and a proper 
difcharge of their duty, than can 
be expeded from that abjeft confi- 
deration, the fears of puniihment 
for the omitting them. 
, A love of |>raife is ingrafted in 
our very nature, and even 'hem 
with us, the wife author of nature 
having kindly given it us as the 
bell of all promoters of virtue, and 
a jujft behaviour in our fevcral fta- 
tiofts ; and fhall the parent fly in the 
face of heaven by endeavouring, 
with fevefiiy, with pain and pu- 
nifhment, to obliterate that glo- 
rious principle, and teaching the 
tender and unformed mini of an 
infant, that it is better to be a 
fpaniel than a companion and a 
friend. 

The pre-eminence of virtue is to 
be eyery way inculcated, and thi« 
native law of praife encouraged in 
the tender breaft, and with the/ea 
detcftation of every thing that is 
mean, viciqus, or infamous. If 
there be any innate goodneis in the 
heart, thefe cannot fail to blow the 
heavenly fpark into a flame that will 
blaze through the whole life to 
come ; and where thefe fail the un- 
I happy parent imy be afluxed (t\-^' 
* * xity 
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rity is vain, and never will effcd 
what he intends by it. 

All extremes, however, are equally 
fatal p.nd blameable, and there is no vir- 
tue whofe utmoft limits in a weak mind 
will not lead to vice. Generolity in 
the foolifh mind often becomes prodi- 
gality, and good ceconomy, avarice ; 
thus in the too weak uhdcrftanding of 
a parent, the mildne/s and gentle 
treatn^ept here recommended, may 
be carried to as ruinous an extream^s 
the hariheft feverity. An indulgent 
flattery, and weak foncliiefs for a 
child, that can make the parent be- 
lieve his very follies vircue5, and in- 
culcate a love of them into his cvind, 
as fuch, muil have the moll terrible 
cfFeiSls upon a life to come; ana a we^k 
fear of giving the tender you:h ;iny 
unfeadnefs, cannot but expose him to 
eternal uneafinefies when a man. The 
fathers uuially err in the other ex- 
• trcmc, the mqthers in this. 

A,STklCT ATTACHMENT TO 
TRUTH .ENFORCED. 

SOCIAL, intercourfe is imprinted 
in the very nature and form oK our 
conftitutions. • It is an article of fo 
great importance to our prefent wel- 
fare, that we cannot poifibly long 
fubfift without it. ' ** We are mcnir 
Lersone of another," and therei*'oie 
ought to guard againft every ciicum- 
ilunce, thjt may teno, in any refp^d, 
to weaken *the 4)onds of fotiety. 
Truth is the band of union ,and the 
bails of human happinefs. As no- 
thing is fo effential to the promotion 
of mutual confidence, its a ftrid\ regard 
to truth ; fo nothing is fo likely to 
fubvert fociety, as the violation of 
this virtue. For Mutual confidence 
is the chief cement of all focial inter- 
courfe; and is founded' upon fidelity : 
without truth there is no reliance up- 
on language, no confidence in friend- 
ihip., and no fccurity in promifes and 
oaths. If men lis members of fociety, 
either rcfnie t6 difcharge their engage- 
ments, or deviate from the truth, they 
pot only fap the very foundation of 



focial intercourfe, but alfo forfeit 
.their own credit, and the confidence 
of mankind. Truth is bibra with and 
conftantly attends our frame^and no 
one can Ihake it off without violating 
his nature, 

la /hort, truth is in it very re{pe&, 
fo agreeable to humap nature, and 
fo requifite to .promote as well as pre- 
ferve a good und^rftanding between 
individuals, that every man living 
not only expedls, but defires it froui , ^^ 
others. Even*the moft common lyar, 
the falfcil witnefs, and the moll per- 
fidious covenant breaker, are very 
anxious to have- others teil the truth 
. to them '; and none are more ready 
to complain than they, if they have 
it not. Hence if we obferve the very 
obvious rule of ec{uity, via. ** of do- 
ing ars we would be done unto,'** we 
ihall not Only take care to fpeak truth 
ourfelves, but have a right to claim 
it from others. 

But faliTty and deceit arc never fo 
higlily culpable in any one, as when 
thev arc pcrpetrJited under the cloak 
of li^htcuufnefs. None are capable - 
of ticctriving their fellow- cieatUres fo 
effcdually, as when they previoufly 
jngratiaiethemfelvcs into their favour, 
by being difguifed under the mafk of 
'probity, fidelity, or veracity. .Con- 
fequently thfe greater diligence a man ^ 
ufes, to procure! the confidence of any 
one, 'the more heinous his offence 
if he docs it purpofely to deceive. , 
For what treachery can be more ag- 
p,ravaieJ, what villainy more baf« 
and ungrateful, than firft to raife •a 
confidence and theii deceive it ? 

Moreover, a pcrfoB addidled to the. 
vice of lying, is not only aneneaay to 
fociety, but to hi^ own private interCft ; 
he probably may reap fome advan.* 
tage from his treachery, provided he 
gains his point, but at bed he makes 
a very bad bargain ; for whatever 
prefent advantage he reaps, it is pur- 
chjfed.at the cxpence of his charader 
and good name, which he will hard* 
!y redeem. If falftiood and deceit 
once ferve h^s turn, it is as much at 
^ M m 2 he 
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lie 'has. a right to exped from ic^ par- 
ticularly if he is detedcd. Wfeen a 
man has once forfeited his credit, 
then nothing will ferve his turn, nei- 
ther truth nor falfhood ; he will 
fcarcely gain credit to what he f^ys, 
evcA when he fpeaks truth ) but fo 
long as he is triie atid juft in all his 
^dpalings, h^ is entitled to all the ad- 
vantages of focicty. For if manldnd 
cannot charge him with the violation 

. of truth, in any refpeft, they will of 
cburfe credit what he fays. ^ But if 
^e is convicted of fal(hopd, who will 
believe hia report ? Even his oath }s 
(difj^utable. For the fame bafe«mo- 
(ives that hath induced him to break 
Ills word, or p fpcak what is not 
true, ip ay probably induce him to 
break his oath. JLikewife, upon the 
whole, th(9 leafl'impeachment of a 
man's veracity, very juftly weakens 
his bredit, and deprives him of all 
mutual confidence. 

It is the univerfal conf^nt of man- 
kind, in general, to treat a lyar with 
that fcorn and jcontcmp^ he fo juftly . 
merits. And yet this, though very 
difagreeable, is not the worft confc- 
quence arifing from this vice ; for 
)vhile he is thus fcorned and defpifed 
by men, as having perverted the very 
bafisof con verfacion, and polluted the 
very faultily of truth ; he is •* held 
in abomination',' of that bcint?, who 
}S very eminently ftiled a God of 
puth, and who hath dellined to per- 
'dition, f* whofocver lovcth or maketh' 
a lie." 

Mankind fhould maintain a flri£b 
fcgard to truth in conformity to the^ 
jrharafter of their heavenly father, 
^' whofe words are true.** His pro*- 
mifes are fure and certain ; Falfhood 
•is as impoifible to him as any other 
iraperfedion. V God is not a man 
that he ftould lie,'* With him there 
Is no vafiabienefs^nor (hadow of 
fuming.' And therefore, if men are 

. defirous to merit the title' of being his 

children, they inuft drive to imitate 

|jim in this part of his moral charafter. 

They fhould likewifc maintain a 

ftr'61 regard to truth, in conformity 

• 18^^^ example of their immaculate 



Saviour. He came into the «^orld 
«' to bear witnefs to the truth.*' He 
was a faithful and true witnefs, and 
revealed the will of God with the 
great^eft exadnefs 5 his <oiiyerfatioa 
was free from all evil ; ibr fcriptore 
exprefsly declares, that f* no guile 
was found ift his mouth." 

But as truth is exemplified in the 
charaSers of our heavenly Father, 
anil his only begotten Son our Lord, 
fo is it aifo cnForCed* by many in- 
jundlions in the holy fcripiares. 
** Let every man fpeak truth with 
his neighbour." 'f Do nothing againft 
the truth." 'f Whatfoevcf things 
are true, think on thefe things." And 
the prohibition of lying is in both the 
Old and NewTellamentquitcabfolute, 
•* Lie not one to another." Now 
fuch injunftions aAd proHibitioas Suf- 
ficiently explain to us the divine will 
in this refpeft, and ought fo far to 
influence our conduft, as to make ui 
very cautroiis to maintain the dridieft 
attachment to veracity, in all our 
words and anions. The plcafures 
and reward^ of it are inexpreffibly 
great, and afford the greateft fat is- 
fadion ; it frees 'us from all the anxi- 
ety and confulion, into which the op- 
pofie coiiduft would involve us ; for 
truth is fo plain and fimple it requires 
no art. It is always confiftent with 
itfelf, and needs nothing to help it 
out ; whereas a lie is troublefome and 
needs maqy more to confirm and make 
it good. Truth gives boldnefs to the 
countenance, as well as firmnefs and 
intrepidity t3 our aftions. Cultivate 
therefore facied troth, as a fund of 
feli -complacence of refpeft and love 
to others, and of favour with Al- 
mighty God. Labour to attain that 
venerable charafter of f* an Ifiaclite 
indeed iii whom is no guile." Be 
fincere and undifTemblcd in difcoorfe; 
and in particular avoid flrong and 
pofitive aflertions ; fbrlhey generally 
promote oaths and curfcs in order to 
fuppbrt and confirm them, and thus 
too often add the guilt of profan en efs 
to that of falfity. Never* indulge 
yourfelves in the too common pradlice 
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of celling marvel Iqus and exiraordi- 
nary relations; for cuhcr your cre- 
dulity will be ridiculed, or your ve- 
racity doubted, in ihort, maintain 
OQ all occafions, plajn, firople, nit- 
tural truth ^ and then you wiil not 
only fupport fociety, but prefer vc 
your integrity^ and\ in fome meafure 
obtain the approbation of your hea- 
venly Father. For be affured, *' that 
the lips of triith ibali be had in ho- 
nour, {hall be eilablithed for ever ; 
but a lying tongue is but for a mo- 
ment."

}onvon agreeable tp tjiis tells us, 
** There is a time to,be born and a 
fime to die," but makes no mention 
of a time to live, as if" our life was 
)>i|t one ikip from the womb to the 
iiknt grave. But ibort as our time on 
f af th IS9 it i$ Clouded with various 



and an iacf edible ^number of acci- 
dents, which may fuddenly take us off 
the ilage of life, A perfon may Hie 
up in the morning as healthy as ever 
he was io his life, and before noon 
may be a lifeleis corpfe^ perhaps 
knocked down and murdered by (bme 
bloody aifafilni' or by any other 
means ; but if we chance to live oat 
our appointed time* we know not 
how foon that time may come, when 
we Ihall be* regularly taken off. If 
we live till, we are forty, fiifty, or 
fixty, it is but a ihort fpace, and time 
ijie^ fwifily away.

Since then life is fo (hort and dncer^* 
tain, it is neceffary that we fhould 
not only attend to the moral and ex-- 
ternal, but to the internal duties of 
ChriQianity, become fober, and have 
a due regard for the wife rule^ whica 
Providencehas hid down for us' Th« 
fdiovving, I think, is very ftrikmg» 
*.' Whatfoever ye would chat men (hould 
do unto you even fo do unto them." 
It is an undeniable fad, chat if this 
divine rule of righteoufnefs was the 
tiniverfal rule of human condud, the 
greatefl ealamitiesof life would be to- 
tally unknown, and the world be a 
paradife of pleafore inftead of a fink 
of wretchednefs and woe. The cries 
of the opprefifed Urotild be heard no 
more, and hated tyranny would no 
more fully humanity.

^ the moft exalted of creatures —but the 
adorable author of all wifdom fpeaks 
in his revealed word ? Strange ! that 
our attention dees not hang upon the 
venerable accents, and our talk dwell 
upon the mod incomparable truths ! 

For would you fee hillory in all 
her fimplicity, and all her force; 
moft beautifully eafy, yet irrefillably 
ftriking ? — See her, or rather feel her 
energy, touching the niceft movements 
of the foul, and triumphing overall 
Our patfions, in the inimitable na-- 
rative of jofeph'slife — The rcpre- 
fentation of &fau's bitter diftrefs ; the. 
ccnverfation pieces of Jonathan, and 
his gallant friend-; the memoraole 
j6urnal of the difciplft goirig to Em- 
maus ; are finifhed* models of the im- 
paffioned and aiTedling -^Here is no- 
thing Uudied ; no (fight^ of fancy ; 
no embelli(hments of oratory. Yet 
how inferior is the epifode pf Nifus 
and Eurialus, though worked up by 
the moft mafterly hand in the world, 
to the und i fie nf\ bled a rtlefs fervency of 
thefe fcriptural (krtches ! 

Are we pleafed with the elevation 
and dignity of an heroic poem ; 6r 
the tenderrrefs and perplexity of a dra- 
matic performance ? in the bciDk of 
Job they are both united, and both 
unequalled 
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unequalled. — Conformably to the cx- 
aciclt rules of art, as the aftion ad- 
vances, the incidents are more alarm- 
ing, and the images more magnifi- 
cent. The .language glows, and the 
pathos fwells. Till, at lad,- the 
Deity hi*mfeVf makes his entrance. 
He fpeaks from ■ the whirlwind, and 
fummonfes creation : fumiiiODfes hea- 
ven and all its fhining hoft ; the ele- 
ments,, and their moll wonderful piro- 
duAions, to vouch for the wifdom of 
his providential difpofitions — His 
word ftrikes terror, 'and flalhes con- 
viilion : decides the momentous con- 
trovert, and clof^s the augufl: drama 
with all poflible folemnity and gran- 
deur* . 

If we fometimes chufe a plaintive 
ftrain ; fuch as foftens the 'mind, and 
fooths an agreeable melancholy : Are 
any of the ancient tragedies fuperior 
in the eloquence of mourning, to Da- 
vid's pathetic elegy on his beloyed 
Jonathan, to his moft paffionate and 
inconfoleable moan over his lovely^ 
fcut unhappy Abfalom; or to that 
melodious woe, which warbles and 
bleeds in every line of Jeremiah's la- 
mentations ? 

. Wquld you be entertained with the 
daring fublimity of Homer, or the 
corred majefty of Virgil ? with the 
cxprefiive delicacy of Horace, or the 
rapid excurfioiis of Pindar ? Behold 
them joined, behold them excelled in 
the odes of Mofes, and the euchariftic 
hymn of Deborah ; in the exalted de- 
votion of the, PfJms, and tJbe glori- 
ous enthufiafm of the prophets. Only 
with this diii^rence, that the- former 
are tuneful trifiers, and amufe the 
fancy with empiy fiflion ; the latter 
are tea:hers4ent from God, and make 
the foul wife unto falvation. 

Are we admirers of antiquity ?— 
Here we arc led back, beyond the 
univerfal deluge, and far beyond the 
date of any other ^nnals.-r-We are- 
introduced among the earliefl inhabi- 
tants of the ear'th. We take a view 
of mankind in their undifguifed pri- 
mitive plainnefs, and when the days 
of their lives were but little ihort oi a 



ihoolknd years.— We are brought ac- 
quainted with the origin of nations ; 
with the jcreation of the vvorld ; and 
with the birth of time Itfclf, 

Are we delighted with vaftatchieve- 
ments ?— Wh^re is any thing compa- 
rable to the miracles in Egypt, and 
the wonders in the field of Zoan ? to ^ 
the memoirs of the Ifraelitcs, pafiing 
through the depths of.the fea; fo- 
journing in the inhofpitable defarts; 
and conquering the kingdoms of Ca- 
naan ?^- Where (hall« we meet with 

.inftances of niiartial bravery, equal to 
the prodigious exploits of the Judges; . 
or the adventurous deeds of JefTe's va- 
liaitt fon, and his matchleisibandof 
worthies ? — Here we behold' thq fun- 
damental laws of the univerfe, fome- 
times fufpended, fometimes reverfed: 
and not only the current of Jordan, 
but the courfe of nature controuied.^ 
In fhort, when we enter- the field of 
fcriptuTe, we tread — on enchanted, 
fhall I fay ? rather on confecrated 

/ ground ; wher« aftonilhment and awe 
are awakened at every turn ; where 
is all, more than all, the marvelloos 
of romance, connected with all th« 
precifion and fandity of truth. 

If we want maxims of wifdom, or 
have a tafte for the laconic ftilc ; how 
copioufly may our wants be fupplied, 
and how delicately our taHe grati^ed ! 
efpecially in the book of Proverbs, 
EcclefiaAes, and fome of the minor 
prophets. — Here arc the mod fage 
lefTonsofinllrudlion ; adapted toev«ry 
cifcumftance of Jife ; formed upon the 
experience of all preceding ages;, and 
'perfected by^he anerrjtng fpirit ofin- 
fpiration. — Thefe delivered, with fuch 
remarkable concifenefs, that one 
might venture to fay, every word is a 
fentence. At leaft, every fcntencc 
may be called an apothegm ; fparklii^ig 

' with brightnefs of thoaght,or weighty 
with the folidity of, fcnfe. The 
whole, like a profefion of pearls— each 
containing, in a very fmall compafs, 
a value alraort immeof^-'— all heaped 
up (as an ingenious critic fpeaks) with 
a confuted magnificence ^bove all 
order, 

4 . . If 
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If we look for the ftrength of- 
reafoning, and the Warmth of ex- 
portation: the infintiating arts of 
genteel addrefs, or the manly bold- 
xt&{% of impartial reproof : all the 
thunder of the orator, without any 
of his odentation ; all the polite- 
iiefs of the courtier, without* any 
of his flattery : Let us have re- 
courie to the afts of the apoftles, 
and to the epidles of St. Paul. 
Thefc. are a fp^cimen, or rather 
diefe are the ftandard of them alL 

Are you fond of pa(!oral, in all 
Its graces ? Never have we feen fuch 
exqutiite touches of rural painting, 
or fuch fweet images of endeared 
affe£lion; as in the Song of Songs, 
which is Solomon's. All the bnU 
liant and amiable appearances in 
nature are employed, to delineate 
the tendernefs of his heart, who is 
love itfelf— to pourtray the beauty 
of hit perfon; who is the chiefeft 
among ten thoufand — and dcfcribe 
the. happinefs of thofe ibuis, whofe 
fcllowfliip \% with the Father, and 
with his bonjefus Chriil. 

Another recommendation of the 
fcriptures is, that they afford the 
iRott awful and the moft amiable 
manifeftations of. the Godhead. 
His glory' ihincs, and his goodnefs 
fmiles, in thofe divine pages, with 
unparalleled luilre. Here we have 
a iatisfadtory explanation of our 
own ftate. The origin of evil is 
^traced ; the caufe of all our mifery 
discovered : and the remedy, the 
iufalUble remedy, both -clearly 
Ibewn^ and freely offered. The 
merits of jhc bleeding Jefu^, lay a 
firm foundation for all our hopes ; 
while gratitude for his dyin^ love, 
fuggefts the moft winning incite- 
nient to every duty. Morality , ad- 
mired morality is delineated in all 
its branches ; is placed upon its 
proper baiis, an4 raifed to its 
highefl elevation. The Spirit of 
God is promifed, to enlighten the 
darknefs of our underflan dings „ and 
ftrengthejp. the imbecility of our 
wills* What an ample provifion is 



made by thefe bleffed ho^ks, for 
all our fpiritual wants ! And, in 
this refpeci, how indifputable is 
their fuperiority to all other com- 
pbiitions ! 

Is ajiy One convinced of guilt, as 
provoking heaven, and ruining the 
foul? Let'him afk reafon to point 
out a mean^ of reconciliation, and 
a refuge of M^iy, Reafon hefi. 
tates, as fhe replies : *' The Deity 
may, perhaps, accept Our fuppli. 
catipns, and grant forgivenefs." 
But the fcriptures leave us. not to 
the fad uncertainty c^i conjedture. 
They fpeak the language of clear 
affurance. -God f- has let forth a 
propitiation. He does forgive our 
iniquities : He will remember oar 
fins no more. 

Are we affaulced by temptation, or 
averfe to duty ?— Fhilofophy may 
attempt to parry the thruft, or to 
flir up the reludant mind, by dif- 
clofing the deformity of vice, and 
urging the fitnefs of things. The 
Bible repo;n mends no fuch incom- 
[ietent fuccours. ** My grace," 
fays its almighty author, *• is fuf- 
ficient for thee— Sin fhall not have 
dominion over you.'* The great 
[chovah, in* whom is evcrlafting 
ilrength, *' He worketh in os botft 
to will, and to do, of his good 
pleafure.'* 

Should we be viiited with fick- 
nefs, or overtaken by any calamity, 
the confolation which Plato offers, 
is» That fuch difpenfations coincicie 
with the univerfal plan of divine 
government. Virgil will tell us for 
relief, that aifli£live vifitations are, 
more or lefs, the unavoidable lot of 
all men. Another moraliil whifpers 
in the dejecled fufferer's ear, " Im- 
patience adds to the load : whereas, 
a calm fubmiflion fenders it\more. 
fupportable." — Does the word of 
Revelation 'difpenfe fuch fpiritlefs 
and fugitive cordials? No, thofe 
facred pages inform us. That tri- 
bulations a#^ fatherly chafHfe- 
ments ; tokens of our maker's love, 
and fruits of his care : That they 

are 
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are intended to work in, as, the 
peaceable fruits of righteoufnefs, 
and to Vvork out fcr us, aa eternal 
weight of glory. 

\Should we, under the fumnions 
of death, have recourfe totlie moft 
celebrated 'comforters in tho heathpn 
world ; they would encreafe our 
apprehcnofins, rather than mitigate 
our dread. Death is reprefenjji^d, 
by the great mailer of their fchools, 
*• As the ft-ioil- iformidable of all 
evils." They wef« not able pofi- 
tiv.dy to determine, whether the 
foul furvived ; and never , fo much 
9« dreamt of the refurrection of 
the body. Whereas^ the book of 
God ilrips the monikr of his hor- 
rors, or turns him into a mefienger 
of peace: Gives him an angel's 
face, and a deliveter*s hand. Af- 
certaining to the fouls of the righ- 
teottp, an immediate tranflaiion 
in.to the regions of blifs j and en- 
furing to their bodies, a moft ad- 
vantageous revival, at the reftora- 
tion of all things. InelUmable 
book ! It heals the maladies of life, 
and fubdue* the fear of death. It 
ftrikes a ligl)tfome vifta through 
the gloom of the grave ; and opens 
a charming, a glorious profpe<St of 
immortality in the heavens. 

Theie, with many other excel* 
lencids peculiaj- to the fcriptures, 
•► ope would imagine, more than fuf- 
ficient, .to engage every fenfible. 
heart in their favour; and intro- 
duce them with the higheft.efteem, 
into every improved converfation ! 
Another very diffinouilhing pe- 
culiarity of ths facred writings is, 
the method of communicating ad- 
vice, cr adminiiiering reproof, by 
parables 5 a method, which levels 
itfelf to the loweft a|)prcheniic;iSj 
without giving offence to the moft 
fapercilious temper : yet is as 
ihuch foperior to plain unorna-c 
mented precepts, as the enlivened 
fcenes of a well, wrought tragedy 
arc mpre impreffive and afFedting^ 
than a fimple narration of the plot.

It has been, very juUIy femarkecji^ 
that this eloquence of iimiHtude^' Is 
equally afFeding to the wife, and 
intelligible to the ignori.i>t — It^ 
ihews rather than rtlates,'th(. point 
to be ijiullrated.— It has been ad- 
mired by the bell judges in all figes j . 
but never was carried to its higkcfl: 
perfedion, till our Lord fpcke th6 
parage of the Prodigal. r— Which 
has .a beauty that no yaraphrafe taii 
heighten :, a perfpicuity, that fen- 
ders all interpretation needlefs : 
and a force, which every reader; 
not totally infenfrblcj muft feet. 

The condefctnfioh and goodnefs 
of God are, every wht^re, confpi- 
cuous in the produdtions of nature ; 
he conveys to us the moft valuable - 
fruits, by the intervention of th^ 
lovelieft bloiToms. , Though tfce 
prelent is* itfelf, extremely accep- 
table^ he has give*h it an additi- 
onal endearment, by the beauties 
which array it, or the perfumes 
which furround it. In the pages 
of Revelation likewife, h^ hai 
communicited to us the moft. glo- 
rious truths, adorned with all the 
graces of cbmpofitioft : Such as' 
may polifh the nran of geni^s^ and 
improve the man of worth. Such 
as highly delight our imi?grnation/ 
even while they cultivate atrd re-, 
fine our morals. 
Who then would liot gladly re- 
, ceive that gracious, exhortation ^ ' 
'* Let the wcrd of (Shfi ft dwell- ir* 
you richly .^" Who would not wil- 
Uiigyy obey that behign command ; 
*• Thou ihalt talk of it, when thou 
iitteft in thine 'honfe, and when 
thou walkeft by the v/ay,- when thoa- 
Hell down, and wh^a thou rif^ft 
up." 

When wcconfideV the language 
of ihe. fcriptures,' and fOmfetimeV 
experience their energy ; other 
writings, though paliftied with thff^ 
riiceft toaches'of aft, only tin k lei • 
on the ear, or affcdt lis like ths 1 
ihepherd's reed. But thefe, even.. 
amidft ajl their iiobie negligence, 
N n ' V iirike. 
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ftrikc, alarm, tranfport us — Some- 
what like the foice of thunder, ,or 
the arch-angel's trumpet." 

When we, confider the contents 
of the fcriptures ; and Ipelieve our- 
fclves- interefted in the promifes 
ihey make, ^nd the privileges they 
confer, we are induced to c?y 
out, — ** What are all the other 
books in the world , compared with 
thefe invaluable volumes ! No more 
than an entertaining novel, or a few 
prudential rules for domcilic oeco- 
Homy, compared with a parent's 
will, a royal charter, or an impe. 
rial grant of titles and manors." 

All thefe circumftances remind 
us of anencoaiium>moft defervedly 



given to the Bible, which, though 
quite artlefs, is abundantly more 
expre^ve tha.n the moil laboured 
efforts of rhetoric. It came from 
the lips of a martyr, who, being 
condemned to die. for his inviolable 
adherence to the pare do^ines of 
fcripture, when he arrived at the 
flake, and had compofed himfelf 
for Execution, took his final leave 
in thefe affefting words, *' Fare- 
well fun and moon ! Farewell ' all 
the beauties of creation, and com- 
forts ofjife! Farewell my honoured 
friends ! Farewell my beloved re- 
lations \ A^d/are^well thou precious, 
precious book of God.'*

**Wifdom's ways are ways of plea- 
fantnefs, and all her paths (are 
paths) of peace.'* 

PLEASURE is theobjeatof mr^l 
men's purfuits ; what pains, 
toils and anxiety do they undergo to. 



arrive at her fummit. Yet compa- 
paratively fpeaking, there are but 
few, very few, who have right 
ideas, and conceptions of real, 
permanent, lafting pleafure ; for 
what one fort of men eileem a 
pleafure, it is not fo with another 
of different difpofitions. The 
drunkard can find no pleafure but 
in the gratification of his infati- 
able thirlt ; the epicure, or glutton, 
but in thegr.iiificatifin of his tafte ; 
the debauchee can find no pleafure 
but in the gratification of his flefhly 
lulls and appeates ; but to a ibber 
perfon, bow infatuated do thefe 
feveral votaries of pleafure appear ; 
to eiieem thoPe pleafures which are 
! calculated, directly, to lead to pain,. 
ficknef, and death; not only of 
natural deaths but of fpiritual 
death, and the punHhment of the 
foi>l, the mod noble part of man, 
which w-as formed by its divine 
Creator, for far more noble pur- 
pofes, than thofe of drunkennefs, 
gluttony, and debauchery. Thefe 
ibrdid gratifications will faon pal! 
the appetite, and render the vota- 
ries thereof, miferable in them- 
felves, and detrimental to'fociety, 

W ill- 
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•will make them beneath the regard 
cf their Maker/ and alfo will ren- 
der them contemptible in the eyes 
of all good men, who confult their 
reaforiing powers, who are not fo 
credulous, as to be carried down 
this popular torrent of ignorahce 
and infidelity ; but to ihofe who 
have a regard for another life, after 
this, (and certainly there is one, 
cither of happinefs or mifery, not- 
withftanding the artful infill nations 
of infidels to the contrary,) form 
quite different notions, ideas, and 
conc«ptions cf plcafure : they 
eileem it their highelx pleafure, to 
do their duty towards God and 
man, to make it th?ir meat, and 
drink, to do the will of their .hea- 
venly father, like their bleii'ed 
nulter ; they are perfuaded that 
there is a way that ieemeth right 
to man, but are truly convinced, 
from the woeful exj^ericnce of 
others, that the end thereof is the 
way of death. Now the wife man 
who hath hdrc ftated religion under 
thenameof pleafure or'wifdont, de- 
clareth, ** that her ways are plea- 
faiitnefs, and all her paths are 
peace;'" therefore it is the highell 
Virifdom for each of us, to take care 
and endeavour to fee u re, ''the 
one thing needful,*' I mean the 
foul, our immortal fouls. What 
are all th? pleafures of time, and 
fenfe, could we have fuch influence 
over mankind, as to command them 
at our will, when put into the ba- 
lance of erernity I No, they are 
DOt to be brought in competition 
with the realities of religion, which 
will be never fading joys, which 
will laft as long as God himfelf (hall 
endure ; there is a perpetuity in real 
j-eligion, but there is great uncer- 
tainty in all fubl unary enjoy- 
ments. Our bleifed Saviour hath 
fully decided this point even to the 
mean eft capacity, ** What will it 
profit a man, if he fhouldgain the 
whole world and lofe his own foul ; 
or, what (hall a man give in ex- 
change for his foul r" Surely no- 



thing. ' One foul outweighs ten 
thbufand worlds,' as Dr. Young - 
elegantly expreffes it. 

'I'his is ^ery obvious, for was I 
poftefTed of all the treafures of the 
world, and could-command all men 
at my nod, and was devoid of 
the hopes of eternal happinefs^ it 
woiilcf profit me nothing, fince my 
fhort life at the longeil will foon be 
over, and then like the fich fool, 
mentioned in the gofpel, where will 
be all thofe things which I fo anxi-- 
oufly and carpingly have provided ? 
Seeing, therefore, that riches can 
profit us nothing in the day of 
wrath, aAd that all fenfual plea- 
fures, and gratifications, will pall 
the appetite, and render us unfit 
for the enjoyment of them, and 
that nothing but that wifJom which 
is from above, I me^n true religion, 
can udminiftcr any jcomfort to us 
either in this worli-, or the next : 
therefore it ought to be our daily 
care and iludy to keep our confci- 

'ences void of offence, both towards 
God and man, as we mull certainly 
give an account, a ftrict impartial 
account to our Almighty Judge, 
how we have fpcnt our time on 

'earth, and whether wc fought to* 
adorn the dotlrinc of God our Sa- 
viour, .in all things : if this hath 
been our ultimate defign, and chief 
end we had in view, curing our 
life ti^ne, then when we come to 

. die, \Ve may loolc forward for a 
blefied immortality through the 
merits of Jefus Chrifl. I have 
often thought upon Mr. Addifbn*s 
dying words, and with wljat f<jem- 
ing rapture he made his exit ; when 
he was upon his death bed, he fent 
for a young man, who was a rela- \ 
tion to him, and dcfired him to' 
come immediately, as he had fome- 
thing of importance to comniuni- 
cate to him 5 the young man came 
with all the eageniefs and impa- 
tience pofTible,- thinking his dying 
iriend had fomething to fiy to him 
relating to his temporal sffiiirs : but 
when he came into bib prcfence, 
N n z and

rentle fquecze, fmiling in his face, 
faid, *^ Sue, in what peace a Chri- 
ilian can die."

T is indeed a very trite, but not- 
v;itKftanding that, a very true 
cbfervation, thit there are many 
more able td give advice, than to 
lake it; and for this, various rea- 
ibns may be affigned.

but not to be able to conduft one's 
own afFairs, is a vej-y humiliating 
cir'cumitance indeed. • • • 

True philofophy' h the "only fci- 
cnce that either fets us above the 
ucrcEty of afliing advice, or en- 
ables us to judge whether the advice 
that is given one, be fit to be fol- 



lowed. Thrrft are many people 
who woald perfuade us, that com- 
mon fenfe is the very fame thiag 
'with this philofophy. But theh; 
people^- miilake the capacity of at- 
taining, for the xhing attained. A 
man without common fenfe, or even 
defeftive in that poinr, will ne\'cr 
.be able to make himfclf mafter of 
that philofophy; but many thou- 
fands have not only excellent fenfe, 
but Common fenfe, and yet through 
want of application, never attain 
it. An initance of this will make 
the thing as clear as tTie fan at 
noon-day. 

There was an Italian bifliop who 
had ftrug^led through great diffi- 
culties, without repining, and who 
met with much oppolition in the 
difcharge of his epifcopal funftion, 
without ever betraying the leaft 
impatience. An intimate friend of 
his, who' highly admired thoie vir- 
tues, which he thought it impofli- 
ble to imitate, one day afked the 
-prelate, if he could communicate 
the fecret of being always eafy. 
*' Yes, replied the old man, I can 
teach you any fecret, and with great 
facility ; it confills in nothing more 
than in m.aking a right ufe of my 
eyes," His friend begged* him to 
explain hirpfelf, •* Mpft wil^ngly. 
returned tfre bifhop : In whatever 
ftatelam, I firtl of alllook uptohea^ 
ven, and \ remember that my prin- 
cipal bufinefs here, is to get there. 
I then look down upon the earth, 
and call to mind, how fmall a fpace 
I fiiall occupy in it, when I come 
to' be interr^^d. I then look abroad 
into the world, and obferve what 
multitudes there are, who are in 
all refpefts.m«'re unhappy -than my- 
ftlfi Thus I learn where true hap- 
pincfs is pkiced, whert all our cares 
muft end, and how very little rea- 
fon I have to repine or to com- 
plain." Your readers will caJily 
determine who had common fenfe, 
and who was the philofupher.

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SCRIPTURE GEOGRAPHY. 

A. N HISTORICAL AND GEOGRA- 
PHICAL ACCO-UNT OF PLACES 
MENTIONEp IN THE OLD AND 
NEW TESTAMENT, IN ALPHA- 
BE TIC At ORDER. 

[Continued from page 228,] 

EM^ROGEB-r-the fountain of 
Rogel, or the Fuller's fountain, 
was ^tuated at the foot of Mount Sion. 
Jolh. XV,. 7, 18. 

EpHpsu3,a very celebrated city of 
Jonia, in Afia Minor, lituated upon 
the river Cayfler. It was once much 
celebrated for it famous temple of Di- 
ana, which in every refped, accord- 
ing to the accounfS' given us by hea- 
then authors, exceeded all the moft 
celebrated buildings of antient times. 
It is faid to have been 425 feet long, 
220 broad, and tp have been fup- 
ported by 127 pillars of marble, 70 
feet high, whereof 27 werevmoft cu,- 
riouily wrought, and all the reft high- 
ly polilhed. One Ctefiphon, a fa- 
mous architeft in his time, conirivcd 
the model of it, and that with fo much 
art and curiofity, that it took up tWo 
hundred fears before it was finvfh^d. 
. After it was iinirticd, it was .feven 
times fet on fire, but once more ef- 
pecially on the very day Socrates was 
poifoned ; and at another time, on 
the fame night that Alexander was 
born. However, the Epheftan ladies 
enabled them again to rebuild it, in 
all its former magnificence, by their 
large and devout contributions. — And 
as this city was famous in the times 
of heathenifm for the temple of Diana, 
fo in the tiipes of Chriftianity, it was 
adorned with a beautiful and mag- 
nificent church,, honoured with the 
name of St. John, who for a confi- 
cerable time refided in this city, and 
goyei;ned the churches of Afia. This 
chprch is Hill Handing, concerning 
which, ahd the prcfent conditiong of 
the city, the following accpunt from 
Sir Paul Rycaut, p. 44. may be 
agreeable tp the reader, as from 
thence he may form fome idea of the 
jpagnificence of the ancietii cities. 



** But nothing appears more re- 
markable and ftately to a ftranger,ia 
h!s near approach to this place, than 
the caftle on the hill, and that lofty 
fabric of St John's church now con- 
verted to a Turkifh mofque ; the bigr 
geft pillar in which is five TurkiSi 
pikes and an half in compafs, which 
is upwards of four Engliih yards. 
Thefe lifting up their heads amongft 
other I'uins, and humble cottages of 
the prefent inhabitants, feem to pro- 
mife that magnificent ilruiflure which 
renowned and made famous this citf 
in antient hifto/y. But at the en- 
trance a perfon flumbles at. pillars of 
porphyry, and finds an uneaiy paffage 
over fubverted temples and palaces : 
the memory of what they have been is 
not prefened by tradition, and few or 
no infcriprions remain to direft us. 
Some marks there afe of ,a building 
more ample and ftately than the reft^ 
which feems to have been featcd in the 
fuburbs of the city without the walls, 
and therefore gives us caufe to con- 
jedure it to have been the temple of 
Diana, the metropolitan (hrineofall 
others dedicated to that goddefs, an- 
tien rly adjoining to the Ortygfan 
grove and Cenchrean ftream, wnere 
Ihe and ApoHo were reported in fables 
to be born from L^tona. This pro-* 
bably might have been the temple of 
'that goddefs, which all Afia and the 
world worihipped, caufed thai violent 
oppofitiop, which the filverfmith made 
to the preaching of Chriftianity. Un- 
der the ruins of this temple we de- 
fcehded about thirty ftairs, with lights 
irv our hands, where we entered into 
divers narroui^ pafTages, with many, 
windings and turnings, that it was 
necefTary to make ufe of a clue of 
thread to guide us, which fome there- 
fore call a labyrinth, but tp me it 
feemed no other than the foundation 
of the temple, which for fabrics of 
that weight and magnificence is ne- 
Qefiary, (as I conceive) according to 
the rules of architedlure. The air be- 
low was moift, and of a furcating 
heat, which nourifhed batts of a pro- 
digious bignefs, which oftentimes 
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ftruck out our torches as enemies unco 
light » and companions of thofe fpi- 
rits which inhai}it the ftygian dafk- 
neTs. Not far from hence was a ilate- 
ly cavatory of porphyry, called St. 
John's font, the diameter of which 
was above feven Turkifh pikes, where- 
in (it is reported) he baptized great 
snalfitudes of believers. Not far from 
hence was (hewn t»s the cave of the 
icven (hepher^s, the (lory of which 
(whether true or falfe) is yet current 
through the. world, and believed fo 
far by the ChrilUans who inhabited 
Ephefus, that they have created a cha- 
pel in* memory of them, part of which 
remains unto this day, and the paint- 
ing is yet not wholly defaced.— The 
l!icatrc is aim '^ft wholly dellroyed, few 
feats beings there remainii^g ; and of 
other ruins no certain knowledge can 
be had, the infciiptions whicti are 
found being for the mo ft par& fo dis- 
figured and broken otF from the por- 
tab of gates and triumphal arches, as 
that they can little facisfy any man's 
curiofity, 

*' Over, a gate, which appears to 
have been in the middle of the city, 
are divers fteel plates, plain^ not much 
defaced, which feem to reprcfent the 
ftory of Heftor's body drawn about 
the city of Troy by Achilles, but^ 
without reafon, fancied by fome to be 
a dcfcription of the firft chrillian per- 
fecudons. For I having no fuch 
llrength of imagination to repreftnt 
it to me in thit form, and obferving 
likewife that the ftoncs do not exadly . 
fquare each with the other, am induced 
to believe, that they were fetched 
from fome other place, and fixed there 
for ornament in (nore modern times. 
<rhe Aqua devet on the call fide, 
agreeable to the anticnt magnificence 
and honour of fo renowned a tiiy, ap- 
pears not very antique, at lead feems 
to have been repaired in latter times, 
in regard that fome ftones, which are' 
(pund rfiere^ arc referved in the waJl^, 



with infcriptions denoting Marcus 
Aurelius ; and therefore feem to have 
been placed by the Turks^ as cafaill? 
they came to hand, at. the cicne they 
firll took pofTeffion of that city, whea 
for (bme years it flouriihed even ia 
theirdays, before theOtton:ian fami- 
ly became mailers- of Couiiiantino- 
ple, ^or thofe parts of the LtiTc: 
Afia. But now the relicks of the 
Gentiles, the ChriUlans, and the 
Turks, are fub verted and lie un- 
known, and heaped promifcuoufly to- 
gether ; for the \^hole town is nothfnj 
but a habitation of herdfmen and far- 
mers, living in low and humble co:- 
tages of dire, covered on the top wich 
earth, fhcltered from the extremity of 
the weather by mighty mafles of n>- 
ined walls, the pride and odencation 
of former days, and the emblem in 
thofe of the frailty of the world, and 
the tranfient vanity of human glory. 
Fori cannot but with many refledions 
on the wifjom and providence of Al- 
mighty God, (who caflls down on^ 
and raifes up another) and on the 
ftrange alteration and metamorpholis 
lof worldly things, take a profpeA of 
this city of fiphefus being as well 
changed in the vanity of names as of 
condiiions. ^ar, as Pliny faith, 
during the Trojan war it was called 
Alope, then Ortygia, then Morgas, 
then Ephefus, 'and t>ow by the Turks 
Ayafaiuck. This place, where oace 
Chrirtianicy fo flouriihed, as to be a 
mother churh, and the Sec of a me- 
\ tropjlitan Bilhop, cannot noiv (hsw 
one family of Chrlilians ; fo haih 
the fec-ct provi.iencs of God difpoiei I 
humanr affairs, — coo deep and my fte- 1 
rious for us to enter into." I 

It is well known that St. lohn not ' 
only pafied a great part of his life at 
Ephefus, but died there ; and Timo- i 
thy, St. Paul's difciple, was made 
firtt Bifhop of Ephefus by the ApolUe, 
who laid his hands on him,— i Tim, 
iv. J4. and 2 Tim. i. 6. |

FOREIGN MITELLIOENCE. 

Manheim, November 15. . , 

XHE letters .from Munich cannot Juffi- 
ciently. extol the politcand afFableifcon- 
of the king of Swe4eD^ diiriag his 
abode in .that city. On his arrival, the 
monarch, alighted at thcdty ^ate, aotf 
walked up to thp houfe wjhcre he was to 
lodge. On . calling for the hoft, he aflced 
him for the apartments intended fot the king 
and his fuit. Being, informed of the price, 
** Vou ai%^ too little (faid he), kings do 
not come every day. to lodge with you." 
Upon this the hoft replied, " the honour 
done me by the monarch fills my heart fuf- 
ficiently; why ihould I make him pay 
more than another?'* Some perfons who 
occupied the firft and fecond floors of that' 
houfc were preparing t^ ^uit them ; which 
the king perceiving prevented, faying, 
•* that his majefty had good legs, ^and could 
very well get up to the third itory**' At 
the fame time the monarches retinue arrived ; 
»nd honeft Albert (the hoft) found with fur- 
prize that he had been fpeaking with the 
king in 'perfon. The king went to the play, 
the hoft gave a ball, at which were prefeut 
upwards of 200 perfons. The king fpoke 
with great affability to the widow of the 
learned Oofterwalt who was prefeht. On 
his departure, hh maj^efl-y mjidc a prefcnt tp 
the hoft of a gold watch and ehain, and 
24 ducats. / 

Viepna, .Nov. 15. Accordii\g to letters 
from' the frontiers of Turkey, o{ the ad of 
this month, a total revolution has happened 
in the ^ttoman miniftry. The grand vifier 
and the grand admiral have ^.lone preferved 
theiy: dffices. It 4S added xhat the Engliih 
ambafTadox has declared openly to the rcis 
eticndi, or minifter of foreign affairs, that 
the king his mafter would fee with pjeafurc, 
thatthe grand fignior thought fcriqully of 
reconciling himfelf with the two imperial 
courts, as a longer delay might caufe a ge- 
neral c«>ni)agcatidn, the confequences of 
-which would not be favourable to the Ot- 
toman empire. 

Weft-PrwlRa, Nov. 15, At the depar-J 
tvre ofthepoft, accounts were received, that 
all the powers to whom the Dantatickert 
have applied for affiftance hftve declined 
granting their reqiseft, and have ady'iM 
them tp agree to the demand of Prutfia ; 
and a private letter from that city has thf 
following paragraph : " pUr firmnefs will 
profit ti$ nothing, and "thus we. Ihall be 
t»hUged to give, way, ind we hope three 
vreeki vifill.iermitJate tl»e ,wliole affair be- 
tween u4>ii4 hii iPrulTuti tffajeft) ." 



Vienna, Dec. 3. We- Rear that ' th* * 
plague has ceafed in that part qf thefrQoi- 
tiers of Turkey, which borders on Poland, 
and the quarantine isftopt.. The Ruifiaik 
^roops thcro make no miovcmehts, aiVd • the 
winter, which begins to be felt, feem^ to 
indicate that hoftiKties will "npt be com- 
menced this year. '.

of hunger; he was Tdund in a fequeftered .' 
corner^ qf the priCon, ftarved to death }^-^ 
jdly, There are at prefent upi^ards often 
thonfand fugitives abroad, and near ten thou-* 
fand prlfoners confined in the difierent gaols 
at holne. ' ♦ ' 

A gentleman of the namd ofWilfon, who 
|8 now^ about 66 years of age, vHio inherited 
an eftate of abou: one thou (and pounds a year 
in Cortiwall^ when only 23, fet off (within 
a year of his father's death) for the Conti- 
nent on his travels, and it is vety remark- 
able that he has cdntinuied on his travels ever 
fince. He has rode on hoiTeback, wilhonn 
£rrvant', over the grtateftpart of the worlds 
He firft viewed every Eoropean country, 
fpending eight years in doing it.

tories in Africa, tp- the fouth of the Medl- 
; terrJme^n, Bgypt, Syria, &c. and- all- the 
dominions of thie Gr?fhd Signior ; Went twite 
through Perfi a, ot^ce through the Nofthefji, ' 
and once through the Soutlicrh provinces,, all 
over f Adia, 'Indblla^,'Jiiam', I'egu, «cc. made 
fewerkl excurfions , into China, fdr fome^' 
months each time. He was twelve, yearslin '. 
the Eatt InJies. ' He afterwards on his fe- 
vanif ftopjjtfd at thtt Cape of Good Hope, pe- 
netrated far into Africa, and on his return - 
injr to the Cape, rook the opportunity of a 
fiiip that went to ftatavia,' and from tfhence 
viewed moft of the iflands ift the great Indian 
Archipelago.

man to drefs fome 'beef-fteaks, and "while 
preparations were making as if for fopper, 
they got on the roof of the prifon, froos 
whence they Uswerfed themfehres into Clerk- 
tinwell-clole, by means t>f fbpes fsftened t6 
the ftoncs on tfhe parapet Mrtth iron hooks, la 
defcendlhg, they brought dtown a VC17 large 
ftone froni the parapet, and alf6 the bunch of 
^apes over the ddor of the public hooife ad» 
Joining tothciprifon gate | upon the noife oc- 
cafioned thereby, a purfait enfucd, but the 
fugitives efcap'ed.— On Tuefday morning 
Thomas Cook and one' Burdet, were appre- 
hended b^r the watch aisMKla»c&d VewTown, 
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as being fufpicious charaAers i and on 
icarching'them a pair of loaded ptftok, and a 
crape foi covering the face, were found in the 
pockets of each. Cook was taken back to 
Bridewell, and Burdet was^ yefterday cofti- 
ani tied to New PrifoB, on a char^ of bur- 
glary exhibited agaipA him f«>mc weeks ago. 
The fame day Redgrave and Dinmorc ap- 
prehended, at her lodgings in Brook's market, 
a woman, who had cohabited With Randal, 
•n a cKar^e of her having brought into 'Brrde- ' 
.well the implements, by means of which the 
e&ape was completed ; ^nd prefently aft^r 
thef^me oficei^ took into coftody,'at ahoufe 
upon Saffron-hill, a man, being a^icofed of 
/ haringmade, byorrftr of the woman who^ 
lived with Randal, the grappling irans, and' 
affixing them to the ropes, 'whereby the pri- 
foaers lowered thenifelves from the roof of 
the pirii^n into the fti'^eet. They were fc. 
cared in New Prifon. 

Toefday evening betw^n, five and. fix 
o'clock, as two young men were coming from 
Stepney, they were attacked by two foot* 
•pads, who*oQ their making reAitance cut off 
the hand of one of them, and gave him fe- 
deral wounds, after which they robbed him 
• «f his watch, money, and huckle;i ; his com- 
panion was likewife much wounded, and 
ivith difficnlty made his efcape. It is thought 
the young. man who has loH his haii<l canuoc 
ffccover. 

OnThorfday night a ladv of diftinAion, 
of Charfevftrect, Berkley- iqu a re, was rob 
Wd in her carriage, in Grofvenor-fquare, of 
her purfe, containing a few guineas and 
iiome filver, by two young highwaymen. 

On Thurfilay at noon the fcflions ended, 
vhen the recorder pafled fentence of death 
on the 24 capital convi^^ at the Old Bailey ; 
he made apathetic and intere^ing l)>eech to 
them ttpoo the melancholy occasion, which 
affei^ed moffc of them in a very forcible 
manner. 

.Btfides the 24 unhappy objeAs who were 
papiully convicted this leGioos ar theX)ld- 
Bailey, there were no fevier than 90 cffen- 
jjten caft for fimple felonies! A circumftance, 
^we are ai&rcd, never before known in the 
annals of the abov€ coart. 
. On the ^th inft. the following convifts 
were brought out of the debtor's door df 
Newgate, and executed on a gallows ereded 
on a Scaffold (oppofite Newgate) in the Old- 
^Bailey, accor<Kngto th^ir fentcnce, viz. 
John Burke, for robbing Thomas Fellows 
.^n <he highwa^r of a metal watch, &c. 
John Wallis, alias Pox, Richard Martin, 
and Frances Warren, ajias Ballenger, for ^ 
breaking into the hpufe of Eleanor Paynes, 
at Hanipftead, and ftealing a quantity of 
wet linen; George Morley, for robbing Mr. 
Qroote on the highway of a metal watch 
and fome money $ Samnel Wilfon, for coin- 
ing and counterfeitihg Ihillings and iix- 
pi^iipes ; JohA^i.a\|tlerj for breakin|^ into the 



houfc of Judith $taney, in St. BJartin'i- 
lane, and Healing fome bed-cuvtatos ani 
wearing apparel ; William - Monro, for 
foi-ging the accepttoer ^ a loK note t Wm. 
BuOiby and Franoia Buil%, for returning 
(nooL tfaori^tationbefore the eirij^iratton of 
their time. Tkey were attended by the 
two" (herii{s,under4berif, the city- marihals, 
and conllables. 

On this octaiionthe Hew mode o^fxttn- 
tion took piaoe- in the Old- Bailey; A la^^t 
•fcaflfold, with ar finking floor, (f<mifwhat 
finiilar to the, mj^chine whiw* was con- 
ftru^led many year's lince for ihe execution 
of the unfortunate lord f^^rret^) ^te en^ti 
(bmc pacea. to :tho^fiortk of-thft debtor's 
door. The gilUrs^and ,raiis were painted 
fable ; and t^e fckffdld hung with black 
cloth ; clofe to tlic wAlI of the J;aol were 
twQ exalted feat*' for the iheriflfe. Sung witli 
the fjme fu'ndreal tiolotir. The place of exe- 
cution was fecured- frotn tnterrnption frtm 
carriages by large ftrong rails at theavenues. 
The mourn ful found of the paf&ng bells 
began the fatal ceremony. After the' unhappy 
^prifoncrs had attended divine lenriceinthc 
chapel, thif procecided through vlhfe'd*btor*s 
door along a temporary covered paflage, 
and afcended'the itraffold, where, Warren, 
the woman f fainted at the doleful fcene,-* 
They wert all tofcrably ditffed, and be- 
haved in a devout manner— Near an hoar 
clapfed before the fatal fignal was ^iren 
when they were all launcbed into eternity. 

CXn the x«d, John Cfark (a journeyman 
ilioeraaker) for the wilful mu rder of Thos. 
Johnfoo, a felbw-craft, "between whoi| 
there had been an iuttmacy^ and drinking 
togetker almoft the whole day, when after 
parting a fuddou emotion of jealoufy of 
intimacy betWeci^ a woman, with whom he 
cohabited^ janid the deceafed, he went after 
and dabbed him in the belly with a welt- 
kitirc, of which he died on the mornipg of 
the thi^^ day ; was executed ^ppoHte ^Iew- 
gate, purfuant to his fehtence. 

^m Monday the 23d ind. about noon, 
fome Ihoplifcers ftole out of a jeweller's 
<hop near St. Paul's, two valuable minlamre 
piflures /et in gold for bracelet;^ Urung 
with upwards of looo pearls. 

On Wedncfday the zSth inft, an old of- 
fender was committed to jJcw Prifon, by 
William Heckford, Ffq. of Twickenham, 
for breaking open f^veral houfes in aad 
about that neighbourhood.

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CIFB AWD CHARAC'^ER OP THE 
REV. »R. EDWARD YOUNO^ 

ISff'uh bis Portrait^ a fbikbg likenefs 
cttdoufly eJigfaved.J 

THIS juWy celebrated autlior 
. was the only ion of Dr. Ed- 
ward Young, an eminent^ learned^ and 
judicious divine. Dean of Sarutn, 
Fellow of Winchcfter Cbllege, and 
Itedlorof Upham, in Hamplhire. He 
was born 1684, at Upham, and after 
being educated in Winchefter College, 
was chofen on the foundation of New 
College at Oxford, O^ober 13^ 1703, 
when he was nineteen years of age ; 
but thei'e being no vacancy of a Pel- 
iow(hip, he removed before l%c expi-

ration of the year to Corpus Chriftv 
where h« entered himfelf a Gentle- 
man Commoner. 

In 1708, he .was put into a Law 
Fellowship, at All Souls, by Arch- 
bifljop Tennifon, Here he took the 
degree of B. C. L. in 1714, and in 
1719,0^ C. L. In this year he pub^ 
lifhed his tragedy of Bufiristin '172I9 
the Revenge, and in i7Z3,*the Bro-. 
thers ; about this time he publiihed 
his elegant Poem on the Lalt Day. He 
foon after publifhed the Force of Re^ 
ligion, or VanquiihM Love, a poem 
which alfo gave much pleafure to mofl 
who read it, but more efpecially to 
the noble family, for whofe enter-' 
tainmenc it was principally written* 
Thefe poems met with fuch fuccefs 
as to procure the author the particular 
friendfhip of feveral of the nobility, 

Pp $ 9aid 
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aad axneng the reft the patronage of 
tkcDuke of Wharton. By his Grace's 
Tccoimnendat'Oi), he declared hix|[)felf 
a candidate for Member of Parjiaipent 
for Cirenccftcr, but did not fpccced. 
His nobte patron honoured Mm with 
his company to All 6ouls, and 
through hi^ inftance and perfuafion 
was ac the expence of crefting a c©n- 
fiderahle p^rt of the New Buildings 
^en carrying on in that College, The 
turn of his miqd leading him to divi- 
nity he quitted the law, which he fead 
never pra6tifed, and taking orders, 
was, appointed Chaplain in Ordinary 
IP King George IJ. April, 1728. 

Aboutthis time he publifhed a Vin- 
dication of Providence in quarto, and 
ibon after his Eftimate of Human Life, 
in the fame fize ; which have gpne 
through feveral editions at izmo. and 
^re thought by many to be che bell of 
his prQle performances. In 1730, he 
was prefented by his college to ihe rec- 
tory of Welwyn, in Hertford (hire, re- 
puted ^'orth 300I. per ann. be^Tdes ihe 
lordfbip of the manor knnpxed to it. 
^He was married in 1731, to Lady 
Betty Lee, widow of Colonel Lee, and 
daughter to ;he Earl of Litchfield j (a 
lady of an eminent genius and great 
political talents) who brought him a 
fon and heir not long after their mar- 
riage. 

Though always in high efteem with 
many qf the iirft rank, he never rofe 
to great preferment. He was a favqu- 
,rite of the late Prince of Wales, his 
prefent Majefty's father, and for fome 
years before his death " was a pretty 
cohitant attendant at Court ; but up- 
on the Prince's deceafe, all his hopes 
of farther riling in the church were 
*at an cncf ; and towards the latter part 
of hi'j life, his very dcfire of it feemed 
po be iaid| afide ; however, upoii the 
. <ieath of Dr. Hales, in 1761, he wa? 
appointtdf clerk of the cjbfet to the 
Ptmcqfs Dowager of Wales. 
' In the year 174.1, he had the un- 
happinefsto lofe his wife, and both her 
children, which fhe had by her fir ft 
huiband.' They all died within a fhort . 
lime of each other ; that he felt greit 
z 



ly for their lofs, as well as for that of 
his^ lady, may eafily be perceived by 
his fine poem of the Night Thoughts, 
Pcca(io|ied by it. This was a fpecies 
of poetry peculiarly Jiis Ofvn, and ha$ 
been unrivalled by ail who ha,ve at- 
tempted to copy him. His applaafe 
here wa& defervedly great. * The un- 
happy bard '' lyhofe griefs in ^telting 
numbers flow, and melancholy joys 
difFufe around," has been often fang 
by the profane as well as pious. They 
were written, as before obfervcd, on- 
^ der the recent preffqre of his forrow 
for the lofs of his wite, and his daughter 
and fofs-in-law ; they are addrefled to 
Lorenzo, a Man of Pleafure and thie 
World, and who, it is generally fup- 
pfSied (and very probably) was his own 
fon, then labouring under his father's 
difpleaf ure. His fpn-in-law is faid 
to be cnara£lerized by Philander, and 
l|is daughter was<:ertainly the peffon he 
ipeaks of under the appellation of Nar- 
cifTa: in her laft illnefs he accompa- 
nied her to Montpelier in the South 
of France, wp-e Ihe died foon after 
her arrival in that city. 

He wi ote his Conjectures on Original 
Compohtion, when he was turned of 
eighty ; and the Reiignanon a Poem, 
was pqblifhed a fhort time before his. 
death. He died in his parfonage 
houfe, at Welwyn, April 12, 1765, 
and >V21$ buried according to his own 
defire (attended by all che poor of the 
parifh) under the altar-piece of that 
church, by the fide of his wife. This 
altar-piece is reckoned one of the molt 
curious in the kingdom, being s^dorn* 
ed with an elegant piece of needle* 
work, by the Lady Betty Xoung. 
. Before his death* hp ordered all his 
manufcripts to be burnt ; tbofe that 
knew how miich he exprefied in a 
fmall compafs, and tha( he never 
wrote on trivial fubjedls, will lament 
both the excefs of his modefty (if I 
may fo term it) and the irreparable 
lofs to ppilerity ; efpecially when it is 
confidered, that he was the intimate ac- 
quaintance of Addifon, and was him- 
lelf one of the writers of the Spcd^a- 
tors. 

He 
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He left an only fon and heir, Mr. 
f redcricjc Yottifg, who had the firft 
part of his education at Wincheflpr- 
SJiooI^ and becoming a fcholar upon 
the foundation, was fent to New Col- 
lege, in Oxford; but there being no 
yacancy (though the fociety waited for 
one no lefs |;han two years,) he was 
admitted in the mean time in Baliol 
College, where he behaved To impru- 
dently as to be forbidden the college. 
This mifcondu£l difobliged his fathpr 
fo much, that he never would fuffer 
him to come, into hi$ fight afterwards : 
however, by his will he bequeathed to 
him, after a few legacies, his. whole 
l^rtune, which was confiderable. ^ 
., As a Chriftian and Divine, he might 
be faid to be an exap>ple of primeval 
piety, he gave a remarkable inftance 
of this one Sunday, when, preaching 
in his. turn at St. James's ; for though 
he fb-ove to gain the attention of his 
andience, . when he found he could 
not prevail, his pity for their folly ^ 
got the better df all cjecorum ; he fat 
pack in the pulpit and burft into a 
flood pf tears. . 

His turn of mind was naturally fo- 
kmn ; and he ufually, when at home 
in the country, fpent many hours in 
a day, walking among the tombs in 
his own church-yard : his converfa- 
tion as well as writings, had all a re- 
ference to a future life : yet notwith- 
ilanding this gloominefs of temper, he 
was fond of innocent fports atidamufe- 
xnents : he inftituted an a£embly and 
a bowling-green* in his parifti, and of- 
ten promoted the mirth of the compa- 
ny in pcrfon. His wit was^ver poig- 
nant^ tind always levelled at thofe who 
(hewed any contempt for decency and 
xeligian.' His epigram fpoken extem- 
pore upon Voltaire is well known : 
Voltaire happening to ridicule Mil- 
tpn's allegorical Perfonages of Death 
^nd $in9 Dr. Young thus addreiTed 
him :-rr 

Thou art fo witty, profligate, and thin, 
Thou fecm*ft a Milton with his Death and 

Sin. 

j^epublifhed a coIIe£lion of fuch of 



his works as he thought the be(l| 1761^ 
in four volumes in duc>decimb, and 
another was publiOii^d fince. Aniong 
•thefe, his fatires intitled the Love of 
fame, 01^ ,the Univerfal Paflion, are 
by mo(l confidered as his principal 
performance next to the Night 
Thoughts. They are finely charadle* 
riftic of that exceffive prid? or rather 
folly of following prevailing falhions, 
and aiming to be more than we real- 
ly are, or can poflibly be. They 
were written in early life ; and if 
fmoothnefs of ftile, brilliancy of wit, 
aiid fimplicity of fnbjed can enfure 
applaufe, our author may demand it 
oh this occafion.

ding honours gnd emoluments, the 
benefits of true piety, efpecialjy in the 
views of death, and the moft anan- 
fwerable arguments in fupport of the 
foul's immortality and a. future ftate* 
This work' has ^cceeded more than 
any oth^r moral poem, of fuch con- 
fiderable bulk, fince Milton's Paradife 
Loft.

REy. DR. JOSEPH HALI^ 

LATE LORD BISHOP OP NO&WICH*

THIS very eminent prelate was 
born at Afhby.le-la-Zouch, 
L.eicefterlhire, in 1574; his father 
having a imail eftate in (hat county. 
I Having gone through grammar. 

learning. 
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•learning, he was fent to fioilh his 
iftadle^ in Emamiel cpllege, C^m** 
hridge, where Ke took his degrees^ 
and became one of t^e feUpws. 
During his day at ooOege^^e y^as ib 
remarkable for his graceful oratcry« 
that he was called the £%gJift 
Seneca; and indeed, if any per^^ 
will carefoHy p^rufe his writingss^ 
^t will be found, that he .\^a9 not 
imdeferving of fuch an appellation,^ 
After fi^en years ^nt in tbe. 
'.univerfity, he kft it with gyeat ap^ 
planfe, and was pr«l>nted to., the 
living of Haldedin Suifolk, by Sit. 
ThomaeDrttry;; and there ke m4r'^ 
tied a wife, with whom he lived 
happily forty -nine years. In 1605 
h« went over to Flaijders with Sir 
JBdwar^^Ccn, where he had an 
opportunVjJt of makitig himfelf j^f- 
4}uainited with all the fuperfljtious 
practices in the church of Rome, 
^and entered into conferences with 
feveral of their prieils. Upon his 
return home, he was prefented to 
tjie living oi Waltham in Eflex, 
^nd foon after took hi« degree as 
dodlpr in divinity- He was at the 
fame time appointed chaplain to 
Jienry prince of Wales, who took 

treat pleafure in reading fome of 
is pioua meditations^ and was par- 
ticularly chimed with two fermons 
lie had heard him prea<h at court. 
Dr. Hall, however, did not much 
relilh a life at court; and having 
^itbtained hia difmiffion, he retired

in rjlove^bcff that year be waj 
tranflated' to the fee of Norwich;

ted prifoners to i;he tower. In 1642 
he was releafed, op giving a bond of 
three thoufand pounds fecarity^ 
and then- he retired to Norwich, 
where he lived peaceably about a 
year* But at that time the aiSt of 
fequeflration having palTed, he was 
mentioned in it' by naxne, and all 
Kis revenues were feized on.

Mattel^ 
had imbibed the fame opinions, but 
propofed them after the inamier of 
xhe ick&fyU bf the Magi» He dda. 
bliflied two principles, one of which 
was piirc lights whcoh he called Qod^ 
the other a dark mmter, rhe.canfe df 
all evil^ and to this he gave a iotkl^ 
or a principle of lifs. From the iiti' 
vfnit^^ aceord^hg to kts tiodons, 
p^there predeeded two fpirits, who'hjt^ 
part in 'th9 di'^ne natore antlx fu1>^ 
Itance; but who were inferior co God 
the Son,, who dwelt in the fun and 

moon. 
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noon, and the Holy Spirit, Wbo had 
air for his habitation. From ^hc iu- 
preme God, there came, or em arreted, 
the Eons, pure fpirits, infinite in 
nutnhier, who did not ttuly partake 
of the divine nature^ b^it who, with 
God 2U their head, formed the king- 
dom of light. Manes then faid, that 
there became a difference' between the 
. princij)le3ofIight,andthatofdarkners, ' 
which occafioned a mixture of a cer- 
tain part of light with a Certain part 
of darknefs, the refult of which was 
our vilible world. From this mix-, 
tare, man was formed, compofed of 
a pre-exiftent fpirit, and mattef, or 
a body, that had been added to it, 
and which made his fate perfe6l]y de- 
plorable. He did, however, attri- 
bute to God, the creation of the 
worldy and of man ; and he added, 
di^t the Stipremi^ Being affedled with 
a view of the miferies of human crea- 
> tures, fent his fon into the world with 
thejappearance of ahiimanbody, who, 
by j^ropofing his doftrine to men, had 
^ reminded them of their heavenly ori- 
' gin, and had' ^ven them, with his 
l^recepts^ an example of jnortifying 
the idefh^ iti order to raife the foul to 
a fuperior region* This Herefiarch 
placed the height of ChriiUan perfec- 
tion in defpiilng all ph^afure, in the 
contempt of all carnal gratifications, 
and in the leading an auflere and re- 
li^ous life, hy tl^ means of which, 
bis followers, were to arrive at Hea- 
von. in order to gain greater autho- 
rity. Manes wanted to pafs for the 
ApoiUe of Jefus Chriil, faying, that 
though ht came the laflx into the 
world, he was thecjiief ^^ he pretendr 
cd to hav6 frequent revelations, en* 
deavouring to perfuade his difciple's, 
that he had been taken up into hea- 
veDj and that he bad brought from 
thence the dodirine he' taught them. 
He rejected entirely the Old Tefta- 
-ment, and even the New he mixed 
and corrupted with his chimerical no- 
ti5ns, and likewife added to it a gof- 
» pel of his own, andibme apochry- 
phal books* 



In the beginning of this csentury* 
Noetus of Smyrna/ a layman/ fpread 
at Ephefus an heretical dodrine, 
which was immediately refated by 
HippOlytut. He taught Chat there 
was but one perlbn in the ]>ivinity. 
About the middle of this age, mis 
fame herefy was renewed by 9abel- 
lius, of Ptoleinais ; and as his saiB^ 
intirely effaced all heretics who were 
of the fame opinion, fo his dodrine^ 
even to this day, is called SabelHa- 
niijn. It confifled in denying all dif- 
ference between the divinttyi in ac- 
knowiedgin^*one God ^ and one divine 
perfon, entirely de^roying tbe divi- 
nity of the Son of God. ^abelUas 
preceded Paul of Safliofate^ Pliottn^ 
and the iSociniati8< 

Paul of Samofatt made great dolfi*. 
He was the bifhopof the'ckurchof 
Antioch, i« Syria. He was a proftd 
and wicked man, whofe life aaiWeved 
to his charafter^ All the dtferei^ 
between his herefy and that of Sabet* 
lias, coniifled in that the one attack- 
ed the do£(rin6 x>f the Trinity in ge^ 
neral, the other aimed principally at 
fettin^; afide the divinity of Chrifli 
teaching that he was only d mm man 
wbo had no exigence before his con- 
ception, and birth. Thefe erroneous 
tenets. Us well as the wicked, lifi^ of ^ 
Pattl> were condemn^ by two gene* * 
ral couiftils held at Antioch, the firfl 
in the year 265 ; the fecond in the 
years 269 and 270. The laft of chefe 
depofed him^ and placed Domnus in 
his room. 

To thefe herefies wA« added many 
dreadful difj^ut^, which caufed 
much trouble in the church, Thtf 
fchifm of the Nbvatiahs was the prin- 
cipal. This left took theif names 
from their founders Novat and Nova«> 
the fifft a prieftof the church

of Carthage, the other of that of 
Blome. Novat while he lived at 
Carthage, (hewed great indulgeace • 
to thofe who coBliilttced great crimes, 
and would, notwi^ftanaing the ve- 
hement oppdfition of biihop Cypriaoj 
immediately recdvc tbem inter the 

-com* 
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eommunion of the churchy ivithoiit 
aoy preceding penance.^ Novacian 
irap|>orted the diredl contrary at Rome, 
ag^inH. Pope Cornelius. Novat, 
condemned at Carthage, and expelled 
liis own churchy cam<^ to Jjlome, met 
wieh Novatiauy embraced his opin- 
lon» which be afterwards defended 
with §8 much wariath, ^ he .had for- 
merly done the contrary* Both chefe 
Iief«fiarch3 .were excommunicated , at 
RpmOy and formed feparace aiTemblies, 
aud . laid, it down for a fundamental 
tenet, that the church ofChrift ought « 
to.be pure and free from every llain j 
and (]{^at the fuiner who had once, fair 
len into any ofFenc^ could not again 
becom^.a member of it, though they 
did v«& refuie him. the hopes of 
eternal life. The k& of the No- 
vatians had a great number of fol< 
lowers, and ,lafted for fome centu- 
Tics. Novatian. wrote a great many 
tijeatifes, and .ma^f, be numbered a- 
mong the ecckfiaflical writers of this 
cen&tti^. There are ibme writings of 
his that have been, and even ^now 
are, attribated to fome great perfons; 
the mo£t part of then) are loH^ This 
firft difference produced another, 
wiu^ arofe from tlie baptifms of he- 
reticks. Noyatian re-baptized all 
thofe who came into his church, 
though they beforehad been duly bap- 
tized. From hence a queflion wa^ flar l. 
cd among the orthodox divines, whe- 
ther heretics, vipoi[i their repentance, 
and reception ii^to the churchy (hould 
not again b6 baptized. 

St. Cyprian, ^with the churches of 
Africa, fuppofted the affirmative. 
Popa. Step]ien» at Rpmc, a proud 
pnlafe, w^s of the contrary opinion : 
thedifpute was carried on with much 
warmth on both fides ; and the.bifhop 
of Rome did not (hew on this occa- 
£00, either true charity or the love of 
peace. The firit general council of 
Nice alone could 4^cide thefe dif- 
pcttBs. (

A DESCRIPTION /of THE MOST 
MATERIAL MONUMENTS IN 
THE OPEN PARTS OF THE AB'- 

bey; . ' 

IN order to point out thefe wl;h a 
proper degree of uniformity, we 
(hall begin at the eafl end of the fouth 
fide of the choir, and pafs^regr-larly 
round the fame to the north crofs ; 
from thence to the weft door, and rci- 
turn on tlie fouth fide 10 the plac^ 
from whence we fat out. . 

On leaving the gate which enclofes 
the chapels on the fouth fide, thefirH 
monument that prefents itfelf is oft 
the right hand, ere£led to the memo« 
ry of Robert South, 0. D. 

This gentleman is reprefented in a 
cumbent pofture, dreflei in his cano- 
nical habit, with his arm refling oii' 
a cuniiod, an^ his right hand on a 
death's head. In his left he holds a 
book, with his fitiger between the 
leaves, as ifjufl clofedfrom reading, 
and over his head is a group of che- 
rubs jfTuing from a mantling, under 
which is a long Latin inlcriptjon, 
informing us, that he wa's fchdlar to 
Dr. Bulby, ftudent at Chrift-church, 
Oxford, and public orator of that, 
univerfity ; that by the patronage of 
Lord Clarehdofi, he was made pre- 
bendary both of Weftminfter and 
Chrift's, and afterwards redor of 
Iflip, where he rebuilt the parfonage-. 
houfe, and fonndfed and endowed i ' 
fchool for the education of poor chil- 
dren. He died July 8, 171^* aged 
"82. 

Dr. Richard Bolby. On the mo- 
nuineni is the figure of the Dodior ii> '' 
his gown, looking earneftly on ^e 
infcription. In his right hand h« 
holds a pen, and in his left a book' 
open. Underneath, on the pcdeftd; 
are a variety of books, and at lop hi« 
family arms. Tne infcription is ele- ' 
gantly written, and bi^^hly to hi$ 
praifc; it intimates, that whatever 
ferae the fchool of Wcftmiofter boaits, ; 
Q^<1 and 
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.and whatever a^ivantages mankind 
fball reap from thence in time- to 
come, are all piacipallf owing ta 
the wife inftitutidns of this greac n>aii< 
He was made mafter of Weilminlier- 
fchool in the year 1640, . cleded pre- 
bend of Weilminiler» July 5, 1660; 
treafqr^r of Wells, A uguft 1 1 , the 
fame year ; and died April 1;, 169$* 

William Thynnc, Efq. .Thi*is.a 
very aacient moDument of marble aad 
alabafler giltj on which lies a warrior 
at full length, reprefcnting William 
Thynne, of Eocterville» JSfij; wJ>9 
was a polite gentleman, a great' tra<- 
veller^ and a brave foldier. In 1 546 
be w^8 by king Henry VIII.^ made 
receiver of the marches; and fought 
againft the Scots at Muilelburgh with 
undaunted courage* The latter port 
bf his life h^ fpent in retirement and 
devotion in this church, whither he 
conftantly repaired morning and even- 
lag. He died March 14, 1584, 

Sir Thomas Richardfon. This is 
a large and noble monument of black 
marble* on which is an effigy inbrafs 
of a judge in his robes, with a collar 
of SS. reprefenting Sir Thomas Rich- 
ardfon, Knt. who, according to the 
inicription, was Speaker of the 
lioufe of Commons in the 21 ft and 
^adyearsof king James ; chief juilice 
juftice of the Court of Common Pleas ; 
mud laflly y by king Charles I. made lord 



chiet jufiice of England. — ^Thisisthat 
judge Richardfon y who firft iffued 
cut an order againft the antient cnf- 
torn of wakes, and ordered every mi« 
nifter to read it in his church r which 
the biihop of Bath and Wells oppefing, 
complaint was made againft it in the 
council-chamber* where the judge 
lyas fo feverely reprimanded, (hat he 
came ou^t in a rage, hying, he bad 
been almoft ckoxed with a pair of 
lawn fleeves. He died in 1 634,aged 66. 
Dame Grace pethin. This mo- 
nument, whichr.is very lofty, bears 
the efiigyof a young lady, devoutly 
kneeling, with a TOok in her right 
hand« and the left on her breail. On 
each fide is an angel, one holding a 
crown, the other a chaplet over her 
head ;. and on the afcendiiig ftde« of 
the pediment are two femak figures 
in a mournful poflure. The whole 
is fupported by three different coats 
of family arm$„ and on the bafe is an 
Engliih infcription, letting fortk her 
honourable defcent from the Nortt»s 
of Salop. This lady, who was mar- 
ried to Sir Richard Gethin, of Ge- 
thin Grott, in Ireland, was famed 
for exemplary piety^ and wrote a 
book of devotion, which Mr, Con- 
greve complimented with a poem. 
She died Odober 11, 1697^ in the 
2 2d year of her age.

TH ATthe earth.and heavens move 
at all,, but efpecially that they 
have fueh particular and beneficial 
motion^, appears from what has al- 
rcaciy been advanced, ^o be the work 
•f God. And t)^ concurrence of the 



fame infinite hand is as laanifcfi in 
the perpetuity, conftani^y, and regu- 
larity: of thofe motions. Por without 
this almighty Guide and ifcranger, 
how is it poffible that all thofe vafl 
and unwieldlyma^esfhould continue 
their beneficial motions throughout 
all ages ? (hould perfi:>rm their ufeful 
flages without asy the leafl intermif- 
fion, interrupaon, €f diforder that, 
we know of? What motion, what 
contrivance, whftt piece of clock- 
work, was there ever under thewhole 
heaveu^ 
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heaveiU) ^hat ever came' up to futh 
a perfe6tioni and thfl( had not f^me 
flops or fome deviations, ar>d majny 
imperfe^lions ?'Bat ycLtioond was ever 
fo ftapid as to condude-^fuch a ma- 
chine (tlfeugh' never fo impferfe^) 
was'xnade by any other than fome ra- 
tional being, (bme artift that had fkill 
enough for AicH' a work. As he in 
Cicero argues from his friend Pofido- 
niiis's piece of watch-work, that : 
ihewed the motions of the fim, nkoon, 
and five erraticks ; that if it had been 
ealrried among the Scythians or Bri- 
tons, no man; eveA in that (late of 
barbarity would make any doubt, 
whether it was the wbrkmanfliip of 
rcafon or no. And is there lefs rea- 
fbn to imsfgtne thofe motions we have 
been treating ofl to be other than 
the work of God, which are infinite- 
ly more conflant and regular than 
thofe of mail ? Or, to uie the laft- 
mehtioned Stoic's argument, can it 
be thought that Archimedes was able 
to do more in imitating the motions of 
the heavens (in his fphere) than na- 
ture in effefting them ? 

And now to refleft upon the whole, 
and fo conclude what haih tneen faid 
concerning thefefeveral motions; We 
may all along perceive in them fuch 
mani^eft (ignals of a divine hand, 
that they all feem, as it were, to con - 
fpire in the dempnllration of their 
infinite Creator and orderer. For 
beiides what, in all probability, is 
in other parts of the univerfe, we 
have a whole fyftem of our own, ma- 
nifejily pfroclaiming the workmanfliip 
bf its maker. For we have not thtfe 
vail and unwieldly mafles of the fun, 
and its planets, dropt^hei'e and there 
ac random, and moving about the 
great cjtpanfum, in uncertain paths, 
and at fortuitous rates and meafures, 
bu^ in Che compjeateft manner, and 
according to the ftri£teft rules of or- 
der and harmony ; fo as to anfwer 
the great ends of their creation; and 
the divine providence; to difpatch 
the noble offices of the feveral globes ; 
to perform the great works of nature 
in them ; to comfort and cherifti every 
th{ng refiding on them, by.thof^ uie* 



fDl changes of day and night, and th* 
ftveral fe'afons of the year. 

Thefe things are fo'evidcnt to the 
reafon of all men, that Tully might 
wejl make his Stoic to alledge this as 
One of his principal arguments for 
the proof of a Deity : '* The fourth 
bsLiiie faith he, and that even the 
chief, is the equality of the morion^ 
^nd the revolution of the heavens; 
^e diftin^ion,' utility, beauty, and 
order of the fun, moon, and ^1 the 
ilars : the bare view alone of whicb 
things is fui&cient to demondrate 
them to be no works of chance^ . As 
if any one fhould come into an hoi^fe, 
the Gymnafium, or Forum; whea 
He fhould fee the order, manner, and 
management of every thing,^he could 
never judge thefe things to be done 
without an efficient, but rnuft ima- 
gine there was ibme oeing prcfiding 
ovdr them, and whofe orders they 
obeyed. ' So much more in fo great 
mOtionf, fuch viciffitudes, and the 
orders of fo many and great thines ; 
-—a man cannot but conclude, that 
fuch great adls of nature are governed 
by fome mind, fome intelligent be- 
ing : and in the heavens then^ tKerb 
is neither any chance, nor any teme. 
rity,.nor error, or vanity: but, oa 
tl^ cofttrarv, there is all order, truth 
or exadlnefs, reaJon and conllancy. 
And iiich things as are void of thde 
are ccJunterfeit, falfe, and full of er- 
ror. — He therefore that thinks the 
admirable cceteflial order, and incre* 
dible conllitncy, on which the con- 
iervation and ^ood of all things de« 
pend, to be void of a mind, he him- 
felf deferves to be accounted dpvoid of 
a mind. Thus with great force andv 
reafon, Tully's Stoic rightly infers 
I he prefenge and concurrence -pf a Di- 
vine Being and Power from the mo- 
tions of the heavens : only not beiog 
aware who that Being was. He crro- 
neoufly imagines the heavenly bodies 
themfelves to have divimt*y, and puts 
them therefore into the number of the 
ods ; which error is excellently re- 
nted by Laclanrius, ^^ his inltit.

'A DESCRIPTlVt ACCOUNT OP 
THB FLAMINGO. 

A Curious enquirer into nature 
could no fooner caft 1x1$ eyes 
|if)0n Uiis eKtraordioary bird, than he 
would be fatisE^d; that foine pecu-. 
liar ends were to be anfwered by its 
vncQinmon length of legs and' neck, 
the largeft, we believe, of any of the 
bird kind. And certainly nothing 
<an be a llronger proof of defign and 
wifdom in (he Creator pf all things^ 
thah' the correfpondence obfcrvable 
in creatures between their wants, and 
the proViiion for thofe wants. The 
Plainingo, is a fufiicient examj>le: 
•' It is frequent, in the warmer cli- 
natesy and niod commonly found 
about the (hallpw fhores of the fea, 
•nd the months of rjivefs. When it 
^ feen in the water, which is gene- 
rally the ca(e»jhe body only is on the 
furface, and it appears fwimming, 
though really landing. .The head at 
thole times alfo, is almoil conflantly 
under water.^ in fearch of food. Ac 
thefe timei, all (hat is feen is the body 
of a bird, as bjg as a wild goofe^ or 
a little more; ^ut with what afto- 
niihment does the flraager fee it come 
put of the water ! The head is* fir ft 
railed ere^, andthefurprifing length 
of the neck is like that of the oilrich, 
OAly more extraordinary : the bocjy, 
as it comes on (here, is raifed as much 
above the ground^ as the head above 
the.body, and there ftalks forth a bird 
of a wonderful height, and ;n. beauty 
furpafling ^Imoft every other. The 
wings nearly cover t;he body, and the 
tail is nothing. What part of the 
body remains uncovered ,is fnow- 
white *; the breadth of the wings is I 
of a fcarljfeft, fo bright, that the eye is 
pained to look long'upon it; and the 
long feathers are. of the deepeft black : 
th« neck is of the fame Inow-whiic 



with the body, and the l^s are of 
the fame fcarlet with the wingi : the 
beak is blue, except at the tip, where 
it is black. It is>not long, ftrtut and 
fharp, as in the heron kind, but vall- 
ly ilrong, and of a ihape fo fingulari, 
that it appears broken. The toes of 
the bird are conne^ed together, by a 
membrane like thofe of the duck 
kind, fo that ,it can fwim ; bdt the 
legs are long, and it never makes this 
ufe of them, in the common oourfe of 
its feeding ; the only parole to 
which thefe webs ferve, is the 
prefervation of \ti Kfe on fingular oc- 
caiions. The tides are fudden in fbme 
parts of America, where the bird is 
common ; and while ^t is rooting 
under fome rough done for aikell- 
iiih, it becomes oiit of its depth. In 
thiscnfe theleaft guft of aif might Wow 
it to fea, and it muil perifh, for it doth 
not very eafily rife from the vmxer^ 
when out of its depth. The. webbed 
feet now are ufeful i it fwims tHl it 
can reach the bottom, and as foon as 
a fmall part of its legs are out of the 
water, it takes wing. 
' Thus an indulgent Providence 4iath 
taken care, as well for its particular 
fafety, as its general fuppoirt; and 
he muft be blind, who does not fee 
the proviiion which the Creator hath 
made for thb bird*a fupply of its 
wants, as well a^ thofe of others of 
I he fame kind. As they are to re^ 
ceive their nouriihment from animals 
or plants, which are found in the wa« 
ter, and yet have no power to fwim j 
the length of their legs and neck 
fufHciently ahfwers all their deraapds. 
— They who admire the wonderful 
means by which the God of nature 
has contrived, that thofe animab 
which he has endued with a leiler 
principle than reafon, (hould pro- 
vide themfelves with food, and fe- 
cure their exiftence, during: « 
life in which they arc liable ta in* 
numeraUe 
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numerable accidents^ would add a 
great deal to the meafure of their fur- 
prife^ 'did they comprehend the va- 



riety of thofe means! How manifold 
are his woriu !

PRIVATl THQUOHT5 ON THE bM- 
yiPRESENCe ANI> OMNIftCIENCe' 
OP GOD. 

AS I was furvcyiog the moon 
walking in her brightnefs,. and 
taking her progrefs among the con- 
ftellations, a thought arofe in me, 
which 1 believe very ofijen perplexes 
and difturbs men of ferious and con- 
templative natures. David himfelf 
fell into it in that rcfledtipn, " When 
I confider the heavens, th? work of 
thy fingers, the moon and the ftars 
which thou hail ordained 1 what is 
man that thou art mindful of him ; 
and the fen of man that thou reg£ird> 
cil him ?" In the fame manner, when 
I confidered that infinite hoft of ftars, 
or, to fpeajc piore philofophically, of 
fans, which were then ihining upon 
sne, with (hofc inaumerable fers of 



planets or worlds, which were mdv^ 
ing round their refpeilive funs ; when 
f ftill enlarged the idea, and fuppofed 
another heaven of funs and worlds ri* 
fing ftill above rhis which we difcover* 
ei, andthefeenlightenedbyA fupcrior 
firmament of luminaries, which are 
pl^^nted at fo great a . diftance, that 
they may appear to the inhabitants of 
the former as the ftars do to os ; in. 
Ihort, while I purfued this thought, I 
could not but reflc'Sl on that little 
infignificant figure which I vsc^hM bore 
amidft the immcnfity of God's works. 
Were the fun, which enlightens this 
part of the creation, with all the hoft' 
of planetary worlds that move about 
him, utterly extinguiftjed and antii* 
hilated ; they would « not be miffed 
more than agrainoffand upon, the 
fea Ihore. The (pace they poiTefs is 
fo exceedingly little, in comparifon of 

the 
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<be wHde, that it would fcarce make 
a blank in the creation. The chafm 
would be . imperceptible' to an eye, 
diat could take in the whoW compafs 
l^f lutuie, and pafs from one end of 
the creation to the other ; as it is pof- 
fible there misy be fach a fenfb iil our- 
&Ive8 hereafter, or in creatures which 
are at prefenc more exalted than our- 
ietves. We . fee many ftars by the 
l^elp of glafTes, which we do not dif- 
cover with our naked eyes ; and the 
Aner our teiefcopes are, the more ftill 
are our difcoyerica. • 

To return, therefore, to my firft 
HLought, I could not but look upon 
myfeif with fecret horror, as a beilng 
that was not worth the fmalleil regard 
of one whdhad'fo great a work under 

' ]ds care and fuperin tendency. I was 
afraid of being over-looked amidd 
the immenfity of mature, and 1oft. 
among that infinite variety of crea- 
tures, which in all probability f«rarm 
through all thefe immeafurable regi- 
ons of matter- 

, In order to recover my felf from this 
mortifying thought, I confidered that 
it took its rife from thofe narrow con* 
ceptions, which we are apt to cnteiv 
tajin of the divine nature. We our- 
felves cannot attend ;o many different 
Qbjeds at the fame time. If we are 
careful to infped fome things, we 
in uft of cotirfe hegled others. This' 
ijnperfeflion whicn wc obferve in our-, 
felves, is an imperfefiion that cleaves 
in fome degree td creatures of the high- 
efl capacities, as they are creatures, 
that is, beings of finite and limited na- 
tures* The prefencc of every created 
being is confined to a certain meafure« 
pf fpace, and confequently his obfer- 
vation is Hinted to a certain number 
of objeds. The fphere in which wc 
move, and a£t, and ooderiUnd, is 

~ pf a wider circumference to one crea- 
ture than another, according as we 
life one above another in the fcale of 
cxiftence . But the wideft of thefe our 
fpheres has its circumference. . ^ When 
therefore we reflect on the divine iia* 
tnre, we are fo ufed and accuftomed 
to this impeifeAion ia ouri^lvesi that 



we cannot forbear in' (bme meafuie 
afcribing it to him in whom there is 
no ihadow of imperfcftion • Oar rea- 
fon. Indeed, aflures us, that his^'attri- 
butes are infinite ; but the poomefs of 
our conceptions is fuch-, that it cannot 
forbear fetring bounds to every thing 
it contemplates, till our reaibn comes 
again to oUr fnetibuf, and throws 
down all thofe kittle pr^udices which 
rife in us unawares, and are 'natural 
to the mind of man. 

We ftiiiirtherefore utterly extinguiih 
- this melancholy thought, of our be- 
ing overlooked by our Maker in the 
multiplicity of his works^' and the in- 
finity orthoie objeds among which he 
feems to be inoHTantly Employed, if 
we confider^ in the firft place, that 
he is omniprefent ; and, in the (e* 
cond, that be is omnifcient. 
, If we confider him in his omxnpre- 
fence, his being pafles' through, ac« 
tuates, and Aippbrts tfad whole fhima' 
of nature. ' His creation, and every 
part of it, 'is full of him. There is 
nothing he htte made that i» either 
fo dif^ant, fo little, or fo inconfider- 
ablcj which he does not effentially in- 
habit* His fubftance is within the 
fubilance of every being, whether ma- 
terial or immateri^, and as intimate- 
ly prefent to it, as that being is toit- 
felf. It would be an impiffedlion in 
him, were he able toremoveoutof one 
placeinto another^ or to withdraw him- 
felf from any thing he has created, or 
from any part of that fpace which is 
diifafed anc^ fpread abro^ to infinity. 
In ihort, to fpeak of him in the lan- 
guage of the old philofopher, he is a 
being whofe center is every where, 
and his circumference no where. 

In the feoond place, he is osmif- 
cient as weU as omniprefent. His 
onfnifcience, indeed, neceflarity aod 
naturally flows from his omniprefence ; 
he cannot but be confdousof every 
motion that arifes in die is^ole mate- 
rial world,- which he thui cffcntially 
pervades, and of every thought that it 
ilirring in the intelleAual world, to 
every part of which he is thus iriti- 
mauly uuit^fl. Several moraliils have 
confidered

CQnOderefd infinite fpace as the recep- 
tacle, or rather the habitation of the 
Almighty : but the nobkfl and mofi 
exalted way of confiderii^ this infi- 
nite ipace it that of Sir Ifaac New^n^ 
who« calU it the Senroiium of the 
Godhead. Brnties Aad men have their 
fenfohola. or. little fenforiunis^ by 
which they appn^nd the prefence^ 
land f>erceive the anions of a few ob^ 
jedis^ that lie cancigqous to them* 
Thetr knOwle<Jge . and obfarvation 
torns within a very narrow circle. 
But aa God Almighty canooc but per* 
ceive ^nd ^now tvery thing in which 
he refidesy i»fioite fpace gives room 
to infinite knowledge, and is, as it 
w ere, i^n organ to t>ps n ifcience . 

Were the foul ieparate from the 
body, and with One glance of thought 
fhould ftart beyond the bounds of the 
creation; ihould it for tpillions of 
>*ears continue its progrefs through 
iniinite fpace wich the ^me ac^ivity^ 
it would ftill find itftlf >yii:hin the 
embrace of its Creator, and e^^com* 
paiied round with the immenficy 
of the . Godhead. While we are in 
the body he is not.kfs prefent with 
U9, becaufe he ib concealed from us. 
•* O that I-4new where I might find 
him ! fays Job. Behold, I go forward 
but he is not there ; and backward, 
but I cannot perceive him- On the 
left hand, where he does work, but 
I caonot behold him : he hideth him- 
felf on the right hand that I cannot 
fee him/' In (hort, reaifop, as well 
as revelation aflares us, that he can- 
not be abfent from u», notwithlland- 
iog he is undifcovere'd by us. 

In this confideration of God Al- 
mighty's omniprefence and omnifci- 
eace, every uncomfortable thought va^ 
nlOies. He cannot but regard every 
thing that has being, efpecially fuch 
of his CMalofes who fear th^ are not 
relied by him* He is privy to all 
their thovghtSt ^nd to that anxiety of 
hea^c in particolar, which is apt 
id troilble them on tl^s occafion : for 
as it ia iinpoffiblo he (hould overlook 
any of his creatures, fo we may be 
confident that he regards, wilh arn eye 
Voir, Ih No. 97. 



of mercy, thoie who endefavour to re^ 
commend themfelves to his siotiee^ 
and in an unfeigned humility of heart 
think : themlelVes unwotthy that h^ 
fhould be mindful cithern.

Aantly armed with a very formidable 
weapon ; the terror of which, 
though it fcrves to- keep fome few 
in awe, is yet not fufficient rd de- 
ter thcfc defpferate u retches frjom 
their determined and condant at-: 
tempts to- kill him. The n,any 
crupl wounds your petitioner has 
received from the hands of thefe 
rnfiians, have brought upon him 
srambeflefs evils and calamities ; 
which, together whh the weight of 
• Years he now labours under, render 
his prefent ftatc a fcene of mi for- 
, tones and mjfery. In the miaft of 
. ^is diftrefles, however, it is matter 
of great confolation to your faid 
petitioner, that the wife and vir 
taous, fome ftw of whom remain 
to comfort his old age, take every 
opportunity of cherifhing and mak- 
ing mucH of him; and agree iii

It not only 
promotes every thing that is good 
and vir tttous, but refifts every thing 
that is |)ad and vicious: InduitVy 
affords the moft ample fatisfadion 
to a virtuous d^fpofition : becaufe it 
b€ftows the moft valuable gratificar 
tions/ It is both the inftrumcnt of 
improvement, and the foahdation 
oTpkaibre. ** Labour itfelf is a 
pkafure,'* faj^s the poet. Matir 
Kind are apt to call the vain pur- 
fuits of life pkafure, but that very 
falfely; for what are they but fo 
anany dcccytioos ? At beft they af-* 



ford no real {afisfa£lion, 9nd aie 
unworthy to be compared with tbofe 
real and {ubHanpal pleafures which 
arife from induftry ; whatever joys 
are real muft be yaluabJe> and upon 
due confideration it is evident, that 
no real enjoyments ,airc attainable 
without indpflry. . , .

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indolence cf fehftiality and intem- 
perance cannot attain; ' 

Honour Hkewife is the natural 
produftiort of ittdu'ftry—** ^eft 
thou a man diligent in his bufi- 
nefs?f* fays Solomon, 7 He (hall 
ftand b^for'e kings,' he '(hall not 
ftand before md^ii men.**', For dii 
ligence' creates efteem and confi- 
dence : It foon attrafts the obferva- 
tjon, and cdnfequeritfjr the regard 
of mankind ; evel^ ihan for his 
own advantage will Employ a perfon 
of that chara£lefr"in every office of 
life ; he who neglefts his bufinefs, 
and follows recreatiotis inftead 
thereof, will in a little time have 
no bufinefs to ' follow ;' for none 
will employ him^^ or have any par- 
ticular concern With hitn ; and as 
the only motive^ for giving th^ pre- 
ference to the induftrio'as m;:n is 
founded on ihterefr; he will be 
fure to reap all ]^he advantages fo 
juftly due to hismeHt fo long as he 
remains diligent; for he will of 
courfe not only obtain honour and 
cfteem, but riches too, which are 
another valuable reward of in- 
daitry — ** The hand of the dili- 
gent maketh rich,'* faith the wife- 
man ; '* but the foul of the fluggard 
deiireth and hath nothirig." In- 
_jduftry. placisfs a man above all rea- 
ibnable apprehenfions of want, and 
qualifies him toaiHil others. It al- 
moft in general, produces a fuc- 
cefsAil maintenance with credit 
and efteem, and cpnfequently 
yields true fatisfaftion 5 for what 
greater pieafure and delight can a 
njan ever experience, than to enjoy 
the fruits of his own hoheil induftiy ? 

WJfdoiti is Kkewife unattainable 
without this virtue: 'for exercife is 
equally beneficial to the mind as 
Well as the "body; no knowledge of 
arts and fd'ences can 'be required 
WitHoiit due Ap|)lica;ttbfr aiid ftudy ;; 
the j^oifonotrs'produ^on^ of vice 
win be' fnre to pWlixte the mind 
thatis;iiwferiipl6yetfih w'orthy pur- 
fuits; btfi'dcs, idlAjleft wilf ihoft 
fiirely fixand flagoatc the eRdONV- 



ments. thereof in ignorance j whcfe^r 
as*^ induflry and application will 
not only enlarge its faculties, but 
create a defirc for .higher Improve* 
nieiits ; for the more any one im* 
prpyejs in wifdoip^ the more he de-* 
nres to be a(iquain ted with her; for ' 
'; her ways are ways Qf pleafantr 
nefs, and all her-paths are peace.'* 

. Now when any one acquires 
thefe. valuable bleifings ofhealthf 
honour, riches and wifdcym, merely 
by moderate applijsation and h(Kieft 
induilry.; he. has a right ^orejoicej 
and undoubtedly, upon refleftion, 
Vill " .be fatisfied from himfelf," 
Confcience muH of cooxfe give het 
teflimony, with compjiacency and 
approbation ; chearfcdnefs and (elf* 
enjoyment muil anavoidably enfuei 
beiides, there is anotber confide* 
ration which will very much enhance 
his jpy ; he ^not ox^y obtains his 
own iand the approbation of his £cU 
low- creatures, but what is of 
greater importance, the approbation 
of Almighty God— For God no^ 
only teac^hes the advantageous duty 
of induftry. throughout all. his 
works, but. with peejaliar^ energy 
imprcfTeth it in ^he l^ly fcript^ires* 
In fhort,' induilry is produdliye 
of^very good, while indolence and 
Hot h create ribthJng l)ut evil ;.i for^ 
the confeqnences of indolence 4o 
not con flit merely in lofing ,. the 
comforts of life, bpt in tlveceVt.^i9 
acq,uiiiti.on of evil. and .m.ifchief| 
oiir iiiatufe is ill calculwd for mer^; 
inadlivity :• he whqi }ias w .pfoper 
employment, will proWWy w^ndeyt 
after that which is improper, and, 
from doing no 'good, prpceed.todoj 
ill ; induflry. an^ Aoth axe diam(?*'j 
trically pppofit^, ,a^,well in pra^J^C)^:.

cy ; comprehending, ander thatnaflie, 
Chrift the Redeemer, theMeffiah, ia 
whom dwelt the fiilneiff of the Godhead 
bodily w Doth not wifdom cry ? and 
underftanding put forth her voice? 
unto yott men i caU>, and my voice is 
to the fons of men. O ye fimple, ua« 
derftand wiPlom ; an d;ye fools, be.ye 
of an underibading heart: htkr, rar 
I will fp^ak of excellent things^ and 
the opening of my lips (bali beriglu: 
things : for my mouth fhall fpeak 
truth, and wickedne^ is an abomi* 
nation to my lips. Receive my ia- 
ftru^ion and nop filver, and know- 
lecjgc rather than fiaf ^d*. For 
wifdom is bettep^ thaii rubies, 
and all things that . may be de- 
fired are not to be compared to it* I 
wifdom dwell with prudence, and 
£nd out knowledge of witty inven- 
tions. The Loi;d (the Lord Chriftt at 
being the very way ;o happinels, the 
truth, and the life) ppilefled. me in, 
the beginning of his way, (by Whom 
the world was made) before his worl^ 
ofQld, I was fet up from.everlaMhg, 
from the beginning, or, ever the ^rth 
was — {Vcr\]y, vc^ily^ I fay unto you, 
faid our Lord to the Jews) before 
Abraham was, I am.*) When "thtfre 
was no depth I w^s brought &rt^t 
before the mountains weie — beioi«; 
-the hills were Icttkd was 1 brought 
foi-th.— Beiorc the mountains were 
brpught forth (Uys the royal 

propr.ec 
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prophet> and the Aveet fongtler of If- 
fael) t>r ever the earth and the world 
were made, 1 am Ood from everlaft^ 
log. Whtlft as yet he hid not made 
the earth, nor the fields, nor the , 
iHgheft part of the duft of the wcrld; • 
t^en he prepared the heavens, I wa^ 
^ere; when he fct a coropafs' open

daily at^my 'g^tes, waiting at the 
polls of my doors. For who/b find- 
etb me findeth life (life everlafling) 
and (hall obtain the favour of the 
Lord-— (he fliall live and' reign with 
Chrilb; God blefled for evermore in 
his kingdom in heaven.) Sut he. 
that finneth againll me (that will not 
obey as well as btlieve' the gofpel of 
Chrift) wrongeth his own foul. All 
that liate me love death . 

May we not all then juftly exclaim 
with St. Paul, on this occaiion an'4 
fay t Oh (he depth and height, the 
Itfngth and breaddi, 6f the wiidom j[a$ 
wefl as of the h)ve) of.Cbrifl^ which 
farpafleth knowledge?

It itiey diibelieve .a fu- 
ture date,, th^en tQ, think, that they 
(hall fcortjj b(?i jts j/' they never 
had been^. that, f key mnft foog^ be' 
fwallowed up in acnihilauon, . that 
bottO0iIe(3 gulphi,i where all di-> 
ftin^ionsare, lpfi,i;as rivers in the 
ocean ; is ene^^ to pall eich. ex* 
alted and noble thought, and to 
beget in them >fL fnlLennefs, Ibnr.- 
nefs, and dJi£:o9|tent. A fi>etful- 
nefs and impatience^ that will grow 
upon them, twilj, make them fa far 
from fulfilling the law by. bearing 
one another^s burthens^ that- they 
will {?e incapable of bearing their 
owja. Theymuftdefpiie themfeivea 
and their fellow, ;creati^es ais a fet 
of inii^ni£cani; reptiies, that are to 
crawl for a while upoa the, face of 
the earth, and t^iea to mix with 
the commofi maf& of things. Aad 
as they, \«ko expedt no other life, 
ought to iD^e^.^he inpft of Ais, 
they mufl contra^ a narrow*fpi- 
rited and illiberal cad of thought! 

But if they believe a future ftate» 
. how can they have anyi taftc or relifli 
for benevolence.; and yet have no 
love for that Being, who has en* 
dowed morality and .benevolence 
with an exceeding.

Arid it is 
Jifcfiwife abfw^ to^retenxj to love 
him, without a feribus examina- 
tion into his will ; ' ftever difmiffing 
what bears that yeneraWe ftamp, 
without a fair and impartial hear- 
ing of the evidences for the truth 
of it. For, on whomfoever the 
world may bpftov^ the title ©f moral 
men ; yet an indifferent careleff- 
nefs, and a wilfttl negle£t to ex- 
amine into his will' and pleafure is 
nopart of morality. Nay, his will, 
whofe pieafure we njuft either do, 
or whofe difjikafore we 'mull un- 
avoidably fi^fFer, ought to be the 
Vppermoft cohfideration of every 
man. Can he deferve the name of 
^ good man, who does not fhew 
the lead tegard to that Being, to 
whom he owes every thing? the 
Deity being thefoUntaih-head ei^ea 
of thofe ble'ffihg3, which are con- ^ 
veyed to Ilim by his fel low-crea- 
tures, as through fo many channels f 
Bat if it not thi6, in faft, that 
(here ape fevcral of flrlft probity; 
gene? ofity, and ivorth^ without the 
Jeaft tinftureof piety?

It is then the define .pf fame, not 
the I0V9 of virtue, which .is their 
incentive to gcJod.aftionA.' And if' 
we look abroad into the wo»ld, "Wa 
fit\d it thus in fad : Perfons of thii^ 
flam p will fcorn todoalittlcthi^^^rf 
thro' the ab)iorrencex>f any things 
that may make them cheap and con*f 
temptible in the eye of ^the worldi 
but they will not icruple to com- 
mit a fin, upon which the fafhion*^ 
able world has fiamped^a^creditv 
and^iven a fandlion to. A perfoft 
who IS' ungrateful, much more un* 
gn^eful to hisibvefcignBenefaiaon 
mufl be void of every thing, which 
is great, glorious;, and beaMtiful 
in the fouL He may, indeed, be 
ai^uated by the lovq of applaufe, 
by caprice, by the prevailing mode 
and fafhion of the ag^ in which h^ 
lives ; but his mind is too narrow* 
coRtra6ted, and ungenerous, to be 
fwayed by any fixed and detef mined 
principle of goodnefs.

1/ a man be really virtuous' and 
konefl, and ii defirous to comffiend 
Mmklf to the Deity by a rational 
and ferions condud, it feems im* 
poffible to ioppofe, that- he ihould 
Aave asy objedion to that fydem, 
which '* givc« to virtue its fwee^eil 
liopes ;'' which places the duties of 
ttoraltty upon th^ firrneft and moil 
cxtenfive foundation ; and which 
cievates the foul to the nobled and 
)»oft confluent ideas of God, and of 
the fervices which are acceptable 
to him* 

If a man be engaged in vicious 
purfuits, and dedicated to criminal 
gratifications, there feems again no 
Mid reufcn why he (hould rejed ' 
Mid oppofe the Chriftlan religion, 
and iliroud himfelf beneath the 
<lark banner of deifm or infidelity ; 
£nct it is agreed, on every hand, 
diat if there is a Deity, (and that 
there is, no man even attempts to 
doubt in thefe enlightened days) that 
Deity mufl take a pleafure only in 
the deeds of the pure and deferv* 
ing ; can £nd no complacence in 
the ads or the offers of the finful 
and polluted. > So that while'a man 
continues in the practice of vice, 
deifin, and every other religion, if 
it be coniiflent, muil difapprove his 
proceedings ; can fupport him with 
BO fatisfadory hopes. 

If, therefore, defirous to obtain 
Ae divine attention, he refolves to 
i^ter Jiii life, and to abandon the 
oath of guilt, what religion ihould 
lie embrace fo foon, fo gladly as 
that, which ** gives to true peni- 
tence its befl confolation :'' nay; 
which alone can give imy folid 
confolation to penitence, and affnre 
]k undoubtedly of the pardon for 
which it fo anxioufly wifhes ? Hu- 
man reafon, it is plain, could never 
perfectly fatisfy itfelf, refpeding 
the willipgnefs of the Deity tt> ad- 
mit tO'pardon on repentance only : 



the heathens abundantly teftified 
their perfnafion of the contrary, hy 
not trufling only tif^ penitence ; 
fuperadding, as was nniverfally the 
cuflom, facrifices. and offerings, li- 
bations, gifcs, and atonements of 
different forts ; by wfiich they con- 
ceived their gods were to be pla- 
cated ; a notion which moft pro- 
babiy they derived from tradition ; 
as unenlightened reafon Jeems per^ 
fedtly to diiciaim* or at leafl to be 
an utter flranget to the idea — But, 
to the e;cquifite comfort of the re- 
turnine penit^t, :the Chriftian re- 
ligion leaves not this meft impor- 
tant of all concerns to the flu^aa. 
tiott of nneafy conjedure ; while 
it eflablifhes his hopea npon the 
furefl bafis, and fnpports his re- 
pentance with the mod nnexcep- 
tionable affurance of its prevalence, 
through an atonement alUfufficient 
and well-pleafing. The vicious 
man, therefore, if he bath any real 
underHanding, can never, with 
popriety,rejeaChrt{lianity. Since, 
if ever he intends to repent,— -and 
no man living intends to. die im- 
penitent ; no feligion, btit the 
ChrifHan, can afford him a folid, a 
rational ground of hope. 

Jf indeed there be an eternity 
awaiting as, if the foul of man be 
immortal, and muil, in ^ confe- 
quence, partake of the due* reward 
of its deeds ; (and if the cafe be 
otherwife, to contend about reli- 
gion , is juft as idle, as to contend 
about men's different completions) 
if man be immortal, and that he 
is, the nniverfai voice of nature 
declares, ^in every place, and in 
every age. Then, let who will be 
wron^, the Chriflian muft be right ; 
let whatever religion be true, the 
fincere profe£br of Chriftianity can* 
not fail of his recompence ; cannot 
be nnacoeptable to the Deity, let 
that Deity be foond hereafter, 
agreeable to the reprefentations of 
what fyfiem or perfnafion foever* 
Cicero's fine argument againft 
Atheifm 
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Atheifm may be applied to Chri- 
Itianity, with dou]bIe force. ** If 
there fliouid happen, fays he, to his 
opponenr, to be no God, I ihall 
certainly be as well off as your- 
felf ; annihilation will then be you/ 
lot as well as mine. But if the mat- 
ter Ihail be found otherwife ; if 
cher'e fhall indeed be found a God, 
when we enter- lAto a future ftate ; 
bow greatly fhali I have the advaft- 
tae^e of you; who liave«?all your 
life long profcft and inculcated 
Atheifm and Impiety ; while I have 
continuc-^Uy laboured to honour the 
Deity, an4 to proniotcl virtae a-nd

' And thHs the profe/Tor of Chri-

fidel, Pagan, Mahometan, Jew, or* 
any other who difapproves bis faith, 
and wowld propagate their own; 
"** If peradventure the dodlrines i, 
whick T believe, ihall be found to 
be true ; if indeed the religion q£* 
Chrift, is what it aiTuineS to itfel'ff 
a reveiatiott from, the mod High 
God ; .in how fad a cafe will yoji 
be found, who rejedanddefpife it, 
who knowingly refufe to embrace 
it, and refill all ike evidence* 
whicj) it offers? In how fad a cafe 
will you particularly be found, 
who, born and bred in a country 
profeiling Chriftianity, nay who, 
being -baptized into that faith, ut- 
terly call oft' and difclaim iu ob- 
ligations ? 

And U'rhcre, who the blcflcd croft wipei, ofl^ 
Asa fmii blot, froio his diihonour'd brow ? 
If angels tremble 'tis at fuch a light : 
The wretch they quit delponding of their

Oh think, in fnch a cafe, if the 
doctrines of redemption be found 
true, what a milerablc fituation 
vour's will be!

vour from the Deity , be he fuch a one

who have made it the bufinefs of my .

from all defilement :. for. he js a 
God delighting in virtue; and a^

Jiven with the Jupiter and the Pallas 
of the old Heathen world, the 
ChrilUan may expeft favoul* ; for' 
fep^rate from the abfurdities of fa- 
bles, they are fuppofed to be no 
other than univcrfal goodnefs,* 
power, and wifdom. And Ihould 
the fyftem of Mahomet be found 
true, I fhall certainly obtain the re- 
wards offered to good Muflalmen. 

Surppoie, JatHyj that the Jevvifh 
religion ftiould, in the end, be 
proved th^ religion of truth ; yet 
even agreeably to its tenets, the - 
Chriftian is fafe : the Jew jv^ted 
for and believed in a coming Meffi- 
ah : i believed that he was come, 
and as fuch did honour to God the 
Father by him. As to the reft, no 
man can deny that, the morality of 
the Chriftian is equal to, and niuft / 
nccelTarily be as. acceptable with 
God, as the Jewilh morality. Thus 
in the end, let whatever faith be 
found ri^ht, it is undeniable, that

Thompfon's Seafons. 

THE whole life of man is 
tinged with the mortifying 
evil of difcontent ; he is feldom fa- 
tisficd with his condition be it what . 
it will; he is continually tormenting 
and difturbing his own quiet ; if all 
external circumftances con f pi re to 
render his life tranquil and eafy, 
yet he often deprives himfclf ofihe 
enjoyment i for if real evils arc 
wanting, he frequently fublUtutes 
thofe that are imaginary ; whether 
his affairs be profperous or adverfe, 
he is in fome degree miferable ; 
wh^n adverfe, ^he murmurs again^ 
^ the difpenfations of Providence; 
when profperous, he frets and re^ 
pines after fome enjoyment, that is, 
perhaps, wifely withheld ; or, if he 
18 permitted to obtain his wi(h, he ' 
is flill unhappy $ every new attain, 
mcnt creates a new deiire. On 
wifhes, wiihes grow ; therefore, if 
oiice we igive way to our vain de- 
iires, we fhdl never be fatiated ; 
but if we would enjoy the bleflings of 
thislife, we mull ** be content with 
fuch things as we have.** ' For fuch 
enjoyment confiftcth not in the 
ihultiplicatioa of our wznta, but 
the reduction of our defirca j we 
mull not torment ourfelves with 
. fearful ejtpeSations of calamities, 
\ that in all probability may never 
happen ; we mud not murmur or 
complain of the hardfhips of ois^r 
real or imaginary evils, and be very 
cautious not to repine, at the dif- 
penfations of Providence, for that 
IS highly ofFenfive to our heavenly 
Father who hath created us, and 
at prefent fuftains us under all our 
infirmities. We, and every thing, 
we enjoy are his, and he has a rig.ht 
** to do vvhat lis will with his. own : 



His tender mercies are over all his 
worksp Hediftributes hisbleffings, 
as appears to his unerring wifdom, 
molt conducive, to our prefent and 
future interell ; . it i^ true, tha^ ma- 
ny of his difpenfations appear par- 
tial and ofFenfive to human nature ; 
but notwlthmnding this, we may 
be fatisficd, th<y are all in fome 
meafure intended for our good. 
Many dangerous eVils attend our 
• exiftence in the world, unobferved 
by our fhort^fighted nature, which 
are generoufly difperfedby the gra- 
cious interference of unerring wif- 
dom. Hence we fhould be anxious 
not toofteftd our Creator and Pre- 
ferver, by our unreafbnable mur- 
murs and complaints, left hecedfe 
to *' dired onr fleps, and fuffer us 
to follow our vain imaginaiions'*' 
The children of ^frael *' murmured 
, in , their tents, and hearkened not 
unto the voice of the Lord ; there- 
fore, he lifttd up his hand againll 
them, to overthrow them in the 
wildcrnefs.'* Hence ft is evident 
that God is difpleafed with fuch 
conducl ; and certainly, it is a moft 
. horrid prefumption for finful man 
to difpute with the moft High God, 
about the wifdom or righteoufnefs 
of his own ways : ** Who art thou, 
man ! that rcpljeft againil Gcd ? 
Aall the thing formed fay to him 
that formed it, why haft thou made 
me thus? Is it not lawful for God to 
do what he will with his own ? 

But though mankind are too apt 
to be diflatisfied with many of the 
difpenfations of Providence, yet 
there is none fo commonly found 
fault with sis, that of the weather : 
^Every individual has fome projeil 
in vievv, which he is anxious to put 
in execution ; in order to do it e^ec- 
, tually, fither rain or fair weather 
is occafionally requilite ; therefore,if 
the. ftafon is not conformable to his 
wiflie^,^heisdir|;ufted,an<i prefumes 
.tocenfure the difpeii fa tions thereof ; 
nay, fome are even fo horridly pre- 
fumptuous as. to curfe the feafon 
whe» it fflls out cdntraiy to their

wifhes ; (hocking in grant ade ! Se^ 
veral inftknces of this kind of 
.wicked nefs might be produced ; 
however, the following is fufRcient : 
A farmer notified for uttering fuch 
daring and blafphemous expreilions, 
fuffered very much in his property, 
-not niany days ago, by thunder 
and lightening: his neighbours, 
who frequently heard him. In the 
. the courfeofthelaflfummer, looked 
,upon his calamity as .a judgment 
for bis atrocious guilt ; whether it 
was intended as- fuch, God alone 
knows; however, if judging of it 
in this manner teujds either to pro- 
mote his reformation, or prevent 
any vof his fel low- creatures from 
falling into the like error, it will, 
though a prefent evjl, become a 
bleffing, and in the end fufficiently: 
niake up hia temporal lofles. 

it iscertainly very wrong tocen-' 
fure thecondudof any one, merely 
becaufe he happens; to fufter any 
calamity ; the righteous^ are a^ 
equally liable to misfortunes as the 
wicked; our bleffed Savibur very 
.beautifully reproves fuch uiijharita-? 
ble furmifes, when told of thofe 
Galifeani wllofe blood Pilate had 
mingled with their facrifiees : 
*' Suppofe ye," fays he, *• that 
thcfe Galileai^s were iinners above 
all. the Galileans, becaufe they 
fuifered fuch things ? 1 tell you nay, 
but except you repent, you fhall all 
iikewife peHfti." 

But when a perfon is notorious 
for any remarkable wickednefs, 
thiere can be no impropriety in 
viewing any calamity that may he- 
fall him as a Judgment, particu- 
larly if it is done not out of re- 
proach, but for our own improve- 
ment ; for happy is he who is made- 
cautious by other peoples misfor- 
tunes. 

But to return ; it is natural when 
the earth is parched, and vegetation 
retarded Tor want of moiftore, or 
when the grounid fe^ms fufficiently 
moiftened, to ,wifh and pray for. 
i^n or fair weather op calionally ; 



people, whofe lot it is to till the 
ground, and who depend upon its 
produce folely for their mainte- 
nance, cannot, avoid being unde^ 
fome concern at either of thefe ex- 
tremes ; but herein is no impro^ 
pripty, we are not culpable in this 
refped, except we proceed to mur- 
murs and ungrateful repinfngs, 
which can pever anf" er any good 
purpofc ; for weiannot^ neither is 
it fit we Ihould, controul the divine 
w ill ; or, if we could obtain the 
direilion cf the weather, we iLpuld 
foon find ourfelves very inade- 
quate to the taik, and experience the 
greateft confufipn ; we fhould tjhen 
^have fufficierat reafon for murmurs 
and complaints ; we ought, there- 
fore, rather to be ihank^l, that thp 
fending or witholding jhis refrefli- 
ing (howers, as well as eyery other 
bleffing, are in the hands of f^rovi- 
dence, wlia alone is capable of 
judging what may, or may not, be 
for our good; if* we endeavour 
•^ to do juftice, love mercy, and 
walk humbly with our God ; we 
may ju:lUy hope that he will not 
only give us rain from heaven and 
fruitful feafons, but alfo fill Qur 
hearts with food and gladnefs.** 
Let us then be thankful for fuch 
blefiings as he vouchfafes to beftow ; 
if the feafons are favourable," and 
our vallies ftand fo thick with com 
that they fceni to laugh and fiug,'* 
■ we have reafon to rejoice ancj be 
thankful, if otherwife we ought 
not to repine ; whatever be our lot. 
in this uncertain Ikte, our , wileft 
maxim will be to enjoy it with con- 
tentment, particularly if w- wilh 
to be happy ; fpr happincls is the 
natural offspring of con tent, whereas 
mifery is the produce of the oppofite, 
condud ; let' us ceafe from all u'njuft 
complaints, andpradife virtue and 
religion ; piety and integrity are 
never fruitlefs ; in ev^ry ' ftate of 
being they lead to happinefs.
